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NOTES  FROM  BOSTON. 

Boston,  Au^st  19,  1894. 
It 'S  a  polite  fiction  this  time  to  date  tbete  "Notes" 
from  Boston.  They  should  be  called  "Notes  from 
Boston  and  Beyond,"  for  ihey  are  written  from  a 
cottage  on  the  shore  of  Penobscot  Biy,  much  nearer 
Bangor  than  "  the  Hub."  I  do  not  know  that  Bangor 
is  a  city  making  special  claim  for  literary  prestige, 
rhougb  the  brilliant  author  of  "One  Summer"  and 
"  Guenn  "  used  to  live  there,  and  the  moneyed  part- 
ner of  one  of  Boston's  lai^e  publishing  houses  hailed 
Irom  there  and  was  accordingly  dubbed  by  some  putvs- 
ter  "the  Bangorilla.."  The  cottage  was  built  by  a 
former  Governor  of  Massachusetts,  but  in  spite  of  its 
beautiful  situation  has  not  been  many  times  occupied. 
His  wife,  who  has  written  several  successful  books, 
and  who  is  always  doing  graceful  and  considerate 
benevolences,  has  more  than  once  put  it  at  the  ser- 
vice of  friends.  From  the  piatias  there  are  beautiful 
views ;  that  down  the  Bay  including  the  bold  and 
ever  varying  vista  of  Megunticoolc  and  the  other 
Camden  hills,  which  infallibly  remind  the  tourist  of 
the  mountain-lined  shores  of  the  Bay  of  Naples. 
There  is  a  constant  procession  of  cntft  passing  up  and 
down,  from  the  majestic  white  stateliness  of  the  new 
"City  of  Bangor,"  down  to  the  spider- like  tug-boat, 
having  perhaps  in  tow  a  four -master,  a  three-master, 
a  schooner  and  a  sloop,  in  odd  diminishing  perspec- 
tive— the  larger  ones  laden  with  ice  for  Philadelphia 
and  the  smaller  with  lumber. 

It  seems  appropriate  that  this  region  should  send 
ice  away.  It  is  the  coolest  spot  that  I  ever  struck  ; 
the  south-wind,  u&ually  so  hot,  comes  hither  across 


miles  of  icy  w  iter,  and  when  Boston  and  even  Bar 
Hatbor  have  a  temperature  of  almost  three  figures, 
here  the  mercury  never  rises  above  eighty,  and  open 
fires,  made  from  the  drift  wood  that  the  tide  piles  on 
the  shores,  are  an  every-day  necessity.  The  air  is 
deliciously  pure,  the  fir  balsam  which  abounds  olten 
scenting  it  for  rods  out  from  the  shore.  As  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  big  hotel  wrote  with  more  enthusiasm 
than  correctness  of  grammar:  "It  is  the  loveliest 
place  on  God's  green  footstool  for  one  to  spend  iheir 


The  almost  abnormal  development  of  Mt.  Deseit, 
the  blue  hills  of  which  stand  out  on  our  horizon  has 
perhaps  left  other  parts  of  the  coast  too  much 
neglected;  Camden,  for  instance,  which  is  the  most 
perfect  place  for  summering  that  I  know ;  its  amphi- 
theatre of  hills  surrounds  a  glorious  bay,  and  only  a 
mile  or  two  inland  lie  a  chain  ol  more  than  a  dozen 
exquisite  ponds,  the  largest  of  tVhich,  L  tke  Megunti- 
cook,  with  its  shore  of  steep  clitTs  varied  with  wooded 
or  verdant  slopes,  and  with  its  pretty  islands  irresist- 
ibly reminds  one  of  Lake  Killarney.  Stopping  there 
for  breakfast  with  a  friend  who  has  a  farm  lying  on  a 
hill-top  with  a  perfertly  beautiful  view,  I  found  that 
the  place  nearest  was  occupied  by  a  distinguished 
Philadelphia  family.  So  easily  and  pleasantly 
reached  from  Boston  by  steam  or  train,  the  centre  of 
so  many  charming  little  routes  and  drives,  it  will  not 
be  many  years  before  Camden  and  indeed  this  whole 
shore  will  be  vastly  more  visited  than  they  are  now. 

Those  who  have  an  idea  that  the  yankee  dialect  is 
dead  should  come  to  a  place  like  this.  At 
almost  every  farmhouse  or  fisherman's  cottage, 
English  is  picturesquely  perverted  in  the  most 
approved  style  of  modern  fiction.  At  the  same  time, 
almost  every  farmhouse  and  cottage  is  the  shrine  of 
a  story,  generally  pathetic  and  tragic,  for  as  a  rule  the 
head  of  the  bouse  follows  the  sea,  or  had  followed  it 
till  he  was  drowned.  Thus  in  an  unpainted,  weather- 
beaten  hovel,  in  the  best  room  of  which  there  was  not 
even  a  rag  rug,  a  comely  woman  told  me  how  her 
father  at  the  very  end  of  a  long  foreign  voyage  was 
washed  overboard  and  lost,  reducirg  them  from  com- 
fort to  poverty.  As  she  told  me  the  simple  story  she 
kept  the  chickens  and  young  ducks  out  ot  the  door  by 
waving  a  broom  at  them.  Shortly  after,  her  son,  a 
boy  of  eighteen,  gave  me  a  graphic  description  of 
how  he  skun  cunners.  t  notice  that  the  natives  all  use 
that  for  the  preterite  of  "skin,"  but  "  skunned  "  is 
the  past  participle  !    They  are  all  completely  Greek 
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in  their  heaping  up  of  negatives  and  when  one 
hears  the  emphasis  embodied  in  such  a  phrase  as, 
"  No,  I  don't  never  go  to  no  such  places,"  one  is 
inclined  to  lament  ihestinKinessor"good  grammar" 
in  allowing  only  one.  Chaucer  knew  better  and 
-sprinkled  double  negatives  all  through  his  poems. 

So  long  as  Fiction  occupies  itself  with  dialect  we 
shall  have  realism.  But  it  cannot  be  gainsaid  that 
the  taste  of  the  public  is  for  romance  pure  and 
simple ;  or  to  speak  more  accurately,  romance  com- 
plicated even  if  it  is  not  so  very  pure.  An  ioqairy 
was  recently  addressed  to  the  librarians  of  the 
"  Lower  Hall"  of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  as  to  the 
comparative  popularity  of  works  of  fiction,  judging 
by  their  experience.  The  answer  stated  that  Dumas's 
"  Count  of  Monte  Cristo"  "  led  all  the  rest."  It  was 
-called  for  by  persons  of  all  sorts  and  conditions,  by 
the  highly  educated  and  refined  as  well  as  by  the 
illiterate,  and  although  the  library  keeps  on  hand  no 
less  than  fourteen  copies,  generally  the  demand 
exceeds  the  supply. 

A  strange  circumstance  in  regard  to  this  is  that  a 
work  so  universally  popular  both  in  this  country  and 
in  England,  should  have  been  so  long  accessible  only 
in  versions  that  leave  almost  everything  to  be  desired. 
These  dififerent  versions  have  all  apparently  been 
tinkered  into  their  present  shape  from  some  marvel- 
lous English  prototype  1  how  many  absurd,  and 
laughable  errors  were  perpetrated  in  that  no  one  can 
count,  but  a  friend  of  mine  detected  upwards  of  fifteen 
thousand  in  one  of  the  best  and  most  recent  "  redac- 
tions.'* Whole  passages  of  essential  importance  were 
omitted,  others  were  distorted  beyond  any  semblance 
to  the  author's  meaning,  and  in  many  instances, 
words,  phrases,  sentences  and  paragraphs  were 
inserted  to  suit  the  anonymous  editor's  sense  of  "  the 
eternal  fitness  of  things."  1  have  a  list  of  some  of 
the  more  ludicrous,  and  they  really  equal  the  blunders 
of  the  famous  Portuguese  phrase-book  \.{  Senhor 
Dafonseca. 

This  friend  of  mine,  who  is  the  editor  of  a  newspaper, 
has  recently  finished  his  own  revision  of  "The  Count 
of  Monte  Cristo  "  for  T.  Y.  Crowell  &  Company, 
who  issue  it  in  two  handsome  volumes  with  illustra- 
tions by  Merrill.  The  absurdities,  the  ungrammatical 
and  uncouth  phrases,  the  gratuitous  omission*  and 
interpolations,  wholly  unwarranted  by  the  French  of 
Dumas — "French."  says  the  reviser,  "that is  indeed 
not '  classical '  or  free  from  blemishes,  but  which  is 
purity  and  elegance  exemplified  in  comparison  with 
these  marvellous  specimens  of  English  as  she  ought 
not  to  be  wrote  " — will  be  found  remedied  in  this  new 
version.  The  care  with  which  it  has  been  made  will 
be  appreciated  when  it  is  stated  that  all  the  nautical 
terms — so  ludicrously  inaccurate  in  all  other  versions — 
were  submitted  for  criticism  and  revision  10  a  French 
man-of-war's -man,  an  ex-lieutenant  of  the  United 
States  Navy  and  an  experienced  commander  in  the 
merchant  service. 


A  similar  service  was  performed  for  the  "  Trois 
Mousquetaires  "  and  it  is  not  saying  a  great  deal  to 
claim  that  these  new  editions  of  Dumas'  masterpieces 
will  be  the  best  up  to  the  present  time.  The  illus- 
trated edition  of  "  The  Three  Musketeers  "  contains 
reproductions  of  Maurice  Leloir's  brilliant  and  fascina- 
ting designs — nearly  two  hundred  and  fifty  in  all ; 
and  is  prefaced  by  a  translation  of  the  letter  from 
Alexander  Duirns  jUi  to  his  father.  1  do  not  know 
anything  more  afFecdonate  and  touching  than 
some  of  the  paragraphs  of  this  letter,  illustrating  the 
peculiarly  lender  relations  characteristic  of  French 
fathers  and  sons;  for  instance  the  final  sentences; 

"  Whit  kind  of  an  >rt  is  it  ?  "  Corot  us«d  to  uy,  who 
was  whislling  constantly  u  he  painted,  "  What  kind  of  an 
an  it  it  which  does  not  make  you  happy  ?  "  You  thought  u 
he  did,  and  the  more  life  you  gave  to  your  ciealions  the 
more  it  abounded  in  yoa,  like  tbose  great  rivers  which,  fed 
by  mysterioui  sources,  are  renewed  the  more  they  spread  out 
and  enlai^e.  Ah!  the  good  old  times!  We  were  of  the 
same  age.  You  were  forty  two  yeara  old,  I  was  twenty. 
Tbe  happyconversalioni !  'The  sweet  cammuDings  !  Mirages 
of  the  hurt  and  memory  !  I  feel  as  if  it  was  only  yesterday  ! 

"  And  you  have  been  sleeping  for  nearly  a  qiiaiter  of  a 
century  under  the  tall  trees  of  the  cemetery  at  Villen- 
Cotterets,  between  your  mother,  who  was  your  model  for  all 
the  good  women  you  painted,  and  your  lather,  who  was  a 
touchstone  Tor  the  courage,  tbe  uprightness  and  the  goodocM 
of  all  the  heroes  to  whom  yoa  gare  life.  And  I  wbom  yoa 
always  considered,  and  who  coniidered  myself  also,  as  a 
child  by  the  side  of  yoa,  I  have  whiter  hair  iban  you  ever 
bad  and  here  I  am  already  older  than  yoa  were  when  you  left 
Ul.     Earth  passes  quickly  by.     So  an  early  meeting." 

Two  years  ago  John  Wilt  Randall,  a  great  grandson 
of  Samuel  Adams,  died  at  the  age  of  seventy-eight. 
He  had  spent  his  long  life  in  devotion  to  literary 
study  and  the  fine  arts.  Having  abundant  means, 
and  a  nature  at  once  too  proud  and  too  indifferent  to 
fame  to  let  himself  become  known  during  his  lifetime, 
he  died,  leaving  considerable  literary  material.  His  - 
friend,  Francis  Ellingwood  Abbott,  has  edited,  as  a 
sort  of  monument  and  memorial,  a  narrative  poem  of 
his,  entitled  "  The  Fairies'  Festival,"  which  is  to  be 
published  this  fall  by  The  Joseph  Knight  Company, 
with  forty  photogravure  illustrations  from  designs  by 
Francis  Gilbert  Atlwood,  whose  clever,  witty  and 
original  drawings  are  constantly  showing  his  onward 
strides  in  art. 

Among  the  forthcoming  publications  of  Estes  & 
Lauriat  may  be  mentioned  their  "  Christmas  In  Many 
Lands  "  series.  Christmas  in  America  is  represented 
by  Hezekiah  Butterworth's  "  Parson's  Miracle."  Mr, 
Butterwoith  in  his  natve  tales  of  Yankee  life  has 
struck  a  vein  in  which  he  is  excelled  by  few. 
Florence  and  Edith  Scannell  contribute  the  stories 
illustrating  Christmas  in  France,  England,  Italy  and 
Germany.  Mr.  Butterworth's  new  Zig-Zag  book  will 
treat  of  the  World's  Fair  at  Chicago. 

Upwards  of  fifty  thousand  copies  of  Mrs.  Laura  E, 
Ricbards's  "Captain  January  "  have  been  sold.  There 
has  been  published.  1  believe,  there  is  certainly  in 
circulation,  a  report  that  the  heroine  of  "Captain 
anuary"  is  a  certain  well-known  actress.      Such 
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however,  is  not  the  fact.  "  Capt^iin  January "  is  a 
creature  of  the  imagination  and  the  incidents  are  all 
fictitious.  She  has  written  a  companion  story,  enti- 
tled "  Marie,"  in  which  "  Rosin  the  Beau,"  one  of  the 
characters  of  ihe  equally  charming  "  Melody,"  again 
appears.  Mrs.  Richards's  new  book  for  girls  is  enti- 
tled •'  Hildegarde's  Neighbors." 

I  ou^ht  to  have  mentioned  while  still  speaking  of 
Dumas  that  Estes  Sc  Lauriat  have  engaged  Miss 
Katharine  Prescott  Wormley,  who  has  done  so  much 
for  Balzac,  to  translate  the  famous  "  Napoleon 
Romances,"  and  these  will  appear  in  six  volumes. 
The  name  of  the  translator  is  sufficient  guarantee  of 
the  quality  of  the  work.  1  wonder  no  one  has  had 
the  wit  to  get  Stanley  Weyman  to  translate  "  The 
Three  Musketeers ! " 

Mrs.  Clara  Erskinc  Clement- Waters  having  spent 
a  part  of  the  season  in  London,  is  now  residing 
quietly  at  Lyndhurst,  New  Forest,  in  England. 
Mr.  Arlo  Bates,  wearing  the  halo  of  his  Bowdoin 
degree  of  LJtt.  Doct.,  is  also  there.  Mrs.  Water's 
charming  monograph  on  "Naples,  the  City  of  Par- 
thenope,"  will  be  published  this  fall,  with  twenty  full- 
page  photogravure  plates  from  photographs.  Mrs. 
Virginia  W,  Johnson,  whose  "Lily  of  the  Arno" 
and  "  Genoa  the  Superb,"  appear'in  the  same  series, 
is  represented  by  a  historical  stoiy  entitled  "  Ameri- 
ca's Godfather,"  Amerigo  Vespucci  being  the  hero. 
This  also  will  be  illustrated  by  twenty  full-page  half- 
Mr.  Allen  A.  Brown  occupies  a  suite  of  rooms  in 
the  Hotel  Clifford,  on  Cortex  Street,  where  Mrs.  Celia 
Thaxter  lived  (or  a  number  of  years.  His  rooms  are 
known  to  many  musicians  as  the  repository  of  the 
best  and  completest  musical  library  in  the  country. 
It  contains  the  scores  of  operas,  oratorios,  masses, 
symphonies  and  all  other  vocal  and  orchestral  com- 
positions, as  well  as  almost  every  treatise  on  music 
and  musical  subjects.  There  are  about  twelve  thou- 
sand titles,  and  the  volumes  are  tastefully  bound. 
Mr.  Brown,  who  has  devoted  many  years  and  his 
large  income  to  perfecting  this  library,  has  recently 
proffered  it  to  the  city  of  Baston,  and  it  will  find 
itself  in  the  new  library  building  on  Copley  Square. 
Mr.  T.  Charlton  Black,  formerly  of  Edinbuigb 
University,  has,  during  the  past  two  winters,  been 
giving  lectures  on  literary  subjects  in  Cambridge  and 
Boston.  His  course  at  Harvard  proved  very  attrac- 
tive, and  even  more  successful  was  a  series  given  last 
winter  in  Boston.  Mr,  Black  was  offered  a  Pro- 
fessorship at  Aberdeen,  but  when  he  learned  that  his 
friend  Bairie,  author  of  ihe  "Window  in  Thrums," 
was  also  a  candidate,  he  came  to  this  country. 
Through  the  friendship  of  Mr.  Richard  H ,  Dana,  Mr. 
Black  has  become  the  Principal  of  the  Literary 
IJepartment  of  the  New  England  Conservatory  of 
Music,  with  a  salary  sufficient  to  enab  e  him  to  do 
justice  to  that  department  which  has  hitherto  been 
crippled  by  its  lack  of  means.    Mr.  Black  is  a  man 


of  distinguished  appearance,  tall,  slender  and  with 
handsome  eyes.  His  father  was  an  intimate  friend 
of  Dr.  John  Brown,  and  his  own  reminiscences  of  the 
author  of  "  Rah  and  his  Friends,"  are  most 
fascinating. 

WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

Through  many  years  1  foresee  the  frequent  quota- 
lion  and  reference  which  will  be  made  by  hasty 
thinkers  and  unlearned  theorists  from  the  two  pon- 
derous volumes  on  '■  Primitive  Civilizations"  by  Miss 
E.  J.  Simcox.  The  past  thirty  years  have  seen  a  vast 
gathering  of  facts  as  to  the  dark,  slowly  brightening, 
which  ties  behind  known  and  written  history  in  Egypt, 
Babylonia  and  China,  with  other  lesser  nations.  Less 
has  been  learned  as  to  the  last,  for  in  China  archaeo- 
logical study  is  yet  to  begin,  and  will  solve  endless 
difficulties.  As  to  Egypt  and  Babylonia,  the  knowl- 
edge gained  in  the  last  thirty-live  years  is  more  than 
all  that  was  known  before.  The  information  lies 
scattered  in  a  great  sea  of  transactions,  reports  and 
"  papers."  Miss  Simcox  has  gathered  it,  codified, 
classified  and  arranged  it.  Her  special  attention  is 
paid  to  the  position  of  woman  and  the  ownership  of 
property ;  but  she  gives  a  sketch  of  the  primitive 
structure  and  development  of  society  over  China, 
Babylonia  and  Arabia  and  the  entire  Mediterranean 
basin.  She  has  that  rare  thing— the  comparative 
mind.  She  distinguishes  clearly  between  theory  and 
fact.  Her  work  is  an  invaluable  caicbing-up  book. 
Her  analysis  and  classific  ition  are  admirable.  A  great 
host  of  readers  will  learn  in  its  pages  what  they  could 
have  never  learned  elsewhere.  But  her  foot-notes 
are  few.  She  omits  her  authorities.  Her  work  is  all 
second-hand  In  no  one  of  these  vast  fields  is  she 
mistress.  Her  original  work  in  any  of  them  has  not 
attracted  attention.  If  she  were  more  familiar  with 
the  East  she  would  see  that  much  on  which  she  lays 
stress  as  similar  in  China  and  Egypt  is  widely  diffused 
in  the  Eastern  world.  Her  plea  for  some  of  these 
primitive  civilizations — notably  as  solving  the  problems 
of  life — is  based  almost  exclusively  on  their  success  in 
meeting  the  brute  wants  of  life.  Moreover,  a  work 
like  this  can  not  be  safely  quoted  as  an  authority,  and 
quoted  it  will  be  for  thirty  years  to  come.  Yet  there  is 
no  other  book  which  approaches  this  in  putting  wiihin 
reach  the  revelations  of  primitive  civilization  made  by 
the  spade  in  the  past  thiity-five  years.  In  China,  where 
the  spade  has  done  nothing,  science  little,  and  we 
know  litOe  more  at  bottom  than  Ricci  could  learn, 
she  is  more  dull  and  hackneyed. 

Dr.  Henry  Drummond  has  done  the  most  useful 
and  important  work  of  an  useful  and  important  life 
in  his  Lowell  lectures  on  the  "Ascent  of  Man."  Up 
to  date  they  are  the  best  harmony  yet  presented  for 
the  patent  differences  between  evolution  and  revela- 
tion.   A  host  of  people  have  felt,  rather  than  seen. 
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that  "  evolution  "  as  usually  outlined  did  not  meet 
the  facts  of  nature,  but  Dr.  Drummond  is  the  first 
man  to  put  in  luminous  shape  the  masterly  generali- 
zation that  along  with  the  selfish  struggle  for  life  is  the 
unselfish  maternal  and  paternal  struggle  for  the  life 
of  another — first  the  offspring,  then  in  due  oider  fam- 
ily, nation,  and  race.  Unselfish  endeavor  is  as  plain 
in  nature  "  red  with  tooth  and  claw,"  as  in  the  reve- 
lation of  mercy  in  the  Bible,  but  the  ethical  signifi- 
cance of  all  this  has  not  before  been  grasped  as  it 
has  been  by  Dr.  Drummond.  whose  epoch-making 
book  deserves  an  universal  audience.  It  co-ordinates 
a  vast  series  of  apparently  opposing  facts  and  it 
ought  to  end  absolutely  and  once  for  ail  the  shallow 
fear  that  evolution  is  a  chasm  in  the  road  of  progress 
likely  to  upset  the  ark  of  Revelation  instead  of  being, 
as  it  is,  a  precious  bridge  over  the  rushing  stream  of 
doubt.  A  great  many  people  "have  learned  from 
Dr.  Drummond  how  to  keep  their  temper  and  still 
more  are  likely  to  learn  from,  this  book  how  to  keep 
their  faith. 

Mr.  Richard  Le  Gallienne  has  for  several  years  cul- 
tivated the  expression  of  his  own  emotions  and  the 
admiration  of  other  people  using  as  instrument  there- 
for, a  style  effective  but  affected,  felicitous  but 
phrasy,  conscientious  but  self-conscious.  He  rose  in 
the  prose  world — not  to  say  culminated — with  the 
"  Book-Bills  of  Narcissus,"  a  study  of  literary  mod- 
ernity in  youth.  These  are  besides  his  poems. 
"  Prose  Fancies"  collect  various  fugitive  articles,  with 
some  new.  The  personal  note  dominates.  Some 
have  simplicity  and  some  are  but  simple.  All  are 
"  literary."  To  one  who  writes  or  to  those  who  care 
for  those  who  write  them  will  be  something  entrancing 
in  this  most  successful  and  graceful  evisceration  of 
literary  emotion.  It  is  all  here.  The  first  poem  and 
the  first  love,  the  borrowed  sovereign  and  the  wicked 
but  not  too  wicked  publisher  (Mr.  Le  Gallienne  is 
among  the  small  accepted),  the  great  past  which 
oppresses  and  the  possible  future  which  enchants,  (be 
other  man's  books  and  your  own,  the  work  you  like 
and  which  no  one  reads,  and  the  work  you  hate  but 
which  is  always  paid  for.  Yet  this  book,  like  the 
commuter's,  is,  1  fear  me,  of  value  only  to  those  who 
travel  habitually  on  this  line. 


Mr.  Eben  J.  Loomis  is  of  those  who  see  nature  and 
write  about  her,  which  is  better  than  to  see  nature  to 
write  about  her,  though  it  is  perhaps  best  of  all  to 
see  nature  and  not  write.  Living  at  Washington, 
Mr.  Loomis  is  at  home,  in  fields  and  on  hills  dear  to 
those  who  know  them  because  there  mix  and  mingle 
North  and  South,  and  the  Potomac  has  in  air 
and  water  a  subtle  brilliancy  of  iis  own  which  Tyndall 
noted  as  have  Others  less  versed  in  physics  of  the  atmo- 
sphere. Of  this  Mr.  Loomis  has  written  and  about 
these  scenes  he  has  woven  eerie  stories,  and  stories 


only  queery  and  some  prose  versed,  all  of  which  is 
like  to  be  read  more  for  what  it  describes  than  what 


Miss  M.  G.  McClelland,  a  young  Vii^inia  novelist, 
already  known  by  the  skill  with  which  she  has  used 
the  local  color  of  her  region  in  "The  Old  Post  Road," 
has  woven  a  story  out  of  love  and  highwaymen,  men 
and  manners  of  ninety  years  ago,  which  has  about  it 
the  simple  frank  charm  of  old-fashioned  n 


Mr.  William  Wetmore  Story  has  many  friends  and 
a  long  reputation,  which  has  prodigiously  lengthened 
in  the  evening  of  life,  as  shadows  do,  however  short 
the  object,  "  A  Poet's  Portfolio,"  whose  second 
instalment  has  just  appeared,  is  made  up  of  common- 
place dialogue  between  "  He  "  and  "  She  "  and  verse 
of  the  common-place  on  the  common-place.  It  is 
very  dull ;  but  the  desire  to  write  verse  is  a  harmless 
passion  which  injures  none,  but  those  unwise  enough 
to  read. 

.". 

"  Maximilian  and  Carlotta  "  by  Mr.  John  M.  Taylor, 
is  a  rapid,  graphic  account  of  the  attempt  to  place 
Maximilian  on  the  throne  of  Mexico  by  Napoleon  111. 
It  has  in  it  nothing  particularly  original,  but  original 
sources  have  been  consulted.  Lieutenant  Seaton 
Schroeder's  book,  published  in  1887,  covers  much  the 
same  ground  as  does  Mr.  F.  Hall's  life  of  Maximilian 
in  186B.  Two  women,  Princess  Salm-Salm  and 
El,  M.  Ridley,  have  also  written  of  their  personal 
experiences.  Mr.  Taylor  is  now  and  then  florid,  but 
in  the  main  unobjectionable  in  style. 


Most  intelligent  persons  of  a  wide  experience  are 
satisfied  neither  with  the  explanations  nor  with  the 
attitude  of  scientific  men  to  the  phenomena  of  spirit- 
ualism, clairvoyance,  portents,  apparitions,  etc.  The 
great  mass — by  far  the  greater  mass — are  easily 
explained  by  fraud  and  hallucination.  There  re- 
mains a  small  portion  which  explanations  do  not 
explain.  If,  also,  one's  knowledge  by  books  and 
personally  is  wider  than  civilitalion,  there  is  forced 
upon  one's  attention  the  universality  of  these  pheno- 
mena. They  are  continuously  recorded  from  the 
earhest  times  and  occur  without  variation  under 
savage  and  civilized  conditions.  Uniting  this  double 
view,  Mr.  Andrew  Lang,  in  "  Cock  Lane  Ghosts  and 
Common  Sense,"  has  grouped  a  series  of  essays 
which  discuss  this  entire  subject  in  an  open-minded 
way,  from  the  spirits  recorded  under  Khemi  to  those 
described  under  Victoria.  Mr.  Lang's  omnivorous 
reading  makes  his  work  comprehensive  and  his  news- 
paper training  keeps  it  interesting,  while  the  saving 
grace  of  humor  preserves  the  poise  of  his  judgment. 
He  evidently  inclines  to  the  belief  that  there  may  be 
an   immaterial  cause  for  these  phenomena,  and.  as 
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every  reader  of  scientific  literature  knows,  study  of 
the  cell  has  now  reached  the  point  where  leading 
authorities  feel  that  "matter"  cannot  explain  its 
phenomena. 


The  satisfactory  book  remains  to  be  written  on 
Dante  Gabriel  Rossetti.  Esther  Wood  takes  herself 
very  seriously  in  her  study  on  "  Rossetti  and  the  Pre- 
Raphaelite  Movement,"  and  is  full  of  the  "ethical 
view,"  The  pressure  of  so  much  moral 
to  the  square  inch  calls  for  nothing  less  ih: 
dynamugraph.  Her  efToit  is  to  set  Rossetti^! 
sides  of  whose  life  she  casts  intc 
shadow — in  bis  relation  first  to  romanticism,  next  to 
the  pre-Raphaelite  movement  and  last  to  tbe  develop- 
ment of  a  moral  content  in  English  art,  before  which 
Esther  Wood  bows  down  and  worships.  This  is  all 
very  well  in  its  South  Kensington  way,  but  it  is  not 
art,  it  is  not  poetry  and  it  is  not  Rossetti,  neither  is  it 
Morals.  It  is  instead  a  capacity  for  expository  diva- 
gation. Don't  read  Esther  Wood.  Read  Rossetti. 
As  for  his  pictures,  if  you  can  see  them,  stand 
reverently  until  you  see  how  great  he  is  and  let  not 
even  his  greatness  blind  you  to  his  faults. 


A  year  ago  Mrs.  Ruth  McEnery  Stuart  published  a 
volume  of  Soudiem  stories — "  A  Golden  Wedding 
and  Other  Tales " — which,  like  her  first  magazine 
stoiy,  "  Carlotta's  Intended,"  in  LippincotU'  for 
September,  1891,  were  universally  recognized  as  both 
accurate  and  artistic.  This  story  has  been  republished 
with  six  others  in  a  volume  of  which  it  fills  nearly  half. 
Of  the  remaining  stories,  "Bud  Zunt's  Courtship" 
was  first  published  in  Harper's,  December,  1893. 
Italian  life  in  New  Orleans  is  tbe  scene  in  which  the 
pathetic  idyll  which  gives  the  book  its  title  is  set,  and 
all  these  stories  have  an  undertone  of  the  tears  of 
things.  Mn.  Stuart  knows  her  field,  she  is  accuracy 
itself  in  dialogue,  and  her  characters  are  solidly 
modeled,  however  briefly  sketched.  Now  and  then 
she  lacks  restraint. 


The  thirty-three  papers  published  by  the  Interna- 
tional Congress  of  Anthropology,  held  at  Chicago  last 
year,  are  of  very  unequal  value,  as  is  apt  to  be  in 
such  volumes.  All  but  five  are  on  the  Nonh  Ameri- 
can Indian  and  of  these  nearly  all  are  limited  to  a 
single  phrase,  but  this  phrase  is  in  most  instances  put 
in  an  original  light.  Tbe  volume  willbe  indispensa- 
blc.for  those  working  in  North  American  anthropology, 
and  in  general  it  will  be  useful  to  those  in  other  fields 
in  proportion  as  they  are  at  work  on  primitive  races 
and  particularly  on  their  handiwork,  ceremonies  and 
traditions.  An  unusual  share  of  Philadelphians  are 
represented.   Dr.  D.  G.  Brinton,  Mr.  H.  C.  Mercer, 


Dr.  Morris  Jastrow,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Sara  Yorke  Stevenson. 
Dr.  Cyrus  Adier  and  Mr.  Stuart  Culin. 

B^ranger  has  never  been  translated  into  English, 
and  it  is  probable  be  never  will  be.  Sauveur's 
B^ranger  gives  the  best  of  his  songs  with  notes 
carried  to  an  extreme  detail.  Many  of  the  notes 
carry  mere  truisms  ;  but  it  is  as  well  to  remember 
that  the  vast  majority  of  readers  are  both  dull  and 
ignorant  and  need  endless  explanation.  The  songs 
themselves  are  given  in  metrical  versions  for  which 
little  can  be  said,  except  that  they  are  faithful.  The 
spirit  of  B£ranger  has  escaped  altogether.  Yet  the 
translators,  Maigaret  Tatnall  Canby  and  Virginia 
Roberts  Bowen,  with  the  use  of  translation,  by  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  C.  H,  Vinton,;  have  produced  a  volume 
certain  to  be  useful. 

Mr.  Charles  J.  Harper  is  one  of  the  new  and  rising 
group  of  young  English  artists  who  arc  certain  they 
know  all  there  is  to  know,  and  this  spirit  moves  his 
"Drawing  for  Reproduction."  Barring  this  the  book 
win  be  extremely  useful  to  artists  because  of  its 
minute,  technical  instruction.  English  usage  varies 
from  our  own,  and  thanks  to  Rowland's  gratings  our 
half-tone  work  is  more  delicate.  Our  gelatine  pro- 
cesses have  been  developed  more  fully  and  Mr. 
Harper  says  nothing  as  to  the  difficulties  presented 
in  newspaper  work,  where  our  presses  run  more 
rapidly  and  our  paper  is  poorer  than  those  in  England. 
But  for  book  and  magazine  work  his  volume  will  be 
as  useful  here  as  abroad,  and  its  many  process  illus- 
trations add  greatly  to  its  value,  as  each  has  notes  as 
to  paper,  handling  and  method  of  reproduction. 


MRS.  HUNGERFORD,  "  THE)  DUCHESS." 
Margaret  Hamilton  Hungerford,  formerly  Mrs. 
Aisles,  was  bom  and  educated  in  Ireland,  and  is 
now  living,  with  her  family  of  grown  children,  at 
St.  Brenda's,  Bandon  County,  Cork.  Her  published 
novels,  during  nearly  twenty  years,  number  over  thirty 
volumes,  the  earliest,  "  Phyllis,"  "  Molly  Bawn,"  and 
"Airy  Fairy  Lilian,''  appearing  in  1877,  1878,  and, 
1879,  respectively.  "The  latest  by  the  Duchess''  has 
long  been  a  sterotyped  phrase  among  booksellers 
and  readers  alike.  Her  "  Peter's  Wife,"  just|published 
in  Uppincott's  Select  Series  of  Novels,  meets  an  ever 
ready  demand  from  devotees  on  both  sides  the  water. 
The  character  of  her  writings  is  expressed  by  an 
English  critic :  There  is  no  guile  in'the  novels  of  the 
authoress  of  "Molly  Bawn,"  nor  any  consistency, 
nor  analysis  of  character ;  but  they  exhibit  a  faculty 
truly  remarkable  for  reproducing  small-talk,  the 
shallow  but  harmless  "chafT,"  of  certain  strata  of 
modern  fashionable  society.  •  ■  •  sii^  can 
invent  an  interesting  story,  she  can  (ell  it  well,  and 
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she  trusts  to  the  honest,  natural,  human  emotions  and 
interests  of  life  for  material. 

Mrs.  Hun^^rford  lives  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
homes  in  all  Ireland.  She  has  earned  a  handsome 
competency  with  her  pen,  and  anything  she  chooses 
to  write  is  suri^  to  bring  her  a,  comfortable  sum  in 
return.  Her  Erin  home  is  one  of  singular  tasie  and 
richness,  for  the  teller  of  so  many  stories  is  also  a 
careful  housekeeper  and  manager.  She  has  an 
interesting  family,  who  help  to  make  her  home  cheer- 
ful and  a  desirable  place  to  be.  As  to  the  reading 
public  she  is  simply  "  The  Duchess,"  SO  to  her  neigh- 
bors she  is  simply  Mrs.  Kungerford,  and  it  is  said 
(hat  many  of  them  do  not  know  to-day  that  the 
pleasant  visitor  at  their  homes  is  the  author  of  the 
stories  which  are  on  tables  and  on  the  shelves  of 
their  bookcases.  She  is  strangely  sensitive  on  this 
point  and  never  associates  her  nam  de  plume  vr'nh 
her  identity  where  it  can  be  avoided.  Personally 
the  author  is  a  most  charming  woman  and  her  com- 
pany is  sought  on  all  occasions  by  a  Urge  circle  of 
friends.  She  is  fond  of  young  people  and  courts 
their  society  whenever  possible.  A  life  of  ease  and 
comfort  is  hers,  although  she  is  an  industrious  worker 
with  the  pen,  employing  the  mornings  for  her  literary 
productions.  Her  handwriting  is  peculiar  and  jerky 
and  not  always  easy  to  decipher.  She  is,  however, 
gracious  as  a  correspondent,  never  closing  a  letter 
without  some  kindly-expressed  wish  or  a  sentiment  of 
regard. 

FROM  THE  GERMAN  CAPITAL. 

Berlin,  August,    1894. 
It  is  DO  easy  task  to  determine  the  words  which  most 
frequently  occur  in   popular  conversation.    Written 
words  may  be  readily  compared  and  counted ;  but 
spoken  ones — the  ij^ea  wrlg/avra  of  Homer — are  fleet- 
ing and  evanescent ;   they  must  be  caught  on  the 
wing  or  they  escape.    A  philological  marksman  of 
Berlin,  however,  after   a  long 
series     of    observations,     has 
reached    the    conclusion    that 
the    words    oflenesi  employed 
by   Germans    are    //err    (the 
equivalent  of  our  Mr.  or  Sir], 
Ztit  (time),   Krtig  (war),  and 
Friedtrt  (peace).     This  would 
appear   to  indicate,  first,  that 
the  Germans  are  a  very  polite 
and    courteous    people,   which 
is  doubtless  the  case,  so  far. 
*™""  City  of  Berlin.      *'  '^*''  "*  *e  upper  Strata  of 
society  are  concerned ;  second- 
ly, that  they  are  very  busy,  and  know  the  value  of 
time,  which  is  also  true ;  and  thirdly  and  finally,  that 
the  chances  of  peace  or  war  are  uppermost  in  their 
thoughts.    How  should  it  be  otherwise  F    This  is  the 
balance    which  regulates  all  their  enterprises,  and 
upon  its  turning  not  only  ^their  prosperity,  but  their 


very  lives  may  depend.  That  Chancellor  von  Caprivi 
has  been  enabled,  by  the  conclusion  of  treaties  of 
commerce  with  the  chief  powers  of  the  continent, 
and  especially  with  Russia,  practically  to  assure  the 
peace  of  Europe  for  the  next  ten  years,  should  be  his 
title  to  everlasting  fame  \ 

The  University  of  Berlin  has  again  suffered  a 
serious  loss  in  the  death  of  Prof.  August  Dillmann, 
in  the  seventy- second  year  of  his  age.  He  was 
acknowledged  as  the  highest  authority  on  all  ques- 
tions pertaining  to  the  Abyssinian  or  Coptic  language 
and  literature.  He  early  devoted  himself  to 
biblical  studies,  and  his  career  was  determined  by  bis 
interest  in  the  apocalyptic  and  probably  apocryphal 
Book  of  Enoch,  which,  although  cited  in  the  Epistle 
of  Jude,  has  never  been  accepted  as  canonical.  The 
original  Aramaic  text  is  known  to  have  survived 
until  the  second  century  of  our  era  ;  but  the  oldest 
manuscript  now  existing  is  an  Ethiopic  translation  of 
a  Greek  version,  which  is  likewise  tost.  When 
Dillmann  commenced  his  studies,  fifty  years  ago,  he ' 
had  neither  grammar  nor  lexicon  to  aid  him ;  and  it 
was  only  after  the  labor  of  years  devoted  to  a  com- 
parison of  the  manuscripts  hidden  away  in  the 
European  libraries,  especially  the  Bodleian  at  Oxford, 
and  that  of  the  British  Museum,  that  he  ventured  to 
publish  his  translation  of  the  book.  His  conclusion 
was  that  it  was  composed  in  the  time  of  Johannes 
Hyrcanus  (about  1 10  B.  C.)  on  the  model  of  the  Book 
of  DanieL  Quite  recently,  fragments  of  the  Greek 
version  have  been  discovered,  which  were  published 
by  Bouriant,  in  Paris,  in  1891,  and  which  fully  con* 
firm  Dillmann's  deductions.  He  was  without  a  rival 
in  this  especial  field  of  philological  investigation, 
and,  though  he  founded  an  extensive  school,  his 
death  creates  a  vacancy  which  it  will  be  difficult  to 
fill. 

Many  German  papers  have  recently  published  an 
alleged  diatribe  of  William  Jordan,  the  well-known 
commentator  on  the  NUbelungettUtd,  against  public 
libraries,  on  the  ground  that  they  encouraged  the 
diffusion  of  a  low  class  of  literature  and  were  preju- 
dicial to  the  book-trade.  His  daughter,  Emma  Jordan, 
has  turned  the  laugh  against  the  editors  by  showing 
that  the  letter  in  question  is  not  new,  but  appeared 
thirty  years  ago  as  a  satirical  article  in  the  /luilleton 
of  the  Frankfort  Journal  t 

The  third  SchnfhtilUrlag,  or  convention  of  authors 
and  journalists,  in  Hamburg,  was  a  pronounced 
success  in  everything — except  the  accomplishment  of 
the  special  purpose  for  which  it  was  convened — the 
consideration  of  the  question  of  international  copy- 
right. Several  hundred  delegates  enjoyed  for  six 
days  the  princely  hospitality  of  the  ancient  Hanseatic 
city,  but  they  were  too  pleasantly  occupied  in  viewing 
the  sights  of  the  town  and  its  environs;  in  evening 
excursions  on  the  Alster  and  the  Elbe,  which  were 
brilliantly  illuminated  for  the  occasion ;  in  inspecting 
the  works  of  the  great  ship  canal  which  is  soon  to 
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connect  the  North  Se«  with  the  Baltic;  in  a  trip  to 
HeligoUnd,  in  a  visit  to  Prince  Bismarck  at  Fried- 
ricksmhe,  and  in  eating  the  breakfasts  and  lunches 
and  dinners  lavished  upon  them  by  their  prodigal 
hosts,  that  they  really  had  no  time  for  business.  The 
Hamburg  Senate  was  not  particularly  interested  in 
international  copyright,  but  it  was  very  anxious  to 
redeem  the  city  from  the  shadow  of  the  terrible  visi- 
tation of  cholera  in  1891,  and,  so  far  as  the  Schrifts- 
tellerlag  is  concerned,  it  may  now  be  assured  of  a 
"  dean  bill  of  health,"  Next  year's  convention  is  to 
be  held  in  Mannheim,  the  picturesque  old  city 
'  lying  at  the  confluence  of  the  Rhine  and  the 
Neckar,  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Heidelberg, 
and  under  the  shadow  of  the  mountains  of  the  Oden- 
wald. 

A  good  deal  of  philolog'cal  ingenuity  bas  been 
expended  of  late  years  on  the  origin  of  the  name 
Berlin.  The  last  edition  of  Webster's  Dictionary 
seems  to  come  pretty  near  the  truth  in  staling  that  it 
is  derived  from  the  Slavic  J«r/i,  meaning  "  unculti- 
vated land ; "  but  in  the  language  of  that  particular 
branch  of  the  Slavic  stem,  the  Wends,  who  were  the 
original  founders  of  the  settlement,  the  words  po 
rolina  signify  "  on  arable  land,"  as  distinguished 
from  a  mountainous  or  hilly  country,  and,  like  our 
own  "  Flatlands,"  exactly  describe  the  situation  of 
the  modem  capital.  The  late  Latin  name  Berolina 
is  so  umilar  in  sound  as  to  constitute  an  argument  in 
fovor  of  this  view,  which  is  earnestly  advocated  by 
Dr.  Reichl.  Another  Bohemian  savant,  Dr.  Krupka, 
has  discovered  a  Czech  hamlet  name  Brlin,  from  a 
sluice  or  weir  (Bohem.  brii)  between  two  fish-pools  in 
the  neighborhood ;  and  thence  concludes  that  the 
name  "  Berlin ''  is  derived  from  the  lork  or  sluice 
which  has  existed  almost  from  time  immemorial  as 
the  lesser  arm  of  the  Spree,  which,  separating  from 
the  main  current  just  above  the  Royal  Scbtoss,  and 
rejoining  it  at  a  short  distance  belovr,  forms  the  island 
of  Colin,  the  site  of  the  original  fortress,  and  the 
present  location  of  the  Palace,  the  Cathedral,  the 
Lnstgarten,  and  the  Royal  Galleries  of  painting  and 
sculpture.  This  looks  plausible;  but  what  had  the 
Bohemians  to  do  with  naming  Berlin  ?  I  shall  con* 
tinne  to  prefer  the  other  explanation,  which  seems 
Dot  only  to  fit  mere  nearly  the  sound  and  sense  of  the 
modem  designation,  but  to  be  more  in  accordance 
with  the  facts  of  bistory.  The  "  little  bear  "  (Barlein) 
which  figures  in  the  civic  coat  of  arms  is  merely  a 
punning  allusion  to  an  established  name,  like  the 
motto  of  the  Vemons, —  Ver  nan  semper  viret. 

The  world  is  about  be  enriched  by  a  scientific 
contribution  of  the  first  rank.  Leopold  Voss,  of 
Hamburg,  announces  a  complete  edition  of  six  vol- 
umes of  the  lectures  of  the  celebrated  Professor  von 
Helmholtion  theoretical  physics.  The  first  volume 
to  appear  will  be  the  flflh  of  the  regular  series,  and 
will  give  the  results  of  the  distinguished  scientist's 
mearcbes  into  the  electro-magnetic  ^theory  of  light. 
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Professor  Arthur  KOnig,  a  pupil  of  the  author,  has 
undertaken  the  editorial  work. 

The  German  Emperor  finding  the  cares  of  State 
insufiicieni  to  exhaust  his  exuberant  vitality,  ha» 
appeared  in  a  new  i6le — that  of  a  musical  composer. 
His  "  Hymn  to  Aigir,"  one  of  the  heroes  of  the  old 
German  mythology,  whose  study  has  always  been  a 
favorite  pursuit  of  his  leisure  hours,  has  been  lately 
performed  by  the  "  Dom-Cbor"  or  Cathedral  Choir, 
after  rehearsal  under  the  Kaiser's  personal  direction, 
with  marked  success ;  and  the  well-known  publishers. 
Bote  &  Bock,  are  about  to  issue  an  armngement  for 
the  piano.  Connoisseurs  declare  that  it  displays  both 
originality  and  practical  acquaintance  with  the  laws 
of  counterpoint.  At  any  rate  it  is  gratifying  to  know 
that  the  Kaiser  does  not  fall  within  Shakespeare's 
definition  of  "  the  man  that  hiath  no  music  in  himself." 

A  WEDDING  IN  THRUMS. 

M.  £.  L.  A.  in  the  Ledger,  chats  interestingly  of 
the  wedding  of  J.  M.  Barrie,  of  Thrums  fame,  and 
Miss  Mary  Ansell,  a  member  of  the  dramatic  com- 
pany who  pliy  "Walker,  London:'' 

Though  obliged  to  spend  the  greater  part  of  his  time  in 
London,  Thrums  \%  atill  Mr.  Borrie's  home,  and  it  was  \a 
the  drawing  room  of  his  father's  house,  "  Strathview,"  that 
the  marriage  ceremony  took  place.  Just  opposite  "  Strith- 
TLcw  "  stands  the  "  Hoii»e  on  the  Brae,"  familiarly  known 
now  as  "  The  Window  in  Thrums,"  and  the  various  scenes 
depicted  in  "  The  Little  Minister"  may  also  be  seen  from 
the  windows,  fur,  as  the  name  implies,  the  fertile  Strathmore 

So  much  had  been  written  of  hii  severe  illness  that  Barrie 
was  determined  no  one  should  know  anything  of  his  wed- 
ding plans.  The  greatest  secrecy  was,  therefore,  preserved, 
and  even  the  local  cleigyman.  who  assisted  at  the  wcddiog, 
was  lied  down  to  divulge  nothiog  of  interest  as  to  the  dale, 
etc.  The  ceremony  was  performed  by  Barrie's  uncle,  the 
Rev,  David  Ogilvy,  a  son  of  the  Auld  Licht  Kirk,  assisted 
by  the  local  clergyman,  and  the  short  simple  service  of  the 
Scottish  Church  orly  occupied  a  few  minutes.  There  were 
no  bridesmaids  nor  gimmsmeo;  no  fuss,  nor  floweis,  nor 
feast;  everything  was  done  in  the  quietest  and  most 
unsensatiooal  manner.  Ever  since  the  publication  of  his 
books  the  Auld  Lichts  have  looked  askance  at  Ban'ie,  class- 
ing him  as  a  wolf  in  the  fold,  hardly  koowing  whether  his 
sympathies  are  with  them  or  whether  he  has  not  cast  ndi- 
cnle  upon  Ibeir  devoted  little  band. 

Now  that  he  ha*  married  an  actress  I   fear  he   will   be 

a' iced  entirely  beyond  the  pale  of  pardon,  and  in  the  Auld 
cht  circle  of  Thrums  of  the  present  day  the  charming 
bride  of  this  ronuniic  and  quiel  wedding  will  be  as  surely 
ostracised  as  was  "  Babbie  "  of  that  other  "  marriage  over 
the  longs  "on  the  hill  behind  "  Strath  view,"  Play-actors 
arc  Dot  Chiisliaos  In  the  (heology  of  some  of  the  guid  folks 
but  this  bride  may  yet  reign  supreme  in  Thrums  as  did 
"  Babtrie,"  for  her  husband  has  most  assuredly  bounded  into 
fame,  and  the  mantle  of  Scott  has  fallen  on  his  shoulders. 
He  has  touched  the  chord  of  pathos,  and  the  under-current 
of  brave  self-denial,  which  forms  so  strong  a  force  in  the 
religion  of  the  Scots,  has  been  acted  on  magneticHlly.  At 
the  present  day  Barrie  is  the  idol  of  his  countiymen,  and  his 
simple  tales  of  Thrums  have  placed  him  on  a  pinnscle,  in 
their  estimation,  far  above  Lang,  or  Stevenson  or  Black. 

Barrie  is  to  Scottish  prose  what  Burns  is  to  her  poetry,  and 
already  he  has  secured  for  his  name  a  position  with  posterity 
which,  like  that  of  Bums  will  increase  in  veneration  with 
the  years.

"ANTHONY  HOPE." 
"The  Prisoner  of  Zeoda"  first  published  in  Eng- 
land and  in  this  country  within  the  past  few  months, 
has  been  praised  by  Andrew  Lang-  and  Walter 
Bssant,  and  has  made  its  author,  "  Anthony  Hope," 
famous.  His  methods  of  composition  and  what 
may  have  suggested  the  very  original  plot  arc  as 
yet  unknown.  Besides  what  we  may  get  from  his 
portrait,  we  are  told  that  he  is  "  a  tall,  thin,  dark 
man,  with  a  face  that  would  be  ascetic  if  it  were  not 
bubbling  with  humor."    He  is  a  lawyer,  as  other

good  romancers  have  been  before  him,  and  has 
chambers  in  the  Middle  Temple,  a  place  made 
famous  in  fiction  by  Thackeray  and  on  the  stage  by 
Pinero,  His  profession  and  politics  are  his  chief 
concerns,  and  literature  a  diversion  in  his  leisure 
hours.  He  is  an  extremely  modest  man,  and  in 
response  to  a  request  from  his  American  publishers 
for  autobiographical  matter,  gave  the  barest  facts  of 
his  life.  He  expressed  absolutely  no  opinion  on 
literary  canons  or  on  \vs  own  work.  There  was, 
however,  a  rare  sincerity  and  cordiality  in  his  letters. 
Anthony  Hope  Hawkins  was  born  In  1863,  bis 
father  being  the  Rev.  £.  C.  Hawkins  of  St.  Brides, 
Fleet  Street,  London.  He  was  educated  at  Marl- 
borough, and  at  Balliol  College,  Oxford^  of  which  he 
was  a  scholar.    At  Oxford,  he  was  a  hard  worker 


and  obtained  first  classes  in  Classical  Moderations 
and  in  the  School  of  Litteras  Humaniores,  commonly^ 
known  as  "Greats."  At  this  university,  where  he 
attained  the  degree  of  M.  A.  some  eight  years  a.go, 
he  began  to  show  an  aptitude  for  public  life,  was  a. 
striking  figure  among  his  contemporaries,  and  be- 
came president  of  the  Union.  In  1893  he  stood  as  a. 
Liberal  candidate  for  a  seat  in  Parliament  from  the 
southern  division  of  Buckinghamshire,  but  was  de- 
feated by  Viscount  Curzon. 

His  first  book,  "A  Man  of  Mark,"  was  published 
in  1890.  and  was  followed  next  year  by  "Father 
Stafford,"  an  interesting  study  of  an  Anglican 
priest's  struggles  between  love  and  sense  of  obli- 
gation to  his  vow  of  celibacy.  The  pictures  of  his 
cheerless  ascetic  life  are  marked  by  the  sincerity- 
conspicuous  in  Mr.  Hawkins'  later  books.  Sonte 
very  thoughtful  conversations  on  art  and  on  religion 
are  introduced. 

In  1892  appeared  "Mr.  Witt's  Widow,"  a  frivolous 
tale  of  a  lady  who  had  "  harmonious  contrasts," 
such  as  dark  eyes  and  golden  hair.  It  foreshadows 
the  power  in  plot-making  that  characterizes  our 
author's  later  works. 

In  the  spring  of  1893  appeared  "Sport  Royal,"  a. 
collection  of  Mr.  Hawkins'  short  stories,  mostly  from 
the  Si.  James'  Gazettt. 

In  "  Half  a  Hero."  published  last  year,  there  are 
several  foreshadow ings  of  "  The  Prisoner  of  Zenda." 
In  both  stories  the  scene  is  imaginary,  but  given 
realism  by  characteristics  respectively  of  New  Zea- 
land and  of  Germany ;  in  both  intrigues  and  hero- 
ism are  conspicuous,  though  in  the  latter  the  author 
cid  not  adopt  the  old  device  of  giving  his  hero  some 
bad  qualities  to  make  him  human.  "  Half  a  Hero  '* 
contains  much  firm,  crisp  character-drawing,  and  a 
strong  love  interest,  but  has  the  slight  taint  of  the 
"purpose  novel,"  already  noted  in  "Father  Stafford;" 
in  this  case,  the  discussion  being  politics,  especially 
the  "  labor  "  element. 

"  A  Change  of  Air,''  while  containing  much  of  its 
humor  and  snap,  furnishes  a  marked  contrast  to. 
'  The  Prisoner  of  Zenda,"  and  is  in  a  more  serious 
vein,  having  a  strong  and  tragic  undercurrent,  and 
not  without  an  element  of  peril.  Confining  its  occur- 
rences pretty  severely  to  the  possible  and  generally 
probable,  it  nevertheless  is  highly  original.  Dale 
Bannister,  the  wild  young  poet,  who  commences  by 
thoroughly  scandalizing  Market  Denborough,  is  a 
most  picturesque  and  uncommon  character.  The 
effect  ol  his  early  principles  on  his  later  life  is  deftly 
indicated.  The  story  moves  on  steadily,  and  white 
it  teaches  a  lesson  of  moderation  and  charity,  it  does 
so  entirely  by  the  acts  and  thoughts  of  the  characters 
without  any  sermonizing  on  the  part  of  the  author. 
Some  good  authorities  that  have  seen  this  book  place 
it  even  above  "  The  Prisoner  of  Zenda."  which  we 
probably  shall  see  on  the  stage  next  year,  as  the 
author  has  a  friend  busily  engaged  on  its  drama:!- 
lation.  From  Preface  to  "  A  Change  of  Air.^' 
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WOMEN  READERS. 
The  London  niiiisAeri\Circu/iir  prints  the  foUow'mg: 
Ladies,  it  is  stated,  are  the  real  makers  of  literary 
reputations  in  these  days.  They  are  the  chief  patrons 
of  the  circulating  libraries,  and  their  drawing-room 
criticisms  help  or  hinder  sales  far  more  effectually 
than  the  verdicts  of  the  professional  critics.  Re- 
viewers, indeed,  seem  to  be  losing  influence,  though 
a  special  notice  by  an  "  eminent  hand "  is  still  of 
material  aid  to  a  young  writer  in  getting  over  the 
stile.  But  the  ladies  appearto  be  the  supreme  arbiters 
of  literary  fortunes.  Mr,  Howells  lately  declared 
that  in  America  three-fourths  of  the  reading  public 
are  women.  In  England  also  the  proportion  of 
feminine  readers  must  be  high,  and,  according 
to  librarians,  it  is  steadily  rising.  There  are  several 
reasons  for  this.  For  one  thing,  the  ladies  of  a  house- 
hold often  have  leisure  to  read  when  the  men  are  at 
business.  For  another  they  are  thrown  on  books  as 
a  means  of  recreation.  It  must  be  owned,  too,  that, 
generally  speaking,  they  havea  keener  taste  for  read- 
ing than  theirhusbands  and  brothers,  especially  when 
light  literature  is  concerned.  They  read  novels, 
travels,  biographies,  sermons,  poetry,  and,  indeed, 
everything,  except,  perhaps,  abstruse  works  in  science 
and  theology. 

Of  late  there  have  been  several  remarkable  suc- 
cesses in  fiction,  and  in  every  instance  we  believe 
the  'boom"  can  be  traced  to  the  influence  of  the 
ladies.  It  is  to  be  presumed  they  are  fonder  of  new 
books  than  of  ol,d.  and  of  the  domestic  and  analytic 
novel  than  of  tales  of  adventure.  Yet  they  must 
delight  in  adventure  also.  A  recent  plebiscite  shows 
that  the  book  most  in  demand  in  America  at  present 
is.  not  by  Mr.  Howells  or  any  of  his  disciples,  but  by 
Walter  Scott.  It  is  "Ivanhoe"  that  heads  the  list, 
and  Messrs.  A.  Sc  C.  Black  report  that  in  England, 
too,  it  is  the  most  popular  of  Scott's  works.  What  do 
ladies  especially  admire  in  "Ivanhoe"?  Is  it  (he 
-tournament  or  the  character  of  the  bewitching 
Jewess?  Perhaps  they  are  not  averse  to  a  thrilling 
iight  or  a  lively  piratical  excursion.  They  read  Scotl ; 
it  is  quite  evident  they  likewise  read  Mr.  H.  Rider 
Haggard  and  Mr.  R.  L.  Stevenson.  They  are,  indeed, 
as  has  been  said,  the  readers  of  the  nation  ;  and  to 
authors  the  moral  is  obvious. 


RUTH  Mt;ENERY  STUART. 
Mrs.  Stuart  is  described  as  a  lall,  spare.woman,  with 
soft  brown  eyes  and  a  tender  eKpression  about  the 
mouth,  distinction  and  character  in  her  bearing  and 
in  even  the  old-fashioned  way  in  which  her  hair  was 
dressed.  Her  name  has  been  well  known  to  maga- 
line  readers  since  the  publication  of  the  "  Golden 
Wedding "  in  ffarper't  Afagazine  five  or  six  years 
ago.  "  Carlotta's  Intended,  and  Oiher  Tales," 
rKentJy  published  by  tlie  Harper's — comprising 
"  Bud  itunt's  Mail,"  and  other  stories — has   made 
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her    name    widely    known    10    the    fiction -reading 

Mrs.  Stuart  is  a  Louisianian  by  birth,  having  been 
bom  in  Avoyles  parish,  about  the  centre  of  the  State. 
Her  childhood'was  spent  in  New  Orleans,  during  the 
troublous  timet  of  the  war;  fire  and  smoke  and 
armed  soldiers  standing  out  as  high  lights  in  the 
memory-pictures  of  her  youth.  In  the  Crescent  city 
she  remained  till  after  her  marriage.  Then,  from 
1879  to  1883  she  lived  in  Arkansas,  on  her  husband's 
plantation,  and  supplemented  her  knowledge  of  the 
Louisiana  negro  by  acquiring  a  fund  of  information 
concerning  the  habits,  customs,  dialect,  and  super- 
stition of  the  less  attractive  Arkansas  "  darky." 
Mrs.  Stuart  did  not  elect  to  write  in  dialect;  she 
couldn't,  she  said,  help  herself;  the  negro  stories  just 
came  that  way  and  she  couldn't  tell  them  in  any 
other  way.  Like  many  other  cultured  and  traveled 
women  of  the  South.  Mrs.  Stuart  acknowledges  a  few 


superstitions,  but.  most  of  them,  she  laughingly 
declares,  as  she  "hedges"  on  her  admission,  are 
really  sentiments  that  cling  to  early  memories,  rather 
than  any  belief  in  signs  and  portends.  Mrs.  Stuart 
has  not  been  a  great  reader;  in  fact,  I  fear  she  would 
be  classed  as  hopelessly  deficient  by  the  many  ScK- 
elccied  compilers  of  Hundred  Best  Books.  But  her 
knowledge  of  the  classics  is  adequate,  and  her 
memory  is  vitally  retentive  of  all  that  she  has  read. 
In  preference  to  books.  Mrs.  Stuart  has  been  a  close 
student  of  human  nature,  with  the  happy  (acuity  of 
delecting  the  essential,  the  distinctive,  in  everyone 
she  meets.  In  "Carlotta's  Intended"  she  treats  of 
the  Italian  contingent  in  New  Orleans,  with  its  noto- 
rious Mafia;  and,  although  she  disclaims  the  gift  of 
prophecy,  the  story,  nevertheless,  was  published  in 
Li/ipiHcotfs  MagasiHt  before  the  uprising  ^  the 
ciiiiens  of  New  Orleans  and  the  subsequent  massacre 
of  ihe  Mafia  assassins,     Mrs,  Stuart  has  given  read- 
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ings  from  her  writings  in  many  cities — New  York, 
Brooklyn,  Boston,  Lexington,  Philadelphia,  Wash- 
ington, Bakimore.  At  various  times  she  has  had 
chaise  of  Harper's  Young  PtopU  and  Harpers 
Bazar,  the  latter  occasion  being  during  Mrs.  Sang> 
ster's  vacations.  Mrs.Stuarthasspem  the  past  summer 
at  West  Hauplon,  Long  Island,  in  restful  seclusion, 
anay  from  editorial  cares  and  importunate  "  copy- 
hunters.' '  Cttrrtnt  Literature. 


as  ttie  literary  world.  Her  new  story,  "My  I'rcUy 
Jane,"  has  created  quite  a  furore  in  England.  It  is 
neatly  told  and  is  interesting,  although  there  are 
neither  murders  nor  other  sensational  occurrences  in 
it ;  the  characters  are  well  portrayed,  and  the  dialogue 
is  bright  and  natural.  In  these  days  of  novels  writ* 
ten  toiconvey  some  great  lesson,  or  to  air  some  moral 
or  immoral  theory,  it  is  refreshing  to  come  across  one 
which  is  only  intended — after  the  manner  of  our  old 


novelists — to  please.  The  author,  it  must  be  added, 
has  the  happy  gift  of  a  free  style,  in  which  good,  well- 
chosen  English  moves  fiAwingly  ;  and  she  possesses 
a  sbaro  eye  for  character  as  well  as  for  the  quiet 
humor  of  a  situation.  London  Truth. 

GEORGE  MOORE.  AUTHOR  OF 
"ESTHER  WATERS." 
Ten  years  agi  George  Moore,  then  in  his  twenty 'fifth 
year,  said :  "  Some  way  or  other  I  will  be  heard." 
For  several  years  he  had  been  trying  to  tell  his  story 
on  canvas,  but  somehow  the  canvas  never  spoke  in  a 
way  to  attract  public  attention,  and  the  painter 
remained  poor  and  obscure.  Then  he  dropped  his 
brushes  and  began  telling  his  story  with  an  English 
vocabulary. 

After  a  year  or  two  of  journalistic  work  he  wrote 
"  The  Confessions  of  a  Young  Man."  The  story  tells 
how  he  shook  off  all  sense  of  moral  obligation,  said 
farewell  to  the  confining,  depressing  traditions  of 
religious  faith  and  dispossessed  himself  of  any  linger- 
ing belief  that  self-denial  was  salvation.  It  had  a 
meteoric  existence,  and  people  simply  said  "  this 
man  is  only  a  cynic."  Then  Mr.  Moore  became  a 
critic  of  the  drama  and  proved  himself  the  sternest 
censor  English  dramatists  had  been  called  upon  to 
meet.  His  declaration  that  not  one  single  writer  of 
distinction  was  at  the  present  time  producing  plays, 
and  that  not  one  single  modern  drama  possessed  a 
page  of  respectable  English  prose,  was  certainly  a  suf- 
iiciently  denunciatory  statement  to  make  playwrights 
wince.  These  papers,  first  published  in  leading  re- 
views, were  afterward  bound  into  a  book  of  essays, 
called  "  Impressions  and  Opinions  of  the  Stage." 
The  very  daring  and  independence  of  this  book  made 
people  ask:  "  Who  is  this  man  ?"  Then  he  wrote 
"The  Mummer's  Wife;"  a  novel  embracing  a  serious 
study  of  the  actor's  hfe.  It  contained  a  great  deal  of 
unpleasant  realism,  and  some  critics  were  of  the 
opinion  that  vulgar  sensationalism  was  woven  into 
the  book  to  force  a  hearing.  Others  thought  it  was- 
the  result  of  long  and  careful  study  of  Zola.  Any- 
way, both  sides  acknowledged  that  it  was  a  great 
book.  But  Mudie  rejected  it  as  unfit  reading;  in 
consequence,  it  was  widely  read.  A  quarrel  between 
Mudie  and  Moore  ensued. 

But  now  he  comes  to  the  front  with  "  Esther 
Waters,"  a  novel  of  simple  truth  and  simple  strength, 
the  story  of  eighteen  years  of  a  servant  girl's  life. 
The  book  first  surprised  bis  readers,  then  delighted 
them.  Indifference  and  opposition  turned  to  admira- 
tion. The  book  is  Zolaesque,  without  but  a  little  of 
Zola's  vulgarity.  In  some  way  or  other  "  I  will  be 
heard  "  is  accomplished.  He  has  found  the  way, 
and  to-day  people  say  of  George  Moore :  "  A  master 
of  his  craft ;  a  genius."  The  success  of  "  Esther 
Waters"  in  England  was  immediate. 

Mr.  Moore  devoted  two  years  to  writing  "  Esther 
Waters,"  doing  all  the  work  down  at  his  bachelor 
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apartments  in  Brighton,  where  he  lives  the  year 
round'  He  leads  a  quiet,  studious  life,  and  his  reserve 
is  n&tural  and  habitual  rather  than  an  assumption  of 
superiority  on  his  put.  In  person  he  is  tall  and 
slight,  with  n  colorless  face.  A  mustache  droops 
over  full,  sensitive  lips,  and  a  suspicion  of  beard 
skirts  his  cheek.  His  face  is  V-shaped,  broad  brow 
and  pointed  chin,  with  lines  indicating  reserve  force 
and  wonderful  nervous  energy.  His  artistic  temper- 
ament is  apparent  in  his  stnught  silky  hair,  while 
poetry  and  even  fiin  lurks  in  large  winking, 
mischievous,  ever-observing  eyes. 

Bom  in  Ireland,  educated  in  England,  polished  in 
France,  he  combines  in  himself  certain  character- 
istics of  the  three  nations,  such  as  the  Irishman's  love 
of  fun,  the  Englishman's  reserve,  the  Frenchman's 
politeness.  He  inherited  part  of  a  considerable  estate 
in  Ireland,  but  with  the  advent  of  the  land  difKpultirs 
in  Ireland  he  was  bereft  of  all  means  of  support  other 
than  what  arose  from  hii  own  efforts.  Leaving 
Ireland  while  a  mere  boy,  he  has  visited  his  native 
town  only  once  or  twice  lince.  From  his  eighteenth 
to  his  thirtieth  year  he  preferred  the  artistic  and 
literary  dissipation  which  can  be  found  only  in  Paris. 
This  period  of  his  life  is  the  subject  of  his  first  book, 
"  The  Confessions." 

Ever  since  the  appearance  of  "  Esther  Waters  "  the 
pens  of  English  critics  have  been  busy  covering 
whole  columns  about  it.  The  almost  unanimous 
verdict  is  that  it  is  a  great  book,  and  that  the  author 
is  a  true  artist.     Gilson  WUUtliin  Currint  Ulerature. 

A  NEW  FRENCH  NOVELIST. 
In  the  NotrvtUt  Revue,  M.  E.  Tissot  contributes  an 
appreciative  account  of  the  new  French  novelist,  Paul 
Marguerite,  a  delicate  and  earnest  writer,  whose  work 
gives  a  truer  picture  of  modern  Continental  life  than 
is  generally  to  be  found  in  the  pages  of  contemporary 
French  story-tellers.  Paul  Marguerite  is  the  eldest 
son  of  the  famous  General  of  that  name  who  was 
killed  at  the  battle  of  Sedan  during  the  Franco* 
Prussian  War.  The  future  novelist  was  bom  in 
A^ers  just  thirty-four  years  ago,  and,  as  was  but 
natural,  the  two  terrible  years,  1870-71,  made  a  pro- 
found impression  on  his  young  imagination.  In 
deference  to  his  mother's  wish  he  abandoned  all 
thought  of  becoming  a  soldier,  and  entered  one  of 
the  public  offices.  His  first  literary  work  was  a  real- 
istic study,  not  unlike  the  work  belonging  to  the 
school  founded  by  Zola.  But  although  remaining 
personally  intimate  with  the  great  writer,  he  soon 
disavowed  his  methods^  and  was  one  of  the  five 
young  authors  who  wrote  a  protest  against  their 
master's  methods  when  the  latter  published  "  La 
Terre."  Of  his  later  books,  "Ma  Grande"  and 
"  Sur  le  Retour  "  may  be  quoted  as  among  the  best 
types  of  French  novels,  and  worthy  to  take  place  with 
the  works  of  Alphonse  Daudet.

WALTER  PATER. 
Walter  Horatio  Pater,  who  died  at  Oxford  on  July 
30th,  was  born  in  London  on  August  4,  1S39,  and 
educated  at  King's  School,  Canterbury,  and  at 
Queen's  College,  Oxford,  where  he  took  a  classical 
second-class  in  i86z.  He  was  elected  a  Fellow  of 
Brasenose,  but  spent  much  time  in  Continental  travel. 
The  purity  of  his  style,  his  delicale  sense  for  the 
value  and  timeliness  of  words,  have  often  been 
praised  to  the  detriment  of  the  thoughts  he  clothed 
thus  exquisitely,  and  too  much  stress  has  been  laid, 
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perhaps,  on  the  inevitable  belief  that  in  his  altitude 
toward  life  and  its  problems  he  resembled  too  closely 
his  own  "Marius  the  Epicurean."  He  wrote  but 
little,  but  with  these  rare  contributions  to  literature  he 
built  for  himself  a  reputation  among  the  few  whose 
esteem  and  admiration  are  most  worth  having.  His 
style  is  beautiful,  no  doubt,  but  it  is  beautiful  as  a 
thing  in  iuclf,  rather  than  as  a  vehicle  of  thought.  It 
is  musical,  sensuous,  but  one  often  has  to  overcome 
its  rhythm,  to  forget  its  charm,  in  order  to  understand 
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the  thoughts  it  conveys.  His  wotks  ue :  "  The 
Renaissance:  Studies  in  Art  and  Poetry"  (1873}; 
"  Marius  the  Epicurean ;  His  Sensations  and  Ideas'' 
(1885);  "  Imagioary  Portraits"  (1887);  "Apprecia- 
tioDS  with  an  Essay  an  Style  "  (1889} ;  and  "  Plato 
and  Platonism"  (1893).  Critic. 

ANOTHER  100  BEST  BOOKS. 
The  N.  y.  Evangelist  has  announced  the  result  of  the 
vote  recently  taken  among  the  Presbyterian  Sunday- 
schools  of  the  country  to  determine  the  "  best  100 
books  for  a  Sunday-school  library."  These  lists  were 
so  collated  as  to  show  how  frequently  each  book  was 
mentioned.  The  results  are  very  suggestive.  ' "  Ben 
Hur,"  by  Lew  Wallace,  leads,  appearing  upon  91  per 
cent,  of  the  lists.  "Stepping  Heavenward,"  by 
Mrs.  Prentiss,  follows  close  upon  it.  The  third  in 
popularity  is  Bunyan's  "  Pilgrim's  Progress,"  and  the 
fourth  is  "  In  His  Name,"  by  Edward  Everett  Hale. 

Among  other  well-known  books  are  "  Sch5nberg 
Cotta  Family,"  by  Mrs.  Charles;  "John  Halifax, 
Gentleman,"  by  Miss  Muloch ;  "  Black  Beauty,"  by 
Anna  SewaU ;  "  The  Wide,  Wide  World,"  by  Miss 
Warner;  "  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin."  by  Harriet  Beecher 
Stowe  ;  "  Little  Lord  Fauntleroy,"  by  Frances  Hodg- 
son Burnett ;  and  "  Ramona,"  by  Helen  Hunt 
Jackson. 

A  surprising  fact  b  'the  absence  of  many  authors 
long  associated  with  Sunday-school  literature.  No 
books  appear,  for  example,  by  "A.  L.  O.  E.,"  the 
Abbots,  or  E,  P.  Roe. 

The  "Pansy"  books,  by  Mrs.  Alden,  are  the 
greatest  favorites,  as  a  class,  no  fewer  than  twenty  of 
them  gaining  places  among  the  One  Hundred.

But  so  wide  has  been  the  scale  upon  which  the  pub- 
lishers and  the  editors  have  gone  to  work  that  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  announce  a  second  volume 
to  cover  such  matters  as  (he  first  does  not  treat  of. 
U  is,  however,  chiefly  through  generosity  as  to  space 
that  the  work  has  attained  such  bulk.  Heavy  paper, 
wide  margins  and  the  largest  and  clearest  print  con- 
tribute to  the  bulk  of  this  great  catalogue  of  the 
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pleasure  craft  of  America,  which,  in  spite  of  its  seven 
hundred  pages,  does  not  complete  the  yacht  clubs  of 
the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts  and  the  lakes.  Of 
these  forty-three  are  described,  five  of  which  are 
Canadian,  and  in  each  case  a  history  of  the  club,  a 
record  of  its  races,  a  deKription  of  its  yachts  and 
biographical  sketches  of  its  leading  members  are 
given.  These  statistical  catalogues  are  preceded  by 
articles  on  the  evolution  of  the  yacht,  the  history  of 
yachting,  yachting  in  the  United  States,  cost  of  yacht- 
ing and  yacht  decorations,  types  of  yachts,  the  centre- 
board, rig  of  yachts,  speed  records  of  sailing  yachts 
and  trophies,  covering  in  all  about  one-third  of  the 
book.  There  are  more  than  six  hundred  small 
engravings  in  the  text,  nearly  two  hundred  portraits  of 
yachtsmen,  and  one  hundred  full<page  photogravures 
of  yachts  and  club  houses.  The  second  volume, 
DOW  under  way,  will  contain  chapters  on  the  history 
of  the  America's  cup  and  on  steam  and  other  motors 
as  applied  to  yachts.  The  yacht  clubs  not  included 
in  the  first  volume  will  be  described,  and  the  warships 
of  the  American  navy  will  be  described  and  illustrated. 
It  may  well  be  believed  that,  as  the  publishers  say, 
over  t^o.aoo  has  been  expended  on  the  publication  of 
the  workup  to  the  present  time.   Philadelphia  Times. 

=Blanche  Willis  Howard  has  written  in  all  nine 
books  since  she  stepped  before  the  public  as  a  story- 
maker  in  1874,  some  of  them  stronger  and  more 
elaborate  than  her  first,  but  none  probably  quite  so 
affeciionately  welcomed  and  delightfiiUy  read  as  that 
same  initial  one,  "One  Summer."  She  wrote  it  to 
earn  money  to  go  abroad,  and  the  only  reason  her 
American  readers  ate  sorry  they  bought  it  so  gener- 
ously is  that  she  did  go  abroad  on  the  receipts  and 
has  stayed  there  pretty  much  all  the  time  since.  She 
has  lived  for  years  at  Stuttgart,  where  she  edits  a 
magazine,  writes  books,  and.  being  now  a  married 
woman,  conducts  the  education  of  several  pupils  at 
her  home.  Miss  Howard  has  written  some  verse,  not 
much,  however,  as  she  has  wisely  recognised  that  her 
prose  faculty  is  many  times  greater  than  her  metrical 
power.

In  these  lai^e  volumes  Miss  Simcox  (we  understand 
it  is  Miss)  endcRvors  to  enRble  "  the  economic  Mudent 
to  utiliie  the  crumbs  that  have  fallen  already  from 
the  explorer's  table."    She  has  collected  all  the  frag- 
ments from  the  original  documents. 

It  is,  in  some  respects,  a  novel  idea  to  insist  that 
the  history  of  civilization  is  in  great  measure  the  his- 
tory ''  of  the  progressive  appropriation  by  mankind 
of  the  various  resources  of  the  world."  The  idea  of 
possession  being  paramount  Miss  Simcox  writes 
(hat  "  to  know  what  men  do  and  what  they  have  is  lo 
know  practically  all  that  history  can  tell  us  about 
what  they  are." 

We  must  confess  thai  the  introductory  chapter  is  by 
no  means  clear,  nor  is  it  easily  understood.  The 
author  is  apparendy  conscious  of  difficulties  in 
attempting  to  write  a  history  of  civiliiation  through 
the  medium  of  ownership.  "  Ownership  "  strikes  us, 
perhaps,  as  a  fundamental  trait  in  man,  but  it  might 
mean  a  secondary  thing  to  the  instinct  of  self-preser- 
vation. Even  the  line  drawn  between  the  two,  would 
not  alnrays  be  visible. 

We  know  that  E^pt,  Babylonia,  and  China  "are 
the  three  fpreat  seats  of  archaic  civilization,  and  the 
ancient  history  of  each  is  absolutely  free  from  Euro- 
pean influence."  Now,  somewhat  after  the  manner 
of  Buckle,  Miss  Simcox  draws  largely  on  the  condi- 
tion of  the  soil  and  the  effects  of  the  sun  to  account 
for  the  early  progress  of  these  States.  A  propor- 
tional rainfall,  giving  climatic  advantages,  may 
acconnt  for  much.  Occasionally,  when  in  the  humor, 
Miss  Simcox  is  more  or  less  florid.  When  treating 
of  the  sun's  influence,  she  believes  that  because  the 
luminary  casts  shadows  man  leams  to  draw,  and  then 
lo  write  by  first  tracing  these  shadows. 

In  her  long  and  ingenious  introduction  the  author 
fails  in  some  respects  to  bring  conviction  as  to 
possession  being  the  mainspring  ol  civilization.  In 
her  subsequent  chapters  on  Egypt,  ancient  Babylonia, 
old  PhtEnicia,  India,  Aiabia,  Africa,  and  China,  the 
erudition  of  the  author  is  manifest.  The  whole  of  the 
second  volume  is  devoted  to  what  is  designated  as 
"Ownership  in  China."  It  is  a  complete  history  of 
China,  and  the  most  elaborate  we  have  yet  seen. 

In  treating  thus  exhaustively  this  country,  the 
author  is  aware  that  a  theory  once  laughed  at  of  a 
connection  between  the  old  Babylonian  and  Chinese 
dviUiauon  is  to-day  being  gradually  received.  Ever 
since  M.  Terrien  de  la  Couperie  adduced  evidences 
that  there  was  similarity  in  languages,  in  written 
characters,    in    astronomy,    arts,    agriculture,    and 


domestic  economy,  above  all  in  ancestral  worship, 
there  seeras  lo  be  good  reason  to  suppose  that  there 
was  a  prehistoric  community  of  origin.  Whether  the 
hieroglyphs  are  a  purely  Turanian  invention  cannot 
be  yet  decided,  for  certainly  the  Chinese  in  their 
literature  in  the  long  unrecorded  past  seem  lo  have 
been  as  proficient  as  were  the  Egyptians.  At  least 
we  can  stand  on  a  firm  basis  when  the  statement  is 
made  that  the  social  order  formulated  by  Chinese 
and  Egyptian  rulers  was  among  the  first  we  know. 

China  possesses  a  vast  extent  of  exceptionatly 
fertile  soil,  which  stood  ready  to  the  hand  of  the  first 
skilled  agriculturist  who  might  claim  it.  China 
occupies  to-day  one -thirty -third  of  the  habitable 
globe,  and  has  a  population  which  includes  one-third 
of  the  human  race.  To  study,  then,  the  workings  of 
the  black-haired  and  yellow- skinned  race  has  been 
apparently  one  of  the  main  objects  of  ihe  author. 
There  are  sirange  misconceptions  entertained  in 
regard  to  China,  which  she  notes.  There  is  no  more 
reason  to  suppose  that  a  period  in  Chinese  annals, 
designated  as  belonging  to  a  time  4,000  years  before 
the  binh  of  Christ,  should  be  less  worthy  of  credence 
than  an  equally  remote  date  in  Egypt,  The  curious 
thing  is  this ;  There  have  been  more  changes  in 
governments  in  China  during  the  4,000  years  of  civili- 
zation than  in  Egypt,  and  at  the  same  time  "  China 
bears  the  palm  of  unchangeable ness  in  virtue  of  the 
longer,  still  continued  national  life,  which  seems  to 
have  undergone  no  material  revolution  in  its  charac- 
ter since  the  earUesl  records  that  have  reached  us." 

Miss  Simcox's  two  massive  volumes  well  serve  their 
purpose  as  books  of  reference,  as  they  are  equipped 
with  fuU  indices.  N.  Y.  limes. 

THE  GREAT  INDIAN  EPICS. 

The  Stories  op  the  Ramavana  and  the  Maha- 
bharATA.  By  John  (Jaoipbell  Oman,  author  of  "  Indian 
Life,  Religious  and  Social,"  etc.  With  notes,  appendices 
and  il lustrations.  231  pp.  i2ino,  fi.lo;  by  mail,  (I.Z3. 
Very  many  readers  should  welcome  Mr.  Oman's 
handsome  volume  in  which  he  tells  the  stories  of 
these  two  great  epic  poems  of  the  Hindus.  A  com- 
plete translation  of  the  two  epics  would  probably  find 
but  comparatively  few  readers,  owing  to  their  great 
length.  The  "  Ram  ay  ana,"  for  example,  consists  of 
about  $0,000  lines,  and  as  translated  into  English 
verse  by  Ralph  Griffiths,  fills  five  fairly  large  volumes, 
and  even  then  is  partially  abridged  from  the  origi- 
nal. Although  in  their  entirety  the  epics  might  appeal 
to  but  comparatively  few  English  readers,  as  given 
by  Mr.  Oman  in  a  summarised  form  in  this  volume 
they  should  be  widely  read  by  all  interested  in  the 
great  literatures  of  the  world.  It  is  quite  unnecessary 
that  we  should  endeavor  to  discover  star  myths  and 
other  hidden  mysteries  in  them  to  find  them  full  of 
charm  and  interest.  Let  them  be  read  as  we  would 
read  the  mythology  of  ancient  Greece  or  the  Eddas 
and  S^as  of  our  northern  forbears.    As  Mr.  Oman 
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says:  "These  great  poems  have  a  special  claim  to 
the  attention  even  of  foreigners,  if  considered  simply 
as  representative  illustrations  of  the  genius  of  a  most 
interesting  people,  their  importance  being  enhanced 
by  the  fact  that  they  are,  to  this  day,  accepted  as 
entirely  and  literally  true  by  some  two  hundred  mil- 
lions of  the  inhabitants  of  India.  And  they  have 
the  further  recommendation  of  being  rich  in  varied 
attractions,  even  when  regarded  merely  as  the  ideal  and 
unsubstantial  creations  of  oriental  imagination."  We 
feel  grateful  to  Mr.  Oman  for  opening  jip  these  great 
examples  of  old  world  literature, and  gii;ingusin  clear 
and  simple  language  the  fascinating  story  of  the  epics 
apart  from  the  jargon  too  ofien  attached  to  oriental 
literature  by  Theosophists  and  other  fuasi  Uixdents 
of  Eastern  thought.  Publiskers'  Circular. 

■  RUSKIN'S  LETTERS. 

Letters  to  a  College  Friend  During  the  Years 
1840-45.  By  John  Ruskin.  210  pp.  l2mo,  {l.io; 
by  miil,  (1.22. 
The  letters  are  full  of  charm,  and  they  form  a  by  no 
means  insignificant  chapter  of  autobiography.  They 
tell  us  what  Mr.  Ruskin  was  doing  and  thinking  half- 
a-century  ago ;  they  enable  us  to  watch  much  of  the 
development  of  his  character  during  his  college  days 
and  early  manhood.  In  reading  these  letters  it  soon 
strikes  one  how  markedly  Ruskinian  they  are  in  their 
style,  their  thought,  their  dogmatism.  Allowing  for 
occasional  )a|j!ses  Incident  to  familiar  letters,  there  is 
but  little  difference  between  what  is  here  and  their 
author's  mature  writings.  The  book  is  one  from 
which  one  would  like  freely  to  quote,  there  is  so 
much  of  character  in  it.  Ruskin's  impression  00  bis 
first  visit  to  Southern  Europe  will  be  read  with  in- 
terest. Carrara  "is  a  glorious  place.  Then  to  Pisa, 
and  got  giddy  on  its  nasty  squinting  tower.  Then  to 
Florence,  which  was  the  most  awful  thing  I  ever  en- 
countered in  the  way  of  a  disappointment;  and,  at 
last,  here  we  are  (Rome),  among  brickdust  and  bad 
Laiin  ad  nauseam."  Venice,  on  the  other  hand, 
young  Ruskin  found  "  quite  beyond  everybody  but 
Turner."  His  early  devotion  to  that  great  painter  for 
whose  fame  he  has  doneso  much  is  frequently  shown, 
but  nowhere  more  markedly  than  in  advising  his 
friend  on  his  art  studies  (1840).  "  But,  above  all,  let 
me  beseech  you,  whenever  you  see  a  stained  engrav- 
ing in  a  pawnbroker's  window  with  the  four  letters 
J.  M.  W,  T.  at  the  left-hand  corner, .  buy  it  ;  get  the 
old  annuals,  which  are  to  be  had  for  nothing  almost : 
Heath's  '  Landscape,'  and  others  where  you  are 
sure  of  three  or  four  delicate  plates  from  him — 
Turner ;  gel  Rogers's  '  Italy  '  and  '  Poems,'  they 
are  getting  cheap  (1  think  you  have  the  'Italy'); 
and  the  '  Rivers  of  France,'  in  which  you  get  sixty 
engravings  for  a  sovereign,  and  take  them  to  bed 
with  you,  and  look  at  them  before  you  go  to  sleep, 
till  you  dream  of  them ;  and  when  you  are  reading 
and  come  to  anything  you  want  to  refer  to  often,  put 


a  little  Turner  in  to  keep  the  place,  that  your  eye 
may  fall  on  it  whenever  you  open.  He  is  the  epitome 
of  all  art,  the  concentration  of  all  power  ;  there  is 
nothing  that  ever  artist  was  celebrated  for  that  he 
cannot  do  better  than  the  most  celebrated.  He 
seems  to  have  seen  everything,  remembered  eTery- 
thing,  spiritualized  everything  in  the  visible  world; 
there  is  nothing  he  has  not  done,  nothing  that  he 
dares  not  do ;  when  he  dies  there  will  be  more  of 
Nature  and  her  mysteries  forgotten  in  one  sob  than 
will  be  learnt  again  by  the  eyes  of  a  generation."  No 
Ruskin  lover  should  miss  this  charming  volume,

CHRISTIANITY,  BUDDHISM  AND  ISLAM. 

The  Claims  of  Christianity.  By  William  Samuel 
Ully.  35S  pp.  iDdeied.  Svo,  I2.60;  by  mail,  %i.^%. 
A  book  which  has  divided  attention  with  Benjamin 
KIdds  ■■Social  Evolution"  is  "The  Claims  of 
Christianity,''  by  William  Samuel  Lilly.  It  is,  of 
course,  a  fact  too  widely  known  to  need  more  than 
cursory  allusion  that  Mr,  Lilly,  while  a  man  of 
remarkable  acquirements  and  singular  literary  ability, 
is  also  a  convinced  and  devout  Catholic.  It  follows 
that  while  breadth,  openness,  candor,  and  tolerance 
are  characteristic  of  the  author's  mind,  bis  point  of 
view  should  never  be  lost  sight  of  by  the  reader  of 
this  volume.  It  Is  not,  indeed,  his  purpose  to  con- 
sider that  Christianity  requires  men  to  believe  and  to 
do,  or  to  scrutinize  the  grounds  whereon  it  bases  its 
claims  as  a  teacher  of  faith  and  morals.  His  aim  is 
not  that  of  the  theologian,  but  rather  that  of  what 
may  be  termed  the  student  of  events ;  in  other  words. 
his  book  deals  with  Christianity  as  a  fact  In  the 
world's  history.  The  claims  which  as  a  matter  of 
history  Christianity  has  from  the  first  made  against 
the  world  are  here  reduced  to  two.  First,  as  a 
religion,  it  claims  to  be  the  sole  and  sufficient  oracle 
of  divine  truth,  superseding  all  other  modes  of  faith. 
Secondly,  as  a  church,  it  claims  to  be  a  polity  perfect 
and  complete  in  itself,  counting  its  subjects  in  all 
lands,  collateral  with  secular  States,  but  belonging  to 
none  of  them.  In  this  volume  these  claims  or 
Christianity  are  considered,  first,  as  regards  the  two 
other  creeds  besides  the  Christian  which  claim  uni- 
versality— Buddhism  and  Islam — and  then  as  afTect- 
ing  and  affected  by  civil  society  in  the  middle  ages, 
in  the  epoch  of  the  Renaissance  and  the  Reforma- 
tion, and  in  this  new  age.  N.  Y.  Sun. 

**'**'  It  Is.  indeed,  a  fascinating  book,  and 
while  it  may  not  carry  conviction  with  it  or  make 
many  converts  to  Catholicism,  which  must  be  its  chief 
aim,  it  will  interest  many  and  set  not  a  few  to  think- 
ing more  seriously  than  they  ever  have  thought  upon 
the  subject.  Whether  it  tends  to  divert  their  minds 
to  that  particular  form  of  the  Christian  religion  repre- 
sented by  the  Church  of  Rome,  is  quite  another 
matter.    The  adroitness  of  Mr.  Lilly's  argument  is 
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unquestionable,  but  many  converts  are  not  made  by 
purely  intellectual  proselyting,  and  the  emotional 
tone  is  almost  lacking  in  the  book  and  has  evidently 
been  purposely  suppressed.  It  is  an  appeal  to  reason, 
and  aimed  at  the  minds  of  the  largely  increasing 
numbers  of  non-religious  or  irreligious  educated  men 
and  women  of  the  present  day  rather  than  at  those 
who  still  cling  to  the  tenets  of  Calvinism  or  are  allied 
to  other  branches  of  the  Protestant  Church.  Some 
of  the  chapters  have  been  published  previously  as 
separate  papers  in  various  English  revievrs.  Together 
ibey  form  a  volume  of  remarkable  interest  that  needs 
only  to  be  known  to  be  widely  read.        N.  Y.  Times. 

CHRISTIANITY  WITHOUT  DOGMA. 
The  Natural  Historyof  the  Christian  Religion. 
Being  a  Study  o(  Ihe  Doctrine  of  Jesus  as  Develuped 
from  JudaisTn  and  Converted  into  Dogma.  By  William 
Mackinlosh,  M.  A.,  D.  D.  Svd,$2.8o;  by  mail,  f  2.gS. 
We  do  not  know  from  what  university  or  theological 
seminary  the  author  obtained  Ihe  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity,  nor  do  we  know  to  what  denomination  he 
belongs.  Bui  it  will  be  observed  that  the  view  of 
Christianity  which  he  sets  forth  agrees  substantially 
with  that  taken  by  advanced  Unitarians,  though  it 
has  seldom  found  such  effective  and  unequivocal  ex- 
pression. The  aim  of  this  volume  is  to  trace  the 
origin  of  Christianity  to  the  common  religious  instinct, 
workiog  under  the  influence  of  natural  forces  and 
amid  historical  conditions. 

The  author,  in  other  words,  undertakes  to  solve  the 
problem  which  is  presented  to  the  theologian,  when, 
in  accordance  with  the  demands  of  modern  science, 
the  supernatural  element  is  rejected.  The  problem 
cannot  be  put  aside,  for,  after  the  rejection  of  the 
supernatural  element,  Christianity  is  still  there,  a 
great  historical  ^ct,  in  its  origin  the  most  epoch-mak- 
ing which  the  world  has  seen  ;  a  fact  which  must  be 
accounted  lor,  one  way  or  another ;  by  the  way  of 
natural  development,  if  not  by  the  way  of  the  super- 
natural. To  account  for  it  in  the  former  way  is  the 
purpose  of  this  book,  which  obviously  could  not  have 
been  written  until  the  new  criticism  had  accomplished 
much  of  its  work,  and  which,  therefore,  may  be  re- 
garded as  an  outcome  of  that  great  movement  of , 
opinion.  It  follows  that  the  work  before  us  is  largely 
negative  in  its  scope.  At  the  same  time,  in  intention 
at  least,  it  is  constructive,  and  in  a  large  sense  of  Ihe 
word  even  apologetic.  The  author  tells  us  that,  had 
he  thought  himself  able  to  offer  nothing  in  place  of 
what  was  removed  or  discarded,  he  would  have  hesi- 
tated to  place  his  views  before  the  public.  Bui  he 
has  been  encouraged  to  submit  them  because  he  be- 
lieves that  by  abandoning  indefensible  positions,  and 
in  particular  by  dissolving  the  connection  of  Christ- 
ianity with  miracles'of  every  kind,  it  may  be  made 
to  present  a  stronger  front  to  the  world,  and  that, 
when  this  cause  of  offence  has  been  eliminated,  the 
intellect,  which  has  been  sligmatiied  as  a  universal 


solvent,  will  cease  to  be  aggressive  and  capricious 
and  become  friendly  in  its  attitude.  The  sincerity  of 
this  belief  will  be  acknowledged  by  every  candid 
reader  of  the  book,  whatever  may  be  thought  of  the 
practicability  of  upholding  Christianity  as  a  religious 
system,  after  it  has  been  deprived  of  the  supernatural 
sanction  on  which  it  has  been  supposed  to  rest.

THE  GREAT  ROADS  QUESTION. 

New  Roads  and  Road  Laws  in  the  United 
STATES.  By  Roy  Stone.  Illusiraled.  l66  pp.  ixxaa, 
$l.JO;  by  mail,  $1.32. 
Mr  Roy  Stone,  who  is  the  United  States  special 
agent  and  engineer  for  road  inquiry,  presents  this 
volume  in  order_to  stimulate  public  interest  and  thus 
"promote  the  success  of  the  ofHcial  inquiry."  The 
principal  points  on  which  information  is  asked  are : 
"  First,  in  regard  to  the  new  legislation  for  road 
improvement  and  the  working  of  that  legislation ; 
second,  to  the  cost  of  methods  of  road  construction  ; 
and,  lastly,  to  the  effects  of  road  improvement  where 
it  has  been  accomplished." 

The  greater  portion  of  his  work  has  been  gathered 
before  the  establishment  of  the  Government  inquiry 
into  "  Systems  of  Road  Management.'"  The  author's 
opportunities  and  qualifications  for  the  work  are  well 
known  and  probably  unsurpassed.  His  prominence 
in  the  movement  for  good  roads  and  his  official  con- 
nection therewith  have  placed  him  in  communication 
with  all  the  leading  advocates  of  the  reform,  and 
given  him  access  to  sources  of  information  not  gener- 
ally available.  The  book  deals  with  facts  accom* 
plished  rather  than  with  theories  of  legislation,  or 
road  construction,  and  without  going  into  needless 
detail,  it  gives  the  results  of  various  successful  experi- 
ments in  divers  localities  and  shows  how  the  same 
methods  may  be  copied  and  improved  upon  else- 
where. It  considers  the  question  of  high  taxation 
and  shows  where  and  how  farmers  are  getting  rich  in 
these  hard  times  by  reason  of  their  good  roads,  while 
bearing  their  full  share  of  the  cost  of  building  them. 
It  discusses  the  questions  of  State  aid,  convict  labor, 
railroad  co-operation,  the  attitude  of  fanner,  wheel- 
mAt  and  commercial  organization  and  the  revival  of 
business  through  road-building,  and  on  the  whole 
presents  a  view  of  the  prospects  of  road  improvement 
generally  which  should  put  new  hope  and  courage 
into  the  hearts  of  the  workers  in  this  field.

Why  do«s  Mr.  Collier  call  his  particular  Indian 
"Mr.  Kcket-PJn"?  Because  "the  short,  stout, 
wooden  pin  driven  into  the  ground  to  hold  down  the 
sides  of  the  lodge,  or  used  as  a  fixture  to  which  to 
picket  a  pony  at  night,  plays  the  same  part  among 
shillelahsthat  Mr.  Picket-Pin  does  among  his  fellows.' 
He  is  not  a  ''big  Injun,''  as  far  as  siie  goes,  for  he  is 
only  five  feet  six  inches  in  height,  but  he  is  all  there 
— built  for  action,  "with  a  dark,  reddish,  leather 
skin,  jet-black  hair,  eyes  of  a  yellowish  brown,  and 
he  is  quick  is  his  movements  as  a  bird." 

With  superb  physical  powers,  Rcket-Pin  was  capri- 
ciously lazy.  The  whim  might  seize  on  him  all  of  a 
sudden  to  move,  and  he  would  saddle  his  pony,  take 
his  rifle,  and,  with  only  the  blades  of  grass  for  sign- 
posts, lide  straight  on  for  hundreds  of  miles,  and 
arrive  at  his  objective  point  without  having  swerved 
a  foot  out  of  the  line.  Then  he  might  want  to  remain 
still,  and  for  days  he  would  eat  and  smoke  and  sleep, 
"  without  a  single  pang  of  conscience." 

What  makes  Mr.  Picket-Pin  so  absolutely  good-for- 
nothing,  that  is,  when  passed  through  our  sieve  of 
civilization?  Probably  he  was  an  animal  outside  of 
his  environment.  Thackeray  says  ;  "  Every  one 
knows  what  harm  the  bad  do ;  but  who  knows  the 
mischief  done  by  the  good?"  "  The  time  is  not  far 
distant,"  says  Mr.  Collier,  "when  the  professional 
philanthropist  and  his  amateur  allies  will  be  classed 
among  the  common  nuisances  of  civilization."  It  is 
a  kind  of  sentimental  charity  which  the  author 
believes  has  converted  the  Indian  into  a  loafer. 
Mr.  Picket-Pin  is  Che  resultant  of  a  combination  of 
these  two  forces — "  of  vacillating  political  policy  and 
amateur  philanthropy,"  and  of  the  two,  "  the  philan- 
thropy is  the  more  wicked." 

The  Indian  has  been  nursed  into  incompetency  by 
over-Iegislaiion  and  by  sectarian  rivalry.  We  are 
getting  rid  of  him — in  our  own  way — and  it  is  a  pious 
way.  Mr.  Picket-Pin  is  doomed.  We  all  are  satisfied 
as  to  that,  and  our  grandchildren  will  not  know  him, 
but  will  prate  something  about  evolution  and  "the 
survival  of  the  fittest." 

Mr.  Collier  declares  that  they  are  perishing  from 
want  of  land,  from  overabundance  of  whiskey,  and 
from  intermarriage.  He  adds,  too,  another  factor  of 
destruction,  and  that  is  education.  They  acquire 
something,  a  mere  smatler,  which  avails  them  not. 
The  educated  Indian  returning  to  bis  tepee  finds  no 
associates,  and  be  drops  back  into  "  humiliating 
vagrancy." 

Mr.  Collier's  volume  is  bright  and  amusing,  so 
much  so  that  the  reader  is  likely  to  forget  that  the 
theme  is  the  wrong  done  the  Indians  in  the  past  and  in 
the  present.  Anyhow,  the  merit  in  "  Mr.  Picket  Pin  " 
is  this;  That  it  has  no  mock  sencimentaliiy  about  it.

A  GRUESOME  TALE. 
The  Ebb  Tide,  a  Trio  and  Quartette.  By  Rob- 
ert Louis  Stevenson  and  Lloyd  Osb(»oe,»uthoTi  of  "The 
Wrecker,"  etc.  zoo  pp.  i6mo,Jl.l3;  by  mail,  f  l.lz. 
Here  is  as  sombre  and  gruesome  a  tale  as  one  might 
look  for  from  a  pesthouse.  George  Moore  rai.ks 
Stevenson  far  below  Poe,  and  in  so  doing,  as  his 
<^nion  of  tbeir  relative  merits  is  purely  a  personal 
opinion,  merely  suggests  a  comparison  between  them. 
This  "  Ebb  Tide  "  is  to  the  best  work  of  the  author  of 
''An  Inland  Voyage"  and  "  Kidnapped"  as  Poe's 
of  "Arthur  Gordon  Pym"  is  to  his  finest 
I.  It  is  not,  however,  an  experiment  in  pure 
fantasy,  like  the  grotesque,  unfinished  tale  of  Pym's 
exploration  of  the  south  pole.  The  incidents  of 
"  The  Ebb  Tide  "  are  possible,  though  the  discovery 
of  an  unknown  island  in  the  South  Pacific  inhabited 
by  an  Englishmaii  engaged  in  peart  fishing  is  ex- 
tremely improbable.  But  the  insistence  upon  horror 
until  the  reader  becomes  weary  of  it  is  the  distinguish- 
ing trait  of  both  tales. 

The  share  of  Lloyd  Osborne  in  these  works  of  col- 
laboration has  never  been  clearly  defined.  "The 
Wreckers  "  was  pure  romance,  worthy  of  Stevenson 
alone,  while  "  The  Wrong  Box  "  was  often  trivial 
farce,  with  a  tincture  of  grotesque  horror.  But  "  The 
Ebb  Tide"  resembles  neither.  There  are  bits  of 
description  of  sea  life  that  are  in  Stevenson's  best 
vein ;  there  are  pictures  of  the  atmosphere  and  land- 
scape, and  waste  of  waters  in  the  South  Pacific  that 
are  in  the  same  tone  as  his  letters  from  the  South  Sea. 
Islands,  which,  however,  are  not  equal  to  his  finest 
work.  There  is  a  story  of  the  adventures  of  three 
vagabonds,  one  a  cowardly,  well  .educated,  aimless 
fellow  firom  an  English  university,  anoiher  a  dis- 
graced Yankee  skipper,  with  a  taste  for  rum,  and  a 
third  an  utterly  vicious  cockney  thief,  which  seems  to 
have  a  moral,  even  a  religious  purpose,  but  which  is 
so  full  of  dirt  and  disease,  drunkenness  and  brutality, 
that  it  cannot  be  called  fascinating.  The  climax  is 
long  delayed,  and  some  of  the  incidents  that  lead  to 
.it  are  u lira-theatrical. 

Yet  there  are  many  touches  of  convincing  power, 
and  if  the  fatalist,  Attwater,  the  monarch  of  the  ii^le, 
is,  on  the  whole,  a  rather  tedious  and  wooden  prig, 
no  reader  can  fail  to  be  impressed  by  that  character 
which  is  really  the  strongest  in  the  book,  Hoish,  the 
cockney  outcast.  He  is  something  more  than  bad, 
this  fellow — he's  the  devil  himself.  The  very  irapo- 
tency  of  his  wickedness  makes  it  seem  real.  No 
author  has  ever  imagined  a  lower,  meaner,  dirtier 
human  bemg.  Fielding's  Jonathan  Wild  now  has  a 
worthy  nineteenth  century  comrade,  and  we  doubt  if 
any  reader  of  this  book  can  hereafter  ever  encounter 
the  cockney  dialect  in  literature  without  a  shudder  of 
horror.

OBITUARY. 

Francis  H.  Undbkwood,  United  Slate*  Coniulat  Leith, 
Scotland,  died,  August  7,  1894.  Mr.  Underwood  was  bom 
in  Enfield,  Massachuselts,  January  13,  181J.  He  was 
educated  partly  al  Amherst,  (hen  langhl  school  in  Kenlucky 
read  law,  end  was  admilled  to  ihe  bar.  He  relumed  to, 
Massichosells  in  1850  and  took  an  active  part  in  the  aot)- 
slavery  cauie. 

He  was  Clerk  of  Ihe  Massachusetts  Senate  in  1S53,  and 
afterward  was  literary  adviser  of  the  publishing  house  of 
Phillips,  Sampson  &  Co.  He  conceived  the  idea  of  uniting 
the  literary  force  of  Ihe  North  to  Ihi  Free  Soil  movement  by 
means  of  a  magazine,  and,  after  several  )eBrs  or  effort,  was 
the  means  of  securing  the  eminent  writers  that  made  the 
fame  of  Tlit  Atlantic  AUitlhfy.  He  assisted  in  the  manage- 
ment of  that  magaiine  for  two  'years,  when  Ihe  lirm  with 
which  be  was  connected  came  to  an  end.  In  1S59  he  was 
elected  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  in  Boston,  which  post 
he  held  for  eleven  years.  He  then  resigned  and  entered 
iHisiness,  chiefly  lo  oblain  more  leisure  for  literary  work. 
His  studies  were  mainly  in  English  literature,  bul  his  writ. 
ings  cover  a  lai^  field.  He  serv^  for  thirteen  years 
on  the  Boston  School  Boaid.  Mr.  Underwood  was  appointed 
United  States  Consul  at  Gla^ow,  Scotland,  in  1SS5.  Some 
years  later  he  was  Iransferred  to  Leith.  His  lectures  on 
"  American  Men  of  Letters,"  and  his  occasional  speeches, 
such  as  Ihal  before  ihe  Glasgow  Ayrshire  Society  on  "  The 
Memory  of  Bums,"  have  been  much  admired.  In  1S8S  ibe 
University  of  Glasgow  gave  him  the  degree  of  LL,  D.

(1S80):  "The  True  Story  of  Exodus"  an  abridgement  of 
Ihe  work  by  Brugsch-Bey,  (18S3) ;  "Lowell,"  |i8Sz),  and 
"Whillier"  (1883).  N.  Y.  Timet. 

Dr.  Jamks  Stronc,  Professor  Emeritus  of  Ei^clical 
Ttieology  in  Drew  Seminary,  who  died  August  7,  of  heart 
failure,  at  Round  Lake,  N.  \ .,  was  bom  in  New  York  City 
August  14,  1811,  and,  after  studying  medicine  for  awhile, 
was  graduated  froic  Wcsleyan  in  1844,  Afterwards  he 
settled  in  Flushing,  where  he  followed  biblical  studies  and 
gave  gr'aluitous  instructions  to  classes  in  Greek  and  Hebrew 
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wbicb  led  to  hii  prepuation  of  brief  numuaU  of  Greeli, 
Hebrew,  uid  Cbaldee  grammar,  which  were  afterwiid! 
published.  From  185S  lill  1861  he  wai  Profeuor  of  Biblical 
Ulerature  and  acting  preaidenl  ol  Troj  University.  In  1S68, 
andfc*-  many  yeait  thereafter,  he  «u  Profeuor  of  E]iegelical 
Theology  in  Drew  Theological  Semioary.  Wetlejau  gave 
him  the  d^ree  of  D.  D.  and  LL.  D.  in  1856  and  lS8l, 
respectively. 

Dr.  SiroDg  traveled  io  EgjpC  and  Palestine  in  1S84,  and 
was  a  meinbeT  of  the  Palestine  exploratioD  committee.  He 
was  also  one  of  the  Old  Testament  company  of  the  com- 
mittee for  the  revision  of  the  authorized  venion  of  tbe  Bible. 
In  1S7Z  he  was  a  delegate  to  the  general  conference'of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Among  bis  poblicationl  are  : 
"  A  New  Hannony  and  Eiposition  of  the  Gospels,"  "  Har- 
mony in  Greek,"  "  Scripture  History  Delineated  from  the 
Biblical  Records  and  All  Other  Accessible  Sources,"

ment Between  Science  and  the  Bible,"  and  "  The  Taber- 
nacle of  Israel  in  the  Desert."  He  edited  for  the  American 
edition  of  Lange's  Commentary  the  chapters  on  "Daniel," 
and  "  Esther."  His  chief  production  was  the  ''Cyclopedia 
of  Biblical,  Theological  and  Ecclesiastical  Literature,"  ten 
volumes,  1867-S1.  Dr.  Strong  was  accounted  one  of  the 
most  learned  Biblical  authorities  in  this  country.

A'jusi  comparative  estimate  of  Rosselli  as  painter  or  poet 
is  hardly  possible  yet,  and  no  more  can  the  truth  of  his  life 
be  told  in  Ihe  lifetime  of  persons  now  living,  and  who  were 
in  too  close  relation  to  him  lo  be  able  to  speak  freely  of  him. 
The  personal  fascination  of  the  man  was  such  that  those 
who  lived  under  it  long  would  never  be  able  to  judge  bis 
work  coolly,  while  its  peculiarities,  defects,  and  qualities  are 
such  thai  time  must  be  given  for  a  broad  estimate  of  its  rank 
as  art.

in.  •  •  *  The  generaliialions  of  the  book  maj  be 
fairly  judged  by  a  single  example  which  we  quote  entire,  the 
subject  being  Ihe  coming  on  the  scene  of  Ihe  school  (?) 
called  pre- Raphael ite  :  "  Then  the  great  wave  of  rebellion. 
surging  through  the  life  of  Europe,  swept  into  the  deep 
backwaters  of  imaginative  and  creative  thought.  Men  bom 
imo  the  slorm  and  stress  of  revolution,  and  confronted  with 
the  great  practical  problems  of  practical  life,  were  thrown 
once  more  upon  the  spiritual  world.

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NOTES  FROM   BOSTON. 

NlIHAH  Hmkcll  Doli. 

Boston.  September  19,  1894. 
Forty  years  ago,  a  tall,  muscular  man,  evidently  from 
the  country,  was  observed  in  thebookshopof  Phillips, 
Sampson  &  Company,  on  Winter  Street,  looking 
over  the  slock  and  evidently  taking  notes.  At 
last  he  went  to  one  of  the  booksellers.  Mr.  William 
Lee,  now  head  of  the  firm  of  Lee  &  Shepard,  and 
made  known  his  proposition,  which  was,  to  buy  on 
time  about  six  hundred  dollars'  worth  ot  standard 
works.  He  said  he  was  a  book-dealer  in  Auburn, 
Me.,  and  had,  or  was  building  up,  a  very  reliable 
trade. 

Something  in  the  man's  face  appealed  to  Mr.  Lee 
and  without  further  security  he  sold  hi"i  the  books  on 
four  months.  That  was  thebeginning  of  transactions 
that  lasted  a  number  of  years  and  amounted  to  thou- 
sandsof  dollars.  This  enterprising  Maine  bibliophile 
was  the  son  of  poor  farming  people.  When  he  was 
a  lad  he  earned  11.15  ^y  hoeing  corn  at  the  rale  of 
one  cent  forioo  hills;  taking  that  hard-earned  money 
in  his  pocket  he  trudged  all  the  way  to  Portland  and 
invested  it  on  Davies  Legendre.  By  the  time  he  was 
t«enty-one  he  had  been  twice  through  Bowditch's 
"  M£canique  Celeste "  and  worked  out  every 
problem  contained  in  it,  a  task  that  probably  only 
one  other  man  besides  Professor  James  Pierce  had 
ever  attempted  in  this  country.  Fearing,  however, 
that  this  intense  application  to  mathematics  might 
»ear  loo  deep  a  rut,  he  began  to  devote  his  powerful 
intellect  to  the  mastery  of  linguistics  and  by  the  time 
that  he  was  thirty  he  was  able  to  read  no  less  than 
thirty  different  languages,  including  Greek,   Latin, 


Sanskrit,  Hebrew  and  Arabic.  He  afterwards  trav- 
eled in  Europe  with  Mr.  Lee  and  his  knowledge  of 
French  was  so  perfect  that  he  was  able  to  follow  the 
lectures  at  the  Sorbonne  and  the  CoUSge  de  France, 
while  his  accent  was  considered  as  remarkably  pure 
for  an  American.  He  afterwards  made  some  repute 
as  a  translator.  "The  Ancient  City,"  by  De  Cou- 
langes  was  among  his  translations. 

He  returned  to  Boston  and  beginning  in  a  small 
way  established  a  retail  book -trade  that  has  grown  to 
remarkable  proportions — remarkable  at  least  in  the 
quality  of  the  books  which  he  sells  and  the  clientele 
to  which  he  ministers.  Those  who  know  him  have 
the  utmost  confidence  in  his  judgment.  One  of  his 
customers  ooce  remarked  that  if  Mr.  Willard  Small 
said  the  moon  was  made  of  green,  cheese  be  should 
believe  him.  I  know  of  one  man  to  whom  he  has 
soldoversix  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  books.  His 
book-shop  is  at  14  Franklin  Street,  up  one  flight, 
and  is  wdl  worth  a  visit.  But  1  think  the  career  of 
its  proprietor  who  carries  on  the  business  so  success- 
fully and  yet  so  unostentatiously  is  well  worth  com- 
memorating. 

Book  News  recently  contained  a  portrait  of  Miss 
Virna  Woods,  author  of  "  A  Modern  Magdalene."  I 
have  before  me  a  letter  which  gives  a  few  items  of 
interest  concerning  her  career.  She  was  borji  in 
April,  1864,  at  Wilmington,  Ohio.  When  she  was 
three  she  was  taken  by  her  parents  to  Zanesville, 
where  she  resided  seventeen  years,  graduating  from 
the  High  School  of  that  place,  but  keeping  up  her 
studies  and  venturing  into  Greek  under  the  instruc- 
tion of  a  private  tutor.  When  she  was  nineteen  the 
graduated  from  the  city  Normal  School.  In  1883  she 
went  with  her  father,  mother  and  sister  to  California. 
During  the  last  eleven  years  her  home  has  been  at 
Sacramento,  though  her  profession  of  teacher  has. 
until  three  years  ago.  employed  her  in  various  parts 
of  the  States.  She  has  given  special  attention  to  the 
study  of  languages,  both  ancient  and  modern.  Her 
first  appearance  in  print  was  made  in  a  denomina- 
tional newspaper,  in  her  nineteenth  year,  when, 
under  a  pseudonym,  she  engaged  in  a  theological 
controversy  with  one  of  the  leading  ministers  of  the 
denomination  in  the  interests  of  which  the  paper  was 
conducted.  She  says .  "  I  was  raised  in  an  atmos- 
phere of  iheoiogical  discussion  and  have  passed 
through  deism,  agnosticism,  materialism  to  the  posi- 
tion of  advanced  Unitarianism  or  what  is  known  as 
the  universal  religion." 
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Her  first  literary  reputation  was  gained  as  a  writer 
of  descriptive  verse,  her  material  being  drawn  from 
the  mduntains,  valleys  and  coasts  of  California.  Her 
first  published  poem  was  entitled  ''  The  Slory  of  the 
Past,"  which  appeared  in  the  Ckautauguan,  in  Novem- 
ber, 1886.  Since  then  many  of  her  descriptive  son- 
nets and  poems  have  appeared  in  The  Youth's 
CompanioH  and  other  periodicals.  When  7 he 
Magasine  of  Poetry  offered  prizes  for  the  best  son- 
net on  "  Life,"  three  hundred  and  seventy  were 
submitted  in  competition.  Miss  Woods's  took  the 
first  prize  and  appeared  in  the  Magazine  of  Foitty 
for  April.  Her  first  book,  "  The  Amazons,  a  Lyrical 
Drama,"  which  was  the  outcome  of  several  years  of 
Hellenic  study,  and  which  in  reality  grew  out  of  a 
poem  written  for  a  school  exercise  in  her  sixteenth 
year,  on  the  combat  of  Achilles  and  Penthesilia  was 
published  by  the  Chautauqua  Century  Press  and 
attracted  the  favorable  attention  of  critics.  The  only 
thing  in  the  line  of  fiction  which  she  bad  published 
previous  to  "  The  Modem  Magdalen  "  was  a  shoit 
story  entitled  "  Two  Loves"  in  a  Life,"  which  appeared 
in  Leslie's  Monthly,  \a  March,  1891.  Miss  Woods 
thinks  that  the  most  extraordinary  part  of  California 
is  the  city  of  San  Francisco.  She  says :  "  This  city, 
I  suppose,  presents  the  same  social  phases  as  other 
large  cities  and  with  its  peculiar  local  coloring,  forms 
one  of  the  most  interesting  fields  for  literary  work. 
The  San  Francisco  press  in  reviewing  my  book  have 
pronounced  my  descriptions  of  the  city  '  undeniably 
realistic' " 

Most  of  the  Boston  publishers  have  already  made 
their  autumn  announcements,  and  the  long  lists  of 
forthcoming  works  seem  to  indicate  that  great  im- 
provement in  trade  is  expected.  Indeed  these 
indications  are  confirmed  by  the  reports  of  the  pub- 
lishers' traveling  men  who  show  up  excellent  orders. 
Lee  &  Shepard,  who  publish  Miss  Woods's  novels, 
have  ready  a  newly  revised  and  enlarged  edition  of 
Thomas  Bui  finch's  "Age  of  Fable."  It  will  be  made 
especially  strong  in  the  department  of  Greek  sculp- 
ture. The  former  edition  was  revised  by  the  Rev. 
Edward  Everett  Hale.  They  have  also  a  volume  of 
sermons  by  the  Rev.  Louis  Albert  Banks,  D.  D.,  of 
the  People's  Church.  The  volume  has  as  a  frontispiece 
a  portrait  of  the  author,  wt^o  has  written  and  spoken 
so  much  in  behalf  of  the  pftor  of  Boston. 

Roberts  Brothers,  who  have  naturally  been  some- 
what disordered  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Niles,  in  Italy, 
are  sailing  along  prosperously  under  the  command 
of  Mr.  Roberts,  who  has  always  been  somewhat 
hidden  behind  the  personality  of  Mr.  Niles,  but  is  now 
taking  the  place  which  his  excellent  taste  and  ad- 
mirable business  qualifications  entitle  him  to  hold. 
Probably  nine  out  of  ten  persons  supposed  that  the 
name,  Roberts  Brothers,  was  a  sort  of  myth,  and 
were  surprised  to  know  that  the  power  behind  the 
throne  was  after  all  a  Roberts.  They  have  in  pre- 
paration a  new  one-volume  edition  of  Vernon  Lee's 


"  Euphorion."  The  price  of  the  two-volume  edidoD 
was  four  dollars;  the  one-volume  edition  will  sell  for 
fa.So.  The  Rev.  George  H.  Hosmer,  of  St.  Louis, 
and  the  Rev.  William  C.  Gannett,  of  Rochester, 
have  prepared  a  second  series  of  hymns  and  sacred 
poems  which  will  be  published  under  the  title  of 
"  The  Thought  of  God."  The  first  series  was  re- 
markably successful.  Roberts  Brothers  will  soon 
issue  Professor  Adolf  Harnack's  six- volume  "  History 
of  Dogma,"  a  work  not  to  be  confounded  with  the 
same  author's  outlines  issued  some  time  ago.  This 
great  work  wilt  be  translated  and  edited  under  the 
supervision  of  Professor  A.  B.  Bruce  of  the  Free 
Church  College  of  Glasgow, 

While  Miss  Lilian  Whiting  was  editor  of  the  Boston 
^ui^f/ she  published  a  series  of  essays  in  itscolumns 
pleading  warmly  for  a  better  life  in  the  world.  These 
articles  attracted  much  attention  and  they  have  been 
collected  and  will  be  published  by  Roberts  Brothers 
under  the  title:  "The  Worid  Beautiful."  Miss 
Annie  Payson  Call's  "Power  through  Repose"  was 
very  successful  and  she  has  been  encouraged  to  write 
a  new  work,  the  name  of  which  has  not  been  as  yet 
divulged.     Miss    Call    lives    in    Newtonville. 

The  Joseph  Knight  Company  are  about  to  bring  out 
a  new  two  volume  edition  of  Mark  Twam's  "  Inno- 
cents Abroad  or  the  New  Pilgrim's  Progress."  con- 
taining thirty  photogravure  illustrations  of  the  scenery 
and  cities  visited  by  the  author  and  his  fellow 
pilgrims.  The  text  illustrations  will  remain  unchanged. 
They  have  also  a  new  edition  of  "  Rip  Van  Winkle," 
with  twenty-four  photogravure  illustrations  by  Emest 
Edwards,  who  has  made  a  special  study  of  the 
romantic  and  picturesque  scenery  of  the  Kaatskills. 
Frank  T.  Merrill  also  enlivens  the  text  with  sketches 
from  his  fancy. 

Esles  &  Lauriat  have  a  new  edition  in  paper 
covers  of  Mr.  Samuel  Adams  Drake's  "Pine  Tree 
Coast,"  adorned  with  many  illustrations  in  half-tones 
and  photo-etchings.  They  have  also  a  new  transla* 
lion  of  Victor  Hugo's  "  Hernani,"  made,  so  it  is  whis- 
pered by  Miss  Maude  Banks,  daughter  of  the  late 
Governor.  The  edition,  which  is  limited  to  five  hun- 
dred copies,  is  to  be  illustrated  with  etchings  and  photo- 
gravures from  paintings  by  A.  Michelma.  The  same 
publishers  have  a  new  illustrated  holiday  edition 
of  Ru  skin's    "Modern    Painters"    and    "  Stones  of 

Mr.  Edwin  A.  Stone,  of  the  Franklin  Savings  Bank 
and  Secretary  of  the  Bank  Officers'  Association,  has 
written  a  pamphlet,  entided  "A  Century  of  Boston 
Banking,"  which  is  soon  to  be  published  for  private 
circulation.  It  will  be  a  brochure  of  about  fifty-wx 
pages. 

Mr.  Erving  Winslow,  brother  of  Mr.  W.  Henry 
Winslow,  the  translator  of  the  "  Saltmaster"  and 
other  novels  by  Julius  Wolff,  has  made  a  version  of 
Maurice  Maeterlinck's  prose  drama  "  P^ll^as  «< 
M6lisande,"  which  will  be    published  immediately 
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by  T.  Y.  Crowell  &  Company.  This  is  one  of  the 
masterpieces  of  the  Flemish  Shalcespeare ;  in  no 
tragedy  that  I  ever  read  does  the  persistent  note  of 
unrelenting  fate  manifest  itself  more  overpoweringly. 
The  cadence  of  the  language,  the  repeated  phrases, 
everything  keeps  to  the  sneetly  melancholy  minor 
which  reminds  one  of  Podolian  folk-melodies,  those 
popnlar  songs  of  the  Ukraine  Steppe.  It  is  an  ex- 
quisite piece  of  art,  and  however  the  symbolism 
may  be  interpreted,  it  is  great  in  itself  as  a  play. 

The  Alpha  Publishing  Company,  which  consists 
of  Mr.  Frank  £.  Saville  and  Mr.  R.  S.  Elliott, 
two  gentlemen  formerly  connected  with  the  house  of 
D.  Lothrop,  and  the  treasurer,  Mr.  F.  L.  Weston, 
have  engaged  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Stuart  Pratt 
to  edit  Babylemd  and  Little  Men  and  Women. 
It  will  lie  good  news  to  Mrs.  Ella  Farman  Pratt's 
numerous  friends  10  know  that  she  will  once  more 
have  an  opportunity  to  exercise  her  special  gifls  in  the 
conduct  of  a  magazine.  It  was  through  her  most 
unselfish  and  untiring  efforts  that  Wide  Awake  was 
made  a  success.  Her  removal  from  it  was  a  great 
disappointment  to  her.  The  whole  story  of  the  trans- 
action is  known  only  to  her  intimate  friends.  The 
neoly  constituted  Lothrop  Company  retain  The 
Panty,  which  will  be  edited  by  Mrs.  Alden. 

The  great  task  of  removing  the  library  from  the 
old  building  to  the  new  Palace  of  Books,  on  Copley 
Square,  is  progressing  gradually.  The  attempt  will  be 
made  not  to  interrupt  essentially  the  use  of  the  library 
during  this  begira  and  therefore  there  is  to  be  no 
special  exercises  to  inaugurate  the  change.  I  had  the 
pleasure  last  week  of  inspecting  the  building,  in  com- 
pany with  one  of  the  trustees  and  a  small  party.  It  is 
indeed  a  palace,  and  the  finish  of  the  interior  will  be  a 
revelation  to  the  public.  The  entrance  with  the 
stairway  of  Siena  marble  and  the  twin  lions  ot 
Si.  Gaudens  realizes  the  old  song  '  I  dreamed  that 
I  dwelt  in  marble  halls,"  The"  stack  will  accommo- 
date two  million  books  and  is  furnished  with  an 
intramural  railway,  run  by  electricity.  Judge  Chamber- 
lain's unique  and  invaluable  collection  of  autographs 
is  already  deposited  in  a  room  next  the  librarian's. 
The  trustees'  room  is  decorated  with  panels  taken 
from  an  old  French  ch&teau  and  hung  with  rich  velvet. 
The  Barton  Library  is  already  on  the  shelves. 
Mr.AUen  A.  Brown's  music  library  is  mostly  transfer- 
red. We  went  from  the  cellar,  where  the  machinery 
for  the  dynamos  and  other  purposes  is  located,  even 
to  the  roof,  to  which  access  is  gained  by  a  man-hole 
too  small  to  admit  an  alderman.  The  roof  might 
have  been  uliliied  for  a  concert  garden.  It  would 
accommodate  many  hundreds  oi  auditors  and  it 
offers  a  fine  view  of  the  city.

WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS. 


Those  who  know  history  generally  cannot  write  it, 
and  those  who  can  write  history  do  not  know  it. 
Prof.  M.  Kayserling,  who  holds  a  chair  in  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  at  Budapest — a  fact  carefully 
omitted  in  the  English  translation  of  his  "  Columbus 
and  the  Jews,"  whose  title-page  gives  all  the  transla- 
tator's  titles — knows  Spanish  Jewry  in  the  fifteenth 
century  probably  belter  than  any  man  living.  His 
book  is  a  mine  of  painstaking  fact.  Small  as  it  is 
(10;  ijmo  pages)  it  is  full  of  data  nowhere  else  to  be 
found.  But  it  is  not  a  history.  It  is  a  "paper.'' 
History  cannot  be  written  without  the  "  papers " 
which  appear  in  "transactions,"  but  a  collection  of 
"  papers  "  is  not  a  history.  The  general  reader  will 
find  Prof.  Kiyserling  hard  reading.  The  special 
reader  will  not  wish  to  lose  a  line  and  will  regret  that 
the  book  is  not  twice  as  large.  From  the  eighth  to 
the  sixteenth  century  Jewish  scholars  were  the  con- 
necting link  between  the  East  and  the  West — Islam 
and  Christendom,  Arabic  came  easily  to  them.  They 
could  pass  and  repass  over  frontiers  closed  on  one 
side  to  Christians  and  on  the  other  to  Moslems.  When 
Europe  woke  up  in  the  fourteen  hundreds,  Jews  were 
in  demand.  They  knew  all  the  Arabs  knew,  and  the 
Arab  geographers  for  six  hundred  years  had  been  the 
best  in  the  world.  Much  of  the  world  they  described 
better  than  it  had  been  up  to  fifty  years  'ago. 
Dr.  Kayserling  shows  how  Jewish  men  of  science 
drew  the  early  maps  used  in  Portuguese  and  Spanish 
discovery,  how  much  they  aided  the  discovery  of 
Columbus,  and  he  tells  the  sad,  black  story  of  their 
expulsion  from  Spain.  Two  years  ago  Dr.  Kayser- 
ling published  an  article  in  the  Mengrak  Monthly, 
which  is  the  germ  of  this  book,  and  of  which  airansla- 
lal ion  appeared  in  "Columbus  and  His  Discovery," 
by  Professors  Herbert,  Baxter,  Adams,  and  Henry 
Wood  of  Johns  Hopkins.  Prof,  Rivas  Pingcerver,  a 
Mexican  Orientalist  published  an  elaborate  paper  on 
the  same  phase  of  Columbus'  work  in  the  transactions 
of  the  "  Mexican  Society  of  Geography  and  Statistics." 
Dr,  Joseph  Krauskopf,  of  this  city,  delivered  an  inter- 
esting sermon  on  the  work  of  Jews  in  exploration, 
while  the  relation  ot  the  Jews  to  the  discovery  of 
America  is  the  subject  ^f  an  interesting  poem  by 
Miss  Emma  Laiarus,  Like  most  specialists.  Dr. 
Kayserling  slips  off  his  own  ground.  Ceuta  has  never 
been,  as  be  says  "  the  most  important  fortress,  in 
Mauritania," 

Mr.  Noah  Brooks  has  wisely  collected  in  a  neat, 
handy  volume,  "  Tales  of  the  Maine  Coast.''  Those 
who  love  the  Maine  coast — and  every  one  who  knows 
the  Maine  coast  loves  it,  will  find  here  Castine  drawn 
in  full  air  and  the  round,  touch  of  a  newspaper  man's 
life  and  ability  at  making  characters  live  in  a  sen- 
tence. These  stories  are  full  of  the  sea.  of  the  sea  as  it 
is  in  harbor,  when  the  sea-weed  reek  fills  the  air  and 
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the  shingles  turn  gray  and  earth  is  worn  and  rugged 
with  its  long  fight  with  its  old  enemy. 

Vou  will  like  Mrs.  Sarah  M.  H.  Gardner's  "  Quaker 
Idyls."  It  is  a  little  book,  written  in  drab,  unskilled 
in  slyle  and  simple  in  emotion ;  but  its  picture  of  life 
among  the  Quakers  in  Philadelphia  before  the  war  is 
like  an  old  drawer  packed  in  lavender — full  of  fra- 
grance and  sweet  association. 

Mountains  and  dialect  are  the  stock  in  trade  of 
"  On  Cloud  Mountain,"  by  Mr.  Frederick  Thickstun 
Clark.  The  truth  that  dialect  and  description  mixed 
do  not  make  a  novel  needs  to  be  more  widely  known 

Mr.  Sidney  Webb  is  an  English  professor  of  the 
"new  "  political  economy  responsible  for  muchof  Ihe 
present  trend  towards  socialism  and  collectivism  in 
current  English  economic  discussion.  Mrs.  Beatrice 
Webb  is  interested  in  the  same  movement.  Together 
they  have  written  a  "  History  of  Trade  Unionism," 
limited  to  England,  In  successive  chapters  the  his- 
tory of  these  organizations  is  brought  down  to  the 
present  time  from  their  origin  in  the  last  century. 
The  work  is  based  on  the  theory  that  trade-unions 
came  into  existence  when  capital  and  labor  passed 
into  different  and  opposing  hands,  under  the  factory 
system  and  free  Competition,  and  were  organized  to 
protect  the  "  Standard  of  Life,"  to  which  labor  was 
accustomed  when  it  lost  the  protection  given  it  in  the 
medieval  organisation  of  society.  After  sketching 
the  origin  of  unions  in  the  last  century,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Webb  describe  the  struggle  for  existence  in  the  first 
twenty-five  years  of  the  century,  a  period  of  nearly 
twenty  years,  in  which  unions  were  associated  with 
revolutionary  proposals — twenty  years  in  which  the 
union  was  limited  to  its  own  trade,  and  gained  its 
Strength  from  its  "benefit  "work — and  the  last  twenty 
years  in  which  socialism  and  collectivism  has  become 
the  guidmg  spirit  of  the  unions.  It  is  interesting 
that  the  work  notes  cycles  of  activity  in  union  organi- 
zation, in  1830-3,  in  1850-2,  in  1870-3  and  in  1890-3. 
These  were  all  periods  of  expansion,  did  their  work, 
their  organizations  ceased  lo  be  useful  and  were  suc- 
ceeded by  others.  Twent]^  years  is  the  revolutionary 
cycle  in  France,  and  twice  the  panic-period.  While 
strictly  insular  in  its  discussion  and  comparison,  this 
book  is  a  most  useful  summary  of  the  English  record, 
written  in  a  spirit  friendly  to  unions,  and  with  the 
underlying  conviction  that  the  collective  organi- 
zation of  society  is  the  only  real  remedy.  There  are 
valuable  tables  which  show  how  minute  a  part  of 
society  is  organized  in  unions,  and  how  lai^e  a  part 
of  certain  trades.  The  impossibility  of  having  free 
individual  contract  and  unions  is  frankly  admitted, 
and  the  use  of  violence  palliated.  The  tendency  of 
unions  to  create  a  wage-earning  caste,  destitute  of 
ambition  to  rise,  is  not  met  in  this  defence.    1  would 


have  been  glad  if  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Webb  had  taken  up 
the  comparative  view  and  explained  why  the  "  Stand- 
ard of  Life ''  was  as  well  preserved  in  France  tt>  18S4, 
without  unions,  as  in  England  with. 

In  1834,  thirteen  years  after  Napoleon's  death, 
thirty-four  memoirs  written  by  those  associated  wkh 
him  had  appeared  and  an  industrious  Frenchman 
deemed  a  digest  wise.  In  the  sixty  years  since  every 
year  has  seen  daily  editions  to  the  literature  upon  this 
great  figure,  and  a  well  annotated  digest  would  be  as 
useful  a  book  as  could  be  prepared  and  tolerably 
sure  to  be  salable.  TTiree  leading  memoirs — Levy's, 
Pasquier's  and  Meneval's — have  appeared  this  year. 
The  first  is  an  attempt  to  give  his  personal  life  from  a 
very  friendly  standpoint,  the  second  is  the  record  of 
a  police  officer,  and  the  third  of  Napoleon's  private 
secretary  for  thirteen  years(l702-i7i5).  Baron  Claude 
Fran:;ois  de  M^neval,  being  a  private  secretary,  has 
written  a  private  secretary's  life  of  which  two  volumes 
have  now  appeared  and  two  more  are  expected  ;  but  it 
is  clear,  minute  and  useful  in  presenting  less  Ihe  per- 
sonal side  of  Napoleon  than  his  personality,  and  to 
those  who  agreed  with  him  and  served  him  a  most 
agreeable  personality  it  was.  This  direct  intimate 
impression  will  be  worth  more  to  any  reader  familiar 
with  the  general  outlines  of  the  time  than  any  of  the 

A  queen-bee  is  made  by  giving  the  larva  a  special 
diet.  There  is  a  belief  abroad,  strongest  in  Cftrmany, 
that  a  sufficient  diet  of  "calendars,"  documents, 
"  monuments,''  and  other  raw  material  of  history  will 
make  a  historian.  It  is  a  mistake.  Mr.  Ernest  F. 
Henderson  in  "  Germany  in  the  Middle  Ages ''  has 
acted  on  this  principle.  A  preface  outlines  a  list  of 
useful,  valuable  and  authoritative  works.  Much  is 
said  of  the  modern  method  of  studying  history.  It 
undoubtedly  multiplies  knowledge,  but  Ibis  does  not 
always  add  to  wisdom.  In  437  pages  this  work  passes 
from  the  Roman  period  to  the  election  of  Rudolph  of 
Hapsburg,  1173.  A  history  of  "Germany  ''  for  this 
thousand  years  is  really  the  story  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  foundations  of  modern  Europe.  A 
work  which  will  give  this  is  greatly  needed. 
Mr.  Henderson's  pages  are  annals — ^mere  records  of 
events,  not  history.  They  are  full  of  infoimation. 
They  are  written  with  laborious  care.  There  is 
apparent  on  every  page  a  painstaking  desire  to  give 
accurate  views.  The  work  fills  a  gap.  Histories 
of  Germany  in  English  are  lamentably  deficient. 
Dunham's  was  published  in  1834,  C.  T.  Lewis'  trans- 
lation of  Mullen  in  1S74,  Mr.  Horrock's,  of  Meniel 
in  1849.  These  are  al!  the  general  histories.  No  one 
is  satisfactory  and  the  second,  while  the  best  brief 
history  of  Germany  we  have,  is  for  youth.  It  is  a 
great  field  untilled ;  but  any  man  may  well  be  deter- 
red by  the  forty-three  folio  volumes  of  "  Monumenta 
Germanica  Histoiica  "  he  must  begin  by  mastering. 
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The  eschalological  romance  has  never  been  success- 
ful, either  as  prophecy  or  as  fiction.  It  neither  teaches 
nor  reveals.  Mr.  Louis  Pendleton's  work  in  fiction 
has  won  him  a  general  attention,  because  it  was 
studied  from  the  life.  "The  Wedding  Garment" 
is  studied  from  Swedenborg.  These  attempts  to 
describe  the  future  only  ends  by  ihowing  the  barren- 
ness of  the  present.  Swedenborg  is  saved  by  the 
mystic  quality.    This  is  absent  here. 

Two  plays,  "  Tenants  "  and  "  Disengaged,"  have 
been  published  by  Mr.  Henry  James.  They  show  in 
every  line  that  the  moment  of  the  novel  is  not  the 
moment  of  the  drama.  They  make  good  reading. 
They  would  be  dull  beyond  description  on  the  stage. 
Mr.  James  bu  stoodup  to  the  work  like  a  man,  but 
he  misses  at  each  turn  stage  interest,  and  while  his 
characters  live  in  his  novels,  they  are  shadowy  here. 
The  two  plays  make  up  a  sort  of  manual  of  the  kind 
of  things  the  playwright  must  avoid.  As  such  they 
will  be  useful  studies  to  any  man  meditalirg  aplay. 

Dr.  Washington  Gladden  has  facility  in  cogent 
and  attractive  statement.  He  is  broad-minded. 
These  powers  have  been  used  in  "  Burning  Ques- 
tions." to  add  a  volume  to  current  apologetics.  Dr. 
Gladden  works  from  analogy,  widening  the  process 
of  the  past  by  new  knowledge.  His  work  will  be 
useful;  but  it  must  frankly  be  admitted  that  this 
method  is  less  successful  than  it  once  was.  Scientific 
study  closes  the  mind  to  analogies  not  experimental. 
Nor  does  Mr.  Gladden  quite  perceive  the  necessity  of 
separating  Christ  and  Christianity.  Much  modern 
objection  to  the    latter   is    realty  a    return  to    the 

"  Trilby  "  has  drawn  to  Mr.  Du  Maurierthe  interest 
and  audience  once  held  by  Thackeray,  both  of  those 
who  know  life  and  those  who,  not  knowing,  wish  to 
know.  As  with  Thackeray,  his  literary  art  is  greatest 
in  creating  the  sense  of  the  living,  moving  world. 
This  has  perhaps  never  been  better  done  for  a 
coutempotaneous  period  since  De  Foe,  who  like 
Do  Maurier,  wrote  his  best  after  fifty  years  of  age.  But 
in  literary  history  "  Trilby  "  will  be  remarkable  as 
(^■ening  the  door  wide  to  a  view  of  the  relations  of 
sei  hitherto  excluded  from  English  fiction.  For  good 
or  for  evil,  our  fiction  is  committed  by  the  success  of 
"Trilby"  to  the  free  discussion  of  immoral  relations 
without  primary  reference  to  moral : 


Like  "  Trilby."  "  My  Lady  Roiha."  by  Mr.  Stanley 
J.  Weyman,  has  not  an  atom  of  "  realism  "  or  "  verit- 
ism,"  or  other  of  the  depressing  determination  of 
Tirious  workers  in  letters  to  be  dulL  If  they  but 
knew  it,  this  is  the  easiest  of  achievements.  Mr,  Wey- 
man has  cast  his  tale  in  the  thirty  years'  war.  Its 
pages  5warm  with  battle,  murder  and  sudden  death. 
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and  it  gives  English  literature,  and  for  the  first  time,  a 
good  novel  on  the  period.  De  Foe  touched  it  in  his 
"  Memoirs  of  a  Cavalier,"  but  for  the  rest  only  the 
lesser  men— W.  H.  Harrison  in  "  Waldemar,"  James 
Routledge  in  "  Ingenstein  Hall,"  Harriet  Lee  in 
"Kruitzner,"  James  Grant  in  "Philip  Roilo,"  and 
G.  P.  R.  James  in  "  Heidelberg."  The  German  novels 
Liefde  and  Van  der  Velde  leading. 


"  Love  and  Shawl-Slraps,"  by  Miss  Annette  L. 
Noble,  with  the  collaboration  of  Mr.  Pearl  Clement 
Coann,  appearing  chiefly  in  letters  embedded  in  the 
text,  is  a  story  of  travel,  rippling  over  Europie  in 
familiar  channels,  with  the  incidents  and  accidents  of 
a  trip  in  which  a  party  begins  single  and  ends  double. 
Miss  Noble  gives  in  these  pages  the  easy  conversation 
of  her  pAvious  novels,  and  the  story  reflects  with 
great  accuracy  the  American  impression  of  Europe. 

"  Vagabondia,''  in  which  Richard  Hovey  and  Bliss 
Carman  unite,  is  another  of  the  exquisitely-printed 
volumes  ot  verse,  issued  by  Stone  &  Kimball,  which 
impress  on  the  reader  that  a  new  school  of  verse  has 
appeared,  as  yet  slight  and  imitative,  but  unmistake- 
ably  fresh,  at  many  points  original,  and  at  all  close  to 
nature.  Judging  Irom  the  past,  it  will  be  some  years 
before  the  public  learns  this. 

MR.  GEORGE  DU  MAURIER. 
After  making  a  reputation  and  establishing  himself 
as  an  artist,  Mr.  George  Du  Maurier  buds  forth  after 
he  has  passed  his  fiftieth  year  as  a  novelist,  and  a 
novelist  who  at  once  understands  his  craft,  can  ably 
mix  his  colors,  skillfully  construct  his  scaffolding  and 
build  his  structure  with  materials  that  make  it  flash 
with  light  and  interest.  In  his  last  work  the  author 
above  all,  has  caught  in  a  most  vivid  manner  the 
local  tints  of  Paris,  and  brought  into  his  pages  the 
very  essence  and  atmosphere  of  the  exhilarating  and 
delightful  metropolis  of  France. 

The  world  of  novel  readers  is  chiefly  to  be  grateful 
to  chance  and  Mr.  Henry  James  for  the  two  novels  so 
lately  written  by  Mr.  George  Du  Maurier — "  Peter 
Ibbetson  "  and  "  Trilby,"  as  well  as  others  which  it 
is  hoped  will  soon  flow^rom  the  pen  of  this  new 
writer.  Mr.  Du  Maurier  and  Mr.  James  were  stroll- 
ing through  Kensington  Gardens  one  afternoon  chat- 
ling  about  this  thing  and  that,  when  the  conversation 
turned  to  the  subject  of  novels  and  novel  writing. 
Mr.  Dd  Maurier  said,  "  I  have  a  dozen  stories  in  my 
head  that  I  think  would  make  excellent  novels."  "  I 
should  like  much  to  hear  one  of  them,"  said  Mr. 
James,  and  then,  as  it  chanced,  Mr.  Du  Maurier  told 
him  in  outline  the  story  which  has  since  appeared  in 
Harper'i,  under  the  name  of  "  Trilby."  Mr.  James 
was  so  pleased  with  it  that  he  begged  Du  Maurier 
to  sit  down  forthwith  and  write  it,  but  Du  Maurier 
hesitated  to  dabble    in  a  profession  not  his  own.

However,  laying  "Ttilby"a»ide.  be  begin  tbe  first 
chapters  of  "  Peter  Ibbetson "  during  bis  leisure 
moments,  and  everythbg  went  so  smoothly  that  he 
-determined  to  finish  it.  This  was  his  beginning  as 
an  author.  Mr.  Du  Manner,  himself,  naturally  re- 
gan*s  "Trilby"  as  a  much  lighter  piece  of  work 
thap  bis  first  book — "  Peter  Ibbetson,"  as  in  fact  it  is. 
But  there  b  one  quality  in  it  so  essential  to  the 
success  of  a  novel — a  quality  it  has  in  a  larger 
d^ree  than  "  Peter  Ibbetson  " — and  that  is  human 
interest.  It  is,  in  truth,  no  less  than  a  history, 
slightly  altered  here  and  there,  drawn  largely 
from  Mr.  Du  Maurier's  own  experiences  in  tbe 
Quartier  Latin,  for  it  must  be  remembered  that  he 
was  bom  in  Paris  and  had  his  early  artistic  training 
in  that  celebrated  and  bohemian  quarter  of  tbe 
Frenrb  metropolis. 

Thirty  four  years  ago  Mr.  Du  Maurier's  first  draw- 
ings for  Punch  appeared  io  that  paper,  and  he  has 
now  been  a  regular  contributor  for  thirty  years.  In 
person  Mr.  Du  Maurier  is  a  man  perhaps  a  trille 
above  middle  height.  His  upright,  athletic  frame, 
his  pallid  face  ai\d  easy  movements  give  him  an  air 
Df  distinction.  His  manner  is  that  of  an  Ejiglisbnian, 
but  the  contour  ai  his  head  and  bis  features  are 
French.  In  meeting  him,  one  would  say  this  must 
be  a  military  man,  for  he  is  made  after  the  type 
of  one  of  the  first  Napoleon's  hardy  campaigners. 
Recently,  when  out  in  the  open,  he  usually  has  on 
slightly  smoked  glassei  to  protect  his  eyes  from  the 
glare.  It  might  here  he  in  place  to  mention  that  his 
eyesight  has  for  several  years  been  a  source  of  con- 
cern to  him  and  his  friends,  for  the  sight  of  one  eye 
is  almost  entirely  gone,  and  he  can  only  work  with 
the  aid  of  the  most  powerful  glasses.  To  anyone  who 
looks  closely  at  his  drawings,  it  will  at  once  appear 
marvellous  that  a  man  whose  eyesight  is  by  no  means 
perfect  can  draw  such  delicate,  sometimes  almost 
microscopic,  lines  as  he  does.  The  illustration  called 
"The  Bridge  of  Arts"  in  the  first  part  of  "Trilby," 
is  one  of  many  examples  of  this  sort. 

Mr.  Du  Maurier  has  lived  in  London  for  the  better 
part  of  bis  life,  and  most  of  that  time  in  Old  Hamp- 
stead,  close  beside  the  great  heaih,  called  Hampstead 
Heath.  He  is  a  familiar  figure  on  this  fine  old 
sketch  of  wild  country  where  the  highway  robbers  of 
tyo  centuries  ago  used  to  make  such  a  harvest  off 
the  belongings  of  passing  travellers.  But  time  has 
worked  a  change  and  now  there  is  not  a  more  peace- 
ful spot  outside  of  a  church  or  chapel.  During  the 
quiet  hours  of  the  afternoon,  Mr.  Du  Maurier  and  his 
wife  are  frequently  to  be  seen  together  with  their 
little  Dandy  Dinmont,  either  rambling  over  the 
deserted  heath  at  seated  on  some  quiet  bench  enjoy- 
ing the  fresh  air  and  beauty  of  the  landscape,  which 
is  here  famous.  Mr.  Du  Maurier  in  his  drawings  has 
constantly  and  for  years  made  use  of  the  heath,  when 
he  wants  a  bit  of  landscape  to  surround  his  figures 
with,    Mr.  and  Mrs.  Qv.  Mkurier  seem  to  he  one  of 
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those  couples  whom  the  cares  of  life  have  knitted 
more  firmly  together,  for  you  do  not  often  see  one  oi 
them  without  tbe  other,  and  their  bearing  towards 
each  other  is  both  refreshing  and  edifying.  They 
are  like  boy  and  girl — and  his  watchful  care  of  her  is 
like  that  of  a  young  man  for  bis  sweetheart.  Indeed, 
there  is  much  that  is  chivalrous  in  Mr.  Du  Maurier's 
nature,  for  nothing  pains  him  more  than  to  see  any 
woman  exposed  to  rough  or  unkind  usage.  He 
regards  good  women  as  the  angels  of  the  house- 
hold, who  are  to  be  cherished  and  saved  from  any 
unnecessary  care  or  pain,  whenever  it  is  in  nuui's 
power  to  shield  them. 

One  of  Mr.  Du  Maurier's  chief  characteristics  is 
energy.  He  is  a  hard  worker.  His  interest  in  life  is 
visible  in  every  feature  of  his  face,  and  this  eleoient, 
of  course,  is  a  strong  factor  in  making  him  a  good 
story-teller.  Mr.  Du  Maurier's  house  in  Hampstead 
is  quite  unique  in  its  way.  It  is.  perhaps,  the  only 
private  house  built  on  the  Gothic  plan  in  London. 
The  windows  have  pointed  arches,  even  including  the 
studio :  the  house  is  old  and  overgrown  with  ivy. 
The  interior  is  cut  up,  and  one  rambles  into  all  sorts 
of  quaint  old  rooms,  halls  and  alcoves.  The  walls 
are  laden  with  drawings,  paintings,  sketches  by  his 
friends  and  some  by  himself;  and  here  and  there  is 
a  bust  and  a  pedestal.  A  few  fresh-cut  flowers  are 
always  about  to  freshen  and  enliven  the  quaint  old 
house, 

Mr.  Du  Maurier  is  a  genial  and  hospitable  host,  and 
welcomes  everyone  with  a  kind  smile  and  a  cordial 
word.  It  would  take  a  Boswell  to  discover  all  of  his 
notable  and  illustrious  friends,  and  the  anecdotes  that 
cluster  about  him.  He  is  decidedly  a  popular  man, 
and  it  is  probable  there  is  not  an  artist  of  name  in 
Paris  or  London  who  is  not  glad  to  reckon  him  amon^, 
his  friends,  for  he  has  a  winning  manner,  is  full  of 
bright  sayings,  is  tbe  most  modest  of  men,  has  a  big 
heart  full  of  sympathy  for  every  brother  artist  and 
his  work,  and  hubbies  over  with  humorous  and  dainty 
ideas  about  every  imaginable  subject  that  interests 
him,  and  that  in  a  way  that  saves  it  from  the  possi- 
bility of  the  commonplace. 

Mr.  Du  Maurier's  own  taste  in  novel-writing  is  not 
fastidious.  He  likes  alt  stories— all  that  are  in  any 
way  good,  except  a  /Av,  and  these  are  those  trying 
hooks  that  have  large,  burly,  handsome,  brave  and 
dashing  heroes,  about  whose  feet  the  poor  worship- 
ping heroine  is  perpetually  grovelling,  and  bting 
allowed  to  grovel.  He  looks  upon  such  heroes  as 
prigs,  and  be  thinks  that  among  others  even  so  able 
a  writer  as  George  Kliot  has  made  of  one  of  her 
heroes — Felix  Holt — a  perfect  prig ;  and  that 
Miss  Muloch  (.afterwards  Mrs.  Craik)  has  made 
rather  goody-goody  creatures  of  several  of  the  men 
she  has  drawn.  Mr.  Du  Maurier  has  been  a  hungry 
reader,  a  keen  observer  of  human  nature,  a  student  of 
the  many  clever  men  and  women  of  his  time,  and  has 
had  the  capacity  of  gleaning  from  them  many  useful 
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trifles,  and  the  knack  of  mentally  noting  down  a  good 
thing  or  a  bright  or  happy  thought.  Hiis  has  both 
qualified  and  justified  him  in  becoming  an  author. 
He  told  the  writer  of  this  sketch  that  be  proposed  to 
continue  writing.  He  says  he  has  a  doten  stories  in 
his  mind  that  he  has  for  yean  simply  amused  himself 
by  weaving  together  from  the  loom  of  his  fancy,  at 
such  times  as  he  happened  to  be  wallung  alone  in  the 
fields  or  ajong  some  country  road,  or  else  when  he 
lay  awake  at  night ;  but  for  yean  he  considered  it 
was  not  his  business  to  write  them,  and  he  probably 
never  would  if  he  had  not  finally  been  persuaded  to 
do  so.

FROM  THE  GERMAN  CAPITAL. 

Berlin,  September,  1894, 
Two  of  the  great  universities  of  Germany — Kftnigs- 
berg  and  Halle— have  recently  celebrated,  the  one 
(he  3So(h,  and  the  other  the  sooth  anniversary  of  its 
foundation.  The  German  Emperor  was  at  the  time 
far-away  on  his  usual  Summer  excursion  to  the 
picturesque  Coast  of  Norway  ;  but  he  was  represented 
It  the  former  by  his  cousin,  Prince  Leopold,  and 
at  the  latter  by  his  relative,  Prince  Albrecht,  the 
■'  well-beloved ' '  Regent  of  Brunswick.  To  the  faculty 
of  each  University  he  wrote  an  autograph  letter  which, 
though  not  long,  evinced  his  thorough  familarity 
with  its  history  and  its  aims.  The  Kuser  takes  a  sort 
of  hereditary  interest  in  the  literary  institutions  of 
his  Empire,  for  nearly  every  one  of  them  is  the  crea- 
tion of  one  or  another  of  bis  illustrious  progenitors. 
The  University  of  KSnigsberg  was  founded  in  the 
year  1544,  by  Margrave  Albrecht,  of  Brandenbui^, 
whence  its  name  ot  Albertinum  ;  and  that  of  Halle 
in  [694  by  the  Elector  Frederic  III.  afterwards  King 
yreaeric  I.  of  Prussia,  from  whom  it  is  called  Frederi- 
nantim.  It  is  scarcely  a  matter  for  surprise  that 
when  the  Kaiser  looks  back  upon  his  long  ancestral 
line,  extending  over  more  than  seven  hundred  yean, 
and  distinguished  not  only  for  valor  and  military 
ability,  but  in  the  cultivation  of  the  gentler  arts  of 
peace  and  progress,  be  should  believe  himself  en- 
dowed with  a  "  divine  right "  to  govern  his  people, 
and  that  he  should  be  fond  of  quoting  St.  Paul's 
dedaratioQ,  "  By  the  grace  ol  God  lam  what  lam.'" 
Or.  as  Luther's  venion  still  more  empharically  renders 
it,  yom  GotUt  Gnaden  bin  ich,  das  bin  ich  ! 

The  Emperor's  letter  to  the  University  of  Halle 
hasexdtedspecialattention,beeausc  of  its  pronounced 
kaaing  towards  liberalism  ;  and  in  this,  too,  there  is 
a  historic  appositeness.  Halle  was,  in  fact,  the  cradle 
of  liberalism  in  Germany.  Thither  the  distinguished 
jurist,  Prof.  Christian  Thomasius  fled,  followed  by  a 
Rmnber  of  his  pupils,  when  driven  '  'om  Leipzig,  in 
1690,  on  account  of  the  too  free  expression  of  his  opin- 
ions. It  was  there  that  instruction  was  first  imparted 
in  the  German  langu^e.  It  is  (Ufficult  at  this  day  to 
itsliie  the  methods  punued  in  the  Continental  uni- 


versities, even  so  late  as  the  last  century,  it  was  then 
customary  for  the  Professor  to  dictate  a  Latin  theme 
to  his  pupils,  which  they  were  expected  totake  down, 
word  for  word,  from  his  lips.  When  he  came  to  a 
parenthetical  clause  he  announced  "  Parenihtsis  f" 
and  its  condnsion  was  signified  by  "elauJatur" 
There  seems  to  have  been  no  attempt  on  the  paK  of 
the  instructor  to  put  himself  in  sympathy  with  his 
hearers,  or  to  excite  their  interest ;  eveiything  was 
dry  and  formal  and  spiritless.  Original  investigation 
was  scarcely  thought  of,  even  by  the  professors,  who 
were  content  to  travel  in  the  old  ruts ;  while  among 
the  students  it  was  absolutely  discouraged.  Under 
such  cirumstances,  to  sit  at  the  feet  of  Gamaliel,  and 
hear  him  discourse  on  Talmudic  traditions  would 
have  been  a  privilege.  So  far  as  progress  was  con- 
cerned, one  might  almost  as  well  have  been  a  disci- 
ple of  Confucius  as  a  student  at  a  German  univerMty. 
It  would  have  been  far  more  profitable  to  study  the 
Vedas,  or  the  Zend-Avesta;  but  these  were  then 
scarcely  known  10  exist.  All  this  has  been  changed 
by  the  movement  inaugurated  at  Halle;  and  the 
Kaiser's  warm  words  of  recognition  and  encourage- 
ment have  elicited  enthusiastic  comments  from  the 
liberal  press.  The  organs  of  "  strict  orthodoxy  "—as 
tenacious  of  tradition  as  the  most  reactionary  ot  the 
ultramontane  sects  and  orders — naturally  find  less  in 
them  to  admire. 

The  veteran  French  statesman,  Jules  Simon,  has  just 
published  in  the  Monday  Review  an  account  of  his 
interview  with  the  Kaiser  during  the  "  Labor  Con- 
gress," held  here  in  1889.  The  conversation  was 
conducted  in  French,  "  and,"  remarks  Simon, 
"although  I  am  an  Academician,  and  a  member  of 
the  '  Dictionary  Committee,'  the  Emperor  spoke  bet- 
ter French  than  I,  for  1  have  a  very  slight  Breton 
accent,  while  he  spoke  like  a  Parisian."  No  higher 
testimony  to  his  proficiency  could  be  given.  It  is 
remarkable  that  even  Napoleon  III.  spoke  French 
with  a  perceptible  German  accent,  due  to  his  early 
education.  The  Kaiser  speaks  English  quite  as  well 
as  he  does  French,  and  in  this  respect  excels  bis 
uncle,  the  Prince  of  Wales,  whose  conversation  has  a 
distinctly  German  flavor.  The  Kaiser  is  versed  in 
Russian  and  Italian  also,  and  I  don't  know  in  how 
many  other  languages ;  probably  not  as  many,  how* 
ever,  as  his  brother  Emperor  of  Austria,  who  is  said 
to  be  able  to  converse  with  any  of  his  subjects,  out  of 
the  score  of  different  nationalities  over  which  he 
rules,  in  his  native  tongue.  But  Francis  Joseph  was 
on  the  throne  eleven  years  before  William  11.  was 

Dr.  Von  Gossler,  formeriy  Prussian  Minister  of 
Instruction  and  Worship,  and  now  President  of  the 
Province  of  West  Prussia,  upon  whom  the  Univer«ty 
of  Halle  recently  confetred  the  degree  of  "  Doctor 
honoris  cauia,"  enjoys  in  consequence  the  very  rare 
distinction  of  doctor  quadrupltx,  i.  e.,  of  the  four 
faculties  of  law,  medicine,  ohilosophy,  and  theology. 
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He  is  approached  in  this  tetpect  only  by  the  Curator 
of  the  University  of  Halle  itself,  who  is  D.  D.,  M.  D., 
and  Ph.  D.,  but  still  lacks  the  LL.  D. 

Signor  Crispi,  the  Italian  Prime  Minister,  is  about 
to  appear  in  the  rdU  of  an  author,  which,  I  believe, 
is  ne*  to  him.  His  book  will  be  entitled  La  Sloria 
dei  MUU,  and  its  subject  is  the  history  of  Garibaldi's 
expedition,  at  the  head  of  a  thousand  volunteers,  for 
the  liberation  of  Sicily  from  the  Bourbon  yoke  of 
"  King  Bomba  "  in  i860.  The  attempt,  as  everybody 
knows,  was  successful,  and  not  only  Sicily,  but 
Naples,  was  added  to  the  domain  of  Victor  Em- 
manuel, who  thus  became  King  of  all  Italy,  with  the 
exception  of  Rome,  which  he  acquired  ten  years 
later.  When  the  victorious  leader  met  the  King 
under  the  shadow  of  Vesuvius  soon  afterwards,  both 
men  were  too  deeply  moved  for  many  words.  Gari- 
baldi rode  up  to  the  King,  and  with  teais  of  joy  in  his 
eyes,  saluted  him  with  the  simple  exclamation, 
"  Rt  tC  Italia  !  "  a  title  which  he  was  the  first  to 
bestow.  Victor  Emmanuel,  warmly  grasping  the 
hero's  hand,  could  only  respond  "  Graaie  !"  "Thank 
you  ! "  If  one  could  but  combine  the  faculties  of  poet, 
painter,  and  historian,  what  a  scene  that  would  be  for 
illustration !  Signor  Crispi  will  doubtless  do  it  full 
justice,  for  he  is  himself  a  Sicilian,  and  not  only  took 
part  in  the  expedition,  but  was  its  chief  organizer  and 
promoter.  No  one  is  so  well  qualified  as  he  to  wiite 
its  history. 

The  distinguished  Russian  philanthropist  and 
author,  Count  Leo  Tolstoi,  has  entered  a  protest 
ag;ainst  the  mistranslations  of  his  works  which  attri-  . 
bute  to  him  sentiments  which,  be  states,  are  some- 
times the  exact  opposite  of  those  which  he  entertains. 
In  a  recent  letter  to  Wilhelm  Menckel,  the  German 
translator  of  his  latest  book  "Christian  Sentiment 
and  Patriotism,"  he  writes :  "  I  freely  accord  the 
right  of  pubUcation  to  any  one  who  is  willing  to 
undertake  the  task  of  translating  my  works;  but  it 
frequently  happens  (t°)  that  the  translations  are  made 
from  previous  imperfect  versions  in  another  tongue, 
or  (3°)  that  the  translator  has  00  adequate  acquaint- 
ance, eilber  with  the  Russian  language  or  with  that 
into  which  he  is  translating,  or  (3°)  that  the  publishers 
mangle  and  mingle  my  essays  according  to  their  own 
sweet  will.  I  therefore  beg  you  to  announce  that 
only  such  editions  as  contain  my  certificate  of 
approval  are  to  be  accepted  as  authentic."  As 
Tolstofs  works  have  a  large  circulation  in  America, 
and  areolten  being  harshly  judged,  it  teems  but  just 
to  make  this  statement  as  widely  known  as  possible. 

=**  The  Highway  of  Sorrow,"  by  Miss  Hesba 
Stretton,  author  of  "  The  Doctor's  Dilemma."  is  an- 
nounced. Dealing  with  the  persecuted  Stundists,  the 
title  stiggests  the  via  doiorosa  across  Siberia.  The 
work  is  written  in  collaboration  with  a  celebrated 
Rusuan  whose  itame  is  suppressed. 
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OLIVER  CROMWELL:  A  HISTORY.* 
We  have  now  two  lives  of  Cromwell  written  by 
American  students,  each  of  whom  is  competent  for 
the  work,  and  each  of  whom  has  given  us  a  valuable 
permanent  memorial.  The  earlier  of  the  two  is 
Dr.  Clarke's  popular  life,  which  was  published  more 
than  a  year  since.  At  that  time  Mr.  Church  had 
been  at  work  for  many  years  on  the  more  elaborate 
history  which  is  now  before  us. 

It  is  almost  fair  to  say  that  no  one  but  an  American 
can  write  a  life  of  Cromwell  in  our  time,  because  it 
would  seem  that  no  one  but  an  American,  orpos«bly 
a  Swiss,  knows  what  the  word  "Commonwealth" 
means  1  and  the  Swiss  student  does  not  much  care 
for  Cromwell.    The  Americin  does. 

It  is  Mr.  John  Fiske  who  has  wisely — as  boldly — 
pronouticed  Cromwell  the  first  man  in  history.  We 
do  not  find  Englishmen  or  Frenchmen  who  are  willing 
to  venture  such  an  estimate. 

It  appears  from  Mr.  Church's  interesting  preface 
that  he  had  given  all  his  leisure  to  this  book  for  six 
years  before  its  publication.  He  had  contrasted 
Hume's  abuses  of  Cromwell  against  Carlyle's 
"  supernal  garb  "  of  him,  and  had  been  dissatisfied 
with  both.  He  then  began  to  collect  the  modem 
lives  of  Cromwell  and  all  the  published  books  which 
bear  on  his  life,  whether  from  CavaUer  or  Puritan 
historians. 

This  library  he  believes  to  be  as  complete  as  any 
private  collection  of  the  materials  for  the  life  of 
Cromwell,  and  his  references  to  it,  as  the  subiect 
unfolds,  make  the  historical  reader  envious.  Mr. 
Church,  it  may  be  said  in  passing,  uses  his  materials 
well.  There  is  a  temptation  which  every  one  experi- 
ences, who  is  engaged  as  he  is,  to  make  long  quota- 
tions, "because  they  are  so  good."  But  it  is  a  tempta- 
tion to  be  resisted,  as  he  has  resisted  it.  On  the 
whole,  the  reader  wants  a  connected  and  well-digested 
narrative.  On  the  whole,  a  frequent  change  of 
style  and  point  of  view,  as  he  turns  from  one  inform- 
ant to  another,  embarrasses  him  and  worries  him. 
It  is  better  to  use  one's  author  thoroughly,  but  not  to 
quote  him  at  great  length,  however  wise  he  be,  or 
however  pertinent  the  citation. 

Dr.  Clarke,  in  writing  to  be  read,  and  to  put  into 
American  homes  which  knew  nothing  of  the  Pro- 
tector an  entertaining  life  of  him,  divided  his  book 
into  chapters,  which  treated  Cromwell  successively 
as  a  soldier,  as  the  father  of  a  family,  as  a  statesman 
and  so  on ;— a  different  chapter  as  he  changed  the 
point  of  view  and  as  he  wished  to  portray  a  new 
characteristic  of  his  hero.  With  his  object  he  was 
probably  right.    But  Mr.  Church  has  held  to  the 


"Oliver  Cromwell.  A  History,  comprising  a  Nam- 
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chronological  order  of  narrative,  because  bis  object 
is  to  rewrite  tbe  chapters  of  history  in  which  this 
extraordinary  man  moves.  He  does  it  very  well. 
Perhaps  be  does  it  too  well.  Perhaps  it  would  be 
belter  if  tbe  historical  chapters,  before  Cromwell 
appears,  were  shorter,  but  they  are  very  well  done, 
they  are  careful  and  fair.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  tbe  average  reader  of  our  time,  for  whom,  after 
all,  books  ought  to  be  written,  does  not  know  a  great 
deal  about  those  times,  He  does  not  know  as  much 
as  Mr.  Church  and  Book  News  and  this  writer  thinks 
be  ought  to  know.  This  is  the  justification  for  a  full 
treatment  of  the  history  ol  tbe  people  among  whom 
Cromwell  appears. 

Tbe  reader  ts  then  carried  forward  with  an  interest 
which  does  not  flag  to  the  close,  to  that  almost  heart- 
broken wish  which  every  reader — if  be  be  an  Ameri- 
can or  a  Republican,  or  one  might  say.  a  "  Christian 
man  " — must  express  when  Oliver  dies.  It  is  the 
wish  that  be  could  have  lived  ten  years  longer,  that 
England  and  the  world  might  have  been  spared  the 
nightmare  shame  and  misery  of  the  reign  of  Charles 
II.  The  contrast  of  the  ten  years  of  Cromwell's 
power  against  ihu  disgraceful  Stuart  business  of 
twenty-eight  years,  teaches,  it  is  true,  tbe  most  temble 
lesson  of  the  danger  of  hereditary  monarchy.  But 
this  b  a  very  high  price  which  England,  not  to  say 
mankind,  had  to  pay  for  that  lesson. 

Mr.  Church  once  or  twice  presses,  with  a  certain 
eagerness,  his  opinion  that  Charles  I  was  a  military 
leader  of  real  ability,  that  he  would  have  done  better 
in  his  fight  against  his  people,  had  he  always  assumed 
the  military  command  which  he  entrusted  to  profes- 
siotial  soldiers.  Thus  at  Coplady  Bridge,  on  the  zgth 
of  June,  1644,  Charles  distinguished  himself  "by  his 
usual  bravery  and  correct  military  judgment  when  in 
personal  command."  And  all  Charles's  "lovable 
qualities  "  ate  presented — to  the  full  extent  that  they 
will  bear — and  I  should  say  further.  But  in  truth,  it 
does  not  matter  how  handsome  be  was,  or  how  kind 
to  his  wife,  or  bow  good  a  soldier,  or  how  unfortunate. 
Charles  I.  was  a  liar,  ingrain. 

Here  is  a  sin  which  history  never  pardons  and 
never  ought  to  pardon.  It  is  what  the  Bible  calls 
"tbe  sin  against  the  Holy  Ghost."  Princes  or  peas- 
ants who  want  to  succeed  must  not  tell  lies.  This  is  the 
law.  Princes  or  peasants  who  want  men  to  speak  well 
of  ihero  for  centuries  after  centuries  must  not  tell  lies. 

The  interest  which  will  never  die  in  the  short  con- 
test which  is  generally  called  "the  English  Rebel- 
hon,"  turns  on  tbe  absolute  dramatic  contrast  between 
an  accoropUsbed  English  prince,  who  could  not  tell 
the  truth,  and  a  leader  of  tbe  people,  who  could  not 
Idl  a  lie. 

It  may  be  doubted  whether  that  name,  "  The  Rebel- 
lion," will  not  hold.  Clarendon  aiid  such  regarded 
the  contest  as  the  rebellion  of  the  people  against  their 
king.  We  know  that  it  was  the  rebellion  of  a 
Stuart  against  his  people.    The  name  may  stand. 


Mr.  Church's  book  will  be  regarded,  more  and 
more,  as  a  standard  book  in  the  history  of  this  con- 
test— a  history  which  is  so  important  for  the  good 
government  of  m;Lnkind. 

At  this  moment  it  is  interesting  to  see  that  on  the 
twentieth  of  August,  last,  Mr.  Herbert  Gladstone,  in 
tbe  House  of  Commons,  said  that  "  no  series  of 
statues  in  the  palace  at  Westminster  would  be  com- 
plete, which  did  not  include  one  of  Oliver  Cromwell." 
Mr.  Gladstone  said  that  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  had  consented  to  the  introduction  of  n 
vote  in  next  year's  estimates  for  defraying  the  cost 
of  the  erection  of  a  statue  of  Cromwell.

SOURCES  AND  CREDITS  OF  NEW 
TESTAMENT  MSS. 
No  fewer  than  1,760  ancient  manuscript  copies  of 
the  New  Testament,  in  whole  or  in  part,  exist,  their 
abundance  markedly  contrasting  with  the  small 
number  which  have  come  down  to  our  own  day  of 
the  classical  writers.  As  no  miracle  has  been  wrought 
to  preserve  copyists  from  error,  the  last  century  added 
up  30,000  various  readings  in  the  New  Testament 
manuscripts ;  and  the  present  one  has  increased  the 
number  to  1 50,000.  Only  the  merest  fraction  of  them 
are  of  any  consequence ;  and  their  number,  and  the 
fdct  that  they  were  made  originally  in  different  parts 
of  the  world  and  from  a  variety  of  manuscripts, 
enable  Biblical  students  to  detect  and  eliminate  the 
errors  and  approximate  to  the  original  text  more 
closely  than  if  tbe  various  "readings"  were  fewer. 
This  tedious  but  necessary  work  has  been  carried  out 
with  untiring  energy.  The  New  Testament  manu- 
scripts fall  into  two  divisions :  "  Uncials,"  written  in 
Greek  capitab,  with  no  distinction  at  all  between  the 
different  words,  and  very  little  even  between  the 
different  lines;  and  "Cursives,"  in  small  Greek 
letters,  and  with  divisions  of  nordsand  lines.  Pro- 
fessor Roberts  dates  the  change  between  the  two 
kinds  of  Greek  writing  about  the  tenth  century.  Only 
five  manuscripts  of  the  New  Testament  approaching 
to  completeness  are  more  andeni  than  this  dividing 
date.  The  first,  numbered  by  Biblical  critics  A,  is 
the  Alexandrian  manuscript.  Though  brought  to 
this  country  by  Cyril  Lucar,  patriarch  of  Constant)* 
nople,  as  a  present  to  Charles  I.,  it  is  believed  that  it 
was  written,  not  in  that  capital,  but  in  Alexandria; 
whence  its  title.  It  is  now  dated  in  the  fifth  century 
A.  D.  The  second  (known  as  B)  is  the  Vatican 
manuscript.  It  has  been  in  the  Vatican  library  from 
1475  or  an  earlier  period,  but  not  till  a.  d.  18S9  was 
an  edition  of  it  published,  and  that  one,  by  Cardinal 
Mai,  when  issued,  was  uncritical  and  ol  little  value. 
But  in  1868  a  fac  simile  of  it  came  forth,  so  that  now 
it  is  fully  accessible  to  scholars.  The  Vatican  manu- 
script dales  from  the  middle  of  the  fonith  century,  if 
not  even  from  an  earlier  period.    The  third  (C),  or 
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the  Ephraem  manuscript,  was  so  called  because  it 
was  written  over  the  writings  of  Ephraem,  a  Syrian 
theological  author— a  practice  very  common  in  the 
days  when  writing-  materials  were  scarce  and  dear.  It 
is  believed  that  it  belongs  to  the  fifth  century,  and 
perhaps  a  slightly  earlier  period  of  it  than  the  manu- 
script A.  The  fourth  (D),  or  the  manuscript  of  Beza, 
was  so  called  because  it  belonged  to  the  reformer 
Beia,  who  found  it  in  the  monastery  of  St.  Irensus  at 
Lyons  in  a.  d.  1561.  It  is  imperfect,  and  is  dated  in 
the  sixth  century.  The  fifth  [called  Alpha),  is  the 
Sinaitic  manuscript,  obtained  in  r844,  by  Professor 
Tischendorf,  from  the  monies  belonging  to  the  con- 
vent of  St.  Catherine,  on  Mount  Sinai.  It  contains 
the  whole  New  Testament.  It  is  believed  that  it  was 
made  in  the  fourth  century,  ar)d  its  value  to  the 
Biblical  critic  is  very  great.  Any  other  "  uncial " 
manuscripts  that  exists  arc  only  fragmentary.  The 
cursive  manuscripts,  though  numerous,  are  of  too  late 
a  date  to  stand  on  the  same  level  tor  critical  purposes 
as  the  "uncials.''  It  is  possible  indirectly  to  gain 
access  in  whole  or  in  part  to  the  readings  in  manu> 
scripts  which  have  perished.  There  were  early 
versions  of  the  New  Testament  in  different  languages, 
such  as  the  Syriac,  etc.  In  many  cases  these  were 
made  from  manuscripts  not  now  existing,  but  the 
translation  shows  what  the  original  must  have  been. 
Christians  of  the  early  ages,  like  (hose  now  living, 
were  accustomed  formally  to  quote  or  infonnally  to 
allude  to  particular  Scripture  pass^es.  When  there 
is  reason  to  believe  that  it  was  done  with  precision,  it 
is  easy  to  ascertain  from  their  writings  what  the 
original  reading  of  any  phrase  was  in  the  manuscript 
of  the  New  Testament  which  was  in  their  possession.

Mrs,  Gardner,  whose  delightftil  volume,  "  Quaker 
Idyls,"  has  reached  success  is  a  native  of  Western 
New  York,  bom  of  Quaker  parents,  her  father  being 
a  member  of  the  widely  known  Pell  family.  His 
name,  Richard  Pell  Hunt,  will  be  remembered  as 
that  of  a  prominent  abolitionist  and  extensive  man- 
ufacturer. Mrs.  Gardner  made  an  early  marriage 
and  passed  many  bappy  years  as  the  centre  of  a 
delightful  circle.  So  happy  indeed,  that  little 
thought  of  literary  efTort  was  entertained,  although 
she  contributed  to  the  children's  magazines  in 
order  to  give  pleasure  to  her  own  sons  and 
daughter.  The  death  of  her  btisband  in  Law- 
rence, Kansas,  whither  they  had  removed,  changed 
the  horizon.  Always  a  delicate  woman,  she  spent 
some  time  in  Colorado,  and  then  went  with  her 
children  to  Germany,  where  they  were  placed  under 
instruction.  From  Europe  Mrs.  Gardner  continued 
her  correspondence  with  several  newspapers,  her 
letters  to  the  Lawrence  Journal,  under  the  pseudonym 
•'Cricket  on  the  Hearth,"  forming  a  memorable 
record  of  foot  travel  in  the  remoter  districts  of 
Germany,  the  Alps  and  Riviera,  For  a  few  years 
she  has  lived  in  Andover,  Mass.,  preparing  a  son  for 
Harvard  College.

"  Droch  "  writes  in  Life  .■  And  now  we  have  come  to 
the  end  of  "  Trilby  " — the  beautiful  story  of  three 
men  who  loved  each  other  as  brothers,  and  a  woman 
who  loved  them  all  with  that  sort  of  comradeship 
that  one  expects  from  his  dearest  friend. 
That  is  why  you  bear  so  tnany  men  talking 
about  tbe  story ;  for  men,  more  than  women, 
have  a  genius  (or  comradeship.  But  you 
seldom  find  it  in  the  modem  novel  which 
is  given  over  to  the  immature  love  of  boys 
and  girls,  or  to  an  analysis  of  the  mean- 
nesses of  men  and  women.  But  Taffy,  the 
Laird  and  Little  Billee  were  bound  together 
by  that  Icind  of  friendship  that  seldom  gets 
into  books;  you  can't  generalize  about  it  or 
give  recipes  for  it  in  platitudes.  You  only 
know  that  it  can't  be  found  among  men 
who  are  without  that  depth  and  fidelity  in 
their  emotions  which  is  called  honor.  It  is 
not  a  matter  of  culture  or  aesthetics — for 
Kipling's  "Soldiers  Three"  exhibit  it  in 
as  admirable  a  manner  as  Du  Maurier's 
"  Tliree  Guardsmen  of  the  Brush."  Pleasure 
and  good-fellowship  may  have  had  much  to 
do  with  the  beginnings  of  such  comrade- 
ship, but,  when  it  is  once  established,  their 
ofSce  ends ;  for  the  tests  of  comradeship  are 
the  hardships  and  the  sorrows  that  are 
endured  in  its  name.  It  is  one  of  the  per- 
manent things  of  life  that  give  it  continuity. 
The  beautiful  thing  about  it  all  is  that  it 
carries  with  it  none  of  those  generally 
accepted  obligations  that  are  called  duties. 
The  whole  relationship  is  so  absolntely 
voluntary. 

Now  Trilby  made  her  first  appeal  to  these 
men,  because  she  had  the  faculty  of  taking 
a  man's  view  of  comradeship.  She  saw 
what  a  genuine,  unselfish  thing  it  was ;  she 
grasped,  what  so  many  women  of  finer 
opportunities  seldom  understand — the  mean-  '""  " 

ing  of  honor  among  men.  She  did  not  ask 
them  to  pity,  protect,  or  flatter  or  pet  her  (the 
appeal  which  most  women  make) — she  simply  said, 
"  Let  me  be  your  comrade  on  tbe  same  terms  as  you 
are  each  other's  comrades.  1  ask  no  quarter  because 
1  am  a  woman."  She  had  lost  her  honor  among 
women,  but  she  kept  a  man's  standard  of  honor  to 
the  uttermost — "to  think  of  other  people  before 
myself,  and  never  to  tell  lies  or  be  afraid." 

But  Trilby  was  a  beautiful,  magnetic  woman,  as 
well  as  a  comrade,  and  so  Little  Billee  and  TatTy 
loved  her  with  a  great  passion.    One  of  them  gave 


his  life  for  it ;  the  other,  because  he  was  stronger, 
grew  to  be  a  finer,  nobler  man  by  reason  of  it.  •  *  " 
Of  course  we  have  spoken  of  the  charm  of  the  four 
characters  in  this  story  as  though  they  were  real 
people.  That  is.  perhaps,  the  highest  tribute  that  one 
can  pay  to  Du  Maurier  as  a  writer.  His  art  has  been 
so  fine  that  he  has  made  real  for  us  his  visions.  The 
style  of  tbe  narrative  is  so  spontaneous,  so  unconven- 
tional that  one  feels  that  it  is  the  veracious  record  of 
real  experiences.    Du  Maurier  is  not  afrud  of   his 


emotions — they  bubble  up  and  sparkle  from  a  clear 
spring.  They  are  not  meant  for  analysis,  but  for 
enjoyment.  That  is  why  people  are  saying  that  he 
writes  in  the  manner  of  the  last  generation.  It  is, 
one  suspects,  the  sort  of  spontaneity  that  comes  from 
hard  work.  Thesoul  of  the  artist  felt  deeply,  saw 
clearly,  and  then  worked  away  with  the  instrument  of 
language  till  his  vision  was  made  plain  to  others. 
TAal  is  not  an  easy  thing  to  do  ;  and  the  greater  the 
artist,  the  harder  the  work.    For  he  alone  is  fully 
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conscious  of  the  imperfections  of  the  language  at  its 
best  to  image  Ibe  mind  of  man.    *    ♦    * 

As  for  the  hypnotic  machinery  of  the  story  which 
evolves  the  two  Trilbys,  it  ii  easy  to  overrate  its  origi- 
nality and  importance.  As  long  ago  as  "  The  Blithe- 
dale  Romance  "  of  Hawthorne,  and  as  recently  as 
the  ■■  Dr.  Jekyll  and  Mr.  Hyde  '"  of  Stevenson,  the 
dramatic  possibilities  of  a  dual  personality  were 
artistically  treated  in  powerful  romances.  Du  Maurier 
uses  the  device  rffectively,  and  in  the  very  last 
chapter  pushes  it  to  the  verge  of  melodrama,  when 
Tiilby  dying  is  hypnotized  by  Svengali's  picture. 

The  charm  of  the  story  is  entirely  apart  from  the 
machinery;  it  lies  in  the  region  of  genuine  emotion 
which  springs  from  a  test  for  living.  Notwiihsiand- 
ing  its  pathetic  ending,  the  story  is  profoundly  opti-

mistic — for  it  breeds  faith  in  human  nature,  respect 
for  individuality,  and  a  manly  sympathy  for  error. 
It  is  such  a  lonely  world  to  live  in  without  these 
things — so  lonely  that  when  men  lose  faith  in  them 
all,  they  often  voluntarily  end  their  lives.

HALL  CAINE'S  "MANXMAN." 

The  Manxman.  A  novel.  By  Hall  Caine,  author 
of  "The  Scape-Goat,"  "The  Deemster,"  "Cspfn 
Davy's  Honeymoon,"  etc.     529  pp.    Iirao,  tl.ioi  by 

A  very  notable  performance  indeed  is  this  latest  novel 
from  the  pen  of  the  author  of  "  The  Bondman."     It 
is  a  work  well  worthy  of  the  position  which  Mr.  Hall 
Caine  has  taken  among  the  first  writers  of  fiction  of 
the  day.     Pjwer  is  written  on  every  page  from  first  to 
last,  such  power  as  compels  the  reader's  attention  and 
makes  him  conscious  that  he  is  under  the  guidance  of 
a  master.     The  story,  which  develops  naturally  and 
inevitably  into  scenes  of  the  deepest  tragedy,  is  con- 
cerned   with    the  loves  of   two  men  for  one  girl. 
Philip  Christian  is  the  grandson  of  Deemster  Chris- 
tian, and  son  of  a  man  who  has 
been  cut  off  by  his  father  and 
socially  ostracised  for  marrying 
the  daughter   of    a   fisherman. 
The  brother  of  Philip's  father, 
.Peter,  is  made  bis  heir.     Philip 
is  brought  up  an  orphan,  with 
the  notion  that  he  has  to  restore 
his  family  name  to  what  it  was  ; 
as  boy  and  lad  his  great  chum 
is  Peter  (or  Pete)  Quilliam,   a 
natural  son  of  his  uncle,  who 
becomes  "  help"  at  Caesar  Cre- 
geen's  mill.      Cregeen's  daugh- 
ter, Kale,  is  loved   by  both  of 
these  lads,  and  out  of  this  love 
of  two  close  friends    for    one 
woman  arises  the  whole  terrible 
tragedy.     They  are  all  still  very 
young  when  Pete  speaks  to  the 
girl  first,  and  then  asks  Philip 
to  speak  to  Cregeen  on  his  be- 
half.    Even  this  he  does  for  his 
friend,  realising  that  his  own 
iH.Dy  H.n»'*  sniiun.  love  must  be  Stifled,    Cssar  will 

not  hear  of  Pete's  wooing,  owing 
to  his  lack  of  means.  The  lad 
immediately  resolves  to  leave  for  the  Kimberley 
mines.  Before  he  does  this,  however,  he  engages 
himself  to  Kate,  and  then,  unaware  of  bis  friend's 
love  for  the  girl,  asks  Philip  to  act  as  his  "  Dooiney 
Molla" — man-praiser,  or  lover  by  proxy.  Pete  is 
away  for  five  years,  and  some  time  before  his  return 
a  report  reaches  the  island  of  his  death,  Philip  has 
kept,  with  torture  to  himself,  his  promise  to  Pete, 
although  his  love  for  Kate  but  grows  with  bis  growth 
and  strengthens  with  his  strength.  Kate,  too,  in  the 
absence  of  Pete,  for  whom  she  has  had  but  a  girlisb 
affection,  develops  a  passion  for  Philip. 

Even,  however,  when  news  of  Pete's  death  arrives 
they  are  not  free,  for  Philip  has  started  on  a  success- 
ful career  as  advocate,  with  the  Deemstership  and 
other  honors  in  view,  and  dare  not  marry  the  daugh* 
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ter  of  a  publican  and  fall  socially  in  the  way  his  father 
fell.    The  chapters  describing  the  conflict  of  love  and 
ambition   form   a   remarkably   clever    psychological 
Study-     At  length  passion  triumphs  although  ambi- 
tion does  not  give  way.     Kate,  conscious  that  the 
world  would  call  her  a  fallen  woman,  thinks  that 
Philip  is  now  irrevocably  bound  to  her,  but  not  so 
easily  can  he  give  up  atl  that  he  has  been  Rghting  for 
in  other  ways.     Pete  returns  with  a  small  fortune  and 
claims  his  bride,  never  doubting  the  firmness  of  her 
love  and  the  integrity  of  his  friend.     From  this  mo- 
ment dramatic  incident  follows  incident  with  the  most 
terrible  inevitableness.    The  tragedy  is  developed 
with    all  the  relenilessness  of  reality.      Pete  is  a 
grand  character,  simple-minded,  honest;  he  suspects 
nothing  until  the  facts  are  pressed  in  upon  him,  and 
then,  after  a  moment  of  revengeful  passion, 
acts  with  most  moving  heroism.    His  char- 
acter may  be  that  of  but  one  man   in  a 
million,  yet  Mr.  Hall  Caine  has  presented 
him  to  us  with  the  consummate  skill  of  a 
master,  so  (hat  he  lives. 

To  tell  the  plot  of  "The  Manxman"  can- 
not detract  from  the  reader's  interest  in  ihe 
story,  which  lies  mainly  in  Mr.  Cone's 
handling  of  hb  material.  The  story  is, 
indeed,  fiill  of  character,  though  we  have 
but  spoken  of  the  three  leading  figures. 
"Tbe  Manxman"  will  assuredly  take  its 
place  among  Ihe  classics  of  English  fiction.

Me'redith  is,  in  truth,  not  one  of  the  very 
great.     His  individuality  is  strong,  but  his 
view   is   apt   to    be   narrow,  and  he   treats 
almost  wholly  of  the  exceptional.     His  way  ,„„„ 

of  looking  at  things  is  as  odd  as  his  way  of 
expressing  himself.  On  acquaintance — and 
that  acquaintance  is  difficult  to  make — we  understand 
that  his  personages  have  the  breath  of  life  and  warm 
blood  in  their  veins,  and  that  his  language  is  pure 
English,  the  English  of  a  scholar  who  believes  "  we 
English  can't  understand  the  words  we're  speaking 
if  we  don't  know  a  good  deal  of  Latin  and  some 
Greek,"  and  says  the  uneducated,  classically,  "  con- 
verse in  tokens,  not  standard  coin."  Meredith's  is, 
indeed,  a  good  manner,  not  hard  at  all  to  understand 
when  one  catches  the  secret  of  it  and-  gives  it  close 
attention.    The  close  attention  is  imperative. 

Tlien,  to  the  reader,  who  speedily  becomes  sym- 
pathetic, ia  revealed  the  mind  of  a  hard  thinker,  who, 
if  not  exactly  at  war  with  society  as  it  exists,  is  ever 
keenly  alive  to  its  inequalities  and  deficiencies  ;  who

were  cherished  of  social  scandals  in  "the  last 
reign." 

Lord  Ormont  is  the  true  hero  of  the  book,  and 
surely  Lady  Charlotte  is  Ihe  finest  woman  in  it.  Of 
his  young  wife,  Aminta,  we  do  not  find  ourselves  form- 
ing any  definite  opinion.  She  is  the  central  figure  in 
a  moral  and  physical  struggle  which  becomes  highly 
dramatic  at  one  point,  but  leads  to  nothing  very  satis- 
fying. She  is  not.  to  be  sure,  the  "  new  woman,"  this 
Lady  Doubtful  of  the  short  reign  of  Sailor  William, 
though  some  of  her  traits  are  those  which  the  younger 
writers  of  this  hour  magnify  and  distort  and  set  forth 
as  the  symbols  of  a  new  kind  of  creature  who  is  to 
make  the  twentieth  century  hum. 

Presenting  a  problem  in  morality  not  solved  to  suit 
the  many,  "Lord  Ormont  and  His  Aminta" 
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be  classed  among  popular  novels,  but  it  is  a  book  for 
the  fastidious  and  liberal-minded  alike,  and  it  has 
p^es  that  burn  and  others  that  scintillate,  and  dozens 
of  quotable  passages  touching  on  many  sides  of  life. 
The  snimmingi  contest  of  Weybum  and  Aminta, 
before  tbnr  flight,  is  perhaps  the  queerest  and  most 
notable  episode  in  their  unconventional  love-story.

of  Sweden  broke  the  power  of  the  Catholic  arrotes 
and  finally  established  the  Protestant  religion  in  the 
north  of  Europe.  The  tale  is  told  by  Martin  Schwartt, 
the    steward    of    Rotha,    Countess    of    Heritzborg. 
Among  the  characters  are  the  Margrave  Rupert,  a

The  story  is  crowded  with  adventure, 
battles,  heroism  and  treachery,  and  is 
full  of  honest  love-making,  and  of  honest 
hating.  Martin,  who  tells  the  story, 
attracts  and  repels,  as  do  most  of  Mr. 
Weyman's  heroes.  His  stupidity  at  time* 
is  amazing.  For  all  that  he  is  a  man 
in  all  the  word  implies.  The  Countess 
is  not  as  attractive  as  she  might  be,  for 
Mr.  Weyman  tries  to  draw  a  real  woman 
weak  as  well  as  strong,  but  Marie  is 
charming.  The  scene  when  Gen.  Tzer- 
clas is  captured  in  the  midst  of  his  own 
camp,  and  the  escape  of  the  Countess 
and  her  followers,  make  the  reader 
nervous  until  he  knows  they  are  safe. 

To  such  men  as  Mr.  Weyman,  Mr.

Thxt  pupil  will  be  extremely  fortunate,  who, 
nnder  the  guidance  of  a  competent  teacher, 
pursues  bis  study  with  Prof.  Fiske's  little  work  for  his 
text  book.  When  he  shall  have  gone  through  the 
book,  if  be  is  a  child  of  intelligence,  he  should  have 
well  established  in  his  mind  the  framework.  He  also 
should  have  acquired  a  habit  of  historical  study  of 
inestimable  value.  Meanwhile,  he  will  have  enjoyed 
himself,  for  he  not  only  will  have  found  the  story 
accurate,  dear,  logical,  and  masterful  in  its  presen- 
tation of  causes  and  effects,  but  he  will  have  been 
entertained  by  ft  charming  style. 

It  is  worth  while  to  quote  the  opening 
paragraph  of  the  introductory  chapter, 
for  it  exhibits  the  general  character  of 
the  work,  and  shows  how  successful  Prof. 
Fiske  has  been  in  his  endeavor  to  fasci- 
nate and  instruct  his  readers : 

"The  people  of  the  United  States  are  a 
tnuuplanled  people.  Of  ihc  citizens  who 
■Med,  in  1S9I.  (or  Cleveland  or  for  Haniton, 
some  were  bora  in  Europe,  many  were  lh« 
children  of  European  parents  who  had  migrated 
to  America,  nearly  ail  were  descended  from 
aoceston  who  three  centuries  ago  were  dwell- 


dacks  and  the  AlleEhaniei ;  and  from  England  our  fore- 
fathers brought  the  institutions  and  laws  out  of  which  our 
Stale  and  National  GoTcraments  have  since  grown." 

This  picturesque  and  at  the  same  time  sharp  and 
dear  presentation  of  the  first  fact  that  is  to  be  impressed 
upon  the  young  student  is  followed  by  an  account  of 
the  state  of  the  country  before  the  white 
men  came  here.  The  different  kinds  of 
Indians — the  savage,  the  barbarous,  the 
half-civiliied — are  described  briefly,  but 
with  sufficient  detul  to  enable  the  pupil 
easily  to  differentiate  between  them.  Por- 
traits of  Indians  and  pictures  illustrative 
of  their  accomplishments  and  methods 
of  living  accompany  the  descriptions,  and 
there  also  are  maps,  prepared  specially 
for  this  work  under  Prof.  Fiske's  imme- 
diate supervision,  showing  what  territo- 
ries the  three  grades  of  Indians  occupied. 
Then  come  the  appendatory  pages,  full 
of  information,  suggestion,  and  stimulus. 
The  teacher  is  told  to  take  his  pupils  to 
certain  pages  of  Fiske's  "  Discovery  of 
America,"  and  let  them  read  thcrdn  of 
the  signs  of  the  ancient  occupation  of 
America,  the  EUquimaux,  and  the  cave 
men,  tberuined  cities  of  Central  America, 
the  mysteries  of  the  mound  builders,  and 
other  matters.    • 

The  history  is  brought  down  to  the  end  of  1893.  In 
addition  tolheappendicestochapters.there  are  several 
appendices  to  the  work  itself.  One  contains  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  another  a  Uble  giving 
a  list  of  Slates,  dates  of  entry  into  the  Union,  area  and 
population,  the  number  of  Representatives  Ihey  are 
entitled  to,  and  their  strength  in  the  Electoral 
College.  Another  gives  the  derivation  of  the  names 
of  States,  and  mentions  books  on  the  history  of  each; 
another  contains  a  list  of  works  on  epochs  in 
American  history;  another  gives  a    list  of  novels.

CELESTIALS  AS  THEY  ARE. 
Chinese  CHARACTRRiiiTics.      Bv  Arthur  H.  Smhb.

Mr.  A.  H.  Smith  lived  for  twenty-three  yean  tn  China, 
and  his  book  is  founded  on  a'series  of  papers  origiti' 
ally  contributed  to  the  North  China  Daily  News. 
Mr.  Smith  has  of  China,  as  Mr.  Sam  Welter  had  of 
London,  a  knowledge  that  is  at  once  "  extensive  and 
peculiar."  He  not  only  knows  the  intimate  every- 
day life  of  China,  but  is  able  to  describe  it  with 
extraordinary  literary  skill.  His  letters  were  reprinted 
in  London  and  Shanghai  and  universally  received  as 
the  best  book  ever  written  on  the  personal  life 
of  the  Chinese.  It  is  quite  conceivable  that  he  may 
not  be  very  deeply  read  in  Chinese  history  and 
literature,  and  that  he  may  make  mistakes  as  to 
customs  and  laws.  Be  this  as  it  may.  he  manages  to 
bring  his  readers  far  closer  to  the  actual  Chinaman 
than  the  ordinary  writer  on  the  Celestial  Empire. 
The  fastidious  may  think  it  necessary  to  sneer  at 
some  of  Mr.  Smith's  semi -philosophic  reflections,  and 
may  object  to  his  journalistic  habit  of  thiowing  in  a 
little  story  of  Gen.  Grant.  Lord  Palmerston,  or  a 
charity  school  child,  at  the  end  of  each  chapter; 
but  the  discerning  reader  will  perceive  that  the  book 
is  crammed  full  of  good  stuff. 

Mr.  Smith  is  evidently  a  man  with  that  rare  gift, 
the  gift  for  racial  diagnosis.  He  Is  able  to  discrimi- 
nate between  the  fundamental  and  the  merely  super* 
ficial  differences  that    exist    between  Western  and 
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Chioese  civiliiation.  More  than  that,  he  cAn  transfer 
10  his  readers  the  appreciation  of  chiiracterislics 
which  the  Chinese  possets,  but  for  which  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  find  an  analogy  among  Europeans.  He 
does  not  merely  describe  what  is  behind  the  curtain  ; 
belilhit  and  letsus  look  in.  Hence  it  is,  that  his 
book  clears  up  many  of  the  difficulties  which  present 
themselves  to  us,  while  attempting  to  penetrate  that 
most  fascinating  of  mysteries,  Chinese  civilization. 
It  should  be  re«d  by  all  those  who  want  to  know  what 
China  really  means.  Spectator.

they  Haad  related  10  his  book.  Scarcely  had  he  and  his 
eqully  remarkable  wife  amved  in  North  China  in  the  year 
1871  before  they  uiumed  a  new  name.  They  must  select  a 
Chinoe  surname.  Here  vu  an  opportunity  to  cast  otf  one 
thai  was  decidedly  common  and  adopt  "the  best  one  in  the 
Cfainete  language."  They  finally  decided  upon  the  char- 
Ktn  Hing — the    title  of  the  famous  dynasty.     It  means 


Bright,  and  is  compoanded  of  the  hieri^lypbs  for  sun  and 
moon,  and  they  were  hencef>r1b  known  at  Ming  Huen 
Sheng  and  Ming  Tai  Tai—Teacher  and  Lady  Bright. 
In  this  case  the  l.atin  proverb,  tuMHtn  til  imun,  was 
fulfilled. 

Early  gaining  *  facile  me  of  ihe  Chinese,  he  set  himself 
to  work  to  Icara,  what  so  few  ever  know,  the  Chinete — Mf 
/leafU  Ihttnsthiet.  The  country  village  of  Pang  Chuang, 
pruvince  of  Shantnng.  in  which  most  of  bis  missionary  life 
has  been  spent,  gave  him  that  close  touch  with  Chinese  life 
which  he  so  much  desired.  He  was  a  keen  observer  and 
life  was  bis  favorite  study.  For  yean  in  the  private  con- 
versations of  the  hospital  and  his  own  home,  or  the  village 
fairs  and  great  annual  temple  festivals,  he  conjoined  ihii 
favoiile  study  with  his  chosen  calling.  Combined  with  bis 
rare  ability  to  read  human  nature,  tbese  things  bave  made 
him  better  acquainted  perhaps  than  any  other  man  with  the 
Chinese  people. 

When  administering  famine  relief  in  the  terrible  yean  of 
1877  and  1878  he  threw  himself  so  into  the  work  that  he 
contracted  the  famine  fever,  and  bsrely  escaped  with  his  life. 
He  thus  became  the  dearest  friend  of  mullii  des  and  could 
reach  their  hearts  as  few  have  been  able  to  do.  Anot.her 
undertaking  was  even  more  helpful.  He  wished  to  make  a 
far  more  cumplele  collection  of  Chinese  proverbs  than  had 
hitherto  lieen  made  and  to  this  end  paid  a  few  cents  for  all 
Ihe  good  proverbs  told  him.  Cupidity  thus  secured  for 
many  a  Chinaman  whatkin  oess  had  failed  to  secure.  Each 
proverb  of  bis  coltetlion  nf  some  400  pages,  published  at 
Shungbai,  is  a  picture  of  Chinese  life  and  thought.  Valu- 
able helps  to  the  author  of  "  Characteristics"  were  his  wife, 
Mrs.  Bright,  who  had  done  among  the  women  uhai  her 
husband   had    among    the    men,  and    his    I 
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Dr.  Porter  and  Dr.  Peck,  who  are  scared;  less  iateresCed  in 
this  study  than  Mr.  Smith  himself. 

The  Ajnericaa  edition  of  "  Chinese  Chatactetisiics "  is 
somewhat  abridged  from  the  original  work,  vbich  nas  cod- 
sidered  as  perhaps  too  bill  to  be  of  the  highest  value  to  those 
□ol  resident  in  China.  Reiden  of  this  edition  are  9ure  to 
enjoy  its  spicy  pages.  Those  best  acquainted  with  the  sub- 
ject of  which  it  treats  are  the  most  enthusiastic  in  its  praise. 
They  admire  (he  book  most  t>ecau3e  it  contains  so  few 
"  tnitjis  that  are  not  so,"  lo  use  Mr.  Smith's  phrase,  and  pre^ 
sents  so  vividly  things  which  have  been  seen  "in  a  riddle 
darkly ''  until  illumined  by  the  clear  light  of  his  closer 
acquaialance  and  study.  The  book  is  simply  indispensable 
lo  those  who  wish  to  get  at  the  heart  of  one  out  of  every  five 
persons  living  on  the  earth.  ff,  P.  B.

OBITUARY. 
Celia  Tka-vter,  the  |ioet,  died  suddenly  at  her  home  in 
the  Isles  of  Shoals,  N.  11.,  August  16,  1S94.  She  was  bom 
in  Portsmouth,  N.H.,on  June  29,1835.  Her  prindpal  books 
are  :  "  Isles  of  Shoals  Poems,"  "  Driftwood,"  "  Poems  for 
Children,"  "  The  Cruise  of  the  Mysterj-,"  and  "An  Island 
Garden."  Mrs.  Thaiter  leaves  three  sons,  one  of  whom  is  an 
inslniclor  at  Harvard.  A  portrait  aod  iHOgraphical  sketch  of 
Mrs.  Thixler  appeared  in  BOOK  NEWS  for  May,  1S94. 

Mks.  Augusta  Weuster,  who  has  just  died  in  Kew, 
England,  has  been  ranked  by  some  critics  as  being  second 
lo  Robert  ISrowniog  as  a  dramatist  and  poet.  She  was  bom 
in  1840,  at  Poote,  Dorse(shi[e,  and  was  the  daughter  of  Vice 
Admiral  George  Davies.  In  1863  she  was  married  to 
Thomas  Webster,  a  law  lecturer  and  Fellow  of  Trinity  Col- 
lege, Cambridge.  Among  her  best  known  works  are  "  Id  a 
Day,"  a  drama ;  "  Vu  Pe-Va'a  Lute,"  a  Chinese  tale  in 
English  verae;  "Lesley's  Guardians,"  "The  Prometheus 
B.'und  of  vEschylus,"  "The  Auspicious  Day,"  a  drama; 
"  Disguises,"  a  drama  ;  and  "  Daflodil  and  Croaxaiians,"  a 
romance  of  history.  Many  of  her  proluctloas  appeared 
under  the  pseudonym  of  Cecil  Home. 

Hermann  LuDWtc  Feriunan'd  vo.v  Helmholtz.oI  Ber- 
lin, Germany,  died  there  September  S,  1894,  He  was  a  dis- 
tinguished German  physiologist  and  natural  philosopher,  and 
was  born  in  Potsdam,  August  31,  iSzl,  son  of  a  professor  in 
the  gymnasium  of  that  town.  AAer  he  linishedthe  cotirse 
of  the  medical  school  of  the  military  institute  at  Berlin  he 
was  attached  for  a  thort  time  to  the  staff  of  one  of  (be  Berlin 
hospitals,  Btid  then  returned  lo  his  native  town  as  an  annj 
surgeon.  In  1845  he  received  his  first  professoisbip,  being 
appointed  to  the  chair  of  anatomy  in  the  Academy  of  Fine 
Arts  at  Berlin,  from  where,  in  1S5S,  be  removed  to  KSnigs- 
bog,  residing  there  three  years  as  Professor  of  I'byiiology. 
From  KBnigsberg  he  went  to  Heidelberg,  there  aUo  lectur- 
ing on  physiology.  Subseijuenlly  he  was  appointed  to  a 
similar  position  in  Berlin,  where  he  reuded  until  his*dealh. 

The  only  two  public  recognitions  of  merit  received  by 
Prof.  Ilclmholti  were  the  Copley  medal,  bestowed  bj  (be 
Royal  Society  of  London  on  December  I,  1S73,  in  recogni- 
tion of  his  services  lo  science,  and  the  decree  of  the  Em- 
peror of  Germany,  whereby  he  was  raised  lo  the  "status  of 
noKlity"  in  1883, 

His  works  principally  refer  to  the  phy^ological  cooditioiis 
of  the  impression;  of  ihe  senses.  Among  the  best  known 
are:  "On  the  Freservatton  of  Force*"  (1S74),  "  Manual  of 
Physiological  Optics"  (1S56),  and  "Theorrof  the  Impres- 
sions of  Sound"  (1862).

Prof.  Heinrich  Karl  Bri;gsch,  the  disiinguikhed  pbil- 
olc^ist  and  Egyptolt^ist,  died  September  to,  1894.  He  was 
bom  in  Berlin  on  February  18,  1827.  Before  leaving  ihe 
Gymnasium  he  showed  a  fondness  for  Egyptological  studies 
by  writing  a  Latin  treatise  in  1847  on  the  Demotic  writing. 
Under  Ihe  auspices  of  King  Frederick  William  IV.,  Brugsch 
studied.the  monuments  of  Egyptian  antiquity  in  the  museums 
of  Paris,  London, Turin  and  I^yden.  His  first  vi^i  to  Egypt 
was  made  in  1853,  Reluming  to  Berlin  be  was  appointed 
Keeperofthe  Egyptian  Museum  in  1S54.     He  accompanied 
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Baron  Minnlole,  in  i860,  on  his  embassy  Lo  Persia,  and  Brter 
Ihe  dealb  of  tbe  Baron  assumed  the  diieclion  of  ibe  embassy. 
Liter  Bnigsch  was  appointed  Ordinary  Professor  of  Oriental 
Lmgoagesin  tbeUnWenitjof  GStlingen,  and  in  1S68  was 
appDiDled  Oridinary  Public  Professor  in  tbe  phitusophical 
facully  of  the  same  university. 

Prof  Bnigsch  relumed  to  Egjpt  in  1S69  and  succeeded 
M.  Maiiette  as  Keeper  of  the  Egyptian  Collections  at  Bou- 
lak.  He  received  Ihe  title  o(  Iley  and  was  aftervards  raised 
to  ihe  rank  of  Pasba.  He  left  Egypt  in  lESl  to  deliver  a 
xiits  of  lectures  upon  Egyptology  at  tbe  Untversitj  of  Ber- 
lin. He  took  a  leading  part  in  the  International  Congress  of 
Orientalists  held  in  London  in  1S74. 

The  Professor  whs  Lbe  author  of  many  valuable  works, 
among  them  a  "  History  of  Egypt,"  a  "  Demotic  Grammar," 
a  "  Demotic  and  Hieiogljrpbic  Dictionary,"  "  Mateiials  fur 
the  RecoDElniction  of  the  Calendar  of  the  Ancient  Egypt- 
ians" and  "  I nve» ligations  Concerning  the  Old  ^yptian 
Bi  lin)>iul  Monuments."  J^,  Y.  World. 

James  Hunter,  a  native  of  Thornhill,  in  tbe  parish  of 
Morton,  Dumliiesshire,  Scotland,  di«d  July  19,  1S94,  at  hii 
home,  Botbwell  Farm,  in  Fairfax  County,  Virginia.  He  was 
bom  Jnne  ig,  1S18,  and  was  educated  at  the  parish  schools 
and  Glasgow  University.  In  1S47  Mr.  Hunter  was  appointed 
parochial  schoolmaster  of  Bolhwell,  Lanarkshire,  a  position 
he  htled  with  satisfaction  and  honor  until  185S,  when  be 
resigned  to  accept  the  Rectorshi])  of  BanIT  Academy,  of 
Banfthite,  Scotland. 

I>uriDg  bis  residence  in  Scotland  he  undertook,  at  thft 
reqtwstof  Messrs.  Blackie,  publishers,  Glasgow,  tbe  editor- 
ship of  the  second  edition  of  their  Imperial  Dictionary,  and, 
wbeo  he  left  BanIT  in  April,  1S73,  be  proceeded  to  Glasgow, 
and  was  forseveral  yeati  engaged  with  the  Messn.  Blackie 
in  superintending  the  prioress  of  the  Dictionary  and  oUier 
votks.  Before  the  completion  of  the  Dictionary  be  lelt 
Glasgow  for  America,  and  since  1877  has  lived  at  various 
times  in  New  Yco-k,  Philadelphia,  and  Vii^nia.  In  this 
cnmtiy  be  compiled,  tnoslated  and  did  editorial  work  for 
the  paUiahen.  Amongst  other  literary  efforts  he  edited  the 
I  lo  Worcester's  Dictionary  for  tbe  LippincMts

Mr.  Hnoter  was  a  man  of  eicellent  natural  gifts.  He  bad 
a  powerfiil  intellect,  and  was  distinguished  by  remarkable 
jdiysical  vitality,  is  well  as  by  great  mental  aciiviiy.  He 
had  a  strong  love  for  literature,  and  succeeded  in  imbuing 
his  aeholan  with  his  own  tastes.  He  was  throughout  life 
not  only  a  teacher  but  a  student  While  resident  in  Banff, 
be  tpeiA  several  of  his  vacaticas  on  the  continent  for  the 
pupoaeof  acquiring  and  perfecting  himself  in  the  languages, 
an  acquirement  which  he  turned  to  good  practical  account, 
even  in  bia  doni^  days.  One  of  the  last  pieces  of  work  on 
wbicb  be  was  engaged  before  his  illness  in  May,  was  a 
translation  of  a  German  history  into  English  for  a  pub- 
lishing  Ibm  io  Philadelphia. 

Mr.  Honter  was  a  nian  of  great  social  gifls,  and  was  very 
much  esteemed  .  wherever  be  was  known.  The  survivmg 
■mbers  of  bis  funily  are  his  widow,  two  sons  and  six 
dangbtera.  Seven  of  bis  children  are  married,  three  having 
fc—es  in  England,  Ireland  and  Scotland,  the  others  in 
VBgini  and  Waihmgton,  D.  C.

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NOTES  FROM   BOSTON.

Boston,  October  19,  1894. 
The  "  Twentieth  Century  Club "  has  resumed  its 
Saturday  noon  luncheons  which  have  been  suspended 
durintc  the  summer.  The  club-rooms  on  Hancock 
Avenue  are  too  small  to  accommodaie  a  very  large 
number  and  so  far  only  the  men  have  had  the  privi- 
le^  of  this  entertaining  feature.  If,  as  now  seems 
probable,  the  growth  of  the  Club  should  warrant 
larger  quarters,  the  principles  on  which  the  organ- 
iiation  was  effected  would  hardly  justify  the  exclusion 
of  the  women  members.  What  effect  this  would 
have  on  the  sodability  of  the  Club  it  is  impossible  to 
tell.  Those  who  lilce  an  afler-dinner  smoke  would 
probably  not  enjoy  it  so  well. 

Tliis  luncheon  has  come  to  be  one  of  the  unique 
symponnms  of  the  Hub.  There  is  no  pretense  at 
high  living,  however,  high  the  thinking  may  be. 
A  small  portion  of  beef-steak,  a  sweet  potato,  bread 
and  butter,  pudding  and  coffee  generally  represent 
the  ram  total  of  the  viands.  Among  those  who  are 
tegular  attendants  are  Mr.  Edwin  D.  Mead,  Mr. 
William  Ordway  Partridge,  Mr.  Joseph  Knight,  Mr. 
Hubbard.  Mr.  D.  C.  Heath,  Professor  Dewy,  Colonel 
Stone  and  Mr.  W.  D.  McCrackan,  and  I  could  men- 
tion many  others  who  drop  in  occasionally.  It 
nrdy  happens  that  some  one  of  more  or  less  note  is 
Dot  present.  Last  Saturday,  for  instance,  after  the 
appetites  of  all  were  tamed  to  a  certain  degree,  Mr. 
Head  introduced  to  the  company  Mr.  T.  J.  Findlay, 
who  has  come  over  to  this  country  under  a  com- 
misnoD  from  Whitehall  to  investigate  the  state  of 
Secoodaiy  Education   here  and  in   Canada.     Mr. 


Findlay  has  a  keen,  alert  face  and  a  genial  manner. 
He  spoke  fluenlly  and  well  in  regard  to  the  progress 
of  compulsory  education  in  England.  Many  of  the 
statements  which  he  made  were  quite  new  to  most 
of  those  present.  Another  guest  of  the  Club  was 
Mr.  D.  Christie  Murray,  the  English  novelist,  corres- 
pondent and  play-wright.  Mr.  Murray  with  delight- 
ful frankness  declared  himself  enough  of  a  barbarian 
to  disbelieve  in  the  State  furnishing  children  any- 
thing more  than  a  thorough  training  in  the  three 
R's.  He  mentioned  a  number  of  England's  greatest 
writers  who  had  never  had  a  collegiate  education. 
The  Royal  Commissioner  took  Mr.  Murray's  strict- 
ures in  good  part :  an  exceedingly  lively  discussion 
ensued. 

Mr,  Murray,  who  is  stopping  at  64  Mt.  Vernon 
Street,  is  as  striking  a  personality  as  one  ol^en  meets. 
He  has  a  smooth,  shaven  face,  his  complexion  is 
ruddy,  his  hair  iron  gray,  his  eye  masterful  and 
piercing.  He  has  had  wide  experience  in  all  parts 
of  the  world.  His  description  of  his  experiences 
while  investigating  the  Bulgarian  atrocities  was  one 
of  the  most  thrilling  stories  that  I  ever  heard.  He 
has  a  quick  wit,  and  as  a  relief  to  the  horrors  which 
he  brought  so  vividly  before  our  eyes,  his  account  of 
his  report  of  these  things  to  Mr.  Gladstone  was  worth 
treasuring  in  the  memory. 

As  a  raconteur  he  equals  anyone  whom  I  ever  met, 
and  I  think  the  little  "company  that  gathered  round 
Mr.  W,  D.  McCrackan's  table  the  other  evening  and 
did  not  break  up  till  it  was  later  than  some  stars  rose, 
would  all  testify  that  the  stories  he  told  were  not  only 
fascinating  in  themselves,  but  unique  in  their  telling. 
Mr.  Murray's  first  lecture  comes  in  Boston  next 
week. 

I  had  a  call  to-day  from  a  minister  who  is  in  his 
eightieth  year.  He  was  for  a  time  ihe  chum  of  my 
father  at  Bowdoin  College.  He  remembered  well 
going  to  pass  his  examinations,  and  seeing  Long- 
fellow like  a  boy  among  the  graybeards,  Longfellow 
with  curly  hair  and  blue  eyes,  and  dressed  in  a  blue 
frock  coat  and  light  trousers.  Another  reminiscence 
of  the  past  was  interesting  ;  his  brother  was  studying 
theology  at  Andover.  He  was  sent  there  to  study 
and  recite  to  the  theologue.  One  day  while  out 
walking  with  a  young  lad  from  Georgia  a  man  met 
them,  looking  very  much  excited.  His  fist  was 
doubled  up,  and  as  he  passed  the  boys  he  struck  the 
future  minister,  not  severely,  but  still  a  sharp  blow 
on  the  chest,  saying :  "Get  out  of  my  way,  I  feel 
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cross  to-day."  Some  one  told  him  that  it  was  tutor 
Clement,  and  that  he  was  cross  because  he  had  just 
been  flogging  Wendell  Holmes  !  My  old  friend 
remembered  well  the  day  that  Oliver  Wendell 
Holmes  graduated  from  Phillips  Academy.  His 
essay  was  on  Fancy,  and  he  was  dressed  in  a  blue  coat 
with  bright  buttons.  He  lisped  !  What  Doctor  Holmes 
thought  of  Master  Clement  may  be  seen  in  the  poem 
which  he  wrote  for  the  Centennial  Celebration  of  the 
Founding  of  Phillips  Andover  Academy. 

Mr,  Fred.  Day,  of  the  firm  of  Copeland  &  Day, 
has  returned  from  Europe,  having  had  a  delightful 
summer.  One  of  the  most  interesting  things  that 
he  brought  with  him  was  a  picture  of  the  artist 
Aubrey  Beaidsley.  It  might  well  be  what  the  artist 
called  it — "  a  gargoyle."  The  head  is  thrust  forward, 
with  the  nose  extremely  pronounced.  A  more  attrac- 
tive portrait  of  the  man  corresponds  with  what  Mr. 
Day  says  of  his  personality.  Mr.  Day  has  what  is 
probably  the  most  complete  and  valuable  collection 
«f  Ktatsiana  in  the  world.  It  includes  dozens  of 
letters  from  the  poet  that  have  never  yet  been  pub- 
lished. He  has  also  thirty  autograph  letters  from 
Fanny  Brawn,  in  many  of  which  Keats  is  mentioned. 
It  is  Mr.  Day's  intention,  some  day,  to  publish  a 
complete  edition  of  Keats's  letters.  Copeland  &  Day 
have  nearly  ready  "  The  Wooing  of  Martha  Pitkin," 
a  versified  narrative  of  the  time  of  the  Regicides  in 
ColoniiU  New  England,  by  Mr.  Charles  Knowles 
Bolton  of  the  Btookline  Public  Library.  It  is  to  be 
issued  in  something  like  the  quaint  style  of  the  old 
New  England  Primer.  Martha  Pitkin  was  the  mother 
of  Roger  Wolcott,  the  Signer  of  the  Declaration  of 
Indepiendence,  and  the  great  great  grandmother  of 
the  present  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Massachusetts. 
Copeland  &  Day  are  also  preparing  a  volume  of  the 
poems  of  John  B.  Tabb,  who  is  a  professor  in  a  Roman 
Catholic  College  in  Ellicott.  Maryland.  Mr,  Tabb  is 
the  most  prolific  of  writers  of  short  epigrammatic  verse, 
and  the  appearance  of  the  volume,  with  only  one 
poem  to  a  page,  will  be  quite  unique.  In  each  poem 
the  lines  are  printed  at  the  top  of  the  page,  ind  as 
most  of  them  are  quatrains,  and  there  are  only  a  few 
longer  than  a  sonnet,  a  large  part  of  each  page  will 
■be  blank,  though  the  verse  is  not.  The  cover  design 
is  exquisite — a  perfect  contrast  to  the  "  Songs  of 
Vagabondia  "  of  Messrs.  Carman  and  Hovey.  Cope- 
land &  Day  are  to  issue  the  "  Love  Sonnets  of  Wilfrid 
Scawen  Blunt"  in  a  volume  simtlar  to  Rosselti's 
"  House  of  Life."  The  page  designs  will  be  different, 
however.  The  series  is  to  be  still  further  enlarged. 
The  "  Love  Sonnets  "  will  not  be  out  till  after  Christ- 
mas. The  same  publishers  will  bring  out  next 
spring  a  volume  ot  prose  stories  by  Miss  Louise 
Imogen  Guiney,  the  gifted  postmistress  of  Auburn- 
dale,  and  they  have  in  preparation  a  prose  romance 
not  yet  christened,  but  possibly  lo  be  entitled  "An 
•Old  Man's  Romance."  The  author  who  was  form- 
■erly  connected  with     Harvard  University,  both  as 
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student    and    instructor,    uses    the    pseudonym  of 
"  Christopher  Craigie." 

A  few  years  ago  the  proprietor  of  the  "  Antique 
Bookstore,"  Mr.  D.  C.  Colesworthy,  himself  a  pro- 
lific writer  of  poems,  died.  Among  his  private  books 
his  son  found  a  short  time  ago  a  copy  of  the  so-called 
First  American  Novel,  "  The  Power  of  Sympathy." 
1  have  seen  it  stated  that  the  single  known  copy  is 
held  at  the  price  of  (750.  Mr.  William  C.  Coles- 
worthy  sold  his  copy  for  seventy  dollars.  The  story 
was  first  published  anonymously  in  1789,  but  it  soon 
leaked  out  that  it  was  by  Mrs,  Sarah  Wentwoith 
Apthorp,  the  wife  of  Attorn ey-general  Morton.  The 
story  was  founded  on  fact,  and  was  suppressed,  n« 
because  of  its  immorality— for  worse  things  are  to  be 
found  even  in  "  The  Pleasing  Instructor,"  studied  by 
the  young  girls  of  the  last  century — but  because  the 
worthy  lady  painted  her  own  husband  in  anything 
but  pleasing  colors.  Cupples  &  Patterson  have 
just  brought  out  a  reprint  of  this  chef  ifenevrt 
which  the  editor,  Mr.  Waller  Uttlefield,  claims  to  be 
verbatim  et  liUtatim  et  punctuaUm.  The  edition  is 
limited  to  five  hundred  and  fifty  copies,  each  signed 
by  the  editor,  who  also  furnishes  certain  biographical 
and  explanatory  notes.  It  makes  a  large  and  sump- 
tuous volume.  The  Bostonian  is  also  reprinting 
"The  Power  of  Sympathy  "  as  a  serial.  Cupples  & 
Patterson  have  almost  ready  for  publication  a  little 
volume  of  poems,  entitled  "  Songs  from  tbe  Granite 
Hills  of  New  Hampshire,"  by  Clark  B.  Cochrane, 
who  lives  at  Antrim,  not  far  from  the  Massachusetts 
line.  For  a  frontispiece  the  volume  has  a  fine  photo- 
gravure dejiicting  "The  Meeting  of  the  Waters," 
This  picturesque  scene  is  at  North  Woodstock,  N.  H. 

New  Hampshire  seems  to  be  doing  itself  proud,  or 
her  children  are  doing  her  proud,     Mrs.  £.  M.  Blair, 
the   wife  of  Ex-Senator   Blair,   has   written   a   novd 
entitled  "  'Lisbeth  Wilson,  tbe  Daughter  of  the  Hills."    : 
This  will  be  published  by  Lee  &  Shepard. 

Roberts  Brothers  are  preparing  to  publish  imme- 
diately a  little  volume  containing  two  stories  by 
Arthur  Machen,  author  of  "  The  Chronicle  of 
Clemendy  "  and  translator  of  "The  Heptamexon," 
The  first,  which  is  described  as  being  a  genuine 
literary  horror,  comparable  to  Aubrey  Beardsley's 
art-horrors,  is  entitled  "The  Great  God  Pan,"  Its 
Latin  motto — Qui  perrumpit  tepem  iilum  mordebit 
urpins — "  He  who  breaks  through  the  hedge  will  be 
bitten  by  the  snake  " — gives  the  key-note  of  the  story 
which  is  mystical  and  terrible,  depending  for  its 
motive  on  the  old  legend  that  he  who  had  caught 
sight  of  the  great  god  Pan  and  escaped  being 
instantly  turned  to  stone,  bore  about  with  him  some 
mysterious  power  of  evil.  The  heroine  of  the  story 
comes  into  possession  of  this  fatal  power  and  the 
trail  of  disasters  which  she  brings  upon  all  who  know 
her  and  love  her  are  depicted  in  this  book,  which 
should  not  be  read  by  those  who  feel  like  commitdng 
suicide,  unless  as  a  deterrent.     Roberts  Brothers  have 
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alio  in  hand  (in  connection  with  John  Lane,  of 
London,)  Francis  Adams's  "  A  Child  of  the  Age." 
In  a  letter  which  Adams  wrote  in  March,  1S91,  he 
-says :  '*  It  was  my  modest  little  scheme  to  draw  types 
of  all  the  social  life  of  the  day.  ■  A  Child  of  the 
Age '  is  the  first  of  a  scries  of  novels  and  tales. 
Ob,  I  was  going  to  do  as  big  as  Balzac  that  way  1 
Fancy  what  a  pretty  scheme  for  a  jackanapes  of 
eighteen,  and  to  have  sweated  at  it  all  these  years  [ 
1  finished  the  last  but  one  of  the  novds  (chrono- 
logitally]  on  my  way  back  from  Australia.  There 
are  three  novels  to  do  yet  and  about  eight  short  tales." 

The  first  Anh  of  this  story  was  written  in  1S80,  in 
Paris,  where  he  went  immediately  after  leaving 
Shrewsbury— the  Glastonbury  of  the  story.  It  was 
published  under  the  dtle  "  Leicester,  an  Autobiogra- 
phy," in  1884,  while  he  was  in  Australia.  Kefore  his 
death  he  revised  it  and  recast  it.  It  is  a  very  re- 
markable book. 

Little,  Brown  &  Company  tell  me  that  they  have 
sold  nine  hundred  and  seventy-five  sets  of  their 
limited  edition  of  Dumas  in  forty-eight  volumes  at 
$120  a  set,  and  have  raised  the  price  of  the  remain- 
ing sets  to  $3  a  volume.  Also  the  de  luxe  edition 
'Of  Lever  (forty  volumes)  are  nearly  all  sold. 

James  A.  Heme,  author  of  "  Shore  Acres,"  has 
made  a  dramatization  of  Mrs.  Helen  H.  Gardener's 
"An  Unofficial  Patriot."  The  story  has  been  ma- 
terially changed  so  as  to  render  it  more  dramatic  and 
bring  it  within  the  reqoisite  length  for  the  stage. 
There  is  to  be  no  blood  or  mimic  battle  in  the  play, 
but  there  will  be  vivid  stage  effects.  President  Lin- 
coln will  be  one  of  the  characters,  and  an  innovation 
in  scenery  will  be  "a  panorama  of  the  Shenandoah 
Valley  of  a  mile  long." 

The  Arena  Company  have  in  preparation  ''  The 
History  of  Brook  Farm,"  by  Dr.  John  T.  Codman, 
«ne  of  the  lew  remaining  Boitonians  of  the  older 
generation  that  witnessed  the  early  struggles  and  final 
triumphs  of  the  writers  and  reformers  who  made 
New  England  famous.  Doctor  Codman  is  one  of 
(be  few  survivors  of  the  Brook  Farm  experiment, 
and  is  Mill  hale  and  hearty.  He  is  an  active  Nation- 
alist. In  a  note  to  me  Mr.  Walter  Blackburn  Hart 
lays :  "  Doctor  Codman 's  book  will  be  the  standard 
history  of  the  subject,  for  he  is  one  of  the  few  living 
men  who  actually  lived  and  worked  on  the  farm. 
Among  other  eminent  survivors  are  Mr.  Charles  A. 
Dana  of  IMg  Sun.  who  scarcely  includes  the  pastoral 
in  the  range  of  his  intellectual  vision  to-day.  We 
can't  conceive  of  a  satirical  pastoral  shepherd.  " 

Hr.  Hart  has  quitted  Tht  New  England  Magn- 
tau.  of  which  be  was  assistant  editor  for  three  years, 
and  has  became  the  literary  adviser  to  the  Arena 
PnhUshing  Company,  which  will  bring  out  next 
month  his  book  entitled  "  Meditations  in  Modey :  a 
Bundle  of  Papen  Imbued  with  the  Sobriety  of  Mid- 
Bight,"  a  volume  of  gossipy,  social  and  literary 
papers,  with    humorous    and  fantastic  digressions, 


somewhat  after  the  style  of  the  same  author's  "  In  a 
Corner  at  Dodsley's."  Mr.  Hart  will  condnue  a 
similar  department  in  the  Artna, 

Ginn  Sc  Company,  who  have  recently  become  the 
publishers  for  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  (Philo- 
logy, Literature  and  Archeology),  will  soon  bring 
out  the  Memorial  Volume  of  the  Commencement 
Exercises  of  1894,  when  Provost  Pepper  took  bis 
leave  of  the  University.  They  will  have  ready  early 
next  month  a  "  Book  of  Elizebethan  Lyrics,"  edited 
by  Professor  Schclling,  of  Philadelphia,  and  a  selec- 
tion of  "  Nature  Studies  for  little  People,"  from  the 
essays  of  John  Burroughs,  edited  by  Mary  £.  Burt. 

One  of  the  daintiest  books  that  has  been  published 
in  Boston  for  a  long  time  is  Mary  Bowers  Warren's 
"  little  Journeys  Abroad,"  which  comes  with  the 
imprint  of  the  Joseph  Knight  Company.  Miss 
Warren  is  a  cousin  to  the  present  Duchess  of  Marl- 
borough, and  she  lives  in  Troy,  New  York,  Mr. 
Knight's  former  home.  Some  years  ago,  Mr.  War- 
ren, her  father,  happened  to  be  in  a  picture-shop  in 
Albany  and  his  attention  was  attracted  by  a  little 
painting.  He  asked  the  price:  "  Ten  dollars,"  He 
bought  it.  He  inquired  about  the  artist  and  found 
that  he  was  a  hatter's  apprentice  in  an  establishment 
near  by.  He  made  the  boy's  acquaintance  and  was 
sufficiently  interested  to  help  him  to  a  thorough  art 
education.  The  young  genius  was  of  English  parent- 
age, Geoige  H.  Boughion,  A.  R.  A.,  and,  as  a  mark 
of  his  gratitude,  now  that  he  has  become  famous,  he 
took  especial  pleasure  in  furnishing  the  daughter  of 
his  former  benefactor  with  a  number  of  most  beauti- 
ful illustrations  for  her  little  volume.  One  of  the 
pictures  in  the  chapter  entitled  "  With  the  Dons  at 
Oxford,"  is  a  portrait  of  Professor  Max  Mueller. 

Mr.  James  H.  West,  formeriy  with  George  H. 
Ellis,  has  established  himself  in  sunny  quarters  at 
174  High  Street,  and  is  publishing  some  pretty  little 
volumes  which  will  be  of  interest  to  all  liberal 
thinkers.  Such,  for  example,  is  the  first  printed 
book  of  the  Rev.  Chas.  G.  Ames,  formerly  of  Philadel- 
phia, entitled  "  As  Natural  as  Life."  Mr.  West,  who 
has  been  a  preacher,  publishes  also  one  or  two  of  his 
own  books:  the  latest  is  "In  Love  With  Love."  He 
also  issues  the  valuable  essays  given  by  John  Fisk 
and  other  men  of  note  before  the  Brooklyn  Ethical 
Association,  under  the  title  "  Sociology." 

Mr.  Rideing  is  spending  October  at  the  Woodland 
Park  Hotel  in  Aubumdalc.  He  will  be  in  New  York 
during  the  winter.  Miss  Kate  Sanborn  is  visiting  in 
Boston.  She  lectures  in  Concord  next  week,  Mrs. 
Moulton  sailed  yesterday  for  Boston.  Mr.  E.  Hein- 
richs,  whose  beautiful  book  of  photographs  of  chil- 
dren, has  gone  into  a  new  edition,  has  gone  to  Cincin- 
nati and  is  connected  with  the  Bowen-MerritI  Com- 
pany. Mr.  Heinrichs  has  prepared  a  new  volume 
of  poems. 

I  came  across  a  curious  parallelism  between  Maeter- 
linck and  Shakspeare  the  other  day.    In  the  first 
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scene  of  "  P^ll^as  et  M^lisande,"  where  the  Porter 
tells  the  maid-servants  to  pour  water,  he  says: 
"  Versez  i'eau,  vtrsez  leau,  versts  touti  teau  du  deluge; 
vous  it'en  ■vUndris  d  bout."  Then  read  the  second 
Scene  in  Act  II  of  "  The  Comedy  of  Errors  "  between 
Dromio  and  his  master:  "That's  a  fault  water  will 
mend,"  '*  No,  sir,"  says  Dromio,  "  'tis  in  the  grain, 
Noah's  flood  would  not  do  it." 

WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

Some  books  instruct,  some  are  bred  of  thought,  some 
breed  thought.  "  National  Life  and  Character,"  by 
Mr.  Charles  H.  Pearson,  is  one  of  the  last.  He  is  a 
man  of  a  double  career.  He  succeeded  in  England 
in  university  life.  He  went  to  Australia,  for  twenty 
years  made  his  way  in  politics,  and  became  a  cabinet 
minister  in  Victoria.  With  this  perspective  fiom  the 
oldest  and  the  youngest  of  English-speaking  races, 
he  has  tried  to  predict  the  social  and  political  future. 
He  sees  gray.  The  black  and  yellow  races  are  to 
hold  the  tropics,  because  the  white  cannot  live  there. 
The  white  race  is  to  hold  the  temperate  zone,  with  a 
belt  of  nations,  which,  like  France,  have  ceased  to 
increase  or  to  emigrate,  controlled  by  a  conservative 
democracy  where  a  vast  majority  of  middle-aged 
people  prevent  change.  Poetry  is  to  cease.  The 
newspaper  is  to  be  all  in  all.  The  sense  of  vivid  life 
will  be  gone,  Mr.  Pearson  is  under  the  misfortune 
of  having  lived  only  on  a  big  and  Uttle  island.  He 
needs  to  see  what  life  on  a  continent,  like  ours,  may 
be.  He  is  under  the  Chinese  spell,  and  his  book 
comes  just  as  the  myth  of  the  might  of  China  is 
smashed.  Yet  there  is  not  a  page  which  has  not  its 
stimulating  sentence,  and  it  can  be  cordially  Cs.m- 
mended  to  that  small  number  who  think. 

Mr.  William  Samuel  Lilly  is  to-day  the  leading 
apologist  ot  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  English, 
using  the  word  "  apologist "  in  its  old  sense.  In  "  The 
Claims  ot  Christianity  "  he  has  given  one-third  of  his 
2  $7  octavo  pages  in  large  print  to  a  rapid  review  of 
Buddhism  and  Mohammedanism,  neither  worth 
much,  Mr.  Lilly  having  no  original  knowledge  of  the 
writings,  records  and  works  of  either.  The  remainder 
is  devoted  to  the  relation  of  the  Catholic  idea  of  the 
church  to  the  development  of  Europe.  There  is  a 
sense  in  which  the  growth  and  course  of  medixvat 
Europe  can  only  be  understood  by  one  in  sympathy 
with  the  Catholic  sentiment  and  ideal.  Mr.  Lilly  is 
here  most  useful.  He  is  less  valuable  in  discussing 
the  Renabsance  and  Reformation,  though  here  too 
he  lays  bare  much  truth  Protestants  miss.  His  tinal 
association  of  the  Roman  Church  with  the  liberty  of 
the  individual  against  the  tyranny  of  the  State, 
whether  represented  by  a  man  or  a  majority,  a  despot 
or  a  democracy,  will  surprise  most ;  but  this  was  true 
of  Rome  for  several  centuries,  and  Leo.  XIII  has 
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done  much  to  make  it  true  now.  Mr.  Lilly  is  clear, 
temperate,  and,  as  far  as  an  advocate  can  be,  fair,  but 
he  is  driven  to  some  strange  straits.  It  is  ridiculous 
to  compare  Prudentius,  a  poet  guilty  of  lines  like 
"  cum  vesper  croceus  rubet,"  with  Horace,  It  is 
ticklish  business  suggesting  that  the  Council  of  Trent 
could  not  foresee  the  future,  when,  if  it  was  an  Ecu- 
menical Council,  it  was  inspired  in  all  utterances 
as  to  faith  and  practice. 

"  City  Government  in  the  United  States  "  is  a  small 
book  in  which  Mr.  Alfred  R.  Conkling  has  brought 
together  all  the  failings  of  American  city  govern- 
ment and  all  the  advantages  of  foreign.  This  makes 
a  most  misleading  book,  Mr,  Conkling  dilates  on 
our  city  debts,  and  he  conveniently  omits  the  fact 
that  city  indebtedness  abroad  has  grown  in  nearly 
all  countries  far  faster  than  here — European  dties 
paying  for  improvements  by  more  debt,  while  our 
city  debt  has  been  checked  for  fifteen  years.  He 
speaks  of  our  city  taxes  as  heavy,  and  omits  the  fact 
that  Paris  pays  for  its  splendor  by  making  food  dear 
for  the  poor  and  Berlin  by  an  oppressive  income  tax 
on  trade.  He  declares  that  our  misgovernment  is 
costly  of  health,  but  prints  no  complete  comparative 
tables  of  death-rates,  which  would  show  that  while 
our  climate  is  more  severe,  our  city  death-rates  are 
generally,  not  always,  less.  He  discusses  the  water 
supply  and  never  points  out  that  an  American  city 
makes  a  bath  possible  in  every  dwelling,  by  giving 
its  inhabitants  ihrice  the  meager  supply  of  European 
cities.  Mr.  Conkling's  book  is  full  of  this  special 
pleading,  and  while  he  is  familiar  with  city  works 
abroad,  he  is  ignorant  of  much  done  in  this  country. 


"Europe  in  the  Nineteenth  Century,"  by  Dr.  Henry 
Pratt  Judson,  of  Chicago  University,  is  a  Cha.utauqua 
manual  of  history  covering  a  hundred  years  past.  It 
is  admirably  done.  German  in  tone,  it  is  not  quite 
fair  to  France,  and  the  Roman  Cathriic  Church  is 
left  out  pretty  completely.  But  these  are  incident  to 
Dr,  Judson's  point  of  view.  As  a  whole,  and  in  its 
parts,  the  book  gives  a  valuable,  accurate  and  read- 
able summary.  By  an  odd  error,  a  picture  from 
PitiKh  is  credited  to  Harper's,  which  stole  it. 

"  From  Chaucer  to  Tennyson,"  by  Professor  Henry 
A.  Beers,  another  Chautauqua  manual,  is  just  what  it 
was  when  written  five  or  six  years  ago.  In  changing 
the  date,  on  the  title-page,  it  would  have  been  well  to 
revise  its  references  to  "  recent "  events  as  well. 
While  it  assumes  to  come  down  to  1893,  its  real  close 
is  about  I  88d. 

Maps,  genealogical  tables,  lists  of  illustrative  read- 
ing, and  small  but  clear  cuts  of  costumes,  are  the 
useful  aids  scattered  through  Miss  Katharine  Coman's 
"  Growth  of  the  English  Nation,"  in  the  Chautauqua

series.  Miss  Coman,  a  professor  in  Wellesley,  has 
no  special  gift  of  style,  but  she  has  accuracy,  clarity, 
and  condnnity,  follovring  accepted  authorities  and 
admitting  doubt  on  doubtful  questions. 

Another  Chautauqua  book  is  Mr.  William  H.  Good- 
year's  "  Renaissance  and  Modern  Art."  In  310  pages, 
of  which  fully  one-third  are  taken  up  with  small  pro- 
cess cuts,  Mr.  Goodyear  has  set  out  to  sketch  graphic  art 
in  all  three  of  its  branches — of  architecture,  painting, 
and  sculpture.  The  work  is  done  in  a  teaching  spirit 
and  there  is  no  criticism  lo  be  made  of  the  mere  out- 
line, hut  it  lacks  luminous  interpretation. 

Mr.  W.  D.  McCrackan  has  written  a  good  but 
rather  dry  Swiss  history.  In  two  small  volumes  he 
has  gathered  a  sequence  of  essays  on  the  Teutonic 
and  the  Latin  or  Romance  parts  of  Switzerland,  several 
of  which.  "Tell,"  "  Winkelreid."  and '•  Altdorf." 
have  appeared  more  or  less  altered  in  the  Atlantic 
and  other  mag aiines.  Mr,  McCrackan  knows  Switz- 
erland and  he  is  painstaking.  His  volumes  instruc- 
tively supplement  the  guide-book. 

Two  books  have  been  added  by  Canon  H.  B. 
Tristram  and  Mr.  James  Neil  to  the  score  accessible 
to  the  American  reader,  on  the  illustration  of  the 
Bible,  from  the  life  of  the  East.  Calmet  was  the 
first  writer  to  do  this  on  any  scale,  and  it  was  not  so 
very  long  belore  bis  day  that  oriental  and  occidental 
life  began  to  separate.  Mediaeval  and  orientallife  have 
many  points  in  common.  Canon  Tristram's  "  Eastern 
Customs  in  Bible  Lands"  is  a  series  of  chatty  studies 
by  a  scholarly  and  much-traveled  man.  It  is  disap- 
pointing. Canon  Tristram  is  a  good  observer.  His 
instinct  for  comparison  is  poor.  "  Pictured  Palestine," 
by  James  Neil,  is  a  poor  book.  The  pictures  are 
sketchy  and  loose  in  detail.  Stories  are  gathered  from 
many  sources.  The  exposition  is  trite.  The  "  Land 
and  the  Book"  is  still  as  it  was  thirty  years  ago,  the 
best  book  in  this  field. 

"  Oriental  Studies  "  a  selection  from  the  papers  read 
before  the  Philadelphia  Oriental  Club,  will  surprise 
those  who  are  not  aware  how  active  and  profound  is 
the  scholarship  of  the  little  group  of  Orientalists,  who 
meet  once  a  month  in  Philadelphia.  In  live  years, 
this  club  has  heard  forty  papers,  whose  subjects  range 
from  Japan  to  Morocco,  over  the  whole  breadth  of 
the  oiiental  world,  and  repeatedly  new  ground  has 
been  broken  in  the  papers  read  before  this  club.  The 
selection  is  of  general  interest  and  nearly  every 
oriental  specialist  will  find  here  something  which 
appeals  to  him. 

Moriti  Jokai  is  fit  to  stand  by  Scott  or  Dumas  as  a 
■outer  of  romance.  In  one  sense  he  is  greater  than 
either,  for  he  has  created  a  nation.  The  Hungarian 
national  spirit  is  more  his  work  than  that  of  any  man 


living  or  dead.  Wisely  and  well,  his  whole  land 
made  holiday  and  united  to  do  him  honor  at  the 
fifiieth  anniversary  of  the  publication  of  his  first  book 
in  1S43.  His  completed  works  fill  one  hundred  vol- 
umes. Five  have  been  translated  into  English, 
"There  is  no  Devil,"  "Nameless  Castle,"  "Pretty 
Michal,"  "Eyes  like  the  Sea,"  and  "Timar's  Two 
Worlds,"  which  has  just  appeared.  Its  present  trans- 
lation by  Mrs.  Hegan  Kennard  is  "authorized."  Ten 
years  ago  it  was  published  by  the  Worthington  Com- 
pany and  John  W,  Lovell  under  the  title  of  "  A 
Modem  Nidas,"  the  translation  by  Mrs.  Laura  Cuitis 
Bullard  and  Miss  Emma  Herzog.  In  Hungarian 
public  opinion  it  ranks  above  the  others  which  have 
been  translated,  although  "Eyes  like  the  Sea"  was 
crowned  by  the  Hungarian  Academy  for  academic 
qualities  and  it  ranks  among  Jokai's  greater  works. 
"Timar's  Two  World's"  is  a  modern  romance  of  the 
Danube  lands.  With  much  movement,  it  does  not 
take  hold  hard,  for  Jokai's  supremacy  and  influence 
are  largely  due  to  style,  and  this  is  incommunicable  in 
a  translation.  There  is  here,  however,  vivid  life,  and 
the  seeing  of  the  thing  as  it  is. 

Mr.  HallCainehasmadeof  the  life  of  the  Isle  of 
Man,  told  with  great  accuracy,  a  simple,  strong  story 
in  "  The  Manxman."  Sin  is  in  it  and  atonement. 
The  unthinking  will  compare  it  with  Hawthorne's 
"  Scarlet  Letter " — a  surface  comparison,  nothing 
more.  This  story  is  a  tale  that  is  told  and  has  its 
better  fortune  in  the  telling.  Its  lesson  is  the  lesson 
of  life,  that  stolen  waters  are  bitter  and  their  end  is 
shame,  save  as  suffering  brings  the  pearl  of  punish- 
ment and  the  compassion  of  confession. 

"Population  and  the  Social  System,"  by  F.  S, 
Nitti,  an  Italian  professor,  reviews  rapidly  theories  of 
population  with  the  Italian  gift  for  symmetry  of 
arrangement,  and  also  with  its  lack  of  the  power  to 
weigh  evidence.  First,  more  population  was  desired, 
next,  under  Maltbus,  feared,  and  now  men  see  that 
here,  too.  Nature  has  her  inexorable  balances,  and 
for  man,  food  grows  faster  than  men.  The  book  is 
good  for  catching  up  on  this  topic,  but  will  not  last. 

"Co-operation"  is  not  the  dream  of  the  future  it 
once  was  in  industry ;  but  those  who  wish  lo  read  its 
full  English  history  will  find  it  at  length  in  Mr.  Ben- 
jamin Jones'  "  Co-operative  Production,''  told  in 
great  detail. 
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Snccess  is  in  the  silences 
Tboiieb  fame  is  in  ihe  song. 

FrotD  "  Songs  from  Vagabomiiii," 
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OLIVER  WENDELL  HOLMES. 
Dr.  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  died  at  his  Bostoa  reu- 
dence, 296 Be^coD  Street,  October  7,  1894.  Abouttcn 
days  before  he  returned  from  his  couMty  residence  at 
Beverly,  He  was  not  in  his  usual  health,  but  his 
genial  humor  never  deserted  him,  and  this  tempera- 
ment blinded  all  but  his  most  intimate  friends  to  the 
fact  that  he  was  fast  approaching  death.  The  end 
was  painless,  and  it  was  almost  impossible  to  tell  the 
exact  instant  of  dissolution.  Almost  his  last  word 
was  a  delicate  jest,  not  light  nor  irreverent,  but  kindly 
and  easy,  to  soothe  the  pain  of  his  relatives. 


Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  was  bom  in  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts,  on  August  29,  1809.  His  father  was 
the  Rev.  Abiel  Holmes,  a  clergyman  of  Cambridge, 
and  an  historian,  who  is  said  to  have  made  the  first 
attempt  at  writing  a  history  of  this  country  in  his 
"American  Annals." 

His  great-grandfather  was  John  Holmes,  one  of  the 
old  Puritan  stock,  who  settled  in  Woodstock,  Conn., 
about  1686.  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  inherited  his 
father's  literary  instinct  and  very  early  began  to 
write  verse.  At  college  he  became  the  editor  of  the 
college  magaiine.  and  at  [he  age  of  twenty-one,  the 
year  after  his  graduation,  the  agitation  over  the 
announcement  of  the  intended  destruction  of  the  old 
war  frigate  Constitution  began  and  be  wrote  the  well- 
known  poem,  "  Old  Ironsides,"  which  was  published 
in  the  Boston  Advertiser.  He  became  famous  at 
once.  He  had  struck  a.  popular  note,  and  the  tide  of 
public  opinion  set  strongly  against  the  destruction 
of  the  vessel. 

Asa  boy  at  Phillips  Academy  Holmes  translated 
the  "  jEneid.''  Afler  graduation  from  college  he 
turned  bis  attention  at  first  to  law,  but  never  practised, 
and  later  took  up  the  study  of  medicine.  He  spent 
three  years  in  hospital  study,  and  practised  in  Edin- 
burgh and  Paris,  and  in  1836  he  received  his  medical 
degree.    In  that  year  he  published  his  first  volume  of 

He  always  continued  to  make  medicine  his  pro- 
fession, but  early  made  literature  his  diversion,  and 
as  a  poet  and  author  became  known  to  the  people. 
He  accepted  the  professorship  of  anatomy  and  physi- 
ology at  Dartmouth  College  in  1S39,  and  later  prac- 
tised medicine  in  Boston,  where  he  married  Amelia 
I^ee  Jackson,  daughter  of  Judge  Charles  Jackson  of 
the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Court,  by  whom  he  had 
two  sons  and  a  daughter. 

In  1847  Dr.  Holmes  was  madeprofessor  of  anatomy 
at  Harvard,  a  chair  in  which  he  continued  until  i88z, 
when  he  resigned,  and  was  made  professor  emeritus. 
President  Eliot  paid  this  tribute  to  his  skill :  "  There 
are  3.000  men  throughout  New  England  who  will 
remember  Dr.  Holmes  through  their  lives  and  trans- 
mit to  their  children  the  memory  of  him  as  a  teacher 
of  exact  science.''

Dr.  Holmes  wrote  forty-two  works  on  medical  sub- 
jects and  lived  to  see  many  of  his  early  ideas  of 
medicine,  which  at  first  met  with  condemnation, 
accepted  by  the  leading  physicians  of  the  world. 
Speaking  of  this  recently  Dr.  Holmes  recalled  the 
storm  of  indignation  which  was  raised  by  his  famous 
epigram  that  if  all  the  medicine  in  the  world  were 
thrown  into  the  sea  it  would  be  all  the  better  for 
mankind  and  all  the  worse  for  the  fishes.  And  then 
he  laughed  quietly  as  he  remarked  that  now  most  of 
the  profession  practically  agreed  with  him. 

Id  1857,  when  the  Atlantu  MoHtkly  was  started, 
Lowell  asked  Dr.  Holmes  to  contribute  to  it.  So 
began  the  "  Autocrat  of  the  Breakfast  Table  "  essays, 
which  obtained  immediate  popularity,  and  the  success 
of  the  magaiine  was  assured. 

"  The  Professor  at  the  Breakfast  Table  "  (i860)  and 
"  The  Poet  at  the  Breakfast  Table  "  (1873)  followed, 
and  then  after  long  years  came  a  number  of  papers 
in  the  same  vein  in  the  new  Scribner's  Magaxint, 
"  Over  the  Teacups,"  which  appeared  a  few  years  ago, 
and  was  made  the  occasion  of  the  announcement  by 
Dr.  Holmes  that  it  would  probably  be  the  last  of  the 
series. 

Dr.  Holmes  was  a  sociologist,  though  he  was  not 
often  recognized  as  such.  In  the  only  two  novels 
which  he  wrote,  "Elsie  Venner"  {1861)  and  "The 
Guardian  Angel"  (1868),  his  skill  in  dealing  with 
social  problems  was  shown.  "Elue  Venner"  was  a 
curious  study  in  heredity. 

Mature  in  mind  in  early  years.  Dr.  Holmes  in  age 
was  young  in  thoughts.  More  than  thirty  years  ago 
at  a  class  gathering  he  said : 

"  Has  there  any  old  fellow  got  mixed  with  the  boy^  ? 
If  there  has,  take  him  out  without  making  ■  noise. 
Huig  (he  almanac's  chcAt  and  the  catalogue's  spitf ! 
Old  lime  is  a  liar  I     We're  twenty  to  night." 

And  more  than  forty  years  ago  he  said  to  young 

"  Be  firm — one  constant  element  in  luck 

Is  genuine,  solid,  old  Teuiouic  pluck. 

Leave  what  you've  done  for  what  you  have  lo  do ; 

Don't  be  '  consistent,'  but  simply  true." 
When  lectures  were  popular,  forty  years  ago.  Dr. 
Holmes  was  in  demand  on  the   platform  and  was 
ever  full  of  philosophy  and  fun.    Lowell  said  this  ot 
him: 

"  There's  Holmes,  who  is  matchless  among  you  for  wit ; 
A  Leyden'jar  always  full-charged,  Irom  whidi  Sit 
The  electrical  tingles  of  bit  sder  hii." 

Whittier  paid  tribute  to  Dr.  Holmes  in  more  sober 
verse,  and  but  a  little  while  ago  Dr.  Holmes  referred 
publicly  to  "  my  friends  Whittier  and  Bryant,"  whom 
he  had  outlived.  Of  other  well-known  men  who  were 
Holmes's  classmates  there  were  Seba  F.  Smith,  author 
of  "America-"  James  Freeman  Clarke,  William 
Ellery  Channing,  Benjamin  Pierce,  Benjamin  R. 
Curtis,  and  Chandler  Robins. 

Dr.  Holmes  at  one  time  established  a  summer 
home  in  Pittsfield,  Mass.,  while  Hawthome  wa» 
living  at  I^nox,  a  few  miles  away.    Of  late  his  sum- 
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ma  home  has  b«en  in  a  cottage  at  Beverly  Farms,  a 
[HctuTesque  place  on  Boston  Bay,  not  far  beyond 
Salem.  Dr.  Holmes's  son,  Oliver  Wendell  also,  was 
bom  in  1841,  and  was  appointed  a  Justice  of  the  Mas* 
sachusetts  Supreme  Court  in  i88z. 

Although  "The  Chambered  Nautilus"  was  the 
Doctor's  favorite  poem,  "The  Voiceless"  and  "Sun 
and  Shadow  "  are  ranked  with  it  by  the  public. 
"The  Wonderful  One-boss  Shay  "  is  known  to  every 
one. 

Prose  works  of  his  in  general  literature  are  "Sound- 
ings from  the  Atlantic."  a  collection  of  essays  pub- 
lished in  1864,  "  Mechanism  in  Thought  and  Morals." 
(1871).  the  Memoir  of  Motley,  (1879),  ^  L.ife  of  Emer- 
son, in  the  American  Men  of  Letters  Series,  "  A 
Moital  Antipathy,"  (1S85),  "Our Hundred  Days  in 
Europe,"  (1887),  "The  New  Portfolio,"  and  "Over 
the  Teacups,"  (1890). 

"  Before  the  Curfew,"  (1888),  and  other  volumes 
which  have  since  gotie  to  make  up  his  collected 
poems  are :  "  Urania,"  (1846).  "  Astraea,  ihe  Balance 
of  Illusions,"  (1850),  "  Songs  in  Many  Keys,"  (1861), 
and"Songsof  Many  seasons,"  (1874).  His  complete 
works  include  no  fewer  than  thirty-seven  class  anni- 
TCisary  poems. 

Dr.  Holmes  published  a  number  of  works  pertaining 
to  medicine.  In  1841  he  published  two  lectures  on 
"  Homceopalhy  and  Kindred  Delusions,"  which  in- 
cluded an  account  of  "  The  Tar  Water  Mania  "  of 
Bishop  Berkeley.  Of  Berkeley  he  said  in  this 
volume  :  "  He  was  an  illustrious  man,  but  he  held 
two  very  odd  opinions — that  tar  water  was  everything 
and  that  the  whole  material  universe  was  nothing." 
Earlier  than  this  Dr.  Holmes  had  gained  three  of  the 
Bojlsion  prizes  for  medical  essays,  and  the  three 
treatises  were  publbhed  in  1838.  Other  scientific 
works  of  his  are  these  :  An  edition  of  "  Marshall 
Hall's  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,"  (1839), 
"Report on  Medical  Literature,"  (1848),  "Puerperal 
Ferer  as  a  Private  Pestilence,"  (185s),  "Currents 
and  Counter-Currents  in  Medical  Science,"  (1S6)], 
and  "  Border  Lines  in  Some  Provinces  of  Medical 
Science,"  (1862).  Several  of  these  medical  works 
were  reissued  in  1883  in  one  volume,  entitled  "  Medi- 
cal Essays." 

On  his  seventieth  birthday,  in  1879,  the  publisher 
of  TAe  Atlantu  Montkfy  gave  a  breakfast  in  his 
honor,  at  which  many  men  of  letters  were  present. 
He  read  a  poem  at  this  dinner  entitled"  The  Iron 
Gate,"  in  which  occur  these  lines  r 

"  If  word  of  mine   anotber's  gloom  has  brightened, 

llirongh  my  dumb  life  tbe  heMven -sent  messenger  came ; 

IT  hutd  of  mine  another's  task  has  lightened, 
It  felt  tbe  guidance  that  it  date  not  claim/'

The  following  extracts  are  from  the  New  York 
OilU  for  October  13,  1894,  which  was  made  a 
Holmes  Memorial  Number : 


President  Eliot,  of  Harvard,  says  : 

Dr,  Holmei  wu  a  hard  and  faitblal  worker,  and  one  of 
the  brighlesi  men  who  ever  Irclured  at  the  medical  school. 
Me  did  a  great  den)  to  make  tbe  school  what  it  has  become. 
He  lectured  regularly  live  times  a  week  ihrougboot  the 
school  year,  and  never  failed  to  be  on  hand.  He  was  the 
most  careful  of  men  in  preparalioa  of  his  lectures,  and  very 
punttaking  in  his  experiments.  He  was  very  exact  in  dis- 
section. His  proseclois.  whose  duty  it  was  to  prepare  his 
dissections,  were  always  kept  on  tbe  fui  vwe  and  spanred  lo 
their  very  best  efforts.  Dr.  Holmes's  greatest  contriljulion 
to  the  world's  medical  knowledge  was  the  discovery  of  the 
fact  that  puerperal  fever  is  contagious.  He  coniended  so 
for  years,  and  met  wiih  alt  sorts  of  ridicule.  It  is  now,  of 
course,  an  axiom  of  medical  knowledge.  I  once  beard  Dr. 
Osier  of  Baltimore  say  that  this  is  one  of  the  greatest  con- 
tributions that  a  New  England  phyucian  ever  made  to  medi- 
cal science. 

Dr.  Edward  Everett  Hale,  writes : 

You  ask  about  Dr.  Holmes's  "  personality."  I  am 
templed  to  repeat  a  description  of  an  old  friend  of  his,  who 
belonged  to  the  last  geoeration.  When  I  was  a  freshman, 
in  1S35,  one  of  my  classmates  said  of  one  of  tbe  hospitable 
Cambridge  genllemen  of  that  day:  "  By  jove  1  he  always 
makes  you  think  that  you  are  the  best  fellow  in  the  world, 
and  that  be  is  the  neit  best,"  Anyone  who  visited  Dr. 
Holmes — and  he  was  the  most  accessible  pciwin  in  the  world 
—came  away  with  tbis  feeling.  You  would  say  thai  mo- 
ment he  happened  to  be  perfectly  at  leisure  ;  indeed,  ibal  it 
happened  tbal  be  bad  wanted  to  see  you,  and  was  obliged 
lo  you  for  calling;  (hat  there  was,  at  ihe  came  time,  some- 
thing ibat  he  wanted  lo  tell  you,  and,  in  short,  that  the  half- 
hour  bad  passed  so  pleasantly,  Ihat  he  must  be  as  sony  as  you 
were  certainly,  lo  have  ii  end.  Poor  man !  no  one  can  say 
how  much  he  brought  on  himself  by  this  readiness  with 
which  he  entered  into  other  people's  life. 

He  had  an  iroo  memory,  and,  I  think,  used  books  mar- 
vellously well.  He  told  me  once  that  it  was  very  seldom 
that  be  read  a  hook  regularly  through  ;  but  that  he  took  the 
general  idea  of  it,  enough  lo  know  what  was  in  ii.  I  have 
noticed  that  he  was  singularly  well  supplied  wiih  books  of 
reference,  I  should  say,  perhaps  this  is  my  fancy,  that  he 
stuck  to  bis  own  lines  in  memory  of  subjects,  and  if  a  thing 
was  none  of  his  business,  he  lei  it  alone.  He  said,  laugbing, 
one  day,  that  "  il  was  a  good  thing  to  have  wrillen  poetry, 
because  you  were  thus  so  well  provided  with  quotations." 
But,  as  you  know,  he  could  quote  other  people's  work  as 

So  far  as  you  could  judge  of  him  in  conversation,  he  took 
hfe  easily.  By  which  I  mean  tliat  I  suppose  that  he  did  not 
think  himself  respon^ble  for  the  running  of  the  machinery 
of  Ibe  world,  and  believed  (hat  il  would  run  well.  He  did 
bis  part,  and  his  faiih  was  (ha(  tbe  other  parties  in  the  aAoir, 
greater  or  less,  would,  on  the  whole,  do  their  part  well.  He 
was  moit  industrious,  and  most  kind.  The  kindness  he 
showed  to  correspondents  and  people  who  wanted  bis 
opinion  of  their  own  literary  merit  staggers  belief.  I  can- 
not conceive  how  a  man  sbould  have  grappled  wilb  his 
correspondence,  as  be  did,  keep  it  down,  as  he  did,  and  do 
anything  else  besides,  as  he  certainly  did. 

■prof.  Charles  Eliot  Norton  speaks  most  interestingly 
and  feelingly  of  the  Autocrat: 

Dr.  Holmes  must  have  inherited  his  brightness  and  wit 
from  his  mother,  for  bis  father  was  dry  a*  dust.  He  was  an 
orthodox  Congregational  clergyman.  One  of  his  deacons 
raid  of  him  ihal  he  fed  tbe  people  sawdust  out  of  a  spoon. 
Young  Holmes  was  a  bright  and  popular  boy.  He  weni  into 
Harvard,  where  he  was  a  great  favorite.  He  showed  no 
little  literary  ability  then,  being  one  of  the  principal  con- 
tributors to  Til  Harvard  Rrgisltr.  His  class-day  poem  is 
famous.  But  Holmes  was  discovered  when  James  Russell 
Lowell  became  editor  of  The  AUanlii:  Monthly,  and  insisted 
upon  his  being  one  of  the  chief  contributors.  This  was  the 
occasion  of  his  writing  "  The  Autocrat  of  the  Breakfast 
TaUe,"     From  this  lime  be  had  a  place  among  the  literary

men  of  the  time.     Dr.  Holmes  wai  >  light- hearted,  geoiil, 

Eleutmt  writer,  though  keen.  He  wu  a  vil,  rather  (ban  ■ 
umoriBt.  He  whs  inclined,  also,  to  be  sentimental.  But 
his  writing  was  able,  in  spile  of  Ihe  fact  (hat  he  was  not  a 
deep  thinker.  He  tras  no  philosopher,  yet  had  uncommon 
good  sense.  He  often  amaicd  you  by  Ibe  wisdom  of  some 
fittte  ph.Bse,  that  would  seem  at  first  thought  trivial  eoongh. 
One  of  the  best  things  about  Dr.  Holmes  was  that  he  realized 
bin  own  limits.  He  would  never  have  been  (be  man  to 
write  the  Commemoration  Ode.  Lowell  was  the  only  one 
who  could  till  that  place.  But  Holmes  knew  he  had  no 
rigbl  toBuch  a  distinciioD.  This  may  be  one  reason  why 
he  held  aloof  and  was  never  very  intimate  with  many  people. 
To  flattery  Jie  was  susceptible — very  much  so.  He  once 
told  me  with  a  great  deal  of  uUisfaction. "  I  like  this  praise," 
and  ha  was  petted  a  great  deal,  as  be  deserved  to  be.  He 
received  thousands  of  leKers  from  admiren  alt  over  the 
woild,  and  wore  himself  out  answering  them.  He  was  also 
somewhat  of  a  flatterer  himself,  as  all  people  are  who  like 
to  be  flatlered.  They  either  recognize  the  fad  that  this  is 
the  best  way  to  have  sweet  things  said  of  you,  or  else  come 
by  it  naturally  from  their  own  kindliness  and  friendliness  to 
all  Ihe  world. 

The  important  point  to  remark  about  his  death  is  that 
with  him  has  died  a  particular  class  or  school  of  writers  in 
America  that  has  no  successor.  He  was  the  last  of  that 
famous  group  of  live  men — Emerson,  Lowell,  Longfellow, 
Whittier  and  himself, — firm  friends,  and  all  of  the  same 
stamp.  1  remember,  some  fifteen  years  ago  Mr.  Lowell 
remarked  to  me,  "  Wendell  is  bound  to  outlive  us  all.  He 
will  live  to  write  our  biographies,"  and  so  he  has,  either  in 
prose  or  in  verse.  This  school,  which  is  now  dead,  was 
typically  American,  free,  genial,  optimistic,  democratic, 
moral.  It  sprang  up  in  the  good  days  when  America  was 
most  prosperous  and  gave  the  most  hopeful  promises.  With 
a  new,  free  government,  untold  resources,  not  yet  developed, 
a  happy,  roomy  country,  they  grew  np  optimistic  and  happy. 
They  had,  too,  a  (ouch  of  Puritanism.  They  all  wrote  with 
a  moral.  They  were  stirred  to  write  often  not  so  much  from 
(he  impulse  of  the  imagination,  as  because  they  were  impel- 
led to  teach  tome  lessons  and  do  some  good  in  that  way. 
It  was  just  At  the  War  period,  and  all  combined  on  the  same 
side.  They  were  all  warriors  in  a  sense.  Their  writings 
had  Ereai  efTecl.  Their  tone  was  always  the  same  and 
always  bad  that  moral  tone.  Since  the  War  there  had  been 
little  in  Ibe  development  of  the  country  that  would  encourage 
young  writers,  or  bring  out  a  school  like  that  old  one.  Onr 
Ideal  lias  changed  entirely.  Before  the  War  the  ideal  of  the 
average  American  was  the  bright  man-of-letters;  now  it  is 
unfortunately  (he  millionaire.  So,  )ou  see.  his  death  marks 
Ihe  close  of  an  important  epoch  in  the  history  of  American 
letters.  The  new  writers,  the  best  of  ihem,  are  running 
nowlo  story -telling. 

Holmes  was  fond  of  life.  He  thoroughly  enjoyed  bim- 
leir.  He  once  told  me  that  he  knew  of  no  greater  good 
fortune  (ban  10  be  bom  of  a  family  BO(ed  lor  its  longevity, 
and  to  be  a>>le  (o  look  forward  to  a  long,  happy  life.  His 
life's  work  was  completed.  He  has  been  declining  of  late 
years.  There  was  nothing  new  or  ortt>inal  in  his  writings  or 
sayings.  He  realized  it  himself.  Bui  still  he  was  bright  as 
ever.  Dr.  Holmes  had  a  great  love  for  Harvard.  It  was 
intense  and  natural.  He  did  Harvard  an  immense  service 
as  a  praclical  piolessor  of  medicine,  and  likewise  as  one  of 
the  foremost  literary  men  of  the  day,  I  feel  that  I  can  say 
nothing  (urther  in  appreciation  of  a  man  whom  I  admired 
and  loved.     1  know  that  his  memory  will  always  live.

FROM  THE  GERMAN  CAPITAL. 

Berlin,  October,  1891, 
The  faculty  of  the  great  Berlin  University  is  so 
numerous  a  body  and  is  composed  so  largely  of  men 
advanced  in  years,  that  in  the  course  of  nature  its 
ranks  must  annually  be  more  or  less  thinned  by 
death.  But  never  before  has  it  been  called  upon  lo 
mourn  Ihe  loss,  within  twenty-four  hours,  of  two 
such  exceptionally  eminent  men  as  Hermann  von 
Helmholti  and  Heinrich  Brugsch.  The  former  died 
on  the  afternoon  of  Saturday,  the  8th  of  September, 
and  the  latter  in  the  early  morning  hours  of  Sunday, 
the  9th. 

Prof.  Bnigscb  Pasha,  whose  distinguished  scrvicts 
to  the  Khedive  «nd  to  his  realm  won  for  him  the 
popular  title  of  "  The  Father  of  Goodness,"  had  no 
living  superior  as  an  Egyptologist ;  and  he  brought 
to  the  aid  of  his  favorite  pursuit  a  comprehensive 
acquaintance  with  the  cognate  branches  of  knowl- 
edge. He  was  an  accomplished  raconUur..  and  a 
ready  and  facile  writer,  who  divested  his  subject  of 
mere  technicalities,  and  infused  into  his  lectures  and 
treatises  a  life  and  reality  which  seemed  to  transplant 
his  auditors  from  the  dull  present  into  the  brilliant 
past  of  three  or  four  milleniums  ago.  He  was  an 
indafatigable  explorer,  and  a  practised  linguist.  He 
had  made  two  visits  to  Persia,  and  one  to  America, 
during  which  he  spent  considerable  time  in  Philadel- 
phia; and  he  may  thus  be  said  to  have  been 
acquainted  with  the  four  chief  sections  of  the  globe. 
It  was  in  the  mephitic  atmosphere  of  a  newly  opened 
tomb,  which  he  examined  on  his  last  visit  to  Egypt 
about  a  year  since,  that  he  contracted  the  disease 
which  finally  proved  fatal. 

Of  the  multifarious  activities  of  Prof,  von  Helm- 
hold,  this  is  no  place  to  speak ;  a  mere  recital  ot 
them  would  fill  pages.  Taken  for  all  in  all,  he  was 
probably  the  foremost  scientist  of  the  age.  His 
wonder-working  invention  of  the  ophthalmoscope  has 
saved  thousands  upon  thousands  from  the  blighting 
night  of  blindness;  and  his  great  work  entitled 
Tonimp/indungen,  or  '■  Perceptions  of  Sound," 
together  with  his  researches  into  the  mechanism  ol 
the  human  voice,  has  exercised  a  widespread  and 
potent  influence  on  the  manifold  modulations  of 
melody  and  the  development  of  harmonic  combina- 
tions. He  found  his  chief  relaxation  in  hearing  the 
highest  order  of  music,  and  his  massive  head  and 
broad  brow  might  almost  always  be  seen  in  one  of 
the  front  rows  of  the  SmgakadtmU,  at  the  famous 
string- quartette  concerts  of  Profs,  Joachim  and 
de  Ahna,  to  which  he  listened  with  the  keenest 
enjoyment.  Instances  might  be  indefinitely  multi- 
plied in  which  a  love  for  music  has  gone  hand-in- 
hand  with  eminent  scientific  ability,  but  with  Prof, 
von  Heimhlotz  it  was  a^iUJiDo/  perhaps  because  his 
investigations  had  led  him  to  look  upon  music  ss  a 
science,  even  more  than  as  an  art.  He  could  analyse 
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every  chord,  aad  pass  an  unerring  judgment  on  every 
harmonic  progression.  If  he  could  have  found  lime 
to  devote  himself  to  such  work,  he  might  have  been 
among  the  first  of  musical  critics,  as  his  friend  the  late 
Dr.  Billroth,  the  distinguished  Professor  of  Surgery 
at  the  Univenily  of  Vienna,  actually  was  for  some 
jean,  until  the  demands  upon  his  time  forced  him  to 
give  up  this  mode  of  recreation.  The  death  of  Prof, 
von  Helmholti  not  only  extinguished  one  of  the 
brightest  lights  of  science,  but  is  felt  by  vast  numbers, 
whom  his  researches  have  benefited,  as  a  personal 
loss.  As  the  Kaiser  said  in  his  telegram  of  condolence 
to  the  bereaved  widow,  not  only  the  nation  and  its 
King,  but  the  world,  mourns  with  her. 

Allusion  was  made  in  a  former  lettet  to  the  Kaiser's 
love  for  music,  and  to  his  ability  as  a  composer,  as 
evinced  by  his  "  Hymn  to  Acgir."  Since  then  he  has 
given  a  new  proof  of  his  capacity  in  a  cantata  dedi- 
cated to  his  charming  friend  and  ally,  Queen  Marg- 
heriia,  who,  as  the  late  Hon.  Geoi^e  P.  Marsh,  then 
our  Miuister  to  Italy,  and  a  thoroughly  competent 
judge,  once  assured  me,  is  herself  a  poet  and  musi- 
cian of  no  mean  rank  ;  and  she  is  so  delighted  with  it 
(hat  she  has  written  an  autograph  letter  to  the 
Emperor,  expressing  her  high  appredation  of  the 
beauty  of  the  work,  and  requesting  permission  to 
publish  it.  The  Kaiser  is  but  following  the  traditions 
of  his  bouse,  at  least  from  the  time  of  Frederic  the 
Great,  who,  it  will  be  remembered,  was  a  skillful 
violinist ;  but  it  is  remarkable  that  in  the  midst  of  all 
bis  duties  and  occupations,  political,  executive,  and 
ceremonial,  he  should  find  time  to  devote  to  such 
pursuits.  The  "  Hymn  to  Aegir,"  of  which  the  Kaiser 
wrote  both  text  and  score,  has  been  translated  into 
English  by  "  a  member  of  the  Royal  Family,''  very 
probably  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh,  now  of  Saxe 
Cobuc^  Gotha,  whose  musical  proclivities  are  well 
known.  The  Kaiser's  choice  of  a  subject  is  easily 
explained  on  the  ground  that  Aegir  is  in  a  certain 
sense  the  Neptune  of  the  Norse  mythology  ;  a  bene- 
ficent deity,  who  presides  over  a  quiet  sea.  His  con- 
sort Ran,  on  the  contrary,  is  a  malevolent  syren  who 
spreads  her  nets  to  catch  seafarers,  and  weaves  webs 
to  impede  the  progress  of  ships.  Ran,  in  other  words, 
is  the  dinging  and  sometimes  almost  impenetrable 
sea  weed.  The  theme  was  doubtless  suggested  by 
the  Kaiser's  annual  summer  excursions  to  the  pictur- 
esque coast  of  Norway,  and  wrought  out  on  board  his 
splendid  yacht,  the  "  Hohenzo'lern,"  amid  the  very 
scenes  in  which  Aegir's  beneficent  power  is  most 
strikingly  displayed.  The  work  is  to  be  performed 
for  the  first  time  in  public  at  a  m^ttin^e  in  the  Royal 
Opera  House,  on  the  iStb  of  this  month. 

Dr.  Carl  RinghofTer,  a  well-known  publicist  of  Ber- 
lin, has  jjst  completed  and  is  about  to  publish  a  work 
entitled  "Count  Christian  Gunt her  von  Bernstorff  and 
the  for^gn  policy  of  Prussia,  from  1820  to  1830." 
From  a  diplomatic  point  of  view  this  is  one  of  the 
moat  interesting    decades  of  the    present   century, 
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embracing  the  accession  of  the  Tsar  Nicholas,  the 
administrations  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington  in  Eng- 
land and  of  Count  Nesselrode  in  Russia,  and  the 
manifold  activities  of  the  versatile  Greek  statesman, 
Count  Capo  d'Istria,  with  reference  to  the  then  threat- 
ened conflict  between  Russia  and  Turkey  for  the 
possession  of  Constantinople.  The  work  has  been 
the  labor  of  years,  and  has  beer,  compiled  from 
original  and  hitherto  unpublished  documents  in  the 
State  archives,  which  will  appear  in  a  supplementary 
volume.  The  clear  and  lucid  style  which  Dr.  Ring, 
hoffer  has  displayed  in  his  previous  writings,  and  the 
general  importance  of  the  subject,  warrant  the 
expectation  that  the  interest  which  the  work  will 
excite,  will  not  be  confined  to  German  readers. 

Garibaldi's  daughter,  Signora  Teresa  Canzio,  is 
engaged  upon  a  book  descriptive  of  her  father's 
family  life.  It  will  appear  under  the  title  "  Za  vtYa 
intima  di  Garibaldi"  and  may  be  expected  about 
Christmas.  It  will  form  an  appropriate  pendant  to 
Signor  Crispi's  brochure  on  the  Conquest  of  Sicily, 
which  was  mentioned  in  a  former  letter. 

A  comprehensive  work,  now  in  course  of  publica- 
tion, is  entitled  "  Woman's  Stru^le  lor  Existence  in 
Modem  Life"  {Dtr  Exislenziampf  der Frau  in  mod- 
emen  Ltben ;  Tandler,  Berlin).  The  first  part, 
"Woman  in  the  Service  of  the  State,"  by  Gustav 
Dahms,  the  general  editor,  has  just  appeared,  and 
has  found  a  ready  sale.  It  notes  the  remarkable  fact 
that  while  three  of  the  rulers  of  Europe, — the  Queen 
of  England,  and  the  Queens  Regent  of  Holland  and 
Spain, — have  d-splayed  capacities  which  put  them 
quite  on  a  level  with  their  masculine  contemporaries 
on  European  thrones,  neither  of  them,  if  she  had  not 
been  called  to  the  very  first  place  in  the  government, 
could  have  obtained  even  the  lowest  employment  in 
the  administrative  service  of  her  country.  This  con- 
crete instance  appeals  to  the  mind  more  powerfully 
than  volumes  of  abstract  discussion.  Does  our  pres- 
ent system  of  exdusion  really  deprive  us  of  the  ser- 
vices of  what  is,  on  the  whole,  by  far  the  better  half 
of  humanity  P  This  volume  is  to  be  followed  by 
"Woman's  Work  in  the  Theatre,"  by  Dr.  Paul 
Schlenther,  the  dramatic  critic  of  the  Vossiscke  Zeil- 
ung,  and  by  other  treatises  on  the  various  branches  of 
feminine  activity,  of  which  1  reserve  a  notice  until 
they  shall  have  appeared. 

It  may  seem  superfluous  to  refer  again  to  the 
Kanvtrsations  Lexikon  of  Brockhaus ;  but  the 
eleventh  volume,  which  has  Just  appeared,  is 
especially  attractive.  One  of  its  most  interesting 
features  is  the  reproduction  of  Raphael  Morghen's 
well-known  copper-plate  of  Leonardo  da  Vinci's 
masterpiece,  the  Ctnacolo,  or  "  Last  Supper,"  in 
conjunction  with  a  phototype,  on  semi-transparent 
paper,  of  its  present  condition,  so  nicely  adjusted  that 
when  it  is  laid  over  the  engraving  the  figures  corres- 
pond. As  poor  old  Wycherley  said  of  himself  on 
viewing  one  of  his  youthful  portraits,   "  Quantum 
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mutatus  aS  illo  /"  It  is  an  evideoce  of  the  care  with 
which  the  work  is  brought  down  to  date  that  the 
article  on  Lyons  mentions  the  murder  of  President 
Carnot  in  that  city  on  the  34th  of  June  last.  Thereis 
a  rich  variety  of  articles  on  Light  and  Photography, 
Locomotives,  Loniion,  Lisbon,  Madrid,  Madagascar, 
Majolica,  Miniatures,  etc.,  and  a  wonderful  wealth  of 
maps,  plans,  and  illustrations.  The  work  approaches 
its  completion,  five  volumes  only  remain  to  be  issued. 
The  current  edition  of  Meyer's  Lexikon,  which  is 
somewhat  more  technical  than  that  of  Brockhaus,  has 
reached  its  sixth  volume.  Vernon. 

TO  SEARCH  FOR  LOST  MSS. 
The  recent  order  of  the  Ciar  to  search  the  sub- 
terranean halls  and  rooms  of  the  great  Kremlin,  at 
Moscow,  for  hidden  treasures,  has  aroused  great 
interest,  not  only  in  Russia,  but  throughout  the 
civilized  world.  The  prime  reason  for  the  order  is 
the  belief  that  in  some  far-away  cell  is  hidden  the 
famous  library  of  Ivan  IV.,  surnamed  the  Terrible. 
Ivan  was  the  Louis  XL  of  Russia.  It  is  known  that 
the  famous  ruler  devoted  the  little  leisure  left  him  * 
by  war  and  politics  to  collecting  Greek  and  Latin 
manuscripts,  and  it  is  believed  that  more  than  eight 
hundred  of  these  precious  documents  are  concealed 
in  some  underground  cavern  of  the  palace,  in  which 
be  passed  much  of  his  time.  Among  the  treasures 
are  supposed  to  be  not  only  manuscripts  of  Cicero, 
Casxr,  Tacitus,  and  the  Greek  writers,  but  documents 
relating  to  the  history  of  Russia,  testaments  of  ancient 
Russian  princes,  and  papers  left  by  the  Mongolian 
Khans,  who  once  held  sway  within  its  walls.

MUDIE'S,  LONDON. 
Good  Words  for  October  has  an  illustrated  article  by 
Mr.  W,  C.  Preston  on  Mudie's  Library.  At  the 
outset  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  Mudie's  means 
something  very  much  more  than  a  huge  circulating 
library.  In  that  respect  it  is  undoubtedly  the  first 
in  the  world,  both  in  magnitude  and  in  the  cir- 
cumstance that  it  was  the  pioneer  of  all  the  rest. 
But  its  fame  as  a  library  has  somewhat  obscured  its 
importance  as  an  immense  bookselling  house,  whose 
transactions  are  on  such  a  scale  and  cover  so  wide  an 
area  that  they  would  suffice,  apart  from  anything  else, 
to  make  it  known  in  every  quarter  of  the  globe.  In 
bookbinding  also  it  takes  rank  amongst  the  foremost 
houses  in  the  country. 

Mudie  sends  a  large  number  of  books  abroad. 
After  describing  the  foreign,  the  bookbinding  and 
other  departments,  Mr.  Preston  goes  on  ;  Branches 
now  exist  in  Queen  Victoria  Street,  E,  C,  Brompton 
Road,  S.  W.,  and  in  Manchester.  The  number  of 
volumes  in  circulation  is,  in  round  numbers,  about 
three  and  a  half  millions.  The  monthly  postage  of 
the  library  comprises  8,000  letters,  3,000  English  and 


foreign  packets  and  papers,  and  about  2;,ooo  Englidi 
and  foreign  circulars ;  and  the  written  communica- 
tions by  letter,  postcard,  etc.,  received  daily  number 
not  far  from  1,000.  The  staff  required  for  carrying 
00  the  work  of  the  various  departments  numbers 
altogether  2^4,  of  whom  76  (men  and  women)  are 
employed  in  bookbinding  (increased  lo  85  in  winter), 
and  17S  are  absorbed  by  the  Uhrary.  Many  of  these 
are  very  old  servants  whose  recollections  go  back  ta 
the  day  of  small  things,  and  whose  reminiscences  ii 
is  most  interesting  to  Ibten  to.  One  who  has  charge 
of  the  department  for  the  deli>  ery  of  books  in  London 
and  the  suburbs  tells  how  he  remembers  the  occasion, 
some  forty  years  ago,  on  which  the  parcels  for  the 
day  first  reached  a  round  hundred,  and  so  caused 
almost  a  sensation  among  the  small  staff  then  em- 
ployed, and  now  the  despatch  in  the  company's  vans 
of  from  1,000  to  1,200  parcels,  representing  5.000  or 
6,000  volumes,  in  one  day,  is  by  no  means  unusuaL 

THE  SEVEN  BIBLES  OF  THE  WORLD. 
The  seven  Bibles  of  the  world  are  the  Koran  of  the 
Mohammedan,  the  Tri  Pitikes  of  the  Buddhists,  the 
Five  Kings  of  the  Chinese,  the  Three  Vedas  of 
the  Hindus,  the  Zendavesta  of  the  Persians,  the  Eddas 
of  the  Scandinavians  and  the  Scriptures  of  the  Chris- 
tian. The  Koran  is  the  most  recent  of  all,  dating 
from  about  the  seventh  century  after  Christ.  It  is  a 
compound  of  quotations  from  both  the  Old  and  New 
TesUments  and  from  the  Talmud.  The  Tri  Pitikes 
contain  sublime  morals  and  pure  aspirations.  Their 
author  lived  and  died  in  the  sixth  century  before 
Christ.  The  sacred  writings  of  the  Chinese  are  called 
the  Five  Kings,  the  word  "kings"  meaning  web 
of  cloth.  From  this  it  is  presumed  they  were  origi- 
nally written  on  five  rolls  of  cloth.  They  contain 
wise  sayings  from  the  sages  on  the  duties  of  life,  but 
they  cannot  be  traced  further  back  than  the  eleventh 
century  before  our  era.  The  Vedas  are  the  most 
ancient  books  in  the  language  of  the  Hindus,  but 
they  do  not,  according  to  late  commentators,  ante- 
date the  twelfth  century  before  the  Christian  era. 
The  Zendavesta  of  the  Persians,  next  to  our  Bible,  is 
reckoned  among  scholars  as  being  the  greatest  and 
most  learned  of  the  sacred  writings.  Zoroaster,  whose 
sayings  it  contains,  lived  and  worked  in  the  twelfth 
century  before  Christ.  Moses  lived  and  wrote  the 
Pentateuch  fifteen  hundred  years  before  the  birth 
of  Christ ;  therefore  that  portion  of  our  Bible  is  at 
least  three  hundred  years  older  than  the  most  ancient 
of  other  sacred  writings.  The  Eddas,  a  semi-sacred 
work  of  the  Scandinavians,  was  given  to  the  world 
in  the  fourteenth  century.

Messrs.  Macmillan  &.  Co.  publish  "  A  New  and 
Complete  Concordance,  or  Verbal  Index,  to  Words, 
Ptirases,  and  Passages  in  the  Dramatic  Worlcs  of 
Shakespeare,  with  a  Supplementary  Concordance  to 
the  Poems,"*  by  John  Bartlett,  A.  M.,  Fellow  of  the 
American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  "  The 
Concordance  "  is  a  large  quarto  volume,  containing 
almost  two  thousand  pages,  closely  though  plainly 
set  in  small  type.  As  an  exhibition  of  patient  indus- 
try and  scholarship  it  probably  has  not  been  exceeded 
in  this  country.  Mr.  John  Barllett  is  of  course  known 
the  world  over  by  his  "  Familiar  Quotations,"  of 
which  the  ninth  revised  edition,  representing  many 
thousands  of  copies  sold,  was  published  in    1S91. 


by  Messrs.  Macmillan,  in  1891,  necessitated  a  certain 
amount  of  additional  work  on  the  now  finished 
Concordance.  One  important  feature  in  the  book  is 
its  reference  to  Shakespeare's  text  not  only  by  act  and 
scene,  6ul  also  by  Hm,  according  to  the  numbering  ot 
the  Globe  edition,  which  puts  the  reader's  finger 
upon  the  spot  itself.

The  work," 
he  adds,  "is  made  more  nearly  complete  by  the 
inclusion  of  select  examples  of  certain  auxiliary  verbs, 
of  various  adjectives  in  common  use,  and  of  pro- 
nouns, prepositions,  interjections,  and  conjunctions."

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There  has  been  no  figure  more  familiar  than  his  in 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  for  half  a  century.  He 
was  bom  in  Plymouth  in  1820,  removing  to  Cam- 
bridge and  entering  the  publishing  business  about 
1836.  He  succeeded  to  the  management  of  his  firm 
in  1849,  ^"d  held  this  position  for  ten  years.  Mr. 
Bartlett  served  in  the  United  States  Navy  during  the 
Civil  War,  and  afterwards  became  connected  with 
the  linn  of  Messrs.  Little,  Brown  &  Co.,  reaching 
the  senior  partnership  in  1878.  He  took  up  his  work 
on  the  Concordance  shortly  after  the  publication  of 
the  Globe  edition  of  Shakespeare,  in  1S75,  the  first 
cheap  complete  edition  of  the  dramatist.  He  has 
steadily  worked  on  it  during  most  of  the  daylight 
hours  ever  since.  The  appearance  of  the  revised 
edition  of  the  Globe   Shakespeare,  still    published 
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=Mr.  Eugene  Field  is  engaged  in  preparing  for 
publication  another  volume  of  bis  poems,  to  be 
entitled  "  Love  Songs  of  Childhood,"  a  kind  of  suc- 
cessor to  "With  Trumpet  and  Drum."  Mr.  Field 
contemplates  issuing,  in  advance,  a  limited  edition, 
printed  with  new  type  on  hand-made  paper,  and 
carefully  illustrated.  In  his  column  of  "Sharps  and 
Flats"  in  the  Recard,  Mr.  Field  recently  took  occa- 
sion to  reply  to  a, correspondent  from  the  wilds  of 
Indiana,  who  was  desirous  of  achieving  culture.  In 
the  furtherance  of  this  laudable  ambition,  he  wrote  to 
the  editor,  to  ask  if  he  would  "  name  a  few  works 
which  it  might  be  best  to  obtain  to  form  the  nucleus 
of  a  library,  costing  from  f  100  to  fzoo,  and  com- 
prising history,  biography,  travel,  fiction,  poetry,  the 
drama,  literature,  ancient  and  modern,  and  books  of 
reference."  Nothing  daunted  by  this  modest  request, 
Mr.  Field  replies  in  a  thoroughly  original  and  char- 
acteristic fashion.  He  finds  the  task  a  hard  one, 
because  of  the  limited  expenditure,  saying  that 
"good  books  cost  much  money ;  poor  books  are  not 
worth  having.''  He  then  dismisses  all  history, 
biography  and  travel  with  the  remark,  "So-called 
universal  histories  can  be  bought  very  cheap,  and  so 
can  dictionaries  of  biography ;  the  only  book  of  travel 
we  would  care  to  purchase  is  Banyan's  '  Pilgrim's 
Progress.' "     The  library  as  selected  is  as  follows :

It  is  undeniable  that  M.  ZoU  has  given  us  in  "  Lour- 
des"  a"human  document "  of  great  value.  Whal- 
-ever  his  faults,  he  is  certainly  conscientious  and 
painstaking,  and  this  study  of  the  emotional  side  of 
religion  is  a  monument  of  patient  research  and  close 
-observation.  He  has  chosen  the  narrative  form, 
and  the  novel  he  has  woven  around  the  little  town 
where  miracles  arc  wrought  is  a  model  of  construc- 
tion. The  five  days  of  the  pilgrimage,  during  which 
the  heroine  is    cured,  give  ample    opportunity  for

superb  description— pictures  of  hopeless  suffering 
And  of  religious  exaltation,  of  masses  of  incurables  ; 
of  the  humblest,  the  poorest  and  the  unhappiest  of 
mankind  turning  to  the  Unknowable  with  confident 
expectation.  Some  of  these  descriptions  are  horrible 
— especially  those  of  the  train,  with  its  revolting  sick, 
and  of  the  hospital — but  every  detail,  however  re- 
pulsive, aids  in  perfecting  a  picture  of  human  suffer- 
ing th»t  haunts  the  mind. 

Zola  has  chosen  a  doubting  priest  as  the  vehicle 
for  his  observations,  and  this  young  man,  tortured  by 
his  doubts,  accompanies  the  pilgrims,  and  tells  to 
them,  in  that  wagon  filled  with  plaints  and  groans 
the  story  of  the  Virgin's  appearance  to  Bernadette 
Soubirous,  as  it  is  told  in  Catholic  leaflets,  his  thoughts 
accompanying  the  simple  tile  with  the  commentary 
«f  modern  scientific  investigation.     For  he  has  studied 
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the  subject  for  many  years,  and  has  gathered  all  the 
light  thrown  upon  it  by  modem  medicine  and  ibe 
students  of  psychology.     He  knows  that  the  cure  of 
the  young  girl  whom  he  accompanies  was  predicted 
by  a  physician,  and  understands  the  grounds  whereon 
that  prophecy  is  based.    Zola  presents,  throughout  the 
story,  these  two  views  side  by  side — the  Catholic  belief 
in  miracles,  and  their  explanation  by  unbelieving  sci- 
entists.    The  chapter  wherein  the  priest  begins  the 
story  of  the  Virgin's  appearances  at  Lourdes  justifies 
Mr.  Lang's  claim  that  Zola  is  a  romanticist ;  it  is  filled 
with  mystic  poetry — the  song  of  hope  that  never  for- 
sakes for  long  the  most  miserable  among  us.    He 
tells  the  story  of  Lourdes  from  the  beginning;  the 
attempts  of  the  Imperial  government  to  suppress  the 
movement,  the  fear  of  the  Church  to  commit  itself, 
the  final  triumph  of  Bernadette  and  of  the  sufTering 
poor  who  refused  to  give  up  this  new  hope 
of  happiness  and  peace  on  eaitb.    He  tells, 
also,  of  the  erection  of  the  basilica  over  the 
grotto,  and   of  the  unceasing   flow  of  gold 
from  the  four  corners  of  the  planet;  betakes 
the  reader  to  the  place  where  the   health 
giving  water  is  bottled  without  ceremony  or 
respect,  and  into  the  temple  and  the  market- 
place where  traffic  is  made  of  things  that 
are  holy.     And  in   contrast  with  this  he 
shows  the  endless  processions,  going  up,  day 
after  day,  year  after  year,  whh  the  hope  ot 
obtaining  by  divine  grace  what  the  princes 
of  science  have  been  unable  to  give.    Then, 
too,  come  the  lassitude  and  despair  when  all 
*  is  over  and  the  invocations  have  proved 
in  vain  ,  but  hope  defeats  this  doubt,  and  the 
pilgrims  return  to  their  homes,  singing,  con- 
u  fident  that  the  supreme  blessing  will  surely 
?  come  at  last.    Zola  pronounces  no  opinion. 
r  As  has  been  said,  he  places  side  by  side  the 
orthodox  Catholic  and  the  modem  scientific 
theory.     That  wonderful    cures    have  oc- 
curred is  beyond  doubt,  and  he  indicates 
'*"■       the  mysteries  of  the  nervous  system  that 
medicine  begins  but  now  to  understand  ;  he  shows 
the  sordid  side  of  Lourdes,  which  sprang  into  life 
with  the  unceasing  influx  of  money,  and  he  speculates 
with  interest  as  to  Ibe  duration  of  the  popularity  of 
this  place  of  pilgrimage,  which  requires  constantly 
new  miracles  to  continue  Its  preeminence  as  a  source 
of  grace.    The  book  contains  a  summary  history  of 
Lourdes,  compiled  from  all  available  sources,  and 
adds   a    great  deal  of   valuable   information   to  our 
knowledge  of  the  emotional  element  in  religion,  and 
of  its  powerful  effect  upon  the    ignorant   and    the 
suffering.

Here  we  have  the  autobiography  of  a  w 
for  forty  years  has  associated  with  brigh 
women  while    busily  engaged   as  authoi 
journalist,  reformer,  philanthropist,  and  i 
Having   finished  her  work  and  gone  intc 
ment,  where  she  may  spend  quietly  her 
remaining  years,  it  has  pleased  her  to 
make  a  review  of  her  life.    It  has  been 
an  interesting  life  to  live,  and  she  hopes 
that  the  record  of  it  may  not  prove  too 
dull  to  read.     "  I  have  tried,"  she  says, 
'to  make  it  the  true  and  complete  his- 
tory of   a  woman's    eitistence  as   seen 
from  within ;    a  real  life,  which  he  who  . 
reads  make  take  as  fairly  representing 
the  joys,    sorrows,    and    interests,    the 
powers  and  limitations,  of  one  of  my 
sex  and  class  in  the  era  which  is  now 
drawing  to  a  close.''     Miss  Cobbe  need 
not  fear  that  her  readers  will  find  her 
story  dull,  for  it  is  a  vigorous  and  viva- 
cious narrative  of  an  active,  useful,  and 
deddcdly  unique  career.     There  is  in 
it,  too,  a    lot  of  what  she  calls  "old 
woman  gossip  "  about  celebrated  persons 
she  has  met,  but  this  is  instructive  and 
vastly  entertaining. 

Miss  Cobbe's  early  years  were  spent 
in  Ireland.    She  managed  her  father': 


estate  afier  her  mother's  death,  and  did  not  go  out 
into  the  world  until  she  had  passed  her  thirty-fifth 
year.  She  was  taught  by  governesses  until  she  was 
fourteen,  and  then  was  sent  to  an  "  outrageously 
expensive"  school  at  Brighton,  which,  according 
to  her  description,  was  more  an  institution  for  teaching 
girls  good  manners  and  providing  them  with  sociat 
accomplishments  than  for  furnishing  their  minds  with 
knowledge. 

Miss  Cobbe  returned  to  Ireland,  after  two  years 
spent  in  the  school  at  Brighton,  overwhelmed  with  a 
sense  of  her  own  ignorance,  and  began  almost  im- 
mediately to  read  such  works  as  it  seemed  to  her 
were  best  fitted  to  give  her  the  knowledge  she  craved 
about  many  things.  Her  attention  soon  was  attracted 
to  religion,  and  for  four  years  she  read  and  thought 
and  worried.  It  all  ended  with  her  becoming  a 
theist.  Her  father  was  shocked  at  this  outcome,  and 
was  more  or  less  miserable  as  long  as  he  lived  on 
account  of  his  daughter's  heterodoxy.  It  was  through 
respect  for  her  father's  feelings  on  this  point  that  Miss 
Cobbe  issued  anonymously  her  first  book,  entitled 
"  Essay  on  the  Theory  of  Intuitive  Morals."  William 
Longman  was  the  publisher.  "When  I  opened  my 
affair   to    Mr.  Longman,"  says    Miss  Cobbe.    "he 
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politely  veiled  a  smile  and  adopted  a  voice  of  friendly 
dissuasion  from  my  enterprise,  looking,  no  doubl,  on 
a  young  lady  (as  1  still  was,  being  in  my  thirty-tiiitd 
year)  as  a  very  unpromising  author  for  a  treatise  on 
Kantian  ethics.  My  spirits  rose  with  the  challenge. 
I  poured  out  for  some  minutes  much  that  I  had  been 
thinking  over  for  years,  and  as  I  paused  at  last,  Mr. 
Longman,  said,  briefly,  but  decidedly :  '  I'll  publish 
your  book.' " 

The  critics  assumed  that  a  man  had  written  the 
book.  The  authoress  was  greatly  amused  as  she 
read  such  things  as  these:  "  It  is  a  noble  perform- 
ance, the  work  of  a  masculine  and  lofty  mind." 


in  Ireland  was  of  a  sort  to  stimulate  interest  in  her 
fellow-creatures.  She  saw  poverty  among  hfr  father's 
tenants,  and  ministered  to  those  who  suffered  through 
it.  From  this  exercise  of  her  charitable  instincts 
sprang  the  tendency  which  carried  her  into  the 
important  works  of  her  later  life.

But  it  was  through  her  work  as  a  member  of  the 
Anti- Vivisection  Society  that  Miss  Cobbe  achieved 
the  greatest  amount  of  popular  fame.  For  twenty 
years  she  worked  In  that  society,  and,  though  she  has 
not  yet  seen  what  she  hoped  to  see  when  she  started 
in,  she  takes  pleasure  in  the  knowledge  that  the 
society  she  founded  has  aroused  in  England  and 
elsewhere  a  friendly  interest  in  the  weltare  of  dumb 
animals  which  is  producing  practical  results. 

In  discussing  the  various  phases  of  her  life,  Miu 
Cobbe  indulges  in  reminiscences  of  many  celebrated 
persons.  Theodore  Parker,  whom  she  greatly  ad- 
mired, and  with  whom  she  had  corresponded,  she  saw 
first  m  Rome;  when  he  was  on  his  death-bed.  She 
describes  with  a  great  deal  of  feeling  the  ceremony  of 
hb  burial,  in  which  she  participated.  Browning  she 
knew  before  be  became  a  great  poet.  Charles 
Kingsley,  John  Stuart  Mill.  Bright,  Matthew  Arnold, 
Darwin,  Dean  Stanley,  and  Tyndall  were  among  her 
N.   y.  Titturs. 


"His  treatment  of  morals  is  often  both  true  and 
beautiful."  "  He  writes  gravely,  not  defiantly,  as 
befits  a  man  giving  utterance  to  thoughts  which  he 
knows  will  be  generally  regarded  as  impious." 

Though  Miss  Cobbe  has  continued  all  her  life  to 
write  on  ethical  topics,  and  has,  through  her  inclina- 
tion toward  moral  philosophy,  been  thrown  into 
relations  of  intimacy  with  all  the  great  men  and 
women  of  similar  tastes  who  have  lived  in  England 
in  her  day,  she  doubtless  has  attracted  more  attention 
to  herself  by  her  practical  philanthropy  and  her  con- 
nection with  a  movement  for  the  benefit  of  dumb 
animals  than  by  anything  she  has  written.     Her  life

There  is  probably  no  one  living  who  could  edit  better 
the  letters  of  Henry  D.  Thorcau  than  his  companion 
and  friend,  Frank  B.  Sanoom.  It  is  curious  that  in 
the  forty-five  years  of  his  lifetime  Thoreau  was  able 
to  have  published  only  two  volumes  of  his  works, 
and  yet,  in  the  thirty-two  years  since  his  death,  ten 
volumes  have  readily  found  publishers,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  biographies.  But  the  Letters  which  Emerson 
collected  some  thirty  years  ago  showed,  as  one  might 
expect  and  as  Mr.  Sanborn  points  out,  only  one  side 
of  the  poet- philosopher's  character.  Mr.  Sanborn 
has  gone  further.  He  has  given  us  an  insight  into 
the  interesting,  open-hearted  home  life  of  the  man, 
has  shown  us  the  lighter  side  of  his  nature,  when  he 
could  write  in  chatty  mood  of  domestic  trials  and 
comforts,  and  when  he  did  not  hesitate,  even,  to  joke 
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and  to  make  puns  as  the  spirit  moved  him.    ''  The 
librarian,  of  the  Society  Library,  who  has  lately  been 
to  Cambridge  to  learn  liberality  and  has  come  back 
to  let  me  Uke  out  some  un-lake-out-able  books,"  is 
only  a  little  illustration  of  the  light  touch  Thoreau 
could  putinto  the  letters  to  his  mother  in  18+3.   Even 
to  Emerson  he  would  write  in  a.  double   mood.     ''  1 
have  stolen  one  of  your  old  sheets  to  write  you  a 
letter  upon,  and  I  hope  by  the  two  layers  of  ink  to 
turn  it  into  a  comforter  "  is  the  bright  way  in  which  he 
begins  a  letter  from  Concord  to  [he  sage,  then 
in  Mew  York,  and  a  couple  of  psges  run  on 
with  vivacious  gossip  of  ihe  baby  jabbering  a 
langtiage  of  her  own  and  playing  games  on 
the  carpet  to  the  delight  of  grand-mamma  and 
namtna.    And  yet,  in  the  midst  of  this  lively 
description,  he  inserts  Ihe  "Query:  What  he- 
coma  of  the  answers  Edith  thinks  and  can- 
not express.     She   really  gives  you    glances 
which  are  before  this  world  was.    You  cannot 
feel  any  difference  of  age  except  that  you  have 
longer  legs  and  arms."      Holding  this  same 
letter  for  two  days,  he  adds  another  sectian> 
of  deep  philosophical  character,  in  remarkable 
contrast  to  what  went  before. 

It  is  said  that  Thoreau  in  his  later  years 
rubbed  out  the  more  humorous  parts  of  his 
essays,  but,  most  assuredly,  Mr.  Sanborn  has 
done  wise  in  retaining  these  quaint  touches  of 
chAncter.  writing  that  show  us  clearly  the  man 
beneath  the  sage.  His  strict  adherence  to  the 
duties  of  courtesy  could  be  made  in  no  way 
more  apparent  than  in  the  last  letter  this  book 
contains,  wherein  Thoreau  writes,  through  his 
sister's  hand,  a  few  weeks  before  his  death,  a 
pleasant  answer  to  an  unknown  correspondent, 
Myron  B.  Benton  of  Leedsville,  N.  Y.  "  1 
have  intended  to  answer  before  I  died,"  Tho- 
reau says,  showing  that  he  knew  fully  his  con- 
dition ;  and  yet,  at  the  end  he  writes  : — "  1 
may  add  that  I  am  enjoying  existence  as 
much  as  ever  and  regret  nothing."

FROUDE'S  "ERASMUS." 
Life  and  Lbtteb.s  of  Erasmus.  Leciuies 
delivered  at   Oxford,  1393.4.     By  J.  A.

The  lectures  which  were  delivered  at 
Oxford  in  the  course  of  1S93-4  by  Mr. 
Froude,  as  Regius  Pro^ssor  of  Modern 
History,  had  for  their  principil  object 
to  describe  the  state  of  Europe  in  the  age 
immediately  preceding  ihe  Reformation, 
and  there  was  no  more  effective  way 
that  Prof.  Froude  could  find  to  make 
the  description  complete  and  vividf  than 
to  translate  the  correspondence  of  Eras- 
mus. The  idea  was  a  brilliant  one,  and 
it  is  surprising  that  it  had  not  occurred 
before,  since  Erasmus  is  remarkable 
among  the  great  men  of  all  times  who 
had  the  power  to  stimulate  enthusiasm, 
and  to  provoke  passionate  study  without 
surrendering  himself  to  its  magic.  His 
time  was  reflected  in  him,  placidly,  as  in 
a  crystal  brook. 

Erasmus  was  bom  in  Rotterdam  in 
1476,  The  great  work  of  his  life  was 
his  translation  of  the  New  Testament 
copies  of  the  Gospels  were  rare, 
libraries  and  studied  only  by 
professional  theologians.  Erasmus  had  undertaken 
to  give  the  book  to  the  whole  world  to  read 
for  itself  in  a  Latin  translation.  The  effort  was  a 
spiritual  earthquake.  Never  was  a  volume  more  pas- 
sionately devoured.  A  hundred  thousand  copies 
were  sold  in  France  alone,  whilst  on  all  sides,  from 
pulpit  and  platform,  denunciations  were  hurled 
against  the  bold  translator.  It  was  the  first  great 
step  to  the  Reformation,    The  work  was  immensely 
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appTcckted  in  Holland,  where  the  country  bestowed 
a  pension  upon  its  most  distinguished  representative. 
And  yet  Erasmus  was  anything  but  the  ideal  reformer. 
When  Luther  commenced  his  cnisade  Erasmus  was 
not  with  him.  He  shrunk  from  the  fiery  combat  and 
teemed  rather  inclined  lo  do  what  is  popularly  known 
as  "hunt  with'the  hounds  and  run  with  the  hare." 
In  hb  heart  he  approved  of  Luther's  action,  but  he 
could  not  be  got  to  give  it  any  but  the  most  lukewarm 
support.  As  a  natural  result  he  earned  reproaches 
alike  from  zealous  Catholics  and  from  the  disciples  of 
Luther.  He  never,  however,  severed  his  connection 
with  the  Catholic  Church,  and  received  offers  of  high 
promotion  from  Pope  Clement  Vll.  Mr.  Froude  sup- 
ports his  favorite  theory  of  the  virtues  of  Henry  VIII 
by  a  letter  of  Erasmus  to  that  prince  of  a  highly  laud- 
atory character.  He  overlooks  the  fact  of  a  custom, 
Dot  even  now  obsolete,  of  the  merits  which  courtiers 
attribute  to  powerful  kings. 

The  lectures  are  deeply  interestiag,  and  cast  a 
powerful  light  upon  a  most  important  epoch.

Gen.  Hyde's  book  of  war  reminiscences  will  be 
viewed  from  many  standpoints,  according  to  the 
temper,  the  knowledge,  and  the  experience  of  the 
reader.  It  is  much  like  hundreds— we  had  almost 
said  thousands — of  volumes  of  a  similar  personal 
character,  treating  of  the  same  subject,  produced 
soon  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities.  Gen.  Hyde 
has  wailed  nearly  thirty  years  to  write  his  book,  yet 
it  seems  to  have  been  made  up  largely  of  notes  pre- 
pared when  the  incidents  he  describes  were  fresh  in 
his  memory,  and  when  he  had  all  the  enthusiasm,  the 
ftankness,  and  the  assurance  of  youth.  The  mem- 
oin  are  sometimes  sharp  in  their  frankness,  but  never 
ill-tempered.  Gen.  Hyde  has  been  as  successful  in 
dric  life  as  he  was  in  the  war,  and  success  produces 
rjlmn^»>  gf  mind  and  tolerance,  with,  once  in  a  while, 
an  overmeasure  of  self-satisfaction.  Gen.  Hyde  has 
many  pleasant  things  to  say  of  old  comrades,  includ- 
ing his  Maine  friends,  some  of  whom  fell  in  early 
battles,  and  such  fellow- officers  as  Gens.  McMahon 
and  Whittier. 

The  charm  of  the  book  lies  in  its  graphic  quality 
and  its  unaffected  literary  simplicity.  The  story  is 
always  told  in  as  few  words  as  possible,  and  they  are 
exactly  the  right  words.  Gen.  Hyde  explains  the  book 
in  a  terse  and  telling  preface,  which,  it  seems  to  him,

DR.  ABBOTT'S  BIRD  BOOK. 
The  Birds  About  Us.    By  Charles  Conrad  Abboli, 

M.  D.,  author  of  "  Recent  Rambles,"  "TraTeli  in  a 
Tree  top,"  etc.  IlluitnUed.  aSS  pp.  Indexed,  lima, 
{1.50;  Ismail,  tl.6S. 
In  this  new  book  concerning  "  The  Birds  About  Us," 
Dr.  Abbott  has  not  only  given  us  a  fresh  store  of 
delightful  reading  but  he  has  filled  an  actual  wanL 
It  is  not  a  scientific  treatise,  yet  it  has  a  certain 
directness  and  clearness,  a  systematic  progression,  so 
to  speak,  that  tells  of  a  scientific  habit  of  thought. 
while  its  tone  is  10  sweetly  sympathetic,  so  full  of  the 
delicate  charm  of  fields  and  woods,  that  it  would 
beguile  alike  the  country  reader,  who  knows  the  birds 
himself,  and  the  city  reader  who  has  only  heard  of 

The  birds  about  us  are  not  as  many  as  they  used  to 
be.  To  some  extent,  of  course,  this  is  unavoid- 
able. The  general  deforesting  of  the  country,  and 
the  consequent  change  on  the  face  of  great  areas,  has 
deprived  many  birds  of  such  localities  as  their  habits 
of  life  demanded ;  but  in  many  cases  these  same 
birds  would  have  adapted  themselves  to  the  new  con- 
ditions had  they  been  free  from  human  persecution. 
Dr.  Abbott  is  very  severe,  and  justly,  upon  the  care- 
less sportsmen,  the  loafers  with  shotguns  and  boys 
with  sling  shots,  and  the  silly  women  who  ofTei  a 
premium  for  the  destruction  of  birds  by  putting  them 
upon  their  hats.  '  He  even  includes  the  professional 
ornithologist  in  his  censure.  "  There  has  been  too 
much  collecting,"  bethinks,  "that has  yielded  nothing 
worth  the  knowing,"  and  probably  no  need  for  any 
further  collecting  at  all.  "  Let  what  we  do  not  know 
go  unknown  until  discovered  by  accident,  and  let  the 
birds  live."  It  is  the  devout  naturalist  that  speakt 
there. 

Dr.  Abbott  treats  with  scant  respect  the  technical 
dry-as-dust  classification  of  our  native  birds  beyond 
that  necessary  methodical  arrangement  that  recog- 
nizes the  large  classes  and  a  certain  progression  in 
theirdevclopment,  with  the  dabchick  at  the  lower 
end  and  the  thursh  at  the  upper.  He  begins  very 
properly  at  the  upper  end,  and  talks  most  charmingly 
about  the  great  order  of  perching  birds,  the  thrushes, 
including  our  familiar  robin,  the  blue  bird,  the  wrens, 
the  catbird  and  so  on  through  the  whole  delightful 
family,  which  includes  all  the  birds  that  are  really  our 
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friends,  to  be  loved  and  petted.  And  yet  what 
charming  fellows  there  are  in  the  other  ordets.  The 
woodpeckers,  the  cuckoo,  the  h&wki  and  other  birds 
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an  accurate  summary  '*o(  facts  hearing  on  the  char- 
acter of  the  debatable  ground  intervening  between 
the  later  part  of  the  geological  record  and  the  begin- 
ning of  lacred  and  secular  history."  The  difficulties 
of  the  undertaking  are  considerable.  The  historian 
and  the  man  of  science  are  frequently  at  variance — 
indeed,  there  are  times  when  they  seem  to  be  flatly 
contradictory.  Yet,  as  Sir  J.  W.  Dawson  well  says, 
they  must  have  their  meeting-place.  The  truth  is 
ever  simple,  and,  though  in  respect  to  the  subject  of 
the  present  work  it  is  still  somewhat  obscure,  (here 
are  indications  of  coming  light  and  agreement  among 
its  seekers  on  both  the  scientific  and  the  historical 
sides.  Sir  J.  W.  Dawson's  book  is,  of  course,  a  mere 
sketch.  It  is  too  brief  and  perhaps  also  too  popular 
in  style  to  have  weight  with  serious  students.  But 
it  is  admirably  written,  its  spirit  is  catholic,  and  on 
every  page  there  is  evidence  of  the  vast  erudition  of 
the  author.  A  statement  of  ficts  rather  than  a  plea 
for  any  special  theory,  it  cannot  fail  to  be  useful  to 
those  who,  unable  to  decide  for  themselves  on  disputed 


of  prey,  the  game  birds  and  pigeons,  the  saucy  fel- 
lows that  live  upon  the  shore,  the  secluded  herons, 
the  ducks  and  geese,  the  sea  birds  and  the  diving 
birds.  As  to  the  heron,  by  the  way.  Dr.  Abbott  has 
a  great  deal  to  say  that  is  interesting.  He  regards 
the  heron  as  especially  the  victim  of  human  persecu- 
tion. He  would  have  been  a  friendly  bird  had  he 
been  let  alone,  but  he  has  been  driven  into  the  woods, 
and  even  his  communities  have  been  broken  up,  so 
that  he  is  compelled  to  build  alone  in  the  most 
secluded  places.  Before  very  long  he  will  probably 
be  extinct.  As  Dr.  Abbott  puts  it,  "  heron  plumes 
became  fashionable  and  the  birds  were  doomed." 

Dr.  Abbott's  book  gains  added  value  from  his 
familiarity  with  the  literature  of  his  subject,  which 
enables  him  to  quote  instructively  from  earlier  writers, 
comparing  their  observations  with  his  own,  and  thus 
giving  us  in  some  measure  a  history  of  bird-life  in  the 
United  States.  In  conclusion  we  may  repeat  the 
author's  hope  *'  that  this  glance  at  North  American 
biid  life  will  aid  in  bringing  about  a  proper  feeling  for 
all  our  birds,  a  feeling  that  will  induce  us  all  to  make 
seruus  efforts  to  check  the  persecution  to  which  they 
ate  s^tbjected.  It  will  be  a  sorry  day  when  the  ornith- 
ological literature  of  our  country  will  be  classed  by 
libtarians  as  a  department  of  ancient  history."

Very  far  above  the  average  of  books  on  Japan,  Corea, 
or  China  is  this  work  of  the  member  ol  Parliament 
from  Southport.  Every  page  of  it  bespeaks  the 
philosophical  scholar,  thoughtful  traveler,  sympathetic 
man  of  the  world,  and  broad-minded  hut  thoroughly 
patriotic  Englishman.  It  is  tlie  third  of  five  stout 
volumes  planned  by  the  author  as  the  fruit  of  ten 
years  of  study  and  travel,  and  as  his  contribution  to 
the  superb  political  literature  of  his  language  and 
country.  He  has  written  not  a  book  of  travels,  but  a 
volume  to  be  mentioned  with  the  writings  of  De  Toc- 
queville  or  Bryce,  Temple  or  Guicciardini. 

To  the  author,  there  is  a  Near  East — Russia  and 
Persia;    a  Central  East — India  and  the  adjoining 
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lands;  and  the  regionslKyond  India,  or  the  Far  East. 
"  The  secret  of  the  mastery  of  the  world,  if  only  they 
knew  it,  is  (not  with  the  English-speaking,  but)  in  the 
possession  of  the  British  people,"  and  the  true  ful- 
crum of  Asiatic  dominion  is  the  empire  of  Hindustan. 
Mr.  Curion's  plan  and  method  delight  at  once  the 
critic  and  the  book-lover.  With  a  style  clear  as  crys- 
tal, with  mastery  oF  the  best  modern  English,  with 
not  a  line  of  padding  or  rubbish,  with  a  beauty  and 
order  of  arrangement  that  are  as  windows  through 
which  we  admire  a  mind  of  singular  penetration,  the 
book  stands  monumental  among  works  on  the  Far 
East.  Print,  paper,  maps,  notes,  index,  and  for  the 
most  part  the  engravings  (admirably  selected  but 
unsatisfactorily  reproduced)  accord  well  with  the 
satisfying  text.  The  introductory  pages  given  to 
each  country  are  rich  in  terse  generalizations  and 
brilliantly  epigrammatic  descriptions  that  tempt  to 
quotation.  Writing  on  the  enchantment  of  Asia, 
emphasis  is  laid  on  the  facts  that  the  two  best  boolcs 
DD  the  subject  are  the  Old  Testament  and  the 
"  Arabian  Nights,"  and  that  India  is  the  pivot  of  the 
future  history  of  the  oldest  continent.  To  Japan, 
which  Mr.  Curzon  visited  in  t88^  and  1892,  two  rich 
analytical  and  politically  descriptive  chapters  are 
devoted.  Nowhere  in  so  short  a  compass  wilt  one 
find  so  clear  a  view  of  contemporary  Japan  and  her 
problems. 

The  only  chapter  in  the  book  devoted  to  travel  is 
that  which  has  grown  out  of  personal  experiences  in 
Corea.  Though  this  journey  was  over  a  beaten 
track,  Mr.  Curion  spied  out  the  poverty  of  the  land.

The  Japanese  victories  in  Corea  do  but  add 
commentary  to  Mr.  Curion's  sober  estimate  of  the 
"monstrous  but  mighty  anachronism."  Concerning 
Ihe  Japanese  and  their  danger  from  conceit,  he  con- 
ceives that  "  no  worse  service  could  have  been  ren- 
dered to  Japan  than  the  publication  of  the  last  work 
in  English,  which  has  been  dedicated  to  her  charms 
hf  a  well-known  English  writer  and  poet."

A  volume  has  appeared  in  the  Contemporary  Science 

series  (Scribner's)  which  is  likely  to  attract  much 

attention  from  those  inclined  Vo  acknowledge  that 
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there  is  something  besides  fraud  and  illusion  behind 
the  phenomena  of  bjrpnotism,  clairvoyance,  and  even 
spiritualism.  In  a  book  lo  which  has  been  given  the 
name  of  "  Apparitions  and  Thought  Transference," 
Mr.  Frank  Podmore  has  undertaken  an  examination 
of  the  evidence  for  telepathy,  that  tenn  being  under- 
stood to  mean  a  communication  between  mind  and 
mind  otherwise  than  through  the  known  channels  of

the  senses.  The  author  was  a  collaborator  with 
Mr.  Edmund  Gurney  and  Mr.  F.  W.  H.  Myers  in  the 
book  entitled  "  Phantasms  of  the  Living,"  which  has 
been  for  some  time  out  of  print.  Like  that,  the 
present  volume  is  based  upon  material  accumulated 
by  the  English  Society  for  Psychical  Research,  but  it 
is  not  merely  an  abridged  edition  of  the  former  work. 
On  the  contrary,  it  includes  accounts  of  telepathic 
clairvoyance  and  other  data  which  did  not  enter  into

There  is  no  doubt  that  Mr.  Podmore  has  entered  on 
the  inquiry  in  a  scientific  spirit  ;  indeed,  he  begins  by 
warning  the  reader  to  keep  in  view  the  various  sources 
of  error  before  he  submits  to  him  the  evidence  col- 
lected in  these  400  pages.     We  cannot,  of  course, 
attempt  to  review  this  evidence;  but  we 
can  note  the  condu«ons  which  he  deems 
it  reasonable  to  accept,  at  least  provision- 
ally.   «    •    * 

Admitting,  for  the  sake  of  argument, 
the  existence  of  a  telepathic  faculty, 
what  was  its  origin,  and  what  may  we 
expect  to  be  its  future  ?  The  writer  of 
this  booksuggesls  that  a  clue  to  its  origin 
may  perhaps  be  found  in  the  close  con- 
nection of  the  activity  of  thought  trans- 
ference with  the  subliminal  conscious- 
ness, the  consciousness  which  appears 
in  hypnosis,  and  occasionally  in  dream 
life,  and  in  spontaneous  trance  and  auto- 
matism. Undoubtedly,  the  future  place 
of  telepathy  in  the  history  of  the  race 
concerns  us  even  more  nearly  than  the 
mode  of  its  operation,  and  one  is  im- 
pelled, therefore,  to  ask  whether  the 
faculty  as  we  know  it  is  but  the  genn 
of  a  more  splendid  capacity,  or  the  last 
vestige  of  a  power  grown  stunted  through 
disuse.  Mr.  Podmore  thinks  that  the 
latter  alternative  will  be  preferred  by 
those  who  view  the  matter  simply  as  a 
topic  of  natural  history.  There  are 
indications  thai  the  consciousness  (hat 
lies  below  the  threshold  and  with  which 
the  activity  of  telepathy  is  constantly 
associated,  may  be  regarded  as  repre- 
senting an  earlier  stage  in  the  conscious- 
ness of  the  individual  and  even  it  may 
be  an  earlier  stage  in  the  history  of  the 
race. 

Again  it  might  be   argued  that  tele- 
pathy is  the  relic  of  a  once  serviceable 
faculty  which  eked  out  the  primitive  al- 
phabet of  gesture,  and  helped  to  bind 
our  ancestors  of  the  cave  or  the  tree 
r  the  Saxon"      in  as  yet  inarticulate  community.    I>r. 
Jules  Hericourt,  indeed,  goes  further  and 
suggests  that   we  find  here  traces  of  the  primeval, 
unspecialiied    sensitiveness   which  preceded  the  de- 
velopment of  a  nervous  system — a  heritage  shared 
with   the    amosba   and   the   sea-anemone.      But  the 
author   of    this    book  is    too    sensible    to    maintain 
th.it    such    considerations   do    more    than    justify  a 
suspension  of  judgment.     We    are  not  yet  called 
upon  to  decide  whether  telepathy  is  a  vcstigal  or 
a  rudimentary    faculty ;    whether  its  manifestatiiiiu 
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are  governedibr  forces  coTrelatire  with  h«at  and 
electricity,  or  whether  we  are  justified  in  discem- 
iDg  in  them  the  operation  of  some  vaster  cosmic 
agency.  9  The  first  stage  of  (be  inquiry  has  not  yet 
been  traversed.  It  would  be  futile  to  debate  what 
manner  of  new  agency  one  purposes  to  believe  in 
until  it  is  generally  admitted  by  competent  persons 
that  the  facts  are  not  to  be  attributed  to  such  recog- 
niied  causes  as  illusion,  misrepresentation,  and  the 
sub-conscious  quickening  of  normal  faculties.

Mr.  Kernaban  is  known  as  a  sympathetic  literary 
critic  who  Cakes  a  burning  interest  in  "problems." 
He  is  fascinated  by  writers  like  Heine  and  Rosietti, 
who  have  a  taint  of  unsoundness  in  their  mental 
constitution.     Matthew  Arnold  declared  that  Shelley 
was  not  quite  sane,  and  that  his  poetry  is  not  quite 
sane   either.     Heine   and    Rossetd,  of 
whom    Mr.  Kernaban    writes  diacrimi- 
natively,    were    introspective,    mortHd, 
often  irrational,  and  sometimes  down* 
right  intolerable.  Tbey,  too,  were  "beau- 
tiful and  ineffectual  angels,  beating  in 
the  void  their  luminous  wings  in  vain.' 
In    the    interesting    paper,    called    "  A 
Problem    in  Personality,"    Mr.    Kerna- 
ban dwells  on  Heine's  lack  of  health,  or, 
as  we  should  prefer  to  say,  his  lack  of 
sanity.     There  never  has  been,  there 
never   can    be,  a    great    poet    without 
sanity,   that   is   to   say,   without   mental 
balance  or  equipoise ;  and  mental  bal- 
ance Heine  certainty  had  not.    But  be  is, 
and  is  likely  long  to  remain,  a  supremely 
fascinating  personality.  He  is  a  puizle  in 
psychology,  as  if  nature,  resolving   for 
once  to  indulge  in  a  jest,  had  propounded 
a  conundrum.  The  interest  of  his  works 
is  as  much  pathological  as  literary.    Men 
study  him  because  be  was  odd,  contra- 
dictory, pessimistic,  and  full   of  humours 
at  which  the  healthy  man  can  only  dimly 
wonder.     His  brilliancy  israther  the  lurid 
blaze  of  the  lightning  than  the  genial  fire 
of  the  sun.      None  the  less  studies  of 
his    works    are    attractive,    nor    is    the 
attraction  lessened  because,  in  Carlylc's 
phrase,    they    lead    no    whither.      The 
"  Note  "  on  Rossetii  is  less  satisfactory 
than  the  Heine  Essay ;  it  is  more  a  plea 
ltd  Brichet."      and  less  a  judgment ;  but  it,  too,  shows 
the  writer's  genuine  appreciation  of  litem* 
ture.    The  volume  contains  besides  an  essay  upon 
Frederick  William  Robertson, of   Brighton,  and  one 
upon  the  work  of  the  American  poet.  Louise  Chan- 
dler Moulton,  whose  name,  besides  being  so  patheti- 
cally associated  with  that  of  Philip  Bourke  Marston, 
is  made  musical  to  English  ears  by  her  own  exquisite 
poetry.     The  book  is  distinctly  one  to  be  read,  and 
by  many  people  it  will  be  read  more  than  once.

James  Whilcomb  Riley,  early  in  hij  career,  met  with  the 
experience  common  10  young  authors,  particularly  writers  of 
vene.  Believing  that  his  produclions  would  have  been  well 
received  had  they  been  written  by  an  author  already  famous, 
he  decided  to  tesl  his  belief  by  producing  a  poem  in  imiiatioo 
of  Edgar  A.  Poe  and  publishing  it  as  a  newly  discovered 
manuscript  of  thai  author.  The  result  was  "  Leonainie," 
wriilen  upon  the  fly-leaf  of  a  worh  copy  of  Ains  worth's  Latin 

This  poem  was  first  printed  in  the  Kokomo  (Ind.)  DispaUh 
by  Brrangemenl  with  the  proprietor,  Mr.  J.  0.  Henderson, 
now  Auditor  of  the  Slate  of  Indiana,  who  had  full  knowl- 
edge of  the  facts  connected  with  this  literary  hoai.  It  was 
extensively  copied  and  so  clever  was  the  imitation  that 
American  and-  English  reviewers  and  even  an  eminent 
authority  like  Edmnnd  Clarence  Sledman,  pronounced  it 
genuine,  and  when  the  name  of  Ihe  real  author  was  disclosed. 
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Mr.  Stedman  siill  munUiaed  thit  the  poem  was  noqiies- 
tioaably  written  bj  Foe. 

This  poem  was  James  Whilcomb  Riley's  introduction  to 
the  world  of  letters.  His  work  bad  merit  which  the  world 
WIS  willing  to  concede.  The  following  ii  the  poem  in  full 
as  it  appeals  in  "  Armazindy."  The  author  hai  ucTer 
permitted  it  to  be  printed  in  bis  other  vdumes  :

OBITUARY. 
Dr.  Hsinrich   Hoffmann,  the  author  and   illustraior  of 

"Struwwelpeler,"  the  most  popular  nursery  book  in  Ger' 
many,  died  September  30,  1S94,  in  Frankfort,  aged  S5,  The 
book  appeared  in  1S45.  ha^  had  over  one  hundred  and  fifty 
editions  in  (jermany,  and  has  been  translated  into  nearly  alt 
the  languages  of  civilization.  The  Irighiful  long-bearded 
bugaboo,  named  Nicholas,  who,  in  one  of  the  poems,  ttuck 
B  youthful  scoffer  Into  the  inkstand,  was  considered  by  Han- 
over and  other  German  Slates  to  be  a  reflection  on  Czar 
Nicholas  and  the  Russian  press  censorship,  so  that  for  years 
alter  1848  "  Struw  wet  peter"  was  suppressed,  by  the  police. 
Dr.  HolTman  was  a  physidan  by  profession,  and  for  many 
yean  at  the  bead  of  an  insane  asjium.      Beittm  Tramctifil. 


VTith  the  death  of  Prop.  David  Swing,  in  Ociobn, 
another  interesting  figure  in  onr  intellectual  life  tias  disap- 
peared. He  was  bom  in  Cincmnati  on  August  23,  1830,0! 
Colonial  stock,  and  entered  Miami  University  when  eighletii 
years  old,  itudying  for  the  Presbyterian  ministry.  Afier 
graduating,  he  was  connected  with  his  Alma  Mater  as  head. 
master  of  its  grammar-school,  1S54-66,  and  in  the  litter 
year  accepted  a  call  to  the  pastorate  of  the  WestauoMer 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Chicago,  which  was  destroyed  by 
the  great  6r«.  In  the  following  yur  the  chnrch  was  reboitl, 
and  Dr.  Swing  resumed  charge.  Dr.  Francis  L.  Pitton'j 
accusation  of  heresy  was  brouglit  in  1874.  Dr.  Swing's 
published  works  include  two  volumes  of  Sermons,  "  Tiiiihi 
for  To-Day,"  "  Motives  of  Life  "  and  "  Club  Essays."

A  despatch  from  I.ondon  announces  the  death  of  John 
NlCHOL,  LL.  D,,  Professor  of  English  Literature.  He  wis 
ihe  son  of  the  late  Professor  J.  P.  Nichot  and  was  siityoee 
years  of  age.  He  was  educated  at  the  University  of  Glas- 
gow and  at  Baliol  College,  Oxford.  The  degree  of  LL  D., 
was  conferred  upon  him  by  the  University  of  St.  Andrews  id 
1873.  In  1S61  he  was  appconted  professor  of  English  lileia- 
ture  In  the  University  of  Glasgow,  which  chair  he  resigned 
in  tSSg.  He  took  part  in  some  political  and  other  contro- 
versies a*  on  advocate  of  the  North  iu  the  Ameriom  Ciril 
War,  of  secular  education  and  of  broad  church  theolr(T. 
Dr.  Nichot  was  the  author  of  "  Ameiican  Ulerature;  aa 
Historical  Review,"  "  Lord  Bacon's  Life  and  PhilosopliI," 
''Tables  of  European  Literature  and  Histoiy,"  "  RolxTt 
Bums ;  a  Sketch  of  his  Career  and  Genius,"  etc.  He  ibo 
wrote  numerous  essays  for  the  Westminister,  ihe  North 
British  and  other  reviews;  articles  in  the  "  Encycl<^iedii 
Britannica  "  and  several  pamphlets  on  educational  questioDi. 
A',  y.  Herald. 

Prof.  Botta,  who  died  in  New  York  Qly  on  October  5, 
wa«  bom  at  Cavallermaggiore,  near  Turin,  on  November  It, 
lSl8.  Id  I S4S,  when  the  political  agitation  in  Italy  was  at  lis 
height,  he  was  elected  a  member  of  ihe  Sardinian  ParliamenI, 
and  rendered  important  services  to  the  cause  of  Italian  unity. 
After  the  battle  of  Novara,  in  1S49,  he  returLcdto  private  lift, 
and  in  1S50  was  sent  by  his  government  on  a  mission  to  exam- 
ine the  educational  system  of  Germany,  with  Dr.  Paroti. 
In  1853  Prof,  Botta  was  sent  on  a  similar  mission  to  this  coun- 
try ;  lie  stayed  two  years,  and  then  married  Anna  Ctiarlotta 
Lynch,  well  known  rmt  only  for  her  "  Handbook  of  Uni- 
vereal  Liieralure,"  but  also  for  her  literary  receptions— the 
only  successful  attempts  at  a  salon  ever  seen  in  this  country.

This  promise  will,  we 
hope,  be  shortly  carried  into  effect,  for  tlie  letters  of  so 
remarkable  a  woman  must  be  of  great  interest.  Lady  Duf- 
erin  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Sheridan,  and  the  grand- 
daughter of  Richard  liiinsley  Sheridan.'  Of  the  latter.  Lord 
Duiferin  says  that  the  life  yet  remains  to  be  written,  and  that 
hitherto  "  no  famous  man  has  been  more  ui fortunate  in  his 
biographers."  Lady  Dufirrin  was  one  of  a  family  of  three 
daughters  and  four  sons,  all  remarkable  for  lieauty  and  lalenl. 
Her  sisters  were  tlie  Duchess  of  Somerset  [the  queen  of 
beauty  at  the  Egliriton  Tournament)  and  Mrs.  Norton,  whose 
novels  and  poems  are  well  known.  When  very  young,  she 
married  Commander  Biockwood,  R.  M,,  afterwards  iourlh 
Lord  Dufferin  and  Clandeboye.  Her  only  child,  the  present 
Marquess  of  Dufferin,  was  bom  in  Italy  a  year  after  her  mai. 
riage,  and  to  her  husband  and  her  son  Lady  Dufferin  devoted 
the  whole  force  of  her  alfectionate  nature.  The  best  of  her 
verses  were  addressed  to  them.  Some  of  Lady  Uuflerin's 
songs,  such  as  Ihe  "  The  Irish  Emigrant  "  and  the  "  Bay  of 
Dul'lln,"  are  known  all  over  the  world.

It  is  over  twenty  years  since  the  travels  which  are  here 
recorded  were  undertaken,  but  the  period  ahich  has  elapsed 
has  given  the  author  time  to  study  the  sutqect  more  thor- 
oughly, and  to  determine  the  scope  and  direction  of  his 
investigations.  The  ancient  civilizalious  which  flourished  in 
Mexico  form  a  fascinating  study,  so  for,  that  is.  as  sindy  of 
them  is  possible,  for  we  yei  lack  the  key  10  the  numerous 
inscriptions  on  Aitec  and  Toltec  monuments.  But  Admiral 
Brine  traveled  and  examined  ancient  remains,  not  only  in 
Mexico,  but  in  various  places  between  there  and  Canada, 
and  much  of  his  book  will  interest  others  than  arch.-eological 
readers.  In  the  course  of  his  wanderings  he  met  Emerson, 
Longfellow,  Holmes,  and  many  more  celebrities,  of  whom 
he  gives  an  interesting  account.

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The  last  number  of  Kalt  Field's  IVashington  con- 
tains a  brief  burlesque  article  "  On  Che  Military  Uses 
of  the  Sausage."  It  is  signed  "  H.  C.  L."  These 
initials  stand  for  Mr.   Henry  C.   Lahee,  who  now 
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especially  in  Australasia,  some  of  his  stories  ban 
been  quite  successful.  He  has  recently  written 
novel,  which,  although  it  has  not  a  score  of  present 
participles  on  the  first  paragraph,  like  Mr.  Clarke 
Russell's,  has  certainly  a  very  clever  plot  and  vivid  1 
description  of  life  at  sea.  The  same  droll  Eogliili' 
humor  which  is  shown  in  the  article  on  the  sausagt^  | 
makes  his  stories  rather  remarkable,  and  I  do  not  I 
think  it  dangerous  to  predict  for  Mr.  Lahee  a  dis- 
tinguished career.  One  of  the  first  articles  that  he  , 
wrote,  was  accepted  by  The  Century  Magazine. 

The  sudden  dash  of  winter  firom  the  North  foUov- 
ing  a  week  of  golden  Indian  summer  weather  and 
loading  the  ground  with  snow  that  has  lasted,  is  in  1 
certain  sense  typical  of  the  sudden  change  that  has 
come  over  the  spirit  of  the  book-trade.  Evidently 
the  retail -dealers  all  over  the  country  had  allowed 
their  slock  to  get  to  a  very  low  ebb.  When  tbe 
people  woke  up  to  the  fact  thai  they  must  have 
standard  literature,  the  dealers  found  themselves 
lacking  in  almost  everything.  The  result  has  been  a 
tremendous  accession  of  orders  on  the  publishers.  I 
doubt  if  ever  such  a  state  of  things  was  known  in 
Boston.  One  publisher  lold  me  that  he  was  hope- 
lessly behind-hand  in  supplying  his  orders  :  that  over 
a  hundred  different  titles  had  been  called  for  so  un- 
expectedly, that,  although  his  presses  and  bindery 
were  put  to  the  utmost  pressure,  he  could  not  satisfy 
any  of  them.

By  varioiu  modifications  of  the  photogravure  pro- 
cess, an  engraved  plate,  whose  impressions  will  have 
the  accuracy  of  the  photograph,  and  when  properly 
retouched,  inked  and  worked,  something  of  the 
depth,  richness  and  softness  of  the  copper-plate,  can 
be  prepared  for  a  price  far  below  the  cost  of  a  wood- 
engraving,  and  not  far  above  the  expense  of  a  half- 
tone reproduction.  At  first  this  only  multiplied  etch- 
ings and  illustrations, but  the  fall  in  the  price  of  p^ per  of 
a  certain  quality,  the  improvements  in  steam  presses, 
joined  to  this  improvement  in  illustration  has  ren- 
dered possible  the  issue  of  special  editions  of  stand- 
ard works  on  a  scale  and  size  and  with  a  cheapness 
hitherto  commercially  impracticable. 

The  conception  was  probably  originally  suggested 
by  the  volumes  of  the  "  Marble  Faun,"  extra  illus- 
trated by  photographs,  which  were  sold  in  Rome 
twenty  years  ago  to  travelers  with  literary  instincts 
and  interest.

"  The  Green  Carnation,"  evidently  by 
Mr.  Oscar  Wilde,  whose  ear-marks  it  bears, 
is  sprinkled  with  silver-gilt  epigram,  not 
quite  the  genuine  article,  but  still  valuable. 
This  brief  for  the  natural  is  held  by  the 
apostle  of  the  artificial,  because  Mr.  Wilde 
has  reached  the  point  at  which  he  finds  it 
hard  to  live  up  to  bis  future,  because  he  is 
unable  to  live  down  bis  past.  The  little 
book,  which  can  be  read  at  a  sitting,  has  a 
most  useful  moral  for  the  widening  class 
whom  lebure  without  an  aim  or  a  settled 
social  order  leave  to  drift  before  the  artistic 
fads  which  are  variants  of  the  misleading 
phrase,  "  art  for  art's  sake."  It  ends  like 
the  ''Green  Carnation"  in  a  flower  which 
cannot  fruit.  With  excessive  neatness  and 
skill,  also,  Mr.  Wilde  has  labeled  the 
celebrities  of  London  life  of  to-day  in 
phrases,  each  of  which,  like  some  labels,  is 
fastened  by  driving  a  pin  deep  into  the 
objects.  Some  critics  have  found  a  nasty 
undercurrent  in  "  Reggie  "  and  his  friend, 
"  Esme  Amarinth,"  the  mentor  and  tele- 
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macbns  of  a  new  cult,  existing  for 
but  this  is  unnecessary. 

"  A  Husband  of  No  Importance,"  by  "  RiU,"  takes 
up  another  phase  of  London,  the  "  advanced  woman," 
but  touches  it  without  literary  skill, 
which  leaves  it  dull,  for  literary 
skill,  in  its  ultimate  essence,  is 
the  art  of  making  things  interest- 
ing.

Dealing  in  no  general  assertions  and  including  much 
which  the  other  books  leave  out,  there  are  in  these 
modest  essays  an  accurate  picture  of  Chinese  life,  and 
by  a  happy  thought,  the  illustrations  are  by  Chinese 
artists,  well  reproduced.  The  book  is  one  more  of 
the  valuable  contributions  of  missions  to  science. 


Mr.  Laurence  Button's  collection  of  deatfa-masks 
has  for  twenty-one  years  been  known  as  one  of  the 
largest  in  the  world,  and  no  one,  who  has  not  looked 
up  the  matter  is  aware  of  how  many  faces  of  note  a 
cast  in  plaster  has  been  taken  at  death.  Such  caste 
are  of  great  interest,  but  of  small  value  so  far  as 
likeness  goes,  for  "  likeness  "  depends  on  the  minu- 
test modulation.  The  merest  alteration  will  destroy 
likeness  and  the  weight  of  the  plaster  alters  much.

ol  all  German  writers  "  and  the  most  popular  author 
of  his  time.  He  gives  many  interesting  details  which 
are  not  generally  familiar,  and  it  may  be  worth  while 
to  cuU  a  few  blostoms  from  his  garland. 

Hans  Sachs,  the  son  of  the  Master-tailor  Jorg 
Sachs  and  his  wife  Christina,  waa  born  in  Nuremberg 
on  the  5tb  of  November,  1494,  and  the  4ooEh  anni- 
versary of  his  birth  was  celebrated  on  Monday  last 
in  all  the  principal  cities  of  Germany.  In  the  Berlin 
Opera  House,  as  in  most  others  throughout  the 
Empire,  Wagner's  opera,  "  Die  Meister^nger,"  in 
which  Sachs  is  the  leading  character,  was  given  in 
commemoration  of  the  day;  but  it  was  in  his  native 
city  of  Nuremberg  that  the  chief  demonstrations  were 
oi^nized  in  bis  honor.  In  the  old  times,  when 
pauiotism  meant  devotion  to  the  city  rather  than  to 
the  country  of  one's  birth,  Hans  Sachs  was  a 
Nuremberger  to  the  backbone.  He  loved  the  antique 
walls  and  towers  and  bastions  which  still,  in  their 
admirable  condition  of  preservation,  afford  us  the 
best  idea  of  an  imperial  fortress  of  the  middle  ages ; 
and  the  greater  part  of  his  long  life  was  passed  on 
the  banks  of  the  little  river  Pegnitz,  which  flows 
through  the  ancient  and  castellated  town.  At  the 
age  of  seven  years  he  was  sent  to  the  "  La'in  School," 
where  he  received  the  best  education  that  the  methods 
of  that  time  afforded.  At  fifteen  he  graduated,  and 
was  apprenticed  to  a  shoemaker,  with  whom  he 
"studied"  for  two  years;  and  then,  as  was  the 
custom  in  those  days,  he  started  off  upon  a  "  circuit," 
visiting  Regensburg  and  Passan,  and  Salzburg  and 
Reichenhall,  and  plying  his  trade  actively  every- 
where, until  in  IS14,  at  twenty  years  of  age,  we  find 
him  in  Munich,  where  be  met  that  delightful  but 
disturhing  element  in  the  career  of  almost  every 
yonng  man — his  first  love.  The  fates,  however,  were 
not  propitious ;  and  after  a  week  or  two  of  incon- 
Hilable  grief,  Hans  left  Munich  for  Frankfort  and 
Aix-la-Cfaapelle,  whence  he  returned  in  1516  to  his 
beloved  Nuremberg,  and  seated  himself  upon  the 
bench  which  thereafter  be  rarely  left.  What  a  pros- 
pect— a  retrospect,  rather— a  vista  through  the  dim 
ages  of  a  half-forgotten  antiquity — opens  to  us  here ! 
How  easy  it  would  be  to  write  page  after  page  on  the 
busy  life  and  the  brilliant  society  and  the  splendid 
ceremonials  of  the"  Imperial  City  !  "  But  Hans  Sachs 
was  for  the  moment  occupied  with  his  aspirations  to 
the  dignity  of  a  SckukmachermeisUr,  to  attain  to 
which  it  was  necessary  that  he  should  submit  his 
''  masterpiece  "  to  the  approval  of  the  Guild,  and  that 
he  should  marry ;  and  he  successfully  fulfilled  both 
conditioas.    His  first  wile  was  Kunigunde  Kreuzerin, 
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from  the  neighboring  village  of  Wendelstein.  He 
lived  happily  vrith  her  for  forty-one  years,  and  shed 
many  bitter  tears  at  her  death ;  but  scarcely  a  twelve- 
month had  passed  when,  in  his  sixty-seventh  year, 
he  married  Barbara  Harscherim,  a  blooming  young 
beauty,  whose  white  throat  and  blue-veined  bosom  he 
celebrates  in  his  subsequent  verses.  If  he  had  been 
a  Rembrandt,  and  she  a  Saskia,  we  should  doubtless 
have  had  many  repetitions  of  her  portrait  She  com- 
forted him  until  his  death  in  1576.  at  the  ripe  age  of 
eighty-one. 

Hans  Sachs  was  one  of  the  most  voluminous  and 
versatile  wnters  of  his  own  or  any   other  age.    In

addition  to  more  than  4000  ballads  (Meistergesange) 
he  composed  dramas,  carnival -plays,  farces,  proverbs, 
fables,  and  parables,  almost  without  end.  His  imagi- 
nation was  captivated  by  the  grand  personahty  of 
Dr.  Martin  Luther,  of  whom  he  sings  as  "  The  Night- 
ingale of  Wittenberg,  whose  notes  are  heard  through- 
out the  land ;"  and  he  was  so  much  interested  in  the 
progress  of  the  Reformation  that  for  several  years  his 
literary  activity  was  interrupted.  He  eagerly  pur- 
chased Luther's  writings  as  they  appeared ;  even  a 
copy  of  the  celebrated  "  Ninety-five  Theses,"  which 
the  Great  Reformer  posted  on  the  door  of  the  Castle- 
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Church  at  Wittenbfrg,  and  the  publication  and  sale 
of  which  was  prescribed  in  Nuremberg,  was  found  in 
his  library.  He  was  a  rare  combination  of  the  idealist 
with  the  realist.  Even  John  Bunyan,  with  his  "  Great- 
heart  "  and  his  "  Giant  Despair,"  was  not  more  dis- 
posed to  personify  abstract  qualities  than  Hans  Sachs 
with  his  "Mrs.  Truth"  and  "Mrs.  Honor;"  and 
Bunyan  was  not  born  until  half  acentury  sfter  Sachs 
died.  Zola  himself  could  scarcely  have  been  more 
realistic  in  some  of  his  descriptions  ;  and  he  satirized 


social  abuses  with  the  courage,  and  almost  with  the 
force,  of  a  Juvenal.  In  his  later  years  his  powers 
declinell,  and,  as  August  von  Schlegel  said  of  him, 
"  there  was  nothing  more  lefl  in  his  inkstand."  For 
more  than  a  century  he  was  almost  forgotten,  until 
the  great  Goethe  rediscovered  him ;  but  since  then  he 
4s,  and  will  remain,  the  poet  of  the  people — the  best 
«xponent  of  the  popular  sentiment  of  the  sixteenth 
■century. 

HetT  Heinrich  von  Poschinger,  an  old  friend  and 
adherent  of  Prince  Bismarck,  has  just  published  a 
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collection  of   the  Prince's  extra- parliamentary    ad- 
dresses,from  184810  1B94,  including  his  speeches  10 
the  delegations  from  Poscn  and  West-Prussia  who 
visited  him  at  his  country-seat  of  Vanin  a  few  weeks 
ago.     It  is  a  closely- printed  volume  of  36S  octavo 
pages,  of  which  230  are  devoted  to  the  speeches  of 
the  Prince  since  he  retired  from  office ;  and  it  derives 
special  interest  from  the  fact  that  in  it  we  have  the 
first  authentic  record  of  the  utterances  of  the  Iron 
Chancellor  in  the  Berlin  Congress  of  1878,  which 
regulated  the  map  of  Europe  as  it  no« 
exists.    It  may  be  regarded  as  supple- 
mentary to  the  recent  compilation,  by 
Herr  Horst  Kohl,  of  the    speeches 
of  Prince  Bismarck  in  the  Pnis»an 
Landtag  and  the  German  Rdchstag, 
which  extends  through  many  volumes. 
The  same  editor  is  about  to  publish 
a  collection. of  the.Pqince's  politjcal 
and  other  correspondence,  which  will 
doubtless  be  extremely  interesting. 

Another  book  of  considerable  inter- 
est, entitled  "  Reform  or  Revolution  ?'' 
has  recently  appeared  from  the  press 
of  Otto  Liebmann  (291  pp.Svo).  The 
author,  C.  von  Massow,  adopts  as  his 
motto  the  Kaiser's  recent  declaration 
against  the  "parties  of  subversion" 
{Umslurzparteien)  in  his  speech  at 
KOnigsberg: — "Up!  to  the  fight  for 
religion,  and  morals,  and  order ! 
Vorwarts  mil  Cott  f — and  earnestly 
advontes,  from  the  stand-point  of 
moderate  liberalism,  the  education  of 
the  masses,  and  the  diffusion  of  intelli- 
gence among  the  people,  as  the  only 
sure  means  of  combating  socialistic 
and  anarchistic  tendencies. 

Messrs.  Amsler  &    Rutbardt.   the 
well-known    art    dealers    of    Berlin, 
some  time  »nce  inaugurated  a  literary 
enterprise  under  the  title  of  Wockt*-

.\  TALK  WITH  DAVID  CHRISTIE 
MURRAY. 
The  celebrated  English  novelist,  David  Christie 
Mnrray,  is  described  by  Raymtand  Blathwayt  as  a 
tall,  shaggy,  well-built  man.  with  a  dean-shaveit, 
loagh.but  finely-hewn  faxie,  in  which  there  is  any 
amount  of  character  and  of  experience  overshadowed 
hy  great  shocks  ot  grey  hair.  A  man  of  vigorous 
speech  and  action,  of  wonderful  power  of  descrip- 
tion ;  a  man  with  the  tender  heart  of  a  woman  in 
him,  and  yet  strong  and  virile  to  hi»  finger-tips. 
Soch,  in  brief,  is  Christie  Murray.  Born  in  West 
Bromwicb.  near  Birmingham,  in  1847,  he  started  life 
as  a  reporter  in  the  police  courts  in  Birmingham :  a 
rough,  practical  training  which  has  served  him  in 
good  stead  in  his  after-life,  though  he  only  officiated 
in  this  capacity  for  six  weeks.  For  to  him  came  his 
opportunity  early  in  life,  and  it  was  in  this  wise  :  He 
was  wnt  by  his  editor  to  report  a  (lower  show.  This 
he  did  >o  well,  and  in  so  original  a  manner,  that  his 
chief  delightedly  raised  him  from  the  ranks  of  mere 
mechanical  reporters,  and  gave  him  work  more 
worthy  of  hit  skilled  and  eloquent  pen.  Then  came, 
lagubrionily  enough,  an  execodon.

THE  AMERICAN  REPUBLIC  AS  IT  IS. 
The  Messrs.  D.  Appleton  &  Co.  have  published  in  two 
octavo  volumes  of  more  than  650  pages  each,  col- 
lectively entided  "  The  United  States  of  America,"  1 
book  on  an  entirely  new  plan,  and  one  «4ucli  is 
certain  to  meet  with  quick  and  wide  appr«ciatioii. 
The  editor.  Prof.  N.  S.  Shaler  of  Harvard  Unirersity, 
points  out  in  a  brief  introduction  that,  while  histmks 
of  his  counCry^re  useful  to  the  American  citizen,  ya 
what  be  particularly  needs  is  to  have  the  United 
States  of  to-day  unrolled  before  him  like  a  map,  in 
order  that  he  may  survey  their  natural  features,  their 
achievements,  and  the  position  which  they  hart 
attained  among  the  nations.  For  such  an  exposition  \ 
it  is  unquestionably  requisite  [hat  the  results  of  many . 
independent  investigations  should  be  put  in  con-i 
venient  order  and  that  this  work  should  be  done  bv  | 
writers  who  are  recognized  authorities  in  their  several  | 
fields.  It  is  on  these  principles  that  the  book  before 
us  has  been  constructed,  and  the  result  is  that  it. 
affords  better  means  for  a  clear  understanding  of  thcj 
resources  and  possibilities  of  the  actual  American' 
citizen  than  is  ebewbere  to  be  found.  In  a  niunber 
of  chapters.  Prof.  Shaler  discusses  the  matters  relating 
to  the  geographic,  climatic,  soil  and  mineral  conditioni 
of  the  republic  and  thus  depicts  the  stage  on  iriiich 
the  drama  of  our  national  evolution  is  enacted. 
Next,  the  development  and  status  of  American 
industry  and  manufactures  are  set  forth  by  Edward 
Atkinson,  while  specialists  like  Judge  Cooley  and  H. 
G.  Prout  describe  American  railways  in  their  relations 
to  the  public,  and  in  iheir  actual  operation.  The 
work  of  our  countryoien  in  education,  science,  litera- 
ture, and  art  is  carefully  recounted,  and  the  present 
State  of  American  cities  is  made  the  subject  of 
thorough  investigation.  The  methods  of  State  and 
National  Government  are  explained  by  Prof.  McMaster 
and  the  author  of  the  Wilson  bill,  and  other  phases 
of  American  life  are  portrayed  by  equally  competeni 
authorities.  In  a  word,  the  book  before  us  may  be 
defined  as  a  cydopxdia  of  valuable  information 
regarding  contemporaneous  facts.  N.  Y.  itta. 

MR.  GIBSON  AND  HIS  GIRLS. 
The  collection  of  "  Drawings  by  C.  D.  Gibson," 
just  published,  represents  that  admirable  illustrator 
in  all  his  best  qualities.  The  American  woman  plays 
the  prindpal  part  in  these  spirited  compositions  ;  and 
she  fairs  well  at  his  hands,  for  he  succeeds — no  l^t 
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task,  indeed ! — in  doing  her  full  justice.  The  differ- 
ence between  Mr.  Gibson's  fair  American  and  Mr, 
DoMaurier's  tall  Englishiroaian  is  as  pronounced  as  is 
fliat  between  the  two  weekly  publications  in  whose 
pages  they  oftenest  sppear.  We  love  the  one,  we 
respectfully  admire  the  other.  On  the  other  hand, 
Mr,  Du  Maurier  is  a  more  tnithrul  portraitist  of  noble- 
men— probably  because  he  has  seen  more  of  them 
than  has  bis  American  confrere.  It  would  be  difficult 
to  make  a  choice  among  these  many  sketches,  but  the 
two  plates  devoted  to  the  Horse  Show  attract  atten- 
tion for  other  reasons  than  their  timeliness.  Again, 
Che  portrait  of  Mme.  R^jane  as  the  Mar^cbale 
Lcfebvre  shows  the  artist's  perfect  mastery  of  bis 
craft ;  while  in  the  first  plate  in  the  volume,  the  rapt 
look  on  the  faces  of  the  lovers,  the  far-away  dreami- 
ness in  their  eyes,  do  not  make  us  entirely  forgetful  of 
the  rights  of  the  dear  do^ie  that  has  gone  hungry  all 
day.  Mr.  Gibson's  social  satire  is  all  his  own,  and  those 
phases  of  Vanity  Fair  that  displease  him  he  holds  up  to 
ridicule  without  mercy,  and  with  an  artistic  versatility 
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that  makes  the  sting  lasting  as  well  as  acute.  The 
volume  is  a  large  and  handsome  one,  and  not  without 
significance  in  the  history  of  American  art.

SAMUEL  HARDEN  CHURCH. 
A  life  of  Oliver  Cromwell,  published  by  G.  P. 
Putnam's  Sons,  and  received  with  favor  both  in  the 
United  States  and  in  England,  is  from  the  pen  of  a 
new  writer  whose  work  on  this  book  has  made  him 
one  of  the  noted  authors  of  America. 

Samuel  Harden  Church  was  bom  January  24,  1858. 
After  leaving  school  he  passed  through  a  boy's 
experiences  in  commercial  life  until  some  eighteen  or 
nineteen  years  ago,  when  he  entered  tbe  service  of  a 
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great  railroad  corporation  at  Pittsburgh,  as  a  ahort- 
band  writer,  rising  thereafter  to  a  responsible  position 
which  he  now  occupies. 

He  has  received  a  general  and  well-rounded  edu- 
cation, but  his  passion  has  ever  been  for  literature, 
and  he  has  made  deep  explorations  into  the  field  of 
English  letters.  He  is  essentially  an  English  scholar. 
The  influence  of  Ibe  old  English  authors  has  moulded 
bb  mind  and  inspired  his  pen  so  that  their  strength 
and  purity  are  woven  into  the  very  heart  of  his  style. 
As  a  student,  as  a  man  of  books,  he  is  a  follower  of 
literature  because  he  loves  it.  When  he  was  twenty 
years  old  he  published  his  first  book,  entitled. 
"  Horatio  Pledgers  r    A  Story  of  To-day."     It  deals 


with  love  and  politics,  and  is  a  very  immature  book. 
He  Ihen  wrote  a  few  short  stories  and  dramatic 
sketches  which  appeared  in  the  newspapers  and  the 
lesser^  magazines,  and  contributed  an  article  to 
Appleton's  Cyclopedia  of  American  Biography.  In 
a  season  of  industrial  strikes  he  wrote  "  A  Plan  for 
Harmony,"  which  contained  a  practical  suggestion 
for  responsible  contracts  between  employers  and  em- 
ployed, and  which  was  published  in  the  Century 
magazine  in  October,  i8g6.  His  popular  lecture, 
entitled,  "Early  English  Books  and  Heroes,"  is  an 
eloquent  and  powerful  analysis  of  the  mind  of  the 
dark  ages.  He  has  also  made  interesting  addresses 
on  "After-dinner"  and  other  occasions.      He  is  a 


lover  of  the  theatre.  After  his  Ceittuiy  article  he 
dropped  all  other  literary  occupapation  and  began  to 
study  Cromwell. 

There  were  many  biogiaphies  of  Oliver,  and 
many  of  Charles,  but  there  was  nothing  short  of  Dr. 
Gardiner's  dozen  volumes  that  told  the  story  of  each 
of  them,  and  gave  a  fair  statement  of  their  quarrel 
and  of  the  story  of  the  Commonwealth.  He  thought 
Cromwell  was  not  understood.  The  opportunity 
attracted  him.  and  he  devoted  to  its  accomplishment 
during  six  years  all  the  application  which  a  good 
cause  could  require.  No  more  creditable  thing  can 
be  said  of  any  American  than  that,  while  deeply 
concerned  in  the  practical  affairs  of  life,  he  yet 
gives  a  loving  allegiance  to  the  Geld  of  letters. 
I  have  always  thought  that  our  poet  Stedman  ms 
nearer  to  the  people  because  he  worked  as  one  ol 
them  along  the  practical  lines  of  life.  Mr.  Andrew 
Carnegie  stands  possibly  the  most  conspicious  in- 
stance that  a  man  can  rise  above  and  not  be  a 
slave  to  the  power  of  money  making,  achieving 
literary  success  and  distinction,  as  well  as  acquiring  a 
great  fortune  in  the  business  world.  Mr.  Church  is 
now  entering  middle  life.'and  his  "  Cromwell"  has 
shown  that  we  have  in  him  one  more  example  added 
to  the  lilt  of  American  men  who,  while  industriously 
engf^ed  in  business  pursuits,  still  find  lime  to  interest 
themselves  successfully  in  literary  work.

There  is  no  barm  in  Ibis,  for  the 
lives  of  great  men  all  remind  us  that  a  certain 
amount  of  self-appreciation — some  migbt  use  a  some- 
what opprobrious  word  and  call  it  vanity — is  an  insep- 
arable accompaniment  of  genius. 

No  one  can  help  admiring  the  man  who  is  revealed 
in  these  pages.  Starting  with  nothing,  he  has  acquired 
almost  everything  that  men  prize.  The  hoy  who  sold 
papers  on  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  forty  years  ago 
is  to-day  known  and  honored  in  every  country  in  the 
world,  and  peoples  of  far-off  lands  pronounce  his 
name  as  (hat  of  a  benefactor  of  his  race,  and  accredit 
to  him  a  genius  for  invention  surpassing  that  of  any 
other  man  of  whom  they  have  heard.

Some  of   the  most    interesting    pages    in 
this  biography  are  thoie  which  contain  accounts  of 
the  manner  in  which  Mr.  Edison  has  worked 
^'  out  his  later  inventions. 

In  the  process  of  making  an  incandescent 
lamp  the  strain  upon  the  inventor  and  his 
assistants  was  intensely  severe.  They 
started  out  on  the  16th  of  October,  1879,  to 
make  such  a  lamp,  and  it  was  not  until  the 
morning  of  the  fifth  day  after  that  they  weie 
able  to  demonstrate  that  the  thing  was 
possible.  The  desideratum  was  a  carbon 
filament.  They  tried  cotton  thread  first,  and 
cooked  it  for  five  hours.  It  promptly  fell  to 
pieces  when  it  was  "done."  Repeated  ex- 
periments with  other  substances  met  with 
similar  results,  but  still  they  kept  on. 
resolved  that  they  would  make  a  lamp 
before  going  to  bed  or  die  in  the  attempt. 
They  got  a  perfect  filament  on  the  maming 
of  the  30th,  but  a  malicious  lepbyr,  wafted 
it  away  while  they  were  conveying  it  to  the 
glass  blower.  Edison's  chief  assistant  rushed 
into  the  presence  of  the  inventor  in  despair. 
"  It's  gone,"  he  cried,  "broken  by  the  wind. 
I'm  sick.  I'm  disgusted."  But  Edison 
would  not  give  up,  and  the  following 
morning  he  had  a  lamp  in  operation  which 
showed  a  delicate  thread  of  light,  and  he 
was  satisfied. 

If  persons  who  are  associated  with  Edison 
in  his  inventive  work  are  -willing  lo  go 
through  experiences  like  these,  it  is  not  to 
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be  wondereil  at  that  they  should  be  equally  enthusiastic 
when  they  come  to  tell  the  world  about  their  chief. 
We  must  exfiect  enthusiasm  from  enthusiasts  in  what- 
ever walk  we  may  find  them.  The  book  has 
an  abundance  of  illustrations.

wished,  for  nobody  in  California  ever  heard  that 
Mount  Ritier  had  been  climbed.  But  really  a  guide  is 
a  thing  of  which  Mr.  Muir  knows  nothing.  He  goes 
about  the  Sierras  as  one  goes  fibout  the  woodlands 
and  pastures  of  the  Connecticut  hills.  Most  of  the 
time  he  travels  without  company.  So  he  climbed 
Mount  Ritter^— all  by  himself.  Nobody  was  with  him 
to  show  him  the  perils  of  the  ascent;  nobody  was 
with  him  when,  after  hours  of  great  anxiety,  in  which 
he  more  than  once  encountered  dangers  that  almost 
paralyzed  him,  he  stood  upon  the  highest  pinnacle  of 
the  mountain  and  looked  out  upon  a  scene  which 
surpassed  in  grandeur  and  beauty  any  mountain 
scene  be  previously  had  looked  upon.  The  story  ot 
his  ascent,  his  descriptions  of  the  structure  of  the 
mountain,  and  his  vividly  •  drawn  word  -  painting 
of  the  view  that  rewarded  him  for  his  pai(jfijj,^ein-- 
ney,  constitute  one  of  the  most  interesting  chap- 
ters to  be  found  in  all  the  literature  of  the  moun- 

It  follows  that,  asiile  from  the  interest  which 
Mr.  Muir's  book  possesses  in  its  descriptions  of  the 
mountains  of  California,  it  affords  something  quite  as 
valuable — nay,  even  more  valuable — in  its  revelation 
of  a  thoroughly  unique  man.  He  loves  the  animal 
life  of  the  Sierras,  and  we  may  infer  from  his  sketches

One  of  the  strangest  and  yet 
one  of  the  most  interesting 
fads  of  these  latest  days  is  thht 
which  has  been  zealously  in- 
dulged in  during  the  last  quarter 
of  a  century  by  Mr.  Laurence 
Hutton,  In  the  early  sixties, 
Mr.  Hutton  tells  us,  half  a  dozen 
old  plaster  casts  were  found  in 
a  dusl-bin  in  one  of  the  old- 
fashioned  streets  which  runs 
towards  the  East  River,  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Tompkins 
square,  in  New  York.  These- 
by  chance,  came  into  his  pos- 
session. They  were  not  the  or- 
dinary plaster  heads,  but  death- 
masks,  and  their  study  inspired  their  possessor  with 
a  desire  to  increase  the  collection.  From  that  time 
he  lost  DO  opportunity  to  secure  casts  of  the  faces  of 
distinguished  or  notorious  people,  and  he  believes 
that  he  has  now  the  largest  and  most  nearly  complete 
collection  of  the  kind  in  the  world,  the  masks  ranging 
from  Sir  Isaac  Newton,  the  wisest  of  men,  to  Sambo, 


the  lowest  type  (rf  the  American  negro ;  from  OTiwr  ! 
Cromwell  to  Henry  Clay ;  from  Bonaparte  to  Grant;  ' 
from  Keats  to  Leopardi:  from  Pius  IX  to  Thmnis 
Paine;  trom  Ben  Caunt.thepnie 
fighter,  to  Thomas  Chalmen, 
the  light  of  the  Scottish  pulpit. 
Many  of  these  were  gathered 
after  many  years  of  patient  and 
pleasant  research  in  the  studios, 
the  curiosity  shops  and  the 
plaster  shops  of  most  of  the 
capitals  of  Europe  and  America. 
The  earliest  of  these  masks  ve 
replicas  of  those  of  Daate. 
made,  perhaps,  in  the  first  pan 
of  the  fourteenth  century,  and 
of  Tasso,  made  at  the  end  of 
the  sixteenth  century.  Tbe 
latest  mask  is  that  of  Edvia 
Booth. 

The  papers  which  make  up 
Mr.  Hutton 's  volume  now 
before  us  originally  appeared 
in  Harper' s  Magazine  XMojtxii 
ago.

The  death  of  Lucy  Larcotn,  rather, more  than  a  year 
ago,  brought  sincere  regret  from  every  one  who  bad 
known  her  story.    Thousands  who  have  read  her 
books  probably  did  not  know  in  what  circumstances 
ihe  had  lived  and  tailed.    Bom^by  the  sea,  in  the  old 
town  of  Beverly,  she  was  the  daughter'of  *  retired 
shipmaster,  who  had  become  a  shopkeeper,  and  died 
before  his  children  had  grown  up,  and  thus 
ieftlbebind  him  a  large  family,  to  whom  want 
at  ODCe  came.    The  means  by  which  that 
cbild  of  his  upon  whom  some  fame  was  to 
descend  made  her  way  through  the  world 
were  a  poem  in  themselves,  a  striking  picture 
of  New-England  life  in  past  generations. 

We  have  recorded  in  this  volume,  often 
in  Miss  Larcom's  own  words,  the  full  and 
authentic  story  o(  a  brave  and  cheerful  con- 
test Miss  Larcom  wrote  verse  in  the  East 
and  taught  school  in  the  West,  that  she 
might  live  a  life  of  gentleness  and  dignity. 
More  than  this,  she  toiled  in  a  factory.  That 
^he  gave  the  world  far  more  than  lull  re- 
turns for  all  it  ever  gave  her,  readers  of  her 
her  verse  and  prose  can  testify. 

The  immediate  cause  of  Miss  Laicom's 
going  to  Illinois  was  the  marriage  ol  her 
sister  and  the  deci^on  of  uster  and  husband 
to  seek  a  home  in  the  West.  She  found 
cnifdoyment  as  teacher — the  schoolhouse 
was  of  ]<^;s — her  salary,  fourteen  dollars 
a  month,  from  which  she  paid  a  dollar  and  a 
quarter  per  week  for  herself.  Every  three 
moDths  the  salary  was  paid,  and  once  when 
a  pavment  was  made  she  was  assured  that  it 
was  "  a  powerful  lot  of  monef  for  only  three 
months'  teaching."  Hefe  in  the  West  she 
met  a  young  man  whom  [she  might  have 
married.  He  went  to  California,  but  after 
three  years  they  were  no  nearer  a  decision. 
Then  she  "grew  fond  of  her  independence, 
and  as  her  ability  asserted  itself  she  seemed 
to  see  before  her  a  career  as  an  authoress 
vhich  she  felt  it  her  duty  to  pursue."  Miss 
Larcom  was  an  abolitionist,  and,  as  her 
IsTer  held  other  views,  she  knew  there  was 
a  poor  oudook  for  peace  in  the  home  they 
might  make.  It  was  difference  of  opinion  'on  all 
those  questions  from  which  came  the  civil  war  that 
led  to  the  final  refusal. 

Miss  Larcom  never  bad  a  home  of  her  own, 
"  though  she  longed  for  one,"  saysl  Mr.  Addison, 
"  and  used  to  delight  in  speaking  of  the'possibility  of 
having  one."  Her  life  was  spent  either  in  the  homes 
of  others  or  in  boarding  houses.  She  all  her  life 
felt  compelled  to  be  economical. 


Mr.  Addison  has  told  this  story  with  fitting  sim- 
plicity, and  with  a  skill  that  permits  Miss  Larcom 
always  to  stand  well  in  the  foreground.  It  is  an 
excellent  piece  of  work — excellent  often  for  what  it 
does  not  say,  as  well  as  for  what  It  says.

Mr.  Healy  had  been  3  portrajt  painter  sixty-two  years 
when  he  died  last  June,  and  a  popular  and  prosperous 
one  the  gre3.ter  part  of  that  time.  He  had  panted 
Kings  and  Queens,  and  had  dined  with  them,  too. 
He  bad  hobnobbed  with  the  greatest  men  of  bis  era 
in  Europe  and  America,  His  start  in  life  had  been 
picturesquely  near  ihe  traditional  foot  of  the  ladder, 
his  rise  had  been  rapid,  some  of  his  experiences  odd. 
and  his  success,  all  things  considered,  quite  out  of 


there  is  absolutely  no  revelation  of  the  man  in  his 
book,  of  his  temperament  and  social  qualities,  likes, 
dislikes,  and  prejudices. 

The  first  half  of  his  volume  is  autobiographical, 
and  the  rest  is  anecdotal,  with  a  spice  of  art  critidsm 
of  the  most  generous  kind,  and  is  ,much  more  inter- 
esting. Through  Gen.  Cass,  Healy  made  the 
acquaintance  of  Louis  Philippe,  who  was  his  patron 
for  several  years.  He  painted  the  Citizen-King  and 
his  Ministers,  Marshal  Soult,  Guizot,  and  Thiers.  He 
knew  Couture  intimately.  In  184J  he  hastened  to 
America  to  paint  Jackson's  portrait  for  the  Louvre, 
and  was  at  the  Hermitage  when  that  famous  man 
died.  The  same  year  he  made  portraits  of  Clay, 
J.  Q.  Adams,  and  Webster.  His  big  picture  in  Faneiul 
Hail,  "  Webster  Replying  to  Hayne,"  with  its  multi- 
tude of  portraits,  was  then  planned.  In  England  he 
had  many  sitters  among  the  nobility,  and  passed  the 
time  of  day,  at  least,  with  the  Queen  and  her  consort. 
In  America,  in  a  later  period,  he  made  portraits  of 
Lincoln,  Grant,  Sherman,  and  other  great  men  of  the 
civil  war. 

In  Rome  he  painted  Pius  IX.,  the  Princess  of  Rou- 
mania,  now  Queen,  and  others  of  note.  Gambetta 
and  Lisit  were  later  subjects,  and  among  the  men  of 
letters  who  sat  to  him  were  Audubon,  Prcscott.  Haw- 
thorne, and  Ticknot.  He  has  original  anecdotes  to 
tell  of  every  one  of  his  subjects,  and,  though  not  one 
throws  a  new  light  on  the  man  or  woman  in  question, 
they  are  all  readable.  The  book  has  no  particular 
literary  character  or  quality,  which  is  much  better 
than  having  a  bad  one.  Mr.  Healy  wrote  simple  and 
understandable  English.

BY  THE  LATE  BISHOP  BROOKS. 

Essays  and  Addresses.  Religious,  Literary  and 
Social.  By  niillipa  Brooks.  Edited  by  the  Rev.  John

This  volume  contains  all  of  Bishop  Brooks's  public 
utterances  outside  of  the  pulpit  of  which  records  have 
been  preserved  that  are  measurably  correct.  The 
essays  and  orations  have  been  printed  from  the  most 
authentic  sources  available.  Some  have  been  taken 
directly  or  at  second-hand  from  manuscripts  prepared 
by  the  Bishop  himself,  and  some  from  reports  of  ad- 
dresses furnished  by  stenographers.  Those  who  recall 
with  what  rapidity  Bishop  Brooks  was  accustomed  to 
speak  will  readily  understand  that  few  of  the  addresses 
which  were  reported  by  stenographers  are  preserved 
in  their  entirely.  These  reported  addresses  are  sub- 
stantially correct,  however,  and,  though  they  may 
lack  something  of  the  elegant  diction  of  the  speaker, 
ihey  possess  a  compensating  quality  in  that  they  give 
us  samples  of  the  Bishop's  extemporaneous  forms,  to 
which,  according  to  the  judgment  of  his  friends,  his 
reputation  as  an  orator  chiefly  was  due. 

The  wide  range  of  the  topics  illustrates  the  broad- 
ness of  the  man.     He  was  a  clergyman,  but  at  the 
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same  time  he  was  man  of  the  world  in  the  best  sense  of 
the  phrase.  The  same  broad  ipint  manifests  itself  alike 
in  theBishop's  treatment  of  religious  and  ofliterary  and 
social  topics.  Everything  that  worked  for  the  eleva- 
tion of  the  human  race  appealed  to  his  sympathies. 
Nothing  that  engaged  the  attention  of  the  people 
seemed  trivial  to  him.  Some  of  his  addresses  were 
delivered  before  graduating  classes  of  Boston  schools. 
He  had  a  great  fondness  for  the  young,  and  seemed 
to  enjoy  nothing  more  than  the  privilege  of  saying  a 
few  words  to  a  body  of  boys  or  girls  who  were  about 
to  sever  their  school  ties  and  go  out  into  the  world. 
His  addresses  on  such  occasions  are  models — 
short,  bright,  earnest  little  talks,  ftill  of  good 
advice,  affectionately  bestowed.      N.  Y.  Times.

The  late  Theodore  Child  was  one  of  those 
well-equipped  journalists,  rightly  spoken  of 
as  a  man  of  letters,  who  wrote  both  with  knowl- 
edge and  with  charm  upon  the  widest  range  of 
topics,  from  Russian  politics  to  Parisian  fash- 
ions, from  a  Greek  statue  to  a  salad.  This  beau- 
tiful volume  is  the  fruit  partly  of  his  knowledge 
of  art,  partly  of  his  observations  of  contern' 
porary  life.  It  is  a  series  of  essays  about 
female  adornment  and  especially  about  the 
manner  in  which  women  have  dressed  their 
hair,  from  ancient  Egypt  to  modern  France. 
"Coiffure  is  an  art,"  he  writes,  "and  a  great 
art,  the  greatest  of  decorative  arts,  inas  much 
as  its  function  is  to  adorn  the  most  perfect  of 
nature's  works,  the  beauty  of  woman.  There- 
fore have  1  ventured  to  write  this  little  book  of 
reveries  and  reflections  on  the  dressing  of  hair 
and  the  adornment  of  beauty,  not  with  a  view 
to  superseding  the  learned  theoretical  and 
practical  treatises  of  the  masters,  not  yet  with 
the  purpose  of  compiling  a  history  of  coiffure 
but  whh  the  more  special  object  of  calling  at- 
tention to  the  wealth  of  example  and  sug- 
suggestion  contained  in  the  paintings  and 
sculpture  of  past  ages,  and  of  thus  setting 
foith  indirectly  the  principles  and  conditions 
upon  which  beautiful  coiffure  and  ornament 
depend."

Mr.  Burroughs  is  a  close  outdoor 
observer,  and  these  records  of  his 
observation  have  his  careful,  in- 
timate touches.  Part  of  what  be 
himself  says  about  observation  is 
worth  quoting,  because  so  few 
naturalists  comprehend  its  fnndst- 
mental  idea,  and  stilt  fewer  are 
able  to  carry  it  out. 

"  When  you  go  to  nalure,  bring  us 
good  science  or  else  good  littmure, 
■nd  not  a  mere  inTcotory  of  what  jou 
have  seen.  One  demonslrales,  the  oUier 
interprets.  Observation  15  selective  and 
detective.  A  real  obserralion  begets 
wumth  and  joy  in  the  mind.  1'o  see 
things  in  detail  >s  they  lie  alxnit  yoa, 
and  enamerate  tbein,  is  not  observation, 
but  to  see  the  signilicanl  things,  to  leiie 
the  quick  movement  and  gesture,  to 
disentangle  the  threads  of  relaiion,  to 
know  the  nerves  that  thrill  from  the 
cords  that  bind,  or  the  typical  and  vital 
from  the  commonplace  and  mechanical 
— ihat  is  to  be  an  observer." 


If,  indeed,  Ihat  is  to  be  an  observer,  we  instinctively 
think  of  such  men  as  Darwin  and  Agassii  and  Lyell 
as  coming  up  to  Mr.  Burroughs's  standard.

It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  we  are  at  last  Co 
have  a  fitting  edition  of  the  novels  of  Henry  Kings- 
ley.  Curiously  enough,  although  Ihey  rank  among 
the  best  works  of  modern  English  fiction,  they  are  less 
known  to  American  readers  than  the  books  of  many 
second  class  novelists.  Henry  Kingsley,  who  was  a 
younger  brother  of  the  more  famous  Charles  Kings- 
lev,  died  eighteen  years  ago.  when  only  forty-six. 
He  was,  in  his  day,  journalist,  war  correspondent 
and  novelist.  He  was  at  one  time  editor  of  the 
London  Dailr  Review.  He  was  through  the  Franco- 
Prussian  war  in  1870,  and  was  the  first  Englishman 
who  entered  Sedan  after  the  surrender.  His  first 
novel,  "Geoffrey  Hamlyn,"  was  written  before  he 
was  thirty  and  while  he  was  in  Australia.  It  ap- 
peared in  London  in  1859.  Subsequently  he  wrote 
•■  Ravenshoe,"  "  Austin  Elliot,"  "  The  Hillyars  and 
the  Burtons,"  "  Leighton  Court,"  "  Mademoiselle 
Mathilde,"  "  Stretton,"  "  Hetty,"  "  Old  Margaiei," 
"  Hornby  Mills,"  "  Valentine,"  "  Reginald  Hether- 
edge,"  "  Silcote  of  Silcote,"  and  others.  Some  critics 
have  claimed  for  him  a  higher  place  in  literature  than 
his  brother.    However  that  may  be.  his  novels  have 
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distinctive  excellence,  and  any  collection  of  fiction 
in  which  they  are  not  found  is  as  incomplete  as  if 
lacking  Dickeni  or  Thackeray.  "  Ravenshoe,"  the 
first  of  the  issue  to  appear,  comes  in  two  small 
and  beautilully  printed  volumes.

In  the  first  volume  of  a  new  ■■  History  of  Greece,"  by 
Adolph  Holm,  the  German  text  is  reproduced  with 
valuable  additions  in  an  Enghsh  translation.  The 
author  makes  no  claim  to  that  criticism  of  the  nicest 
minutise  of  research  for  which  Grote  and  Duncker 
were  remarkable,  nor  does  he  profess  to  ofTer  the 
harmony  and  charm  of  the  narrative  of  Curtius.  His

He  disagrees  from  those  wbo  regard 
the  Greeks  as  a  people  which,  in  the  most  important 
phases  of  life,  always  hit  upon  the  best,  or  nearly 
the  best,  course  of  action,  but,  at  the  same  time, 
he  considers  them  an  exceptionally  high  type  of 
humanity,  as  the  great  seekers  after  perfection  among 
the  nations,  possessing  all  the  qualities  which  belong 
to  the  indefatigable  inquirer.  This  view  has  guided 
him  in  his  estimate  of  the  great  men  among  the 
Creeks.  In  his  opinion  the  greatest  Athenian  states- 
men did  not  always  find  the  best  solution  of  the  pro- 
blems before  them.  In  them,  as  in  the  people  at 
large,  it  is  intellectual  activity,  marked  not  only  or 
mainly  in  their  achievements,  but  also  in  their  as^ta- 
tions,  that  specially  commands  our  admiration.  The 
principles  of  historical  criticism  on  which  the  narra- 
tive is  based  are  defined,  as  they  should  be,  at  the 
outset.  He  holds,  for  instance,  that  the  investigalion 
of  original  sources  should  no  longer  start,  as  has  been 
hitherto  generally  the  case,  with  the  reconstruction 
of  lost  authors,  but  with  a  study  of  the  peculiarities 
of  the  existing  ones.  He  further  maintains  that  the 
common  criterion  of  the  author's  point  of  view,  especi- 
ally in  poUtics,  must  be  applied  with  caution,  lest  it 
lead  to  partisanship,  and,  consequently,  to  inaccuracy.

The  best  book  which  has  yet  appeared  in  English 
upon  the  subject,  a  book  which  embodies  the  ripest 
and  most  trustworthy  German  researches  within  the 
period  which  it  surveys,  is  "  German  Society  at  the 
Close  of  the  Middle  Ages,"  by  E.  Bel- 
fort  Bax.  This  volume  is  the  first 
instalment  of  a  work  which  aims  at 
filing  English  and  American  readers 
a  correct  idea  of  the  social  condition 
and  the  popular  movements  of  Ger- 
many during  the  period  known  as 
that  of  the  Reformation.  In  accord- 
ance with  his  plan,  the  author  has 
touched  only  incidentally  upon  the 
theological  disputes  then  ostensibly 
uppermost  In  the  thoughts  of  men,  or 
upon  the  purely  political  side  of 
things.  These  matters  are  dealt  with 
merely  in  so  far  as  they  conspicuously 
strike  across  the  path  of  social  and 
Internal  alTairs.  The  volume  before 
us,  which  has  a  more  general  charac- 
ter than  its  successors  will  exhibit, 
deals  with  an  epoch  which  begins  with 
the  last  quarter  of  the  fifteenth  century 
and  ends  with  the  first  quarter  of  the 
sixteenth,  just  before  the  great  up- 
rising of  the  German  peasants.  It 
embraces  a  narrative  of  the  earlier 
popular .  revolutionary  movements 
which  were  precursors  of  the  peasants' 
war,  and  also  deals  with  the  under- 
lying catises  of  the  general  disinte- 
gration of  the  time.  The  principal 
authorities  relied  upon  by  Mr.  Bax 
are  Ranke,  Janssen,  and  Egelhaaf. 
The  view  point  of  Ranke  is  that  ot 
general  bourgeois  philistinism  ;  Jans- 
sen  represents  the  Ultramontane 
Catholic  view,  although  no  one  dis- 
putes the  accuracy  of  his  scholarship, 
Egelbaaf 's  work  may  be  regarded  as 
a  counterblast  to  Jansien's,  its  point 
of  view  being  that  of  liberal,  middle- 
class  German  Protestantism.  In  the  ' 
opinion  of  Mr.  Bax,  none  of  these  three  Thomu  Nelaon  J 
writers  has  performed  his  task  in  a  way 
that  will  be  acceptable  to  the  twentieth  century.  His 
belief  is  that  to  rewrite  history  in  the  light  of  the 
researches  of  the  last  few  decades  will  be  one  of  the 
imperative  duties  of  the  next  two  or  three  generations. 
He  thinks  that  history  needs  to  be  presented  afresh 
on  the  basis  of  primitive  communism,  with  its  tribal 
and  varied  groups  and  its  sexual  relations  based  on 


the  gens,  and  from  the  standpoint  of  a 
development  from  these  beginnings  up  to  the  indi- 
vidualism of  our  day,  which  is  founded  on  the  com- 
plete disruption  of  medieval  society.

OBITUARY. 
The  Rev.  James  McCosh,  D.U.,  LL.  D.,  Lilt.  D.,  En-Piesi- 
denl  of  Princeton  College,  died  at  Princeton,  N.  J.,  Novem- 
ber l6(h.  He  was  bom  in  Ayrshire,  Scotland,  April  I,l8ll. 
and  was  educated  >l  the  Universities  of  Gla^ow  and  Ediu- 
boi^  ;  while  at  the  latter  be  wrote  an  essay  on  the  philosophy 
of  Ihe  slt»ci  for  which,  on  motion  of  Sir  William  Hamillon, 
the  honorary  degree  of  A.  M.  was  conferred  on  him.  He 
published  in  1S50  the  ■'  Methods  of  the  Divine  Govern- 
ment, Pbjsical  and  Moral,"  which  made  his  reputation  as  a 
philosophical  writer,  and  is  considered  by  some  his  greaieit 
wnk.  In  1S51  he  was  chosen  to  (he  chair  of  logic  and 
metaphysics  in  Queen's  College,  Belfast,  where  he  became 
eminenl  as  an  instructor.  In  1856  he  wrote  jointly  with 
Prof  Ge<irge  Dickie,  M.  D.,  "Typical  Forms  and  Special 
Ends  in  Creation."  His  other  published  works  at  Belfast 
were " Intuitions  of  Ihe  Mind  Inductively  Investigated;" 
**Th«  Supernatural  in  Relation  to  the  Naiural;"  and  "An 
Eiaminaiion  of  Mill's  Philosophy." 

In  1868  be  accepted  the  call  to  the  presidency  of  Ihe 
College  of  New  Jersey  and  became  a  resident  of  Princeton. 
He  quickly  adapted  himself  <o  the  new  situation,  and  by  his 
soccosful  administration  and  wide  reputation,  secured  for 
Princeton  College  the  name  and  prosperity  it  now  enjoys. 
Uesides  frequent  contributions  to  the  PrinettoH  Sevino 
and  other  periodicals  in  this  country  and  Great  Britain 
be  published,  among  others,  ''Tbc  Laws  of  Discur- 
sive Thought "  and  "  A  Treatise  on  Lt^ic;"  "Christianity 
aod  Positivism,"  a  series  of  lectures  delivered  on  Ihe  Ely 
tnmdation  at  the  Union  Theological  Seminary,  New  York 
Oty;  "The  Scottish  Philosophy,"  "A  Reply  10  Professor 
Tyndsil's  Belfast  Address,"  "  First  and  Fundamental 
Truths,"  "  Psychology,  the  Cognitive  Powers,"  "  Psychology, 
the  Motive  I\}wers,"  "The  Emotions,"  "The  Religious 
Aspect  of  Evolution."  and  his  two  volumes  of  "  Realistic 
ntikaaphy." 

In  iSSS,  in  fulfilment,  it  would  seem,  of  a  purpose  made 
l^him  when  entering  upon  bis  work  at  Princeton,  he  resigned 


the  presidency,  having  completed  tweoly  years  of  adminis- 
tration, and  was  succeeded  by  President  Patton.  His  lime 
since  has  been  employed  lai^ely  ■"  Ihe  review  of  such  of  his 
pnblished  works  as  he  thought  were  of  pennancnl  value. 
and  in  the  preparation  of  an  autobit^rnphy  which,  il  is  to  be 
hoped,  was  completed.  A'.    Y.  Pmt. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Wjluam  Greehouoh  Thavek  Shedd, 
Professor  ol  SystemsUc  Theology  in  iJnion  Theolt^ical 
Seminary,  died  in  New  York  City,  passing  away  the  day  after 
bis  friend  and  fellow. worker  io  Iheoti^y  and  philosophy. 
Dr.  James  McCosh,  whose  early  metaphysical  volume  on 
"The  Intuitions  of  the  Mind  Inductively  Investigated" 
was  first  pablished  In  ihis  conntry  with  an  introduction  from 
the  pen  of  Dr.  Shbdd.  He  was  bom  in  Acton,  Mass.,  on 
June  zi.  tSzo,  and  was  graduated  from  the  University  of 
Vermont  io  1839. 

Dr.  Shedd  was  a  voluminous  translator,  editor,  and  writer, 
and  among  his  published  works  are  the  following:  "  EI0- 
qnence  a  Virtue,  or  Outlines  of  Systematic  Rhetoric,"  from 
the  German  uf  Dr.  Francis  Theremin  (New  York,  1850); 
"  Coleridge's  Works,  with  Introductory  Essays,"  seven 
volumes (1853);  "Lectures  on  the  Philosophy  of  History" 
(Andover,  1856);  "  Discourses  and  Essays"  (1856)-,  "  A 
Manual  of  Church  History,"  from  the  German  of  Guericke, 
(two  volumes.  1S57) ;  "  The  Confessions  of  Augustine,"  vrith 
an  introductory  essay  (i860);  "  A  History  of  Christian  Doc- 
trine "  (two  volumes,  New  York,  1S63] ;  "  Homiletics  and 
Pastoral  Theology"  (1867)1  "Sermons  Io  the  Natural 
Man"  (1871);  "Theological  Essays"  (1877);  "Literary 
Essays'"  (1S78) ;  "Commentary  on  Paul's  Epistle  Io  the 
Romans"  [1S79);  "Sermons  to  the  Spiritual  Man" 
(1884)1  and  "Doctrine  of  Endless  Punishment"  (1885). 
Dr.  Shedd  also  wrote  the  article  on  the  "Gospel  of 
Si.  Mark  "  in  volume  II,  of  the  English  translation  of  Lange's 
Commentary,  and  contributed  an  introduclion  to  Samuel 
R.  Asbury's  translation  of  Dr.  Cari  Ackerman's  work,  "  The 
Christian  Element  in  Plato  and  the  Platonic  Philosophy " 
(Edinburgh,  1S60),  besides  his  introduction,  already  men- 
tioned, to  Dr.  McCosh's  "  Intuitions  of  Ihe  Mind  "  (New 
York,  1S65).  Dr.  Shedd')  most  important  work,  however, 
was  his  system  of  "  Dogmatic  Theology."  the  third  aod 
concluding  volume  of  which  was  published  last  spring. 
Throughout  bis  connection  with  Unioa  Theological  Semi- 
nary Dr.  Shedd  was  one  of  its  most  conspicuous  professors, 
and  for  encyclopedic  leamiog  divided  with  the  late 
Dr.  Philip  Schalflhe  admiration  and  homage  of  Ihe  students.

Philip  Gilbert  Hamertos,  the  English  anist  and 
vrriter  on  art,  died  at  Boulogne -sur- Seine  on  Monday, 
Novemlwr  5.  He  was  bom  sixty  years  ago  at  Lanesdale.  in 
Lancashire,  where  his  father,  the  head  of  a  younger  branch 
of  an  old  Yorkshire  family,  was  a  solicitor.  His  lirst  pub- 
lished writings,  a  series  of  articles  called  "  Rome  in  I849," 
contributed  Io  the  [Hsltrii  Ttn^r,  appeared  in  1849,  and  two 
years  later  he pub.ished  "Observations  of  Heraldry."  In 
1S55  he  published  "  The  Isles  of  Loch  Arbe,  and  Other 
Poems  of  my  Youth,"  a  volume  of  poems  ittuslrated  by  him- 
self, and  in  the  same  year  went  to  Paris  to  study  French 
literature  and  painting.  In  addition  to  these  he  published, 
"A  Painter's  Camp  in  the  Highlands"  and  "Thoughts 
About    Art"   (1862),    "Contemporary    French    Painters" 
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(1367),  "Pualing  io  France  AAer  the  Declioe  of  Classi- 
cism" ■■!(] "  Etching  and  Etchers  "  (iS68), "  Wenderholme," 
■  novel  (iSbg), "The  Unknown  Riser:  aa  Etcher's  Vo)'- 
age  of  Diicovery"  (1870),  "The  Etcfaet'i  Hand-Book" 
(1871),  •  The  Inlellectiul  Life"  and  "Chapters  on  Animals" 
(1873),  ■■  Examples  of  Modem  Etching''  (1874),  "Harry 
Blount "  ( 1875),  "  Round  My  House  ;  Notes  of  Rural  Life 
in  France  in  Peace  and  War"  {1875).  "The  Sylvan  Year" 
{1876),  "  Marmome"  and  '■Modem  Frenchmen"  (1878), 
•'  The  Life  of  J.  M.  W.  Turner,  R.  A."  (i879',, "  The  Graphic 
Arts"  (iSSz),  "Human  Intercourse"  and  "Paris  in  Old 
and  Present  Times"  (1884).  "  Landscape  "  (1885),  "  Imagi- 
nation in  Landscape  Painting"  (1886),  "The  SaOne :  a 
Summer  Voyage"  (1887),  "Portfolio  Papers"  (1888), 
"French  and  English"  (l889),"Man  in  Art"and"The 
Present  Stale  of  the  Pine  Arts  in  France"  (189Z]  and 
"Drawingand  Engraving"  (1893).  A',  y.  Sun. 

Lieut -Col.  Garrick  MALLERV.eihnoIc^st  of  the  Smith- 
sooian  Institution  at  Washington,  D,  C,  died  in  that  city  on 
October  24.  He  was  bom  at  Wilkes- Barre.  Peona.,  on 
April  23,  1831,  graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1850,  and 
received  the  degree  of  LL.  D.  from  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania in  1853,  the  year  of  bis  admission  to  the  bar  of 
Philadelphia.  He  practiced  lilt  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil 
War,  when  be  enlisted  io  the  Union  army,  serving  with  (he 
rank  of  captain  until  bis  capture  and  confinement  in  Libby 
Prison.  In  1870  he  was  made  Secretary  of  State  and  Adju- 
tant-general of  Virginia,  serving  for  some  time  as  Acting 
Governor  of  that  State.  His  studies  of  the  sign  language  of 
the  Indians,  while  connected  with  the  Signal  Service,  led  to 
his  assignment,  in  1876,  to  the  Ethnological  Bureau,  from 
which  he  resigned  to  accept  his  position  at  the  Smithsonian. 
His  principal  works  are :  "  A  Calendar  of  the  Dakota 
Nation  "  (1877),  "  The  Former  and  Present  Number  of  Our 
Indians"  (1S7S),  "Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Sign-Lan- 
guage among  the  North  American  Indians,  as  Illustrating 
(h«  Gesture- Speech  of  Mankind  "  and  "  Gesture  Signs  and 
Signals  of  the  North  American  Indians"  (l58o),  "  Sign- 
Language  among  the  North  American  Indians  Compared 
with  that  Among  Other  Peoples  and  Deaf-Mulcs"  (iSSl) 
and  "  Pictographs  of  the  North  American  Indians  "  (i886)< 
CriHc. 

The  death  of  Jauk  Anthoky  Froude,  on  October  20th, 
removes  one  of  the  last  representatives  of  the  great  period 
of  Victorian  letter*.  Bora  10  long  ago  as  iSiS,  lor  foil 
fifty  years  he  had  been  active  with  his  pen.  In  1842  he 
won  the  Chancellor's  prize  at  Oxford  for  the  English  eisay, 
upon  a  subject  to  which  (we  believe)  he  never  afterwards 
retumed  :  "  The  Influence  of  the  Science  of  Political  Econo- 
my on  (hi  Moral  and  Social  Welfare  of  the  Nation."  Only 
two  monthi  since  Mesus.  Longmans  published  bis  Oxford 
lectures  on  '*  Erasmus." 

Under  the  pseudonym  of  "Zcta,"  he  pnblisbed,  in  1847, 
a  volume  entitled,  "  Shadows  of  the  Clouds,"  which  com- 
prised two  stories—"  The  Spirit's  Trials  "  and  "  The  Lieu- 
tenant's Daughter."  His  "  Nemesis  of  Faith  "  appeared  in 
1848,  and  reached  a  second  edition  in  the  following  year.  It 
marked  his  defection  from  the  teaching  of  the  Church  of 
England,  against  whose  reverence  for  what  be  called  the 
"  Hebrew  Mythology  "it  it,  ifl/zr-a/tii,  a  protest.  Both  these 
works  were  severely  condemned  by  the  University  authorities. 


For  (wo  or  three  years  he  wrote  almost  iionstandy  iot 
Fraier't  Magatint  and  the  Wtslminsltr  Revitm.  Ok  <if 
his  articles  in  the  tatter  on  the  Book  of  Job,  has  been  it- 
printed  in  a  separate  form  (1854).  In  1856  he  pnblidNd 
the  first  two  volumes  of  his  "  History  of  England,  froB  the 
Fall  of  Wolsey  to  (he  Defeat  of  the  Spanish  Armada," 
which  has  been  continued  from  time  to  time,  vols  XI  ud 
XII  having  been  published  in  1870,  concluding  (he  wnrii. 
One  of  the  most  marked  fea(ures  of  the  work  is  an  elaborSe 
a((empt  to  vindicate  the  reputation  of  Henry  VIII. 

His  "Short  Studies  on  Great  Subjects "  appeared  io 
1867,  being  reprints  of  essays  which  bad  appeared  in  varimi 
periodicals.  His  later  works  are  "  The  English  in  Irclind 
ill  the  Eighteenth  Century,"  three  volumes;  "  CsMar:  A 
Sketch,"  1879,  and  "  Reminiscences  of  the  High  Cbnrdi 
Revival,"  a  series  of  papen  in  Good  Words.  (iSSi). 

Having  been  appointed  executor  to  Thomas  Carlyle,  be 
published  his  "  Reminiscences,"  two  volumes,  t88l ;  tin 
first  part  of  bis  biography,  "  Thomas  Carlyle :  A  Hisuxj  of 
(he  First  Forty  Years  of  His  Life,"  1892 ;  "  Reminiiceiicts 
of  His  Irish  Journey  in  1S49,"  1SS2,  and  "  Oceana,"  1SS6, 
an  account  of  a  voyage  to  Australia  and  eliewheie.  Id 
1SS8  he  published  "The  English  in  the  West  Indies;  ot, 
The  Bow  of  Ulysses;"  in  18S9  "The  Two  Chiefs  di  Dnn- 
boy,"  an  Irish  romance  of  the  last  century,  and,  in  1890, 1 
"Life  of  Lord  Beaconsfield." 

In  189Z  Froude  was  appointed  Regius  Professor  of  His- 
tory at  Oxford.

The  late  J.  A.  Symonds's  *'  Giovanni  Boccaccio  as  Man 
and  Author."  although  scarcely  more  than  an  essay  in  book 
form,  is  evidently  designed  as  a  work  of  much  Ihe  same  sort 
as  the  same  author's  "  Introduction  to  Ihe  Study  of  Danle," 
although  it  is  much  less  elaborate  and  ambitious.  In  con- 
tents and  form  it  is  clearly  an  expansion  of  his  well-known 
chapter  ou  Boccaccio  in  his  "  Renaissance  in  Italy,"  with 
which,  indeed,  il  has  a  number  of  pages  io  common.  Like

The  diflerence  between  the  musicians  and  the  ordi- 
nary music. lover's  enjoyment  of  music  is  more  in  kind  than 
in  degree  1  it  is  a  fundamental  difference  in  point  of  view. 
This  poailion  slated,  the  author  enters  upon  a  discua.'-ion  of 
the  ear.  in  which  he  combats  the  current  conceptions  of  it 
and  shows  that,  arousing  all  of  man's  nobler  faculties  to 
action,  music  is  an  appeal  to  the  highest  and  best  inspira- 
tion possible  for  os.  The  essay  on  Johann  Bach  is  a  critical 
itody  ol  Ihe  great  composer,  whom  he  calN  the  Dante  of 
nuuic.  It  is  sympathetic  and  complete  as,  it  may  he  said, 
are  the  other  essays  in  the  scholarly  volume.

volume  ;  and  even  these  figures  do  not  give  a  just  idea  of 
Ihe  amount  of  new  work,  for  a  nood  many  plates  have  been 
either  entirely  discarded  or  replaced  by  othen.  By  ■  caretnl 
comparison  it  appears  that  there  are  213  new  illustiatioos  to 
the  present  edition ;  and  as  the  illustrations  must  be  the 
most  important  port  ol  a  work  of  this  kind,  it  wilt  be  seen 
bow  greatly  the  value  of  this  edition  exceeds  that  of  the 
ori)(tnal.  Some  of  Ihe  additions  repair  injustices, as. notaUy, 
in  the  case  of  Meissooiet,  whose  position  as  the  father  of 
modem  illustration  was  unaccountably  neglected  in  the  first 
edition.  Some  give  funher  or  better  examples  of  the  woric 
of  men  already  noticed,  but  most  are  devoted  to  the  new 
men  who,  in  all  cimntries,  have  been  coming  to  the  twe  in 
the  art  of  pen-drawiog.  The  result  is  an  astonishing  array 
of  ability  and  varying  method  which  shows  convincingly 
the  viulity  of  Ibe  art  to-day.

Scattered  over  the  surface  of  these  great  volumes,  "like 
boulders  over  the  sides  of  a  moor,  are  to  be  found  reminis- 
cences and  statements  which  are  valuable  in  themselves  and 
well  worthy  of  preservation.  The  illustrations,  moreover, 
are  numerous  and  happy,  being  familiar  records  of  an 
artist's  life,  mode  by  such  men  as  Charles  Keene  and  Fred- 
erick Walker,  Mr  Hetkomer,  Mr.  Alma  Tadema  and  Mr. 
Marks  himtelf.  '•  Pen  and  Pencil  Sketches  "  is  a  book  easy 
to  quote  from  efl'ectively,  and  not  difiicnlt  to  read  in  an  idle 
hour.  But  it  is  just  because  it  contains  some  very  good 
things,  and  is  written  in  a  spirit  both  graceful  and  magnani- 
mous, that  we  find  it  so  deplorably  disappointing.  It  is  not 
one  of  those  books  which  ate  radically  and  hopelessly  had, 
and  yet  no  honest  crilic  in  tbe  world  could  call  it  good. 
Mr.  Marks'sseriousmemoriesopen  more  than  forty  years  •go, 
when  he  b^gan  to  study  art  under  J.  M.  Leigh,  in  company 
with  several  men  who  have  since  won  fame  and  the  honors 
of  Ihe  Royal  Academv.  In  1852  he  went  to  Paris,  in  com- 
pany with  Mr.  CaldcroQ,  to  study  in  the  attlitr  of  Picot,  for 
five  months;  and  this  was  Ibe  limit,  it  appears,  of  Mr. 
Marks'*  foreign  training.  The  love  of  Mr.  Marks  for  animals 
and  for  birds  in  particular,  is  well  known.  He  recommends 
birds  as  excellent  models,  not  least  because  they  never  think 
of  requiring  seven  shillings  a  day  and  a  hot  lunch  for  their 
services.  The  chapter  lu  which  Mr.  Marks  describes  his 
experiences  al  the  Zoo,  and  the  little  annoyances  which 
attend  an  anist  there,  is  the  most  amusing  in  ibe  volumes.

Mr.  Maclaren  baa  set  out  to  do  for 
"Drumtochly"  what  Mr,  Barrie  has  done  for  'Thrums," 
and  has  succeeded  in  givin(;  us  some  excellent  sketches. 
The  first  story,  "  Domsie,"  tells  of  a  clever  yi  ung  man  who, 
on  the  recommendation  of  Domsie,  the  village  dominie,  is 
sent  to  college,  where  he  highly  distinguishes  himself,  but 
makes  himtelf  so  ill  that  be  reiuma  to  die  "  beside  the 
boDQie  brier  busb."  The  other  hslf-doien  pieces  show  us 
more  of  Ihe  individuals  we  meet  in  the  first  one,  and  some 
others,  nod  all  of  Ibem  are  marked  by  the  same  eye  for 
character,  the  same  readiness  in  the  u>e  of  quaint  and 
shrewd  remarks  of  the  homely  Scols  people,  Mr.  Ian  Mac- 
laren writes  with  considerable  skill,  but  In  reading  hi* 
volume  we  are  reminded  too  forcibly  of  the  Thrums  folk 
delineated  by  Mr,  Harrie.

Iota  spares  us  all  mean  and  tawdry  hankering  alter  unlaw- 
ful love,  which  has  been  playing  so  luge  a  part  in  recent 
English  fiction,  and  of  which  the  ticeraiy  conscience  of 
Englishmen  is  growing  weary.  Her  silualion  is  well  con- 
ceived, ■<  d  the  chaiBCter  of  Beatrice,  (he  "  folded  "  wife, 
whose  cauie  wuuld  have  pleased  Cato  rather  than  the  goAi, 
is  marked  by  genuine  creative  power.  It  alone  would  dis- 
pose us  to  think  that  (he  author  may  give  us  a  third 
romance  still  better  than  her  fini  or  second.

At  times  it  would  seem  ai  if  he  were  direitly  studying  how 
to  combine  the  methods  of  this,  Ihe  minute  impremonism 
of  Ibe  day,  with  tbc  bmader  and  more  representative 
methods  of  the  older  lictkM,  and  if  this  be  Ihe  case  It  can- 
not be  said  (hat  he  has  failed  to  produce  a  good  eflect.  For 
while  on  the  one  hand  he  avoids  the  academic  plot,  on  the 
olbcr  he  skilfully  introdnces  a  natural  tai  ineviiable  climax, 
to  which  he  has  quietly  worked  up  1  and  while  he  exhibits 
the  true  realist's  passion  for  detail  iitthe  raw,  he  has  a  story- 
teller's weakness  for  incident.  Finally  his  style,  (hough  not 
permitted  to  be  "Itteiaiy,"  it  neither  rough  nor  impression- 
istic (nd  altogether  he  seems  on  a  first  acquainlaoce  a 
writer  of  promise — a  writer  who  is  going  to  write  and  not 
Mgae  about  hu  writing.  May  he  never  argue,  and  may  he 
aba  oa(giiiw  (he  impresaioa  that  in  the  vail  m^ority  of 
caaea  two  worda  are  not  better  than  four.

He  is  not  apolf^ctic  as  to  his 
prodigality,  for  he  writes  '*  that  the  American  people  have 
anglicized  themseJves  as  thoroughly  into  likmg  the  three- 
volume  stories  as  Ibey  have  toother  things."  We  can  hardly 
say  "  yea "  to  this,  for  public  taste  in  America  inclines 
toward  the  short  novel.  Viewing,  however,  the  development 
of  the  character  in  Mr.  Ford's  hero,  we  hardly  see  bow  be 
could  have  been  much  shorter.  The  slory  follows  out  a  line 
that  has  often  been  drawn  before,  that  is,  the  life  of  the 
politician.  This  is  a  mine,  as  Mr.  Ford  shows,  which  is  not 
to  be  exhausted.  For  some  it  may  be  that  the  book's  political 
side  will  be  of  the  greater  interest;  to  others,  perhaps,  the 
love  story.

If  Portland  u  z  suburb  of  Bostoa  still  more  so  is 
DnbUn,  aind  therefore  I  feel  justified  in  calling  the 
attentian  of  the  readers  of  Book  News  to  a  little 
gnen-paper  bound  volume  of  very  individual  poems 
ealitled  "  Homeirard  Songs  by  the  Way,"  published 
b}  Wbaley,  46  Dawson  Chambers,  Dublin,  Ireland. 
It  is  to  Mr.  Thomas  B.  Mosher  of  Portland  that  1 
■ID  indebted  for  the  pleasure  of  this  discovery. 
Only  the  author's  initial*—"  A.  E." — are  given.  The 
volume  contains  about  half  a  hundred  p^es.  But  it 
is  daintily  printed  at  the  Chiswick  Press  and  Ihe  con- 
tents are  quite  remarlcable.    This  is  the  Preface : 

"  I  moved  among  men  and  places,  and  in  living 
I  learned  the  truth  at  last.  I  know  I  am  a  spirit,  and 
that  I  went  forth  in  old  timefrom  the  Self-ancestral  lo 
labours  yet  unaccomplished ;  but  filled  ever  and  again 
villi  homesickness  I  made  these  songs  by  the  way." 
The  first  is  entitled  : 

THE  UNKNOWN  COD. 
Far  up  the  dim  twilight  fluttered 

Moth- wings  of  vapour  and  flame  : 
Tbe  lights  danced  over  the  moiiotains. 

Star  after  star  they  came. 
The  lights  grew  thicker  anheeded. 

For  silenl  and  still  were  we ; 
Our  hearts  were  drunk  wjih  a  beauty 
Our  eyes  could  never  see. 
Simple  and  artless  as  theseci]jht  lines  are,  tempted 
ai  one  is  at  lint  to  say  "how  silly  the  ending,"  * 


second  reading  or  a  second  thought  arrests  the  atten- 
tion and  one  finds  in  it  the  expression  of  a  mood  as 
true  as  it  is  delicate. 

Far  higher  and  deeper,  however,  is : 
SELF-DISCI  PLINF,. 
When  the  soul  sought  refuge  in  ihe  place  of  rest, 
Overborne  by  strife  and  pain  beyond  control, 
From  some  secret  hollow,  whisper  soft  confessed, 

Came  (he  l^end  of  Ihe  soul. 
Some  bright  one  of  old  lime  laid  his  scepler  down 

So  his  heart  might  le*m  ol  sweel  and  bjtier  truth ; 
Going  forth  beref)  of  beauty,  throne  and  crown

The  dim  and  silver  end  of  day 

Scarce  glimmered  through  ihe  Itllle  room. 
And  all  my  sins  were  told;  I  said

The  sharp  ache  Lbrohbing  in  my  head. 

The  fever  running  high  within. 
I  touched  with  pain  her  purity; 

Sin's  darker  sense  I  could  not  bring : 
My  soul  was  black  as  night  to  me;

Sound  in  wratb  and  tears. 
Tender-hearted,  in  your  lonely 

Sorrow  I  would  fain 
Comfort  you,  and  say  thai  only 
Gods  could  feel  such  pain. 
Only  spirits  know  such  longing 

For  the  far  away ; 
And  tbe  liery  fancies  thronging 

Rise  not  out  of  clay. 
Keep  the  secret  sense  celestial 

Of  tbe  starry  birth ; 
Though  about  you  call  tbe  bestial 

Voices  of  the  earth- 
Sad  one,  dry  away  your  tears ; 

Mount  again  anew  : 
In  tbe  great  ancestral  years

Its  Image  dazzles  for  a  day. 
Away!  the  great  life  calls;  I  leave 

For  Beauty,  Beauty's  rarest  flower ; 
For  Truth  the  lips  that  ne'er  deceive ; 

For  Love,  I  leave  Love's  haunted  bower. 
The  author's  color  sense  is  very  artistic,  but  it  is 
«hown  especially  in  the  descriptive  poems  like  those 
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entitled  "Krishna,"  "The  Singing  Silences''  and  a 
doien  more  and  yet  1  may  say  there  is  not  a  purdy 
descriptive  poem  in  the  whole  book ;  they  are  all 
subjective  and  ctherealized  by  the  poet's  thought. 

I  should  not  feel  justified  in  devoting  so  much  space 
to  such  a  litde  exotic  book  if  there  were  any  literary 
news  to  be  found  in  Boston.  While  the  people  are 
feasting  the  Knight  of  the  Cordon  bleu  is  willing  to 
let  the  morrow's  dinner  remain  unconsidered. 

A  few  scattered  items  of  varying  interest  must  do 
service  therefore  as  a  pendent. 

Miss  Harriet  Preston,  the  translator  of  "  Mirfio," 
has  been  visiting  in  Boston.  Mrs.  Kate  Gannett 
Wells  gave  her  a  reception. 

Mrs.  Clara  Hodgson  Burnett  and  her  son,  Mr. 
Vivian  Burnett,  have  been  here  for  a  short  visit 
They  were  at  Mrs.  Moulton's  last  Friday  aflemooD. 

Miss  Lilian  Whiting,  wbose  "  World  Beautiful  " 
hasalready  gone  into  its  third  thousand  is  spending 
the  month  of  December  with  friends  on  Glen  Road, 
in  Jamaica  Plain, 

Mrs.  Mary  McNiel  Scott,  many  of  whose  beautifiil 
poems  a're  inspired  by  Japanese  subjects,  has  left  her 
home  in  Mobile,  Alabama,  and  has  found  a  congenial 
field  of  labor  in  the  Japanese  department  of  our  Art 
Museum.  She  was  for  sometime  in  aremote  province 
of  Japan,  and  is  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the 
language  and  thought  of  the  Land  of  the  Rising  Sim. 

The  author  of  ''  Rodman  Heath,  or  the  Mug- 
wumps " — one  of  the  cleverest  and  most  successful  of 
the  Arena  Company's  publications — is  Dr.  Robert 
Edes,who  is  connected  professionally  with  tbe  Adams 
Nervine  Asylum, 

Mr.  Eben  Newell  Hewins  who  furnished  the  Biblio- 
graphy to  Mr.  Charles  Dexter  Allen's  valuable  treatise 
on  American  Book  Plates  is  an  enthusiast  on  the 
subject ;  his  paper  on  the  collecting  of  "  Ex-libris  "  has 
awakened  much  interest  in  the  subject  wherever  be 
has  read  it.    He  lives  in  Jamaica  Plain. 

A  successful  literary  lady  who  has  recently  come  to 
live  in  Boston  proper  is  gathering  round  her  a  society 
of  delightful  people.  One  of  her  invitations  chatm- 
ingly  illustrates  the  almost  super-earthly  atmosphere 
in  which  some  of  us  Bosionians  are  supposed  to 
dwell.    Shewrites  toafriendof  mine: 

"  It  would  be  a  true  pleasure  to  see  you  here  at  my 
Monday  evenings,  where  only  those  are  invited  who 
have  produced  one,  at  least,  noteworthy  book,  picture 
or  symphony.

A  friend  of 
mine  who  was  present  declared  that  the  very  atmos- 
phere throbbed  with  electrical  pulsations.    The  two 
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men,  both  $0  filled  with  the  philosophy  of  the  East, 
spoke  u  though  inspired. 

The  proposed  testimonial  to  the  Rev.  S.  F.  Smith, 
author  of  the  national  hymn  "  America,"  is  begin- 
ing  to  take  definite  shape.  Mr. E.  A.  Grozier,  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  Boston  Past,  is  the  newly-appointed 
Mcretaiy  of  ihe  Committee  of  Six,  and  whatever  he 
Xtys  his  hand  to  will  be  sure  to  prosper.  It  is  now 
expected  that  the  Marine  Band  of  Washington  will 
uke  part  in  the  exercises  of  the  occasion  which  will 
prabahly  be  set  for  the  latter  part  of  January.  The 
report  that  Mr.  Smith  is  in  destitute  circumstances  has 
been  categorically  denied  by  his  son. 

L  Prang  &  Company,  encouraged  by  the  success 
of  their  souvenir  edition  of  Mr.  Charles  Foller 
Adams,  dialect  poem,  "  Dot  Long-Handled  Dipper," 
have  just  issued  illustrated  editions  of  "  Der  Oak  und 
derVine,"  "Vas  Marriage  a  Failure?"  "LeedleYau- 
cob  Strauss,''  and '' Yaucob's  Dribulations."  Each 
has  a  balf-ione  portrait  oi  the  witty  and  genial  author. 
Dr.  Holmes  was  greatly  delighted  with  these  dialect 
poems  and  shortly  before  his  death  wrote  Mr.  Adams 
a  charmingly  appreciative  note. 

WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

>1  TALCOTT  WILLIAHl. 

There  is  only  one  real  question  left  on  which  men 
seem  still  ready  to  kill  each  other,  now  that  they  no 
torger  do  on  creeds  and  politics.  Is  free  competition 
best  for  society  and  the  individual — for  "  whatever  is 
good  for  the  hive  is  good  for  the  bee  " — or  is  it  not  ? 
"  Wealth  Against  Commonwealth,"  by  Mr.  Henry  D. 
Uojid,  is  (he  strongest,  best  written  statement  of  the 
acfative  which  has  yet  been  seen  in  the  country.  For 
twenty  years  Mr.  Lloyd,  once  an  editorial  writer  on 
the  Chicago  Tribune, 'hzasXvAieA  this  question.  He 
recounts  in  this  story  the  series  of  oflenses  which  have 
attended  the  progress  and  success  of  the  Standard  Oil 
Trust  in  its  various  ramifications.  They  have  been 
laid  bare  in  trials,  civil  and  criminal,  investigations 
and  newspaper  exposure.  In  connecting  the  princi- 
pals Mr.  Lloyd  does  not  always  distinguish  between 
proof  and  inference.  Nearly  all  except  crimes  which 
he  attacks  is  done  in  all  business,  only  these  men  did 
it  on  a  bigger  and  more  successful  scale.  Many  of 
these  statutory  crimes  or  common  law  offenses,  like 
special  railroad  rates  and  rebates,  are  not  condemned 
bf  die  public  conscience.  He  nowhere  meets  squarely 
and  directly  the  decrease  in  cost  to  the  consumer. 
But  his  b  ook  is  sincere,  it  is  vividly  written  and  it  will 
makeapTofoundimpressionon  public  opinion.  It  is 
a  half-truth,  but  it  is  a  most  powerful  half-truth.  The 
inJDstice,  the  oppression  and  the  wrong  he  describes 
erist;  bat  worse  existed  when  and  where  the  State  has 
interfi>Ted  in  production  and  wielded  monopoly,  as  all 
history  teaches.  The  real  moral  of  the  Standard  Oil 
Tntst,  as  I  read  it.  is,  that  the  only  hope  for  freedom 
from  economic  slavery  is  in  keeping  the  State  and  its 
agencies  apart  as  the  refuge  and  defense  to  which 
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men  can  turn.  If  the' Standard  Oil  Trust  were  the 
State,  the  individual  would  have  no  one  to  whom  to 
turn.  Mr.  Lloyd's  plea  for  a  perception  of  the  inherent 
wickedness  of  the  game  of  "  beggar  my  neighbor,"  as 
shown  in  much  business  compedtion,  must  carry  con- 
viction,—the  remedy  he  proposes  does  not. 

M.  Jules  Claretie's  two  short  stories,  "Jean 
Momas  "  and  "  Tuyet,"  which  Dr.  Edward  H.  Magill 
has  just  edited  with  notes,  are  admirably  suited  for 
rapid  French  reading,  for  it  cannot  be  too  often  said 
that  the  way  to  receive  a  reading  acquaintance  with 
French,  if  you  missed  it  in  your  education,  or  have 
lost  it,  is  lo  read  fifteen  minutes  a  day  and  keep  at 
it.  You  will  be  amazed  to  find  how  much  you  can 
read  after  a  year. 

Phillips  Brooks  was  in  all  respects  so  completely  a 
preacher  that  a  single  volume  of  $39  pages  holds  all 
his  "Essays  and  Addresses"  outside  of  the  pulpit. 
They  cover  thirty-seven  so  that  all  are  short  and  they 
extend  from  1859  to  1891  over  all  the  growth  of  a 
great  man.  They  have  been  collected  with  loving, 
solicitious  care  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  John  Cotton  Brooks, 
Bishop  Brooks's  younger  brother,  and  since  the  great 
preacher  was  one  of  the  most  difficult  men  in  the 
world  "  to  take  " — I  know  by  experience.  He  talked 
a  full  350  to  the  minute — the  reported  addresses  are 
ol^en  imperfect.  Taken  as  a  whole,  there  is  here  a 
surprising  uniformity  and  force.  Most  of  these  are 
Ihe  "occasional"  addresses  a  man  of  distinaioo  is 
asked  to  deliver.  In  them  all  is  the  note  of  his  ser- 
mon— sympathy  with  humanity  and  belief  in  the 
spiritual.  This  motive  and  this  conviction  are  always 
present  and  they  are  enough. 

For  twenty  years  the  British  Museum  has  issued 
"catalogues"  of  its  coins,  each  volume  a  standard 
authority  in  its  field.  The  authors  of  these  catalogues 
have  written  a  group  of  essays,  each  on  his  own  sub- 
ject, pointing  out  the  general  character  of  the  coinage 
on  which  Ihey  have  written  and  its  historical  charac- 
ter and  relations.  The  volume,  "  Coins  and  Medals," 
is  edited  by  Mr.  Stanley  Lane-Poole,  who  contributes 
the  chapter  on  Mohammedan  coins,  a  subject  on 
which  he  is  an  unrivaled  authority.  Published  in 
1 892,  it  has  reached  a  third  edition .  It  is  not  surpris- 
ing. The  book  is  a  sound  introduction  to  the  study 
of  numismatics ;  it  is  interesting  as  reading  and  it  con- 
stitutes an  illuminating  guide  to  any  collection.  A 
chapter  on  American  coinage  would  add  to  its  interest 
to  readers  here ;  but  in  its  field  a  better  authority  than 
these  essays — Mr.  Barclay  V.  Head  on  Greek  coins, 
Mr.  Herbert  A.  Grueber  on  English  coins,  or  Mr. 
Percy  Gardner  on  the  later  Greek  issues — could  not 
be  found. 

>lr.  W.  J.  Linton,  now  82,  is  one  of  the  most  pic- 
turesque and  individual  figures  in  thejast  half  cen- 
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lury.  Born  in  i8iz,  he  has  been  poet,  revoluiionisi, 
wood- engraver,  critic  and  editor.  Irascible,  vigorous 
and  industrious  be  has  dug  in  many  fields  and  raised 
fruit  in  them  all.  "  Three-Score  Years  and  Ten  " 
is  a  collection  of  random  recollections,  an  almost 
every  page  of  which  a  sharp  side-light  is  thrown  on 
some  familiar  figure.  Like  a  good  wood-engraver, 
every  touch  of  Mr.  Linton's  graver  lets  in  light  on 
the  subject.  Here  is  for  instance  an  interesting  page 
and  a  half  on  Mrs.  Sarah  Flower  Adams,  who  wrote 
"  Nearer,  My  God,  to  Thee,"  like  "  In  the  Cross  of 
Christ  I  Glory,"  the  work  of  an  Unitarian,  a  provi- 
dential lesson  in  Christian  charity  spread  at  lai^e  in 
every  hymn-book.  De  Rohan,  Garibaldi's  friend, 
whom  1  knew  in  Washington,  old  and  poor,  is  better 
drawn  here  than  in  any  other  memoirs.  As  the  book 
b  in  large  print  and  Mr.  Linton's  style  vigorous,  it 
can  be  read  in  an  afternoon,  and  a  very  agreeable 
afternoon  you  will  lind  it.

I  do  not  know  any  one  but  reviewers  who  will  find 
Hr.  Percy  Russell's  "Guide  to  British  and  American 
Novels  "  useful,  but  to  them  it  will  be  a  constant  aid. 
So  many  men  and  women  write  novels,  aikd  each  of 
them  writes  so  many  novels,  that  the  reviewer  is  per- 
petually in  the  plight  of  a  man  at  a  party  when  he 
meets  a  familiar,  pretty  and  interesting  face,  but 
cannot  for  the  life  of  him  tell  where  he  met  its  owner 
before.  Mr.  Russell  has  taken  novels  up  by  classes- 
historical,  military,  naval,  nautical,  political,  Sc(<tcb, 
Irish,  comic  aad  humorous,  sensational,  occult,  re- 
ligious, popular,  temperance,  school  and  college  life — 
and  described  them,  while  a  closing  chapter  on 
living  novelists  is  precious — to  the  reviewer  beyond 
price — because  ittells  about  the  novelists  loo  young  for 
the  dictionaries,  but  old  enough  to  have  had  a  novel 
a  year.  All  these  dassei  of  novels  are  grouped  and 
described,  like  specimens  in  a  case.  Mr.  Russell's 
criticism  is  commonplace,  but  his  facts  arp  full  and 
they  are  reasonably  accurate.  There  are  indices, 
one  of  authors  and  another  of  titles. 

The  materiils  for  a  good  society  play  are  included 
in  "The  Story  of  Lawrence  Garthe."  hy  Mn.  Ellen 
Olney  Kirk.  The  situations  are  dramatic,  not  in  the 
conventional,  but  in  the  theatrical  sense.  The  swift, 
rapid  story  is  laid  in  New  York,  the  characters  are  few, 
much  of  the  dialogue  would  act  capitally  and  some- 
thing is  happening  all  the  time,  as  it  must  on  the 
stage. 

"Towards  Utopia"  deals  keenly  with  that  large 
number  of  social  evils  which  might  be  better,  if  peo- 
ple would  only  try.  The  difficulty,  however,  is  that 
they  will  not  try.  No  American  can  read  this  book, 
written  in  England,  without  seeing  that  many  of  these 
evils  are  already  remedied  here,  in  whole  or  in  part. 
Others  are  worse  here.  But  the  stimulating  side  of 
the  book  is  the  attention  it  draws  to  the  burden  we 
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needlessly  carry.  How  much  truck,  for  it 
houses  contain  of  relics  of  trips,  shabby  bric-i-brac 
and  so  on,  which  has  to  be  taken  care  of  and  is  of  no 
use  to  any  human  being.  And  daily  life  is  as  full  as 
our  houses  of  things  as  useless  and  less  easily  thrown 
away.  , 

The  Northern  Saga  is  simplicity  itself.  It  looks 
easy  to  do.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  its  peculiar  chinn 
and  force  have  been  caught  by  no  one.  Mr.  WUtiam 
Morris  "  Sigurd  "  and  the  rest  are  fine  poems ;  but 
the  note  of  the  Sagas  is  gone.  It  is  absent  in  Long- 
fellow's echoes.  Mr.  Albany  F.Major,  in  "Sagas 
and  Songs  of  the  Norsemen,"  has  worked  up  his  local 
color  on  his  palette  with  great  care ;  but,  somcho*. 
he  cannot  use  it  to  paint  the  local  picture.  The  verse 
is  very  fair  and  the  alliterative  effect  conscientious. 
There  are  good  touches.  But  these  poems  are  not 
the  real  thing. 

The  new  method  of  historical  criticism  in  the  last 
ten  years  has  invaded  art — Morelli  leading.  Pre- 
cisely as  history  was  once  written  from  generalimpies- 
sions  and  is  now  patiently  pieced  together  from  the 
minute  study  of  documents  and  contemporaneous 
conditions,  so,  while  critics  once  wrote  alMut  pictures 
and  statues  subjectively,  now  men  slowly  gather  all 
the  minute  information  accesable  as  to  a  painter,  his 
works,  his  methods  and  his  way  of  treating  each  part 
of  his  picture,  and  decide  from  these  which  pictures  he 
has  painted.  Where  style  and  the  look  of  a  picture  once 
decided  its  artist,  now  the  real  painter  is  sought  by  a 
minute,  rigorous  analysis.  Through  this  method  in  art, 
as  in  history,  some  charactera  are  advanced  and  some 
are  thrown  into  the  back-ground.  The  Encyclopaedia 
Britannica  gives  a  single  sentence  to  Lorenzo  Lotto,  a 
Venetian  portrait- painter.  Mr.  Bernard  Berenson, 
a  critic  of  the  new  school,  has  given  an  entire  volume 
whose  substance  and  conclusions  justify  the  space. 
Through  3S3  quarto  pages,  the  details,  hand*,  ean 
and  hair,  of  pictures  attributed  to  Lotto  are  analysed 
and  a  conclusion  reached  as  to  each,  while  every  scrap 
of  evidence  in  regard  to  the  painter  in  records,  his 
account- books,  Mc.,  is  collected  and  brought  to  bear 
on  his  works,  life  and  character.  "  Appears  Verona.*' 
Out  of  the  murk,  with  the  assistance  of  excellent 
phot^ravnres,  there  gradually  grows  under  Mr.  Ber- 
enson's  method,  the  figure  of  one  of  the  greatest  por- 
trait painters  of  a  great  age,  a  painter  strongin  drawing 
character,  psychological,  modem  in  spirit,  evangel- 
ical in  religion,  a  man  of  whom  Tnian  felt  that  the 
approval  of  Charles  V  was  of  small  moment  unlessbe 
could  have  Lotto's  criticism.  Yet  when  all  b  over, 
one  is  fain  to  admit  that  instructive  and  accurate  as 
this  all  is,  the  misleading  Ruskin  and  Taine  hold  in 


Charles  Loring  Brace  was  one  of  the  few  men  in 
any  age  of  whose  life-work  it  could  be  proved  that  it 
had  lessened  the  crime  ^gregate  of  a  great  city. 
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When  the  children  bom  of  the  heavy  immigration, 
1845-1855.  began  to  611  the  streets  of  New  York,  he 
organized  the  Cbildrens'  Aid  Society  and  redressed 
the  balance  of  society  by  drawing  of  these  children 
into  Western  homes.  His  life,  which  has  just 
appttared,  as  was  nalura],  since  it  is  written  by  his 
daughter,  does  not  give  sufficient  space  to  the  inevit- 
able fault  developed  in  this  system— the  lack  of  suffi- 
cient supervision  after  the  children  were  put  in 
country  homes.  This  is  dismissed  in  a  page  and  in 
general  the  narrative  of  Mr.  Brace's  work  assumes  a 
general  knowlei^e  in  the  reader  which  he  does  not 
possess.  The  two  other  phases  of  Mr.  Brace's  career, 
his  sodal  life,  which  was  full,  rich  and  neither 
cramped  nor  aided  by  the  need  of  earning  a  living, 
and  bis  ceaseless  publications  in  all  channels  are 
more  fully  given,  particularly  the  former.  It  was  all 
any  man  could  ask,  richly  deserved  and  keenly 
enjoyed.  As  an  author,  Mr.  Brace  did  invaluable 
work  in  the  field  of  charities.  Outside  of  this,  he 
lacked  the  power  for  the  work  he  sought  to  do,  and 
his  life  was  a  thousandfold  better  argument  for  Christ 
and  Christianity  than  any  and  all  he  wrote  in    its 

Miss  Anna  Fuller  lor  several  years  has  been 
familiar  in  the  magaiines  and  weeklies  for  her 
sketches  of  Western  life.  In  "  Peak  and  Prairie  " 
they  are  gathered  in  a  little  volume  which  centers 
about  the  great  upland  of  Colorado  and  gives  a 
picture  of  the  new  West,  which  is  both  nearer  and 
farther  from  (he  East  than  the  old. 


Dr.  William  Pepper  has  done  more  than  any  other 
one  medical  educator  to  push  the  movement  tequiting 
a  more  rigorous  professional  training  of  physicians. 
Two  addresses  of  bis,  just  published  on  "  Higher 
Medical  Education,"  one  in  1877  and  the  other  in 
1893,  record  his  eflbrts  by  giving  the  conditions 
against  which  he  protested  in  the  earlier  year  and 
ibe  advance  made  at  the  later  date.  An  appendix  to 
each  address  sumtnariies  the  requirements  in  medical 
education  throughout  the  world,  but  the  real  pith 
of  this  thin,  but  effective  volume  is  in  the  two 
addresses  which  tell  what  he  demanded  in  1S77,  and 
what  had  been  accomplished  in  1893,  not  by  his 
eflnts  alone;  but,  in  so  far  as  Philadelphia  was  con- 
cerned, under  his  leadership. 
«•. 

Dr.  George  Dana  Boardman  in  bis  second  address 
on  "  The  Christian  Church,''  has  put  into  lucid 
f«m  the  growing  conception  of  the  church  as  a 
^iritnal  oi^nism,  of  which  the  different  communions, 
denominations  and  sects  are  component  parts.  In 
some  form  this  conception  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
race  as  an  organic  whole,  sphered,  conscious  and 
ahve  in  the  church,  has  always  existed  ;  but  the  last 
century  has  seen  great  progress  in  it,  because  in  all 
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directions  men  are  feeling  each  other,  and  this,  after 
all,  is  the  great  purpose  of  Christ  and  Christianity — 
to  make  man  and  men  less  lonely  in  the  universe. 
Dr.  Boardman,  who  with  engaging  frankness  con- 
fesses his  own  recent  access  of  knowledge,  encourag- 
ing and  discouraging,  has  written  here  one  of  the  most 
persuasive  of  tractates  fora  consciousness  of  Christian 
unity  in  the  hearts  of  Christians.  When  this  comes, 
the  form  of  union  will  take  care  of  itself. 

Miss  Anne  Hollingswortb  Wharton  in  her  second 
volume,  "Colonial  Days  and  Dames,''  has  shown 
taste  and  discrimination  and  accuracy  in  gleaning 
from  familiar  fields,  and  some  unfamiliar,  the  personal 
details  of  feminine  colonial  life.  The  volume  is 
charmingly  prepared  and  printed,  and  it  has  instantly 
secured  the  attention  at  dinner-table  and  lunch  parties 
which  bespeaks  the  popnlar  book.  Certain  chapters. 
like  that  on  early  poetesses.have  much  new  matteT.per- 
sonal  letters  are  freely  quoted,  and  on  many  pages 
there  is  proof  of  careful  investigation,  whose  toil  only 
those  can  appreciate  who  have  shared  in  like  labor. 

The  Southern  side  of  colonial  life  is  as  yet  almost 
untrodden  ground,  and  this  alone  lends  fresh  interest 
to  "The  Colonial  Cavalier,"  by  Mrs.  Maud  Wilder 
Goodwin.  This  modest  little  volume  has  gathered 
from  laws,  records  and  private  papers  an  engaging 
picture  of  early  Southern  social  life,  full  of  new  detail, 
and,  since  Mrs.  Goodwin  is  herself  of  New  England 
stock,  lit  with  the  contrast  offered  by  Northern  coitdi- 
tions.  Of  the  many  volumes  due  to  the  current 
colonial  renaissance  it  would  be  hard  to  name  one 
dealing  with  social  life  with  more  incidents  fresh  to 
the  historical  student.  The  list  of  authorities  is  a  com- 
mendable novelty  in  most  books  written  by  women. 


PROFESSOR  VON  HELMHOLTZ. 
Hermann  Ludwig  Ferdinand  von  Helmbolts,  the 
famous  physiologist  and  physicist,  who  died  last 
September,  was  bom  at  Potsdam  in  1831,  and  was 
the  son  of  a  teacher  of  German.  After  a  school 
course  in  his  native  town,  he  went  through  the 
ordinary  medical  curriculum  at  the  Military  Institute 
of  Berlin,  when  he  qualified  for  the  post  of  military 
surgeon  at  Potsdam.  Some  valuable  researches  into 
the  causes  of  fermentation  led  to  the  appointment  of 
Helmholtz  as  professor  of  physiology  at  KSnigsberg 
in  1849,  a  post  which  he  left  in  1853  for  a  similar  one 
at  Bonn,  removing  Ihence  to  Heidelberg  in  1858,  and 
finally  to  Berlin,  as  professor  of  physics  in  the  Uni- 
versity, in  1871.  From  this  chair  he  retired  a  few 
years  ago  in  favor  of  Professor  Kundt,  also  recently 
deceased.  The  work  by  which  Von  Helmholti  is 
best  known  is  "  The  Sensations  of  Tone  as  a  Physio- 
logical Basis  for  the  Theory  of  Music  "  (1863),  which 
is  translated  into  most    European    languages,  and 
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the  conclusions  of  which  are  embodied  in  all  standard 
text-books  of  music.  It  appeared  first  in  English  in 
1875.  He  also  made  some  discoveries  of  the  greatest 
importance  with  regard  to  the  relations  between  sight 
and  sound,  which  led  him  to  conclude  the  existence 
of  sound  colors  (Klangfarben).  His  first  work  on 
the  ''Nerves  of  Invertebrata "  was  publbhed  as 
long  ago  as  1S42,  and  since  then  he  has  written 
numerous  hooks,  among  which  are  "  Heat  as  a  Mode 
of  Motion,"  and  "  Manual  of  Physiological  Optics  " 
(1856),  "The  Conservation  of  Force"  (1847),  and 
"  Theory  of  the  Impressions  of  Sound  "  (Tonemp- 
findungen)  (i86z).  His  experiments  with  resonators 
revealed  the  existence  of  harmonic  sub-tones;  thus 
carrying  further  the  analysis  of  the  musical  tone. 
His  physiological  learning  enabled  him  to  discover — 
what  Wheaistone  had  already  foreshadowed — that, 
independenily  of  the  vocal  chords,  the  human  mouth- 
cavity  gives  forth  different  notes  as  its  shape  changes 
for  the  pronouncing  of  different  vowel  sounds.  He 
was  the  first,  too,  to  give  a  physical  explanation  of 
the  sombre  effect  of  the  minor  chord,  which  sounds 
prosaic  to  the  Eeslhetic  critic,  for  it  is  dependent  on 
the  theory  of  sub-tones  just  mentioned.  But  it  has 
an  almost  romantic  inlerest  in  that  it  justifies  some  of 
the  rules  for  dealing  with  these  chords  which  the  old 
masters  had  worked  out  (or  themselves  empirically. 
He  elaborated  the  discoveries  of  the  Marchese  Corti 
on  the  structure  of  the  human  ear.  It  had  been  found 
that  the  cochlea  contains  some  three  thousand  fibres, 
known  as  Coni's  arches.  Von  Helmholtz  showed 
thatthe  sensation  of  tune  depends  on  the  development 
of  these  arches  and  their  connection  with  the  brain, 
and  further  that  different  fibres  are  set  vibrating  by 
different  tones,  just  like  the  strings  of  any  musical 
instrument. 

Through  all  his  books  Professor  Helmholtz  has 
combined  ingenious  experiments  with  philosophic 
reasoning,  and  his  ability  to  present  to  the  public  in 
clear  language  the  results  of  his  researches,  often 
most  abstruse,  has  contributed  largely  to  his  reputa- 
tion. Several  of  his  articles  have  been  published  in 
book  form  and  translated  into  English,  and  many 
of  his  works  are  used  as  text  books  in  German 
schools. 

Dr.  Helmholti  made  a  visit  to  the  United  States  in 
1893,  and  took  part  in  the  Electrical  Congress  at  the 
World's  Fair.  On  his  way  home  from  Chicago  he 
remained  a  few  days  in  New  York  and  delivered  an 
interesting  lecture  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  on  ophthalmology.  Among  his  audience 
were  :  Professor  Knapp,  Professor  Alexander  Graham 
BeU,  of  telephone  fame;  President  Seth  Low,  of 
Columbia  College ;  Professor  John  G.  Curtis.  Pro- 
fessor Abraham  Jacobi,  Professor  M,  A,  Starr,  Profes- 
sor Lefferts,  Dr.  Mary  Putnam  Jacobi,  Professor  T, 
Mitchell  Pruden,  and  Dr.  Charles  H.  May. 

Naturally  be  was  the  recipient  of  many  honors  by 
Universities  and  learned  bodies  in  nearly  all  civilized 
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s,   and  the   Emperor  William    I.  conferred 
upon  him  the  rank  of  nobility.

FROM  THE  GERMAN  CAPITAL. 

Berlin,  December,  1894. 
The  complaint  has  been  frequently  reiterated  in  the 
newspapers  and  elsewhere  that  the  German  public 
does  not  buy  books.  In  refutation  of  this  asscrtios 
the  Vossisehe  Zeitung  publishes  a  statistical  statement 
which  proves  pretty  clearly  that  the  best  books  find  a 
ready  sale.  I  will  not  burden  this  letter  with  ijy 
details,  but  it  is  worthy  of  remark  that  Vilmar's  and 
Kdnig's  Histories  of  German  Literature,  the  one  at 
eight  and  the  other  at  twenty  marks  the  copy,  have 
both  reached  their  twenty-fourth  edition.  The  ex- 
treme practical  side  of  German  life  is  displayed  in 
the  fact  that  Rothschild's  "  Pocket-Manual  for  Mer- 
chants," a  most  comprehensive  business  com- 
pendium, has  gone  through  thirty-five  editions  at 
nine  marks.  At  the  opposite  extremity  of  the  literary 
scale  appears  Felix  Dahn's  historical  romance,  Eitt 
Kantpf  um  Rom,  with  twenty  editions  since  its  first 
publication  in  187&.  All  these  figures  are  exceeded 
by  the  German  version  of  Gen.  Lew  Wallace's  "  Ben 
Hur,"  of  which  no  less  than  thirty-seven  editions 
have  been  issued  ;  a  wonderful  success  for  a  foreign 
author.  Georg  Ebers's  "Cleopatra,"  which  appeared 
last  Christmas,  and  of  which  I  sent  you  a  brief  notice 
at  the  time,  has  passed  through  nine  editions.  This 
year  his  Cbrisimas  gift  10  the  public  is  a  story  of  Ufe 
in  the  imperial  city  of  Nuremberg  in  the  days  of 
Rudolph  of  Hapsburg,  of  which  every  detail  is  pre- 
sented with  the  skill  and  fidelity  characteristic  of  this 
distinguished  author  and  antiquarian.  It  is  appro- 
priately entitled,  Im  Schmiedeftuer—"\niht  smith's 
forge  ' — and  finds  its  motif  in  the  daily  doings  of 
the  armorers  and  iron-workers  ot  the  mediaeval 
city,  who,  it  is  superfluous  to  say,  were  unrivaled  in 
their  art.  The  master-work  of  Peter  Visschcr,  the 
shrine  of  St.  Sebaldus,  which  stands  in  the  midst  of 
that  dream  of  Gothic  architecture,  the  choir  of  the 
church  which  bears  the  name  of  the  half-forgotten 
s^nt,  is  probably  the  most  exquisite  and  artistic  bit 
of  iro'n-work  in  existence. 

This  is  a  long  digression.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  Germans  buy  good  books  with  sufficient  freedom ; 
but  their  practical  development  forbids  them  to  spend 
much  money  on  the  mere  novel— "  three-volumed 
and  once  read,"  as  Young,  I  think,  described  h. 
This  is  the  luxury  of  the  rich.  The  man  of  moderate 
means  prefers  special  treatises  appUcable  to  liis  own 
industry,  or  encyclopaedic  collections  like  those  of 
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Meyer  or  Brockbaus.  Il  speaks  well  for  the  general 
culture  of  the  people  that  a  Convtnatioits-Lexikott 
may  be  found  not  only  in  almost  every  private 
house,  but  in  many  of  the  hotels  and  restaurants, 
even  of  provincial  towns.  Fourteen  editions  within 
a  century,  ot  a  comprehensive  compilation  like  that 
of  Brockhaus,  which  co»ts  160  marks,  and  in  which 
each  article  is  carefully  revised  or  rewritten,  to 
bring  it  down  to  the  date  of  publication,  testify  to 
the  public  appreciation  of  such  undertakings.  The 
twelfth  volume  of  the  "  Centennial  edition  "  has  just 
appeared,  and  progresses  as  far  in  the  alphabetical 
order  as  Per&cki — Anglice,  "  wig."  It  is  richly  adorned 
with  illustrations,  both  in  ink  and  in  colors.  Among 
the  latter  I  cannot  refrain  from  specifying  the  repro- 
duction of  Mnrillo's  exquisite  Madonna  in  the  Muse- 
um of  the  Prado  in  Madrid,  and  the  brilliant  chromo- 
types of  parrots  and  birds  of  Paradise,  which  clearly 
show  that  Nature  is  not  afraid  of  color- contrasts 
which  art  does  not  fully  sanction.  It  is  a  funda- 
mental maxim  of  heraldry  that  "  color  upoit  color  is 
false  blazonry ;"  the  reds  and  the  blues  and  the 
greens  of  a  shield  must  be  laid  upon  metal,  i.  e,, 
silver  or  gold,  white  or  yellow,  "argent"  or  "or;" 
but  tbe  birds  do  not  hesitate  to  display  themselves  in 
coat-armor,  in  which  the  liveliest  scarlets  or  crimsons 
border  immediately  upon  the  most  brilliant  blues  or 
the  most  vivid  greens,  and  the  effect  is  by  no  means 
disagreeable.  Among  the  other  more  important 
articles  in  this  volume  are  Mosaic,  Munich,  Coins 
and  Medals  {M&nten),  Museums,  Sewing-Machines 
{NaAmaseMmeti),  Art  in  the  Netherlands,  Nautical 
Instruments,  Naples,  New  Orleans,  New  York, 
Austriaff^^fftvrorA),  and  Paris.  I  don't  quite  approve 
of  tbe  article  on  New  York,  which  is  hardly  a 
suiGcient  description  of  tbe  third  city  of  the  world, 
and  the  accompanying  plan  extends  no  further  north 
than  Ninety-Hxlh  Street ;  but  many  topics,  such  as 
the  Brooklyn  Bridge,  had  been  treated  of  in  previous 
volumes.  A  p^e  is  devoted  to  Pennsylvania.  The 
exceeding  care  which  is  taken  to  bring  the  history  of 
the  world  down  to  the  latest  date  is  evinced  by  an 
article  on  the  Tsar  Nicholas  II,  who,  as  it  states, 
succeeded  to  the  Russian  throne  on  the  death  of  his 
bther,  Alexander  III,  on  the  ist  of  November  last. 
And  I  received  the  bound  volume  on  the  7th  of 
December!    This  is  quick  work. 

The  Retkti  Buektein,  or  "  little  red  book,"  so  dear 
to  aristocratic  circlei,  the  Almanach  de  Gotha,  the 
I32d  annual  volume  of  which  has  just  appeared,  is 
likewise  abreast  of  the  times  in  this  respect ;  but  that 
was  to 'be  expected.  The  first  pages,  which  contain 
the  genealogical  records  of  the  reigning  houses,  are 
always  the  last  printed ;  and  the  notice  of  the  Russian 
imperial  family,  which  had  to  be  largely  rewritten,  in 
consequence  of  the  change  in  relations  occasioned  by 
the  d^th  of  the  late  Tut,  was  put  to  press  on  the 
2tst  of  November.  The  volume  contains  admirable 
portraits  on  steel  of  the  present  Tsar  and  Tsaritia, 
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as  the  "  Hereditary  Grand-duke  "  and  "  Princess  Alix 
of  Hesse-"  The  latter  forms  the  frontispiece,  and  is 
by  far  the  best  Ukeness  of  the  Empress  that  I  have 
seen.  Her  earnest,  wistful  eyes  seem  to  be  garing 
into  futurity,  as  if  she  were  wondering  what  fate  might 
be  in  store  for  her.  I  have  never  seen  a  face  whose 
expression  reminded  me  so  strongly  of  Raftaelle's 
Madonna  di  San  Sisto,  the  priceless  treasure  of  the 
Dresden  Gallery.  The  two  remaining  portraits  are 
those  of  Casimir'F^rier,  President  of  tbe  French 
Republic,  and  Prince  Windischgratz,  the  Austrian 
Prime  Minister.  In  the  Annuaire  Diplomatique  el 
StalisHgue,  which  occupies  nearly  two-thirds  of  the 
bulky  little  volume,  twenty  pages  are  devoted  to  the 
United  States,  and  contain  all  the  information  which 
anyone  but  a  specialist  would  be  likely  to  require. 

I  have  again  wandered  far  from  my  original  theme. 
It  was  my  purpose  to  say  that  the  Christmas  cata- 
logues, which  seem  to  be  more  numerous  this  year 
than  ever,  are  another  evidence  of  the  German  love 
of  books.  The  postman  rarely  calls  now  without 
bringbg  me  one  or  two  of  them ;  and  he  calls  three 
or  four  times  a  day.  Herein,  probably,  lies  the  secret 
of  the  complaint  which  I  remarked  at  the  beginning ; 
it  is  not  that  the  buyers  are  few,  but  that  the  sellers 
are  too  many.  The  supply  exceeds  the  demand  ;  an 
observation  which  applies  to  authors  as  well  as  pub- 
lishers. In  walking  along  a  single  block  of  the 
Mobrenstrasse  this  afternoon,  I  counted  seven  book- 
shops ;  and  yet  the  Mobrenstrasse  is  not  a  principal 
thoroughfare,  nor  is  it  a  particularly  bookish  quarter, 
though  it  includes  the  site  of  the  ancient  and  honor- 
able establishment  of  Gsellius,  which  was  founded  as 
long  ago  as  1737,  and  has  usually  more  than  a  million 
volumes  upon  its  shelves.  It  would  be  hard  to  name 
an  author  of  distinction,  from  Homer  down  to  the 
Emperor  William  II,  who  is  not  represented  in  the 
two  hundred  and  more  closely-printed  pages  of  its 
catalogue.  As  in  all  over- populated  countries,  esfteci- 
ally  where  the  soil  is  poor  and  sandy,  the  tendency  is 
towards  the  great  centres.  In  the  last  quarter  of  a 
century  Berlin  has  grown  from  a  rather  dull  city  of 
half  a  million  to  a  brilliant  capital  of  nearly  two  mil- 
lions of  inhabitants,  and  too  many  people  have 
devoted  themselves  to  bookselling.     Hmc  ilia  lack- 

Apropos  of  the  transfer  of  the  Imperial  Diet  from 
its  old  quarters  in  the  Leipziger  Strasse  to  the  splendid 
Reirhihaus  on  the  Konigsplatz,  which  is  to  be  its 
future  home,  and  which  was  opened  for  business,  on 
the  5th  inst.  by  the  Kaiser  in  person,  with  great  pomp, 
Herr  Eugen  Richter,  ihe  eloquent  leader  of  the  Radi- 
cals, who  has  been  a  member  of  the  Reichstag  contin- 
uously since  its  first  session  in  187 1,  has  published  an 
account  of  its  history  during  these  twenty-four  years, 
under  the  title  Im  alien  RiUhtlag.  It  is  most  agree- 
ably written,  stored  with  interesting  facts  and  personal 
reminiscences  which  the  author's  commanding  posi- 
tion as  an  orator  and  party-leader  have  enabled  him 
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to  gather,  and  forms  not  only  a  valuable  contribution 
to  contemporary  history,  but  a  very  entertaining 
scries  of  sketches  of  the  men  who  have  been  most 
prominent  in  German  politics  since  the  foundation  of 
the  Empire.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that 
HeiT  Richter  is  nothing  if  not  a  partisan,  and  that, 
with  ihe  best  intentions  in  the  world,  he  would  have

ROBERT  LOUIS  STEVENSON. 
A  dispatch  dated  Apia,  Samoa,  December  8.  con- 
firmed the  report  that  Robert  Louis  Stevenson,  the 
novelist,  died  suddenly  a  few  days  before  from  apo- 
plexy. Hii  body  was  buried  on  the  summit  of  Paa 
Mountain,  1300  feet  high.  Mr.  Stevenson  had  two 
novels  practically  completed,  but  could  not  be  induced 
to  part  with  them  until  they  had  received  finishing 
touches.  One  isentitled  "The  Chief  Justice's  Clerk," 
the  plot  of  which  was  foreshadowed  in  "  Catriona." 
Those  who  have  read  portions  ol  this  work  regard  it 
as  his  masterpiece.  The  other  book,  entitled  "St. 
Ives,"  is  the  story  of  a  French  prisoner  who  made 
his  escape  from  Edinburgh  Castle  and  had  stirring 
adventures  in  a  romantic  district  of  Scotland.  Mr. 
Stevenson  had  many  shorter  tales  sketched  out.  He 
loved  Samoa  belter  than  any  Other  place,  except 
Scotland.  His  wife,  interviewed  recently,  said :  '■  We 
mean  to  live  in  Samoa  always  and  leave  our  bones 
there." 

Stevenson's  father  intended  him  for  a  lawyer,  and 
with  that  end  in  view  carefully  educated  him  at 
,  private  schools  and  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 
Hewentfarenough  with  his  legal  studies  to  be  entered 
at  the  Scottish  bar,  and  then  changed  the  whole  course 
of  his  life.  He  began  to  travel  for  his  health,  and  in 
this  found  such  enjoyment  that  he  took  to  writing  of 
the  things  he  saw.  Then  it  was  that  he  entered  upon 
the  literary  career  which  has  given  him  fame  and 
honor  wherever  contemporary  literature  is  read. 
Before  his  travels  began  he  had  probably  made  some 
attempts  at  authorship,  for  to  an  earlier  period  belong 
those  contributions  which  Mr.  P.  G.  Hamerton 
obtained  from  him  for  his  Portfolio  and  Leslie  Stephen 
for  the  T/ie  Comkill  Magazine. 

His  first  published  books  have  date  of  1878,  when 
his  "  Inland  Voyage  "  and  "  Edinburgh :  Picturesque 
Notes  "  made  their  appearance.  The  first  of  these 
at  once  seized  public  attention.  It  was  an  account  of 
travel  in  canoes  by  two  friends,  who  took  to  Belgian 
and  French  waters.  It  was  Ihe  author's  style  which 
captivated  his  readers.  Some  one  described  it  as  a 
compound  of  Sir  Philip  Sidney,  Lord  Bacon,  George 
Herbert.  Stern,  and  Blackmore.  He  was  seen  to 
have  rare  humor,  great  insight,  refined  feeling,  and 
splendid  powers  of  fresh  description. 
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Already  had  Mr.  Stevenson  begun  to  show  his 
fondness  for  France.  This  was  in  part  doe  to  his 
uncertain  health,  but  in  part  also  to  a  genuine  liking 
for  the  land  and  people.  As  early  as  1876  he  had 
spent  a  whole  summer  there,  and  at  Barbiion,  Grei, 
and  Fontainebleau  American  artists  first  made 
acquaintance  with  the  brilliancy  of  his  mind  and  the 
charm  of  his  personality.  Out  of  this  summer  came 
part  of  the  experience  recorded  in  "An  Inland 
Voyage."  and  two  years  later  French  travel— the 
region  of  the  Covennes — yielded  up  his  "  Travels 
with  a  Donkey,"  through  which,  in  this  country,  his 
rise  to  fame  really  began. 

Stevenson's  next  volume  was  his  "  Virginibus 
Puerisque  and  Other  Papers,''  which  appeared  in 
1881,  and  in  the  following  year  came  his  "Familiar 
Studies  of  Men  and  Books."  Both  contained  maiter 
that  was  repeated  from  the  periodicals  for  which  he 
YiaA  tiTAttXi— The  Portfolio,  The  ComAi/i,  The  Alw 
Quarterly,  ^wA  Macmillan's.  In  1882  he  published 
his  "  New  Arabian  Nights,"  with  which  were  included 
some  short  slories  that  originally  were  published  in 
The  Comhill  aaA   Temple  Bar. 

Mr.  Stevenson's  first  visit  to  America  had  been 
made  before  "Treasure  Island"  (T883)  appeared.  In 
the  summer  of  1879  he  determined  to  make  a  voyage 
from  Liverpool  to  New  York  in  the  steerage,  and  on 
arrival  here  he  concluded  to  continue  the  journey  on 
land  in  an  immigrant  car  as  far  as  San  Francisco.  It 
was  an  odd  mode  of  travel  for  one  with  Stevenson's 
refinement  and  sensitive  spirit,  but  with  him  luve  of 
adventure  has  ever  been  one  of  the  strongest  pas- 
sions. We  may,  perhaps,  call  it  an  inherited  taste — 
a  survival  in  the  tastes  of  the  man  of  letters  of  what 
had  been  Ihe  daily  habit  and  environment  of  his 
ancestors  for  two  or  more  generations.  Out  of  Ihe 
American  trip  Mr.  Stevenson  got  a  series  of  magazine 
papers,  and  some  years  later  a  further  fruit  was  seen 
in  his  book,  "The  Silverado  Squatters;  a  Sketch 
from  a  California  Mountain,"  which  had  to  do  with  a 
deserted  mining  camp  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
State.  Originally,  the  siory  was  printed  in  theCrwftwy 
Magazine.  Mr.  Stevenson's  charming  collection  of 
verse  relating  to  the  inner  life  of  childhood  followed 
next.  It  was  appropriately  called  "A  Child's  Gar- 
land of  Verse,"  and  only  two  years  ago  an  illustrated 
reprint  of  it  awakened  new  praises. 

Next,  in  1885.  came  "  Prince  Otto :  A  Romance," 
in  which  be  dealt  with  the  morals  of  marriage,  and  in 
1886  his  "  Strange  Case  of  Dr.  Jekyll  and  Mr.  Hyde," 
which  has  enjoyed  the  double  reputation  of  great 
success  on  the  stage  -as  well  as  in  book  and  itory 
form.  In  the  same  year  was  published  ''  Kidnapped," 
which  was  described  as  the  '*  Memoirs  of  the  Adven- 
tures of  David  Balfour  in  the  year  1771." 

Books  which  now  followed  were  "  The  Merry  Men 
and  Other  Tales  and  Fables;"  "Underwoods,"  a 
volume  of  verse;  a  "Memoir  of  Fleming  Jenkins,'' 
and  "  Memories  and  Portraits,"  all  in  1887;   "The 
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BUckAiTOw:  A  Tale  of  the  Two  Roses,"  in  1888; 
"The  Master  of  Ballantrae"  (1889);  "  Balladi,"  in- 
cluding two  long  romances  of  South  Sea  life,  and 
"  The  Wrong  Box,"  (in  which  he  had  the  assistance 
of  Lloyd  Osbourne),  in  1S90 ;  and  since  1890,  "  The 
Wrecker,"  (also  with  the  help  of  Mr.  Osbourne), 
"Across  the  Plains,  with  Other  Memories  and  Essays," 
and  then  his  biok  on  Samoa,  which  he  called  "  A 
Footnote  to  History.  Eight  Years  of  Trouble  in 
Samoa."  More  recently  have  appeared  "  David 
Balfour"  {1893),  and  "  Island  Nights'  Entenain- 
ments,"  (1893).  The  long  story  "David  Balfour." 
was  widely  read  in  the  year  of  iu  appearance,  and 
has  been  greatly  admired. 

Mr.  Stevenson,  after  the  years  spent  in  France  for 
bb  health,  sought  elsewhere  for  a  better  climate  than 
Scotland  afforded.  At  one  time  he  fixed  his  abode 
at  Bournemouth,  in  the  south  of  England,  at  a 
country  home,  which  he  called  Slcerryvore.  Again 
he  came  to  New  York  and  spent  a  winter  and  some 
additional  months  in  the  Adirondacks,  and  finally  he 
pitched  his  tent  in  Samoa.  Great  was  the  surprise  of 
the  public  when  it  teamed  that  to  this  remote  Pacific 
isle  the  brilliant  author  had  gone  for  a  stay  that 
would  be  prolonged,  and  might  be  permanent.  He 
was  dwelling  in  Samoa  when  the  quarrel  among  the 
European  powers  occurred,  with  the  awful  disaster  by 
which  such  wreck  was  done  to  the  war  ships  of  three 
nitions.  In  his  "  Footnote  to  History,"  these 
Samoan  events  find  extended  narration  in  which  are 
mingled  accounts  of  beggars  and  planters,  the  strife 
of  consuls,  (he  awful  hurricane,  the  scene  on  the 
shore  and  in  the  harbor  when  the  hurricane  had 
passed,  and  the  making  and  unmaking  of  kings, 
with  the  sorrows  of  one  of  them  named  Laupepa. 

Stevenson's  marriage  was  as  romantic  as  any  tale 
he  ever  told.  Lloyd  Osbourne  who  assisted  him  in 
writing  two  of  his  stories,  was  the  son  of  his  wife  by 
a  former  marri^e,  and  when  Mrs.  Osbourne  became 
Mrs.  Stevenson  she  was  recently  divorced  from  her 
husband,  Samuel  C.  Osbourne.  She  and  Osbourne 
had  been  married  in  Indiana  in  185S.  Her  maiden 
name  was  Vandergrift,  and  in  1861  the  couple,  with 
a  son  and  daughter,  started  for  Arizona  with  a  few 
thousand  dollars  they  had  saved.  Mr.  Osbourne  put 
his  money  in  a  mine,  for  which  a  few  months  later 
fioo.ooo  was  offered.  Osbourne  wished  to  sell,  but 
bis  partner  did  not.  They  held  on,  and  six  months 
later  the  mine  would  not  fetch  a  dollar. 

Oshoume,  with  his  family,  then  went  to  San 
Fiancisco,  and  he  so  prospered  as  a  court  reporter 
that  he  sent  his  wife  to  Europe  to  educate  the 
children.  In  Paris  Mrs.  Osbourne,  in  1883,  met 
Stevenson,  and  fell  in  love  with  him.  Returning  to 
San  Francisco  she  obtained  a  divorce,  and  arrange- 
ments were  at  once  made  for  her  marriage  with 
Stevenson.  Osbourne  was  invited  to  the  wedding 
and  accepted.  On  the  appointed  day  he  presented 
himself  in  faultless  attire  with  a  lady  on  his  arm. 
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whom  he  introduced  as  Mrs.  Osbourne.  To  this  lady 
Oshoume  had  been  quietly  married  as  soon  as  the 
divorce  was  granted.  Some  newspaper  stories  have 
declared  that  the  divorce  broke  Osbourne's  heart,  but 
his  prompt  second  marriage  hardly  bears  out  the 
story.  In  any  event,  it  is  known  that  as  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Stevenson  took  up  their  abode  in  Samoa,  so  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Osbourne  took  up  theirs  in  Australia.  Each 
couple  went  to  a  land  where  all  the  old  ties  might  be 
forgotten.  N.  Y.  Times. 

SARAH  KNOWLES  BOLTON. 
Mrs.  Bolton,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  comes  from  good 
New  England  ancestry;  descended  on  her  father's 
side  from  Henry  Knowles,  who  came  to  Rhode  Island 
from  London,  England,  in  163;,  and  on  her  mother's 
side,  a  woman  of  great  loveliness  of  character  and 
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beauty  of  person,  from  Colonel  Nathaniel  Stanley,  of 
Hartford,  Conn.,  one  of  the  leading  men  of  the 
colony,  and  from  Colonel  William  Pynchon.  one  of 
the  twenty-six  incorporators  of  Massachusetts  Bay 
Colony.  She  was  graduated  from  the  Hartford  Semi- 
nary, established  by  Catharine  Beecher;  published  a 
volume  of  poems,  and  in  1866  married  Charles  £. 
Bolton,  A.  M.,  of  Massachusetts,  an  Amherst  College 
graduate  of  '65.  They  removed  to  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
where,  besides  writing  for  various  periodicals,  she  did 
much  charitable  work.  She  was  secretary  of  the 
Woman's  Christian  Association,  and  assistant  corres- 
ponding secretary  of  the  National  W.  C.  T.  U.  She 
has  twice  visited  Europe,  spending  two  years  in  Eng- 
land. France.  Italy,  Germany,  Russia,  Norway  and 
Sweden,  studying  literary  and  educational  matters, 
and  the  means  used  by  employers  for  the  mental  and 
moral  elevation  of  their  employes.       On  the  latter 
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subject  she  read  a  paper  before  the  American  Social 
Science  Association  in  1883.  She  was  for  three  years 
one  of  the  editors  of  the  Boston  Congregationalist. 
She  prepared  several  small  books  for  the  Cleveland 
Educational  Bureau,  ("  What  to  Read,"  "  Good  Man- 
ners," etc.).  conducted  gratuitously  by  her  husband, 
and  described  by  Dr.  Washington  Gladden  in  the 
Ctntury  magazine,  January,  188;.  The  Bureau  was 
discontinued  when  Mr.  Bolton  gave  his  time  to 
lecturing. 

Mrs.  Bolton  has  written :  "  How  Success  is  Won  " 
(1884),  "  Poor  Boys  Who  Became  Famous  "  (1885), 
"  Girls  Who  Became  Famous  "  (1886),  "  Stories  from 
Life"  (fiction),  (1886),  "Social  Studies  in  England" 
(1886),  *■  Famous  American  Authors"  (1887).  "  From 
Heart  and  Nature"  (poems).  (18S7),  (half  the  book 
written  by  her  son,  Charles  Knowles  Bolton,  Harvard 
College,  class  of  '90 ;  now  Librarian  at  Brookline, 
Mass.,authorof''Saskia,  the  wife  of  Rembrandt"  and 
"Martha  Pitkin,'' apoem  of  colonial  times):  "  Famous 
American  Statesmen "  (i883],  "  Some  Successful 
Women"  (i388),  "  Famous  Men  of  Science  "(1889), 
"  Famous  English  Authors  of  the  Nineteenth  Century" 
(1890),  "  Famous  European  Artists"  (1890).  "  Famous 
English  Statesmen  of  Queen  Victoria's  Reign,'' (1891), 
"  Famous  Types  of  Womanhood  ''  (1892).  "  Famous 
Voyagers  and  Explorers,"  (1893),  "  Famous  Leaders 
Among  Men"  (1894),  and  "  The  Inevitable  and  other 
Poems,"  with  portrait,  January  {1B95),  and  a  volume 
of  poems  (1894). 

Mrs.  Bolton  has  been  sn  untiring  worker.  During 
the  last  ten  years,  besides  assisting  at  several  Chau- 
tauqua Assemblies,  she  has  written  twelve  books. 
She  has  said  in  her  "Girls  Who  Became  Famous  "  : 
"  The  laws  of  life  are  as  rigid  as  mathematics.  A 
person  cinnot  idle  away  the  hours  and  come  to 
prominence.  No  great  singer,  no  great  artist,  no 
great  scientist  comes  to  honor  without  continuous 
labor  •  •  *  Without  work  and  will,  no  great 
things  are  achieved."  Mrs.  Bolton  knows  how  to 
save  time  and  to  use  it  welt,  setting  apart  some  of 
it  for  long  walks  in  the  open  air  each  day. 

Mrs.  Bolton  is  a  woman  of  sympathetic  nature, 
generous  and  sincere,  of  cheerful  temperament,  and 
has  excellent  common  sense.  She  is  refined  and 
gentle  in  manner,  and  a  person  of  strong  home  affec- 
tions. She  says  in  her  "  American  Authors"  "  That 
man  or  woman  is  apt  to  be  a  success  in  Ufe  who 
knows  how  to  hold  the  friend  won,  and  is  not  afraid 
to  show  that  there  is  warm  blood  coursing  in  his  veins. 
The  world  has  little  use  for  cold  natures.  Better  bear 
a  gospel  of  love  and  sunshine  than  of  indifference 
and  frigidity,"  Charles  Ritch  Johnson,

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IBSEN  AND  HIS  WORK. 
The  sphinx-like  nature  of  the  Norwegian  poet,  Hen- 
rik  Ibsen,  has  manifested  itself  in  various  ways,  not 
only  in  his  writings,  but  also  in  the  secrecy  with 
which  be  surrounds  them  while  he  prepares  his 
material,  composes  and  finally  confides  the  finished 
work  to  his  publisher. 

His  own  family  knows  no  more  then  about  the 
subject  in  hand  than  an  outsider  does,  only  that  the 
master  is  occupied  with  a  new  work,  and,  perhapsi 
that  it  is  so  and  so  far  advanced.  He  copies  the 
manuscript  himself  and  never  has  a  printer  received 
a  neater  and,  for  both  present  and  future  corrections, 
more  free  copy.  Everything  is  minutely  arranged 
and  not  a  letter  off  the  line  ;  the  punctuation  is  perfect 
and  the  paper  spotless.  Then  comes  the  great  day 
when  the  family  circle  is  to  be  initiated  in  the  poet's 
thoughts  and  the  play  read  to  its  members.  Alter 
breakfast  the  first  act  is  finished,  and  he  then  takes  a 
stroll,  goes  to  his  caf£,  reads  the  papers  and  retnns 
home  to  dinner.  The  second  act  he  begins  when  the 
coffee  has  been  served,  and  leaves  the  last  one  till 
after  supper,  when  a  general  conversation  discusses 
the  work  and  its  ideas  and  characters.  One  thing  they 
do  not,  however,  learn,  and  that  is  its — title.  Not 
even  to  his  wife  Ibsen  whispers  it.  The  last  pen- 
stroke  adds  it  to  the  manuscript  and  the  poet  himself 
brings  it  to  the  post  office,  where  it  is  duly  registered. 
The  public  knows  of  this  event  in  the  shortest  dme 
possible  and  the  telegraph  soon  flashes  to  the  worid 
that  Ibsen's  publisher  in  Copenhagen  has  received 
the  manuscript,  and  that  the  printing  thereof  has 
commenced.  More  will  the  outside  world  not  be  able 
to  learn,  as  the  secret  is  guarded  in  the  strictest  sense 
until  the  book  leaves  for  the  retailers  and  is  ofTeied  to 
the  reading  masses.  His  newest  play  is  called  "  Rita 
Allmers."  and  deals  with  the  supersidon  of  the  "evil 
eye."  Boston  Transept. 

CONAN  DOYLE'S  IMPRESSIONS 
A  Conan  Doyle,  the  novelist,  before  he  left  America 
to  return  to  England,  was  interviewed  by  the  N.    V. 
Sun.     Dr.  Doyle  said  : 

I've  bad  a  capital  time.  1  tike  your  couotry  liTSt  rmU, 
and  am  Sony  I  can't  stay  longer.  The  Amcricao  is  such  an 
open,  frank  fellow,  and  so  quick  to  make  Iriends,  that  he 
cannot  help  commanding  the  admiiatioD  of  those  whom  he 
meets,  and  leaving  pltassnt  impresuons.  Me  has  no 
palisade  around  bim.  It  has  rarely  been  my  good  fortune  to 
meet  with  luch  free  and  true  hosptality. 

Tbe  finest  city  in  America  by  far,  in  my  opinion  is  Phila- 
delphia. It  may  have  been  that  I  vas  prejudiced  by  the 
fact  that  I  found  tbe  Philadclphiani  more  homogeneous  with 
the  English  charactFr  than  any  other.  The  men  are  boilt 
better  there  and  seem  to  have  more  of  tbe  free  Mien  life  so 
anxiously  sought  by  the  Englishman  than  any  other  Ameri- 

I  can't  say  that  I  found  America  a  fertile  field  for  ideas, 
for  I  really  did  not  try  for  any.  When  one  gets  into  the 
control  of  an  American  agent  he  has  no  time  for  anythii^ 
else,  and  most  of  my  lime  was  taken  up  in  lecturing.  I  am 
at  work  now  on  some  unfinished  stories  which  I  expect  to 
turn  out  next  year,  and,  perhaps,  I  shall  turn  my  attention  to 
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Dr.  Doyle  intends  to  return  to  America,  id  June  with 
his  wife,  and  his  plan  is  to  spend  a  year  in  Colorado, 
where  he  wants  to  do  some  shooting.

There  is  a  protest  in  the  very  name  of  "  The  Duo- 
decimos" (a  new  book-club),  which  will  waken  an 
echo  in  the  breasts  of  thousands  who  love  a  handy 
book.  The  membenhip,  to  correspond  to  the  size  of 
the  projected  publications,  is  also  of  twelve,  widely 
scattered  ;  and  the  limit  of  the  edition  a  gross.  The 
treasurer  is  Francis  M.  Lamed,  and  the  secretary, 
W.  Irving  Way,  Monadnock  Building,  Chicago.  The 
club's  first  book  is  a  (ac-similc  of  the  first  issue  of 
•'  Poor  Richard's  Almanac,"  from  a  unique  copy,  and 
Chey  have  printed  it  at  the  De  Vinne  Press  on  genuine 
eighteenth  century  paper  (spoik  of  old  ledgers),  on 
a  hand' press  made  in  Philadelphia  probably  before 
i8oi.

^A  novelist  of  very  unusual  power  has  come  to  the 
front  recently  in  the  person  of  Mr,  Arthur  Morrison, 
whose  "  Tales  of  Mean  Streets"  has  just  appeared. 
Mr.  Morrison  has  printed  several  of  these  short  stories 
in  the  pages  of  Ti*  National  Obstrver:  otherwise,  I 
believe,  he  is  unknown  to  fame.  He  will  not,  how- 
ever, long  remain  in  obscurity.  Apart  from  a  quite 
remarkable  literary  facility,  bis  work  seems,  at  least 
to  one  reader,  to  attain  to  exactly  the  due  amount  of 
realism  without  falling  into  the  pit  of  the  sordid  and 
inartistic.

THE  LIFE  OF  RICHARD  OWEN. 
By  his  Grandson,  the  Rev,  Richard  Owen  M.  A. 
With  the  scientific  ponions  revised  br  C.  Danes  ^er. 
Iiora.  Also  an  essay,  on  Owen's  Poaition  in  Analamical 
Science,  by  the  Rl.  Hon.  T.  H.  Huxley,  F.  R,  S.  Pot- 
Iraits  and  illuslratiooi.  In  two  volumes.  409,  393  pp. 
Indexed,  izmo,  (5.50)  by  mail,  f  J. 79. 
There  seetns  to  have  been  an  exceptionally  large 
supply  of  materials  for  these  volumes  owing  to  Ihe 
subject's  habit  of  preserving  every  paper  or  letter 
that  came  to  his  hand.  Of  his  own  letters  no  less 
than  1100  remain,  while  more  than  is.ooo  letters 
received  from  others  have  been  placed  at  the  dispoial 
of  the  biographer.  Moreover,  both  Owen  and  bis 
wife  were  in  the  habit  of  keeping  diaries,  and, 
although  his  own  journal  was  somewhat  discon- 
nected, that  of  his  wife  is  a  full  record  from  1834  to 
1S73,  °^  °nly  of  the  important  facts,  but  even  of  the 
trivial  details  of  their  joint  lives.  The  biographer's 
main  duty,  therefore,  has  been  that  of  conapressing 
the  ample  information  attainable  regarding  his  grand- 
father's private  life.  Not  being  himself  a  scientist,  he 
has  wisely  caused  the  scientific  portions  of  this  volume 
to  be  revised  by  Mr.  C.  Davies  Sherbom,  and  he  has 
secured  from  Prof.  Huxley  an  essay  on  Owen's  posi- 
tion in  anatomical  science,  which  is  the  most  valuable 
feature  of  the  book. 

Sir  Richard  Owen  was  more  than  eighty-dgbt 
years  old  when  he  died  on  December  tS,  1S93, 
having  been  born  at  Lancaster  on  July  20,1804  He  was 
the  son  of  a  West  India  merchant,  and  received  his 
early  education  at  jhe  grammar  school  of  his  native 
town,  where  one  of  his  schoolfellows  was  William 
Whewell,  afterward  the  well-known  master  of  Trinity 
College,  Cambridge.  At  the  age  of  twenty  he  matri- 
culated at  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  and  two 
years  later  he  became  a  member  of  the  Royal  Col- 
lege of  Surgeons,  in  London,  after  which  he  began 
life  as  a  general  practitioner.  His  appointment  on 
the  recorn  mend  alio  n  of  Dr.  Abernetby  to  the  post  of 
assistant  curator  of  the  Hunterian  Museum  led  him 
to  give  his  attention  exclusively  to  Ihe  study  of  com- 
parative anatomy.  It  was  to  comparative  anatomy 
and  paleontology  that  he  devoted  almost  the  whole 
of  his  scientific  career,  which  may  be  stud  to  have 
begun  even  before  the  publication  of  the  "  Memoir 
on  the  Pearly  Nautilus  "  in  1832,  and  which  did  not 
end  until  1889.  For  the  actual  scope  and  precise 
worth  of  his  work  we  refer  to  Prof.  Huxley's  essay, 
but  there  is  no  doubt  that,  so  far  as  public  and  official 
recognition  is  concerned,  no  English  man  of  science 
in  this  century  has  been  more  highly  honored  at  home 
and  abroad.  Mr.  Owen  received  the  cross  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor  as  early  as  1855,  and  was  subse- 
quently made  a  Chevalier  of  the  Prussian  Order  of 
Merit,  and  a  Knight  of  the  Bath.  Several  pages  of

have  treated  too  harshly  from  their  incapacity  for  such 
sympathy. 

We  are  less  interested,  however,  in  the  chapters 
of  which  Anne  is  the  subject  than  in  those  which 
treat  of  the  literary  men  whom  our  author  chooses 
as  eminently  illustrating  the  period.  The  estimate 
of  Swift  is  perhaps  the  most  novel  and  original. 
Here  we  n'ight  have  expected  that  the  man  would 
meet  with  decidedly  unsympathetic  treatment  at  the 
bands  of  the  woman  ;  but  no  biographer  or  critic  has 
dealt  with  him  more  charitably ;  and  Stella  is  by  no 
means  reckoned  the  martyr  that  Thackeray  and 
others  have  pictured  her.  Mrs.  Oliphant  says  that 
"we  have  not  a  word  from  the  woman's  side  of  the 
question,  who  is  supposed  to  have  passed  a  melancholy 
existence  of  unsatisfied  longings  and  disappointed 
love  by  Swift's  side,  the  victim  of  his  capricions 
alTections,  neglect,  cruelly,  and  fondness.  All  writers 
have  taken  it  for  granted  that  she  wanted  to  marry

"Historical  Characters  of  the  Reign  of  Queen  Anne.*' 
The  former  suggests  a  history  of  the  period,  in  the 
ordinary  acceptation  of  the  term  ;  the  latter  is  more 
in  keeping  with  its  real  character,  as  a  collection  of 
historical  sketches  originally  published  in  Tie  Cen- 
tury Magazine,  and  now  reprinted  with  its  finely 
executed  illustrations,  which  are  correspondingly 
improved  by  the  more  careful  press-work.  There  are 
five  of  these  sketches — two  of  Anne  as  princess  and 
as  queen,  the  others  dealing  with  Swift,  Defoe,  and 
Addison.  Mrs,  Oliphant  has  never,  in  our  opinion, 
done  better  work.  Her  judgment  of  Anne  is  gentler.

Macaulay  and  the  historians  generally.  There  may 
be  something  of  feminine  sympathy  in  this 
but.  if  this  is  to  Anne's  advantage,  it  does  no

It  will,  nevertheless,  be  likely  to 
provoke  much  controversy. 

Of  Defoe  it  is  aptly  said  that  "  no  man  lived  who 
was  a  more  complete  paradox.  *  *  *  His  dis- 
tinguishing literary  quality  is  a  minute  truthfulness 
to  fact  which  makes  it  almost  impossible  not  to  take 
what  he  says  for  gospel.  But  his  constant  inspiration 
is  fiction,  not  to  say,  in  some  circumstances,  false- 
hood."    It   is   curious,  as  Mrs.  Oliphant   notes,   that 
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Swift's  "Gulliver."  bitterly  satirical  as  it  was 
come  to  rank  along  with  "  Robinson  Crusoe.

COLONIAL  DAYS  AND  DAMES. 
By  Anne  Hollingsworth  Wharton,  author  of  "  Through 
Colonial  Dooway*."   With  illuitrations  by  E.  S.  Hollo- 
way.

The  great  and  deserved  success  of 
her  f<i>niier  volume,  "Through  Colo- 
nial Doorways,"  has  encouraged  Miss 
Whaitoo  to  a  second  little  book,  of 
similar  form,  that  while  allied  in  sub- 
ject is  more  comprehensive  in  treat- 
ment and  presents  a  somewhat  broader 
picture  of  colonial  life.  The  fonner 
volame  was  a  collection  of  separate 
studies  of  distinct  incidents;  this  is  a 
fciies  of  chapters  descriptive  of  Amer- 
ican life  and  society  in  colonial  days, 
in  various  aspects,  drawn  from  the 
letters,  diaries  and  reminiscences  of 
men  and  women  who  were  part  ot  the 
things  they  describe.  A  gosd  deal 
of  work  of  this  kind  has  been  done 
recently,  but  the  most  of  it  has  been 
local — depicting  life  in  New  England, 
New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland 
Of  Virginia.  Miss  Wharton  has  had 
tht  good  jut^^ent  and  the  skill  to  CLuMt^-wb.r 

weave  all  these  separate  strands  to-  stc 

gether  into  one  story,  that  shows  the 


parallel  development  of  society  along  the  Atlantic 
coast,  the  similarities  and  the  contrail  of  the 
several  communities  and  the  influence  of  local 
conditions  and  impulses  upon  domestic  life.  That 
she  has  not  done  thb  in  any  scientific  or  pedantic 
way,  but  simply  in  the  way  of  good-humored  nar- 
rative, makes  her  work  all  the  better.  Of  course 
she  repeals  much  that  is  familiar,  but  most  of  the 
old  material  she  uses  in  a  new  way,  and  the  whole 
effect  is  fresh  and  bright. 

The  lirst  and  longest  chapter  has  the  general  title 
of  "  Colonial  Days,"  and  with  the  following  chapter 
upon  "Women  in  the  Early  Settlement"  gives  a 
very  entertaining  picture  of  the  pioneer  period  on  its 
domestic  side,  "  Colonial  Dames "  brings  us  to  a 
later  and  less  unfamiliar  period,  and  there  is  an 
admirable  chapter  upon  "  Old  Landmarks,"  that 
connects  a  number  of  existing  buildings,  churches 
and  dwellings  in  various  places,  with  the  historical 
evolution  of  the  country.  That  Philadelphia  occu- 
pies a  predominant  place  in  Miss  Wharton's  book  is 
not  merely  because  she  knows  Philadelphia  best,  nor 
because  of  the  amount  of  material  at  her  disposal 
here,  but  because  this  city  was,  throughout  the 
eighteenth  century,  the  actual  centre  of  refined 
American  life.  Miss  Wharton  has  made  altogether 
a  very  charming  little  book,  and  the  publishers  have 
put  it  forth  in  a  fascinating  form.

that  they  will  be  interested  in  what  a  foreigner  has  to 
say  about  one  of  their  leading  educational  institutions. 
The  English  readers  will  find  in  the  book  an  excel- 
lent account  of  the  origin,  growth,  status,  and  methods 
of  Harvard  University;  the  American  readers  will 
find  all  this,  and,  in  addition,  an  expert's  opinion  of 


"  Oxford's  BDcient  towers,  her  ctapels  and  cloisters,  her 
halls,  her  quadranglFs,  and  her  tavni.  High  Slreei  and 
Broad  Slreel,  Magdalen  Bridge,  and  the  massive  iTynuniled 
city  waits  all  made  this  Harvard  min's  heart  Fink  *  iifain 
him  when  he  tbougbt  of  bis  own  belored  Alma  Milcr, 
Dear  as  she  was  (0  him  how  could  she  lie  dear  to  one  in

Mr.  Hill's,  knowledge  of  Har- 
vard University  was  gained  in  visits  to  Cambridge, 
extending  over  several  months  in  the  year  1893. 

An  inkling  of  the  estimate  be  puts  upon  the  uni- 
versity is  gained  in  a  glance  at  the  title  page, 
upon  which  appears  the  quotation  from  Coriolanus : 
"  There  is  a  world  elsewhere."  On  seeing  these  words 
one  draws  the  inference  that  the  author  has  found  in 
America  an  institution  of  which  he  approves,  and  as 
one  proceeds  with  his  reading  of  the  book  the  infer- 
ence is  made  good.

As 
a  matter  of  conrse,  he  has  made  a  few 
mistakes,  but  they  are  unimportant  and 
rather  add  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  reader 
than  detract  from  it—for  they  seem  to 
indicate  that  among  those  from  whom  the 
author  sought  information  he  came  across 
a  few  waggish  fellows  who  thought  it 
good  fun  to  tell  him  things  which  were 
not  quite  true.  But  as  we  have  already 
said,  the  miutatements  have  to  do  with 
minor  maners.

Captain  Robinson  is  to  be  complimented 
on  having  written  a  book  which  is  not 
only  interesting  and  instructive,  but  is 
quite  novel.     It  is  true  that  in  1841    a 
Mr.  E.  Miles,  with  the  help  of  his  name- 
sake, Lawford  Miles,  who  was  an  officer 
in  the   navy,  compiled  ''  An   Epitome, 
Historical  and  Statistical,  descriptive  of 
the  Rnyal  Naval  Service  of  England." 
But  Mr.  Mites's  book  is  not  only  out  of 
print,  it  is  out  of  date.    Il  is  also  of  much 
inferior    scope    to    Captain    Robinson's,      George  Bella 
which  may  therefore  claim  to  be  essen- 
tially new.  The  one  respect  in  which  the  earlier  volume 
has  an  advantage  is  in  the  illustrations,  for  its  colored 
plues  by  Knell  are.  to  our  eye  at  least,  much  more 
acceptable  than    the  numerous  processed  drawings 
which  abound  in  "  The  British  Fleet."

The  book  may  be  read  with 
profit  by  all,  but  it  would  make  an  exceptionally  good 
present  for  a  boy  who  is  getting  beyond  the  stage 
when  nothing  interests  except  a  story.

Hence,   in  the  discovery  that  the  work  is 
merely  a  popular  narrative  history,  there  now  lies  a 
certain  disappointment  which  does  the  history  and 
its  au'hor  an  injustice.    That  this  was  not  entirely 
obvious  from  the  first  volume  was  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  arrangement  detennined 
on  by  the  publisher,  and  dictated  by  un- 
mistakable difficulties,  left  the  close  of 
the  war  of  tSiz  for  the  second  volnme, 
and  therefore  a  general  philosophical  snr- 
vey  of  the  war  in  its  national  and  inter* 
national  aspects,  particularly  in  its  rela- 
tion to  the  commerce  of  the  three  great 
nations  whose  interest  were  so  bound  up 
in  the  Berlin  decrees,  the  Orders  in  Coun- 
cil and  the  embargo,  might  be  presumed 
to  be  stilt  to  come.    But  it  is  lacking : 
and  lacking  also  is  a  similar  survey  ot 
the  influence  exerted  by  sea  power  during 
the  civil  war.     It  is  not  argued  that  this 
is  Mr.  Maclay's  fault     The  enormous 
amount  of  material  that  has  come  under 
his  hand  might  very  well  determine  him 
to  confine  himself,  as  be  has  done,  to  a 
narrative  history,  and  that  a  namtive 
history  spaced  off  into  the  various  war 
epochs.  Only,  had  his  two  volumes  been 
put  out  together   this  plan  could  have 
been  comprehended  immediately. 

The  few  pages  at  the  end  of  the  vol- 
ume, designed  to  bring  it  down  to  the 
present  day,  are  devoted  chiefly  to  a 
recapitulation  of  the  existing  condition 
of  the  new  steel  fleet.

*  *  *  Mr.  Brace's  most  valuable  contributions  to 
contemporaneous  literature  were  undoubtedly  his 
"  Dangerous  Classes  of  New  York,"  and  bis  society 
reports.  These  have  a  value  which  cannot  wear  out. 
His  "GestaChristi,"  which  isan  extremely  interesting 
collection  of  facts,  has  the  misfortune  to  be  an  addi- 
tion to  the  great  mass  of  Christian  apologetics,  to 
which  the  world,  rightly  or  wrongly,  pays  less  and 
less  attention  every  year. 

It  is  impossible  in  the  limits  of  a  brief  notice  like 
this  to  give  an  adequate  idea  of  the  charm  of  Mr, 
Brace's  personality.  The  energy  and  hopefulness 
which  carried  him  to  success  in  his  philanthropic 
work  played  an  equally  large  part  in  his  intercourse 
with  his  friends.  He  had  in  an  eminent  degree  what 
the  Boston  wit  called  a  "  talent  for  friendship."  His 
friends  were  never  out  of  his  mind.  Their  fame  and 
fortune  were  as  dear  to  him  as  his  own.  His  interest 
as  to  their  stale  of  mind  touching  all  ihe  greu 
questions  of  the  time  never  flagged  ;  and  this  talent, 
no  less  than  his  great  labor  in  his  own  field,  brought 
him  into  cordial  relations  with  most  of  the  leading 
minds  of  the  day,  both  here  and  in  England.  We 
doubt  if  a  happier  man  ever  lived  until  the  cloud  of 
the  great  tragedy  which  always  closes  even  the  most 
successful  career,  overtook  him.  He  warmed  both 
hands  at-the  fire  of  life.  He  was  eminently  success- 
ful in  his  calling,  was  much  appreciated  by  his  <x>n- 
temporaries,  and  met  the  end  with  a  fortitude  and 
serenity  which  all  who  knew  him  expected.

Ur.  Abbott  has  lately  shown  what  a  wide  variety  of 
feathered  life  may  be  observed  even  now  in  the  near 
neighborhood  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  author  of  the 
present  little  book,  which  follows  the  bird  lile  of  this 
latitude  through  the  varied  course  ol  the  year,  has 
made  the  observations  recorded  in  Central  Park  in 
New  York  city,  and  most  of  them  within  that  small 
section  known  as  the  Ramble,  an  area  of  not  more 
than  one-sixteenth  of  a  square  mile.  "Within  this 
little  retreat,"  he  says,  "I  have  during  the  year 
found  represented  nineteen  of  the  twenty-one  families 
of  song  birds  in  the  United  States,  some  of  them  quite 
abundantly  in  genera  and  species,  with  a  sprinkling 
of  species  from  several  other  classes  of  land  and 
water  birds."  This  fact  is  significant  as  an  evidence 
that  one  does  not  need  to  go  far  afield  to  study  orni- 
thology, if  only  one  has  the  right  interest  and  the 
right  perception.  There  are  probably  tew  of  Mr. 
Parkhurst's  readers  who  would  ever  have  sfen  or  dis- 
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tinguished  all  these  birds  in  Central  Park,  but  one  o( 
the  main  purposes  of  his  boolc  is  to  instruct  the  reader 
in  methods  and  habits  of  observation,  so  that  he  can 
perceive  and  studjbthe  birds  individually,  and  thus 
learn  their  relations  and  to  some  extent  their  scientrfic 
classification. 

To  this  end  Mr.  Parkhurat  begins  bis  calendar  of 
birds  in  January,  when  the  trees  are  bare,  the  species 
few  and  thtir  movements  easily  observed.  From 
this  he  goes  on  to  the  first  harbingers  of  spring,  and

tified  by  real  knowledge  put  forth  as  fact  in  journals 
of  adventure  and  popular  works  on  natural  history. 
But  few  will  have  realized,  before  reading  our  author's 
very  effective  polemic,  how  much  there  is  of  tradition 
and  pure  assumption  in  the  prevalent  ideas  about 
wild  beasts.  It  is  the  most  natural  thing  in  the  world 
in  speaking  of  them  to  interpret  their  aclions,  as  we 
do  those  of  our  fellow-men,  as  if  based  on  a  purely 
human  motive,  or  to  weigh  them  by  the  standard  li 
human  ethics.  The  beast  that  springs  from  ambush 
on  an  unsuspecting  traveller  is  termed  "treacherous," 
though  we  do  not  call  agunner  treacherous  who  shoots 
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ducks  from  a  blind.  There  is  a  story  of  a  famous 
elephant  who  bore  the  imperial  standard  on  some  old 
Mogul- Mahratta  battle-field.  The  day  had  gone 
against  his  side,  the  color-guard  was  scattered, 
retreating  squadrons  swept  pass  the  animal,  and  his 
mahout  was  dead.  He  stood  fast,  however,  and 
Unall]'  the  retreating  forces  rallied  around  him  and 
the  field  was  retrieved.  Imaginative  writers  have 
discovered  here  a  high  sense  of  duty  and  heroic  self- 
sacrifice,  like  that  of  the  unrelieved  Roman  sentinel 
at  Pompeii,  who  stuck  to  his  post  to  the  Ust.  Actually, 
the  animal  had  been  ordered  by  his  keeper,  whom 
he  was  accustomed  to  obey,  to  stand  still,  and  did  so. 
But  there  is  as  much  (or  little)  reason  for  the  ascrip- 
tion of  moral  sentiments  to  this  elephant  as  there 
would  have  been  had  he  been  ordered  to  ran  away 
and  obeyed. 

Mr,  Porter  seems  to  have  had  and  improved  many 
opportunities  for  observing  the  larger  wild  animals. 
An  account  of  a  tame  puma  which  he  possessed  for 
a  long  time,  is  a  valuable  contribution  to  our  knowl- 
edge of  animal  psychology,  as  well  as  a  very  inter- 
esting story.  The  discussion  of  the  intelligence,  the 
'  courage  or  cowardice,  and  the  feral  morality  (to  coin 
a  phrase)  of  the  particular  wild  beasts  to  which  the 
book  is  devoted,  is  interspersed  with  illustrative  anec- 
dotes and  evidence  at  first  band.  We  think  no  one 
who  follows  the  author's  argument  will  lay  the  book 
down  without  a  clearer  conception  of  the  real  life  of 
wild  animals  and  a  better  understanding  of  their  rela- 
tions to  man  and  to  each  other. 

As  regards  intelligence  and  courage  in  these  beasts, 
the  author  comes  to  a  conclusion  not  very  different 
from  that  of  the  best  students  of  wild  animals  of  the 
last  twenty  years.  The  chief  discrepancy  is  in  regard 
to  the  elephant,  which  Mr.  Porter  regards  as  less 
intelligent,  less  responsive,  and  more  dangerous  than 
be  has  hitherto  been  described.    Not  only  do  these 


animals  become  insane,  but  many  of  them  seem  to 
bear  a  grudge  against  the  human  race,  and  are  con- 
trolled only  by  fear     In  general,  the  author  believes

PICTURES  OF  SWEDISH  LIFE  ; 
Or,  Svba  and  Hsr  Children.  By  Mrs.  Woods 
Baker,  author  of  "  Our  Elder  Brother,"  "Salt,"  etc. 
Illustrated.  408  pp.  8*0,^.85;  by  inul,yz.69. 
Mrs.  Woods  Baker's  knowledge  of  the  quaint  life  of 
this  northern  kingdom  is  almost  as  familiar  as  thai  of 
a  native.  For  years  she  has  resided  in  the  dominions 
of  Svea,  and  is  therefore  equipped  to  speak  with  tbe 
authority  of  domiciliary  intimacy  of  the  people  of 
Sweden.  No  less  intelligent  are  the  author's  observa- 
tions upon  the  institutions,  government  and  history 
of  the  kingdom.  The  aim  of  this  book,  however,  is 
not  to  present  a  sustained  and  philosophical  history  of 
Sweden,  but  an  unstudied  sketch  of  those  impressions 
which  the  years  of  her  acquaintance  with  the  heroic 
people  have  given  the  author.  Nothing  astonishes 
the  visitor  to  Sweden  more  than  the  exceeding 
smallness  of  the  cities.  Of  the  ninety-two 
cities  in  the  kingdom,  twelve  have  less  than 
one  thousand  inhabitants,  and  one  is  merely 
a  hamlet  of  three  hundred  people.  Stockholm, 
as  becomes  the  capital,  stands  at  the  head  of 
the  list,  and  has,  with  its  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  inhabitants,  a  population  far  more 
than  double  that  of  its  largest  competitor.  It 
is  one  of  the  beautiful  cities  of  the  world,  a 
vision  of  loveliness  that  cannot  be  for^tten. 
Royalty  does  not  here  endeavor  to  emphasiie 
its  importance  of  cold  reserve  and  fine  seclu- 
sion, but  the  King  and  the  royal  family  mingle 
with  the  people,  entirely  confident  of  tbe  affec- 
tion of  their  subjects  and  the  safety  of  their 
persons. 

Qm.  the  most  delightful  portion  of  the  work 

is  that  which  unfolds  the  simple,  cheerful  life 

of  the  Swedish  people.    When  a  native  speaks 

cB  of  Swedish  Life,"      of  his    "red    cottage,"    we    learn    that    the

"red  cottage"    stands   for    thrift,  industry   modest 
comfort  and  cheerful  contentment.    There  is  much 
valuable    information    compacted    in    this    volume, 
about  the  language,  manners,  traditions  and  peculiar 
institutions  long  loved  and  cherished  by  this  amiable 
race-     la  addition  there  are  interesting  studies  of  the 
islands  of  Sweden,  which  are  either  seen  broadcast 
in  her  takes  and  bays,  scattered  along  the 
coast  or  anchored  fast  in  the  seas  thai  wash 
her  shores.    Indeed  scientists  maintain  that 
all  Southern  Sweden  was  once  an  island, 
and  it  may  be  said  that  the  whole  Scandi- 
navian  peninsula  now   closely  approaches 
that  condition.    This  charming  narrative  of 
Swedish  life  concludes  with  a  compendious 
account  of  the  Finns,  Lapps  and  Vikings ; 
a  sketch  of  both  the  reformers  and  leaders 
of  the  intellectual  progress  of  the  kingdom, 
and  a  rapid  outline  of  the  Bernadottes.

The  letters  of  Mr.  Curtis  on  all  subjects  have  the 
quality  which  made  his  addresses  notable,  the  un- 
flinching holding  up  of  the  standards  of  his  life.  The 
last  literary  work  of  Mr.  Curtis  outside  his  regular 
tasks  was  the  editing  of  "  The  Correspo  dence  of 
John  Lothiop  Motley,"  his  last  public  utterance  when 
in  May,  1892,  he  repeated  in  New  York  his  Brooklyn 
address  on  Lowell.  It  was  in  June  that  he  was 
taken  ill.  and  after  a  long  illness  died  on  the  last

Mr.  Whittier  never  kept  a  diary,  and  never  enter- 
tained the  thought  of  keeping  &ne  but  once  in  his 
hfe.    In  i82i,when  he  was  fourteen  year?  old,  bis 
mother  made  a  blank  book  for  him  by  foldifig  and 
stitching  some  foolscap  paper. 

"  He  could  not  think  of  anything  to  write  in  the  dUiy, 
bis  life  on  the  farin  was  so  uneTentliil.  Hii  mother  n^- 
gested  that  he  write  of  lome  striking  cTcnt  in  Ihe  ^.ast  itiU 
had  come  under  his  observation.  The  only  great  event  he 
could  think  of  was  the  viDdstorm  of  1S15 ;  so  he  viote  an 
account  of  that,  and  nsTcr  afterward  made  an  entry  in  this 
or  in  any  other  diuy." 

Mr.  Whittier  died  in  September.  iSgi,  in  his  eighty- 
fifih  year.  He  had  long  outlived  all  but  three  or  four 
of  his  friends  and  associates  in  politics,  literature, 
journalism,  and  the  fierce,  long -protracted  conflict  of 
the  abolitionists  against  negro  slavery.  He  had 
borne  a  worthy  and  active  part  in  public  affairs,  and 
especially  in  relation  to  the  anti-slavery  agitation  be 
knew  that  his  name  would  always  be  written  con- 
spicuously in  the  history  of  his  countrv.  His  pam- 
phlet, "Justice  and  Expediency"  {1833),  sounded 
one  of  Ihe  earliest  notes  of  that  long  campaign.  In 
his  early  manhood  was  not  only  a  poet  and  jour- 
nalist, but  a  politician  as  well,  an  adroit,  calculating 
intensely  practical  politician.  Wherefore  he  bore  in 
mind,  as  his  peaceful  end  drew  near,  the  need  of  giving 
some  thought  to  the  preparation  of  materials  for  his 
biography.  The  thought  that  this  book  would  be 
called  for,  Mr.  Pickard  tells  us,  was  not  a  pleasant 
one  to  Mr.  Whittier.  but  it  was  far  pleasanter  than  the 
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thought  that  a  book  full  of  inaccuracies  would  surely 
be  givtn  out  after  his  death  unless  he  took  steps  before- 
hand to  prevent  it.  Ten  years  before  he  died,  there- 
fore, he  confided  this  work  to  Mr.  Pickard,  who,  in 
i8r6,  had  married  the  p^^'s  niece,  Elizabeth 
Whittier. 

"  He  had  ncTcr  kept  a  jontnal,  nor  charged  his  memory 
with  dales,  but  be  remc inhered  his  correspondence,  and  gave 
infomutioQ  which  resuUed  in  ■  lai^e  collection  of  letters, 
iltustrating  nearly  every  yesr  of  hid  life." 

Tt^us  we  now  have  a  work  of  biography,  largely 
autobiographical  in  lorm,  of  unquestionable  veracity 
and  remarkable  interest.  Many  of  the  facts  nar- 
rated in  it  are  now  made  public  for  the  first  time.  A 
large  proportion  of  the  letters  were  never  before 
published.  Many  of  (he  verses,  political  and  satiri- 
cal, that  are  here  printed  have  not  seen  the  light 
since  early  in  the  century,  for  Whittier  was  very 
chary  about  the  repubhcation  of  his  youthful  poems, 
while  the  story  of  bis  first  politicid  experiences  will 
be  at>solutely  fresh  reading  to  the  present  generation. 
The  character  of  the  poet  thus  revealed  will,  in  no 
way,  change  the  estimate  of  him  the  world  had 
already  formed.  There  are  not  two  opinions  about 
him  as  a  man.  That  he  was  ever  upright,  high- 
minded,  of  irreproachable  purity  and  integrity,  every- 
body has  known.  But  his  individuality  is  now  fully 
expressed  for  the  first  lime.  His  nature  was  many- 
sided,  his  mind  was  never  narrow,  and,  though  he 
accomplished  much,  he  might  have  done  more  and 
filled  a  higher  place  in  history  if  his  almost  contin- 
uous ill  health  had  not  kept  him  in  the  background 
of  action  in  many  critical  periods. 

The  story  of  Whittier's  boyhood  and  youth  is  made 
most  attractive  in  Mr.  PJckard's  narrative,  and  the 
temptation  to  quote  from  it  is  almost  irresistible. 
But  the  spirit  of  that  time  of  his  life  can  never  be  so 
well  expressed,  after  all,  as  the  poet  expressed  it  in 
"Snow  Bound." 

His  true  poetic  inspiration  came  after  he  had  gone 
heart  and  sonl  into  the  anti-slavery  contest,  in  1833. 
All  that  he  had  previously  written  were  merely  exer- 
cites  in  rhetoric  and  versification.  The  history  of 
abolitionism  is  the  history  of  the  best  part  of  Whit- 
tier's life.  It  is  told  minutely  and  clearly  in  these 
volumes,  with  no  new  facts  of  great  importance,  but 
with  many,  nevertheless,  that  are  of  interest ;  with 
ample  quotations  from  many  hitherto  unpublished 
letters  written  by  the  participants.  But  from  that 
long  narrative  of  overieal  and  enthusiasm,  of  passion 
and  mob  rule,  of  political  chicanery,  of  devotion  and 
heroism,  ve  have  no  space  to  quote  in  this  hasty 
notice  of  Mr.  Pickard'a  biography. 

The  actually  new  part  of  the  story  of  Whittier's 
career  is  the  revelation  of  his  early-acquired  skill 
and  shrewdness  as  a  practical  politician.  It  need  not 
JO  the  least  weaken  our  great  admiration  for  him  lo 
leam  thai  he  nndeniood  the  game  of  politics  and 
played  it  well.    •    •    • 
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Mr.  Kckard  tells  a  characteristic  story  of  Whittier's 
la°t  hours.  One  of  his  friends  at  Hampton  Falls 
opened  his  letters  and  read  them  to  him  every  day. 
One  came  from  a  Western  poet  of  whom  Whittier  had 
never  heard  ;  he  had  sent  a  book  of  his  verses  and 
it  had  not  been  acknowledged.  He  rudely  asked 
why  Mr.  Whittier  had  not  replied,  as  other  poets  did, 
and  sent  a  volume  of  his  poems  in  reiurn.  Mr. 
Whittier's  friends  were  very  indignant,  but  he  took 
the  matter  calmly,  dictated  a  pleasant  letter  to  his 
irate  Western  correspondent,  and  caused  a  volume 
of  his  poems  to  be  sent. 

This  was,  perhaps,  the  last  act  on  earth  of  a  man  of 
eighty-five  years,  suffering  pain,  and  it  was  consistent 
with  his  whole  life.  He  had  taken  his  motto,  it 
seems,  from  Coleridge,  "  TVuth  should  be  spoken  at 
all  times,  but  more  especially  at  those  times  when  to 
speak  the  truth  is  dangerous,''  and  he  had  lived  up  to 
it  as  Coleridge,  whom  the  world  still  foolishly  esteems 
the  greater  man,  never  did,  yet  he  had  kept  always  a 
serene  spirit  and  preserved  an  amiability  that  was 
never  a  sign  of  weakness.  Of  all  the  leaden  of  the 
abolition  movement  none  was  so  highly  esteemed  in 
the  South  as  Whittier.  Few  were  esteemed  there  at 
all.  But  the  force  Whittier  exerted  in  the  cause  was 
not  exceeded,  nevertheless.  He  was  the  wisest,  the 
firmest,  and  the  strongest  of  them  all. 

Mr.  Pickard's  book  is  a  model  typographically,  as 
well  as  in  a  literary  sense.  The  portrait  of  Whittier 
at  the  age  of  thirty-seven  years,  taken  from  a  daguer- 
reotype, is  interesting  and  doubtless  true  aa  a  like- 
ness, but  it  has  its  comic  side  as  a  picture.

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MEMORIES  OF  THACKERAY. 

Chapters  from  some  Unwritten  Memoirs.  By

No  book  upon  the  counters  is  better  fitted  foi  &  holi- 
day book  than  this  sheaf  of  recollections  gathered 
from  the  gayest  of  holiday  seasons,  the  unreturning 
season  of  youth.  Mrs.  Ritchie  looks  back  upon  her 
childhood  and  sees  a  careless,  emotional  Hitle  girl 
strolling  in  and  out  of  lives  concerning  which  the 
English-speaking  world  is  now  eager  for  even  such 
broken  bits  of  information  as  she  can  recall.  One  is 
inclined  to  scold  the  unconsdous  baby  for  being  so 
ignorant  of  her  high  estate.    She  is  taken  at  one 


the  age  of  six,  because  the  little  Comie  de  Paris 
drives  by,  smiling,  a  fair-haired,  blue-eyed,  and  quite 
irresistible  little  Prince.  But  none  of  those  she  talks 
about  have  a  higher  claim  upon  our  attention  than 
her  own  father,  so  big,  so  shy,  so  awkward,  and  so 
tenderly  beloved. 

Perhaps  nothing  gives  better  the  warm  personal 
feeling  existing  between  Thackeray  and  his  family- 
nothing  in  all  the  reminiscences  we  have  of  him— 
than  the  quaint  passage  in  these  memoirs  describing 
his  return  from  America,  much  sooner  than  he  had 
planned  to  come.  "  I  believe,"  writes  his  daughter, 
"  he  saw  a  steamer  starting  for  home,  and  could  stand 
it  no  longer,  and  then  and  there  came  ofT.  I  can  still 
remember,"  she  continues,  "sitting  with  my  grand- 
parents, expecting  his  return.  My  sister  and  1  sal  on 
the  red  sofa  in  the  little  study,  and  shortly  before  the 
time  we  had  calculated  he  might  arrive  carae  a  link 
ring  at  the  front-door  bell.  My  grandmother  broke 
down ;  my  sister  and  I  rushed  to  the  front  door,  only 
we  were  so  afraid  that  it  might  not  be  he  that  we  did 
not  dare  to  open  it,  and  there  we  stood  |until  a  second 
and  much  louder  ringing  brought  us  to  our  senses. 
'  Why  didn't  you  open  the  door  ?'  said  my  father,  step- 
ping in,  looking  well,  broad,  and  upright,  laughing. 
In  a  moment  he  had  never  been  away  at  all." 

Could  he  return  now  to  a  world  from  which  he  is 
irrevocably  lost,  his  great  heart  would  swell  at  the 
homage  he  would  find  awaiting  him  with  the  same 
simple,  pleased  modesty  that  made  him  gravely  settle 
his  spectacles  and  nod  in  his  touched  surprise  to  the 
httle  boys  who  cheered  him  on  Christmas  Day  at  one 
of  Dickens's  children's  parties.  A  not  ungenerouj 
fold  of  his  mantle  has  fallen  upon  his  daughter's 
shoulders.  In  touch,  in  spirit,  in  gentle  humor  and 
frank  pathos,  she  is  bom  of  the  Thackeray  race.  Her 
rambling  papers  are  like  an  echo  of  her  father's 
bigger,  richer,  more  fully  modulated  voice.  She  can- 
not make  us  laugh  so  finely  or  weep  so  bitterly  as  he 
has  made  us,  but  she  touches  us  with  sadness  and 
with  joy,  cluefly  because  she  makes  us  remember 
him  with  an  inherited  gesture  or  tone.     JV.  V.  7imei.

More  Memories;  Being  Thoughts  about  England 
Spoken  in  America.  Bf  (he  Very  Rev.  S.  Reynotdi 
Hole.  Illustrated.  294  pp.  izmo,  (1.70;  bj  nuil.

The  second  volume  of  Dean  Hole's  reminiscences  is 
no  whit  less  entertaining  than  the  first,  liberal  quota- 
tions from  which  were  given  in  a  review  several 
months  ago.  There  is  a  difference,  however,  between 
the  two.  There  was  a  spontaneity  about  the  former 
occasionally  lacking  in  the  one  before  us.  The 
author  had  evidendy  his  audience  in  view  in  the 
preparation  of  his  later  material,  and  wrote  without 
that  freedom  which  was  a  delightful  element  in  his 
earlier  "  Memories."  But  even  with  this  drmwback, 
the  book  is  charming  from  cover  to  cover,  crammed 
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wiih  anecdote,  story,  reminisccDce  and  reflection.  A 
good  deal  of  apace  is  allotted  to  recollections  of 
famous  English  preachers  whom  the  writer  personally 
knew — Piuey,  Newman,  Wilbetfotce,  Magee,  Liddon. 

Dean  Hole,  as  the  reader  of  his  tirst  volume  will 
remember,  is  a  strong  believer  in  athletics  and  out- 
door sports,  riding,  hunting  and  fishing.  That  is  for 
week  days.  Bat  he  cannot  see  why  healthy  exercise 
such  as  walking  and  bicycle  riding  should  not  be 
indulged  in  on  Sundays  as  well  as  week  days.

The  pathos  of  Kmily  Lawless's  "  Grania "  is  not 
likelyito  he^orgouen.  In  "Maelcbo"  the  same  author 
presents  in  dramatic  form  one  of  the  many  scenes 
of  Irish  strife,  when  in  addition  to  the  onslaught  car- 
ried on  by  Queen  Elizabeth  Ireland  was  harried  by 
internal  feuds. 

The  sketch  was  begun,  as  the  writer  states  it,  as  a 
book  of  adventure,  but  it  grew  under  her  hands 
"grimmer  and  more  lugubrious."  Then  the  lady 
adds:  "Tobe  lugubrious  is  in  fiction  *  "  "  to 
be  unendurable,  and  unendurable ness  is  not  one  of 
those  tailings  for  which  an  unlucky  author  can  very 
suitably  apologize."  Studying  the  history  of  the 
period,  (for  Emily  Lawless  has  before  this  furnished 
articles  having  to  do  with  the  condition  of  Ireland  in 
the  middle  of  the  sixteenth  century,)  it  became  im- 
possible for  her  to  shake  off  the  natural  coloring 
belonging  to  that  period,  which  was  sombreness  itself. 
The  feuds  of  the  Irish  against  the  Saxons,  or  directed 
toward  their  own  kinsmen,  can  find  no  parallel  to- 
day, save  when  compared  with  the  tigerish  vengeful- 
ness  of  the  modern  Apache.  Every  man's  hand 
seemed  to  be  directed  toward  his  fellow,' and  in  the 
strife  neither  women  nor  children  were  spared.  The 
country  ran  crimson  with  blood,  and  if  the  sword  did 
not  suffice  the  victims  were  burned  to  death. 

The  character  of  the  seer,  Maelcbo,  is  beautifully 
developed.  The  nairative  is  a  painful  one,  showing 
amazing  force,  with  a  comprehension  of  English  and 
Irish  traits.  It  is  the  true  record  of  a  country  whose 
people  to-day  still  suffer  from  cruel  strifes,  extending 
over  two  centuries.

This  by  no  means  implies  that 
Mr.  Vedder  is  a  fool,  for  his  book  is  tuflicienl  refutation  of 
that ;  but  it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  hope  of  a  steriing 
work  of  criticism  on  our  contemporary  literati  is  a  fooli^ 
one.  Of  this  bet,  too,  his  volume  is  adequate  proof.  Viewed 
from  the  standpoint  of  Iriography,  however,  this  volume  will 
be  a  welcome  additioo  to  many  libraries.  The  press  is 
teeming  with  gossip  and  the  magazines  with  monographs 
upon  toe  best-known  authors  of  Ibis  day,  but  all  this  ana  is 
of  Httle  avail  for  special  use.  As  a  handy  book  of  valuable 
information,  Mr,  Vedder's  effort  will  meet  a  less  artistic  want 
than  that  for  which  be  has  sought  to  cater.

This  is,  of  course  in  a  measure  true 
of  the  biography  of  any  one  who  bos  done  anything  woith 
writing  about,  hut  the  bii^^pher  of  an  artist  has  certainly  a 
hard  road  to  travel  if  he  attempts  to  live  up  to  what  is  ex- 
pected of  bim  along  the  two  lines  of  art  and  Itterelurc.  Mr. 
Steams  has  not  written  an  epoch  making  book,  but  he  has 
tucceeded  in  forging  a  valuable  link  in  the  chain  of  old- 
master  bic^raphies.  There  is  no  adequate  account,  be  tells 
us,  of  Tintoretto  !□  the  English  language,  although  30O 
years  have  passed  since  his  death.

Soaw 
pieces,  indeed,  we  have  met  with  in  reading  the  "horoci" 
of  other  ctiunlries;    for  example,  one  of  the  "  good  stories" 
on  page  46  comes,  if  we  mistake  not,  from  the"  Decameron" 
of  Boccaccio,     This  addition  to  the  "  Intematioaal  Humor" 
series  is,  however,  deserving  of  a  welcome  in  that  it  covers 
what  is  largely  new   ground  for  the  majority  of  readers.     Il 
is  quite  equal  10  the  earlier  volumes  of  the  same  series.

It  is  not  altogether  satiif^ictory  to  English  scholarship  ibM 
much  of  the  b^  criticism  on  Shakespeare  and  his  woik  > 
made  in  Gomany.  Still,  that  is  no  rcaioti  for  ignoriog  it, 
and  we  are  gratcfut  to  Miss  Zimmcm  for  giving  us,  is 
English  dress.  Dr.  Lewes's  careful  study  oi  his  interesliaj 
■ol^ct,  on  which  he  often  throws  new  light.  With  Gemu 
thoroughness  Dr.  Lewes  first  takes  us  tfaroogh  i^ak^ieare's 
times,  the  history  of  the  English  stage,  and  the  tife  of  Ihe 
great  dramatist  himself  before  he  feeb  eqrapped  fca  his 
sul^ect.  He  first  deals  with  the  poems—"  Venna  and 
Adoras"  and  "  Lacretsa."  He  then  comes  to  the  plays, 
which  he  divides  iiuo  three  periods.  In  the  tint,  or  early 
period,  of  which  "Tintoo"  is  typical,  we  find  the  woma 
ore  usually  unlovely.  In  the  wcood  period  bfaakespcMe 
seems  to  have  found  his  full  powers.  Here  many  of  the 
women,  sach  as  Roaaliad,  are  cfaanniT^.  Bnt  it  is  in  hit 
third  period,  that  includes  the  Roman  plaji.  the  great 
tragedies  and  the  mixed  dramas,  (hat  we  find  his  ivally 
great  women — Cleopalra,  Lady  Macbeth,  Qneen  Cuhoine. 
Dr.  Lewes'i  criticism  throughout  deserves  carefiii  iJiady,  and 
if  he  sometimes  aeems  to  read  more  into  Ihe  cinmcler.  it  is. 
perhaps,  rather  due  to  the  allDost  supernatural  greatnCM  cT 
his  author  than  to  aay  mere  deficiency  on  hi>  own  put.

The  stoiy  of 
King  Artiiur,  on  which  Mr.  Ctiurcb  has  bis  doubts,  is  put  in 
the  mouth  of  a  minstrel,  and  by  this  means  the  difficulty  of 
separatiDg  liict  from  romance  is  avoided.  The  introduction 
of  Christianity  into  Britain  is  very  picturesquely  told.  The 
second  section  ends  with  the  battle  of  Hastings.  The  third 
takes  us  to  the  battle  of  foictien,and  includes  the  bibtory  of 
Thomas  &  Becket  and  of  the  Crusades.  The  illustrations, 
which  are  borrowed  from  Monlfaucon  and  Strutt,  are  for  the 
most  part  interesting.

NOTES  FROM  BOSTON. 

Boston.  January  ig,  139$. 
If  Saint  Pdul  were  to  return  to  a  mundane  existence 
and  statled  on  a  round  of  apostolic  visitations  and 
came  to  New  England,  what  would  he  think  of 
the  geyser-like  activity  oi  -women  ?  Every  little 
suiburban  town,  every  little  manufacturing  city, 
every  t:ounty  capital  is  a  ganglionic  centre  for  all 
sons  of  Chances,  clubs,  associations,  lecture -courses, 
and  every  imaginable  means  of  culture,  information, 
amtisement.  AH  the  towns  within  a  radius  of  no 
one  knows  how  many  miles  of  Boston  are  simply 
bubbling  with  these  wonderfiil  symptoms.  Lecturers 
on  every  imaginable  subject  are  kept  on  the  go  from 
one  club  to  another.  ■ 

Heie  is  one  devoting  itself  to  Spanish  history  and 
literature  and  its  members  are  infinitely  learned  in 
the  legends  of  the  Alhambra  and  can  talk  glibly  of 
Don  Quixote  and  Sancho,  to  which  they  give  the 
genuine  Madrid  pronunciation.  Another  is  devoting 
a  whole  winter  to  Nite-islic  researches  on  the  ancient 
Egyptians.  They  can  tell  you  the  dimensions  of  the 
great  pyramid  and  discuss  the  marvellous  theories  of 
Hani  Sniith.  They  know  the  real  names  of  all  the 
Pharoahs,  and  can  quote  glibly  from  the  "  Book  of  the 
Dead."  Not  long  ago  I  received  a  letter  from  a  most 
estimable,  and  if  not  saintly,  yet  certainly  fit-to-.be- 
cinoniied,  elderly  lady,  asking  if  I  could  tell  her 
anything  about  the  language  spoken  by  t^e  primitive 
inhabitants  of  the  Nile  valley  before  the  Sphynx. 
b^an  her  career  in  the  detert.  1  could  only  reler 
ibis  inquisitive  soul  to  Dr.  Winslow  who  has  so  greatly 


at  heart  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  explorations  of 
that  wofld'famous  region.  Others  are  making  special 
studies  of  Russian  literature,  and  in  fact  of  all  topics 
open  to  the  mind  of  women. 

The  enthusiasm,  the  sacrificing  efforts  of  women  of 
limited  means  and  perhaps  even  more  limited  leisure 
in  pushing  to  the  brink  and  dipping  into  the  great 
fountain  ot  modem  culture  is  really  pathetic.  A  lady 
of  large  wealth,  living  in  a  manufacturing  town  a  few 
miles  out  from  Boston,  told  me  the  other  day  with  a, 
certain  sympathy  and  yet  not  wholly  approvingly, 
how  eagerly  the  ranks  of  a  newly. established  woman's 
club  had  been  tilled  ;  how  unexpectedly  large  all  the 
classes  were.  She  felt  that  many  of  the  aspirants 
imbibed  this  intoxication  of  culture  to  the  neglect  of 
their  families. 

The  Transcript,  every  Saturday  evening,  and  the 
Herald  every  Sunday,  has  a  space  of  two  or  more 
columns  devoted  to  this  new  devel6pment.  That  in 
ihe  Transcript  is  conducted  by  Miss  Helen  M. 
Winslow,  author  of  "  Salome  Shepard,  Reformer." 
Miss  Winslow  is  one  of  the  keenest-witted  of  Boston 
journalists;  probably  few  people  know  that  the 
column  entitled  "On  the  Lookout,"  in  the  Beacon, 
is  hers.  Never  a  week  goes  by  witfaout  that  column 
containing  some  clever  story  or  keenly -pointed  para- 
graph. She  tias  telling  me  the  other  day  of  an 
experience  of  her's  in  connection  with  an  article 
which  she  sent  to  a  prominent  magazine.  The  editor, 
on  taking  it  wrote  her  a  letter  agreeing  to  pay  her  a 
certain  sum  of  money.generousoratleast  fairenough. 
Months  passed,  and  the  timeliness  of  the  article  was 
beginning  to  be  tarnished.  At  last  something  came 
up  making  the  article  timely  once  more.  It  was 
published.  The  editor  sent  her  his  check  .for  half 
the  promised  Eum.  She  protested,  restating*  his 
agreement.  He  replied  calmly,  arguing  that  the  glory 
of  seeing  her  name  in  his  magazine  ought  to  be  re- 
garded as  sufficient  compensation. 

It  does  seem  as  though  the  heartlessness  of  pub- 
lishers regarding  ihe  retention  of  MSS.  ought  to  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Society  for.the  Pre- 
vention of  Cruelty  to — Authors.  There  is  absolutely, 
no  excuse  for  such  conduct.  An  editor  can  tell  by  a 
glance  that  most  things  are  unsuitable.  One  taste 
of  rancid  butter  condemns  the  whole  box.  The  larger 
part  of  submitted  books,  articles  and  poems  are 
hopeless.  4nd  may  be  seen  to  be  hopeless  at  the 
start.  But  many  magaiines  of  good  repute  keep 
contributions  for  months  and  months,  and  then  send 
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them  back  ;  ortentimes  the  particular  value  of  a  timely 
paper  is  lost  by  such  dillydallying,  1  know  it 
maybe  said  that  magazines  are  not  responsible  for 
unsolicited  contributions.  It  may  be  so,  but  unsoli- 
cited contributions  are  the  penalty  of  publicity,  and 
there  is  a  sort  of  moral  obligation. 

At  all  events,  it  ought  to  be  a  law  that  all  articles 
should  be  paid  far  when  they  are  accepted.  It  is  a 
glaring  injustice  that  a  well-written  paper  should  be 
kept  for  years,  as  often  happens,  while  the  author 
wails  sorrowfully  for  the  compensation.  If  only 
magazines  paid  in  a  sort  of  I.  0.  U.  which  could  be 
converted  into  ready  cash,  many  a  straggling  and 
needy  poet  would  be  glad  to  mortgage  his  future 
million  for  a  few  pennies  of  bird-in-the-hand  discount. 
The  pythoness  who  sat  on  the  tripod  and  pro- 
phesied did  not  always  tell  all  she  knew.  If  1  were 
allowed  to  tell  all  I  know  about  the  future  plans  of 
Boston  publishers.  I  should  perhaps  save  my  reputa- 
tion as  a  prophet.  As  it  is,  I  have  to  lock  up  a  con- 
uderable  number  of  interesting  items.  Eggs  are  laid 
and  some  are  already  hatching.  At  the  Arena  Com- 
pany's the  manager  told  me  they  had  some  thirty  books 
under  way,  but  the  Arena  Company  publishes  now 
little  if  anything  at  its  own  risk  ;  they  have  a  special 
airangerocnt  whereby  the  author  pays  for  the  plates 
and  receives  a  larger  share  of  the  receipts.  This 
method  has  undoubtedly  some  advantages,  but  it 
makes  announcements  far  less  interesting,  because 
anticipatory  comment  is  apt  to  be  less  discriminating. 
A  book  that  will  be  likely  to  interest  Pennsyl- 
vatiians  will  soon  come  from  the  Arena  Company, 
bearing  the  title:  "Enemies  in  the  Rear,"  by  the 
Rev.  Francis  T,  Hoover,  who  was  bom  and  educated 
among  the  Pennsylvania  Germans,  and  speaks  their 
dialect.  It  is  a  story  of  the  civil  war.  Mr.  B.  Q. 
Flower,  the  editor  of  the  Arena,  has  about  ready  a 
"Study  of  Gerald  Massey."  Mr.  Flower's  health 
has  been  fix  from  good  and  his  friends  are  trying  to 
inve^fle  him  away  to  Florida. 

Messrs.  Copeland  &  Day  will  soon  issue  a  volume 
entitled  "The  Black  Riders,  and  Other  Lines, "  by 
Stephen  Crane,  whose  novel,  "  Maggie,"  some  two  or 
three  years  ago,  elicited  some  comment  and  com- 
mendation. He  has  had  nveral  prose  sketches  in 
the  Arena.  The  whole  volume  is  to  be  printed  in 
small  capitals,  but  whether  this  is  a  capital  idea  is  a 
question.  I  have  read  several  ol  these  poems;  they 
are  certainly  original,  piquant,  touched  with  satire 
and  extremely  odd.  The  edition  will  be  limited  to 
five  hundred  copies,  with  fifty  copies  additional 
printed  in  green  ink  on  Japan  paper.  The  same 
publishers  will  shortly  issue  Miss  Alice  Brown's 
"  Meadow  Grass,"  the  volume  consisting  cf  a  dozen 
stories  of  New  EngUnd  life,  and  Mr.  William  F. 
Apthorp's  authorized  translation  of  half  a  dozen  short 
stories,  by  £mile  Zola.  Mr.  Philip  Savage's  volume 
of  poems  will  appear  about  Easter.  Mr.  Philip 
Savage  is  the  only  son  of  the  Rev.  Minot  J.  Savage.

taken  a  front  rank  among  the  younger  literary  men 
of  Boston.  His  first  volume  will  be  awaited  with 
great  mterest  by  a  large  circle  of  devoted  friends. 

Ginn  &  Company  will  have  Professor  F.  E. 
Schelling's  selection  of  Elizabethan  Lyrics  (with 
copious  notes  and  indices]  ready  some  time  in  Feb- 
ruary, and  Professor  Edward  Everett  Hale's  Selec- 
tions from  the  "  Hesperides  and  Noble  Numbers  ■ 
of  Herrick  sometime  in  March.  Professor  Hale,  ate 
studying  abroad  and  getting  his  degree  at  Halle,  was 
called  to  the  State  University  of  Iowa.  He  is  the 
son  and  namesake  of  the  Rev.  E.  E.  Hale,  D.  D.  By 
the  way,  the  number  of  the  New  England  Magazmi. 
containing  Dr.  Hale's  "  If  Christ  Came  to  Boston,"  i», 
or  was.  quite  out  of  print. 

Mrs.  Maude  Wilder  Goodwin, — or  to  be  more  in 
accordance  with  propriety — Mrs.  Almon  Goodwin,  the 
assistant  compiler  of  "Open  Sesame"  and  author  of 
"The  Colonial  Cavalier,"  was  in  Boston  a  few  days 
ago.  Her  home  is  in  New  York.  For  flashing  wit  and 
quickness  of  repartee  she  is' almost  unequaled.  It 
was  she  who  wrote  the  epigram  (I  quote  it  ftoia 
memory) : 

Catvrd  in  the  old  cathedral. 

Where  wise  men  serrice  wid. 
Just  over  the  oM  cburch-pulpil 

Is  ■  monliey  scratching  his  head. 
But  to-day  in  our  high  church  pulpits 

The  case  is  reversed : — initead 
'T  is  the  monkey  reads  the  senrice 

And  the  wise  man  scratches  his  head. 
One  time  speaking  of  a  cert^n  periodica]  which 
has  somewhat  deteriorated,  she  expressed  her  regrets 
for  the  days  when  it  wi.%  facile  instead  of  fomJfy 
prineepi.  Mrs.  Goodwin  has  just  finished  a  story — an 
historical  novel — which  I  am  certain  is  destined  to 
make  a  sensation.  It  has  something  of  the  Iidc 
quality  of  '■  Loma  Doone."  If  Stanley  Weyman  had 
written  it  the  Anglomaniacs  would  go  wild  over  it. 
The  conversations  in  it  are  true  to  the  epoch  in  whicb 
the  story  is  laid,  but  they  are  as  piquant  and  full  of 
Attic  salt  as  though  "  Rare  Ben  "  himself  had  had  a 
hand  in  them. 

Mr.  Louis  H.  Gibson,  of  Indianapolis,  author  of 
"  Convenient  Hotises,"  has  been  making  a  short  visit 
in  Boston,  He  has  been  abroad  during  the  past 
fifteen  months  and  meantime  he  has  prepared  a  new 
book  on  domestic  architecture  which  will  be  entitled 
"  Beaubful  Houses,"  and  will  be  illntrated  wiA  s 
quantity  of  inieresting  engravings.  Mr.  Gibson  argues 
that  the  tasle  of  the  people  must  be  educated  bcfee 
we  have  any  satisfactory  architecture,  but  he  thinks 
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that  oar  colonial  styles  have  in  them  a  basis  Tor  a 
genuine  American  school.  But  he  argues  with  con- 
siderable eloquence  against  the  popular  notion  that 
an  expenditure  of  mere  money  necessarily  adds  to 
the  artistic  value  of  a  house.  The  volume  will  be 
published  by  T.  Y.  Cromll  3c  Company. 

The  same  firm  have  in  hand  "  The  Christian  State : 
A  Political  Vision  of  Christ,"  by  the  Reverend  George 
D.  Merron,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Applied  Christianity 
in  Grinnell  College,  Iowa.  It  may  be  remembered 
that  last  summer  Professor  Herron  was  asked  to 
deliver  the  Commencement  Oration  at  the  State 
University  of  Minnesota,  and  chose  that  theme  for 
his  text,  and  that  after  the  oration  was  de'.ivend  the 
Governor  of  the  Stale  took  occasion  to  rebuke  the 
orator,  calling  him  an  Anarchist  after  the  manner  of 
Herr  Most  and  Lucy  Parsons.  Professor  Hcrron 
expressly  disclaims  b«ing  an  Anarchist,  but  he  does 
believe  in  the  Church  waking  up  to  the  crying  needs 
of  the  day,  and  he  does  not  mince  matters.  It  is 
hoped  that  ere  long  Professor  Herron  will  be  heard 
on  the  lecture  platform  in  Boston :  the  reports  of  his 
eloquence  awaken. a  keen  desire  to  hear  him.  If  the 
Lowell  Institute  would  only  have  him  instead  of 
some  of  the  dry-as  dust  speaken  whom  we  have  had 
there  of  late,  it  would  be  a  good  thing. 

Mr,  C.  E.  L.  Wingate,  managing  editor  of  the 
Boston  Journal  and  Boston  correspondent  of  the 
New  York  Critic,  is  steing  through  the  press  a 
volume  which  will  be  sure  to  arouse  the  keenest  in- 
terest in  all  whg  care  for  the  annals  of  the  stage.  It 
will  be  cntided  "  Shakespeare's  Heroines,"  and  gives 
a  most  fascinating  account  of  the  various  actresses 
who  have  interpreted  Portia,  Ophelia.  Juliet  and  all 
the  rest.  The  mass  of  curious  and  remarkable  details 
which  Mr.  Wingate  has  gathered  is  served  up  in  a 
very  del^htful  style.  The  volume,  which  will  be 
published  by  Crowell  &  Company,  will  be  illustrated 
whh  many  reproductions  of  rare  prints. 

Mrs.  Clara  Rrskine  Clement- Waters,  who  was 
threatened  with  a  lawsuit  regarding  the  will  of  the 
late  Edwin  F.  Waters,  formerly  publisher  of  the 
Advertiser,  has  been  freed  from  any  such  calamity 
by  the  decision  of  the  Judge  who  took  the  matter 
nnder  advisement.  Indeed,  any  one  who  knew  the 
late  Mr.  Waters  knew  that  it  was  an  impossibility 
thM  the  slanderous  remarks  attributed  to  him  could 
have  had  any  foundation.  Mrs.  Waters  has  just 
finished  the  manuscript  of  a  new  book  on  Constanti- 
nople— a  city  which  she  knows  thoroughly,  having 
been  there  three  or  four  times  for  long  visits.  She 
sails  for  Egypt  on  Saturday,  this  very  day,  and  will 
be  gone  till  next  fall.  Meantime  her  house  on  New- 
bury Street  has  been  dismantled  and  will  be  sold. 

Thomas  B.  Mosher,  of  Portland,  Maine,  announces 
the  forthcoming  publication  of  a  monthly  magazine 
to  be  called  Tht  Bibelot,  and  to  contain  selections 
from  the  [Mose  and  poetical  works  of  authors  whose 
productions  are  oftentimes  hard  to  get  or  even  out  of 


print.  The  first  number,  which  has  been  delayed  by 
the  failure  of  the  paper  to  arrive  on  time,  will  be 
devoted  to  Wilham  Blake.  A  forthcoming  number 
will  include  translations  of  the  poems  of  Villon.  As 
the  magazine  is  to  be  printed  in  the  very  best  style  of 
the  art  and  the  subscription  price  n  to  be  only  tifty 
cents  a  year,  it  looks  as  if  those  who  secured  (he 
early  numbers  would  do  well  to  retain  them,  remem- 
bering the  fancy  prices  that  the  initial  numbers  of 
the  Chapbook  now  command. 

On  January  I  jtb  the  Lothrop  Publishing  Company 
removed  to  the  commodious  building  at  the  corner  of 
Pearl  and  High  Streets  (entrance  93  Pearl  Street) 
where  it  will  hereafter  be  located.  The  location  is

WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

The  '_■  self  help "  books  by  men  like  Todd.  Jacob 
Abbott  and  Smiles,  are  treated  as  rather  small  beer 
by  most  and  they  have  a  goody-goody  stamp  ;  but  at 
a  certain  stage  of  development  they  have  their  great 
use.  Mr.  Orison  Swett  Marden's  "Pushing  to  the 
Front  "  has  added  one  to  the  worldly  series  of  books 
— those  that  is  which  deal  with  secular  success.  It  is 
sprinkled  with  familiar,  apposite  and  sometimes 
apocryphal  anecdotes  and  it  makes  the  usua^  applica- 
tion of  them ;  but  it  is  broken  into  short  lectures. 
The  lectures  are  popular  in  their  arrangement.  They 
read  easily.  The  book  will  do  good.  A  list  (^  the 
portraits  of  successful  men  which  illustrate  the  book 
gives  the  source  of  each.  A  literary  despot,  altogether 
wise,  would  require  this  in  all  books. 

The  Antarctic  continent  furnishes  to  day  one  of  the 
most  tempting  baits  to  the  explorer.  A  matter  of 
$50,000  spent  there  would  add  more  to  the  map  than 
almost  anywhere  else  on  the  earth's  surface.  When 
three  whalers  started  in  1893  from  Dundee  to  find 
out  if  Ross  was  right  when  he  said  he  saw  the  right 
whale,  which  has  whalebone,  in  Antarctic  waters, 
much  was  expected  in  exploration— little  has  come. 
"  From  Edinbuigh  to  the  Antarctic,"  by  Mr.  W.  C. 
Bum  Murdoch,  an  artist  who  went  on  the  "  Balaena." 
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one  of  die  three  vessels,  is  threo-quaners  of  it  a  book 
which  could  be  written  on  any  voyage  from  the  extreme 
north  to  the  extreme  south  Atlantic.  U  is  gosgippy 
and  written  in  the  jocular  English  style,  take  it  all  in 
all  perhaps  the  most  vulgar  form  of  expression  ever 
conceived.  There  is  one  chapter  of  scientific  data, 
a  map  with  new  detaib,  and  a  little,  a  very  little, 
natural  history. 

Harvard  has  had  much  that  is  good  written  about 
parts  of  the  University,  but  none  adequately  covering 
it  all  in  its  historical  relations,  dnsciibingits  educational 
development  and  comparing  it  with  English  Univer- 
sities. Mr.  George  BIrkbeck  Hill  has  written  such  a 
book  in  "  Harvard  College  by  an  Oxom'an."  Dr.  Hill — 
he  is  a  D.C.  L — has  shown  in  his  edition  of  Samuel 
Johnson  an  amazing  power  of  literary  assimilation. 
He  read  everything,  digested  it  all  and  put  the  results 
before  the  reader  in  the  handiest,  neatest  notes  ever 
conceived.  So  with  Harvard,  he  has  read  all  that 
has  been  written  about  the  University  and  here  it  is 
in  coherent,  comprehensible  shape.  Small  errors,  I 
dare  say,  may  exist  and  the  Harvard  men  in  their 
reviews,  object  to  his  blunt  declaration  that  Harvard 
professors  neglect  the  personal  social  side  of  their 
work.  This  is  true,  nevertheless.  The  average  boy 
is  allowed  to  go  through  Harvard  with  about  the 
attention  the  average  clerk  gels  in  a  big  mercantile 
establishment.  There  is  also  no  place  and  time  in 
this  country,  as  far  as  myexperience  goes,  where  dif- 
ferences of  means  are  soempbasiied  asona  Harvard 
class-day.  There  is  also  no  place  in  this  country 
where  sheer  intellectual  power,  independent  of  all  other 
considerations,  moral  or  social,  is  so  highly  regarded, 
so  carefully  trained  or  more  lavishly  furnished  with 
better  tools  than  in  Harvard  through  the  working 
college  year.  Knowing  both  German  and  English 
Universities,  Mr.  Hill  has  shaped  his  work  into  a 
comparative  study,  which  gives  more  and  better  infor- 
mation about  our  largest  university  than  can  else- 
where  be  found.  To  a  (alher  or  mother,  already 
knowing  something  of  the  problem  of  education,  the 
book  will  be  an  invaluable  summary  and  an  illumina- 
ting guide. 

International  law  is  generally  written  from  the 
standpoint  of  theoretical  principles.  This  leaves  it  in 
the  air.  For  the  journalist,  particularly,  it  makes  ap- 
plication difficult.  Speaking  solely  from  my  own  stand- 
point of  a  working  editorial  writer  called  to  write  on 
fore^n  affairs,  I  have  found  Sir  John  Westlake's 
"  Chapters  on  the  Principles  of  International  Law" 
by  far  the  most  useful  general  book  I  have  ever  read. 
Of  course  no  editorial  <•  riier  who  wants  to  do  passably 
good  work  can  get  along  without  reading  Wharton's 
invaluable  three  volumes  and  keeping  them  at  his 
elbow.  But  Sir  John  in  this  book  has  taken  things  as 
they  are  and  explained  them,  particularly  in  India, 
Africa  and  so  on.     It  is  short,  173  pages,  in  coarse 
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prints  say  70.000.  words,  and  it  is  crammed  full  of  the 
curreUeywt.  English  in  its  trend,  it  looks  to  practice 
rather  than  principle  to  decide  what  is  international 
law  and  yet  with  this  view  dtations  of  caws  aiul 
despatches  aie  far  too  few. 

"The Great  Refusal,  Being  Letters  of  a  Dreamer 
in  Gotham,"  by  Mr.  Paul  Elmu  More,  a  mingled 
stieam  of  prosa  and  verse  'poured  from  a  mystic 
source,  will  never,  I  fear,  be  popular  or  mucb  talked 
about,  but  there  will  always  be  a  few  who,  when  tbey 
read,  will  see  much  that,  to  the  man  or  woman  bora 
mystic,  is  sweetly  familiar,  and  some  few  things  they 

"  Hypnotism,"  by  Dr.  James  R.  Cocke,  is  a  rather 
cursory  collection  of  record  and  experience  on  the 
subject.  It  lacks  method  and  its  statements  aie 
loose  in  expression  rather  than  in  fact.  At  the  same 
time  it  has  a  number  of  fac^  gleaned  in  the  practice 
of  the  writer  worth  recording  and  it  is  not  Highly. 
Like  most  books  on  hypnotism,  it  leaves  the  distinct 
impression  that  too  little  is  yet  known  of  the  ground- 
work of  these  phenomena  to  make  systematic  treat- 
ment possible., 

It  wasjusttwohuudred  and  fifty  years  last  September 
since  Rushwonh  printed  at  Govern  Garden  for  Dr.  John 
Donne  his  defense  of  suicide  "  Bia-Thanatos."  This 
was  near  the  first  book  in  modern  times  to  take  up 
the  scientific  view  of  suicide.  The  last,  "  Suicide  and 
Insinity,"  by  Dr  S.  A.  K.  Strahan,  has  just  appeared. 
The  great  mass  of  the  literature  on  the  subject  bas 
been  written  in  the  past  twenty  years,  which  have  seen 
a  grvt  increase  in  suicide  and  a  great  change  in  pub- 
lic attitude  towards  it.  Dr.  Strahan,  educated  as  a 
lawyer  and  physician,  but  practising  medicine,  de- 
votes two-thirds  of  his  volume  to  the  mental  patholc^y 
of  the  suicide.  He  points  out  that  the  act  is  less  com- 
monly due  to  insanity  than  is  usually  suppmsed  ;  but 
that  it  is  most  frequently  preceded  by  a  family  history. 
His  statistics,  which  have  nothing  particularly  new  in 
method,  when  compared  with  Morrelli's,  over  twenty 
years  ago,  show  a  great  relative  increase  in  suicide  in 
personsoverfiftyin  the  past  twenty  years.  Dr.  Strahan 
points  out  that  no  apparent  relation  exists  between 
suicide  and  other  crimes.  The  closing  chapter  justi- 
fies suicide  as  within  the  scope  of  human  volition. 
This  is  true  of  moat  sins. 

All  men  not  professional  philologians  are  deeply 
interested  in  Iwu  language  problems.  First,  do  th« 
most  highly  inflected  languages,  like  Greek  an4 
Arabic,  or  the  least  inflected,  like  English  apd 
Chinese,  represent  the  development  of.  language? 
Second,  are  the  changes  which  each  language  passes 
through,  in  which  words  lose  endings  and  are  worn 
down,  representative  of  improvement  or  degenera- 
tion ?  "  Progress  in  Language,  with  special  reference

to  En^sb,"  by  a  Danish  scholar.  Otto  Jespersen, 
answers  both  questions  in  favor  of  th©  loss  of 
inflections.  Upon  the  value  of  his  philological 
examplee  no  on*  bntan  expert  can  pass;  but  the 
broad  outlines  of  his  discussion  are  within  the  com- 
prehension of  any  man  who  has  thought  and  observed 
the  use  of  language.  He  reverses  a  wide  range  of 
judgments  accepted  in  the  schools  wherethe  Inflected 
tongues  are  rated  as  the  best,  yet  if  any  man  speaks 
with  equal  ease,  on  highly  inflected  language,  like 
Arabic,  and  a  loosely  inflected  tongue,  like  English, 
he  wilt  be  aware  that  the  former  is  by  far  the  more 
Catrguing  and  no  more  exact.  In  other  words,  the 
intleaed  tongwe  impliss  waste  force.  Mr.  Jespersen 
explains  Bantu,  and  this  is  an  especial  boon,  for 
Bantu  has  long  filled  me  with  an  uncontrollable 
curiosity,  sinceagreat  Grecian  told  me  that  by  it  Greek 
was  simple  in  stracEure.  Tak#  it  all  in  all  Hcrr  Jesper- 
sen has  written  a  book  which  straightens  out  a  lot  of 
ragae  conceptions  most  of  us  hare  about  language. 

Mr.  Alfred  Mason  Williams  added  work  in  letters 
a  few  years  ago  to  his  successful  labors  on  the  Provi- 
dence yiwrMa/.  By  fifty  most  men  in  active  jour- 
nalism begin  to  see  that  there  is  something  else  to 
do.  "  Studies  in  Folk  Song  and  Popular  Poetry  "  is 
the  third  of  his  volumes.  The  other  two  being  on 
Houston  and  Irish  poetry.  This  takes  up  our  ballad 
poetry  in  the  Revolution  and  the  last  war,  English 
and  Breton  ballads,  with  essays  on  Portuguese,  Hun- 
garian, Roumanian  and  Celtic  poetry  and  two  poets 
of  the  ballad  temperament.  Lady  Nairne  and  Thorn. 
The  taste  for  ballads  is  rather  ancestral  where  men 
have  been  brought  up  among  books.  Enthusiasm 
for  ballads  is  often  rather  forced.  If  you  have  ever 
had  the  luck  to  hear  a  good  ballad  sung  in  any  tongue 
by  the  threshing  floor,  the  village  walch-flre,  or  on 
the  road  by  a  muleteer  or  a  rough  rider,  who  knew 
naught  else,  you  will  realize  that  they  are  out  of  place 
in  books  and  but  tame  wild  fowl  to  write  about  after 
their  wandering  wings  are  clipped  with  print.  Yet 
Mr.  Williams,  who  has  the  collector's  interest  in  the 
wilder  side  of  life,  writes  with  zeal,  discretion,  taste 
and  knowledge. 

Charitable  work  enlists  more  enthusiasm  and  less 
knowledge  than  any  form  of  human  eRbrt,  except 
possibly  "drawing."  Of  the  two  thousand  persons 
who  are  on  charitable  boards  in  Philadelphia,  all  but 
the  very  smallest  fraction  on  most  boards  have  never 
made  the  slightest  systematic  effort  to  train  themselves 
in  the  problem  with  which  they  deal.  Nor,  except  by 
reading  reports  of  whose  very  existence  they  scarcely 
know,  has  there  been  any  way  for  them  t«  learn. 
"  American  Charities,"  by  Amos  G.  Warner,  a  book 
wbich  costs  only  ti.3S.  gives  any  one  in  charitable 
work  who  cares  to  learn  and  can  learn — some  man 
and  women  in  charitable  work  have  neither  qualifica- 
tion— an  accurate  and    comprehensive  hand-book. 
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In  succesaive  chapters  on  all  charitable  problems,  the 
American  ouperience  is  impartially  summed.  The 
autboritie*  are  given  at  the  head  of  each  chapter  and 
$\o  spent  upon  them  will  give  any  one  who  really 
wishes  to  learo  how  to  do  charitable  work  efficiently, 
and  not  simply  potter  about  it  or  wock  by  routine, 
information  as  to  all  that  has  been  done,  the  difficul- 
ties, how  far  they  have  been  solved  and  the  best  path ' 
towards  a  better  solution. 

The  life  that  surrounds  a  prince  has  an  interest  of 
its  own,  but  few  princes  have  described  it,  and  such 
descriptions  have  many  dull  pages.  They  are  not  ab- 
sent  in  "Memoirs  of  the  Prince  de  Joinville,"  the 
naval  prince  of  the  Orleans  family,  half.century 
ago ;  but  the  volume  has,  for  perhaps  a  fifth  of  it, 
incidents  and  atmosphere  not  elsewhere  to  be  had. 
••• 

"  Love  Bound  and  Other  Poems,"  by  Mrs.  Alaline 
Talcott  Emerson,  illustrates  felicitously  the  value  of 
verse  in  and  by  itself  as  the  record  of  a  life,  for 
verse  may  not  only  live  apart  from,  it  may  also  live 
in,  a  life.  Modesdy  printed  for  the  eye  of  friends, 
there  are  here  lives  worthy  a  wider  audience,  be- 
cause they  are  the  sincere  transcript  of  veritable 
experience. 

Mrs.  Woods  Baker's  rambling  description  of 
"  Sweden  "  is  chiefly  valuable  for  its  full  illustrations, 
many  from  photographs.  Written  without  much  dis- 
crimination, it  stores  much  personal  observation 
which  is  not  balanced  by  personal  study. 

CONSTANCE  CARY  HARRfSON. 

(URS.  BURTON    HARRISON.) 

Mrs.  Burton  Harrison  was  Constance  Cary,  of 
Fairfax  County,  Virginia.  "  Vaucluse,"  the  residence 
of  her  maternal  grandfather,  Thomas,  IXth  Lord  Fair- 
fax, was  her  home  during  the  years  of  her  mother's 
early  widowhood. 

Mrs.  Harrison's  childhood  was  passed  in  the  atmos- 
phere of  all  that  is  most  typical  of  Vii^m  la's  allegiance 
to  tradition.  Those  who  would  attribute  character- 
istics of  heredity  may  note  the  origin  of  Mrs.  Harri- 
son's literary  bias  in  the  great  founder  of  American 
democracy.  Her  father,  Archibald  Cary,  of  Carys- 
brook,  in  Virginia,  was  the  son  of  Virginia  Randolph — 
the  ward  and  pupil  of  Thomas  Jefferson,  and  sister  of 
his  son-in-law  Thomas  Mann  Randolph.  It  was  in 
the  drawing-room  at  Monticello,  in  a  spot  still  pointed 
out,  that  Jefferson  gave  his  ward  in  marriage  to 
bis  own  nephew,  Wilson  Jefferson  Cary.  of  Carys- 
brook.  It  mubt  be  noted  further  that  Mrs.  Hanison's 
paternal  stock  is  descended  from  the  brother  of  that 
James  Blair,  founder  and  first  president  of  William 
and  Mary  College,  who  may  be  considered  to  have 
brought  letters  into  thccolony.  Under  thb  tuition  of 
Mr.  JefTerson,  Mrs.  Wilson  Cary  herself  became  an 
author  of  vt^ue  in  the  Vi^inia  of  her  day. 
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Shortly  after  the  war  Mi»s  Constance  Gary  went 
abroad  with  her  mother  and  there  lived  for  some 
lime.  Returning  to  this  country  she  was  married  to 
Burton  Harrison,  Esq.,  at  St,  Ann's  Church  irt  West- 
chester County,  N.  V. ;  the  wedding  was  from  "  Mor- 
risania."  the  home  of  her  uncle  Gouverneur  Morris. 
Settled  in  New  York,  whither  her  husband  had  come 
from  the  South  to  practice  law  after  the  downfall  of  the 
Confederacy,  Mrs,  Harrison  spent  several  domestic 
years  of  literary  inactivity.  In  the  July  number  of  the 
old  Scmbner's  Magaime  for  1876,.  there  appeared  over 
her  name  an  attidc  entitled  "  A  Little  Centennial 
Lady."  This  was  an  account  of  the  quaint  diary  of 
domestic  events  kept  by  her  great-aunt,  little  Sally 
Fairfax,  of  Towlstoo,  in  Virginia,  the  pet  of  General 
Washington.  It  was  nrell  received  and  widely  quoted 
by  the  press.  Thus  encouraged,  Mrs.  Harrison  pub- 
lished, in  1878,  in  the  "  Half'hour  Scries  "  of  Messrs. 
Harper  Brothers,  "Golden  Rod,"  a  story  of  Mt.  Desert, 
the  fictional  reminiscence  of  a  summer's  lingering  on 
the  isle  where  tradition  says  Talleyrand  first  saw 
the  light.  This  slender  booklet  has  had  a  sale  ever 
since,  and,  in  1893,  was  republished  by  the  Harpers, 
with  other  short  stories,  in  the  volume  entitled  "  An 
Edelweissof  the  Sierras."  In  1881  appeared  "  Helen 
Troy,"  a  tale  of  society  in  New  York  and  the  Berk- 
shire Hills  of  Massachusetts.  It  was  a  first  essay  in 
the  literary  methods  of  the  "Anglomaniacs,"  and 
was  well  noticed  by  the  press. 

The  clamoring  of  her  sons  for  oft- repetition  of  a 
wonderful  series  of  fairy-tales  invented  fortheir  enter- 
tainment, led  to  the  pubHcation  of  the  "  Old- Fashioned 
Fairy  Book,"  in  iSS4,and,in  i385,of  the"Bric-a-Brac 
Stories."  which  latter  volume  was  illustrated  by  Walter 
Crane.  Both  of  these  children's  books  appeared 
also  in  England  under  varied  titled.  The  founding 
ol  a  charming  summer  home,  "  The  Sea  Urchins,'-' 
at  Bar  Harbor,  on  Mt.  Desert  Island,  was  described 
in  a  story  for  children,  called  "Bar  Harbor  Days." 

Turning  her  interest  to  a  series  of  comedies,  trans- 
lated and  adapted  from  the  French,  and  produced 
by  amateurs,  under  her  direction,  at  Lenox  and 
in  New  York  during  several  years,  she  allowed  them 
to  be  afterwards  printed  under  the  title  of  "  Short 
Comedies  for  Amateur  Players."  Their  production 
netted  an  aggregate  of  something  like  twenty  thousand 
dollars  for  various  charities. 

On  June  2,  1888,  Professor  Charles  Carroll,  of  "the 
University  of  New  York,  read  a  paper  written  by 
Mrs.  Harrison,  by  invitation  of  the  Governors,  before 
the  New  York  Historical  Society,  upon  "  The  Fair- 
faxes in  America."  The  association  of  this  family 
with  the  Father  of  his  Country,  excited  in  their  fair 
descendant  a  traditional  interest  which  was  more 
than  patriotism,  and  led  to  a  special  study  of  Wash- 
ington. In  the  Century  Magasiae  appeared  suc- 
cessively ^e  "  Home  and  Haunts  of  Washington," 
"  Washington  at  Mount  Vernon  after  the  Revolution," 
•'  Washington  in   New  York  as  President."     Of  a 
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germane  interest  was  her  account  of  "  Colonel  William 
Byrd,  of  Westover." 

The  last  of  these  was  pubiished.in  February,  1S90. 
Shortly  before  that  time  Mrs.  Harrison  had  returned  to 
her  writings  of  pure  fiction.  "  Crow's  Nest,"  a  storj- 
of  the  war  had  won  no  litde  praise  in  the  Century 
Magatine  in  188;,  and  now  appeared  a  number  of 
short  stories  in  various  serial  publications.  A"  Daugh- 
ter of  the  South,"  from  the  Cosmapolilan  was  collected 
with  others  in  a  volume  under  that  name,  in  1891.  But 
the  story  which  attracted  to  Mrs.  Harrison's  work  the 
most  general  interest  and  wide  literary  recognition, 
was  the  "  Anglomaniacs,"  appearing  in  18S9.  The 
next  year,  in  a  far  different,  and,  to  the  audior,  a  more 
interesting  field,  was  written  "  Flower  de  Hundred." 
the  tale  of  a  Virginia  plantation  during  the  years  of 
its  prosperity  and  of  its  subsequent  rvin  by  the  war. 
"  Crow's  Nest  "  was  republished  with  "  Belhaven 
Tales  "in  1893. 

In  1893,  our  author's  reputation  was  increased 
and  established  by  "Sweet  Bells  Out  of  Tune,"  a 
story  like  the  "Anglomaniacs"  in  subject.  "A 
Bachelor  Maid,"  treating  many  of  the  questions  of 
the  day,  and  giving  glimpses  of  men  and  women  in 
clubs  and  drawing-rooms  of  modem  New  York 
appeared  last  autumn.  The  spring  and  early  summer 
of  1893  were  spent  in  a  delicious  wandering  in 
Morocco,  Spain,  and  Italy,  and  the  result  has  been  a 
new  story,  entitled  "  An  Errant  Wooing,"  now  run- 
ning in  the  Century. 

We  may  say  of  Mrs.  Harrison's  style  what  Dr. 
Eggleston  finely  said  of  Aldrich.  One  is  carried 
away  by  the  brilliancy  of  the  witty  talk  of  the  writer, 
that  fascinates  by  its  rapid  and  delightful  sallies. 
And  it  ia  just  this  light  and  brilliant  (ouch  imparting: 
vivacity  to  literature,  that,  more  than  anything  else, 
marks  the  artist  who  makes  you  feel  the  weight  of 
the  thought  without  letting  you  find  a  heaviness  in  the 
expression  of  it,  who  floats  the  idea  to  you  upon  airy 
wings.

As  lime  rolls  on,  and  we  gradually  gain  access  to 
sourcei  of  informalion,  hitherto  hidden  in  the  depths 
of  dyna&tic  archives,  or  concealed  in  the  almost 
equally  impenetrable  recesses  of  f^at  libraries,  the 
heroes  and  heroines  of  history  change  their  charac- 
ters, and  appear  to  us  under  an  entirely  different 
aspect  Jrom  that  in  which  they  were  viewed  by  their 
contemporaries  and  immediate  successors.  Lucreiia 
Borgia,  whose  name  was  once  the  synonym  of  the  last 
extreme  of  feminine  wickedness, — a  sort  of  Liliih  in 
disguise. — is  no  longer  the  monster  of  mnrderous 
treachery  that  she  used  to  be  depicted  ;  Nero,  in  the 
light  of  recent  researches,  enjoys  rather  an  enviable 
reputation;  Mr.  W.  W.  Story,  the  distinguished 
American  sculptor  and  author,  published  years  ago  a 
poetical  essay  showibg  that  Pontius  Pilate  was 
actuated  by  strictly  conscientious  motives  in  the  con- 
duct of  a  certain  celebrated  trial  over  which  he  pre- 
sided ;  Julian  the  Apostate  has  been  whitewashed 
until  he  stands  forth  as  one  of  the  most  shining  Rgures 
of  antiquity;  and  it  would  be  hardly  surptising  if 
apologists  should  eventually  be  found  for  Sardanapa- 
lus  and  Caligula.  Even  the  devil  is  reported,  in  pro- 
verbial phrase,  to  be  "  not  as  black  as  he  is  painted." 
Archbishop  Whately's  "  Historic  Doubts  "  as  to  the 
existence  of  Napoleon  Biumaparte  are  familiar  to 
every  student  of  English  literature;  and  a  German 
Journal  recently  published  an  article,  under  the  guise 
of  a  lecture  supposed  to  be  delivered  by  a  professor 
of  a  New  Zealand  University  in  the  year  3889,  which 
furnished  excellent  grounds  for  the  belief  that  PHace 
Bismarck  was  only  a  "  Cosmic  Myth."  The  same 
considerations  apply  to  the  physical  world.  The 
great  whirlpool  of  the  MaelstrDm,  off  the  Norwegian 
coast,  and  the  audible  moaning  of  the  whales  as  they 
felt  themselves  irresistibly  drawn  into  its  swirling 
V01ICX,  consututed  a  fundamental  article  in  our  geo- 
graphical creed  of  fifty  years  ago,  but  have  long  since 
been  relegated  to  the  realms  of  fable  ;  and  the  sea- 
serpent,  notwithstanding  repeated  efforts  to  galvanize 
him  into  new  life,  has  been  irrevocably  banished  to 
the  regions  of  an  antiquated  mythology.  1  hesitate 
to  refer  to  Macaulay's  oft-quoted  New  Zealander, 
standing  "  on  a  broken  arch  of  London  Bridge,  to 
sketch  the  ruins  of  St.  Paul's," — of  whom,  by  the 
way,  he  was  so  fond  that  he  brought  bim  several  times 
to  public  notice ;  but,  perhaps,  when  the  centre  of 
civilization  shall  hare  been  transferred  to  the  Pacific, 
and  when,  as  Ktrke  White  says, 

"  Some  urage  sil*  i^kid  the  tlone 
That  marks  where  itood  our  capitals,  and  heirs 
The  tnttem  booming  in  the  weeds,  and  shrinks 
'  From  the  dismaying  solitude," 
Sotnc  ose  will  be  even  bold  enough  to  cast  doubts 
-  upon  the  reality  of  the  Gulf  stream. 

Let  me  remark,  by  the  way,  that  there  is  a  lin> 
guistic,  as  well  as  a  physical,  connection  between 


whirlpools  and  whales,  though  it  has  now  become 
obsolete.  Old  Lord  Holland  says :  "  The  Indian  Sea 
breedeth  the  most  and  biggest  fishes  that  are :  among 
which  the  whales  and  whirlpools,  called  balacnae, 
take  up  in  length  as  much  as  four  acres  of  land." 
This  recalls  the  French  Academy's  definition  of  the 
crab  as  "  a  small  red  fish  which  walks  backwards," 
which  wafi  referred  to  Dr.  Benjamin  Franklin,  then 
United  States  Envoy  to  Paris,  for  approval.  "'  Your 
explanation,  gentlemen,"  said  he,  "Is  perfectly  cor- 
rect, except  that  the  crab  is  not  red,  he  is  not  a  hsh, 
and  he  does  not  walk  backwards  !"  A  lady  whom  1 
once  heard  of  displayed  a  more  intimate  knowledge 
of  natural  history.  A  gentleman  who  had  been  intro- 
duced to  her  at  an  evening  party  asked,  "  Have  you 
seen  Crabbe's  Tales?"  "I  didn't  know  that  crabs 
had  tails,"  she  replied.  "  I  should  have  said,  read 
Crabbe's  Tales."  "  I  never  heard  of  a  red  crab,"  was 
her  response.  But  it  is  evident  that  in  Lord  Holland's 
vocabulary  whirlpools  and  whales  were  to  a  certain 
extent  synonymous.  Perhaps  that  may  explain  the 
fable  of  the  Maelstrom. 

But,  to  return  to  my  starting-point,  all  historical 
characters  do  not  fare,  as  well  under  the  search-light 
of  modem  investigation  as  Lucrezia  Borgia  and 
Pontius  Pilate.  The  Swedish  professor,  Dr.  Ernst 
Carlson,  recently  published  a  collection  of  "The 
Autograph  Letters  of  King  Charles  XII,"  which  have 
been  translated  into  fluent  German  by  F.  Mevius,  and 
have  just  appeared  in  a  volume  of  455  pages.  They 
convict  him  out  of  his  own  mouth  of  being  unworthy 
of  the  place  which  he  has  long  held,  by  the  side  of 
Gustavus  Adolphus,  as  one  of  the  chief  heroes  of 
Swedish  history.  Modem  conceptions  of  him  are 
largely  derived  from  Voltaire's  "  Charles  Douie,"  the 
almost  universal  use  of  which  as  a  text-book  for  stu< 
dedts  of  French  has  widely  diffused  the  exa^erated 
estimate- K^icb. the  writer  formed  of  the  character  of 
his  hero.  This  is  nowhere  more  true  than  in  Sweden 
itself,  where  the  national  pride,  smarting  under  the 
gradual  decline  of  the  monarchy  from  the  poshion  of 
a  great  power  to  that  of  one  of  the  second  or 
third  rank,  was  flattered  by  the  great  French  author's 
appreciation  of  their  former  king.  It  seems  a  pity  to 
disturb  such  a  reputation,  even  when  founded  on 
foam ;  but  the  letters  clearly  show  that,  while  un- 
doubtedly a  brave  soldier,  who  loved  fighting  for  its 
own  sake,  Charles  was  no  general ;  while  outwardly 
pious  and  attentive  to  the  requirements  of  the  Church, 
he  was  intensely  conceited  and  cruel,  and  utterly  care- 
less <|f  human  life.  Nothing  could  be  more  repulsive 
to  modern  humanity  than  the  indifference  with  which 
he  set  fire  to  towns  and  villages  in  Saxony  and  Poland 
and  Russia,  apparently  only  for  the  pleasure  of  see- 
ing them  bum.  His  own  confessions  depict  him  not 
as  a  great  commander,  but  as  a  mere  bravo.  He  had 
so' little  (fomprehien^cm  of  thesciflnce'af'itrate^y  that 
he  quite  failed  to  realize  the  completeness  of  his  over- 
throw at  Pultava — his  Waterloo — and  wrote  to  his 
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siMet  afterwards  thai  the  winter,  though  very  cold, 
had  been  a  very  merry  owe,  because  there  was  plenty 
or  fighting  going  on.  Meanwhile  his  soldiers  were 
freeiing  to  dealfa  by  scorct'  all  around  him.  There 
woa!d  seem  to  be  one  hero  the  less  on  the  historic 
page. 

A  very  interesting  book  for  students  who  desire  to 
know  something  of  the  fundamental  principles  of 
philology,  especially  as  applied  to  the  relations  be- 
tween the  German  and  English  languages,  is  "  A  Com- 
parative Grammar  of  English  and  GemMn,"  by 
Prof.  Victor  Henry,  of  the  University  of  Paris.  Ii 
was  originally  written  in  French,  but  has  recently 
been  translated  into  English  by  the  author,  and 
appears  In  a  crown  8vo  volume  of  394  pages,  under 
the  imprint  of  Macmillan  &  Co.  It  is  not  very  easy 
reading,  and  of  this  the  author  was  evidently  aware, 
for  in  hb  preface  he  advises  a  cufsory  perusal  first  and 
a  detailed  study  afterwards.  The  two  languages  are 
traced  back  to  their  common  origin,  and  contrasted 
with  the  Greek  and  Latin,  a  comparative  grammar  of 
which  the  same  author  published  some  lime  ago. 
This  offers  a  wide  lield,  which  Prof  Henry  has 
covered  with  astonishing  conciseness.  The  work  is  of 
especial  interest  to  English  students  of  German,  and 
any, one  who  will  take  pains  lo  master  it  will  find  his 
subsequent  tasks  rendered  much  more  easy.  With 
this,  and  Prof .■  gkeai's  Etymological  English  Diction- 
ary, and  Pfof.  Kluge's  Etymologiickes  Worterbuch 
der  deuticlun  -Spracke,  one  is  fairly  well  equipped  for 
a  critical  study  of  both  languages. 

The  second  vplume  of  the  series  entitled  "  Woman's 
Struggle  for  Existence  in  Modem  Life."  referred  to 
in  a  former  letter,  has  recently  appeared.  It  is  called 
"Wpman's  Work  in  the  Theatre,"  and  is  by  Dr. 
Paul  Schlenther,  the  well-known  dramatic  critic. 
Contrary  to  general'  expectation,'  it  is  an  earnest 
warning  to  women  to  avoid  the  stage  altogether  as  a 
profession,  unless  their  capacity  for  it  is  such  as  to 
admit  of  no  doubt.  The  author  depicts  very  clearly 
the  obstacles,  not  only  aesthetio.'but  physical  and 
moral,  which  present  themselves  at  every  step  in  the 
path  of  an  aspirant  to  histrionic  honors,  and  strongly 
urges  young  women  not  to  cherish  the  idea  of  a  pro- 
fessional life.  Ai^uments,  even  from  so  competent  a 
source,  m^y  not  be  of  much  avail,  for  no  patient  is 
more  difficult  to  cure,  than  a  stage-struck  girl ;  but 
the  appeal  is  timely,  and  it  may  be  hoped  that  it  will 
not  be  altogether  inefTeciive.  ytman. 


declared  that  he  wrote  "  The  Raven,"  and  that  Poe's 
only  hand  in  the  matter  was  to  make  slight  changes 
and  add  a  few  lines.  He  had  a  manuscript  copy  of 
the  poem  which  was  almost  entirely  in  his  own  hand- 
writing— only  a  small  portion  in  that  of  Poe.  But 
Hirst  was  very  careless  as  to  the  paternity  of  his 
poems  and  Dr.  Woods  after  years  of  research  has 
failed  to  find  some  that  were  highly  spoken  of  as 
sharply  criticised  by  his  contemporaries.  Tliis  is 
notably  the  case  with  "  The  Antediluvians."  Briefly 
stated.  Dr.  Wood's  argument  (or  Hirst  is  :  1 .  Hiist's 
claim  that  he  wrote  "  The  Raven."  2,  That 
eight  years  before  "  The  Raven "  appeared.  Hirst 
wrote  a  poem  {"The  Unseen  River")  in  the  same 
peculiar  measure.  3.  That  another  of  his  poems 
("Eleanore")  suggests  the  Z-tnort  of  the  Raven. 
4.  That  Hirst  was  one  of  the  most  expert  ornitholo-

"The 
Raven "  was  published  anonymously  in  January, 
1845,  "ct  long  alter  the  friendship  between  Hirst  and 
I'oe  had  been  broken,  and  Dr.  Wood  sees  in  the

The  estrangement  came  about  in  this  way,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Woods; 

"  Toe  had  borrowed  i  vsliuble  book  of  in  scqauntaoce 
and  never  returned  it.  POe  excused  himself  by  decluii^ 
that  he  had  confided  it  to  Hirst,  leaving  it  at  ibe  law  office 
for  delivery.  Hir>t  was  overcome  by  a  mnnentaiy  outburst 
of  indignation.  One  of  ihe  'irritable  tribe  of  poets,'  he 
li-ave  way  to  an  impulse  of  anger,  and  ihe  two  frietads  paited 
forevermore.  In  after  days  the  mi^ng  book  was  discorered 
io  a  diatant  State,  and  the  purchasers  claimed  to  have. bought 
it  of  a  certain  Philadelpliia  old  book  linii.  The  <irm  stated 
poaitively  that  it  was  one  of  a  number  sold  to  Iheoi  by  Foe's 
mother  in-law,  Mrs.  Clemni." 

In  speaking  of  "  The  Raven,"  Hirst  used  to  say. 
"  1  wrote  all  of  the  poem  except  a  few  stanzas  added 
by  Poe  which  he  plagiarized  from  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Barrett  drowning."  This  curious  fact  was  not  discov- 
ered by 'Critic  Stoddard  until  twenty  years  ago, 
although  long  before  that  Hint  told  of  this  character- 
istic Poe  borrowing  from  the  English  poetess'  "  Lady 
Geraldine's  Courtship." 


WHO  WROTE, "THE  RAVEN?" 
Dr.  Matthew  Wood,  of  Philadelphia,  has  gathered  a 
.  mass  of  evidence  f^hich  seems  to  prove  that  Charles 
Beck  Hirst  and  not  Edgar  Allan  Poe  was  the  author 
of  "  The  Raven."  Hirst  and  Poe  were  for  a  long, 
time  intimate  friends  and  the  law  otlice  of  the  former 
in  Philadelphia  was  one  of  the  favorite  resorts  of  the 
latter.      Many  times  duoPg  his-Iater  years  Hirst 


poems,  ihey  invariably  omitted  his  nan 
unknown.  Stedman  does  not  mention  him  in  his  American 
literature,  Woodberry  knew  him  only  as  a  poetaster,  thmigh 
Foe's  article  on  Hirst  in  bis  literati  aniclet.  Tbc  late  Dr. 
Holpies  had  heard  of  him  only  once — through  Bayard 
Taylor— and  wrote  me  just  before  his  death,  that  he  knew 
nothing  about  Hirst.  And  yet  I  have  found  a  poem  by 
Holmes  in  the  same  number  of  Graham's  Magazine  ivith  a 
poera  liy  Hirst." 
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Poe  himself  has  been  the  most  merciless  analyst  of 
'■  The  Raven."  In  his  "  Essay  on  Camposition, '  he 
has  pretended  to  reveal  the  true  genesis  of  this 
world's  lyric.  His  revelation  has  seemed  to  many 
painfully  incrtdible.  Utterly  ignoring  all  mystical 
subtleties,  he  exhibited  the  poem  as  a  mere  tour  de 
farce  of  elaborate  artilicialKy  ;.a  sonorous  and  im- 
posing sleight-of-h^nd  of  the  clever  versifier  and 
symbolist  learned  in  the  poetic  tricks.  According  to 
his  account,  the  fWem  had  no  parttcutar  meaning,  no 
hidden  inspiration,  no  secret  apotheosis  of  a  sad 
memory  or  life ;  it  was  simply  a  wonderfully  built 
theatre  scene,  meant  for  impression  on  an  emotional 
audience  In  front,  and  only  framework  and  coarse 
canvass  behind.

Tile  Reverend  Charles  Fletcher  Dole  was  born  in 
May,  184;,  in  Brewer,  opposite  Bangor,  Maine,  where 
his  father,  the  Reverend  Nathan  Dole,  was  settled  as 
minister  of  the  Congregational  Church,  though  he  was 
afterwards  engaged  in  Boston  as  editor  of  the  publi- 
cations of  the  American  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 
He  was  fitted  for  college  at  the  Chelsea  High 
School.  On  account  of  trouble  with  his  eyes  he 
spent  a  year  partly  on  a  faijn  and  partly  in  the  flour- 
store  of  his  maternal  uncle,  the  Hon.  John  W. 
Fletcher,  one  of  the  early  mayors  of  Chelsea.  He 
was  graduated  from  Harvard  College  in  the  class  of 
1868,  taking  next  to  the  first  rank.  After  graduation 
he  taught  in  the  private  school  of  Mr.  Noble  and  for 
a  tune  in  the  High  School  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island. 
Then  he  went  to  Andover  Theological  Seminary 
where  be  was  graduated  in  1873.  After  serving  for  a 
time  as  ProSessor  of  Greek  in  the  University  of  Ver- 
mont, in  Burlington,  he  was  called  to  the  Congrega- 


vice-presidency  of  the  Boston  Associated  Charities. 
As  a  preacher  he  is  clear  and  cogent,  using  generally 
a  very'unstudied  but  effective  style,  full  of  poetical 
illustratiotis.  He  preaches  entirely  without  notes. 
He  is  interested  in  all  matters  connected  with  the  im- 
portant qiAstibn^  of  the  day  ;  and  is  regarded  as  one 
of  the  leading  men  of  his  denomination.  He  Is  Kail 
and  rather  thin  and  scholarly,  but  perhaps  owing  to 
his  constant  use  of  the  bicycle,  enjoys  exceptionally 
good  health.  Though  habitually  grave  and  serious 
he  has  the  keenest  appreciation  of  the  humorous  and 
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occasionally  indulges  in  a  witticism  that  is  a)l  the 
keener  from  its  sly  comicality.  A  Unitarian,  he  has 
broad  sympathies  and  is  highly  respected  and  warmly 
beloved  by  men  of  all  denominations.

recluM  in  the  college  town  of  Amherst,  and  who 
wrote  poetry  which  was  not  published  till  she  had 
been  dead  a  number  of  years.  She  was  a  bright 
woman,  but,  being  untrained,  her  tboughU  ran  to 
whimMcalities,  and  her  poetry  was  unlike  anything 
anybody  else  had  written.  Her  peculiar  life,  too,  had 
its  effect  upon  ber  writings.  She  stayed  at  home 
almost  consuntlr,  rarely  venturing  outside  the  fences, 
which  inclosed  her  father's  place.  Her  pleasure  was 
in  ber  associations  with  members  of  her  own  family, 
in  het  correspondence  with  a  few — a  very  few — per- 
sons, with  whom  she  established  terms  of  delightful 
intimacy,  and  finally  in  her  communion  with  nature. 
Sbe  was  not  soured  the  least  by  her  life  of  retirement, 
bat  that  life  developed  in  her  a  great  many  peculiar- 
ides  which  found  expression  in  the  letters  she  wrote, 
as  well  as  in  the  little  poems  which  she  dashed  off  on 
tbe  margins  of  newspapers  and  on  the  backs  of 
envelopes  and  stowed  away  in  what  she  called  her 
"scrap"  heap. 

Tber«  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  she  would  have 
been  delighted  if  some  publisher  bad  got  possession 
of  her  heap  of  verses  in  a  surreptitious  way  and  put 
them  into  a  little  book  done  up  in  blue  and 
gold,  according  to  the  prevailing  fashion  of  the 
day.  This  is  well  established  in  her  correspondence 
with  Thomas  Wcntwortb  Higginson.  The  first  letter, 
dated  April  ifi,  1S62,  is  evidence  to  the  point : 


I^r.  HigeinsoD,  ue  you  too  deeply  occupied  to  wy  if  my 
Terse  is  alive  ?  llie  mind  h  so  near  itselrit  cannot  see  dis- 
tinctly, and  I  faftve  none  to  uk.  Should  )ou  (faink  it 
breatbed,  and  had  yoc  tbe  leisure  to  tell  me,  I  should  feel 
quick  gratitude.  If  I  make  (he  mistake,  ttiat  you  dared  to 
tell  me  would  give  me  sincerer  honor  toward  you.  1  inclose 
my  name,  asking  yon,  if  you  please.  Sir,  to  lell  me  what  is 
true.  That  you  will  not  betray  me  it  is  needless  to  ask, 
since  honoris  its  own  pawn. 

Col.  Higginson's  reply  to  this  letter  has  not  been 
preserved,  but  it  is  evident  from  Miss  Dickinson's 
next  letter  to  the  Colonel  that  the  poetry  did  not  pro- 
duce the  impression  thai  she  bad  hoped  it  would  pro- 
duce. The  Colonel  was  interested— in  fact,  his 
literary  curiosity  was  greatly  aroused.  He  asked  for 
more  and  for  information  about  the  writer.  Miss 
Dickinson  gave  the  information  called  for  and  sent 
on  more  poems,  and  of  course  received  a  second  ' 
letter.  Replying  to  this  second  letter,  she  wrote, 
among  other  things : 

Your  second  letter  suiprised  me,  and  for  a  motneot  stung. 
1  bad  not  suppoud  it.  Your  fir>t  gave  no  dishonor,  because 
the  true  are  not  ashamed,  I  thanked  you  for  your  justice, 
but  could  not  drop  the  bells  whose  jingling  cooled  my  iramp.

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tinned  her  correspondence  with  Col.  Higginson  for 
many  yean,  but  it  does  not  appear  from  anything  in 
this  collection  of  letters  that  her  later  poetry  seemed 
to  him  at  all  different  from  that  she  wrote  when  she 
began  to  be  a  poet,  and  the  inference  is  justifiable 
that  the  Colonel  never  sa.w  anything  of  hers  which 
he  thought  should  be  published.  She  was  a  "  spas- 
modic "  and  "  uncontrolled  "  poel  to  the  end. 

A  curious  thing  about  Miss  Dickinson  is  that, 
although  in  her  later  years — that  is  to  say,  after  «he 
had  passed  her  twenly-fifth  year — she  shunned  society 
and  clung  closely  to  her  home,  she  in  her  youthful 
days  was  full  of  fun  and  the  life  of  the  centre  of 
schoolgirls  in  which  she  moved.  At  South  Hadley, 
in  the  brief  period  allowed  the  pupils  for  lelaxaiion, 
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inson's  work  there  is  frequently  no  rhyme  where 
rhyme  should  be.  a  subtle  something,  welcome  and 
satisfying,  takes  its  place."  Mrs.  Todd  also  speaks 
with  reason  when  characterizing  Miss  Dickinson's 
verse.  She  says  it  is  remarkable  for  its  epigrammatic 
quality,  its  terseness  and  vigor,  rather  than  for 
feminine  grace  and  smoothness,  and  add«  :  "  When 
the  unmeaning  mass  of  much  modem  poetry  is  com- 
pared with  Emily  Dickinson's  swift  revelations,  the 
operation  suggests  comparing  distilled  water  with 
richest  Burgundy,  And,  as  such  water  is  no  less 
insipid  if  served  in  cut-glass  flagons,  so  we  cannot 
care  in  what  kind  of  bottle  has  been  stored  for  yeare 
the  condensed  sweetness  of  tropic  suns."

she  was  always  surrounded  by  young  girb,  who 
delighted  to  listen  to  her  funny  stories  and  bright,  off- 
hand speeches.  Not  one  of  those  South  Hadley 
girls  would  have  believed  a  prophet  who  should  have 
foretold  that  their  much-admired  Emily  would  shut 
herself  up  while  she  still  was  a  young  woman  and  let 
the  world  take  care  of  itself.  As  a  girl,  she  was  in- 
tellectually brilliant,  and  only  training  was  needed  to 
make  her  famous.

into  the  details  of  Russian 

savagery  in  the  manner  of  Mr.  Kennan,  but  the  great 
bear  stalks  through  his  pages.  All  life  in  Russia 
seems  a  kind  of  nightmare,  and  the  writer  of  these 
chapters  of  travel  must  truly  have  drawn  a  long  and 
happy  breath  when  he  got  at  last  back  to  a  land  of 
freedom.  We  may  note  a  ungle  episode  of  Mr.  Bige- 
low's  book  to  make  these  strictures  good  and  to  give 
a  general  idea  of  its  contents.  The  writer  travelled 
with  Mr.  Frederic  Remington,  the  American  artist, 
whose  pencil  is  seen  to  marked  advantage  in  the  book 
which  describes  their  wanderings.  They  were  not 
simply  making  the  tour  of  Europe,  for  added  to  the 
entirely  laudable  view  of  seeking  recreation  through 
the  observation  of  strange  ways  and  peoples,  they 
had  a  special  object,  wholly  innocent  and  in  the  pub- 
lic interest,  and  for  which  they  were  furnished  with 
the  fullest  credentials  by  the  Government  of  the 
United  Sutes.  This  was  in  shape  of  a  commission 
firom  our  Government  held  b^  Mr.  Bigelow  to  make  a 


report  upon  the  best  means  of  protecting  our  sea  coast 
against  the  ravages  of  wind  and  waves,  and  his 
instructions  were  to  note  paiticulatly  what  had  been 
done  along  the  sandy  shores  of  the  Baltic,  where  the 
conditions  suggest  strongly  the  shores  of  Long  Island 
and  New  Jersey.  To  further  this  proper  purpose  each 
of  the  travellers  bore  a  special  passport  signed  by 
Secretary  Blaine,  issued  only  to  accredited  agents 
who  are  particularly  vouched  for,  and  which  embodied 
a  request  to  permit  bearer  to  pass  freely  without  let  or 
hindrance,  and  to  extend  to  him  all  such  friendly  aid 
and  protection  as  would  be  extended  to  like  citiiens 
ot  foreign  Governments  resorting  to  the  United  States. 
These  passports  were  presented  to  the  proper  auihori- 
tles  in  Russia,  but  were  found  to  have  no  weight  or

authority  whatever.  On  the  contrary,  the  bearers 
were  insulted  at  every  turn,  and,  despite  the  unim- 
peachable evidence  that  they  were  American  citiiens 
on  a  peaceful  errand,  they  were  hounded  by  the  police 
and  Secret  Service  agents  quite  as  though  they  were 
suspected  of  being  dynamiters.  Finally,  making  no 
headway  in  their  purpose,  Mr.  Bigelow  told  a  friend 
whom  he  could  trust  something  of  his  tale,  and  asked 
him  what  he  thought  of  it. 

"Nothing  is  simpler,"  said  his  friend — "you  are 
politely  requested  to  disappear  from  Russia  at  the 
shortest  possible  notice.  You  have  been  watched 
from  beginning  to  end,  and  you  may  be  watched  at 
this  moment.  You  might  have  waited  a  month  in 
St  Petersburg,  but  you  would  never  have  got  an 
answer  to  your  request."  "  But,"  said  I,  "  what  if  I 
had  gone  on  without  permission?"  "You  would 
never  have  known  what  interfered  with  you.  You 
would  have  been  arrested  at  the  first  convenient  place. 
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and  kept  a  week  or  so  pending  examinatioD.  What 
IS  mosi  likely,  same  dark  night  your  boats  would  have 
been  smashed  to  kindling-wood,  your  stores,  papers, 
and  valuables  would  have  been  taken  away,  and  your- 
selves turned  adrift  in  a  swamp.  Our  gieat  Govern- 
ment would  express  ihe  most  profound  regret  at  the 
accident,  but  it  would  insist  that  the  damage  was  not 
done  by  police  agents  but  by  common  thieves.  In 
any  event,  you  would  be  stopped  before  you  got  one 
hundred  miles  away  from  St.  Petersburg,  and  you 
would  never  be  able  to  prove  that  the  Government 
had  Slopped  you.  In  Russia  we  are  far  ahead  of 
Western  Europe.    We  have  copied  lynch  law  from

America,  only  here  the  (government  does  the  lynch, 
ing.  When  a  man  is  obnoxious,  reads  or  writes  or 
talks  too  much,  we  do  not  bother  about  Courts  or 
Sheriffs, — he  disappears,  that's  all.  When  his  friends 
come  to  inquire  about  him  the  Government  shrugs  its 
shoulders  and  knows  nothing  ;  he  has  been  killed  by 
robbers,  perhaps,  or  has  committed  suicide ;  the  Gov- 
ernment cannot  be  held  responsible  for  every  acci- 
dent. When  a  military  attach^  is  suspected  of  know, 
ing  too  much  about  public  affairs,  his  rooms  are 
always  broken  into  and  ransacked.  Not  by  the  Gov- 
-emment,  of  course ;  it  is  always  done  by  burglars. 
But,  odd  to  say,  these  Russian  burglats  always  care 
particularly  for  papers  and  letters." 

In  the  end,  Mr.  Bigelow  took  his  friend's  advice 
and  left  Russia  to  its  devious  devices.  He  did  not 
.press  for  satisfaction  regarding  the  flouting  of  the 
American  Department  of  State,  and  he  let  his  com- 


mission go  by  the  board  ;  he  was  glad  enough  to  get 
out  of  tne  land  of  the  bear  with  his  life.  What  a 
country!  will  be  the  ejaculation  of  every  reader  of 
this  book,  joined  with  congratulations  that  their  lives 
are  cast  in  happier  places.

Whatever  may  be  thought  about  the  value  of  biogra- 
phies as  a  rule — and  the  average  has  been  terribly 
lowered  by  the  prevailing  fashion  of  writing  the  life  of 
everybody  whose  name  has  ever  appeared  in  a  news- 
paper— no  one  will  deny  that  the  existance  of  thii 
book  is  fully  justified.  The  late  Dean  of  St.  Paul's 
held  a  position  all  the  more  remarkable  for  being  so 
little  remarked.  He  received  none  of  the  compli- 
ments which,  thanks  to  cheap  paper  and  free  educa- 
tion, have  become  the  usual  meed  of  eminent  men; 
he  was  never  "interviewed," — never,  so  far  as  we 
are  aware,  caricatured,  A  few  men  of  letters  recog- 
nised him  as  a  master  of  their  craft ;  a  few  people  to 
whom  the  accident  of  their  biilh  or  the  direction  ol 
their  studies  had  made  the  history  of  the  "  Oxford 
Movement"  familiar,  knew  his  name  as  that  of  one 
highly  esteemed  by  all  who  were  in  any  way  con- 
nected with  that  movement;  while  a  very  few  (some 
of  them  among  the  first  in  Church  and  State)  habitu- 
ally sought  from  him  counsel,  knowing  that  it  would 
be  given  from  a  ripe  judgment  and  without  fear  or 
favor.  He  was  one  oF  those  rare  characters  who 
without  any  need  to  palter  with  their  own  consciences, 
or  to  depart  by  a  hair's- breadth  from  the  course  which 
they  have  marked  out  for  themselves,  can  yet  con- 
ciliate opponents  and  live  in  peace  with  all  toen. 
Mark  Pattison.  whose  tongue  was  not  of  the  gentlest, 
could  find  no  harsh  word  to  say  of  Church. 

As  ha  been  said,  this  book  needs  no  justification. 
It  is  pleasant  to  know  that  a  man  of  influence  and 
high, ability  can  even  now  succeed  in  leading  a  retired 
hfe;  yet  if  his  influence  is  not  to  end  with  his  life,  it 
is  right  that  the  world  should  have  a  record  of  faim. 
There  is,  however,  this  danger  in  all  biographies  of 
recently  deceased  persons — the  biographer,  wrapped 
up  in  his  subject,  is  a  little  apt  to  think  of  other  per- 
sons as  merely  "functions,"  so  to  speak,  of  his  sub- 
ject, and,  if  we  may  pursue  the  metaphor,  to  treat 
them  as  vanishing  when  the  subject  vanishes.  In 
this  volume  there  are  recorded  at  least  two  sayings  of 
the  dean's  concerning  living  people,  which,  though 
they  do  nothing  but  honor  to  him  and  to  the  persons 
of  whom  they  were  said,  it  is  hard  to  help  thinking 
that,  but  for  the  propensity  indicated  above.  Miss 
Church's  taste  would  have  led  her  t 
these  days  of  the  "  new  journalism  " 
to  be  too  careful.

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THE  CRUSADERS  AND  THEIR  WORK. 

The  Crusades.  The  Story  of  the  Latin  Kingdom  ot 
Jenualem.  By  T.  A.  Archer  and  Charles  L.  Kings- 
ford.  ItlusUaled.  Story  of  the  Nations  Series.  l2mo, 
A-Sj  pp.     Indexed,  |l,lo;  by  mail,  $1.27. 

In  the  preface  the  author  states  the  reasons  for  the 
sub-title,  "  The  Story  of  the  Latin  Kiogdom  of  Jeru- 
salem." There  have  been  other  crusades.  With  the 
fourth  one  that  perversion  of  the  crusading  idea,  which 
led  to  the  slaughtering  of  the  Albigenses,  the  present 
volume  has  nothing  to  do.  We  might  say  that  the 
crtisading  idea,  which  at  bottom  is  in  direct  opposi- 
tion to  all  human  ideas,  has  not  spent  its  force  to-day 

The  main  idea  of  pilgrimage  must  be  of  the  most 
remote  antiquity.  Ages  before  Jerusalem  and  the 
many  sacred  places  associate  with  Christ,  there  were 
other  spots  where  the  pious  came  to  worship  from  di  j- 
tam  countries.  When  Christianity  found  a  champion 
in  Constanline,  Jerusalem  began  to  raise 
its  head  among  the  cities  of  the  world. 

The  authors  rather  discredit  Peter  the 
Hermit  as  having  done  much  in  advancing 
the  Crusades.  It  was  Pope  Urban,  a  man 
of  prodigious  ambition  and  of  ecclesiastic 
power,  who  shaped  the  movement.  He 
was  fluent  with  bis  Frencb  and  he  stirred 
up  the  French  soul.  Then  arose  from 
enthusiastic  listeners  the  Crusaders'  cry, 
"  Deus  vult  I  Deus  vult  [ "  Artd  then  the 
movement  which  was  to  have  good  and  bad 
results  in  history  began.  Passing  over  the 
immediate  action  of  the  Crusades,  which 
owe  so  much  at  their  glorious  and  chival- 
rous side  to  the  magical  descriptions  of  Wal- 
ter Scott,  it  is  at  the  conclusion  of  the  vol- 
ume that  we  can  better  appreciate  what  came 
from  this  upheaval  of  thought  and  action. 

At  the  close  of  the  tenth  century  began 
those  measures  in  Europe  which  brought 
kingdoms  into  some  definite  shape.  It  was 
a  j>eriod  of  intense  unhappiness,  and  man's 
emotional  nature  came  to  the  front  and 
exerted  its  power.  If  1S94  years  ago  there 
vras  the  dread  that  the  end  of  the  world 
was  near,  so  in  the  year  1000  this  fear  ot 
an  approaching  cataclysm  fretted  men  s 
souls.  T^ety  lifted  up  the  spirits,  and  it  was 
believed  that  approaching  doom  might  be 
diverted  by  pilgrimage.  There  were  marty- 
rological  ideas  intertwined.  The  desire  to 
propitiate  Deity  first  came  from  the  poorer 
classes,  those  who  bad  suffered  the  most. 
Then  followed  the  better-to  do  people,  and 
lastly  came  the  nobles.  It  was  through 
Hnngary  that  the    procession  of  pilgrims 

Undoubtedly  the  stream  of  pilgrims, 
rather  an  obstreperous  mass  of  humanity,      g.  p.  Pu 
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with  fewer  manners  then  than  have  the  pilgrims  of 
to-day,  were  not  overpleasant  to  the  Islamites.  The 
bickerings  must  have  been  frequent.  Unfortunate 
manners  among  pilgrims  of  to-day,  irrespective  of 
religion,  are  not  uncommon. 

There  were  some  20od  results  derived  from  the 
Crusades.  The  question  as  to  how  unfortunate  were 
the  other. sequences  has  never  been  precisely  stated. 
How  many  people  were  killed  in  actual  warfare  is 
not  known,  nor  the  number  of  those  who  in  Europe 
and  Asia  or  elsewhere  were  ruthlessly  murdered  all 
along  the  line.  There  were  many  savage  outbreaks 
of  warlike  barbarism.  It  was  not '"  God's  warfare." 
No  war  ever  ought  to  bt  attributed  to  God.  As  to 
honesty  of  motives,  Messrs.  Archer  and  Kingsford 
agree  that  among  the  Princes  who  took  part  in  the 
movement  there  were  only  two — Godfrey  and  St. 
Louis—"  who  were  moved  by  true,  honest,  religious 
xeal."    Of  course,  among  the  rank  and  file  of  those 
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who  fougbt  and  died  there  were  many  who  believed 
that  it  was  their  miasion  to  kill  Moslems  or  Jews,  or 
anybody,  and  thus  wading  in  seas  of  blood,  make 
their  peace  with  their  Maker.  The  volume  is  an  ex- 
cellent and  singularly  instructive  one.     N.  V.  Times.

The  thirty  years  between  1818  and  1848  constitute  a 

period  in  French  history  which  is  replete  with  the 
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material  for  a  narrative  of  the  inner  side  of  politics, 
and  certainly  nobody  is  more  competent  to  furnish 
such  a  narrative  than  the  Prince  de  Joinville.  He 
does  not  present  us  with  a  journal  intime ;  but  he 
comes  as  near  to  it  as  we  could  expect,  and  in  these 
souvenirs  we  find,  from  time  to  time,  such  delightful 
drolleries,  gossippy  stories  and  delicate  little  ironies 
that  we  are  fain  to  fancy  ourselves  the  favored  con- 
fidantes of  the  royal  diplomat,  who  tickles  us  with 
his  humor  even  while  unfolding  the  intricate  meshes 
of  momentous  political  complications. 

The  Prince  despises  preface  and  prelude.  He 
simp[y  begins  at  the  beginning,  and  the  reader  finds 
himself  in  a  broad  laugh  ere  he  reaches  tbe  bottom 
of  the  first  page. 

In  1840,  we  find  de  Joinville  in  command  of  the 
frigate  Belle-Poule,  bound  for  Smyrna.  A  year  later 
the  restless  sailor  is  off  for  Newfoundland,  and  in 
1S44,  he  is  back  again  in  Paris,  where,  as  he  expresses 
it,  he  was  "  shot  onto  the  admiralty  board." 

This  portion  of  the  narrative  possesses  extra- 
ordinary interest  because  of  its  connection  with  the 
introduction  of  steam  and  the  consequent  revoltttion 
in  naval  construction  and  warfare. 

The  author  leaves  us  in  no  doubt  as  to  his  political 
fwth.  Writing  of  1848,  be  says :  "  We  had  not  yet 
had  our  second  Waterloo  at  Sedan,  and  very  few 
people  thought  at  that  moment  of  coming  back  to 
the  principle,  the  proof  of  whose  tide  lies  in  the 
centuries  of  unity  and  greatness  assured  by  it  to 
Francfr— the    one    and    only    principle   capable    ol 
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checkin^r  her  on  her  descent  into  the  abysi  of  dis- 
membcTTDcnt,  depopulation  and  social  destruction, 
down  which  ihe  is  gliding.'' 

We  need  not  concur  in  the  Prince  de  Joinville's 
view  of  legitimacy  and  a  restored  throne,  in  order 
thoroughly  to  enjoy  his  diverting  memoirs,  whose 
reading  will  be  found  a  rare  combination  of  profit  and 
plemsnre.

MASPERO'S  DAWN  OF  CIVILIZATION. 
The  Dawn  op  Civilization.  (Egypt  and  Chaldsa.)

Professor  Maspero  is  widely  known  as  one  of  the 
masters  of  oriental  science.    As  philologist,  historian 
and  arclueologist,  he  has  added  much  to  the  annals 


abundant  stores  of  learning.  In  the  "Nile  and 
Egypt,"  he  treats  of  the  river  altd  its  influence  upon 
the  formation  of  the  country,  the  oldest  inhabitants 
of  the  valley  and  its  first  political  organiiation. 

In  noticing  the  scantiness  of  the  native  flora, 
Maspero  observes  that  Egypt  offers  an  exception  to 
the  rule  that  a  flora  is  rich  in  proportion  to  its 
distance  from  the  poles  and  its  approach  to  the 
equator.  Of  these  few  specimens,  the  greater  number 
are  not  indigenous,  but  naturalized  foreigners.  The 
writer  also  declares  that  if  Egypt  is  a  land  of  im- 
ported flora,  it  is  also  a  land  of  imported  fauna, 
all  of  its  animal  species  having  been  brought 
from  neighboring  countries.  An  interesting  account 
of  nourishing  herbs  and  plants  is  supplemented 
by  notes  on  the  species  found  in  the  tombs 
and  identified  by  savants  in  archxological  botany. 
Lily  loaves,  made  from  the  roots  and  seeds  of  the 
lotus,  were  the  delight  of  the  gourmand.  They 
appear  on  the  tables  of  the  kings  of  the  nineteenth 
dynasty  (according  to  PaPfrus  .4nastasi);  so  it 
seems  that  "lotus-eating'' is  something  more  than  a 
figure  of  speech. 
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The  Professor  ponrs  forth  infomiation  concerning 
the  gods  of  Egypt,  their  numbcT  a.nd  nature ;  feudal 
gods,  living  or  dead;  triads,  temples  and  priesthood; 
the  cosmogonies  of  the  Delta  and  the  Enneads  of 
Heilopolis  and  Hermopohs.  Then  follows  a  philoso- 
phical essay  upon  the  legendary  history  of  Egypt,  the 
tales  sufficing  for  popular  edification,  and  the  Ma«p6- 
roan  explanation  for  the  intelligence  of  the  learned- 

The  remainder  of  the  "  Dawn "  is  devoted  to 
ancient  Chaldxa,  its  temples,  its  gods  and  civilization. 
Professor  Sayce  (who  holds  the  chair  of  Assyriology 
at  Oxford)  assures  us  that  Masp^ro  has  brought  his 
facti  up  to  so  recent  a  dale  that  there  is  very  little  to 
add  In  what  he  has  written.

These  volumes  cootain  the  first  satisfactory  story  ot 
the  life  of  a.  woman  concerning  whom  decidedly 
erroneous    notions    have    been    entertained.    From 
them  it  is  possible  to  learn  just  what  sort  of  woman 
Miss  Edgeworth  was,  and  to  understand  how  she 
came  to  occupy  her  unique  position  in  literature.    A 
collection  of  her  letters  was  printed  a  short  time  after 
her  death,  in  1849.  ^*'^  ''^  circulation  was  confined 
rigorously  to  those  who  were  noted  as  intimate  friends 
of  the  authoress.     This  is  the  first  publication  of  her 
correspondence  for  general  circulation        '    ' 
it  the  public  will  get  a  view  of  Miss  Edj 
heretofore  only  her  personal  acquaintan 
permitted  to  enjoy. 

The  one  thing  which  stands  ont  in  be 
the  story  of  her  life  is  that  she  was  her 
—he  dominated  her  life  and  gave  dii 
literary  propensities.    While  he  lived 
her  pert,  and  he  lived  so  long  that  bj 
died  she  had  acquired  a  literary  hat 
become  a  second  nature  to  her.     If  h 
died  wbile  she  was  a  young  girl. 
Miss  Edgeworth  would  have  be- 
come an  authoress,  and  undoubt- 
edly would  have  become  famous, 
for  she  was  a  bright  girl,  much 
given   to  story'telling  and   story- 

What  sort  of  work  (he  would 
have  done,  is  of  course,  impos- 
ublc  to  say,  but  it  is  clear  enough 
that,  left  to  herself,  she  would  not 
have  taken  lines  parallel  to  those 
along  which  her  father  led  her. 
She  might  have  turned  out  some 
extremely  interesting  love  stories, 
which  would  have  been  read 
eagerly  today  by  those  who  call 
her  "Belinda"  and  other  highly 
moral  stories  "bread  and-bnltery' 
hooks.  At  the  time  when  her  father 
assumed  censorship,  Miss  Edge- 
worth  had  it  in  her  to  achieve  sue- ' 
cess   in   almost   any   line   of  light  ^ 

literature. 

It  is  rather  amu»ng  to  think  of  the  stern  parent 
condemning  this  brilliant  and  vivacious  young 
woman  to  help  him  in  the  composition  of  "  The 
Parent's  Assistant."  That  was  Miss  EdgewoHh's 
first  publication.  She  would  have  been  decidedly 
skeptical  if  some  one  had  prophesied  that  it  would  be 
received  favorably  and  would  be  used  for  the 
purposes  to  which  it  was  dedicated  years  and  years 
after  she  should  be  dead  and  gone.    She  would  have 


preferred  to  publish  some  of  the  stories  which  her 
father  declared  rubbish  and  threw  into  the  waste 
basic  et. 

Writing  in  1849,  after  the  death  of  Miss  Edgeworth, 
Mrs.  Edgeworth  discloaes  how  fond  and  how  proud 
she  was  of  her  distinguished  step- daughter.  At  the 
same  time,  she  gives  a  little  description  of  Miss 
Edgeworth  that  is  very  interesting : 

Extremely  smdl  of  statnie,  her  figure  coolinued  slight 
and  all  ber  movements  singularly  alert  to  the  last.  No  one 
ever  conversed  wiih  her  five  minutes  without  forgetting  (he 
plainness  of  her  features  in  the  vlTadty,  benevoknce,  and 
genius  expressed  in  her  countenance. 

This  was  not  the  view  of  the  family  alone.  It  was 
shared  by  all  who  knew  Mist  Edgeworth  Intimately. 
Mr.  Hare  referring  to  a  season  in  London,  says:

Miss   Edgeworth's  wonderful   conversational  powers, 
combined  with  her   homely  a-ipecl  and  perfectly  unas- 
suming manners,  made  a  great  impression  upon  many  of 
those  who  met  her  in   London.     Ticknor  says  of   her: 
"There  was  a  life  and   spirit   about   her  conversation-, 
she  threw  herself  into  it   with  tuch   abandon,  she  retorted 
with    such   brilliant  rcparlee,  and,  in  short,  she  talked  with 
such  exliaordiaary  flow  of  natural  talent  that  1  don't  know 
whether  anything  of  the  kind  could  be  finer." 

The  account  of  her  visit  lo  Sir  Walter  Scott  is  one 
of  the  most  interesting  features  of  the  correspondence. 
Sir  Walter  became  very  fond  of  her  and  enjoyed  her 
society  extremely. 

It  was  said  that  it  was  Miss  Edgeworth's  success  iit 
portraying  Irish  character  in  her  "  Castle  Rackrent  " 
that  led  Scott  to  start  upon  his  work  as  a  novelist. 
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This  was  the  most  pleasing  compliment  Mis«  Edge- 
worih  ever  received.  Referring  to  it  in  1829,  she 
wrote  10  Capt.  Basil  Hall :

Scott  was  in  uij  degree  influenced  to  write  and  publish  bis 
novels  from  seeing  my  ikelches  of  Irish  character,  I  should 
indeed  triumph  in  the  "tbongbl  of  havii^  been  ibe  proxi- 
niale  cause  of  much  happiness  to  millions." 

Miss  Edgeworth  was  quite  in  earnest  when  she 
wrote  this,  for  she  greatly  admired   Scott's   writings. 

Late  in  life  Miss  Edgeworth  fell  that  she  bad  out- 
grown "  Belinda."  While  it  is  probable  that  Mist 
Edgeworth's  fame  would  have  been  founded  on  a 
book  of  a  sort  different  from  "  Belinda  "  if  she  bad 
not  been  so  completely  under  herfather's  direction,  it 
also  is  true  that  a  good  many  books  that  are  esteemed 
highly  are  much  harder  to  read  than  "  Belinda." 

or  her  other  works.  Miss  Edgeworth  speaks  con- 
stantly in  her  letters.  She  announces  her  plana,  dis- 
cusses her  progress,  and  exhibits  her  methods  without 
reserve.  An  interesting  thing  about  her  composition 
is  that  most  of  it  was  done  in  the  family  aitting<room, 
and  that  the  presence  of  a  dozen  or  fifteen  of  her 
brothers  and  sisters  romping  and  chatting  all  around 
her  did  not  disturb  her  in  the  least,  but  rather  stimu- 
lated her  wit  and  flow  of  words. 

Most  of  the  letters  are  addressed  to  relatives.  Few 
are  written  to  the  literary  men  and  women  with  whom 
Miss  Edgeworth  was  on  familiar  terms.  At  the  same 
time  there  are  many  pleasing  references  to  celebrities. 

Her  accounts  of  visits  to  Continental  cities  and  of 
encounters  with  noted  men  and  women,  and  the 
philosophical  remarks  which  she  makes  concerning 
persons  and  events,  are  delightfully  phrased  and  are 
charming  in  substance.

SCOTCHMEN  IN  ANTARCTIC  WATERS. 

Froh  Edinburgh  to  the  Antarctic.  An  artist's 
notes  kbA  ikelcbes  duiing  the  Dundee  Antarctic  expedi- 
tion of  1892-93.

Although  almost  every  year  sees  one,  and  sometimes 
more  than  one,  exploration  party,  equipped  from  this 
nation  or  ttiat,  setting  out  on  a  voyage'to  the  North 
Pole,  its  southern  counterpart  is  rarely  visited.  The 
distance  of  the  Antarctic  from  habitable  regions,  the 
vast  ice  continent  which  it  is  believed  to  be,  added  to 
an  absence  of  motive  for  its  exploitation  in  any  form, 
have  combined  to  leave  it  in  its  native  isolation.  It 
lacks  the  magnetic  attraction  of  the  other ;  so  much  so 
that  until  the  setting  out  of  the  recent  expedition,  the 
history  of  which  is  told  in  these  pages  (and  very  well 
told,  by  the  way,)  no  one  had  visited  the  region  since 
Ross  more  than  fifty  years  ago,  if  we  except  the  mere 
skirting  of  the  Antarctic  Circle  by  the  Ckalleitger  in 
1874.  Due  credit  must  therefore  be  given  to  the 
Dundee  merchants  who,  two  yeirs  since,  despatched 
this  small  fleet  of  wooden  barques  to  the  furthest  point 
south.  The  object  was  to  secure  the  "Right"  or 
'*Bawhead  "  whale,  which,  with  its  bone  and  blubber, 
is  often  valued  at  ,£3000  a  head.  These  prizes  we 
regret  to  say,  did  not  tall  to  the  lot  of  any  of  the  four 
vessels  composing  the  expedition,  and  the  main  har- 
vest of  the  sea  brought  back  from  the  frozen  South 
was  a  considerable  cai^  of  sealblubber.  Penguins 
and  teals,  with  an  occasional  worthless  whale,  were 
all  the  animals  the  explorers  found  in  that  desolate 
land  of  snow-clad  mountains  and  flit-topped  bergs. 
The  creatures  had  never  seen  man  before,  and  were 
perfectly  tame.  The  difficulty  with  the  giant  or 
"Emperor"  penguins  was  not  to  "scotch"  them. 
but  (o  kill.  Of  one  of  these  astonishing  birds  it  is 
related :  "  It  had  holes  .driven  through  its  skull,  it 
was  beaten  with  clubs,  and  yet  it  would  not  die. 
Then  the  doctorwas  called  in  to  put  it  out  of  pain.  He 
sat  on  its  back  and  worked  at  its  brain  till  it  lay 
apparently  lifeless.  Two  hours  afterwards  it  was 
waddling  about  with  its  head  in  the  air,  as  if  it  had 
neuralgia."

Mr.  Lowell's  books,  in  one  sense,  make  complete  the 
picture    presented    in    Mr.   Heam's    "  Glimpses    of 
Unfamiliar  Japan  ;"  in  another,  they  do  much  more 
than  that.    Certainly  no  one  who  read  "  The  Soul  of 
the  Far  East  "  could  have  failed  to  see  in  it  a  notable 
addition  to  our  knowledge  of  Oriental  philosophy — a 
masterly  clearing  away  of  old-time  mysteries  and 
misunderstandings.     His  presentstudy  of  Shintoism's 
occult  phase,  while  traversing  a  narrower  Reld,  is  a  no 
less  remarliable  specimen  of  original  investigation 
among  phenomena  hitherto  unobserved,  and  a  thor- 
oughly convincing  interpretation   of  Iheir  meaning 
and  relations.    Like  its  predecessor,  the  book  illumi- 


nates   Japanese   character    and    explains  Japanese 

Everybody  else  who  has  written  about  the  Japanese 
religions  has  confessed,  more  or  less  definitely,  that 
Shinto  was  a  puiile,  inexplicable  by  the  Occidental 
mind,  and  one  upon  which  the  Japanese  themselves 
could  not,  or  would  not,  throw  any  light.  There 
seemed  to  be  amazingly  little  to  it — no  moral  code, 
almost  no  visible  symbols,  and,  while  tolerant  ol 
submersion  under  practically  any  other  religion,  yet 
invincibly  alive,  irresistibly  potent  over  its  followers, 
and  absolutely  ineradicable  from  their  minds. 

Mr.  Lowell  leaps  straight  to  the  heart  of  the  mys- 
tery. To  say  that  a  Japanese  is  a  Shintoisi,  he 
declares,  is  only  another  way  ol  saying  that  he  is — a 
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Japanese.  He  ii  different  from  all  other  races;  just 
that  difTerence  is  jast  what  Sbinlo  is,  and  Shinto  is 
nothing  else. 

That  is  one  way  of  looking  at  the  matter.  Who- 
ever chooses  can  call  Shinto  the  Japanese  conception 
of  the  cosmos,  the  Japanese  explanation  of  things  in 
general.  Whatever  of  religion  there  ii  about  it  came 
from  an  exceptionally  well-developed  trait  in  Japanese 
character — filial  respect.  Love  of  parents,  since 
actual  personal  immortality  is  the  inevitable  inference 
of  the  child-mind,  leads  naturally  to  the  worship  ol 
ancestors.  The  patriarchal  principle,  projected 
without  perspective^ Japanese  art  has  none — into  the 
past,  dilates  with  distance  into  deity.  Once  so  dilated, 
the  forces  and  acts  of  nature  had  logical  personifica- 
tion and  Shinto  was  in  full  bloom — a  commingling  of 
nature  and  ancestor  worship,  differing  from  most 
other  religions  in  that  it  ttill  works  backward  instead 
of  forward,  and  makes  a  sort  of  deification,  instead 
of  simple  immortality  the  reward  of  virtue. 

Herein  lies  the  explanation  of  the  foct  that  while 
Shinto,  in  one  sense,  has  myriads  of  gods,  in  another 
it  has  none  at  all;  that  to  "  obey  the  Mikado  and 
then  follow  your  own  heart "  is  practically  the  only 
code  it  lays  down  ;  that  its  worship -is  a  system  of 
etiquette  rather  than  of  rites ;  and  that,  in  all  his 
reflections  upon,  and  communings  with,  those 
dwellers  in  the  Beyond,  in  whose  existence  he  very 
thoroughly  but  very  calmly  believes,  the  Japanese 
shows  a  queer,  familiar,  neighborliness.  He  regards 
the  divinities  as  members  of  a  class  to  which  he  him- 
self can  gain  admission  if  he  has  a  mind  to  go  about 
the  matter  in  the  right  way.  He  knows  just  what 
that  way  is — the  practice  of  certain  austerities,  not 
too  severe — and  sees  hundreds  of  his  acquaintances 
already  on  the  road. 

Mr.  Lowell  shows  that  the  trance  habit  is  the  most 
Japanese  thing  in  Japan— very  nearly  the  only  thing 
the  Japanese  did  not  learn  from  some  other  nation. 
It  is  much  older  than  Buddhism,  though  the  Japanese 
Buddhists  practice  it  now  and  claim  it  for  their  own. 
The  custom,  however,  is  distinctively  Shinto.  Nowa- 
days the  educated  classes  laugh  at  this  method  of 
interviewing  the  gods,  but  the  great  mass  of  the  peo* 
pie  cling  to  it  as  fondly  as  ever  and  resort  to  it  as 
constantly.    Every  village  has  "  mediums  "  by  the 


dozen  and  every  town  by  the  hundred.  The  profes- 
sion is  only  moderately  profitable,  and  most  of  those 
who  follow  it  are  obliged  to  work  at  a  trade  as  well. 

The  last  chapters  of  the  book  are  devoted  to  an 
intensely  interesting  and  subtle  discussion  of  per- 
sonality, Japanese  and  other.  N.  V.  Times. 

MR.  CABLE'S  NEW  NOVEL. 
John  March.  Southerner.     By  George  W.  Cable. 

4Uthorof  " Booaventure,"  "Dr.  ScTiCT,"  elc.  5IJ  pp, 
l2ino,  fl.io;  by  mail,  f  1,25. 
This  novel  is  an  excellent  example  of  the  best  kind 
of  work  the  American  novelist  is  now  turning  out.  It 
has  character  in  plenty ;  its  personages  are  diawn 
directly  from  the  life;  the  scenic  background  is 
admirable,  and  the  story  is  natural  and  reasonable. 
But  "  John  March.  Southerner,"  lacks  animation, 
sparkle,  the  throb  of  vital  passion.  It  does  not  thrill, 
and,  although  it  treats  of  personages  and  scenes  com- 
paratively new  to  fiction,  the  reader  is  not  impressed 
by  the  sense  of  novelty.  It  is  not  certain  that  these 
lacking  qualities  are  essential  to  a  good  novel,  but 
without  them  no  work  of  fiction  can  obtain  extra- 
ordinary vogue.  Of  its  own  moderate,  and  rather 
placid  kind,  this  is  an  unusually  good  story.  Any 
one  who  takes  the  pains  to  read  it  through  will  leel 
that  he  has  been  amply  repaid  for  bis  trouble. 

The  narrative  begins  just  at  the  close  of  the  civil 
war,  and  the  place  is  one  of  the  Southern  States, 
which  Mr.  Cable  chooses  to  call  Dixie,  on  the  banks 
of  "  that  true  Swanee  River,  not  of  the  maps,  but 
which  flows  forever,  far,  far  away,  through  the  num- 
bers of  imperishable  songs."  The  main  incidents, 
however,  occur  in  the  dghth  decade  of  this  century, 
and  we  have  an  epilogue,  which  brings  the  fortunes 
of  the  characters  up  to  last  year.  The  novel  may 
therefore  be  accepted  as  a  picture  of  life  in  one  of 
the  conquered  States  in  the  reconstruction  period, 
when  the  Ku  Klux  rode  at  night,  and  in  the  later 
period  of  vast  land  speculations.  The  personages, 
with  one  or  two  exceptions,  are  all  types  of  Southern 
character,  and  the  "  unreconstructed  "  predominates. 
John  March,  the  hero,  is  the  only  son  of  a  dear  old 
ante.bellum  magistrate,  a  gentleman  in  ev^y  deed 
and  thought,  in  spite  of  his  poverty  and  provincialisms 
John  is  eight  years  old  when  the  war  closes,  and 
grows  up  with  a  hearty  contempt  for  radicals  and 
"  carpet-baggers." 

John's  love  story  is  not  out  of  the  common  and  is 
not  at  all  surprising.  We  make  up  our  minds  at  the 
very  beginning,  when  he  is  eight  and  Barbara  Gsmet 
is  five  years  old.  that  they  will  grow  up  to  love  each 
other  and  be  happily  married,  and  that  is  the  upshot 
of  the  story. 

The  intentional  and  perfectly  controlled  lawless- 
ness of  Southern  life  just  after  the  war  is  pictured  with 
excellent  skill.  The  types  of  the  Southern  darkey 
are  admirably  portrayed,  and  Cornelius  L^gett,  the 
bad    yellow  man,  slave,    l^islator,  blackmailer — a 
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fellow  devoid  of  honesty  and  any  sense  of  decency, 
aod  yet  with  a  human  heart  in  bis  bosom  that  beats 
on  occasion — is  a  masterly  bit  of  delineation.  The 
whites  are  treated  with  equal  skill,  but  we  fear  that 
Mr.  Cable's  foimer  neighbors  in  the  South  will 
reproach  him  for  writing  this  work,  because  of  the 
skill  with  which  Mr,  Cable  transforms  the  every-day 
speech  of  these  people  into  a  picturesque  dialect. 
New,  few  of  us  speak  literary  English.  The  spoken 
language  of  Oxford  and  the  West  End  of  London,  of 
New  York,  and  Boston  differs  as  widely  as  the  dia- 
lects of  Yorkshire  and  the  lumber  region  of  Vermont. 
Mr.  Cable  reflects  the  vocal  peculiarities  of  his 
Southern  friends  with  admirably -chosen  symbols, 
while  he  permits  his  educated  Northerners  to  speak 
the  language  as  it  is  written,  wherefore,  we  fancy, 
his  Southern  friends  will  be  annoyed. 

But  we  would  not  willingly  have  missed  Parson 
Tombs's  speech  at  the  Directors'  meeting  of  the  Suei 
Land  Company,  or  the  same  clergyman's  remarks 
when  he  learned  of  the  festivities  arranged  in  honor 
of  hb  golden  wedding.  N.  Y.  Times. 
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a  jig  for  him  ;  and  it  will  be  no  surprise  to  the  reader 
that  the  story  should  culminate  in  the  gospel  tent  of 
the  Rev.  J.  Hankey  with  the  divine  ceremony  that  is 
the  suitable  conclusion  of  all  the  best  stories.  This 
is  throughout  a  highly  entertaining  book,  though  it  is 
hardly  necessary  to  say  that  of  any  book  of  Mr.  Bun- 
ner's.  It  contains  ten  stories,  all  admirable,  but  il 
is  tn  the  story  of  Mrs.  Spaulding,  we  think,  that 
Mr.  Bunner  has  here  taken  his  boldest  and  most 
surprising  flight.

Mr.  H.  C.  Bonner's  short  stories  deserve  their  popu- 
larity. They  are  always  ingenious,  well  told,  and 
amtising.  Sometimes,  as  in  the  story  of  Samantha 
Spaulding,  in  the  new  volume,  they  are  audacious, 
and  whenever  audacity  comet  to  be  an  element  of 
them  the  sympathy  and  powers  of  assistance  of 
Ur.  Banner's  able  collaborator,  Mr.  C.  J.  Taylor,  the 
illustrator,  always  great,  are  sure  to  be  manifested  in 
an  extraordinary  degree.  Samantha  is  a  Maine  widow 
of  twenty  years'  standing,  accustomed  to  make 
batter  and  to  wear  a  faded  black  bombaune  dress 
of  ample  dimensions,  who  for  the  purposes  of  this 
story  is  required  to  drive  about  the  country  in  broad 
daylight  dressed  in  tights. 

Hr.  Bunner  and  Mr.  Taylor  make  it  appear  very 
plainly  ttuit  the  great  miribrtune  of  Mrs.  Spauldiiig 
was  that  in  the  course  of  her  long  twenty  years  of 
widowhood  she  had  never  worn  tights  before.  Her 
noghbor,  Reuben  Pett,  who  owned  a  saw  mill  and  a 
stage  ronte,  a  desirable  person  matrimonially,  was 
deterred  by  the  bombanne  from  an  understanding 
of  incJinatioDS  that  were  latsnt  in  his  bosom ;  but 
Mrs.  Spaulding  in  tights,  riding  along  the  sunlit  road 
on  the  high  rear  seat  of  the  calash  which  he  drove, 
made  a  different  and  a  more  comprehensible  appeal 
to  him.

"The  Golden  House"  should  be  considered  as  a 
work  of  literary  art.  As  such  it  is  more  than  respect- 
able. Mr.  Warner  is  an  able  writer,  with  a  command 
of  wit,  and  the  power  of  graphic  description.  His 
plot  is  slight,  but  serviceable,  and  hispAsonagea  are 
many  and  of  varied  traits.  His  scene  encompasses 
all  of  New  York  that  comes  under  the  eye  of  fashion- 
able folks,  and  some  uf  it  that  is  not  often  mentioned 
at  dinner  tables.  We  refer,  of  course,  to  the  crowded 
tenement  districts  of  the  east  side,  a  portion  of  this 
town  which  one  small  set  of  writers  for  the  periodicals 
is  constantly  holding  up  as  its  most  picturesque  part, 
and  that  most  neglected  in  fiction,  while  another  set 
is  diligently  at  work  all  the  time  translating  all  its 
grimy  facts  and  all  its  odors  into  an  endless  supply  of 
reading  matter  for  the  polite. 

Mr.  Warner  treats  of  the  misery  of  the  New  York 
poor  with  gentle  sympathy  and  no  trace  of  mock 

sentimentality. 

The  main  drift  of  the  story  is  all  in  familiar  chan- 
nels, and  no  one  can  doubt  its  truth.    The  "swell '' 

husband,  who  is  forced  to  battle  along  with  a  cold 
and  heartless  world  on  a  lieggarly  yearly  income  of 
(10,000 ;  the  sweet,  patient,  charitable  wife  whom 
he  neglects ;  the  questionable  wifi:  of  the  great 
financier,  who  uses  this  couple  to  get  into  "  society," 
and  in  return  opens  a  way  to  profitable  specalation 
for  the  "  swell,"  which  leaves  him  penuilcss  in  the 
denouement ;  the  financier,  himself,  who  is  a  wcmder- 
fully  impressive  figure,  and  no  more  to  be  understood 
than  financiers  usually  are ;  the  beautiful,  discon- 
tented spinster,  and  all  the  other  personages  at  the 
afternoon  teas  and  evening  "  functions,"  that  Mr. 
Wartier  describes,  are  interesting  and  recognizable.

Mr.  Warner's  new  novel  bears  a  close  relationship  to 
the   studies  of  New  York   social   life   in   fiction   that 
Otherconten'porary  writers  have  given  us.   The  same 
society,  the  same  clubs  and  clubmen,  the  same  odor- 
ous and  forlorn  "  easlside,"  the  same  general  tone  is 
observed  in  all  these  works. 

The  body  of  fiction  which  Mr.  Warner  has  thus 
enriched  derives  a  large  measure  of  dignity,  quite 
apart  from  its  merit,  which  is  not  to  be  lightly  dis- 
missed from  its  uniformity  of  tone  and  thought  and 
the  likeness  of  its  scenes  and  characters.

Francis  Adams  intended  to  complete  a  series  of 
novels,  drawing  types  of  all  the  social  life  of  the  day, 
working  through  a  cycle  of  characters,  as  did  Balzac. 
"A  Child  of  the  Age"  was  revised  with  ambitious  care 
by  the  author,  and  there  is  something  infinitely  touch- 
ing in  its  production  now — now  when  the  fight  is  over, 
and  he  is  l^d  in  the  quiet  of  the  eternal  fields.  The 
impression  it  leaves  is  of  the  modern  note  of  sadness, 
of  futility.  Ambitions,  smaller  or  larger,  occupy 
men's  minds,  as  toys  the  minds  of  children,  and  give 
meaning  to  their  existence — desire  to  acquve  money, 
to  hoard  or  lavish  money — desire  neaily  always  Ik 
some  gratification  of  vanity  such  as  philanthropy  or 
more  ephemeral  joys.  Art,  and  the  passion  for  art, 
open  for  us  a  wider  horizon,  a  more  exalted  view ; 
and  its  votaries  are  touched  more  vividly  by  what 
beauty  and  variety  is  to  be  found  in  life.  But  the  only 
two  great  and  endurinr;  realities  after  all  are  love  and 
dea>Ji,  and  it  is  with  nese  verities  that  the  little  book 
deals  passionately.    U  is  su]q>osed  to  be  a  candid 
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self-revelition,  the  history  of  a  boy-poet.  Deeply 
interesting  ate  his  little  early  Mruggles  ;  interesting 
his  intense  personality.  All  the  restlessness  of 
modem  iwrves  is  given  in  these  earlier  pages,  with 
the  Tancies  o(  the  imaginative  child,  living,  at  that 
time,  in  the  world  "made  by  the  singer  for  the 
dreamer." 

The  prose  of  Francis  Adams  paints  visibly  and 
palpably  the  outward  aspect  of  things,  and  it  has  also 
the  gift  of  suggesting  for  reverie  abstract  ideas.  Not 
faultless,  indeed,  but  touched  with  the  magic  of  real 
poetry ;  without  the  elaborate  carving  of  the  chisel ; 
devoid  of  preciousness  or  even  research.  The  clieAi 
and  the  eonvenit  are  happily  absent ;  freshness  is 
here  and  spontaneity,  though  there  is  a  certain  want 
of  absolute  sense  of  form,  of  exactness,  of  proportion. 
The  love  incident  is  exquisite  and  exquisitely  told. 
"  Rosy  "  lives ;  her  emotions  stir  us.  Wonderfully 
suggested  in  several  parts  of  the  work  is  the  severe 
irony  of  nature  before  profound  human  suffering. 

But  the  charm  of  the  book  is  the  analysis  of  mental 
lorlure  of  interesting  remorse,  of  the  despair  of  one 
to  whom  the  future  is  without  light.  One  is  grateful 
for  the  artistic  revelation  ol  the  sweet  wormwood  of 
pain.  Realistic  it  is,  yet  not  unrelieved  by  the  sound 
of  the  haips  and  flutes  of  ideality.    Liindon  Spectator.

Tbe  fourth  volume  ol  Professor  H.  Graelz^s  "  History  of 
the  Jews"  sustains  the  reputation  which  the  author  has 
achieved  for  thorough  investigation,  skillful  arrangement  of 
material  aqd  perspicuous  statement  of  Ibe  result  of  bis 
labors.  In  this  volume  almost  800  pages  are  devoted  to  tbe 
period  between  1 170  and  1618  C.  E.  The  secret  science  of 
the  Kabbala  then  began  to  occasion  discord  and  ensnare  the 
weoJt,  and  the  effect  of  its  doctrines  as  well  as  the  assump- 
tions \Q  which  they  gave  rise  ate  considered  by  Professor 
Gtaetz  in  elaborate  detail.

In  the  present  volumes  M.  Walewski  seeks  to  expound 
Catherine's  individuality  through  the  tools  wilb  which  she 
worked.  These  he  divides  into  two  classes  :  Ihe  men  of 
action  and  the  men  of  thought.  In  the  first  class  were  the 
statesmen,  soldiers,  and  those  who  stood  towards  iheir 
Queen  in  reUtions  of  intimate  affection,  M,  Walewski  de- 
votes  a  large  part  of  bis  second  volume  to  a  discursive  bio- 
graph  j  of  ibe  foreign  courtiers,  especially  the  French,  that 
thronged  the  Russian  Court  of  that  period.  As  might  be 
expected,  adventurers  of  both  !eiies  found  it  a  happy  hunt- 
ing-ground. Not  the  least  interesting  portion  of  this  volume 
i<i  concerned  with  Catherine's  enormous  correspondence.  Of 
this  the  liest  specimens  were  addressed  to  ber  fahhful  "  bg  " 
and  servant  Grimm,  '■  le  lien  "  of  her  Majesty,  aa  he  loved  to 
describe  himself.  Perhaps  it  was  just  his  insigni6cance  that 
impelled  Catherine  to  make  him  the  repository  of  many  of 
bet  secrets,  both  concerning  Ihe  Jiiaie  and  her  private  life.

A  thorough  Irish- 
man in  sympalhy,  he  is  yet  so  juM  by  nalnre  as  to  have 
named  one  of  his  prose  works  "  English  Misrule  and  Irish 
Misdeeds ;  "  and  his  conver^on,  long  since,  to  the  Roman 
Catholic   faith    hai  only   mellowed  and  elevated    instead

A  Strange  Career.  Life  and  Adventures  of  John 
Gladwyn  Jebb.

Two  reflections  naturally  occur  lo  anyone  after  reading 
this  book :  the  first  is  that,  hackneyed  and  common  as  the 
world  has  become,  it  still  offers  a  field  for  adventure;  and 
the  second  is  that  England  still  brings  forib  sons  worthy  of 
her  name  and  destiny.  It  it  difficult — impossible  in  this 
compass — to  give  an  adequate  notion  of  the  travel  and  enter- 
prise aodett^en  in  the  life  ol  little  more  than  liftv  years 
which  U  recorded  in  this  volume.  By  the  time  that  Mr.  Jebb 
wax  eight.and-twenty,  he  had  gone  to  India  with  hii  regi- 
ment, resigned  his  commission,  gone  lo  Oiford,  started  a 
mBDufaclory  in  Glasgow,  explored  Cenlral  America,  lost  a 
Ibrtune,  helped  to  found  the  White  Star  Line,  and  was  now 
manager  of  a  coETee  plantation  in  Brazil!  It  is  enough  lo 
lake  one's  breath  away.alihough  it  was  not  enough  to  ^Hlisfy 
bis  roving,  tireless  spirit.  There  remained  the  North  Amer- 
ican ixHilinent,  with  the  puisQitof  game,of  Indians,  of  gold — 
in  the  Rockies,  in  the  plains  of  the  far  West,  in  Colurado, 
and  Goallj  in  Meii<n,  where  about  'S2-~no  dates  are  given — 
Ur.  Jebb  accepted  the  post  of  manager  of  mines,  his  last 
imdertaking.  In  one  respect,  this  was  the  most  remarkable 
chapter  in  his  life,  in  that  he  believed  himself  to  have  the 
clue  to  the  buried  milhons  of  treasure  of  the  last  of  the  A  itec 
Eroperois.  But  the  scheme  was  never  realized,  and  the 
secret,  if  such  there  was,  has  died  with  him.

Certainly  the  situalions  of  bo  drama  or  romance  could 
eiMppare  in  interest  and  in  vivid,  not  to  say  lurid,  coloring, 
with  those  which  crowd  through  this  life  of  the  lale  C'ar. 
Alexander  the  III.  was  an  earnest,  truthful  man.  but  nariow 
and  illiberal.  The  story  of  his  youlh  is  the  old  royal  one  of 
military  training,  a  wearisome  record  of  reviews,  races,  rouL<, 
balls  and  fashionable  functions.  While  heir  apparent  he  was 
drawn  into  the  anti-German  movement,  at  thai  lime  the  pas- 
sion which  dominated  the  patty  opposed  to  his  falber.  This 
neceasitaled  his  retirement  from  all  participation  in  iialiunal 
aflaiis,  and  nol  until  the  oulhreak  of  Ihe  Franco  German 
War  did  the  Czarevitch  appear  as  a  leader  of  any  party.  But 
then,  at  the  bead  of  the  whole  youth  of  Russia,  we  find  him 
boldly  declaring  his  sympathy  with  France  while  his  father's 
heart,  it  was  well  known,  was  wholly  on  the  side  of  the  Cer* 
maM  iu  that  tremendous  struggle.  Alexander,  though  a 
brare  soldier,  was  not  a  military  genius,  and  it  was  owing 
more  to  the  strat^ical  blunders  of  the  Turks  than  the  gen- 
eralship of  the  Czarevitch  that  the  line  of  Ihe  I»m  was  kept 
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intact.  The  repressive  measures  adopted  throughout  his 
reign  against  all  races  and  religions,  other  than  Ihe  pure  ones 
of  ancient  and  holy  Russia,  gave  a  great  slimutns  to  the  revo- 
lutionary movement  of  1892.  The  character  of  the  late 
Czar,  it  appears,  was  an  enigma.  Indeed,  he  bas  been  des- 
cribed as  a  psychological  mystery.  By  the  death  of  his 
gified  brother,  greatness  was  thrust  upon  him, and  he  entered 
upon  the  duties  of  his  great  office  without  adequate  training 
and  with  a  scanty  store  of  learning.  No  one  ever  doubted 
bis  honesty,  piety,  piuity  and  determination  to  govern  well 
according  to  the  degree  of  his  illumination.  And  yet  his 
superiors  in  mind  and  inferiors  in  qualilies  of  heart  controlled 
and  guided  him.  Mr.  Lowe's  biography  is  a  fairly  agreeable 
one,  and  may  delight  Ihe  reader  with  its  abundance  of  anec- 
dotes and  chatty  details  of  royal  personages.

In  iSSS  Dr.  I  lenry  l.ansdelt  started  on  what  may  best  be 
described  as  a  tour  of  religious  exploration  in  Chinese  Cen- 
tral Asia  and  the  lauds  adjacent.  He  was  not  sent  as  the 
eutissary  of  any  particular  society  or  with  any  particular 
objoc«,  but  went  as  the  envoy  of  a  sort  of  religious  syndicate, 
which  had  raided  ;^l,ooo  for  the  purpose  of  sending  bim. 
Occasionally  in  the  field  of  commerce  an  agent  is  sent  to  some 
distant  country  "to  have  a  general  look  round,"  and  report 
as  to  the  prospects  of  trade,  So  Dr,  Lansdell  was  sent  to 
have  a  general  luok  round  from  the  mis.-ionary  point  of  view 
in  Central  Aiia.  He  was  away  two  years  and  a  half  What 
he  Bccomplisbed  in  that  time  was  not  a  little  remarkable.  He 
visited  every  kingdom  of  Asia,  besides  live  European  and 
four  African  kingdoms,  and  traveled  lS,O00  miles  by  rail, 
35,000  by  water,  7,000  by  driving  and  riding  on  "  horses, 
camels,  donkeys,  yaki,  elef^ants,  mules,  and  men."  He 
collected  over  5.000  scientific  specimens,  look  500  photo- 
graphs.and  keptdiarieslo  Ihe  extent  of  2,509  page*.  That 
was  Bol  a  bod  record.  But  the  best  remains  behind.  In 
spite  of  the  tremendous  temptations  to  be  tedious  which 


beset  Ihe  missionary,  the  man  of  science,  Ihe  traveler,  and 
the  amateur  phoit^pher.  Dr.  Lansdell  has  contrived  to 
make  two  very  readable  volumes.  How  often  does  tlie 
reader  of  the  ordinary  book  of  travel  regret  that  the  blacks, 
or  Chinese,  or  Red  Indians  did  not  finish  Ihe  intrepid  tra»- 
eler  at  the  twentieth  ■'  awkward  predicament,  owing  to  the 
treachery  of  our  guide  ?"  Dr.  Lansdell's  book  gives  occa- 
sion for  no  such  evil  feelings.  He  keeps  the  reader's  sym- 
pathy from  beginning  to  end.  By  this  we  do  not  mean  to 
imply  that  he  has  written  anything  like  a  great  book  of 
tiavel, or  to  suggest  fora  moment  that  he  is  a  Burton,  His 
work  cannot  claim  this  mt  merit.

These  articles,  while  pleasantly  written,  hardly  rise  to  the 
dignity  of  either  literature  or  science,  tbo^h  joung  people 
unacquainted  with  natural  history  will  find  in  them,  slated 
with  suHicienl  accuracy,  numerous  facts  about  animals,  birds, 
and  insects  which  it  is  well  ibey  should  know.  The  only 
parts  of  Ibe  book  which  possess  any  flavor  of  originality  are 
those  which  treat  of  some  simple  experiments  on  the  suscep- 
tibility of  variout  animals  to  musical  sounds,  and  a  discus- 
sioa  of  ■  few  points  connected  with  patterns  of  coloration 
in  animals.  The  author,  assisted  by  a  violinist  and  later  by 
a  piccolo- player,  visited  a  number  of  the  cages  and  noted 
the  behavior  of  their  inmates.  The  larantala  showed  no 
erideoce  of  being  affected  by  music,  but  a  nest  of  scorpions 
became  violently  agitated  on  the  production  of  high  and 
piercing  notes.  Most  fouifooled  animali  were  more  or  less 
pleasantly  excited  by  the  music  ;  ,lhe  wolves  and  jackals, 
eiceplionally,  showed  strong  dislike  and  fear,  partly  mingled 
with  curiosity  ;  and  Ibe  African  elephant  was  evidently  dis. 
satisfied  with  the  performance.  Discords  were  universally 
received  with  a  sudden  start  and  signs  of  displeasure ;  all 
animals  except  cobras  and  wolves  showed  pleasure  and 
curiosity  when  lisiening  to  soft  and  melancholy  muuc,  and 
all  exhibited  extreme  dislike  c^  loud,  harsh  sounds.

every  turn^ — men  end  women  whose  lack  of  restraint  renders 
them  a  torture  to  Ihemselves  and  a  danger  to  Those  with 
whom  they  come  in  contact.  We  may,  indeed,  be  thankful 
for  the  Sylvia  Fords  of  life.  We  only  wish  Mifs  Pendered 
had  laid  more  stress  upon  her  freshness  and  sympathetic 
nature.  The  world  is  made  up  of  shadow  and  sunlight,  each 
necessary  to  the  other.  We  need  nut  dwell  too  much  in 
either;  but  the  artist  need  not  be  at  pains  to  overload  his 
palette  with  dark  colors.

He  meets  a  rich, 
beautiful,  passionate  woman,  one  whom  the  circnmt  tances  of 
life  might  have  made  either  a  Mrs.  Alving  or  a  Hedda 
Gabler,  for  she  does  not  lack  will  power.  She  loves  All- 
men.     He  is  lascinated  by  her  great  beauty  anil  wiHing 
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(nough  to  eichange  porert;  for  weailh.  So  tbej  are 
married,  and  fot  yean  he  is  under  the  ipelt  of  her  beaulj 
aod  paasioD,  He  is  Tuinhajiser,  she  Venus,  and  [he  sister, 
Asu,  becomes  an  instruclor  of  youth  in  ChribliaDia.  The 
dialogue  in  Mr.  Archer's  tianslation  is  terse,  suggestive, 
Ibrdble  aod  has  uever  a  word  loo  much  for  the  dramatic 
idea.

If  one  is  weary  of  everything  that  causes  intellectual  efibtt 
and  wishes  to  be  amused,  lei  him  take  up  the  above  book, 
throw  himself  upon  a  lounge  or  into  an  easy  chair  and  he 
will  spend  an  hour  or  more  very  pleasantly.  The  story  is 
light  and  funny.  A  young  man  is  in  love  with  a  pretty  girl 
whohasavery  amtntious  mother.  This  mother  is  the  widow 
of  a  man  "  who  was  said  to  have  amassed  a  large  fortune  in 
one  of  the  Australian  colonies  and  who  had  lieen  knighted 
because  be  had  been  something  or  other  out  there."  But 
after  the  death  of  her  husband  she  leaves  Australia  and  comes 
to  London,  ostensibly  to  work  for  tbe  conversion  and  reform 
of  the  denizens  of  this  wicked  city,  but  in  reality  to  many 
her  daughter  into  the  ranks  of  the  more  ancient  nobility. 
But  the  daughter  and  a  young  artist  meet  at  a  parlur  musicale 
and  tbe  molhei'i  hopes  and  plans  are  in  danger  of  being 
frustrated.  It  avails  nalhing  that  the  artist  becomes  sud- 
denly very  religious,  wears  a  long  face  and  frequenti  the 
prayer  meeting,  occupying  a  prominent  seal  when  Lady 
Mounsell  is  to  take  charge  of  the  meeting.  Nothing  helps 
him.

Finally  the  father 
of  tiie  artist,  General  Langdale,  a  genial  man  of  the  world, 
is  taken  into  tbe  son's  confidence  and  ufTcrs  to  see  what  he 
can  do.  The  iulerviews  between  the  general  and  Lady 
Maunsell  are  very  amusing,  especially  when  the  generi 
recognizes  in  the  ttetn  woman  before  him  Polly  Jackson,  the 
prelty  rope  dancer  of  earlier  days.  Then  the  game  is  in  his 
own  hand,  and  with  a  little  strategy  on  bis  part  all  comes 
out  well  for  tbe  lovers.

These  effects  depend  loo  largely 
upon  the  temperament  of  the  hearer  and  often  upon  unsiable 
pliyiical  etmditioa.  In  addition  lo  his  chapters  of  musical 
ioRii,  Mr.  Hadow  has  written  interesting  and  richly  suggest- 
ive essays  on  Chopin,  Dvorak  and  Brahms.  We  wish  for 
his  own  sake  and  ours  that  he  had  known  a  little  more  about 
Dr.  Dvorak's  recent  productions,  but  his  views  on  the  famous

of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  and  his  name  will  be 
indissnlubly  connected  with  the  building  of  the 
Splendid  new  edifice  yxfA  opened  to  the  people. 
Mr.  Richards  has  been  indefatigable  in  his  polite 
attentions  to  strangers  desiring  to  inspect  Ihe  building 
and  it  would  undoubtedly  be  a  surprise  to  know 
how  many  times  he  has  acted  as  Ihe  suave  cicerone 
in  showing  parties  over  the  library  from  basement  to 
roof.  Mr.  Richards  is  a  Harvard  man  of  Che  class  of 
1874  and  he  has  written  more  than  one  poem  clever 
in  wit  and  conception. 

Mrs.  Sarah  Knowles  Bolton  has  been  visiting 
Boston  and  vicinity  while  her  husband  has  been 
giving  some  of  his  illustrated  lectures  here.  Mrs. 
Bolton's  son.  Charles  Knowles  Bolton,  now  the 
librarian  of  the  Brookline  Public  Library,  has  been 
giving  the  inhabitants  of  that  aristocratic  halo  ot 
Boston  an  exhibition  of  the  "  Pictorial  Poster." 
Examples  of  tbat  new  art  by  Aubrey  Beardsley. 
Rhead,  Grasset,  and  others  were  shown  and  a  talk  on 
Posters  .ind  their  development  was  delivered.  Ihe 
fad  of  poster-colleciing  is  raging  quite  vigorously; 
if  it  brings  about  a  reformation  in  the  deiordiionof 
bill  boards  it  will  have  accomplished  a  great  »oik. 

Mr.  Ernest  Francisco  Fenollosa,  curator  of  the 
Japanese  department  of  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts,  is  to  give  a  course  of  six  illustrated  lectures  on 
the  History  of  Japanese  Art,  beginning  on  Friday 
evening,  March  1,  and  ending  on  the  filih  of  April. 
The  scope  of  the  lectures  covers  a  compleie  vitw  of 
the   development  of  the    painting,    sculp'uie    and 


architecture  and  decorative  des'gn  of  Japan  from  the 
seventh  century  to  the  present  time.  The  six  hundred 
lantern  views  are  absolutely  unique,  having  never 
before  been  prrsented  to  any  audience  in  their  entirety 
and  were  made  for  Mr.  Fenollosa  under  the  most 
favorable  auspices.  The  first  edition  of  Mr.  Fenollosa's 
recently  published  volume  of  Poems  ("  Elast  and 
West,  The  Discovery  of  America  and  other  Poems,") 
has  been  practically  exhausted,  a  wealthy  gentle- 
man from  New  Orleans  having  offered  not  only  to 
take  the  few  remaining  copies,  but  also  to  guarantee 
a  new  edition  de  luxe. 

Many  of  the  publishers  have  already  issued  their 
Spring  annnuncements.

I  have  often 
insisted  that  "  Cbilhowee  Boys  "(which  is  a  sort  of 
transcript  of  family  history),  is  one  of  the  most 
admirable  stories  for  children  ever  published,  the  style 
crisp,  the  action  animated,  the  conversations  natural 
and  the  incidents  exciting.  Fler  new  book.  "  Chit- 
howee  Boys  in  War- Time,"  Is  even  better;  it  is  a 
story  of  life  in  Tennessee  during  the  war  of  rSri. 
Miss  Morrison  lives  in  Philadelphia.  Among  the 
Crowell's  forthcoming  books  will  be  "Great  Mission- 
aries of  the  Church,"  by  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Creegan, 
D.  D.,  of  (he  Bible  Houpe.  New  York.  This  wifl  be 
a  series  of  biographical  sketches  which  have  been 
appearing  in  the  columns  of  The  CongregahonalaL 
The  series  of  articles  by  various  distinguished 
authors  in  The  Outlook  will  be  published  also  by  the 
Crowells'  under  the  title  "  The  Bible  as  Literature."

WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

Mr.  John  Muir,  in  "  The  Mountains  of  California," 
ins  writlen  a  book  which  will  become  one  of  ibe 
classics  of  the  Pacific  coast  and  is  destined  to  take 
its  place  with  that  short  list  of  nature-books  which 
ar«  suffused  with  love  and  enthusiasm  for  Ihe  open. 
It  is  delicious.  The  title  is  not  an  exact  tit.  Mr. 
Muir  says  little  of  the  Coast  Range.  The  mountains 
of  Noilhern  and  Southern  California  are  nearly  un- 
touched. The  book  is  chiefly  given  to  the  Sierra 
tidge,  some  two  hundred  miles  Long,  of  which  Mt. 
Wtiitncy  is  the  Southern  culminant,  Mt.  Ritier  the 
central  and  Mt.  Shasta  the  distant  Northern  peak. 
Nearly  half  the  book  is  given  to  peak,  pass,  lake, 
glacier,  tree  and  bloom  about  Mt.  Riiier.  Lake 
Mono  and  the  head  waters  of  the  Merced  and  Tuo- 
lomne  rivers,  with  the  plain  of  wbit:h  they  are  a 
put.  At  opening,  there  is  a  sketch  of  physiography 
of  the  middle  third  of  the  "  Coast "  which  clears  up 
much  which  «ms  hazy  in  my  mind.  The  glacial  fare- 
welt  is  better  summed  than  io  any  other  one  book. 
The  Pacific  conifers  have  eighty-seven  pages.  There 
are  chapters  on  the  Douglass  squirrel,  water  ouiel, 
mountain  sheep  and  bee.  Mr.  Muir  has  also  the 
knack  of  ntaking  the  flora  live.  No  one  can  afford 
lo  take  a  trip  to  California  without  taking  this  book, 
parts  of  which  appeared  in  the  Centtiry  in  1890 
and  1891. 

Prof.  Alfred  Gudeman,  ol  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, is  emphatically  one  of  the  coming  men  in 
Ihe  narrow  field  of  American  Latinity  and  the  wider 
.  one  pf  classic  philology.  Three  years  ago  he  pub- 
lished the  syllabus  of  a  course  he  had  delivered  in 
Johns  Hopkins,  under  the  title  "  Syllabus  of  Classic 
Philology."  He  has  added  to  the  second  edition 
limits  of  Latin  scholia  and  of  Greek  and  Latin 
grammatical  terms.  The  slender  hook  will  be  of  no 
use  to  the  general  public,  even  of  teachers,  but  it  will 
save  scholars  invaluable  time  by  its  condensed  infor- 
mation ;  it  will  be  most  useful  to  teachers  who  really 
want  10  in^itruct— most  teachers  only  "teach'' — and 
I  heartily  commend  it  to  that  small  circle  of  studious 
nwD  who  patiently  endeavor  to  increase  their  knowl- 
edge by  testing  their  ignorance.  Professor  Gudeman 
ought  to  succeed  this  booklet  by  doing  for  American

"  Discords,"  by  George  Egerton,  Mrs.  Ctairmont, 
is  devoted  to  sex  wrongs  from  Ihe  English  enviroM- 
ment  in  which  men  treat  women,  married  and  unmar- 
ried with  a  brutality  little  known  here.  This  has,  like- 
her  first  volume  given  to  a  like  theme,  power,  but  it  is- 
tnore  given  to  saying  things  thai  the  author  likes 
to  hear,  a  fatilt  which  success  brings.  Wrongs 
are  not  made  right  by  dwelling  on  )vrongs,  but  on 
the  right.  This  book,  like  the  other  proof  of  a  new- 
literary  force  in  our  letters,  is  what  is  termed  by  many 
sincere,  conscientious  people,  "  dangerous."  Yet,  let 
it  not  be  forgotten  that  from  brule  barbarism  on  in 
the  relations  of  sen,  liberty  and  loyalty  have  grown 
together.

Trees  ire  not  yet  of  enough  imporlaiice  in  thu 
country  to  make  their  diseases  a  matter  of  close  stddy^ 
except  in  fruit  trees.  Forest-tree  diseases  are  scarcely 
touched,  though  any  observant  person  must  have 
noticed  many  in  our  woods.  Professor  R.  Hanig,  of 
the  University  of  Munich,  is  a  German  authority  on 
the  subject,  whose  "Text-Book  of  the  Diseases  of 
Trees "  has  been  translated  by  Professor  William 
Somerville  of  the  Durham  College  of  St-ience.  Much 
more  work  in  the  diseases  of  fruit  trees  has  been  done 
here  than  in  England,  and  Dr.  Hartlg's  work  will  add 
little  to  the  information  already  accessible  to  the- 
American  fruit-grower  in  experiment  station  reports. 
It  is  given  chiefly  to  fungoid  diseases  in  which 
Dr.  Hanig  is  a  great  authority.  His  work  is  full  of  an 
amazing  inlormation  and  opens  one's  eyes  lo  mttch- 
one  has  seen  all  one's  life  without  understanding. 
But  in  detail,  it  is  less  valuable,  because  this  country, 
without  Ihe  aid  of  a  protective  tariff,  cultivates  a 
home  industry  in  fungoids.  Of  four  plum  diseases- 
he  mentions  only  one,  black-knot  is  Irouble^ome 
here,  and  that  he  refers  to  as  only  found  in  Norlh 
America,  In  cherry  trees  our  worst  pest,  leaf-spot,  is- 
not  mentioned,  and  the  lour  he  tiives  have  attracted 
no  attention  here.  Dr.  Hiitig's  four  pear  diseases 
give  no  serious  irouble  here  and  he  cniis  our  pear 
blight  and  pear-leaf  blight.    1  his  is  /tdc  also  a 


I  his  is  noe  also  of  H 
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apple  and  o(  the  grape,  save  for  downy  mildew  and 
white  rot.  Often,  however.  Dr.  Hartig  mentions 
■c1»5ely  analogous  peitt,  asapple  nint,  whose  European 
species  appears  only  on  juniper,  while  here  it  attaclcs 
the  apple  and  cedar.  For  the  professional  student, 
therefore.  Dr.  Haitie's  book  will  be  useful,  but  the 
average  man  interested  in  trees  and  fruits  will  gain 
but  little  from  it. 

"  Old  European  Jewries,"  by  Dr.  David  Philipson, 
«nd  "  The  Russian  Jews,"  by  Professor  Lto  Btrera,  of 
6ru»Fls,are  two  books,  which  need  to  be  read  together. 
Dr.  Philipson,  a  Rabbi  in  Cincinnati,  describes  the 
Ghettos  of  Frarkfort-on-Main,  Prague  and  Rome, 
opening  his  book  with  a  sketch  of  medixval  legi^- 
-tion  and  closing  it  with  iht  Russian  Jewish  question. 
AU  three  of  the  separate  quarters  he  describes,  were 
established  not  in  the  Middle  Ages,  but  in  the 
■dawn  of  the  Renaissance;  Frankfort,  1460;  Prague 
'f473  and  Rome,  1593.  The  Jews  had  been  the 
sabjects  of  special  legislation  tbnMgh  mediseval 
-times,  but  a  policy  of  systematic  fepicseion  only  began 
with  the  revival  of  trade  and  leArning.  So  in  Russia 
■the  wiH^t  attacks  upon  the  Jews  have  conte  as  the 
nation  is  in  other  matters  advancing.  For  setne  in- 
•cnitable  reason  a  tine  seems  la  come  in  natinnal 
-development,  whtn/udtniitiae,  arises, and  as  fn  Eng- 
'land  and  France,  is  at  length  adcceeded  by  Wicradon. 
The  Russian  persecution;deKfi bed  by  Pra^nsor&tT«ra 
repeats  (he  earlier  wrongs  recorded  by  Dr.  Philipson. 
The  "  Russian  Jews  "  is  a  compilation  and  adds  bat 
■linle  (o  the  information  in  Mr.  Harold  Frederic's 
"  New  Exodus"  except  that  it  comes  down  to  189) 
-wkh  its  appalling  record . 


Two  books  on  animals,  "  Wild  Animals  in  Captiv- 
ity." by  Mr.  C.  J.  Conrtsh,  «f  Undon,  and  "Wild 
Beasts,"  by  J.  Hampden  Potter,  cover  much  the  same 
ground,  but  are  prepared  in  different  fashion.  Bolh 
are  full  of  animal  stories  and  have  the  interest  which 
attaches  to  the  same  for  old  and  young.  Both  are 
records  4){  rude  experiment  and  observation  in 
animal  psjchology.  Both  are  illustrated  byGambin 
Solton's  photographs.  Mr.  Porter  has  compiled 
from  a  wide  range  of  reading,  but  from  familiar 
sources,  animal  stories  on  the  elephant,  lion,  leopardi 
ipaniher,  jagu\T,  tiger,  puma  wolf  and  griizly  bear. 
This  is  accompanied  by  comment  of  no  great  vatue> 
because  it  lacks  system.  The  chapter  on  the  puma 
holds  most  personal  observation,  and  curiously  it 
omits  Mr.  C.  H.  Hudson's  notes  on  Ibe  fondness  of 
■the  Argentine  puma  for  man.  Mr.  Cornish  publishes 
in  bis  book  with  additions  the  papers  he  has  issued  in 
the  Spee tutor  on  animals  in  the  London  Zoo. 
They  are  models  of  well-equipped  observation  on 
ajiimals  in  captivity  by  a  sensible  and  sensitive  ob- 
server. Nor  is  the  work  marred  by  Mr.  Porter's 
•fiippancy. 
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"  Theatrical  Sketches,"  by  "  Margaret,"  is  a  little 
book  full  of  very  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  per- 
sonal life  and  gossip  of  the  stage,  most  of  it  trivial, 
all  of  it  interesting  and  told  very  directly.  Its  scores 
of  anecdotes  will  appeal  most  to  those  who  kaow  the 

Professor  Moses  Coit  Tyler  has  published  separatdy 
three  essays  which  are  the  result  ot  his  longer  tabors 
on  "  The  Literary  History  of  the  Revoluiiou."  Tbey 
are  on  Bishop  Berkeley,  Fiesident  Timothy  Dwigfat 
and  Joel  Barlow,  diplomat,  publicist  and  poet.  One 
was  a  strong  influence  here  before  the  Revotutioa  and 
the  other  two  are  the  fruits  of  the  Revolutiowr 
period.  Of  the  three,  the  most  interesting  is  the  first, 
and  it  is  chiefly  devoted  to  the  little  known  chapter  in 
Berkeley's  life,  his  visit  to  Rhode  Island.  Prolessar 
Tyler  traces  the  influence  of  this  visit,  and  I  am  gt>d 
to  add  to  the  single  street  in  Cambridge  he  cites 
named  afier  the  English  philosepher,  streets  in  BaaM», 
Lawrence,  Lynn  and  Camden,  N.  [.,  while  an  ed«ea- 
tional  town  in  South  Carolna  bears  ha  nane.  Presi- 
dent Dwight  and  Joel  Bariow  are  reviewed  with  pnias- 
Uking  care  by  IVof.  Tyler.  In  these,  as  in  Ao  «nt 
essay,  the  instrectWe  interest  of  this  Tolnnie  turns  on 
the  disntsMen  of  these  men  by  a  man  bodi  histetian  mmA 
educator,  famtltar  with  his  field,  able  to  mushal  Aeoa 
and  aware  ef  ttKir  relation  to  national  develepoMat 
And  education. 

Maurice  Maeterlinck  has  a  certain  pewer  a> 
"  creep*."  and  another  of  b.-ing  able  to  write  plafs 
wfaioh^eand'esifthey  «ere  dramatic,  bet  when  ,tea>ed 
by  the  stage  prove  not  to  be.  litis  literary  craftgives 
interest  to  (m  work,  of  which  the  last,  "fVlkas  md 
Melisande,"  is  like  the  rest.  It  will  endure  for  a 
season  of  talk  and  then  fade. 

Maria  Edgeworth  lived  in  her  work.  Outside  of 
that  she  was  an  agreeable  gentlewoman  with  a  shrewd 
sense  of  the  humor  of  life.  The  biography  of  ber  * 
eventless  life  has  been  repeatedly  written.  None,  it 
is  often  said,  have  penetrated  its  secret  But  Aia  is 
because  there  was  none.  Her  letters,  just  after  her 
death  were  printed  and  privately  circulated  by  her 
family.  These  have  now  been  given  to  the  public  ia 
two  full  volumes  with  a  gentle  rill  of  narrative  by 
Mr.  Augustus  J.  C  Hare.  To  Edgeworthians  the 
volume  will  be  precious.  To  others,  it  will  be  a  pretty 
piaure  of  a  secluded  life  (1767-1849)  in  contact  at 
many  points  with  the  wide  world.  If  there  are  still 
in  this  rushing  railroad  world  of  trains,  telegraphs 
and  engagements,  quiet  home  groups  of  gentle- 
women, who  sit  ai  their  daily  work,  while  one  reads, 
I  commend  the  volume  to  them,  for  these  letters  were 
written  in  like  surroundings. 


Matteo  Bandello,  Italian,  bom  four  hundred  y«ais 
ago,  wrote  nine  volumes  of  short  tales  (novelle)  which 
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still  hold  their  place  in  Italian  len«rs  and  libraries ; 
but  which  are  nowhere  else  read  save  by  siudents.  Yet 
o«e  of  bis  stories  holds  (he  seed  of  that  forest  of  wav- 
ing beauty  and  dark  eclipse,  "Romeo  and  Juliet." 
Twelve  of  his  tales  have  been  translated  by  Mr. 
Percy  Pinketton.  rid  of  his  too  frank  speech — Ban- 
dello  was  a  Bishop— and  printed  in  a  portly,  thick, 
wide  margined  quarto  by  Percy  Pinkerlon.  The 
•election  runs  to  those  vrbich  hive  been  inutated. 
The  translation  is  flowing  and  the  stories  are  amusing, 
but  the  chief  interest  is  that  of  the  historical  student 
of  letters. 


WILLIAM  MORRIS. 
William  Morris,  master-workman,  poet,  and  socialist, 
was  born  March  14,  1834,  at  Walthamstow.  a  village 
in  Essex  not  far  from  London.  He  was  the  eldest- 
born  of  a  family  of  nine.  His  father  was  an  enter- 
prising busineii  man  of  the  city.  At  WaUhimstow 
William  went  to  a  school  kept  by  Dr.  Greig.  a  Scotch- 
man, who  describes  his  pupil  as  «  rollicking  boy, 
full  of  the  vigor  (rf  life  After  the  dcalfa  of  Mr.  Morris, 
in  184S.  the  family  moved  to  Marlborough,  where 
Wtlliam  attended  the  College  an<l  began  to  take 
iolercst  in  ait  and  arabseology.  He  went  "  steeple- 
clia.si«g,"  and  was  fond  of  memorial  brasses.  la 
1852  he  entered  Oxford  at  Exeter  CoHege.  At  that 
time  the  Uatvcrsity  was  in  the  midst  of  a  medieval 
reviral  which  was  fostered  on  the  one  hand  by  the 
Tractarian  College  of  Newman,  and  «n  the  other  by 
the  artistic  guild  of  the  pre- Raphaelite  Brothers. 
Under  the  influence  of  Rosseui,  HolmanHunt.  and 
other  painters  of  the  medizval  school,  Morris,  with 
his  college  chum,  E.  Bunie- Jones,  became  a  student 
of  the  Middle  Agei.  He  passed  his  college  days  in 
CMDparative  idleness  and  in  dreams. 

lo  i8s6  Morris  and  a  few  other  idealists  started  a 
monthly  nugarine.  called  The  Oxfordand  Cambridgt 
Magaxint.  Like  its  prototype.  The  GtrmttX  1850, 
the  organ  of  the  pre-Rapbaelites,  it  had  an  existence 
of  a  year.  To  this  magatine  Rosseiti  contributed 
•ome  of  his  finest  poems,  including  "  The  Burden  of 
Niaeveh "  and  '•  The  Blessed  Damosel."  Morris 
wrote  for  successive  numbers  a  series  of  meditcval 
romances,  having  such  titles  aa  "A  Dream," 
"Genfaa's  Lovers,"  "  The  Hollow  Land,''  and 
"  Golden  Wings."  Each  story  is  depicted  with  an 
artist's  love  of  color  and  with  a  poet's  imagery,  and 
all  are  steeped  in  the  spirit  of  a  time  ''long  ago." 
A  few  poems  also  by  Morris,  "Summer  Dawn,"  is 
as  beautiful  as  anything  he  has  since  written,  and  is 
touched  by  a  characteristic  grayneas. 

The  poet's  next  step  after. leaving  Oxford  was  to 
enter  the  ofRce  of  Mr.  G.  E.  Street,  a  London  archi- 
tect, who  is  best  known  as  the  builder  of  the  Law 
Coitrts  in  the  Strand.  Here  he  worked  for  nearly  a 
year.  Tken  be  began  to  study  painting  and  aitistic 
decoraiioti.     In  1857  he  was   associated  with  Jonei, 
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Rossetti.  Hunt,  Prinsep,  and  others  in  painting  upon 
the  walls  of  the  Oxford  Union  Deba'ing  H^ll  the 
frescoes,  now  but  dimly  visible,  illu  trating  the 
Arthurian  Romance.  His  first  volume  of  poems, 
"The  Defence  of  Guenevere,  and  O.her  Poems," 
was  published  in  1858,  under  the  interest  awakened 
by  Tennyson's  and  Somhey's  studies  of  the  Arthurian 
period.  In  comparison  with  Tennyson,  Morris  is 
seen  10  be  a  veritable  child  of  the  Middle  Ages.  He 
writes  of  Arthur  as  a  contemporary  ;  Tennyson  is 
essentially  modern.  The  influence  of  Rossetti  and  of 
Browning  is  distinctly  marked  in  this  early  volume. 

In  1861  Morris  joined  Madox  Brown,  £.  Bume- 
Jones,  Rossetti,  and  Philip  Webb,  in  farming  an  art 
firm  with  the  intent  of  designing  and  manufaauring 
stained-glass  windows,  mosaics,  wall-papers,  artistic 
furniture,  and  general  household  decorations.  A  guild 
of  idealists,  one  exclaims,  like  a  Brook  Firm  Com- 
mune !  But  the  distinguishing  mark  of  these  artists 
was  thrir  conviction  of  the  honor  of  labor  and  the 
glory  of  thoroughness.  Each  was  gifted  with  a  love 
of  order  and  splendor,  and  filled  with  a  deep  swse 
of  the  need  of  beauty  in  human  life.  To  join  an  to 
labcHT,  to  add  pleasure  to  the  things  of  common  use, 
was  the  purpose  of  the  company. 

Meanwhile  Morris  had  been  writing  rafwdly  and 
well.  " The  i^artUy  Paradise  "  appeared  ten  >eat> 
after  "  The  Defence  of  Guenevere."  "  Tb«  Ufe  and 
Death  of  Jason  "  was  b^un  as  one  ef  the  series  of 
Ibe  epic,  b«t  was  published  separately  in  \%fy}.  Dur- 
ing one  of  his  holiday  ramble*  in  company  srith  E. 
MagnAwon,  of  Cambridge,  he  had  visited  Iceland, 
and  together  the  two  tfanslated'  several  Icelandic 
sagas  In  1868  and  1869.  In  1875  appeared  "The 
Story  of  Sigurd  the  Volsung "  and  some  Northern 
love-stories. 

"  The  Decorative  Arts,  and  Modern  Life  and  Pro- 
gress "  (1878),  "  Hopes  and  Fears  for  Art "  (leciwe*. 
1S81),  "  The  Odyssey  of  Homer,  done  into  EngU-h 
Verse "  (1B87),  "  The  Dream  of  John  Ball  and  A 
King's  Lesson"  (1888),  "Signs  of  Change"  (lec- 
tures, 1SS8).  "  A  Tnle  of  the  House  of  the  Wulfings 
and  All  the  Kindreds  of  the  Mark  "  (in  prose  and  verse, 
1886).  "The  Roots  of  the  Mountains"  (a  romance  in 
proseand  verse,  18S9).  and  "The  Glittering  Plain; 
or,  The  Land  of  living  Men  "  (1  prose  romance), 
"The  Wood  Beyond  the  World."  (a  prose  romance 
with  a  purpose,  i. «.,  "the  presentation  of  beautiful 
things  in  a  beautiful  way"),  constitute  his  later 
wriiings. 

The  new  translation  of  "  Beowulf,"  by  William 
Morris  and  A.  J.  Wyatt,  is  just  coming  from  the 
Kelmscott  Press.  The  rendering  is  nearly  word  for 
word,  Mr.  Morris's  verse  being  unrhymed  and  alliter- 
ative, preserving  many  of  the  old  characteristics.  The 
volume  has  an  exhaustive  index  of  names  and  a  fully 
analytical  argument  of  the  story. 

Mr.  Morns'  home  is  a  big,  red.  old  fashioned 
house  in  the 'Mall,  Hammersmith.    -4t  looks  pvcr 
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the  wMe  walen  of  rhe  Thames,  and  in  the  distance 
one  sres  Little  Chiswick  Eyot.  green  in  the  mists. 
It  h;ts  an  old,  abundant  garden,  that  onre  wa^  a 
country  garden,  and  looks  a  little  foilorn  amid  the 
encro.-iching  hrick  and  mortar.  Il  used  to  have 
orchards  on  every  side,  but  now  the  apples  of  ihe 
Hesperides  glimmer  only  in  its  own  old  trees.  The 
fruit  trees  are  in  the  vegetable  beds  in  deli^hiful 
homrly  fashion.  Roses  are  on  the  trrlli*,  and  the 
place  rings  with  bird-,  fnr  the  refugees  which  London 
has  thrust  out  find  a  home  in  these  gnarled  boughs. 
His  recent  volumes  have  been  issued  from  the  print- 
ing press  be  has  established  in  a  cottage  neat  bis 
house.  He  is  quite  an  enthusiastic  antiquarinn,  and, 
as  is  well  Icnown,  has  long  been  one  of  the  leaders  of 
the  socialist  movement  in  England.  His  wife,  who 
is  said  10  be  a  singularly  beautiful  woman,  lives  a 
remarkably  secluded  life,  hardly  any  of  the  poet's 
closest  intimates  having  ever  seen  her. 

Morris's  iiiHuenre  on  his  fnends  and  on  miny  of 
the  younger  artiste  is  great.  He  has  Ird  Mr.  Burne- 
Jones  to  a  deep  s\  mpathy  with  socialism,  and  has 
inspired  Mr.  Walwr  Crane  and  many  of  the  other 
designers  and  workers  in  wood  and  metal,  who  have 
organized  the  annual  Arts  and  Ctafis  Exhibition.  I 
do  not  know  any  yourg  man  of  ability  and  promise 
in  the  literary  or  Socialist  circles  of  London  who  has 
not  been  influenced,  moie  or  less,  by  Willtam  Morris. 
One  can  admire  strongly  his  courage  and  his  scorn  of 
the  conventional,  and  yet  at  the  same  time  one  can 
doubt  whether  an  exquisite  arlist-poet  should  give  up 
whole  mornings  and  evenings  in  addressing  meetings 
and  in  distributing  Socialist  literature  in  Hyde  Park. 
This  judgment  does  not  apply  to  Morris's  lectures  at 
Ihe  liule  hall  which  he  has  fitted  up  adjacent  to  his 
bouse  at  Hammersmith;  for  these  lectures  ate  really 
aamirable.'  and  are  usually  listened  to  by  a  highly 
appreciative,  if  sparse,  audience.  But  one  hesitates 
toct'ticise  Mori  is.  He  is  a  law  to  hiniself.  and  the 
remarks  which  might  app'y  to  less  original  men  do 
not  apply  to  him.  Whether  one  agrees  or  not  with 
his  spe<ific  ofjinions,  kngland  may  well  be  thankful 
that  in  these  day*  of  routine  and  mammon  rule  she 
has  such  a  healthy,  virile,  manly  idealist  in  her  midst, 
to  inspire  her  people  with  the  hope  of  a  belter  day,  as 
the  poet,  artists,  piophet,  and  agitator,  William 
Morris.

FROM  THE  GERMAN  CAPITAL. 

BaiiLIN,  February,  iSgS. 
The  distinguished  Hungarian  patriot,  Louis  Kos- 
suth, when  he  dieJ,  at  almost  ninety-two  years  of 
age,  on  the  zoth  of  March  last,  in  Turin,  left  behind 
him  a  valuable  collection  of  letters  from  Lord  Pal- 
merston,  Count  Cavour,  the  Emperor  Napoleon  III, 
ant*  other  leaders  of  European  pohtics,  together  with 
a  number  ol  documents  relating  to  the  "  short,  sharp, 
and    deiislvc"     uar   between    I'lusaia   and  Austria 


in  1S66,  which  his  son,  Franz,  who,  since  his 
father's  death,  has  returned  to  Hungary,  and  now 
vainly  aspires  to  play  the  role  of  a  political  leader,  has 
lo't  no  lime  in  cortverting  into  cash.  He  sold  them 
for  JO  000  gulden  (18,000),  to  the  Hungarian  Govern- 
ment, which  bought  them  chiefly  for  the  purpose  of 
hiding  them  away  among  its  archives,  so  that  thej 
might  not  come  into  the  hands  of  foreign  buyers. 
who  would,  of  course,  have  published  them  at  onre. 
Thus  the  world  is  deprived,  for  the  present,  at  all 
events,  of  a  very  interesting  chapter  of  secret  history. 
Every  student  of  modern  politics  would  be  glad  to 
know  the  motives  which  induced  Napoleon,  after  the 
decisive  victory  ofSolferinoin  1859.  to  sign  the  Peace 
of  Zutich,  which  left  his  self-allotted  task  of  freeipg 
Italy  from  the  Alps  to  the  Adriatic  only  half  per- 
formed. The  wonder  is  that  Kossuth,  who  was  bound 
by  no  official  obligation  of  secrecy,  and  was  thor- 
oughly inimical  to  the  Austrian  rule,  did  not  himself 
publish  the  documents.  He  might  have  made  a  mint 
of  money  out  of  them.  But  his  sense  of  personal 
honor  was  too  strong. 

Nothing  indicates  the  general  spread  of  intellig'enre. 
and  the  growing  interest  of  the  German  people  in 
public  affairs,  more  clearly  than  the  multiplication 
of  political  weeklies,  Dit  Zukunfl  ('The  Futare.*  ) 
founded  some  three  years  ago  by  Maximilian 
Haiden. — a  Polish  political  free  lance,  whose  real 
name  is  Wittkoflskey, — speedily  leaped  into  notonetr 
through  iti  publication  of  an  article  revelling  Prince 
Bismarck's  rather  unguarded  admission,  to  the  writer 
himself,  that  he  had  "  edited  "  King  William's  cele- 
brated *  Ems  despatch,"'  which  was  afterwards  made 
the  pretext  for  the  French  declaration  of  war  against 
Prussia  in  1870,  so  as  to  convert  it,  as  Marshal 
von  Moltke  said,  from  a  Chamade  into  a  Fanfitrw, — 
from  a  Mgnal  for  parley  into  a  call  10  arms  I 
DU  Zukunfl  is  a  sort  of  biting  and  stinging  insect. — 
nothing  if  not  sarcastic :  an  advocate  of  Prussian 
pessimism,  which  finds  nothing  to  commend  in  tt>e 
existing  situation.  It  was  followed  by  Die  Kritik, 
"  a  weekly  view  of  public  life,"  more  moderate  in  hs 
tone,  and  edited  by  Herr  Karl  Schneidt.  Then  came 
Der  Neue  Kurs  ("The  New  Course"),  of  which  Herr 
Emil  Dominik  is  the  editor.  Since  the  retirement  of 
Count  Caprivi  it  has  found  its  former  title  inappro- 
priate, and  it  is  now  the  Berliner  Revut.  It  sup- 
ports the  Government,  and  each  number  contains  a 
comprehensive  review  of  the  political  situation  by 
Dr.  Carl  RingholTer,  whose  hisloiical  studies  I  men- 
tioned in  a  former  letter,  and  whose  utterances  may  be 
regarded  as  semi  official,  bince  I  happen  to  know 
that  he  has  access  to  the  best  sources  of  information. 
Provision  is  thus  made  for  the  satisfactirn  of  every 
variety  of  political  taste. 

Some  time  ago  the  Kaiser  offered  a  priie  of  a  thou- 
sand marks  out  of  bis  private  purse  for  the  best  resMr- 
atiun  of  a  mutilated  female  head  which  is,  in  an 
aiiistic  M;nsc,  the  most  valu  ible,ivault  of  the  excava-

tions  conducted  by  Dr.  Karl  Hulmann  in  1879-81,  on 
the  site  of  the  ancient  city  of  Pergamos  in  Asia 
Minor.  The  sculptures  of  Pec^araon  have  been  for 
some  years  past  exhibited  in  the  rotunda  of  the 
"  Old  Musuem  "  in  Berlin,  where  they  have  liecome 
familiar  to  every  visitor.  There  were  nearly  300 
competitors  for  the  Kaiser's  prite,  and  their  works 
are  now  in  view.  Most  of  them  evince  the  utter 
incapicity  of  their  authors  to  identify  themselves 
with  the  noble  spirit  of  ancient  att,  some  of  them 
are  even  highly  colored,  and  look  as  though  tbey 
Toigbt  have  been  imfforted  direct  from  Mme.  Tus- 
vtud's  exhibition  of  wax  figures  in  London.  It  must 
be  admitted  that  the  Kaiser  displayed  not  only  excel- 
lent taste,  but  keen  aesthetic  discrimination,  in  award- 
ing the  premium  to  Herr  Reinhold  FeldeihofT — a 
pupil  of  the  distinguished  sculptor  Reinhold  Begas, 
to  whom  the  city  of  Berlin  owes  some  of  its  chief 
ornaments.  Here  FelderhofT  seems  to  have  been 
inspired  by  the  very  genius  of  antique  art ;  his  reslor. 
ation  is  far  and  away  the  best  of  all,  and  tlie  Kaiser 
has  given  proof  o(  the  soundness  of  his  artistic  judg- 
ment in  crowning  it  with  his  approval,  and  the  accom- 
panying reward. 

Everything  relating  to  the  new  "  Autocrat  of  all  the 
RuMias,"  Great  and  Little,  white  and  black,  Asiatic 
and  European,  is  now  of  interest ;  and  it  may  there- 
fore perhaps  be  ii.dmissible  to  refer  briefly  to  his  title, 
■s  explained  in  the  monumental  work  of  Dr.  Murray 
and  bis  associates,  "  The  New  English  Dictionary," 
under  the  word  Ctar.  The  spelling  with  the  initials 
"  Ct,"  says  this  article,  is  against  the  usage  of  all 
Slavonic  languages.  The  word  was  so  spelt  by  the 
Austrian  statesman.  Baron  Kgismund  von  Herher- 
stein,  in  bis  "  Commentaries  on  Matters  in  Muscovy  " 
{Rentm  Muscovilarum  Cammexiarii),  published  in 
the  year  1549,  which  was  for  a  long  time  the  principal 
source  of  information  about  the  then  almost  unknown 
realm  of  Russia  in  Western  Europe;  and  there  it 
passed  generally  into  the  Western  languages.  In 
tome  of  them  it  is  already  old-fashioned  or  obsolete ; 
"the  German  form  is  Zar,  and  France  has  recently 
adopted  Tsar,  which  is  also  the  most  suitable  English 
spdiing.  The  eldest  son,  or  hereditary  Prince,"  con- 
tinues Dr.  Murray,  "  has  the  differentiated  title  of 
Cisarevitth,  which  is  fonned  directly  on  the  Latin 
Ctusar  (German  Kaiser),  and  not  on  any  Slavoniied 
form  of  the  word."  TsareviUh  (the  son  of  the  Tsar) 
is  no  longer  an  official  designation  in  Russia.  At  the 
moment,  the  heir  presumptive  is  not  the  son,  but  the 
younger  brother,  of  the  Tsar,  the  Grand-duke  George ; 
and  he  is  officially  styled  "the  Grand-Prince,  succes- 
sor to  the  Throne." 

At  a  recent  sale  at  Sotheby's,  in  London,  the 
"  Ingoldsby  Legends,"  with  the  rare  blank  page  in 
the  fint  volume,  brought  sixteen  pounds  five  shillings. 
It  H  one  of  the  curiosities  of  bibliomania  that  errors 
and  imperfections  should  be  valued  at  a  higher  price 
than  truth  and  completeness.  Witness  the  "  vinegar  "

Bible,  and  a  host  of  similar  instances.  Dickens' 
"Oliver  Twist  "  (first  octavo  edition,  with  wrappers 
and  advertisements)  brought  ten  pounds  seven  shillings 
sixpence;  Ruskin's  "Stones  of  Venice,"  illustrated 
by  the  author,  only  ten  pounds — the  price  at  which  it 
was  first  published  forty  years  ago  or  thereabouts. 
Since  then  it  has  not  infrequently  been  sold  at  fifty 
pounds  and  over.  1  fancy  it  is  not  appreciated  as  it 
ought  to  be  by  the  present  generation.  It  is  a  very 
model  of  clear  and  vigorous  expression,  clothed  in 
the  most  classic  English.  As  a  sample  of  style,  I 
think  it  is  to  be  preferred  to  the  "  Modern  Painters," 
though  1  am  aware  that  on  this  point  the  general 
trend  of  public  opinion  is  against  me.  Burton's  trans- 
lation of  the  "  Arabian  Night's  Entertainment," 
with  a  privately  printed  supplement,  was  sold  for 
twenty-five  pounds — nearly  three  limes  its  original 
cost.  Vtrtum. 

CHRISTINA  ROSSETTL 
The  English  literary  press  is  strikingly  unanimous  in 
appreciation  of  Christina  Rossetli's  great  gifts,  and  in 
expression  of  its  sense  of  the  loss  to  English  litera- 
ture in  her  death.  The  Literary  World  writes  as 
follows ; 

"  Looking  (D  the  quality  of  her  poetry,  Misi  Rouelli 
altuDcd  to  the  level,  «t  teut,  of  Mrs.  Browning,  wbicb 
means  Ihul  she  bu  been  excelled  by  no  English  wooian  poel. 
The  most  eiquiiile  sense  of  music  in  the  choice  and  colloca- 
tion of  woids,  and  an  elherealized  imagination  soaring  from 
the  sphere  of  the  earthly  lo  that  of  the  spirilual,  are  the 
chuacleii.lics  of  her  poems." 

This  passage  is  from  The  Acadewty  : 

"  In  perfection  of  fomi  and  melody  of  words,  her  lyrics 
■re  comparable  to  those  of  Shelley :  ibey  set  Ihemielves  to 
menial  music  ss  they  are  being  read.  No  poet  of  the  time, 
not  Tennyson  or  Swinburne — though  Iheii  range  may  Ik  far 
wider— excels  her  in  the  mere  matter  of  technique.  None 
has  such  a  pure  note,  such  a  bhd-like  sweetness." 

The  Aihenaum,  afier  grouping  Christina  Rossetti 
with  Walter  Pater  as  the  two  greatest  English  writers 
of  those  who  have  died  during  the  year,  says  of  her 
that  she 

'*  Was  not  merely  the  greatest  poel  among  English- women 
of  oui  dsy,  she  was  a  nriler  who  can  be  clashed  with  all  but 
the  very  greatest  poets  of  the  century.  Her  art  was  of  that 
admirable  kind  which  conceal)  the  process  of  ait;  never 
was  ver^e  so  careful  lo  seem  careless ;  and  she  was  not  less 
remarkable  for  the  passionate  intensity  of  her  emotion — gen- 
erally religious  emotion — than  for  the  intense  simplidly  of 
its  expression." 

And  7ke  Saturday  Review  begins  its  long  and 
sympathetic  editorial  article  with  the  following: 

■'  By  (he  death  of  Christina  Rostetti,  literature,  and  not 
English  lilFisture  alone,  loses  the  one  great  modem  poetess. 
There  is  another  English  poetess,  indeed,  who  has  gained  • 
wider  fame;  but  the  fame  of  Mrs.  Browning,  like  tlial  of  her 
conlemporaiy,  and,  one  might  almost  say,  companion,  George 
Sand,  was  of  t  lO  immediate  sod  temporary  a  kind  lo  last. 
The  leiy  feminine,  very  emotional,  work  of  Mrs.  Browning, 
which  was  really,  in  the  last  or  first  resull,  only  lileralure  of 
the  L.  E.  L  order  carried  to  its  fuitlyest  limits,  roused  a  sort 
of  wominly  enthusiasm,  io  precisely  the  same  way  as  the 
equally  feminine,  equally  emotional,  work  of  George  Sand. 
In  the  same  way,  only  in  a  les<er  degree,  all  the  women  who 
have  written  chamung  verse — and  how^Dtanr  thcrerhav* 
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boiB  Id  quite  recent  times  1 — have  won,  uid  deiervedly,  > 
censin  reputation  u  poetesses  among  poetesses.  Id  Miss 
Rostelli  we  have  a  poet  among  poets,  and  in  Miss  RosseUi 
alone.

ANALYTICAL  TABLE  OF  BOOKS 
PUBLISHED  IN  1894  (UNITED  STATES). 
During  the  year  i&q^\h^ Publitkers'  Weeify ncotded 
the  titles  of  44S4  books,  representing  the  issues  of 
the  publishers  of  the  United  States,  and  aUc  books 
imported  in  special  editions  with  an  American  im- 
print. As  heretofore,  not  only  new  books  but  new 
editions  are  included  in  this  total.  This  is  a  lower 
showing  than  for  several  years,  being  6;o  works  less 
than  recorded  in  1893,  when  the  output  amounted  to 
5134,  and  less  than  in  any  year  since  1889,  when 
only  4014  books  were  published.  Previous,  however, 
to  1889  there  were  years  when  publications  exceeded 
those  of  that  year,  but  this  was  before  the  Inter- 
national Copyright  Law,  when  one,  two,  and  often 
a  half  dozen  cheap  editions  of  the  same  work  were 
published.

There  were  i8zi  books  by  American  wiiten  mann- 
factured  in  this  country,  577  books  by  English  and 
other  foreign  authors  made  here,  and  1086  books  im- 
ported. The  largest  number  of  reprints  was  in  Hctioo, 
197.  which  falls  far  behind  last  year,  when  there  were 
S34,  The  greatest  number  of  importations  was  in 
Theology  and  Religion,  362.

THE  BOOKS  OF  1894  (GREAT  BRITAIN). 
A  comparative  glance  at  the  tables  of  books  pablithcd 
during  the  years  1893  and  1894  shows,  in  theok))tr 
and  exposition  of  the  Bible,  a  slight  increase  for  ^c 
past  year.  In  educational  woi  ks  the  number  far  1S94 
is  nearly  fifteen  per  ccat.  above  that  of  the  preced- 
ing yc^r.  In  juvenile  works  wa  have  the  seemtDgly 
extraordinary  record  of  400  ptiblication*  less  for  tkc 
past  year.  On  the  other  hand  novels  show  400  mote 
issues  far  the  same  period.  The  tmth  is  that  fiwn 
the  mere  title  it  is  frcqueMly  iinpOMible  to  tell 
whethM'  a  work  of  fiction  ia  iatended  for  the  young  or 
not  Moreover,  so-called  juveaileworksare  nowadays 
so  well  written,  that  often  tbcyittk  older  readers  qeite 
as  well  as  those  lor  whom  they  are  primarily  intended. 
We  form,  therefore,  the  triMM  ertmata  by  adding  the 
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t  for  norels  and  for  juvenite  works  together — 
mik  a»e  result  that  the  number  publUbod  ia  tound  to 
be  nearly  identical  in  the  years  1S93  and  1894.  In 
law,  tbe  books  pnblished  in  1894  br  exceed  those  at 
1893.  Tb«  same  may  he  said  of  *orks  in  politkal 
ccoMoiny,  social  science,  etc.  In  arts,  illustrated 
works,  cec,  there  is  no  increase  to  record.  Voyages, 
travels,  and  geographical  works  present  much  the 
9a^«  record  for  the  two  years.  This  is  also  the  case 
wiUi  biograi^y  and  history.  Poetry  shows  a  slight 
decline  in  number,  as  also  do  year-books.  In  modi* 
cine,  tbe  numbers  for  1893  and  1894  are  very  nearly 
the  same.  Tbe  department  of  6ei/M  Ullret  shows  a 
notable  increase ; 
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in  stories  is  too  well  known  to  need  emphasis  bere, 
and  that  it  published  more  stories  and  sketches  htm* 
Mr.  Townscnd's  pen  during  the  years  tha.t  he  con- 
tributed to  it  than  from  that  of  any  other  one  (rriter 
is  a  striking  illustration  of  its  own  acumen  and  of  the 
cleverness  and  versatility  of  its  most  welcome  guest. 
His  last  work  for  the  .^r^Mnrtr' was  a  series  of  sketches 
of  San  Francisco  Bohemian  life,  which  were  largely 
copied.  He  also  wrote  for  that  paper  one  of  tbe  two 
serials  it  haserer  published,  "The  Gales  Family  Mys- 
tery." Mr.  Townsend  was  bom  in  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
and  began  newspaper  work  in  Virginia  Ciiy/bM 
soon  drifted  to  San  Francisco,  and,  as  birthplace  cuts 
no  Agure  on  the  Western  slope,  is  in  every  sense  a 
notable  Califomian  type :  with  bis  lack  of  conven- 
tionality, his  snap,  virility,  breitdih  and  facility.  In 
addition  to  general  newspaper  woik,  he  was  at  one 
time  business  manager  of  the  Examintr.  About 
four  years  ago  be  went  to  Washington  as  correspond- 
ent of  a  Sin  Francisco  paper,  and  from  there  came 
10  New  York  and  to  the  Sun.  Scribner's  recently 
published  one  of  his  East  Side  sketches,  and  fyarpfr's 
V{iung  Piopli,  in  its  prospectus  for  189;,  announces 
four  stories  from  his  pen  dealing  wiih  the  newsboy 
characler.  He  also  has;a  novel  in  prospect  which 
hds  an  amount  of  plot  calcuUted  to  stagger  our  cur* 
rent  fictionistofthesimpteandstraight forward  method, 
and  dealing  with  a  field  which  he  bids  fair  to  make 
as  notably  bis  own  as  other  writers  have  made  other 
fields  more  brilliantly  jeweled  by  nature  than  the 
East  Side  of  New  York  City.

Ballard  Smith  said  of 
the  "  Chimatie  Fadden  "  papers,  when  they  were  run- 
vtf^  in  the  Ntmi  York  Sun,  that  never  in  his  news- 
pspt*  experience  had  anything  of  the  sort  made  such 
aUt.  Men  would  carry  them  to  fashionable  dinner* 
to  wad  aloHd  alter  the  ladies  had  left  the  table,  and 
it  ons  always  safe  to  assems  on  Sunday  mornings 
ihtt  more  than  one  \>U*i  club  man  was  daUvertng 
Ike  hiesi  from  hia  window  or  comer.  They  at*  nn- 
^Mitaiingly  conceded  to  be  the  best  studies  from'  tbe 
E>M  Side  ever  made.  Mr.  Townsend  not  only 
tMied  his  types  from  life,  but  brought  to  the  task  of 
rapMlaction  the  pen  of  the  skilled  story-writer  and  a 
'■'Uliaat  and  ^ile  mind.  For  a  number  of  years

REAL  PEOPLE  WHO  FIGURE  IN  NOVELS. 
U  James  McNeill  Whistler  thinks  he  is  establishing 
a  precedent  by  objecting  to  tbe  caricature  of  him- 
self in  Du  Mauher's  novel,  "  Trilby."  he  is  very 
much  mistaken.  The  whole  range  of  literature  is  re- 
plete with  instances  of  living  people  figuring  promi- 
nently in  fiction,  some  of  whom,  be  said,  are  even 
more  prominent  in  the  world's  regard  than  Mr. 
Whistler. 

Most  people  will  remember  the  publicadon  of 
"  Cape  Cod  Folks, "  which  brought  on  a  lawsuit  be- 
cause of  the  too  accurate  drawing  of  the  character- 
istics of  living  people.  To  go  further  back,  Thackeray 
was  noted  (or  tbe  way  in  which  be  used  his  friends 
and  enemies.  Some  of  his  Isy  figures  were  ofTended ; 
others  the  reverse. 

He  made  fun  of   Bulwer    in    the  "Yellow-PiuBh 
Papers, "  under  the  name  of  Bulwig.     He  drew  upon 
himself  the     indignation    of   his    Irish    friends    by 
calling  one  of  his  characters— a  murderess— Cather- 
ine Hayei.    Catherine  Hayes  was  a  celebrated  song- 
stress, bence  the  objection.      His  Foker  was    drawr* 
from  Andrew  Archdehne.  who  never  psrdoaed  t^  m^ 
personation.    His  Portman   was   the  celebrated    I>r. 
Cornish,  and  even  Edmund  Vatcs  l^wed  as  yout^g 
Crubstreet,  in  tbe  -  Virginians."     Thackeray  hvwweU 
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«>id  that  Cobiigan,  in  "The  Roundabout  Papers," 
was  manufactured  from  several  live  persons. 

The  supposition  that  Choiles  Dickens's  father  was 
the  original  of  Mr.  Micawber  is  well  known,  as  it  is 
also  the  one  that  Mrs.  Nickleby  was  drawn  from  the 
moiher  of  the  novelist  Walter  Savage  Landor  and 
Dickens  had  a  decided  misunderstanding  because  the 
former  recognized  himself  as  Boythorn,  in  "  Bleak 
House."  Leigh  Hunt  also  represented  the  fact  that 
Harold  Skimpole  was  drawn  from  himself.  Even 
Dickens's  bic^rapher,  Forster,  has  Agured  as  a  lay 

Nathaniel  Hawthorne  had  no  end  of  trouble  to 
convince  a  constantly  increasing  race  of  Pyncheons 
that  the  Judge  of  that  name  in  "  The  House  of  Seven 
Cables"  was  not  drawn  from  a  living  person. 
Charlotte  Bronte  drew  living  pictures  in  "  Shirley" 
to  such  an  extent  that  people  recogniied  and  called 
«ach  other  by  their  new  or  "  novel"  names.  George 
Lewes  was  assumed  to  be  the  original  of  George 
Eliot's  Mr.  Casaubon  in  "  Middlemarch." 

Dante  wrote  his  Enemies  in  Hell  and  Michael 
Angelo  painted  them  in.  Dryden  was  noted  for  his 
satires  on  living  persons.  Pope  actually  erased  the 
name  of  one  of  his  characters  and  put  Colley 
Gibber's  in  its  place.  Byron  heavily  scared  his 
critics  and  Bulwer  did  a  like  office  (or  Tennyson. 
Balwer  was  rather  accomplished  in  this  respect. 
He  satirized  the  Anthenxum  magazine  in  "  Paul 
Clifford."  Even  George  IV,  of  England  was  depicted 
as  the  keeper  of  a  low  den  in  the  same  navel. 

Tennyson  repaid  Bulwer  his  onslaughts  both  in 
"A  Character"  and  in  "The  New  Timon  and  the 
Poets."  Capt.  Marryat,  who  wrote  such  humorous 
naval  stories,  notably  "  Peter  Simple."  once  sent  a 
challenge  to  Prof.  Maurice  because  the  latter  used  his 
■name  fora  character  in  "  Eustace  Conway,"  Brown* 
ing  scored  Wordsworth  in  "  The  Lost  Leader."  He 
also,  at  various  times  in  bis  career,  caricatured 
Cardinal  Wiseman,  Napoleon  III  and  John  Home, 
the  spiritualist.  The  latter  figured  as  Sludge,  the 
Medium.  Even  our  own  Whittier  made  Daniel 
Webster  figure  in  one  of  his  compositions. 

Mme.  de  SlaBI  drew  Talleyrand's  characteristics  so 
pointedly  that  the  portrait  was  recognised  by  the 
French  statesman,  who  resented  it  in  one  of  his 
famous  mots.  When  Alfred  de  Musset  and  George 
Sand  returned  from  their  escapade  into  Italy  tbey 
proceeded  to  score  each  other  in  novels  they  soon 
after  printed.  Mrs.  Gore,  Mrs.  TroUope  and  Lady 
Morgan  used  the  personal  element  repeatedly,  while 
to  come  upon  the  real  intention  of  Disraeli's  novels 
requires  a  key  bringing  in  the  names  of  many 
prominent  people  in  England. 

The  authors  who  can  be  recognlied  in  their  own 
work  are  legion.  Goldsmith  painted  himself  in  "The 
Good  Natured  Man."  Fielding  was  the  original  of 
Tom  Jones,  Capt.  Farquhar  was  Sir  Harry  Wildair, 
Jean  Jacques  Rousseau  depicted  himself  in  "Heloise," 
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Goethe  was  Werther,  Hawthorne  can  be  seen  m 
Miles  Cloverdale,  while  Byron  was  Childe  Harola 
beyond  shadow  of  doubt. 

What  was  called  the  "gloomy  grand"  of  litenUote 
had  great  vogue  in  Byron's  time  and  he  had  many 
imitators  of  his  method  of  depicting  himself.  AJfred 
de  Musset  has  done  something  of  the  same  thing. 
Mme.  de  Stael  depicted  herself  in  "Corinne"  and 
"Delphi  ne,"and  a  perfectly  recognisable  portrait  of 
Thackeray  is  found  in  "Pendennis."  Dr.  Holland 
was  imagined  to  be  the  original  of  the  villain  in  his 
novel  "  Bitter  Sweet,"  and  it  was  strongly  ioNStcd 
upon  for  awhile  that  Amelie  Rives  Chanler  drew 
herself  in  the  hysterical  heroine  of  "The  Qukk>oc 
the  Dead."  Charles  Reade  drew  Rolfe  from  his  own 
character  and  acknowledged  it.  Charlotte  BronlE 
was  Jane  Eyre,  and  George  Eliot  was  a  composite 
of  Romola,  Maggie  Tulliver  and  possibly  Dorothea. 

Of  all  authors  Sir  Walter  Scott  was  the  most 
honest.  He  tells  us  in  his  prefaces  just  where  he 
obtained  his  characters,  even  going  so  far  as  to  men- 
tion the  names  of  the  originals.  The  very  latest 
phase  of  this  element  in  fiction,  barring  "  Trilby," 
is  "Sherlock  Holmes."  How  Conan  Doyle  founded 
the  famous  detictive  on  a  Scotch  professor  has  been 
told  again  and  again,  but  it  adds  further  evidence 
to  that  already  submitted,  that  most  great  cfaaracten 
of  fiction  are  taken  from  real,  living  characters.

The  banquet  which  the  Vice -Chancellor  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oxford  gave  to  celebrate  the  completion 
of  Sir  William  Hunter's  "Rulers  of  India"  series 
brought  together  a  very  remarkable  group  of  men. 
The  contributors  to  the  six-and-iwenty  volumes 
include  some  of  the  most  distinguished  of  the  Gov- 
ernors who  have  in  our  day  ruled  Indian  provinces, 
and  the  extraordinary  success  of  the  series  proves 
that  modern  Englishmen  who  know  how  to  rale, 
know  also  how  to  write.  Sir  William  Hanter's 
scheme  was  to  take  a  central  figure  for  each  stage  in 
the  development  of  our  Indian  Empire,  and  so  to 
fill  in  around  some  striking  personality  the  events  of 
a  period.  The  result  is  at  once  the  truest  and  the 
most  fascinating  history  of  India  that  has  ever  been 
written.  The  poplar  price  at  which  the  IkaverHty 
Press  determined  to  issue  the  series  has  made  it  a 
labor  of  love,  rather  than  of  profit,  alike  to  the  editcw, 
the  contributors,  and  the  Press  itself.  Among  the 
authors  are  a  late  Governor  of  Bombay,  late  Lieuie- 
uant -Governors  of  the  Punjab,  Bengal,  and  the  North- 
western Provinces,  the  son  of  a  former  Governor- 
General,  the  private  secretary  of  another,  and  varions 
chiefs  of  the  British  control  of  great  native  States. 
The  smooth  regularity  with  which  the  volumes  have 
followed  each  other,  and  the  unity  of  design  and 
displayed  by  the  wholf,  curiously  illustrate 
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the  power  which  Indian  admioutratars  poatess  of 
working  together  for  a  common  purpose.  Among  the 
disltitgaisbed  English  iittiraUurs  called  in  to  sup* 
plemeot  what  may  almost  be  called  the  pro-consular 
staff,  was  the  late  Sir  John  Seeley,  whose  failing  health 
prevented  him  from  completing  his  task,  and  Mrs. 
Thackeray  Ritchie,  whose  "  Lord  Amherst"  recalls 
her  felicitous  touches  in  "  Old  Kensington."

Symonds  is  compoicd  with  so  careful  and  so  success- 
ful a  reticence  on  the  pan  of  the  author,  that  it  is  not 
at  first  sight  obvious  how  much  its  concealment  of  art 
is  a  conscious  subtlety  in  art.  It  is  a  painful,  a 
tragic,  book,  this  record  of  what  Symonds  calls  "  my 
chequered,  confused,  and  morally  perturbed  exist- 
ence," and  yet  at  the  same  time  an  inspiring,  an 
exhilarating  book,  which  quickens  one  with  a  sense 
of  the  pos^bilities  of  life  by  its  revelation  of  the 
charm,  the  courage,  the  nobility,  the  fixed  aim,  the 
endlessly  thwarted  and  undaunted  endeavor  of  a 
human  spirit  "to  live  resolvedly  in  the  Whole,  the 
Go3d,  the  True."  To  those  who  knew  and  loved  the 
man,  it  calls  up,  not  merely  the  blithe  companion  of 
any  hour's  adventure,  but  the  real,  suffering  and 
sympathetic  individuality  that  lay  deeper ;  and  it 
recalls  that  memory  with  almost  intolerable  vivid* 
ness. 

In  the  early  part  of  1889  Symonds  wrote  an 
AutotHography,  which  he  himself  considered  the 
best  piece  of  literary  work  he  had  ever  done. 
A  good  deal,  especially  of  the  earlier  pait  ol 
this  Autobiography  is  incorporated  in  Mr.  Brown's 
volumes,  and  we  are  inclined  to  think  that  Symonds 
was  right  in  his  estimate  of  it.  It  i^  full  of  curious 
lelf-analysis  of  a  nature  which  realizes  itself  to  be 
"impenetrably  reserved  in  the  depths  of  myself, 
rhetorically  candid  on  the  surface."  lliat,  indeed, 
was  Symonds'  attitude  through  life ;  and  (strange, 
contradictory,  as  the  man  was  in  all  things)  even  more 
so  at  the  beginning  than  at  the  end  of  his  career. 

Symonds'  detailed  estimate  of  his  own  literary 
capacities  and  acquirements,  in  the  Autobiography,  is 
somewhat  cruelly  just; 

"  HaTJDg  an  active  brain  and  a  lively  curiosity,  I  wai 
alwayii  acquiring  information,  while  the  defect  of  my 
relenlive  power  made  me  continually  lose  ibc  larger  portioD 
of  it.  Yel  in  this  way  my  inlelleclual  fumllure  grew  to  b«  a 
vague,  ill  digaled,  inaccurate  mass,  ticb  in  possibilities,  but 
poor  in  solid  stuff.  •  ■  *  I  cinnot  learn  auything  syste- 
matically. Grimmai,  logic,  political  economy,  the  etaci 
sciencea,  offered  insuperable  difiicuUies  to  my  mind.  The 
retuii  is,  that  I  know  nothing  thoroughly,  and  I  do  not  think 
this  is  so  moch  dn<  10  laaness  as  to  cerebral  incapacity. 
•  •  *  Retentive  receptivity  is  the  quality  I  claim.  Com- 
bined with  a  moderate  estimate  of  my  own  powers  and  a  fair 
share  of  common  sense,  logelher  wiih  an  active  cnriouty, 
this  receptive  and  retentiva  susceptibility  10  various  ol^ects 
and  emotions  has  given  a  certain  brea>]lb,  a  certain  calbolidty, 
a  cerlain  commonplaceness,  to  my  arilhetic  conclusions. 

"  Mj  powers  of  expression  were  considerable,  yet  not 
of  liril  rate  quality.  Vaughan,  at  Harrow,  told  me  the  truth 
when  he  said  thai  my  besetting  sin  was  'fatal  facility.'  I 
slrugsled  long  to  conquer  fluency.  Still,  I  have  not  suc- 
ceeded. 1  find  a  pleasure  in  expression  for  its  own  sake; 
bat  1  have  not  the  inevitable  touch  of  the  trve  poet,  the 


unconquerable  palience  of  tbe  conscious  artist.  As  in  otber 
matters,  io  here,  I  tried  to  make  the  best  of  my  defects.  Coa- 
centriiion  lies  beyond  my  grasp.  Tbe  right  words  do  iKit 
fall  into  the  right  places  at  my  bidding.  I  have  written  few 
good  patagrapbi,  and  possibly  no  single  perfect  line." 

Not  a  word  need  be  added,  nor  a  word  altered,  in 
this  unsparing  self^riticism.  In  truth,  Symonds  was 
neither  a  scholar  nor  an  artist.  What  he  possessed, 
however,  was  an  extraordinarily  interesting  and  unu- 
sual personality,  which,  gradually  outgrowing  the 
reserve  and  speculation  of  the  earlier  years,  came  at 
last  to  be  intensely  vivid,  human,  and  acutely  in 
toufh  with  humanity.    In  1877  he  writes  in  a  letter; 

"  I,  for  my  pan,  try  to  live  without  asking  many  qnestions. 
I  do  not  want  to  be  indifferent  to  the  great  problems  of  mor- 
als, immortality  and  the  soul;  but  I  want  lo  Icam  to  be  as 
happy  as  my  health  and  passions  will  allow  me,  without  rais- 
ing quesliona  I  am  convioced  no  one  will  ever  answer  froo 
our  human  standpoint." 

It  was  a  sort  of  awakening,  this  more  human  view 
of  life ,  and,  this  sense  of  reality  once  finnly  appre- 
hended, be  could  write,  as  he  does  in  one  of  his  latest 
letters: 

■'  With  me  life  bums  ever  more  intense  as  my  real  strength 
wanes  and  my  days  decrease.  It  seems  to  me  sometimes 
awful — the  pace  at  which  I  live  in  feeling — inversely  lo  tbe 
pace  at  which  myself  is  ebbing  to  aonibilatioD." 

Gradually,  therefore,  a  new  estimate  of  the  value, 
not  merely  of  such  literature  as  he  could  write,  but  of 
literature  itself,  formed  itself  in  his  mind ;  and  imited 
with  that  other  feeling  of  powerlessness  in  still  further 
discouraging  him  from  too  keen  a  following  of  art  and 
the  rewards  of  art.  A  passage  which  we  quote  from 
an  unpublished  letter  gives  characteristic  expression 
to  this  view  of  things : 

"  Vou  are  quite'right  lo  regatd  att.lkeiMu  e,  as  the  Dob'est 
function  of  your  life.  What  I  gently  said,  and  sontewbat 
cynically,  perhaps,  lo  the  contrary,  ii  very  much  the  result  of 
a  long  experience  in  renunciation  and  palience,  the  like  cf 
which  you  have  not  yet  bad  to  undergo.  I  think  it  best  fix 
men  lo  arm  themselves  with  Stoicism  as  regards  tuccras 
(either  external,  or  in  proportion  to  their  own  ideals),  and  to 
maintain  as  a  guiding  principle  what  is  the  ultimate  bcl— 
namely,  that  art  and  literature  are  and  never  cui  be  more 
Ihan  functions  of  human  life.     Life  therefore  first." 

"  Life  therefore  first."  Symonds  was  right ;  and  it 
was  the  life  in  him,  tlie  personality,  that  gave  the  man 
his  real  interest,  his  real  fascination.  But  either  he 
did  not  realize,  or  realized  too  late,  that  where  he 
might  have  added  something  vital  to  literature  was 
piecisely  in  the  record  of  this  passionate  comraunion 
with  life.  Perhaps,  alter  all,  "  the  right  word  "  would 
never  have  "  fallen  into  the  right  place."  But,  judg- 
ing by  the  few  personal  things  that  he  did,  and  by 
what  we  are  allowed  to  read  of  that  Autobiography, 
which  is  not  likely  at  present  to  be  published  in  its 
entirety,  he  might  have  done  much ;  he  would  cer- 
tainly have  done  something  more  essentially  valnaNe 
than  the  never  quite  satisfying  contributions  to  gen- 
eral culture,  to  which  the  main  part  of  his  life  was  | 
devoted.  But,  as  we  have  said,  all  this  work  was  in 
part  an  escape,  an  escape  from  himself;  and  the 
"]ife"which  he  placed  before  "literature"  was  in 
part  also  an  escape  in  anothjw  direction.  Never 
D,gt7=dbyC-.OO^^IC 
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"  truly  reconciled  either  with  life  or  with  himself,"  he 
chose  the  simpler  task  of  writing  the  History  of  the 
Renaissance,  rather  than  the  perhaps  impossible  one 
of  writing  the  history  of  his  own  soul.

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LA  FAYETTE  IN   OUR  REVOLUTION. 

Tmk  Marquis  dk  La  Favette  in  thb  American 
Rkvolutiuk,  With  some  account  of  the  Attitude  of 
Fraoee  toward  the  War  of  lodependence.  By  Charle- 
nugoe  Tower.Jr.,  LL.  D.  Two  Tolumei.  454,  537  pp. 
Indexed.  8to,  »6.oo;  b])inail,|6.52. 
The  story  of  theMarquis  de  La  Fayetlein  the  American 
Revolution  is  more  comprehensive  than  at  first 
thought  appears,  and  the  reader  has  not  gone  far  in 
Mr.  Tower's  first  volume  before  he  perceives  how 
much  the  subject  involves  and  upon  bow  large  a  can- 
vas the  artist  has  projected  his  picture.  Reading 
further  be  perceives  as  well  in  what  just  proportion 
the  picture  has  been  composed,  to  give  its  due  import- 
ance to  every  part,  while  maintaining  always  the 
prominence  of  the  central  and  representative  figure. 
For  La  Fayette's  career  in  America  was  peculiar  in 
this,  that  while  his  coming  here  was  entirely  a  per- 
sonal  and  individual  impulse,  unconnected  with,  and 
even  at  the  first  opposed  to  the  public  policy  of  bis 
nation,  he  became  in  a  peculiar  way  the  representa- 
tive of  French  sympathy  and  aid — that  sympathy  and 
aid  without  which,  in  all  probability,  American 
independence  could  not  at  the  time  have  been 
achieved.  This  distinctive  poHtion,  it  must  also  be 
said,  was  acquired  by  La  Fayette  entirely  by  his  per- 
sonal character,  so  that  one  who  attempts  to  relate 
his  career  in  America  has  to  present  a  brilliant  indi- 
vidual biography,  yet  to  present  it  constantly  in  inti- 
mate relation  with  a  Itistoty  Of  national  policy  of  the 
widest  and  moM  far-reaching  results. 

Mr.  Tower's  work  has  thus  a  double  subject,  as 
expressed  in  the  title.  La  Fayette's  personal 
biography  has  at  lint  but  little  to  do  with  the 
attitude  of  France  towards  the  war  of  independence  ; 
and  yet  the  two  strands  of  the  narrative  run  parallel, 
and  with  the  completion  of  the  alliance  they  became 
united,  and  we  follow  the  history  of  the  war,  both 
military  and  political,  as  it  was  seen  by  La  Fayette — 
an  international  standpoint  that  presents  the  widest 
possible  view,  tt  is  the  author's  great  achievement, 
to  have  given  unity  to  this  complex  subject,  an 
achievement  made  possible  only  by  exact  and  com- 
plete knowledge  and  a  broad  and  comprehensive 
intellectual  grasp.  The  ground  is  covered  so  thor- 
ODghty  that  there  is  nothing  left  to  be  added,  and  yet, 
with  all  its  detail,  the  work  is  so  well  proportioned,  so 
just  in  tone,  to  clear  and  virile  and  so  fluent  and 
bright  in  style,  and  with  the  personal  element  so  dis. 
ctiminatingly  accented,  that  it  will  be  found  to  possess 
a  fascinating  interest. 

It  is  a  Urge  work,  lai^ely  and  broadly  done,  not 
on  ly  with  accuracy  of  scholarship  but  with  a  personal 


interest  and  sympathy  that  will  give  it  enduring 
vitality,  alike  as  a  record  of  the  French  alliance  and 
as  a  memorial  of  that  brilliant  young  figure  the  magic 
of  whose  name  will  always  stir  a  responsive  emotion 
in  the  two  Republics.  Philadelphia  Times.

He  was 
graduated  from  Harvard  University  in  the  class  of 
■  8/!. 

Upon  leaving  Cambridge  he  went  to  Eurofie  with 
the  purpose  of  studying  History,  Modern  Languages 
and  Literature.  He  spent  the  year  1S73  in  Spain, 
attending  lectures  at  the  University  of  Madrid ;  in 
1874  he  studied  at  Paris  and  at  Tours,  in  France;  in 
187s  ^*  continued  his  course  of  study  in  Germany,  at 
Frank  fort-on-tke-Mun.  Suhsequently^he  travded 
D,gt7=dbyC-.(.)t)'^le 
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through  Denmark,  Norway  and  Sweden,  and  tnv- 
ersed  Russia  from  St,  Petersburg  to  Ibe  Black  Sea,  to 
visit  the  scene  of  the  Crimean  War,  He  went  also 
to  Constantiaople  and  through  Syria  to  Jerusalem, 
and  after  having  spent  some  lime  in  Greece,  he  went 
to  Egypt  and  ascended  tfae,Nile  into  Nubia.

He  re- 
turned in  1887  to  Philadelphia  where  he  now  resides, 
Mr.  Tower  is  a  Trustee  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, Vice-President  of  the  Historical  Society  of 
Pennsylvania,  a  member  of  the  Academy  of  Natural 
Sciences,  of  the  Numismalic  Society,  and  of  the  Ameri- 
can Institute  of  Mining  Engineers ;  he  is  a  Director 
of  the  Lehigh  Coal  and  Navigation  Company  and  of 
the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Coal  and  Iron  Com- 
pany. He  received  the  degree  of  LL.  D.,  from 
Lafayette  College.

"THE  MANXMAN'S-'  SUCCESSOR. 

A  Son  of  Hagar.  By  Hall  Caine.  Illustrated  by 
Albert  Hencke.

Hall  Caine's  new  novel,  issued  last  week,  has  been 
impatiently  aw^ted  by  the  public  since  the  aitnouDce- 
ment  of  a  month  ago  that  it  was  in  press.  The  result 
will  doubtless  disappoint— at  first.  It  may  be  a  dis- 
appointment to  the  mass.  "  The  Manxman  "  is  a 
straight,  clean-cut  story,  with  few  characters.  "Tht 
Son  of  Hagar ''  has  many  characters,  and  a  most 
involved  plot,  which  will  bother  the  swift  reader.  To 
this  is  added  plenty  of  dialect,  for  the  story  is  of  the 
humbler  classes,  mainly  Cumbrian  peasants.  Mr. 
Caine  explains  that  in  his  first  novel,  "  The  Shadow 
of  a  Crime,"  he  "tried  to  penelratt 
into  the  soul  of  a  brave,  unselfish, 
long-suffering  man,  and  to  lay  bare 
the  processes  by  which  he  raised 
himself  to  the  great  hught  of  self- 
sacrifice.  In  this  novel  the  aim 
has  been  to  penetrate  into  the  sool 
of  a  bad  man,  and  to  lay  bare  the 
processes  by  which  he  is  tempted 
to  his  fall."  No  matter  bow  well 
the  latter  may  be  done,  it  cannot 
have  the  interest  of  the  former.

Mr.  Hall  Caine  has  found  a  portion  of  a  remarkable 
Manx  ballad,  which  will  be  interesting  to  the  student 
of  myth  as  well  as  to  the  [student  of  poetry.    There    | 
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appears  to  be  no  record  in  the  Isle  of  Man  that  it  has 
ever  been  written  before,  and  Mr.  Caine  picked  it  up 
and  pieced  it  together  in  its  native   lon^c  from   the 
recollections  of  the  older  fishermen  of  Peel.     He  has 
made  an  English  version  which  has  no  claim  whatever 
10  be  literal,  though  the  burden  and  metre  and  many 
of  the  lines  come  direct  from  the  broken  and  incom- 
plete Manx  original.    The  stoiy  is  of  the  phantom 
ship    family  of   legend,    which  is    common    to  all 
Scandinavian    countries,    though    the    Manx 
rariant  appears  to  be  the  most  rounded  and 
complete   of  any  yet  found.    The  English  bal- 
lad, which  bears  the  title  of  the  Manx  frag- 
ment,   "Craih    my    Chree"  {"Love   of  my 
Heart"),  has  appeared  m  the  A":  K  World. 


The  easiest  sort  of  criticism  is  the  kind  that  tells 
how  many  things  the  writer  discussed  is  not.  It  is 
possible  to  write  a  periectly  true  criticism  of  the  beat 
novelist  who  ever  wrote  on  this  basis,  and  make  it 
"scathing'' ;  but  it  would  not  be  just.  For  instance, 
how  easy  it  would  be  to  enumerate  all  the  virtues  of 
Hawthorne  and  show  that  Fielding  did  not  possess  a 
single  one  of  them ;  but  no  sane  man  would  consider 
that  a  test  of  the  merits  of  Fielding.

Of  the  twenty-three  novels  that  F.  Marion 
Crawford    has    published    the    writer    recalls 
only  two   that  he    did    not    read    with   what      "■  ^• 
is    usually     called     "  absorbing    interest " — 
"Khaled"    and    "The    Witch   of  Prague."      He 
may  have  had  very  decided    opinions    as    to   the 
varying  literary  merit  of  this  long  list  of  books,  but 
never  but  one  opinion  as  to  their  power  of  catching 
hold  of  a  reader  at  the  start  and  keeping  him  down 
to  business  till  the  last  page.    In  them  all  he  does  not 
remember  that  the  author  has  consciously  or  uncon- 
sciously duplicated  a  single  dramatic  situation.    If 
any  writer  of  fiction  in  English  during  the  past  decade 
has  shown  an  equal  fertility  of  invention  the  present 
writer  cannot  name  him.

The  writer,  therefore,  prefers  to  say  that,  as  an 
inventor  of  plots  and  a  teller  of  entrancing  tales,  Mr. 
Crawford  has  to-day  few  equals.  He  has  many  other 
pleasing  qualities  as  a  writer  in  unequal  degrees,  but 
here  he  is  supreme. 

The  latest  exhibition  of  Mr.  Crawford's  skill  in  this 
direction  is  "  The  Ralstons,''  a  very  long  novel  which 
succeeds  in  holding  your  attention  in  spite  of  an  unus- 
ual number  of  digressions  which  seem  to  delay  the  plot. 

It  is  not  an  agreeable  story — the  bickerings  of  the 
Lauderdale  family  being  frequent  and  exceedingly 
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irritating.  But  it  is  something  of  an  achievement  to 
show  the  strange  results  of  an  inherited  family  temper 
working  in  different  personalities.  There  is  a  great 
deal  of  truth  in  this  presentation  of  a  strong  family 
trait— one  of  the  kind  which  makes  the  members  ol 
the  family  charming  people  to  outsiders,  but  very 
annoying  to  each  other.  They  have  a  keen  apprecia- 
tion of  each  other's  virtues,  but  bring  them  together 
and  their  eccentricities  clash.  They  know  it  is  fool- 
ish, but  for  their  lives  they  cannot  change  it.

"  In  the  Heart  of  the  Bitter- Root  Mountains,"  by 
"  Heclawa"  (A.  L.  A.  Himmelwrigbt),  b  noteworthy 
as  containing  probably  the  best  map  ever  published 
of  the  huge  nest  of  mountains  in  central  Idaho,  west 
of  the  main  ridge  which  forms  the  divide  between 
that  State  and  Montana,  though  the  scale  is  too  small 
to  show  much  detail.    The  best  map  we  have  between 
Lewis  and  Clark's  (published  in  1814)  and  this  one  of 
Mr,  Himmel Wright's,  is  a  scarcely  known 
sheet,  twenty-five  miles  to   the    inch,  by 
George  Benson  Nicholson,  1866,  published 
with  a  pamphlet  of  the  Northwestern  Uai- 
veraity  of  Illinois,  May    I,  1887,  by  Prof. 
Oliver    Marcy,    entitled    "  The    Lou    Lon 
,  Trail."    None  of  the  various  other  maps  we 
,.have  examined — both  civil  and  military— 
are  of  the  slightest  value,  for  it  is  a  bet 
that  an  area  in  Idaho  lai^r  than  some 
of  our  States  is  less  known  geographically 
than  some  equal  areas  in  Central  Africa, 
and  within  the  arctic  circle.     Mr.  Himmel- 
wright'a  book  is  the    story  of  the  Carlio 
hunting  party  in  that  region,  which  acquired 
such  sensational  notoriety  a  year  or  so  ago 
from  the  distressing  incident  of  the  aban- 
donment of  a  cook,  moribund  with  nrxmia.

As  far  as  we  have  been  able  te 
test  its  accuracy  we  have  rarely  found  it  wanting, 
and  the  mistakes  are  of  an  insignificant  kind.  The 
volume,  as  the  title  implies,  is  both  a  Cydopsdia  and 
a  Dictionary,  and  "comprises  not  only  names  in 
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bic^rapby  and  geography,  but  also  names  of  races 
ftDd  tribes,  mythological  and  legendary  persons  and 
places,  characters  and  objects  in  liction,  siars  and 
constellations,  notable  buildings  and  archasological 
monuments,  works  of  art,  institutions  (academies, 
universities,  societies,  le^slative  bodies,  orders,  clubs, 
etc..)  historical  events  (wars,  batdes,  treaties,  con- 
ventions, etc.,)  sects,  parties,  noted  streets  and 
squares,  books,  plays,  operas,  and  even  celebrated 
gems,  vessels  (warships,  yachts,  etc.,)  and  horses. 
Pseudonyms  also  which  have  literary  importance  are 
included."  The  mass  of  condensed  information  which 
the  Cyclopsedia  contains  on  all  subjects  and  through- 
out nil  ages  is  extraordinary,  and  any  one  who  has 
neither  time  nor  inclination  for  reading— though 
where  the  inclination  exists,  time  will  always  be 
found — may  leam  something  about  everything  in 
these  pages,  from  the  Shepherd  Kings  of  Egypt  to  the 
Whitechapel  murders.  To  the  English  student,  the 
most  prominent  defect  of  the  volume  is  the  American 
spelling,  which  offends  his  eye  upon  every  page. 
Why  will  not  London  publishers  make  a  stand  against 
this  detestable  innovation  ?

MR.  SALA'S  MANY  MEMORIES. 

The  Life  and  Adventures  of  George  Augustus 
Sala.  WritlCD  by  himself.  Id  two  volumes.  With 
poT'™'-  379>  3^' PP*  Indexed.

Mr.  Sala  has  his  critics  absolutely  at  his  mercy  from 
the  veiy  beginning.  There  are  many  obvious  things 
to  be  said  about  his  book,  but  he  has  anticipated 
them.  He  is  so  frank  and  particular  in  stating  and 
reiterating  his  own  faults  as  a  writer  and  the  deficien- 
cies of  his  autobiography  that  there  is  very  little  left 
for  the  most  hostile  reviewer  to  say  on  those  heads 
without  using  quotation  marks.  He  begins  by 
announcing  Aat  he  intends  to  use  the  big  "  1  "  con- 
tinually and  without  shame ;  he  admits  that  bis  lite- 
rary style  is  turgid  and  that  he  has  a  tendency  toward 
pompous  phrases  and  long  words,  and  he  is  confident 
that  he  is  not  a  man  of  genius,  and  that  he  is  not 
even  celebrated.  Indeed,  the  irritated  reviewer, 
determined  to  find  a  vulnerable  point  in  Mr.  Sala's 
well-made  armor,  may  even  be  inclined  to  deny  these 
statements,  and  as  be  reads  page  after  page  and  6nds 
that  hisinterest  in  these  memoirs  growsand grows,  to 
accuse  the  author  of  false  modesty,  which  is  a  most 
reprehensible  trait.  To  be  sure,  Mr.  Sala  is  not  pro- 
found or  always  logical,  but  he  is  mightily  entert^ning. 
Sala  was  the  youngest  child  of  a  gentleman  of  Ital- 
ian descent  resident  in  London,  and  the  daughter  of  a 
West  Indian  planter.  There  were  thirteen  children 
ID  all,  but  only  five  survived  at  the  time  of  his  birth, 
in  1828.  His  father  died  a  few  weeks  after  George 
Augustus  was  bom,  and  the  mother  had  a  hard  time 
to  support  her  little  brood.  She  was  a  teacher  of 
music  and  a  singer  and  stage  performer  of  some  little 
repute,  and  she  depended  greatly  upon  the  patronage 
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of  royalty  and  nobility  for  her  living.  The  boy  was 
weak  and  sickly.  He  early  lost  the  use  of  one  of  his 
eyes,  and  although  now,  in  his  sixty-seventh  year,  he 
is  in  the  possession  of  all  his  mental  faculties,  and 
still  capable  of  much  hard  work,  he  says  he  has  never 
been  strong. 

Much  of  his  mother's  life  was  passed  in  the  theatre, 
and  so  George  Augustus  received  part  of  his  desul- 
tory education  in  the  greenroom  and  by  the  prompt- 
er's box.  He  knew  French  and  Latin  and  Greek  be* 
fore  he  was  grounded  in  English,  and  he  declares  that 
he  never  was  properly  taught  the  language  he  has 
used  so  fluently  for  half  a  century.  He  had  few  play* 
mates  of  his  own  age,  but  he  had  a  toy  theatre  and 
he  wrote  toy  plays.  He  was  for  some  time  at  school 
in  France.  He  early  developed  a  knack  of  drawing 
and  coloring,  and  his  first  remunerative  work  was  as  a 
draughtsman.  He  was  by  turns  a  scene  painter,  a 
mural  decorator,  and  an  engraver.  In  his  boyhood 
he  knew  many  actors,  artists,  musicians,  and  men  of 
letters,  and  he  was  an  omivorous  reader. 

His  brother  Charles  took  to  the  stage  under  the 
name  of  Wynne,  and  with  him  George  Augustus 
wrote  a  pantomime  that  was  performed  and  an 
operetta  that  was  sent  to  limbo.  The  idea  o(  writing 
for  his  living,  however,  did  not  occur  to  him  in  his 
early  youth,  for  other  professions  then  seemed  more 
accessible,  and  although  he  seems  to  have  had  some 
taste  for  music,  yet  his  liking  for  the  tine  arts  was 
greater.  It  is  a  familiar  matter  of  record  that  he 
decorated  the  walls  of  the  famous  restaurant  of  Soyer, 
in  the  London  Exhibition  of  i8;i,  with  caricatures 
of  the  great  personages  of  the  day,  and  that  he  did 
much  of  the  drawing  in  a  well-remembered  panoramic 
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view  of  the  funeral  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington.  But 
by  that  time  he  had  obtained  considerable  experience 
as  a  writer,  particularly  of  short  graphic  sketches  of 
London  life,  and  spicy  paragraphs  about  the  theatre. 
He  made  pictures  for  Albert  Smith's  JUan  in  the 
Moon,  a  hostile  rival  to  Pnnch,  and  for  Tkt  Peuny 
Sunday  Times,  and  the  "  penny  dreadfuls "  of 
Edward  Lloyd,  and  for  many  other  illustrated  publi- 
cations, but  bis  first  literary  effort  was  a  short  story 
which  he  sent  to  The  Family  Herald  in  1845.  This 
was  printed,  but  his  second  story  was  neither  pub- 
lished nor  returned  to  him.

When,  in  February,  1848,  the  French  actors  of  the 
Theatre  Historique  went  to  London  to  play  "  Monte 
Cristo  "  the  anti-French  feeling  in  London  was  very 
bitter,  and  the  performances  broke  up  in  %  great  row. 
SaU  wrote  a  comic  ballad,  called  "  The  Battle  of 
Monle  Cristo,"  in  the  meter  of  "  The  Ingoldsby 
Legends,'*  and  sent  it  to  a  little  weekly  sheet  called 
Chat.  It  was  printed,  and  soon  afterwaid  Sala  became 
editor  of  that  ill-fated  publication.  In  this  he  started 
a  department  entitled  "  A  Hundred  Different  Faults 
cf  a  Hundred  Different  Actors,"  which  was  snappy, 
and  caused  some  confusion.  Nevertheless,  in  1851, 
after  all  this  experience  as  a  writer,  he  deliberately 
apprenticed  himself  to  a  plate  engraver,  and  learned 
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that  trade  so  well  that  he  could  take  it  up  to-day  if 
necessary. 

About  that  time  he  made  the  acquaintance  of 
Charles  Dickens,  and,  with  the  publication  of  his  first 
article,  called  "The  Key  to  the  Street,"  b^anhis 
connection  with  Dickens's  Housihold  Wordi,  which 
brought  him  in  £%  a  week,  and  this  for  all  time  ended 
his  trials.  Now  began  a  long  [teriod  of  careless  Bohe- 
mianism,  which  extended  over  many  years.  The 
period  of  the  Crimean  war  came  and  passed,  leaving 
Sala  still  a  reckless  Bohemian,  but,  the  treaty  ot 
peace  having  been  signed,  ambition  to  see  more  and 
do  more  suddenly  seized  him,  and  he  made  his  Gist 
"journey  due  north,"  and  from  St.  Petersburg  lent 
his  studies  of  Russian  life  and  character,  that  were 
first  printed  in  Household  Words  and  afterward  in 
book  form.  He  received  /140  for  his  tnvding 
expfcnses.  living  expenses  for  six  months,  and  his 
work,  and  he  thinks  to  this  day  he  was  ill  paid.  On 
his  return,  with  £1  in  his  pocket,  he  made  arrange- 
ments with  the  Routledges  for  the  publication  of  his 
papers  in  book  form,  for  which  he  was  to  receive  the 
sum  of  £'iy>.  This  arrangement,  or  something  else, 
angered  Dickens,  who  withheld  his  permission  for 
the  republication,  as  he  had  a  right  to  do  under  the 
copyright  law,  and  Sala's  historical  quarrel  with  the 
great  novelist  began. 

But  Sala's  fortune  was  made,  nevertheless.  He 
wrote  bis  first  novel,  and  shortly  afterward  another 
book,  and  became  the  spoit  of  TAt  Saturday  Rtvitm, 
the  abuse  of  which,  he  insists,  helped  him  great!)'. 
He  began  to  write  for  The  Daily  TtUgraph  the  same 
year,  and  refuaed  the  editorship  of  Once  a  Wttk.  la 
a  year  or  so  Dickens  and  he  came  to  terms,  and  "A 
Journey  Due  North  "  was  published  by  Bentley.  His 
income  soon  grew  to  be  fifteen  pounds  or  sixteen 
pounds  a  week,  and,  becoming  tired  of  Bohemia,  he 
married  and  settled  down. 

From  that  day  to  this  Mr.  Sala  has  been  a  leader 
writer  on  The  Daily  TtUgraph,  and  he  insists  that  in 
a  large  part  of  the  time  he  has  written  three  thousand  . 
words  a  day,  six  days  every  week.  He  was  also  editor 
of  the  monthly  called  Temple  Bar  for  a  long  while, 
and  wrote  for  it  his  novel  called  "  Quite  Alone."  For 
Tht  Telegraph  he  has  served  also  as  "Our  Special 
Correspondent "  all  over  the  world,  and  often  when 
important  events  occurred  in  London  he  left  his  desk 
and  the  editorial  "  we  "  and  went  out  as  a  descriptive 
writer  to  see  things  and  describe  what  he  saw.  Thus 
he  wrote  about  the  Prince  of  Wales'  wedding,  the 
Clerkenwell  explosion,  the  Tichbonie  trial,  and  other 
incidents  that  were  talked  about  the  world  over.  He 
was  in  Italy  with  Garibaldi,  and  went  to  Rome  when 
HusIX  had  his  troubles;  he  was  in  the  thick  of  the 
Fran  CO -Prussian  war,  and  went  to  Russia  again  after 
the  Nihilists  killed  Alexander  II.  Finally  he  went  to 
Australia  by  way  of  the  United  States.  His  first  wife 
died  in  Melbourne  in  1S86,  and  four  years  later  he 
was  married  to  Miss  Stannard.--.

It  is  in  "  Those  Extraordinary  Twins,"  which  is 
the  second  part  of  ibe  volume,  that  the  artist  has  done 
his  cleverest  work.

While  his  statements  are  unmistak- 
able, there  is  an  absence  of  rancor  as  well  as 
of  indiscriminate  laudation.     The  fashion   Sti 
these  many  years,  of  attacking  or  deiending 
Griswold,  is  conspicuous  by  its  non-presence, 
and  there  is  a  scrupulous  abstinence  from  super- 
fluous comment  and  from  moraliiing.     While 
this  is  not  the  place  to  analyze  Poe's  character, 
we  must  say  that  the  yearly  acccumulatiog 
mass  of  evidence  tends  to  show  the  cause  of 
his  life-failure.    Intoxication,  whether  sporadic 
or  frequent,  was  but  a  manifestation  of  his 
mental  infirmities.    Vain,  continually  carping 
at  his  employers'  methods  and  incapable   of 
self-control,  his  failure  was  inevitable. 

But  his  genius  is  immortal ;  despite  the  omni- 
present morbid  taint,  his  work  has  stood  the 
ordeal  of  fifty  years,  and  now  that  the  copy- 
right has  expired,  this  edition  has  been  und^- 
taken  in  order  to  establish  a  more  accurate  text 
of  his  permanent  writings.  As  the  first  five 
volumes  will  contain  prose  exclusively,  it  is 
not  probable  that  the  textual  changes  will  be  of 
much  importance,  but  when  the  poems  appear, 
a  complete  variorum  is  promised.  Mr.  Sted- 
man's  introduction  is  a  good  example  of  schol* 
arly  criticism.  He  thinks,  by  the  way,  that 
Poe  had  bul  an  imperfect  training  for  an  exact 
scholar,  but  not  a  bad  series  of  chances  for  a 
genius.  While  the  type  is  not  as  large  as  we 
should  have  liked,  the  impression  is  clear  and 
the  paper  is  good— altogether  an  attractive  vol- 
ume.

OBITUARY. 

The  Rev.  Dk.  WiLUAM  Markekgo  Taylor,  pastor 
emeritus  of  the  Broadway  Tabernacle,  died  at  the  home  of 
bis  son.in.law.  New  York,  February  Sth. 

Dr.  Taylor  was  bom  in  Kihnamock,  Ayrshire,  SoBlland, 
on  October  23,  1839.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.  D.

Dr.  Taylor's  literary  labors  where  varied  and  extenuve. 
Twice  he  was  called  to  give  the  course  of  the  Lyaian 
Beecher  Lectures  to  the  Yale  Divinity  School— in  1876  and 
18S6,  In  iSSo  he  gave  the  L.  P.  Stone  Lectures  in 
Frincelou  Seminary.  From  1876  to  1S80  he  was  the  editor 
of  the  ChristiaH  at  WorJi.  He  contributed  many  articles  to 
the  Scottith  Review,  wrote  frequently  for  The  Cengrega- 
tianalhl  and  other  periodicals,  while  nearly  every  year  a 
rolimie  was  issued  from  his  pen,  usually  the  fruit  of  exposi- 
tory labois  in  hb  pulpit.  Among  these  are  "  David  the 
King  of  Israel,' ' »  Elijah  the  Prophet,"  "  Peter  the  Apostle," 
"  Daniel  the  Beloved,"  "  Moses  the  Lawgiver,"  "  Paul  the 
Missionary,"  "Joseph  the  I^me  Minuter,"  and  "  The  Boy 
Jesus,"  One  of  his  mc^  noted  volumes  is  "The  Farablei 
of  Our  Saviour."  These  books  have  had  and  will  continue  to 
have  a  wide  drcnlatjou  ,  and  they  bear  a  peculiar  breetiness, 
impress! veness,  a  quaint  and  reverent  humor  which  was 
characteristic  of  their  author.  His  work  in  educational  and 
charitable  fields  was  varied,  and  be  was  honored  by  pouiions 
on  boards  of  various  locietiei.  A  widow  and  six  children 
survive  him.  As  a  pulpit  orator  Dr.  Taylor  was  ^xmsidered 
one  of  the  leaden  in  the  American  ministiy. 

CHARI.ZS  Etienhb  Arthur  Gavarr^,  the  historian  of 
Louiaiana,  died  at  his  residence  in  Near  Oreleans,  Feb- 
ruary 1 1,  1895,  at  the  age  of  ninety.  Bom  January  9,  iSas, 
in  the  dty  of  New  Orleaiu,  of  a  French  family  prominent 
in  the  colonial  affairs  of  the  province  of  Lotiisiaoa,  he  was 
educated  at  the  College  of  Orleans,  and  studied  law  in 
Philadelphia.  Admitted  to  the  bar  in  1829,  he  returned  to 
New  Orleans  and  entered  politics.  In  1831  he  was  apptnnted 
Deputy  Attorney-General,  and  in  1833  Presiding  Judge  of 
the  City  Court  of  New  Orleans.  He  was  elected  to  the 
United  States  Senate  in  1S35,  but  resigned  his  seat  on 
account  of  ill-health,  and  spent  the  following  eight  years  in 
European  travel,  collecting  material  from  the  French  and 
Spanish  archives.  On  his  return  he  was  again  electa 
to  the  State  Legislature  (1844-6),  served  for  seven  yean 
as  Secretary  of  State  and  was  an  ardent  advocate  of  the 
South  during  the  Civil  War.  He  was  for  some  lime  Reporter 
of  the  Supreme  Conrt  of  I,ouisiana,  and  was  occasionally 
active  \n  the  lecture  field.  His  principal  work  is  the  "  Hb- 
tory  of  Louisiana,"  in  French  (1847),  which  was  followed 
in  1S66  by  the  completed  history  down  to  t86l.  He  vrrote 
several  pamphlets  on  the  same  subject,  and  hb  other  works 
iiKlude  "An  Historical  Essay  on  Louiaiana"  (circa  1SZ9), 
"Louisiana;  lu  History  *s  a  French  Colony"  (1851), 
"English  History  of  Louiriaaa "  (1858),  "Philip  II  of 
Spain"  (1S66),  "Fernando  dc  Lemos,"  a  novel  (1871),

The  translator  says  that  the 
Rutbenian  Kazka  has  more  freshness  and  spontaneity  about 
h  than  (he  more  sophisticated  Russian  Skazka.  Certainly 
some  of  these  stories  have  originality,  but  (he  eonlirmed  folk- 
toris(  will  sec  (hat  generally  they  are  variants  of  old-estab- 
lished ones.  Main  figures  are  identical,  (bough  dilTerently 
clad  and  using  a  novel  language.  As  Mr.  Andrew  Lang 
seys, "  it  would  be  rash  for  any  mere  philologist  to  assert 
positively  that  there  can  be  anything  new  in  folk-lore  tmder 
the  sun."  It  might  be  expected  thai  these  Cossack  tales 
would  show  some  Orienlxl  coloring,  but  Ihia  is  barely  per- 
ceptible. The  serpent,  however,  figures  latgely,  which  may 
attest  to  the  prevalence  of  snake  worship.  The  hor^e  is  ever 
present,  which  is  only  natural.  Generally  there  is  a  ten- 
dency on  the  part  of  the  characters  to  become  inloiicaied. 
There  is  the  fair  water  spirit  Nastasia,  who  shows  such  a 
marked  fancy  tor  brandy  that  she  s(eal5  it  by  the  boille,  and, 
true  to  her  element,  gets  half  seas  over.

The  leriout 
logicians  among  novel  readers,  those  who  insist  upon  entire 
reasonableness  in  their  Action,  should  pass  it  by  doubtless  in 
order  to  avoid  unnecessary  irritation;  bat  to  the  lighter- 
minded,  the  many  who  read  tales  for  the  mere  amusement 
that  may  be  found  in  them,  it  seems  to  be  a  story  to  be 
recommended.  It  opens  interestingly,  from  the  human  and 
unconscicnttODs  point  of  view.  The  young  archxological

"  Our  Fight  with  Tammany  "  is  the  title  of  Dr  Charlei 
H.  Parkhurst's  history  of  the  successful  struggle  he  con- 
ducted against  the  pulitical  despotism  represented  by  Tarn- 
nuoy  Hall  in  New  York.  The  steps  which  led  up  to  the 
overthrow  of  this  organization  on  November  6,  1S94,  are 
traced  with  that  fearless  directness  and  unreserve  of  state- 
ment for  which  tbe  utterances  of  the  author  hive  become 
notable.  It  is  not  claimed  that  in  this  work  there  Is  an 
exhaustive  treatment  of  ihe  matter;  indeed,  the  writer  has 
wisely  limited  himself  to  those  features  in  the  case  upon 
whkh  he  can  speak  with  tbe  auihoiitv  of  an  actor  or  a 
witness.

BosTOK,  March  19.  189J. 
There  is  nothing  more  interesting  in  life  than  lo 
make  voyages  of  discovery.  I  remember  as  a  boy 
penetrating  the  mysterious  affluent  of  a  noble  river 
and  feeling  liiee  a  new  De  Soto  or  Bilboa  as  my  boat 
turned  beckoningcapes  shaded  by  bending  trees  from 
which  wide-winged  birds  flew  screaming  away.  The 
mnbeams  filtered  down  between  interlacing  boughs 
and  the  murmuring  ripple  of  white-haired  shallows 
came  musically  down  the  stream,  under  the  purple 
banks  of  which  the  long-nosed  pirate  pickerel  lay 
lurking  or  the  painted  trout  darted  like  a  vision. 
That  stream  would  probably  seem  cheap  and  tawdry 
to  day  from  the  knowledge  that  others  had  been  there 
before,  but  the  feeling  of  having  discovered  is  a  trans- 
mittendum  of  boyhood,  come  down  with  all  the  other 
precious  unanalysable  recollections  of  the  past. 

Thete  is  something  of  the  same  pleasure  in  discov- 
ering the  hidden  qualities  in  men's  minds;  their 
secrtt  interests,  their  chosen  passions,  their  inner 
selves,  one  might  say  their  mysterious  affluence.  For 
almost  all  men,  however  dull  apparently,  have  some 
hidden  shiine  at  which  tliey  w.tisliip  wiihoul  telling 
all  the  world,  and  this  makes  their  true  riches. 

The  other  Sunday  I  happened  10  be  invited  into 
the  library  of  a  man  who  bears  the  reputation  of  being 
very  silent  and  unget-at-able.  By  chance  I  went  dl- 
ifclly  to  an  obscure  corner  of  his  library  and  there 
found  his  pride — a  little  collection  of  books  in  dozens 
of  different  languages  There  were  grammais  and 
dictionaries   of   tongues   ol   which.  lo   use    Daudel's 


somewhat  irreverent  phrase  le  ban  Dieului  mime  n'a 
Jutnais  enlendu  farltr.  This  was  the  silent  man's 
p)ssion.  and  when  people  would  gladly  have 
tajkec  with  him,  he  would  bury  himself  in  some 
book,  thus  acquiring  as  many  languages  as  "  The 
Learned  Blacksmith." 

I  found  that  he  read  and  spoke  Danish  and  Dutch, 
and  German  like  a  native.  He  professed  to  have 
only  a  smattering  of  Russian;  nevertheless  he  was 
reading  at  the  rate  of  ten  or  twelve  pages  every  day, 
and  had  already  read  miny  of  the  masterpieces  of 
Russian  literature.  Halving  broken  through  the  crust 
Cif  his  taciturnity,  I  found  him  most  interesting  in  fais 
special  knowledge.  He  talked  eloquently  and  wisely 
on  the  difficulties  of  mastering  foreign  tongues  and 
on  the  best  methods  to  be  employed.  It  may  interest 
other  students  of  languages  to  know  how  highly  this 
student  prai^d  Rudolf  Giegler's  "  Echoes  of  Modern 
Languages,"  which  may  be  obtained  of  Dr.  Nutt,  of 
London.  They  may  be  had  now  in  German,  French, 
Itallan.Spanish,  Dutch.  Swedish, Danish.  Roumanian, 
Russian  and  Modern  Greek.  These  annals  contain 
conversations  on  various  topics  with  about  four 
thousand  well  selected  words.  The  German  ones 
have  vocabularies  and  are  more  useful  than  the  ones 
prepared  for  English  students.  There  is  also  a 
series  of  admirable  simplified  Grammars  which  in- 
clude a  very  Urge  number  of  languages :  Sinskrit. 
Lithuanian,  Hungarian,  Finnish.  Japanese,  languages 
dead  and  languages  living.  They  are  published  in 
Leipsig  by  Tiubner  at  very  reasonable  prices. 

The  Boston  Herald  is  publishing  some  letters  from 
Russia,  purporting  to  be  written  by  Lady  Isabel 
Stewart.  Some  of  her  mistakes  are  ludicrous:  She 
calls  chai,  (lea)  itchi,  which  means  cabbage-soup 
The  peasant's  beer,  kvas,  she  calls  schwais,  and 
declares  it  to  be  nasty  !  A  recent  German  traiiOation 
of  "Anna  Karenina,''  renders  the  epigraph  of  thai 
work  thus :  Racke  ist  sHis  und  ich  spiele  ass  !  It  is 
scripture  and  means  "  Vengeance  is  mine  and  I  will 
repay,"  But  the  slav  as  is  used  inslead  of  the 
Rusiian  Yu.  So  the  German  translator  thought  it 
meant :    Vengeance  is  sweet  and  I  will  play  the  ace  ! 

Last  month  I  mentioned  Dr.  Dunning's  Oriental 
trip :  another  personally  conducted  p-iriy  will  start  this 
summer  with  a  limited  number  of  assoclales.under  the 
direction  o(  Prolessor  Camille  Thurwanger.  This  will 
be  a  distinctively  artistic  pilgrimage.  M.  Thurwanger 
was  the  famous  painter,  Corot's,  god-son.  and  is  the 
author  of  a  valuable  article  entitled  "  Corol ;  his  Life 
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and  Character,"  which  was  published  in  the  New 
England  Magauine  sometime  ago.  His  acquain- 
tance with  the  literary  and  artistic  people  of  France 
and  \\a\j  and  especially  the  leading  artists  of  Paris 
will  enable  him  to  take  his  twelve  pilgrims  into 
studios  generally  closed  to  American  visitors.  He 
expects  to  be  gone  about  eighty  days,  visiting  London, 
Antwerp  and  Brussels,  Genoa.  Naples,  Capri,  Pompeii, 
Rome,  Florence,  the  Italian  Lakes  and  other  places 
in  Italy,  the  principal  points  of  interest  and  profit 
in  Switzerland  and  spending  at  least  three  weeks  in 
Paris.  M.  Thurwanger  has  been  for  some  years  con- 
nected with  the  art -publishing  firm  of  L.  Prang ;  but 
his  admirable  pronunication  of  French  and  his 
acquaintance  wiih  French  literature  has  brought  him 
into  requisition  as  a  teacher.  He  has  put  the  price  of 
his  trip  almost  phenomenally  low  and  1,  for  one,  wish 
I  were  to  be  in  his  party  ! 

The  uncertainties  of  newspaper  life  have  been  well 
illustrated  during  the  past  week  by  the  sudden  resig- 
nation of  Mr.  Francis  O'Meara,  for  many  years  con- 
nected and  identified  with  the  Boston  Journal. 
Mr.  O'Meara's  retirement  is  to  give  a  place  to 
Mr.  Frank  Stanwood,  who  is  a  relative  of  the 
owners  of  the /oarnn/.  Mr.  Charles  E.  L.  Wingate, 
the  brilliant  coi res pon dent  of  the  Critic,  and  author 
of  the  forthcoming  hook  on  the  great  actors  who  have 
assumed  the  parts  of  the  Shakespearean  heroines,  is 
the  managing  editor  of  the  same  paper,  and 
Mr.  Philip  Hale,  the  most  brilliant,  best  informed, 
and  by  some,  considered  the  most  relentless  of  the 
musical  critics  of  Boston,  furnishes  its  daily  paragraphs 
which  never  fail  of  caustic  wit  and  information  not 
easily  found  elsewhere.  Mr.  Hale  is  not  a  son  of 
Edward  Everett  Hale. 

Little,  Brown  &  Company  will  publish  immediately 
the  translation  of  a  beautiful  little  story  from  the 
German  of  B.  Schultze-Smidt,  under  the  title  of  "A 
Madonna  of  the  Alps."  It  is  a  dramatic  episode  in 
the  life  of  a  young  German  artist  who,  on  his  way  to 
Rome,  stops  for  a  few  weeks  at  the  bouse  of  a 
mountain  guide  on  the  romantic  shores  of  the  beau- 
tiful Lago  di  Garda.  Some  mystery  hangs  about  the 
relations  between  the  guide  and  his  wife — a  beautiful 
but  infinitely  sad  woman,  a  native  of  Guidicaria  In 
the  Tyrol.  The  artist  penetrates  the  mystery  and 
falls  in  love  with  the  woman,  but  the  arrival  of  a 
band  of  his  fellow  students  from  Munich  brings  him 
to  his  senses  and  he  goes  with  them  and  the  guide 
on  a  tramp  through  the  mountains.  An  accident 
takes  place  and  through  the  means  of  it  a  reconcili- 
ation is  brought  about  between  the  guide  and  bis 
suspected  though  innocent  wife. 

The  characters  are  clearly  drawn,  the  descriptions 
are  full  of  poetic  beauty,  the  moral  plane  of  the  tale 
is  very  lofty  and  the  whole  is  permeated  with  the  very 
atmosphere  of  Italy,  while  its  dramatic  and  tragic 
interest  (it  ends  happily)  make  it  one  of  the  most 
notable  books  of  modern  German  fiction.      Little, 


Brown  &  Company  have  also  in  hand  two  new 
books,  due  to  Mr.  Jeremiah  Curtin  ;  one  is  a  new 
collection  of  stories  from  the  Polish  of  Sienkiewia 
and  the  other  is  a  collection  of  Irish  fairy  stories 
collected  by  Mr.  Curtin  from  oral  tradition  in  South- 
western Munster.  Mr.  Curtin  is  at  the  present  time 
at  Windsor,  Vermont. 

"  The  Roberts'  House "  will  soon  bring  out  the 
fourth  volume  of  Mi's  Katharine  Prescott  Wormeley's 
translation  of  "  Molijre."  It  will  contain  "  L'Avare, 
Don  Juan  and  Les  Filcheux."  They  have  also  in 
hand  a  new  volume  of  stories  by  Miss  Gertrude  H»ll, 
in  somewhat  the  same  style  as  her  "tar  from  To- 
Day."  It  will  be  entitled  "  Foam  of  the  Sea."  It  is 
needless  to  say  it  is  not  inspired  by  tobacco.  Messrs. 
Roberts  Brothers  make  their  spring  list  very  largely 
in  cooperation  with  English  houses :  "  Tales  from 
Scott,"  by  Sir  Edward  Sullivan  (London:  Elliot 
Stock);  'The  Son  of  Don  Joan"  and  "Mariana," 
from  the  Spanish  of  Jos^  Echegaray  (London:  T. 
Fisher  Unwin) ;  "  Young  Ofeg's  Ditties  from  the 
Swedish  of  Ula  Hamsson,"  by  George  Egerton,  irith 
title-page  and  cover  by  Aubrey  Beardsley  (London ; 
John  Lane).  They  will  also  publish  Dr.  Philip  Staf- 
ford Moxom's  eight  Lowell  Institute  Lectures  under 
the  tiUe,  "  From  Jerusalem  to  Nicasa:  the  Church  in 
the  First  Three  Centuries."  Dr.  Moxom,  who  has 
been  one  of  the  presidents  of  the  Browning  Society, 
is  very  tall.  He  told  me  the  other  day  that  he  had 
been  happily  exempt  from  puns  on  his  name,  but 
that  one  day  when  out  walking  with  a  friend,  •hose 
stature  was  much  less  than  his,  a  friend  seeing  them, 
remarked  that  the  two  made  a  very  good  example  of 
the  Moxomum  and  the  Minimum.

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WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

It  is  well  that  Waller  Pater's  last  book,  published 
since  his  death  and  bringing  sense  of  loss  to  all  who 
MK  the  ineffaceable  charm  of  his  ordered  style,  should 
be  of  Creek  art.  He,  too,  was  Greek.  Not  of  Athens. 
Of  Rhodes  rather.  But  not  Alexandrian.  Half  the 
book  is  given  to  Greek  myth  and  half  to  Greek  sculp. 
lure.  The  last  is  the  fragment  of  a  larger  work.  Yet 
in  this  fragment  is  a  larger  view  than  is  elsewhere  in 
a  volume.  The  metal  origin,  the  eaily  graven  idol, 
jCgina  and  the  athlete,  bring  this  current  down  to  its 
bloom,  and  there  is  in  each  sentence  sensitive  sym- 
pathy. Dion y SOS,  Ceres  and  Hippolytus — the  last  a 
marvel  of  prose  picturing — deal  with  the  essence 
ol  those  local  culis  which  make  tip  Greek  relig- 
ions, for  as  Pater  aptly  says  there  was  no  Greek 
religion.

The  stream  ol  Parliamentary  law  which  arose  from 
the  English  fount  separated  from  its  parent  stream  two 
centuries  ago,  although  the  separation  only  became 
visible  a  century  ago,  and  first  through  Jefferson's 
utterance.  The  curious  to  know  just  what  the  separ- 
ation is,  will  find  a  brief  but  clear  hand  book  in  "The 
Chairman's  Guide,"  by  Mr.  Henry  Frith,  vriib  many 
mggestive  contrasts  »s  on  the  previous  question,  and 
prohibiting  motions  to  adjourn  from  those  favoring 
pending  business. 


Telepathy,  thought  iranslerence,  hallucination, 
dreams,  hypnotism,  apparition  and  all  that  cargo  of 
shadowy  sights,  from  without  or  within,  stib  liminal 
depths  of  our  own  consciousness,  known  or  unknown 
forces,  have  for  ten  years  past  been  the  subject  of 
much  research,  whose  lesulls  ate  scattered  in  transac- 
tions and  books,  cosily  or  not  to  be  bad  easily.  For 
Dineiy  cents,  you  can  get  all  this  mass  pul  in  shape 
and  digested  by  Mr.  Frank  Podmore,  Secretary  of  the 
Society  of  Psychical  Research.  He  reaches  the  old 
conclusion  that  there  is  a  somewhat  here  ;  but  what 
we  know  not. 

If  you  have  been  much  in  the  theatre  and  know 
iMHh  "in  front"  and  "behind,"  you  will  remember 
Miting  with  some  quiver  of  comfortable  dread  at  ghost 
or  phantasm,  and  yet  in  thought  saying,  "  the  lime- 
light  man  moved  then,"  or, ''they  have  dropped  that 
scene  aright,"  or,  "that  knock  was  neat  then.  Won- 
der where  the  man  stood  to  give  that  rap."  As  you  well 
know,  the  real  thing  on  (he  stage  does  not  thus  touch 
you.  In  like  guise  do  "Vistas"  by  Mr.  William 
^harp,  come  nigh  you.  It  is  well  done,  these  set- 
scenes  of  love,  death,  ghosts,  dark,  love  and  life,  so 
*rll  done  that  now  and  then  you  think  it  the 
real  thing.  Mr.  Sharp  has  written  a  pteface  in 
which  he  says  it  is.  A  new  thing,  it  is.  Of  this, 
no  doubt. 


Mr.  Henry  Samuel  Morais  has  earned  the  lasting 
gratitude  of  every  student  of  our  local  history  by  his 
"Jews  of  Philadelphia."  His  articles  under  this 
title  in  the  Ledger,  1891,  were  carefully  pteserved  by 
every  one  who  knows  a  good  thing  in  historical 
record  when  he  sees  it.  These  articles  have  grown 
into  a  bulky  octavo  volume  which  is,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  a  model  of  its  kind.  Here  are  careful 
histories  of  all  the  Synagogues,  a  minute  recital  of 
ihc  Jewish  share  in  the  life  of  Philadelphia,  and  last 
and  best  of  all.  Jewish  families,  with  lives  of  their 
members  for  a  century.  The  book  is  a  magazine  of 
local  records — civic,  family,  religious  and  personal. 
May  the  bles-ing  of  those  whose  labors  are  abridged 
by  it  long  rest  on  the  author's  head  ! 

The  great  stream  of  folk-lore  in  which  it  is  so  hard 
to  take  soundings  nowadays,  has  a  new  addition  in 
Mr.  W.  F.  Kirby's  "  Hero  of  Esihonia."  This  is  a 
mis  title,  for  it  does  not  suggest  what  these  two  hand- 
somely printed  volumes  are.  an  English  translation 
or  prose  abstract  of  the  folk. lore  of  the  Finnish  race, 
which  has  lived  for  centuries  the  serf  of  Teuton 
masters,  in  the  low,  flit,  sandy,  granite  based,  glacier- 
scraped  peninsula  of  Esthonia.  In  this  corner  of  the 
world  there  are.  as  there  are  in  Corea,  people  with 
yellow  hair  and  blue  eyes  and  flat  nose  oblique  eye- 
lids and  Mongol  features,  which  to  most  of  us  seems 
an  impossible  combination.  In  Finland,  this  race 
has  the  "  Kalevala,"  an  "  epic  "  which  Longfellow's 
use  of  its  metre  in  "  Hiawatha  "  has  made  familiar. 
In  Esthonia  this  race  has  in  a  cognate  but  differing 
tongue  the  "  Kalevipoeg."  The  Macpherson  of  this 
Esthonian  Ossian  was  Dr.  F.  B.  R.  Kreuttwald,  who 
first  published,  at  St.  Petersburg,  in  1854,  and  who 
more  or  less  sophisticated  the  material  he  found, 
Esthonian  was  never  reduced  to  writing  until  the 
close  of  the  seventeenth  century,  had  no  grammar 
written  until  1780  and  its  Uierature  has  taken  book- 
form  since  1838.  But  as  in  all  there  lesser  European 
tongues,  the  last  half  century  has  seen  a  local  desire 
to  preserve  the  vanishing  tongue  and  its  legends. 
Harry  Jannsen,  Jacob  Hurt  and  others  have  dili- 
gently collected,  and  the  literature  on  this  subject  is 
now  numerous.  Mr.  Kirby  gives  the  first  English 
transition  since  the  extracts  in  Latham's  "  Nation- 
alities of  Europe  "  in  1863.  Mote  comparative  notes 
would  have  been  well  1  but  as  it  is  Mr.  Kirby's 
volume  makes  a  new  and  fruitful  field  accessible  and 
it  is  provided  with  a  bibliography. 

Mr.  Joel  Chandler  Harris  has  written  his  own  (airy 
stories  in  "  Little  Mr.  Thimbleftnger  and  His  Queer 
Country,"  and  easy,  interesting  and  healthy  they  are. 
Sweet  little  stories.  Some  negro  in  suggestion.  Some 
English.  Some  Mr.  Harris'  own.  The  children  will 
read  it  and  love  to  have  it  read  ;  but  first  make  sure 
of  "  Uncle  Remus,"  a  classic.    The  paging  of  the 
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book   IS  abominable.     It  begins  with  five  so  there  are 
four  non-existent  pages.  ^ 

"  American  Writers  of  Tc-day,"  by  Mr.  Henry  C. 
Vcdder,  gives  critical  sketches  of  nineteen  living 
writers  with  an  index.  The  index  is  good,  the  bio- 
(praphical  references  useful,  the  criticism  trivial  or 
hackneyed. 

Swinburne's  prose  has  for  mean  evil  fascination.  It 
is,  in  some  points,  the  worst  living  prose.  It  shrieks, 
it  is  weary  and  and  heavy-laden  with  the  adjective, 
it  is  endlessly  allusive,  it  has  the  rhetoric  of  a  Greek 
of  the  Lower  Empire,  and  its  critical  spiiit  reeks  with 
the  nice  impartial  epithet  of  the  fishwife.  Still,  I 
like  it.  I  love  these  allusions  which  rack  my  memory, 
these  glorious  smudges  of  red  war-paint  with  which 
Mr.  Swinburne  smears  his  Greek  profile  when  he  is  on 
the  war-path,  this  cock- a  whoop  certainty  and  this 
ground  and  lofty  tumbling  in  sentiment  and  assump- 
tion, with  never  a  fall.  In  "Studies  in  Prose  and 
Poetry,"  Mr.  Swinburne  gives  a  one-hundred  page 
yell  tor  Victor  Hugo's  posthumous  works,  and 
beforeareten  dozen-page  essays  on  Jowettand  Wilkie 
Collins,  whom  Swinburne  knew,  on  Webster.  Beau- 
mont and  Fletcher  and  Herrick,  on  Scott,  Walt  Whit- 
man, Shelley's  Cenci — this  in  French— a  labored  plea 
in  the  Bacon- Shakespeare  style,  that  Darwin  wrote 
Tennyson,  and  a  shillelagh  like  progress  through 
Locker- Lam pson'i  "  Lyra  Eleganli arum."  As  for  the 
judgment  on  Whitman,  it  is  the  verdia  of  an  un- 
wholesome poet  on  a  wholesome  one  ;  of  a  man  who 
could  write  verse  on  a  man  who  could  not. 

In  1893  the  trustees  of  the  English  Gilchrist  Fund, 
gave  five  women  who  teach  and  lecture  in  English 
training  schools,  J500  a  piece,  so  as  to  lake  a  two 
months'  trip  in  this  country,  examining  the  education 
of  girls  and  the  training  of  teachers.  Two  of  these 
women.  Miss  Amy  Blanche  Bramwell  and  Miss  H. 
Millicent  Hughes,  made  reports  on  the  "  Training  o( 
Teachers,"  which  are  worth  very  little.  The  subject  is 
not  grasped  at  all  and  the  facts  are  thrown  together 
with  little  system.  Miss  Sara  A.  Burstal,  a  Girton 
''scholar,''  a  graduate  of  London  University,  and 
"  Mistress  at  the  North  London  Collegiate  School  for 
Girls,"  has  written  a  most  admirable  report  on  "  The 
Elducation  of  Girls  in  the  United  Slates. "  It  is  fresh, 
clear,  suggestive  and  accurate,  except  (or  those  small 
errors  which  dog  rapid  work.  The  book  is  small  and 
it  ought  to  be  very  useful  to  that  large  number  of 
people  who  have  to  make  up  their  minds  about  send- 
ing a  girl  to  college  ;  and  who  find  Ihey  know  nothing 
about  it.  It  is  not  a  manual  or  guide  alt  by  itself;  but 
it  sheds  light  on  the  problem,  points  out  perils  and 
defects  and  gives  clear,  informed  impressions.  Ii 
touches  on  the  two  worst  evils  of  our  girl's  colleges — 
over-pressure  and  no  provision  for  extra  work  for  the 
abler  pupils,— the  last  true  of  all  our  colleges.

Heibart  is  the  last  name  in  education.  He  stands 
for  the  effort,  first  to  connect  studies  so  that  all  parts 
of  a  pupil's  work  will  aid  each  other,  second,  to  rtMi 
and  relate  this  work  to  the  surroundings  of  the  child 
so  that  their  meaning  and  influence  can  come  into 
play,  and  third,  to  make  interest  and  attention  within 
the  child  the  chief  motive  for  learning  rather  than 
authority  and  precept  from  without.  This  is  all  right, 
but  it  presupposes  a  much  higher  order  of  teacheis. 
both  in  character,  knowledge  and  devotion,  than  can 
usually  be  paid  for  with  the  share  which  can  be 
allotted  to  education,  in  the  modem  State.  The 
finished  product  also,  complete  in  form,  be  it  words, 
color  or  plastic  outline,  seems  also  to  have  but  little 
attraction  for  the  leading  Hcrbartians  in  this  cotiotiy. 
Education  seems  to  end  with  them  in  multifaiimis 
acquisition,  rather  than  in  deep  spiritual  reverence 
for  the  greatest  achievements  of  the  race  which  men 
are  bound  to  admire  and  yield  to,  whether  they  are 
interesting  or  not.  In  "  Herbart  and  the  Herbartians,'' 
Dr.  Charles  De  Garmo  has  lucidly  explained  the 
purpose,  plan  and  method  of  this  new  school  of 
educators. 

Dr.  William  Elliot  Griflis  is  an  erudite  comp'der. 
though  of  small  critical  assimilation,  who  has  written 
much  on  Japan,  Corea  and  the  EasL  A  resident  in 
Japan,  he  has  for  many  years  given  himself  to  the 
study  of  Eastern  Asia.  "  The  Religions  of  Japan  " 
gathers  a  course  of  lectures  delivered  at  the  Uown 
Theological  Seminary  on  the  Morse  foundation.  The 
book  gives  a  comprehensive  account  of  the  rise, 
development  and  outcome  of  the  religious  activiiy  of 
the  Japanese  people  during  the  last  twenty  centniies. 
The  work  suffers  from  its  division  into  lectures.  It 
might  have  been  more  smoothly  written.  The  acta 
are  unhandily  placed  at  the  end.  But  these  are  small 
things.  The  mythology  and  ritual  of  Shintoism.  the 
morals  of  Confucuisand  the  doctrine  of  Buddhaism 
are  clearly  described  in  the  historical  method  with 
constant  appreciation  and  discrimination  of  oriental 
differences.  The  work  is  on  the  whole  belter  done 
than  in  any  popular  work  accessible  to  readers,  much 
better  than  by  Mr,  0.  A.  Cobbold,  Mr.  Romevn 
Hitchcock  or  Mr.  Percival  Lowell.  For  scholars  the 
publications  of  Messrs.  B.  H.  Chamberiain  and  L 
de  Rosny  in  giving  texts,  and  of  Massa  Akira  Tomii 
and  Fujishima  Kyauon  with  the  great  store  of  papers 
in  the  Asiatic  Society  of  Japan  are  needed,  but  Dr. 
Gtiffis  gives  all  the  general  re.ider  needs  and  presents 
it  free  from  misleading  illusion. 

It  is  now  over  half  a  century  since  Williams  noted 
in  Polynesia  phenomena  which  he  deemed  due  10 
demon  posseiisiun.  Repeatedly  and  in  many  coun- 
tries, missionaries — most  of  them  educated  men,  many 
of  them  physicians  and  some  of  ihem  men  of  con- 
siderable scientific  attainments — have  noted  like  pht- 
id  their  exorcism  in   the  name  cf  ChniL 
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experience  is  that  nearly  every  one  who 
e  phenomena  zt  first  hand  is  very 
chary  of  asserting  Iheir  easy  explanation  on  natural 
grounds.  Dr.  John  L.  Nevius.  for  many  years  a 
Chinese  missionary  and  the  author  of  a  number  of 
books,  shortly  before  his  death  collected  a  wide  array 
of  facts  in  many  countries  bearing  on  this  subject,  and 
his  record  has  been  published  in  a  volume,  "  Demon 
Posgession."  It  has  been  edited  with  care  and 
patient  investigation  by  Mr.  Henry  William  Rankin, 
■ho  has  added  a  chapter  on  the  literature  of  the  sub- 
ject and  a  bibliographical  index.  This  renders  the 
work  most  valuable  for  reference  and  it  will  long 
remain  a  magazine  of  information  on  its  topic. 

The  ability  to  keep  out  of  debt  is  the  first  prouf  of 
sonnd  financial  management.  American  cities  and 
towns  in  the  last  decade  have  not  as  a  whole  seriously 
increased  their  debt.  English  ciiies,  towns  and  other 
local  divisions  have  heavily  increased  their  indebted- 
edness  in  the  same  period.  Dr.  Albert  Shaw  care- 
fully omits  this  important  contrast,  as  he  does  others 
favorable  to  American  ciiies  in  his  "  Municipal  Gov- 
ernment in  Great  Britain."  This  bias  lessens  the 
value  of  the  work ;  but  it  gives  the  best  summary 
□r  English  city  government  accessible,  drawn  both 
from  observation  and  from  official  documents  and 
reports,  caielully  collated,  clearly  told  and  full  of 
instnictioD.  Glasgow,  Manchester,  Birmingham  and 
London  are  carefully  described,  the  general  topic  is 
folly  discussed,  laws  are  quoted  and  the  book,  while 
bard,  close  reading,  is  indispensable  to  every  student 
of  dty  government. 

Mr.  George  Bassett  is  a  wandering  Englishman,  a 
new  man  with  a  neat  style,  and  his  two  stories, 
"  Hippolyte  and  Golden-Beak,"  will  give  you  a 
pleaiant  hour,  particularly  if  you,  too,  have  wandered. 

The  "  Story  of  the  Stars,"  by  Mr.  G.  F.  Chambers, 
is  acheap,  agreeable  little  book,  with  much  about  the 
stars,  newer  than  the  ordinary  received  facts  about 
theory,  but  not  brought  down  to  date.

Margaret  E.  Sangster  has  been  more  or  less  actively 
engaged  in  journalism  for  nearly  twenty-five  years, 
successively  filling  positions  of  importance  on  the  old 
Htarlh  and  Hjme,  where  she  succeeded  Mrs.  Mary 
Mapes  Dodge  when  Mrs.  Dodge  began  her  editorial 
work  on  St.  Nieholus;  on  the  Chrislian-at-Work, 
where  she  was  associated  with  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Wm. 
M.  Taylor,  on  the  Chrisliatt  InttUigenctr,  in  which 
periodical  she  still  conducts  a  weekly  department,  on 
Hu-per's  Young  People,  and  finally  in  her  present 
place  in  Harpers  Buxar.  During  all  the  years  of 
Miss    Booth's    administration   of   the    Batar,    Mrs. 


Sangster  was  a  frequent  contributor  to  its  columns, 
and  she  also  for  some  years  -was  one  of  the  Harper's 
advisory  staff  of  "readers."  Her  journalistic  train- 
ing had  been  long  and  thorough  before  assuming  the 
responsibilities  of  her  present  chair. 

Mrs  Sangsler's  first  literary  work  was  published  in 
The  Christian  Intelligencer,  the  organ  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  with  which  she  has  since  childhood,  been 
connected.  During  and  just  after  the  war,  she  wrote 
(or  The  Independent,  and  later,  for  The  Christian 
Union  (now  The  Outlook)  the  late  Oliver  Johnson 
being  one  of  her  earliest  liierary  friends. 

She  has  published  a  half  dozen  Sunday-school 
l>ooks,  all  of  which  have  been  widely  read.  Her 
"  Poems  of  the  Household,"  (Houghton,  Mifflin  & 
Co.),  published  in  18B2,  isin  its  third  edition.  "On 
the  Road  Home,"  a  later  volume  of  verse  (Harper  & 
Brothers),  1893,  has  had  a  very  large  sale,  and  the 
Harpers  have  in  press  a  very  dainty  volume  of  her 
verses  for  children,  entitled  "  Little  Knights  and 
Ladies."    This  will  be  out  in  April. 

Besides  her  editorial  work,  Mrs.  Sangster  finds  time 
to  contribute  regularly  to  The  Congre^ationaHst  and 
Christian  Herald,  and  to  leach  a  Bible-class  every 
Sunday.  Her  children,  a  daughter  and  son.  are 
grown  up  and  married  and  she  has  three  beautiful 
small  grandchildren.  Her  home  in  Brooklyn  is  shared 
by  a  young  niece  and  nephew.  In  the  City  of 
Churches  she  has  a  host  of  delightful  friends,  among 
her  near  neighbors  being  Marion  Hatland,  Will 
Carleton  and  Julian  Ralph.

Gram  Allen  in  Great  Thoughts  says : 

The  Twenlieth  Century,  I  lake  ii,  wilt  begin  with  0D«  of 
the  greatest  outbursts  of  literary  genius  England  has  ever 
known.  The  first  symptoms  of  that  outburst  are  already 
upon  us;  it  will  gather  force  and  volume  u  the  ceutury 
progresses. 

This  Induction  is  coniirined  by  actual  veriiicalion.  We 
have  a  new  and  powerful  school  of  young  writers  growing

up  in  our  midst  who  have  introduced  a  fresh  note  into  Eng- 
lish literature.  The  giants  of  the  Victorian  epoch — Tenny- 
son, Matthew  Arnold,  Dickens,  Thackeray,  Geot^ie  Eliot — 
were  all  purely  English  in  theme  and  in  sentiment.  Carlyle 
and  Browning,  the  most  cosmopolitan  among  Ibem,  were,  at 
best,  but  European.  The  new  liletature,  on  theolher  hand, 
has  a  wider  range;  it  takes  the  world  for  its  scene;  it  is 
cosmic,  not  provincial.  The  younger  writers,  high  or  low, 
have  all  alike  this  mark  in  common — Stevenson,  Rudyard 
Kipling.  Rider  Haggard,  Hall  Caine,  Olive  Schreiner, 
Gilbert  Parker.  Of  these  and  their  like  the  literary  world 
of  the  coming  century  will  be  composed  for  the  first  four 
decodes.  Such  agalaiy  of  poets  and  prose  writers — William 
Watson,   John    Davidson,   Richard    Le  Gallienne,   Bairie, 


Quilter  Couch,  and  dozens  more  yet  unkm 
has  not  known  since  the  sixteenth  century. 

As  to  the  character  of  this  literature,  it  will   proliaUy 
represent  two  diEferent  types.     Part  of  it  will  um  merely  at 
being  beauiilul  and  perfect,  or  exciting  and  amusing.     It  will 
appeal  to  the  xsthelic   seniiments  or  the  plot  interest  cf 
humanity.     But  the  larger  part  will  be  profoundly  infonned 
by  the  ethical   spirit.     It   will   be  terribly   in   esmctt — the 
most  earnest  literature  the  world  has  ever  seen.     It  will  deal    , 
wilh  questions.    Of  this  tendency,  Iteen  and  Thomas  Hanly    I 
may  be  taken   as  the  precursors  at  the   present   mocDmL 
Great  sodat  revolutions  will  no  doubt  lake  place:  literalurt 
will  refleit,  direct,    and  thronicle    ihcm       Tbe 
pcNtion  of  women   in  particular  will    be  vastly 
atiered  :  woman  will  be  the  gieat  Ibmie  of  me 
largedepaitmeni  ol  our  coming  literature  :  women 
writers  will   increase  in  number,  in    power,  in 
grasp,   and   in   boldness.     The   literature  of  the 
age  will  also  be  deeply  imbued  with  the  sdenti&c 
lone  and  the  evolutionary  method :  Herbert  Spa- 
cer,  biolc^y,  psychology   will   colour  it.     It  will 
likewite    be    very    sociological;    economic   and 
social  experiments  will  give  it  a  sharp  new  Baraor. 
It  will   be  democratic,  and  ihcrefcire   it  will  be 
more  finished,  more  delicate,  and  daintier  thin 
the  roi^h  handicraft    which   found    favour   with 
pheasant -slaughtering  aristocracies.     But  the  ethi- 
cal  note — the  n-  te  of  nioral  earnestness,  will  be, 
after  all,  its  distinguishing  feature.     It  will  lut 
tolerate   Mrs.  Grundy;   it  will  deal  f^nkly  and 
reverently,  but  quite  unreservedly,  with  the  deepen 
mysleries  of  our  physical,  spiritual,  and  social 

This  is  my  forecast  for  the   next   half  centuiy. 
Whether  at   the  end  of  that  time  the  upward  and 

be  rash  to  prognosticate.  ■  ■  •  But  if  denKicracy 
wins,  as  I  eipect  it  to  do,  and  if  Socialism 
increases,  the  future  of  literature  cannot  possibly 
be  otherwise  than  splendid  and  earnest. 


JOHN  STUART  BLACKIE. 
Prof.  John  Stuart  Blackle,  the  well-known 
author  and  Greek  and  Latin  scholar,  died 
March  id,  in  Edinburgh.  He  was  bom 
at  Glasgow  in  1809.  He  devoted  himself  in 
early  life  to  the  study  of  German  and 
Italian,  and  in  1X34,  published  a  metrical 
translation  of  Goethe's  "  Faust,"  In  the 
same  year  he  was  called  to  the  bar. 

In  1841  he  was  appointed  to  the  newly 
formed  chair  of  Latin  literature  in  Marischal 
College,  Aberdeen,  which  position  he  held 
for  eleven  years.  A  number  of  erudite 
philological  articles  and  a  metrical  version 
of  the  tragedies  of  ^^chylus,  led  to  his  ap- 
pointment to  the  Greek  chair  in  the  Unirer- 
sity  of  Edinburgh.  Then  followed  in  quick  succession 
a  treatise  on  Greek  pronunciation,  another  on  the 
theory  of  beauty  according  to  Plato,  songs  and 
legends  of  ancient  Greece,  and  poems  in  English  and 
Latin.  In  1866,  he  published  "Homer  and  ike 
Iliad,"  containing  a  tran^tion  of  the  Iliad  in  ballad 
measure.  He  also  published  in  1870,  a  volume  of 
"  War  Songs  of  the  Germ.in3,"  and  in  1873.  "  Lajs 
of  the  Highlands  and  Islands."  Prof.  Blackie  also 
lectured  in  the  Royal  Institution,  London,  where  be 
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combated  the  views  of  John  Stuart  Mill,  in  moral 
philosophy,  of  Mr.  Ctote  in  the  latter's  estimate  of 
the  Greek  sophists,  and  of  Prof.  Max  Muller,  in  his 
allegorical  interpretation  of  ancient  myths.  His 
principal  philological  papers  appeared  in  a  colleaed 
form,  in  1874  under  the  title  of  '•  Horic  HeUeoicx," 
and  in  the  same  year  he  published  a  little  volume  of 
practical  advice  to  young  men,  entitled  "  Self* 
Culture,"  which  had  a  large  sale  in  England,  India, 
and  America.  His  more  recent  works  are  "The 
Wbe  Men  of  Greece,"  published  in  1877;  "The 
Natural  History  of  Atheism,"  published  in  the  same 
year;  "Lay  Sermons,"  published  in  1S81;  "The 
Language  and  Literature  of  the  Highlands  of  Scot- 
land," published  in  1875;  and  "  Altabona ;  or.  Fact 
and  Fiction  from  My  Life  in  the  Highlands,"  pub- 
lished in  1881. 

The  foundation  of  a  Celtic  chair  in  the  University 
of  Edinburgh,  is  mainly  owing  to  Prof.  BUckie.  He 
resigned  the  chair  of  Greek  in  the  University  of 
Edinburgh  In  1883.  In  1883,  he  published  "The 
Wisdom  of  Goeihe,"  and  in  1885,  he  issued  "The 
Scottish  Highlanders"  and  other  works.  His  "Life 
ol  Robert  Burns"  appeared  in  1887,  and  soon  after 
he  published  "Scottish  Song"  and  "A  Song  of 
Lewes,"  a  series  of  historical  ballads  on  the  persons 
of  historical  men  from  Abraham  10  Wellington  and 
Netson.  Latterly  he  had  resumed  his  philological 
mission  in  behalf  of  modern  Greek. 

As  a  classical  scholar,  Prof.  BUckie  stood  in  the 
highest  rank,  but  he  was  a  man  who  took  all  knowl- 
edge for  his  province,  and  his  intellectual  activity 
was  prodigious.  As  a  popular  lecturer  on  all  sorts  of 
topics,  he  achieved  wide  distinction,  and  he  was  a 
prominent  advocate  of  Scottish  nationality.  His  con- 
tributions to  periodical  literature  were  numberless, 
and  he  engaged  with  fervor  in  political  discussion. 
His  personality  was  pronounced  and  his  humor  keen 
and  dry,  and  he  was  a  favorite  subject  of  anecdote. 
He  pieserved  bis  physical  and  mental  vigor  in  the 
most  remarkable  way  to  the  very  end  of  his  life.

SCARCE  EDITIONS. 
Copies  of  the  first  two-volume  edition  of  Bryce's 
"American  Commonwealth"  are  not  only  scarce, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  numbered  thousands 
of  volumes,  but  are  increasing  in  value.  A  short 
time  ago,  at  one  of  Bangs  &  Company's  sales,  it 
fetched  ^i  i  a  volume.  The  three-volume  edition  has 
sold  as  high  as  yiS.jo  for  the  set.  The  original 
edition,  it  will  be  remembered,  contained  a  chapter 
dealing  with  the  Tweed  ring,  and  the  name  of  ex- 
Mayor  A.  Ojkey  Hatl  was  used  in  a  way  to  which  he 
took  exception.  He  protested,  and  threatened  to  sue 
the  publishers,  but  white  he  was  making  his  objec- 
tions the  edition  was  exhausted,  and  another  edidon 
in  two  volumes  was  published  in  1889.  There  was 
also  an  edition  in  three  volumes.  Finally  Mr.  Hall 
entered  suit  in  London,  but  the  case  never  came  to 
trial.  The  publishers  agreed  to  suppress  the  chapter, 
a  new  edition  was  got  out  omitting  it,  and  the  action 
at  law  was  withdrawn.

The  author's  views  on  the  "  Heavenly  Twins"  are 
given  in  the  Woman  at  Home,  as  follows ;  "  1  think 
that  the  time  was  ripe  for  such  a  book.  1  had  the  strong- 
est conviction  that  there  was  something  very  wrong 
in  the  present  state  of  society,  and  in  the  '  Heavenly 
Twins '  I  did  what  I  could  to  suggest  a  remedy.  That 
the  thought  of  cultured  readers,  both  in  England  and 
America,  had  been  running  in  the  same  direction, 
was  shown  by  the  welcome  which  my  theories  re- 
ceived. I  have  had  the  kindest  letters  from  entire 
strangers,  thanking  me  for  speaking  out  so  fearlessly. 
Medical  men,  too,  have  written,  commending  the 
accuracy  of  the  physiological  parts  of  the  book.  One 
reviewer,  1  may  mention,  suggested  that  it  would  be 
well  for  me  to  take  a  course  of  physiology.  The  fact 
is,  that  for  five  years  1  made  a  close  study  of  the  sub- 
ject under  eminent  medical  men.  I  should  greatly 
deprecate  any  change  that  would  tend  to  make  woman 
less  womanly.

Mrs.  Sarah  Grand  refused  to  tell  even  the  title  of 
her  new  book.

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the  practice  of  a  well-lcnown  novelist,  every  bit  of 
whose  work  is  hammered  out  in  conversation  before 
he  puts  pen  to  paper,  and  who  discusses  each  charac- 
ter, each  scene,  even  the  slightest  incidents  and  dove- 
tailings.  I  never  speak  of  my  unpublished  book.  To 
my  work  such  a  method  would  be  fata!.  My  ideas 
would  become  common  when  passed  from  lip  to  lip. 
I  think  it  is  not  enough  (o  lock  only  one's  rnanuscript 
in  a  bureau ;  I  have  to  keep  the  whole  delicate 
process  of  creation  concealed  from  any  outside  criti- 


The  same  article  gives  the  following  detailsc 
ing  Sarah  Grand's  sympathy  with  the  poor  of  her 
own  sex  :  "She  has  interested  herself  in  the  poor 
girls  of  London.  5lie  goes  every  Thursday  evening

Guild  at  Newton  Hall.  Fetter  Lane,  and  there  she 
joins  like  a  sister  in  the  amusements  and  occupations 
of  the  members."

THE  "TARIKH  I-RASHIDl." 
Messrs.  Sampson  Low,  Marston  &  Co.,  of  London, 
are  to  bring  out  a  volume  entitled  the  "  Tarikh-i- 
Rashidi,"  which  consists  of  a  history  of  Ibe  Mo- 
lt huls  of  Central  Asia,  or  the  Moghuls  proper 
as  distinguished  from  the  Indian  dynasty  generally 
known  by  the  name  of  "Moghul."  The  "Tarikh- 
i-Rashidi"  is  the  only  book  known  to  exist  which 
tells  the  story  of  this  people.  Its  author,  a  prince 
of  the  Moghul  line  of  Khans,  lived  in  the  first  half 
of  the  sixteenth  century,  and  took  an  active  part  in 
the  numerous  campaigns  which  marked  that  dis- 
turt>ed  period.  He  was  a  soldier,  an  administrator, 
and  a  traveler,  and  bis  memoirs,  which  are  interwoven 
with  his  hislory,  constitute  a  vivid  picture  of  his  times. 
The  work  has  been  translated  from  the  Persian  by 
Mr.  E.  D.  Ross  (who  holds  the  Paris  Diploma  for 
Persian)  for,  and  under  the  superintendence  of,  Mr. 
N,  Etias,  her  Majesty's  Consul  General,  for  Khorasan, 
as  editor.  Having  been  employed  for  a  number  of 
years  on  various  official  duties  in  the  lands  to  which 
the  "  Tarikh-i  Rashidi  "  relates,  the  editor's  commen- 
tary and  notes  may  be  expected  fully  to  elucidate  the 
text,  and  to  clear  up  some  obscure  questions  regard- 
ing the  tribes  and  geography  of  Central  Asia.

An  essay  in  literary  history  which  may  be  cordiaUy 
commended  as  a  text -book  to  American  high  schools 
and  colleges.  Prof.  Minto's  studies  differ  from  much 
work  of  the  kind  in  being  historical  before  they  arc 
critical ;  he  has  not  begun  by  saturating  his  n-ind 
with  what  others  have  said  upon  the  subject,  but  has 
gone  straight  to  the  authors  themselves  about  whom 
he  intended  to  discourse,  and  has  read  their  writingi 
thoroughly  before  expressing  an  opinion  on  ihem. 
By  the  simple  expedient  of  refraining  fiom  speaking 
of  any  book  until  he  had  read  it,  he  has  succeeded  in 
imparting  a  refreshing  originality  to  his  own  compo- 
sition. The  general  effect  of  his  lectures  is,  first,  to 
stimulate  the  reader  to  follow  the  lecturer's  example 
and  verify  assertions  for  himself,  and,  secondly,  to 
give  him  the  assurance  that,  should  he  do  this,  be  is 
hkely  to  find  that  many  current  conceptions  are  un- 
founded. Thus,  as  regards  the  poetry  of  the  Geor- 
gian era,  Mr.  Minto  undertakes  to  refute  a  number  of 
prevailing  misconceptions;  for  instance, the  supposed 
tyranny  of  Pope,  the  revolutionizing  of  poetry  attrib- 
uted to  Cowper,  and  the  alleged  lack  of  artistic  edu- 
cation on  the  part  of  Burns.  Almost  equally  striking 
and  suggestive  are  the  lecturer's  references  10  the 
various  masters  of  English  prose  fiction,  from  Rich- 
ardson and  Fielding  to  Scott  and  Bulwer.

TALLEYRAND. 

By  Lady  Blenncrhassett  (Gr^fin  Leydcn.)  Translated 
from  the  German  by  Frederick  Clarke.  Id  two  vol- 
umes.

Lady  Blennerhassett  has  written  not  only  a  very  able, 
but  a  very  interesting  and  readable  book.  There  is 
not  a  dull  page  in  it,— .'it  least  for  those  who  are  capa- 
ble of  understanding  and  appreciating  the  drama  of 
history  and  the  play  of  the  great  political  forces 
which  unmade  the  world  of  the  eighteenth  century 
and  made  that  of  modern  times.  We  have  only  one 
fiult  to  find  with  the  work  before  us.  It  is  too  apt  to 
make  apologies  for  Talleyrand's  evil  deeds ;  too 
much  inclined  to  hide  the  man's  ignoble  nature  and 
corrupted  heart;  too  ready  to  make  'his  political 
insight  and  statesmanship  an  excuse  tor  a  moral 
obliquity  which  is  almost  without  parallel  in  the 
history  of  human  nature.  The  book  as  a  whole 
gives  the  effect  that  Talleyrand's  wonderful  good 
sense,  moderation,  and  justness  of  view,  may  be 
set  off  against  his  corruption,  his  meanness,  bis 
selfishness,    and    his    immeasurable    baseness.     In 
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(ruth,  his  better  qualities  do  not  form  a  plea  in 
mitigation,  but  an  aggravation,  of  the  sentence  which 
history  must  pronounce  upon  the  man  vho  betrayed 
cveiy  man  and  every  cause  to  save  himself,  and  to 
procure  him  the  material  pleasures  and*  comforts  of 
existence,  without  which  he  frankly^declared  that  he 
would  not  live. 

The  historical  part  of  Lady  Blennerhassett's  book 
does  act  lend  itself  to  quotation.  Before,  however, 
leaving  the  work  before  us,  we  should  like  to  give  our 
readers  an  opportunity  of  seeing  how  interesting  and 
how  living  is  Lady  Blennerhassett's  style,  even  in 
translation.  The  following  is  part  of  her 
account  of  Talleyrand's  old  age : — 

"  Madime  de  Stall's  dnughler,  the  serioui -minded 
and  cri I i rally- inclined  Duchess  de  Bri^lie,  once  won- 
dered what  [he  ehaim  could  have  been  of  which  her 
molher  had  so  often  spoken  lo  het.

A 
thoroughly  competent  judge,  Count  MoT^.  in  analy- 
sing Talleyrand's  career  was  struck  hy  the  peculiar 
miatare  of  elegant  manners,  moral  lanily,  and  high 
iniellectual  culture,  in  which  the  spirit  of  two  epochs 
was  expresseil  for  (he  last  lime."  S/tclater.

This    is  the    record    of   the  experiences  of  a 
young  American  in  London,  who,  moved  by 
journalistic     instinct,    served     as     housemaid, 
llower-girl.  laundry-girl  and  even  for  an  after, 
noon  as  crossing- sweeper.    The  poititsof  view 
she  occupied  are  not  opento  all  of  us,  and 
the  information  gained  is  curious  and  inter- 
esiing.    She  also  in  the  guise  of  an  American 
heiress,  advertised  for  a  chaperon  and  reaped 
a  harvest  of  replies  which  are  as  amusing  as 
they  are  surprising  to  her  countrymen  and  all 
but  a  very  few  of  her  countrywomen.    She  is  a 
blight,  easy  writer,  and  has  no  hairowing  tales      p.  Ten 
of    the    miseries  of  working  girls  to  unfold, 
simply  chrpnicling  what  she  saw  as  it  would  have 
been  impossible  to  see  under  other  circumstances. 
As  housemaid,  she  had  an  employer  who  exacted 
over-hard  service  and  another  whose  gentle   con- 
sideration    was     unappreciated     by      her    servants. 
Although  it  is  not  said  so  categorically,  the  lower 
plane  upon  which  the  working  women  of  London 
stand  as  compared  with    their  American  sisters  is 
palpable.    Several  illustrations   show  the  author  as 
she  appeared  in  her  different  disguises.

The  Foundations  of  Belief.    Noies  Introductory

A  third  of  the  book  is  taken  up  with  a  criticism  of 
what  Mr.  Balfour  calls  "  Naturalism,"  by  which  he 
means  Agnosticism,  Positivism,  Empiricism, all  those 
doctrines  that  confine  themselves  to  a  knowledge  of 
phenomena.    And  his  criticism  of  this  latter-day  un- 
belief seems  to  us  excellent,  although  it  is  often  over- 
done.   But  the  nnteworihy  point  of  the  matter  is,  not 


that  Mr.  Balfour  delights  in  criticizing  Naturalism,, 
but  that  he  should  betray  his  own  profound  scepti- 
cism even  while  criticiiing  the  scepticism  of  others 
His  book  is  written  in  a  cold,  hard,  careful  style,  a 
sort  of  sheath  for  the  scalpel  of  the  intellect,  instead 
of  the  palpitating  flesh  garment  of  the  more  emo- 
tional arlisl,  a  style  that,  like  algebraic  formula,  palls 
on  all  but  the  specialist,  yet  a  style  which  Mr.  Balfour 
can  keep  up  for  300  or  400  large  pages.  Only  once 
or  twice,  so  far  as  we  have  seen,  does  it  change  and 
grow  warm  wiih  life.  Needless  to  say,  it  is  not  with 
hope  or  joy  that  Mr.  Balfour  is  moved,  but  with  the 
passion  of  regret,  the  characteristic  of  nineteenth 
century  pessimism.     Here  is  the  passage  which  we 
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must  quote  as  the  onl)'  one  in  the  book  really  signifi- 
cant of  Ihe  man's  art  and  nature ;  here  we  have  him 
at  his  best  in  a  burst  of  ibetoric  thai  reaches  almost 
to  poetry  : 

"  So  it  seems  (o  me  is  (he  immortality  we  glibly  predicate 
of  deparled  arl'sts.  If  tbey  Eurvive  h(  atl  it  is  but  a^hado^vy 
life  they  live,  moving  on  through  the  gradalions  of  sIdw 
decay  to  distant  but  inevitable  death.

After  dealing  with  Naturalism  for  a  hundnd 
pages  or  so.  he  remarks  casually :  "  1  have  alirai> 
found  it  easier  to  satisfy  myself  of  the  insufficiency  of 
Naturalism  than  of  Ihe  absolute  stifficiency  of  any  cf 
the  schemes  by  which  it  has  been  sought  lo  modif* 
or  to  complete  it."  In  view  of  his  own  stalemem 
that  all  schemes  are  insufficient  to  satisfy  him,  ve 
may  pass  on,  with  the  brief  remark  that  his  chapters 
on  Authority  and  Reason  seem  to  us  to  sbow  the 
peculiarity  Scotch  capacity  (or  healing  out  a  smill 
piece  of  gold  to  an  undreamed-of  fineness.  Ttte 
forty  or  fifty  pages  can  all  be  summed  up  in  lt>' 
phrase :  "  It  is  from  authority  that  reason  itself  dnv; 
its  most  important  premises ;"  and  is  this  as  good 
as  our  friend  Dr.  Johnson's  mot,  "  Prejudice,  sir;  1 
would  rather  have  one  good  prejudice  than  a  doitn 

■"  *  •  Before  parting  with  Mr.  Balfour,  how- 
ever, we  must  do  him  more  than  justice,  and  pick 
out  of  three  hundred  and  tifby  odd  pages  the  one 
other  passage  which  justifies  its  existence  as  a  piece 
of  good  writing.  In  the  early  part  of  his  book  he 
has  denied  any  persistent  objective  quality  to  beauty: 
but  while  warming  himself  at  the  scant  fires  ol 
"  Provisional  Belief,"  he  seems  to  regret  his  ofTenct 
against  the  Ideal,  and  he  finds  an  image  by  which 
differences  of  taste  may  be  explained.     He  says :

panioDS  of  the  student,  then  the  victims  of  (he  specialist. 
He  who  would  s(ill  hold  familiar  intercourse  wilh  (hem  must 
train  himself  to  penetrate  the  veil  which,  in  ever  thickening 
folds,  conceals  (hem  from  the  ordinary  gaze;  he  must  catch 
the  tone  of  a  vanished  society,  he  must  move  in  a  ciicle  of 
alien  associations,  he  must  think  in  a  language  not  his  own." 
It  is  the  most  gifted  of  the  sons  of  men  (hat  Mr.  Bal- 
four sees  moving  through  the  gradations  of  slow  decay 
to  distant  but  Inevitable  death  ;  and  this  pessimism  is 
the  result,  not  only  of  courage  and  clear  vision,  but 
also  of  a  frankness  very  rarely  to  be  found  in  an 
English  politician.     Mr.  Balfour  indeed  is  ingenuously 


Mr,  Balfour's  work  contains  no  theories  that  are  both 
new  and  true  ;  such  theories,  indeed,  seem  no  longer 
possible  in  the  realm  of  philosophy.  But  it  may  be 
affirmed  with  tolerable  certainly  that  no  other  wmk 
of  recent  publication  brings  lo  its  appointed  task  to 
much  new  force  and  emphasis,  combined  with  the 
same  likelihood  |of  attracting  widespiead  attention. 
Its  chief  claim  to  distinction  is  that  it  marks  the 
growth  of  the  levolc  against  that  application  of  the 
methods  of  natural  science  to  philosophy  and 
theology  which  has  been  the  salient  feature  of  con' 
temporary  thought.  The  public  position  of  the 
author,  not  to  mention  the  admiration  for  his  abtliiies 
which  is  entertained  by  men  of  all  parties,  would  of 
itself  be  sufficient  lo  secure  a  large  Ihearing  for  anv 
reasoned  utterance  that  he  might  make  on  a  question 
of  broad  human  interest.  In  this  case  the  attention 
which  the  work  wilt  command  is  enhanced  by  the 
fascinating  lucidity  ol  its  style,  by  its  wit.  its  graceful 
irony,  its  dignity,  and  at  times  its  great  eloquence: 
and  what  is  even  still  more  exceptional  and  agreeable 
in  a  book  professedly  dealing  with  abstruse  problems, 
it  displays  an  almost  entire  freedom  from  barbarout  1 
and    perplexing    terminology.^These  are  qnahtiei ' 
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which  would  have  made  the  foilune  of  an  anony- 
mous writer;  and,  in  this  country  at  any  rate,  they 
have  always  been  a  mark  of  the  best  philosophical 
literature. 

Mr.  Balfour  declares  in  his  preliminary  observa- 
tions that  the  work  is  intended  lor  the  general  reader 
rather  than  for  the  specialist  in  philosophy,  and  that 
his  object  is  lo  recommend  a  particular  atiiiude 
towards  the  problems  of  Ihe  world.

"  TheStory  of  Joseph  Neesima"  reads  like  a  romance. 
A  runaway  Japanese  boy,  he  happened  to  fall  into 
the  hands  of  an  American  who  educated  him  and 
sent  bim  back  10  Japan  to  preach  Christianity.  His 
success  was  remarkable,  and  as  President  of  the 
Doshisha  University  at  Kyoto,  the  first  Christian  col- 
lege in  Japui,  his  influence  in  moulding  the  new 
Jipan  was  very  great.  The  Rev.  Ur.  J.  D.  Davis, 
Professor  of  Theology  in  the  university,  has  written 
an  appreciative  memoir  of  his  life,  which  was  pub- 
lished in  Japan  and  received  with  such  favor  in  Ihat 


New  York  in  ihe  steerage.  His  friends  tried  lo  dis- 
suade him,  and  succeeded  so  far  that  he  finally  took 
passage  in  Ihe  second  cabin,  from  which  he  had  easy 
access  to  the  foulest  quarters  of  the  steerage,  and 
was  soon  chumming  with  the  poor  emigrants. 

An  account  of  his  experiences  was  early  published, 
and  it  included  not  only  a  description  of  his  sea 
voyage,  but  much  other  matter  relating  to  his  over- 
land journey  and  Ihe  trials  and  the  privations  of  an 
immigrant  in  the  far  West.  Only  the  sea  voyage. 
however,  is  republished  in  this  attractive  Utile  volume, 
and  while  it  is  all  written  in  the  ever-fresh  and  vivid 
manner  of  Stevenson,  and  is  ceitainly  worth  pre- 
serving among  his  works,  it  is  difficult  to  see  what  pur- 
pose it  ever  served  or  what  moral  end  could  possibly 
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have  been  gained  by  the  wriier's  self-inflicted  ptiva- 
tions.  As  a.  born  artist,  however,  Stevenson  was,  in  one 
sense,  df  mocialic.  He  heartily  despised  the  pride  of 
wealth  and  materialism  in  every  form.  As  a  student 
of  character  he  could  view  with  complacency,  if  not 
aUays  with  sympathy,  the  foibles  and  weaknesses  of 
his  lei  low- travelers. 

He  describes  with  much  felicity  of  phrase  and  the 
quick,  nervous  farming  of  words  into  pictures,  charac- 
teristic of  his  style,  the  daily  routine  on  board,  the 
discomforts,  the  sicknesses,  the  pastimes,  which  seem 
to  have  been  vigorous,  but  almost  joyless.  He  por- 
trays a  number  of  his  fellow- passengers,  so  thai  we 
feel  that  we  know  them  well,  and  a  less  agreeable  set 
of  personages  is  to  be  found   in  no  other  book  of

Some  account  of  ihe  native  races  has 
been  furnished  in  his  recently  completed  "'  History  of 
British  Guiana  ;"  and  other  writers,  notably  Mr.  Ever- 
ard  im  Thurn,  have  given  us  exhaustive  descriptions 
of  Indian  life.  Nevertheless,  to  those  unacquainted 
with  the  anthropology  of  this  comer  of  Souih  Amer- 
ica,  the  chapter  on  the  '■  Man  of  ihe  Forest "  will  be 
acceptable,  in  the  outline  of  the  Indian's  career  from 
birlh,  through  manhood,  to  the  end,  which  it  supplies. 
In  the  Indian  social  life  the  old  nomadic  instinct 
asserts  itself.  There  are  no  perm.Tnent  settlements: 
when  the  cleared  soil  in  which  the  cassava  has  been 
planted  is  exhausted,  the  families  move  on  and  make 
another  clearing,  and  Ihus  there  are  left  through  the 
length  and  breadih  of  ihe  lard  only  "a  few  trails, 
hardly  more  dislincl  than  the  runs  of  large  animals.' 
The  use  of  the  beena  plant  as  a  charm  for  success  in 
hunting;  the  reluctance  to  disclose  the  name,  inti- 
mately connected  as  it  is  with  ihe  personality  in  all 
barbaric  thought ;  (he  customs  on  initiation  at  man- 
hood—are each  britfly  dealt  with  in  the  chapter  under 

Turning  to  the  main  subject  of  the  book,  Mr.  Rod- 
way  writes  of  these  vast,  silent,  leafy,  scanty-blos- 
somed forests,  Ihesc  great  rivers,  swampy  creeks  and 
ghttering  sand-reefs,  with  an  enthusiasm  uncooled  by 
memories  of  moEquilocs,  jiggers  and  militant  ants. 

A  more  acute  and  sympathetic  observer  than 
Mr.  Rodway  there  could  not  well  be,  one  endowed, 
too,  with  that  saving  grace  of  the  sense  of  interre- 
lation  in   the  organic   world   which  delivers  a  man

from  the  perils  of  the  specialist.  Very  vividly  does 
Ihe  author  set  before  us  the  ceaseless  struggle  be- 
tween each  plant  of  the  forest.  It  is  a  fight  even 
more  acutely  manifest  between  individuals  than  be- 
tween species— the  giants  being  often  overcome,  not 
by  the  stronger,  but  throttled  by  the  cords  of  python- 
like climbers,  or  sucked  of  their  juices  by  parasitic 
species  of  the  Loranthacc^e  or  mistletoe  family,  or 
supplanted  by  their  own  offspring  growing  up  under 
their  shadows.  Perhaps  in  this  last-named  fate  the 
chief  aim  is  reached,  because  the  essence  of  Ibe 
struggle  is  against  extinction  of  the  type.  Com- 
mending the  brilliant  chapters  in  which  this  battle 
for  the  mastery  (more  acute  even  in  swamp  than  in 
forest)  is  described,  it  is  interesting  to  note  wbii 
Mr.  Rodway  has  to  produce  in  illustration  of  the 
theory  of  mimicry,  which  Mr.  Bales  was  the  first  10 
formulate  amid  the  solitudes  of  the  Amazons,  Speak- 
ing of  the  "  protective  colouration  of  everything  in 
the  forest,"  we  have  the  jaguar  living 
"on  the  sand  reef,  where  bushes  grow  in  Uige  duroie, 
between  insular  patches  of  sand.  Unlike  the  dense  fcnin, 
where  reigoii  eternal  twilight,  these  shrubs  admit  ■  few  ttji 
through  the  canopy  above,  which  lie  as  bnghl  spots  on  the 
titter  of  dead  leaves.  How  like  is  this  lo  the  markings  d 
the  jaguar,  and  how  easy  can  this  beautiful  creature  lie  hid 
in  such  a  thicket!  Again,  the  tapir  and  a  species  of  ded 
have  white  markings  when  young,  which  they  lose  as  Ibfv 
grow  older;  these  are  also  protective  at  the  lime  when  such 
protection  is  most  necessary.  Other  contrivances  are  foaiul 
in  every  forest  animal,  the  sloth  being  especially  remarkable 
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r  o(  hanging  und

branch,  like  one  of  those  n< 
forest  on  the  cluster  of  aerial  roots  of  an  epiphyte  " 

A  number  of  side  questions  add  to  the  v^tlue  of 
this  interesting  book.  Among  ihese  are  the  pathology 
of  trees,  upon  which  the  in  vest  igai  ions  of  Professors 
Hirtig  and  Marshall  Ward  have  enlarged  our  knowl' 
edge;  the  sensitiveness  of  vegetation,  not  only  to 
sunlight,  but  "  even  to  the  vibrations  of  loud  noise"  ;"■ 
the  origin  of  variation  "  to  be  found  in  sexual  gene- 
ration "—making  this  voliame  an  allogether  delightful 
and  permanent  contribution  to  our  information  con- 
cerning a  zone,  the  exploration  of  which  borh 
Mr.  Rodwayand  Mr.  Grant  Allen  testify  is  respon- 
sible for  the  theory  of  organic  evolution.

Mr.  Raymond  tells  this  little  story  in  his  pretty,  M 
lingering  way,  with  innumerable  descriptions  of  placid 
lural  landscape  in  all  the  changes  of  season.  There 
is  enough  humor  to  effectively  contrast  with  Ibe 
rather  high-strung  pathos  which  depends  entirely 
upon  a  sick  boy's  pitiable  physical  condition  and  his 
imprisoned  mind,  and  there  are  some  interesting 
specimens  of  folklore  engrafted  on  the  tale.  As  a 
passing  fancy,  "Tryphcna  in  Love''  is  acceptable  ; 
It  is  not  a  work  of  literary  art  that  will  endure  ;  but 
it  is  a  pretty  trifle.  The  pictures  have  an  idyllic 
chann,  in  keeping  with  ihe  story.

Those  who  take  up  Mr.  Savage- La n dor's  volume  in 
the  expectation  of  finding  in  its  pages  enlightenment 
as  to  the  present  political  crisis  in  Corea  will  be 
disappointed.  He  scarcely  makes  any  mention  at  all 
of  Ihe  two  Powers  who  are  striving  for  supremacy  in 
that  peninsula,  and  the  tew  lines  in  which  he  refers 
to  the  Japanese  position  are  marked  by  a  tone  of 
contempt  which  is  sufficient  to  indicate  his  opinion  on 
ihe  p'obable   resuU  nf  th^   war.     From   ihe   Corean 


soldiers  it  is  evident  ihat  he  does  not  expect  any 
great  development  of  martial  qualities.  Their  dress 
is  awkward  in  the  highest  degree,  and  the  weapons 
at  their  command  are  such  as  are  likely  lo  be  as 
deslruclive  to  themselves  as  lo  their  opponents.  He 
gives  an  amusing  description  of  Corean  sentries: — 

'■  The  Corean  Tommy  Atkins  mounts  guard  curled  up  in  a 
basket  tilled  with  rags  and  cotton  wool '.  Even  al  the  Royal 
I'alace  one  sees  Ihem.  The  Cho-^enese  warrior  is  not  a 
giunl;  on  the  conlrary,  he  is  very  small,  only  a  little  over 
live  feci,  or  even  less,  so  ihal  the  round  basket  which  conlains 
him  is  made  only  about  four  feet  in  diameter  and  three  and 
a  half  feel  deep.  In  the  inner  enclosure  of  Ihe  Royal  I'alace, 
where  two  soldiers  at  a  lime  are  on  guard,  the  baskets  are 
bigger,  and  the  Iwo  men  contained  in  ihem  squal  or  curt  up 
together  like  Iwo  birds  in  a  nest.  Their  riRes  are  generally 
lelL  standing  against  ibe  nail;  bul  occasionally,  where  ihe 
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These  are  incidental  details,  for  Mr.  Savage- Landor 
devotes  almost  the  whole  of  his  amusing  pages  10  the 
social  life  of  the  people.  He  agrees  with  other  wri- 
ters on  Corea  in  describing  the  social  condition  of  the 
people  as  deplorable.  They  are  exiremely  poor,  and 
are  robbed  of  every  desire  to  improve  their  surround- 
ings by  the  knowledge  that  the  possession  of  wealth 
is  a  sure  signal  for  demands  of  money  on  the  part  of 
the  officials.  Even  judged  by  an  Oriental  standard, 
these  last  stand  out  conspicuously  as  being  both  cor- 
rupt and  cruel.  For  the  smallest  oflences  they  flog 
and  torture  the  culprits  mercilessly,  and  the  melan- 
choly expression  almost  universally  observed  on  the 
countenances  of  the  people  seems  to  reflect  their 
downtrodden  existence.  Of  the  dress  and  habits  of 
the  natives  the  author  gives  amusing  descriptions.

The  impression  made  upon  him  bv  the  women  was 
more  favorable  than  that  received  by  other  travclerf 
and  we  cannot  but  think  that— with  his  unfailing 
kindliness — he  credited  them  with  more  beauty  than 
they  possess.  Still  it  is  difficult  to  gain  a  sight  of  a 
Corean  lady.  Until  quite  lately  they  were  only  al- 
lowed to  appear  in  the  streets  after"dark.  when  men 
were  strictly  forbidden  to  walk  abroad ;  and  even 
those  of  the  lower  classes  who  are  compelled  by  their 
employments  lo  move  about  in  the  daytime  possess 
the  sacred  right  of  entering  any  door  at  hand  on  the 
appearance  of  a  man.  The  national  order  of  things 
in  Corea  is  rapidly  changing,  and  all  things  are  be- 
coming new.  It  is  well,  the  re  fore,',  that  we  should 
have  this  latest  account  of  a  journey  through  the 
country,  and  we  cordially  recommend  the  volume  to 
all  those  who  are  interested  in  the  distinctive  features 
of  Corean  life.

In  "Hippolyte  and  Golden  Beak,"  two  stories  le- 
printed  from  Harper's  Weekly,  Mr.  Basset!  shows 
uncommon  powers  of  artistic  narration.

Mr.  Petrie's  qualilications  for  the  task  he  bas  set  himself 
are  undoubted.  Roughly  speaking,  he  spends  half  the  year 
ciploring,  and  the  olher  hall  lecturing  at  University  College 
in  Gower  Street,  where  he  holds  the  professorship  ol  Egyjit- 
olc^,  founded  by  the  provisions  of  the  will  of  the  late  Mi*5 
Amelia  B.  Edwards.  The  present  volume  is  au  instalment 
only  of  a  work  in  six  volumes.  Three  of  them  are  to  be 
written  by  Mr.  Petrie,  and  others  by  Mr.  Milne  and  Mr. 
Stanly  Lane  Poole.  In  the  present  book  the  narrative  is 
carried  from  prehistoric  tines  to  the  almost  equally  obscure 
period  of  the  Sixteenth  Dynasty.  The  eaily  p^rt  is  par- 
ticularly interesting  because  it  is  practically  new.  A  certain 
amonnt  is  guesswork,  and  can  only  be  described  as  proba- 
ble, bat  this  element  gradually  diminishes  as  n-e  get  on. 
Mr.  Petrie  says  himself,  "  the  range  of  uncertainly  may  te 
a  century  in  the  earlier  parts  of  this  volume,  diminishing 
pahaps  to  abotit  a  generation  by  the  close  of  Ihe  volume." 
Mr.  Peirie  examines  very  carefully  the  lists  of  early  kings. 
These  lists  are  all  but  one  of  the  same  period,  that  ol  the 
Niaeleenlh  Dynasty.  The  exception  belongs  lo  the  Eight- 
eenth. The  conclusion  to  which  the  author  comes  as  to 
their  authenticity  leaves  it  very  doubtful .  The  lists  were 
made  by  "  a  Slate  chronographer,  about  three  thousand  years 
after  date,  concerning  a  period  of  which  he  had  no  con- 
temporary material."  Mr.  Petrie  goes  at  considerable  length 
into  the  legendary  history  of  these  early  kings  as  reported 
by  the  I'lulecnaic  writer,  Manetho,  His  account  ol  the 
pyramids  is  the  fullest  but  most  succinct  that  has  yet  appeared;

Lieutenant  Sargent  has  considered  hii  subject  from  the  sol- 
dier's point  of  view  and  has  discussed  the  campaign  with 
military  aculeness.  He  has  done  more  than  this,  however, 
for  he  has  infused  a  vigor  into  the  details  which  elevate 
them  above  a  mere  dry  and  technical  record.  When  Bona- 
parte took  command  of  the  Army  of  Italy  he  was  practically 
an  untried  man.  He  had  served  before  and  with  distinc- 
tion, but  it  was  always  in  a  subordinate  capacity.  But  now 
he  was  to  act  upon  his  own  responsibility,  and  here  he  began 
that  wonderful  career  of  victory  which  has  no  parallel  in  the 
history  of  the  world.  This  battle  ended  Napoleon's  first 
campaign.  In  less  than  a  month  more  than  120,000  Aus- 
trians  had  been  killed,  wounded  or  captured.  In  the  begin- 
ning of  the  campaign  the  outlook  was  most  unfavorable  for 
Napoleon.  He  was  sent  to  command  an  army  both  ill-fed 
and  ill-equipped.  Yet  in  the  face  of  such  difficulties  and  in 
the  face  of  a  vastly  larger  army  he  crossed  the  Apennines 
and  completed  a  series  of  splendid  victories.  In  1796  he 
was  little  more  than  a  boy,  and  the  army  at  first  was  inclined 
to  disliuft  his  abilities.  His  bravery  ai  Lodi  and  Arcole  in- 
spired them  with  respect,  and  his  foresight,  skill  and  un- 
varied success  won  their  love  and  admiration.  From  hence- 
forward their  devotion  never  wavered-  Amidst  the  fertile 
plains  of  Italy  and  the  snows  of  Russia  he  was  the  idol  of 
his  soldiers.  This  love  bore  even  the  lest  of  defeats, and  not 
even  Leipsic  or  Waterloo  could  dethrone  him  from  his  posi- 
tion in  the  heart  of  the  army  of  France.

Dr.  Lawrence 
possessed  the  discipline  of  mind,  the  quickness  of  eye,  the 
breadth  of  judgment  and  the  glow  of  spirit  neceisaiy  lo  the 
best  understanding  of  what  such  a  journey  has  to  disclose. 
The  winsome  personality  of  the  author  seems  lo  have  dis' 
armed  the  suspicions  of  rival  ecclesiaslical  organizations,  and 
to  have  opened  the  way  for  him  lo  study  at  first-hand  the 
work  which  the  church  general  is  accomplishing  in  evangel- 
iting  the  world.

Much  of  it  is  familiar, 
tbowh  recent,  like  the  tales  of  Victor  Emmanuel  at  Cogne, 
which  were  current  in  Piedmont  aquarler  of  a  century  ago. 
Some  again,  is  quite  ancient  history,  as  the  stories  of  Alfieri 
and  "  the  beautiful  pure  rose,"  liis  mistress,  wife  of  the 
Young  Pretender.  Some  of  it  is  malignant  (fur  is  it  not 
Rooian?),  like  tbe  monstrous /d/a/i'xff  faitiir^,  that  Cavour 
was  the  rejected  lover  of  Rosina,  and  himself  the  bastard  of 
Pauline  Bonaparte's  husband.  All  the  same,  in  the  writer 
herself  there  is  never  the  least  trace  of  malignity.  She  is 
always  the  kindly  and  sympathetic  English  lady,  but  Irank 
aa  ladies  are  who  have  seen  many  men  and  many  cities. 
The  writing,  too.  is  of  the  most  lugHgi  kind,  and,  indeed, 
ocotsioiuJIy  a  little  down  at  heel,  both  in  phrase  and  fact, 
bol  it  goes   admirably  with   tbe  sincerity  of  the   writer's 


accent,  the  absolute  iwu  glin  of  her  atiilnoe.  The  chaptoa 
on  the  fopes,  on  Antonelli,  to  whom  she  is  very  kind,  and 
on  Garibaldi,  whose  services  she  surely  overrates,  show 
Mrs.  Elliot  at  her  strongest  Of  the  rest  there  is  liitte  that 
could  be  spared,  except  the  cruel  redlal  of  the  private 
tragedy  ol  Ricasoli's  life  in  the  chapter  entitled,  "  A

"English  ilistory  in  Shakespeare's  Plays,"  is  a  really 
Tataable  work,  and  unique  in  its  plan.  Like  most  of  the 
volumes  of  Shakespearean  criticism  that  are  pulilbhed  nowa- 
days, this  is  made  up  of  lectures  delivered  by  its  author, 
which,  however,  have  been  "recast,  pruned,  and  amplified." 
Shakespearean  criticism  is  only  incidental  to  Prof.  Warner's 
plan.  Shakespeare's  historical  plajs  cover  a  period  of  300 
years,  from  Magna  Charta  to  the  Reformation.  The  author 
thinks  the  use  and  value  of  these  contributions  to  English 
history  "have  been  passed  over,  or  too  lightly  touched  upon." 
Coleridge's  assertion  that  the  people  lake  their  theology  from 
Milton  and  their  history  from  Siiakespeaie  is  not  true  of  this 
generation.  Prof.  Warner  does  not  assert  that  the  plays  lake 
the  place  of  formal  history,  but  they  interpret  and  illuminate 
it.  Shakespeare  sometimes  misstated  facts,  but  he  reflected 
the  spirit,  the  feeling  of  the  times.  The  ten  historical  plays 
are  here  discussed  from  the  historical  point  of  view,  wilh 
chronological  tables  connecting  them.  The  book  is  inter- 
esting as  well  as  instructive.

Frof.  Ten  Brink  is  a  comparatively  recent  accession  to  the 
wetl-filled  ranks  of  the  German  Sbakespeoreans.  He 
makes  no  claim  to  be  an  original  investigator  or  1  prn- 
pounder  of  any  new  theories.  He  is  content  to  follow  in 
the  footsteps  of  others,  but  be  has  chosen  Ibe  safest  guides 
and  he  is  nol  a  victim,  therefore,  of  any  of  the  whims  and 
heresies  thai  frequently  accompany  an  exhaustive  study  of 
Shakespeare.  He  is  so  clear,  so  sensible,  and  so  well  in- 
formed ;  so  closely  in  touch  wilh  the  very  latest,  as  well  as 
the  very  best  Shakespearean  scholarship,  in  England  and 
America  as  well  as  in  his  own  land,  that  this  little  book 
would  serve  admirably  as  an  introduction  to  the  study  of  the 
subject,  and  is  to  be  cordially  recommended  to  clubs  and 
classes  and  societies  devoted  to  the  good  cause  of  acquiring 
and  spreading  a  knowledge  of  the  great  English  poet.  A 
certain  sophomoric  tone  that  pervades  these  lectures  is 
mseparable,  seemingly,  from  all  translations  of  German 
Shakespenre  criticism  into  English,  It  is  partly  due  to  our 
great  familiarity  with  the  subject  and  equally  to  the  continual 
strain  of  laudation,  but  one  who  wishes  to  study  a  subject 
must  begin  at  the  beginning,  and  it  is  chiefly  to  intelligent 
banners  in  the  study  of  Shakespeare  that  we  would  com- 
mend this  little  volume.

The  plan  of  ibe  book  is 
such  that  it  gives,  "  in  cbronoli^cal  order,  and  grouped 
under  the  authors'  names,  so  far  as  they  are  known,  sadi 
selections  as  not  only  show  Ibe  individuality  of  the  writer 
and  the  quality  of  his  literary  style,  but  also  reveal  something 
of  the  life,  mannen,  and  ofunions  of  the  age  in  which  he 
wrote."  The  book  i't  designed  to  be  a  text  book  fc*  three 
classes  of  persons.  First,  it  undertakes  to  meet  Ibe  require, 
nientsof  those  who  have  only  a  limited  amount  of  time  U 
devote  to  the  study  of  the  Latin  language  and  desire  as 
quickly  as  possible  to  acquire  a  general  iuea  of  the  Latin 
writers  onij  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  life  and  thought  of  the 
old  Romans.  It  is  intended  also  for  the  use  of  classes  in  the 
sighl  reading  of  Latin,  and  its  editors  believe  that  ii  offen  ■ 
"  vrider,  more  interesting,  and  more  instructive  "  coone  ihta 
is  furnished  in  any  other  volume  designed  for  rapid  reading. 
Finally,  the  book  is  a  history  of  the  Latin  literature,  outlin- 
ing in  a  condensed  form  the  development  of  the  literature  a 
shown  in  characteristic  and  striking  po.'^sa^s.

In  "  The   Book  Bills  of 
Narcissus,"  Mr.  Le  Gallienne  fills  many  pages  wilh  a  gentle 
flow  of  thought,  not  about  book  bills  or  anything  else  in  par- 
ticular, but  as  the  "  mood  "  leads  him.     It  does  not  lead  hini 
to  any  appreciable  result,  yet  he  has  poetic  moments,  by  the 
way,  and  a  certain  delicacy  of  senliment  tbat  is  often  quite 
charming.

He  is  genenlly 
spoken  of  as  a  not  altogether  reliable  authority,  yet  he  n 
mains,  as  the  editor  of  this  volume  points  out,  a  nnii(ue 
authority  on  the  life  of  Ibe  fourteenth  century,  and  an 
authority  whose  view  covered  England  and  a  large  part  of 
the  Continent.  In  using  I.ord  Bernen'  tmslatioo  (iMile 
early  in  the  sixteenth  century)  Mr.  Macaulay  haa  UKidemiied 
the  spelling,  and  cut  out  many  chapters  to  bring  the  wttk 
within  the  compass  of  the  "Globe  Edition;"  while  cotliD{ 
out  the  less  imponani  chapters,  however,  he  has  given  taid 
summaries  of  them,  10  that  the  continuity  of  the  narrative  it 
sustained.  No  popular  "Froissart"  has  hilbeno  beta 
obtainable,  so  that  this  well-arranged  and  compact  edjikn  >i 
especially  welcome.

Five  tales  by  Miss  Miufree,  wrillen  in  her  best  vdn.  ire 
gathered  tt^ther  in  this  volume,  and  they  illustrate  well  the 
author's  peculiar  charm  of  narrative,  and  both  the  richnoi 
and  the  limitations  of  her  chosen  field.  For  in  these  short 
stories  she  presents  every  possible  variant  of  her  solilaiy 
theme,  the  struggle  of  life  among  the  Tenoeisee  moontairs. 
In  scenery  and  characters,  even  in  the  incidents,  the  tales  lie. 
much  alike.  The  weiidaess,  the  feelingfor  the  aapematural 
that  are  so  graphically  expressed  in  one  of  them,  tbe  first, 
and  form  its  ptirpose,  are  half  eipresaed  in  tbe  others.  The 
likeness  of  story  to  iloty  is  ilrengiheiied  by  the  fact  that 
three  of  them  are  Chtistmaa  tales,  which  turn  upon  tbe  nne 
emotional  device;  a  hard-hearted  man,  seeking  revenge,  is 
moved  from  his  purpose  on  Christmas  Eve  by  a  vision  of  > 
child  in  a  manger.  Of  course,  Ibis  is  not  a  fault  in  eitho' 
one  of  Ihe  Etories.  The  idea,  in  each  case,  is  ingeniooa  iDd 
well  employed.  N.Y,  Jima. 

The  Sons  of  Ham.  A  tale  of  the  New  South.  By  Lons 
Pendleton,  author  of  "The  Wedding  Ganneot,"  "In 
the  Wire.

Where  Barcelona  in  Georgia  may  be  yon  do  not  koow.  It 
is  not  OS  far  north  as  Atlanta,  nor  is  it  near  Angnita,  bat 
somewhere  wiihin  ihe  cotton  bell,  yet  it  is  np  couotiy,  with 
a  Cracker  surrounding.  Mr.  Pendleton  is  familiar  with  oar 
SoDlbem  colored  population,  which,  if  anything,  is  at  itabcri 
in  Georgia.  These  people  have  the  good  qnalitiei  and  tbe 
defects  of  their  race.  Inieispeised  with  a  thiead  of  romance, 
Mr.  Pendleton  introduces  many  purely  Soothem  themes. 
His  description  of  a  tournament  is  excellent.  Possibly  Itii* 
rare  show  was  taken  from  tbe  jousts  at  Eglington  Cadk  in 
1S40.  Perhaps  occasionally  something  tike  the  loomameDl 
■till  exists  in  remote  portionsof  the  S<mth.  Reba  Lawrence 
is  the  poor  white  girl  of  good  family  bqrgared  by  tbe  war. 
It  is  in  the  discussion  of  the  status  of  the  negro  that  the 
chief  interest  in  the  story  is  found.  Every  now  and  Ibto 
this  momentous  question  is  raised.  The  colored  brother, 
being  no  longer  a  political  factor,  has  been  of  late  left  en- 
tirely (o  his  own  resources.  Will  the  time  ever  come  when 
the  suggestions  of  the  theorists  will  be  practically  carried 
out  ?  And  this  is  nolbimc  ''^  ***'^  tbe  removal  of  the 
negro  from  tbe  Sontb  and  forcing  him,  n^lms  volms,  to  re- 
turn to  Africa.  These  and  other  topics  are  ably  treated  by 
Ihe  aulhor.

vision     Mr.  H>de  proves  that  the  British  postal  service  was 
carefblly  controlled  and  enei^ically  carried  on  in  the  days 
of  the  earlier  Stuarts,  and  he  shows  that  despatches  even 
then  were  duly  sotted  and  deposited  10   properiy  labelled 
bags;  that  mails  were  punctually  dispatched,  after  being 
recorded  in  their  respective  waybills,  and  were  delivered  at 
accurately  as  circumstances  would  permit.     Mr.  Hjde  in  hia 
correctly,  but  awkwardly,  named    book  adduces    information 
from  material   long  buried   in  oblivioa,  and  not  contented 
with  drawing  upon  original   and  onknown   sources  for  hi* 
data,  by  illustrative  comment  and  judicious  quotation  from 
conlemporoiy  authors,  has  contrived  to  throw  no  little  light 
upon  the  social   condition   of  the   people  of  the  times  he  1* 
writing  about.     Even  for  those  well  versed  in  the  history  oP 
the  stirring  period  he  refers  to,  Mr.  Hyde's  book  will  reveal 
much  that  is  new,  whilst  for  the  general  reader  it  should  Dot 
prove  unprofitable,  being  well   furnished  with   anecdote  and 
amusing  extracts  from  quaint  old  correspondence.

NOTES  FROM  BOSTON. 

Boston,  Apiil  19, 189;. 
The  change  of  sentiment  in  Boston  regarding  the 
Common  is  very  interesting.  There  has  at  last  come 
to  be  a  feeling  that  the  Common  was  made  for  the 
Bostonian  and  not  the  Bostonian  for  the  Common,  It 
is  recogniied  that  this  great  open  space  in  the  very 
heart  of  the  city  tends  to  kMp  Boston  provincial. 
In  the  old  days  when  it  was  surrounded  by  dwelling 
house*,  there  was  some  sense  in  keeping  it  intact,  but 
now  the  park  system  within  convenient  reach  of  the 
cttitens,  gives  abundant  recreation -ground,  and  the 
Conimon  is  for  the  most  part  surrounded  by  shops. 
The  streets  are  narrow,  the  sidewalks  incommodious, 
and  the  thousands  of  people  every  hour  passing  are 
hable  to  long  and  vexatious  delays  owing  to  the 
crowded  streets  with  their  concentrating  lines  of  elec- 
tric cars.  On  Tremont  and  Boylston  Streets  there  are 
malls  which  are  generally  either  dusty  or  muddy,  and 
serve  no  other  purpose  than  to  afford  a  loafing-ground 
for  hundreds  of  disreputable  looking  loungers.  The 
Charles  Street  side  of  the  Common  is  a  wilderness 
unnghtly  to  the  last  degree  and  used  mainly  by 
rough  young  men  playing  ball  to  the  imminent  dan- 
ger of  killing  the  luckless  pedestrian  who  happens  to 
wander  in  that  direction.  On  Boylston  Street  and 
near  the  entrance  to  Park  Square,  is  a  disused  bury- 
iog-ground  with  a  number  of  tombs  where  there  is  to 
be  seen  at  all  times  a  collection  of  wind-swept 
papers. 

Among  a  number  of  representative  men  few  will 
now  be  found  who  do  not  think  that  the  convenience  of 
millions  bom  and  unborn  should  be  preferred  to  a 


sickly  sentimentality  not  rooted  in  any  logical  ground. 
It  is  hoped  by  a  very  large  number  of  people  that 
Commonwealth  Avenue  may  be  carried  across  the 
public  garden  and  the  Common  to  Park  Street,  that 
the  Park  Street  Church  (formerly  known  as  Brimstone 
CornfT,  but  now  disgracefully  notorious  owing  to  the 
libellous  utterances  of  its  minister  in  regard  to  the 
President  of  the  United  Sutes)  may  be  moved  back 
!and "  that  Tremont  and  Beacon  Streets  may  be 
widened.  The  Common  would  then  be  put  under 
the  direct  control  of  the  Park  Department  and  all 
further  demand  for  its  "  Desecration  "  would  cease. 
Some  I  should  add  would  also  carry  Columbus  Ave- 
nue across  the  Common,  If  heavy  teaming  could  be 
kept  off,  even  that  might  be  an  advantage. 

Meantime  derricks  have  begun  to  ornament  the 
open  ground  on  both  ddes  of  Charles  Street,  and 
odors  such  as  were  never  breathed  in  Araby  the 
Blest  are  beginning  to  exhale  from  the  excavations 
wherethe  sorcalled  sub-way  is  entered.  A  commis- 
sion has  just  finished  an  investigation  of  the  State- 
house,  and  finds  that  the  interior  of  the  building  is 
unsafe,  and  there  now  seems  to  be  some  likelihood  of 
the  whole  of  the  old  part  being  torn  down  and  a  new 
one  built.  Here  again  a  sentiment  or  sentimentality 
stands  in  the  way  of  a  genuine  improvement,  for  not 
only  does  the  narrow,  puritanical  old'fashioned 
"State-house"  look  ridiculous  with  the  enormous 
addition  tacked  on  behind,  but  it  is  notorious  that  the 
Bulfinch  plans,  which  so  many  are  strenuous  in 
admiring,  were  never  carried  out;  whereas,  if  the 
progressive  party  has  its  way,  the  facade  would  be 
rebuilt  in  accordance  with  the  Bulfinch  designs,  only 
in  solid  instead  of  perishable  materials. 

When  one  thinks  what  the  Greeks  or  the  Romans 
even  would  have  done,  with  such  an  architectural 
basis  as  Beacon  hill,  what  an  acropolis  would  have 
been  erected  to  be  the  wonder  of  the  ages,  it  seems 
rather  pitiful  to  plead  for  the  preservation  of  a 
building  that  certainly  at  the  present  lime  looks  mean 
and  cheap. 

These  tempestuous  subjects,  as  may  be  imagined, 
give  the  citiiens  of  Boston  not  a  little  food  for 
thought  and  discussion.  There  are  others :  the 
elevation  of  the  tracks  of  the  "'  Providence  "  railroad, 
which  necessitates  the  bodily  moving  of  turbulent 
Stony  Brook  and  the  up-rnoting  of  hundreds  of 
houses  ;  the  work  going  on  while  the  tracks  are  in 
daily  use ;  the  tearing  down  of  the  old  Tremont 
House,  the  erection  of  a  new  Tremont  Temple,  two 
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weeks  of  opera— Italian  opera  in  a  place  about  as 
suitable  as  a  barn,  where  on  rainy  nights  ihe  manage- 
ment furnished  neither  awning  nor  even  a  policeman 
with  an  umbrella ;  German  opera  in  the  Boston 
theatre;  the  remarkable  discovery  of  a  Wagnerian 
tenor  who  saved  one  evening  from  a  fiasco,  by  leav- 
ing  bis  role  in  Ihe  comic  opera  "  Rob  Roy,"  and  with 
absolutely  no  rehearsal  filling  the  part  of  Herr 
Rothmiihl,  who  was  indisposed. 

Then  to  arise  to  more  exclusivelr  literary  topics 
there  is  the  great  and  absorbing  question  of  the  new 
"  Trilby,"  and  the  good-natured,  or  perhaps  I  had 
better  say,  good-tempered  rivalry  between  the  two 
Boston  versions.  In  view  of  the  success  of  them 
both — one  within  a  fortnight  of  its  publication  was  in 
its  fourth  edition,  the  other  in  its  second — it  is  very 
odd  that  the  translation  at  first  went  begging.  I  can 
understand  why  the  Harpers  should  not  want  it,  but 
why  they  should  object  to  another  firm  bringing  it 
out  passes  my  comprehension,  for  no  better  adver- 
tisement could  have  been  desired.  There  was  a  re- 
port that  Miss  Katherine  Wormeley  was  engaged 
upon  it,  but  this  report  probably  grew  out  of  the 
probability  that  she  would  write  the  introduction  to 
Miss  Smith's  version.  I  have  before  me  a  letter  from 
a  well-known  writer  which  says: 

*'  Five  je«n  »go,  I  Ireoslated  '  Trilby '  by  the  advice  of 
M.  da  Bois.  It  has  loin  in  my  desk  ever  since,  till  the 
■Trilby'  crue  began.  Then  I  offeird  it  to  several  New 
York  iiims,  Dotie  of  whom  felt  thu  the  interest  in  Trilby 
the  Great  would  justify  a  reprint  of  Trilby  the  Less. 
Boston  has  cerlaioly  gbown  more  eeterprise." 

There  is  a  Russian  proverb,  "  One  in  a  field  does 
not  make  an  army,"  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the 
extra  advertising  which  the  rivalry  induced  enhanced 
thesale  of  both  versions.  It  undoubtedly  gave  a  special 
voguetotheenterprising  young  firm  of  Lamson.Wolffe 
&  Company.  Mr.  Lamson  is  a  graduate  of  Yale 
University  though  he  diversified  his  college  course  by 
several  years  spent  in  acquiring  a  special  knowledge 
of  the  mechanical  part  of  book- publishing.  Mr. 
Wolffe  is  a  Harvard  senior,  but  unfortunately  the 
Harvard  Faculty  does  not  approve  of  a  man  engag- 
ing in  mercantile  pursuits  and  they  threatened  to 
withhold  his  degree  unless  he  withdrew  from  the  firm. 
If  he  had  spent  an  equal  amount  of  lime  in  private 
tutoring  or  had  engaged  actively  in  training  for  the 
crew  it  would  have  been  all  right.  Even  at  Harvard 
there  is  something  of  the  old  habit  of  swallowing 
camels  and  straining  at  gnats. 

The  firm,  however,  has  received  accession  of  new 
blood  and  will  continue  under  the  most  favorable 
auspices.  A  gentleman  who  wishes  his  name  kept 
secret  for  the  present  has  contributed  a  handsome 
sum  to  the  capital  of  the  firm  and  when  be  returns 
from  a  trip  abroad  will  enter  actively  into  the  busi- 
ness. "  Ut  crcscit "  with  a  design  of  papyrus  is  the 
seal  ot  the  young  firm  :  ul  creicat  is  the  wish  of  all 
those  who  admire  enterprise  and  straightforward- 
ness. 


I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  novel  which  I  men- 
tioned a  couple  of  months  ago  by  Mrs.  Almon  Good- 
win, author  of  "  The  Colonial  Cavalier,"  is  to  be 
brought  out  immediately  by  LitUe,  Brown  and  Com- 
pany. This  is  the  full  title ;— "  The  Head  of  a  Hun- 
dred: Being  an  account  of  Certain  Passages  in  the 
life  of  Humphrey  Huntoon,  Esq.,  sometyme  an  otScei 
in  the  Colony  of  Virginia."  The  scene  is  laid  in  Vir- 
ginia at  that  romantic  time  when  ship-loads  of  girls 
were  sent  over  to  become  the  brides  of  the  early 
settlers. 

Roberts  Brothers  will  soon  issue  two  volumes  in 
what  will  be  called  "  The  Pall  Mall  Magazine 
Library,*'  edited  by  Lord  Frederic  Hamilton,  M.  P., 
and  Sir  Douglas  Straight.  The  first  volume  will  be 
"  The  Decline  and  Fall  of  Napoleon,"  by  Field-Mu- 
shal  Viscount  Wolseley ;  the  second  is  like  unto  llie 
first,  "The  Rise  of  Wellington,"  by  General  Lord 
Roberts,  V.  C.  The  third  volume  will  probably  be 
Lieu  tenant-General  Sir  Evelyn  Woods's  "  Cavalry  in 
the  Waterloo  Campaign."  Roberts  Brothers  bare 
alio  in  hand  a  new  poem  by  William  Morris,  entitled 
"  The  Wood  Beyond  the  World,"  and  a  new  work  by 
an  anonymous  author,  entitled  "  The  Curse  of  Intel- 
lect." It  is  evidently  inspired  by  the  experiences  of 
Professor  Garner ;  the  hero  Is  a  man  who  retires  from 
the  world  and  acquires  the  monkey  language  or 
rather  teaches  the  monkey  English  and  then  intro- 
duces the  animal  to  society.  He  grows  in  wisdom 
and  in  wretchedness  and  at  last  comes  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  cause  of  his  mental  state  is  knowledge. 

The  Boston  public  library  is  now  In  full  operation. 
The  new  librarian,  Mr.  Herbert  Putnam,  is  doing  his 
best  to  make  it  a  convenience  in  every  possible  way 
and  fortunately  he  is  not  a  worshiper  of  red  tape. 
The  predictions  of  the  wise  have  been  fuiilled  in  some 
particulars  1  the  distances  in  the  new  building  are 
enormous  and  cause  delays  and  the  receiving  roooi, 
where  by  a  most  unfortunate  miscalculation,  Mr. 
Abbey's  pictures  are  placed,  is  not  half  large  enough. 
There  is  great  delay  in  getting  books.  The  stack  is 
separate  from  the  receiving  room  and  the  books  are 
carried  to  and  fro  on  a  sort  of  electric  railway.  A 
gentleman  from  the  West,  who  was  shown  over  the 
whole  building  the  other  day,  found  the  boys  in  the 
stack  engaged  in  playing  cards,  while  heaps  of  books 
were  lying  on  the  floor  all  around  them  \  But  un- 
doubtedly many  of  these  irregularities  will  be  cor- 
rected in  time. 

I  must  close  with  an  amusing  anecdote  of  a  youpg 
anist,  who  has  been  seen  at  a  great  many  literary 
receptions  this  winter.  He  is  not  blessed  with  abuti- 
dant  means  though  he  comes  of  a  good  family.  Some 
wealthy  friends  of  his  have  two  small  children  and  at 
his  earnest  request  they  were  sent  to  spend  an  after- 
noon with  him  at  his  smdio.  When  the  artist  found 
that  they  had  come  in  the  carriage,  he  left  them  alone 
by  themselves,  took  the  carriage  and  coachman  and 
went  off  to  make  some  calls.    When  he  came  back 
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he  found  the  youngsters  down  in  the  basement  of  the 
building — the  forlomest  little  wretches  imaginable; 
they  had  had  no  cookies  and  they  had  seen  no  pic- 
tures or  other  curiosities,  but  the  artist  had  succeeded 
in  paying  up  a  long  arrears  of  social  indebtedness. 

WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

The  dark  gap  after  the  light  of  the  Western  Roman 
Empire  went  out,  and  before  modern  Europe  began 
with  Charlemagne,  is  apart  of  history  with  which  a  well- 
informed  man  is  in  general  more  ignorant  than  any 
other  in  the  three  thousand  years  of  Eur-Asian  his- 
tory with  which  one  is  expected  to  be  reasonably 
familiar.  Gibbon  bridges  the  gap,  but  he  wrote  from 
the  standpoint  of  Constantinople.  No  one  historian 
will  probably  ever  try  to  bridge  this  gap  again  in  one 
history  for  all  Europe.  For  Rome,  it  was' done  thirty 
years  ago  by  Ferdinand  Gregorovius,  who  after 
twenty -five  years  of  residence  and  study  published 
his  history  of ''Rome  in  the  Middle  Ages,'*  since 
twice  revised.  This  work  extends  from  476  to  1537. 
Two  volumes,  coming  down  to  800.  have  just  appeared 
in  a  translation  by  Miss  Annie  Hamilton.  Few  gen- 
eral readers  will  attack  it ;  but  it  will  be  a  boon  to 
any  one  who  wishes  10  visit  Rome  and  know  what  is 
seen.  As  the  scene  centres  in  one  place,  it  is  far 
more  interesting  than  are  long  histories  usually.  I, 
for  one,  have  found  it  enthralling ;  but  unless  you 
can  read  with  Spruoer's  or  Andree's  Historial  Atlas  at 
your  elbow,  it  may  be  dull,  although  Putiger's  (i 
Atlas,  the  best  published,  is  a  good  substitute,  and  it 
needs  some  historical  background.  With  ih^l,  every 
page  is  interesting,  and  any  general  library  of  five 
thousand  volumes  or  so  ought  to  have  this  new 
history. 

The  London  TYmes  twelve  years  ago  began  a  pon- 
derous editorial  by  saying  that  Jewish  literature  was 
remarkable  in  being  confined  to  one  book — the  Bible. 
At  the  time,  Mr.  Chenery,  an  accomplished  Hebrew 
scholar,  was  the  chief  editor  of  the  paper;  but  even 
he  had  not  been  able 'to  enlighten  his  small  staff, 
which  shared  the  general  ignorance  of  the  fact  that 
Jewish  literature  has  been  as  continuous  aS  the  life 
of  the  race.  Dr.  Gustav  Karpeles  has  collected  into 
a  small  volume,  published  by  the  Jewish  Publication 
Society,  fourteen  essays,  which  review  Jewish  litera- 
ture in  all  its  phases,  its  plays,  its  poems,  its  women 
authors,  its  Troubadours,  its  humorists  and  its  love 
poems  and  its  greater  figures  like  Maimonides  and 
Heine.  There  is  a  very  significant  sense,  in  which 
it  is  impossible  really  to  understand  the  Bible  unless 

one  knows  something  of  the  working  of  the  Jewish 
mind  in  letters  since  it  was  written.  One  can  heartily 
commend  this  little  volume  to  people  who  want  this 

infonnation,  do  not  mind  a  little  dull  writing  and 
can  stand  pages  sprinkled  with  names  of  which  they 
never  heard  before  and  will  never  hear  again. 


As  far  as  his  church  as  an  organization  is  con- 
cerned, Russell  H.  CoowcU  has  done  in  Philadelphia 
the  same  work  which  Charles  H.  Spurgeon  did  is 
London.  If  anything,  the  Philadelphia  work  is  the 
larger.  On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Conwell  fills  no 
such  place  in  the  world's  pulpit  as  did  Mr.  Spurgeon. 
Mr,  Conwell's  sermons  are  of  no  such  rank  and 
range.  His  life  is,  however,  much  broader,  more 
vivid  and  more  interesting  than  Mr.  Spurgeon's. 
It  furnishes  an  extraordinary  instance  of  the  variety 
which  can  he  crowded  into  a  single  life  in  this 
country.  Mr.  Burdette,  under  the  title  "  Temple  and 
Templars,"  has  written  it  in  a  style  always  straining 
after  effea,  which  palls  and  wearies.  Still  the  facts 
are  there,  and  in  the  last  half  of  the  book  which  tells 
of  the  Temple  these  facts  are  full  of  reproof  and  in- 
struction. Here  isthereal  work, and  in  every  church 
the  spirit  of  these  methods  could  be  used  with  suc- 
cess. Organization  is  not  salvation  any  more  than 
rails,  road-bed,  wheels,  cars  and  engine  are  steam ; 
but  steam  can  do  nothing  without  them. 

Books  about  books  and  particularly  books  about 
poems  are  apt  to  be  but  dreary  reading.  After  all, 
the  real  thing  counts.  Not  talking  about  it.  But 
"  Latin  Poetry  "  by  Mr.  R.  V.  Tyrrell,  Regius  Profes- 
sor of  Greek  in  the  University  of  Dublin,  is  a  very 
unusual  instance  of  successful  criticism.  These  easy 
clear  orginal  vivid  comparative  studies  in  the  Roman 
poets  put  each  man  in  the  local  atmosphere  of  his 
day,  give  his  relative  place  then  and  now.  sum  the 
current  of  past  criticism  and  cull  illustrative  example 
from  a  wide  range.  They  have  a  grace  of  critical 
style,  never  altogether  absent  from  the  work  of  the 
Dublin  scholar.  Their  erudition  is  of  the  balanced 
English  sort.  The  quotations  are  all  translated,  as 
should  be  in  a  popular  work.  Mr.  Tyrrell  has  long 
been  known  as  a  heretic  on  Horace,  whose  amazing 
penetration  he  seems  to  miss  and  stumbles  wool- 
witted  over  some  plain  lines,  but  on  other  poets  he  is 
sound,  and  these  lectures,  delivered  in  Baltimore  on 
the  TurnbuU  foundation,  will  be  as  tresh  to  scholars 
as  they  will  be  instructive  to  the  general  reader. 


Only  those  who  have  lived  at  a  mission  station,  and 
seen  missionary  work  at  close  range,  know  how  little 
is  known  of  it  by  the  churches  which  support  ii. 
They  miss  its  best  supreme  work  and  result ;  they 
never  grasp  its  real  purpose,  and  the  criticism  to  which 
they  sometimes  listen,  goes  wide  of  the  mark.  1 
have  beard  more  than  one  missionary  lament  that 
no  one  "at  home"  really  knew  anything  about 
missions.  Dr.  Edward  A,  Lawrence,  a  Presbyterian 
clergyman,  now  dead,  In  "Modern  Missions  in  the 
East,"  has  surmounted  these  various  difficulties  and 
presented  the  best  view  of  the  missionary  work  to-day 
accessible.  There  is  scarcely  a  difficulty,  a  problem, 
a  stumbling. block,  a  success  or  a  solution  which  is 
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not  here  accounted  for.  The  fulures,  drawb^ks  and 
discouragements,  personal  to  the  misrionaries  and 
apparent  in  their  work  are  all  Gued  unhesitatingly. 
The  missionary  atmosphere  is  caught.  Not  quite 
enough  credit  is  given  for  the  extent  to  which  the 
communities  created  by  missionaries  are  superior  as 
social  organisms  to  the  shapeless  mass  about  them. 
This  alone  is  increasing  the  Christian  communities 
of  India  thrice  as  fast  as  the  rest  of  the  population, 
and  making  the  Protestants  of  Turkey  thrifty  beyond 
their  fellows.  But  on  the  whole,  Dr,  Lawrence  is 
accurate,  informing  and  devoted  to  the  highest  ideal 
of  missions.  His  work  is  the  fruit  of  a  trip  around 
the  world,  and  it  shows  a  surprising  power  of  pene- 
trating observation  and  accurate  expression. 

Mr.  Archibald  Forbes  is  the  best  military  biographer 
of  the  day.  He  knows  war.  He  knows  men.  He 
knows  his  tongue.  Sir  Colin  Campbell  (Lord  Clyde) 
fought  in  Spain  under  Wellington,  in  the  Crimea  with 
Raglan  and  in  the  Indian  Mutiny  himself  commanded. 
Mr.  Forbes  writes  of  all  these  with  minute  familiarity. 
The  story  is  stirring.  The  man  stands  clear.  But 
there  are  pages  of  bMtle  details  which  only  maps  can 
make  plain  and  there  are  no  maps  in  this  series.  But 
there  is  a  siir  of  action  and  throb  of  fight  on  every 
page  which  carries  the  reader  in  spite  of  map  lack. 


Lady  jeune's  "  Lesser  Questions "  is  an  indirect 
study  of  English  women  as  M.  de  Varigny  has  made 
a  direct  study  of  American  women  in  "  The  Women 
of  the  United  States."  Lady  Jeune,  whose  husband 
is  an  English  judge  of  eminence,  is  herself  a  lion- 
hunter  of  cosmospohtan  tastes ;  but  in  this  volume 
she  has  collected  the  various  magazine  articles  she 
has  written  on  the  change  in  progress  in  English 
society  by  which  it  has  become  democratic,  pluto- 
cratic, gregarious  and  free  from  many  of  the  conven- 
tional restrictions  of  the  recent  past.  Her  book  has 
the  great  advantage  of  first-hand  information  and  it 
is  moderate.  Mrs.  Jeune  is  not  proving  a  point  like 
Mrs.  Lynn  Linton  and  knows  that  at  the  core  men  and 
women  change  little,  generation  by  generation. 
M.  de  Varigny  has  studied  the  American  woman  at 
short  range,  and  like  M.  Bourget  frankly  appreciates 
her.  Like  "  Oulre-mer,"  a  far  greater  book,  "  The 
Women  of  the  United  States  "  opens  the  new  Euro- 
pean criticism,  which  admits  that,  after  all,  we  are 
tight. 

M.  A.  de  Quatrefages  did  more  to  place  observa- 
tion in  anthropology  on  a  sound  basis  than  any  other 
one  man.  For  thirty-seven  years,  after  spending  an 
ordinary  lifetime  on  loology,  he  measured  skulls,  col- 
lected data  and  collated  the  reports  of  others,  writing 
one  hundred  and  fifty  papers  and  volumes.  In  18S7, 
he  gathered  into  a  volume  his  material,  the  fruits  of 
long  study  and  collation  on  "  The  Pygmies."    Two 


groups  of  diminutive  human  bdngs  he  found,  umilsr 
in  size  and  external  appearance :  Negrittoes  in 
Malaysia,  North  to  Japan,  and  East  to  India,  and  the 
Negrilloes  through  the  centre  ol  Africa,  from  the  Bush* 
men  to  the  Pygmies  found  by  Mr.  Stanley.  The  Ut- 
ter are  familiar  and  distinct.  The  former  mixed  with 
other  nations  and  less  well  knovm.  In  Quatre&gei' 
opinion  this  race  has  been  squeezed  out  of  Aua,  sonih- 
east  to  the  East  liidian  Archipelago  and  southwest  to 
Africa.  His  book  summarizes  the  evidence,  but,  since 
it  was  published  in  1887  it  does  not  include  Prof.  J. 
Kollman's  discovery  o(  the  Neolithic  Pygmy  in  1S91, 
near  Schaifhausen,  or  Mr.  R.  G.  Haliburtoo's  dis- 
covery of  Pygmies  in  Morocco  in  1891,  or  the  report 
at  the  same  time  of  an  undersised  settlement  in 
the  Spanish  mountains  near  Barcelona — the  latter 
probably  a  mere  family  sport. 

A  thoroughly  systematic  hand-book  of  the  "  Muni- 
cipal Reform  Movement "  of  the  past  ten  yean, 
culminating  in  the  last  two  years,  has  been  prepared 
by  William  Howe  Tolman,  Ph.  D.,  Secretary  of 
Dr.  Parkhurst's  City  Vigilance  League,  and  one  ol 
the  new  generation  of  college  men  who  are  giving 
themselves  to  practical  sociological  work.  Dr.  Tol* 
man's  useful  book  sketches  city  functions,  desaibei 
fifty-eight  city  reform  clubs,  thirteen  general  organ- 
izations for  civic  betterment,  eighteen  women's  reform 
clubs,  and  closes  with  the  methods  and  organization 
of  the  City  Vigilance  League.  The  "  Law  and 
Order "  Societies  might  have  been  included,  but 
enough  is  given  to  make  visible  the  most  important 
movement  since  the  war,  and  all  in  the  hands  of 
men  who  have  come  on  the  stage  since  the  war. 
The  oldest  club  is  in  Albany,  organized  in  iSSl,  and 
the  majority  are  less  than  two  years  old.  Revieiring 
these  organizations,  a  great  popular  movemeet  is 
plain. 

"  Sweet-sceated  Flowers  and  Fragrant  I.eaves,"  by 
Mr.  Donald,  carries  out  an  admirable  purpose.  It 
contains  in  an  alphabetical  list  about  11 00  fragrant 
plants  with  gossipy  note  under  each,  always  interest- 
ing, sometimes  inaccurate,  the  mignonette  is  from 
Morocco  not  E^ypt,  for  instance,  and  containing 
many  out-of-the-way  facts-  But  before  the  book  was 
given  an  American  imprint  it  should  have  gone 
through  the  hands  of  an  American  botanist  As  it  is, 
a  large  number  of  American  plants  are  omitted  or 
figure  only  in  associated  spedes.  The  Chinese 
Wistaria  and  not  the  American  is  given,  the  California 
Clintonia  and  not  Clintonia  Borealis,  Trillium  figures 
under  a  strange  alias,  the  only  Eupatorium  is  the 
Central  American  variety,  the  magnolias  are  credited 
to  Asia  and  not  to  this  country,  which  equals  Asia  in 
its  magnolias;  the  honey-locust  is  called  an  acada, 
which  it  is  not  our  familiar  evening  primrose; 
CEnothera  biennis  is  omitted.  In  short,  for  American 
use,  the  book  needs  a  revision.    Yet  as  it  stands,  it 
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win  be  valuable  for  reference,  particularly  for  garden 
flowen. 

"Trusts"  are  the  subject  of  more.misstatemenu 
than  any  one  form  of  industrial  activiiy.  Mr.  Ernest 
Von  Halle,  in  1893,  made  a  report  on  Trusts  in  this 
country  to  the  German  society,  "  Fiir  Social  Polilik.'' 
This  has  been  rewritten  and  brought  down  to  1894.  It 
giveta  clear,  impartial  unbiassed  account  of  American 
trade,  manufacturing  and  transportation  combinations, 
being  least  full  in  the  last.  Organisation,  capitaliza- 
tion, quotations,  dividends  and  articles  of  agreement 
are  given.  You  will  hunt  long  before  you  will  find 
as  much  information. 

"God's  Parable,"  by  Miss  Susanna  Massey,  is  a 
collection  of  verse,  some  of  which  have  appeared  in 
the  Century  and  lippineoU's,  in  which  the  most 
SDCcess  is  shown  in  the  shorter  poems,  and  particu- 
larly in  the  sonnets  which  are  oflen  direct,  simple 
and  effective. 

You  have  known,  perhaps,  a  broken -stemmed 
flower  which  still  fruited  and  bent  and  pendent,  yet 
held  to  its  own  and  Uved  so  that  life  seemed  sadder 
than  death  itself.  Even  so  is  "  Trypbena  in  Love,"  by 
Mr.  Walter  Raymond.  You  will  choke  a  hit  and 
then  go  your  way  and  forget. 


Local  persecution  has  chiefly  held  the  eye  in  the 
reign  of  Queen  Mary.  Mr.  Allen  B.  Hinds  in  "The 
Making  of  the  England  of  Elizabeth,"  the  Stanhope 
Essay  for  1893,  drawing  his  facts  from  newly  pub- 
lished archives,  has  described  the  movement  outside 
of  the  kingdom  among  the  English  refugees  at 
Geneva,  Frankfoit  and  elsewhere,  and  in  England 
which  held  the  kingdom  to  the  new  faith,  added 
poliiica]  to  religious  s^tation  and  made  posuble  the 
course  of  Eliiabeth. 


=M.  Leon  Daudet,  whose  "  Les  Morticoles,"  one 
of  the  books  of  the  year  in  France,  is  beginning  to 
be  talked  about  so  much  in  England,  is  the  son  of 
Alphonse  Daudet,  and  married  Jeanne,  the  grand- 
daughter of  Victor  Hugo.  According  to  Mr.  Sherard 
he  is  "  an  anarchist  in  the  proper  and  dignified  sense 
of  the  word,"  who  boasts  thus :  "  1  think  I  have 
made  a  clean -sweep  of  most  of  the  prejudices  of  my 
age."  At  tbesame  time,  says  Mr.  Sherard,  he  believes 
that  religious  faith  is  the  only  deep  and  immovable 
motive  which  prevents  men  from  actmg  like  wolves 
or  tigers.  He  does  not  hold  any  such  faith  himself, 
but  he  suffers  from  the  want  of  it,  and  he  execrates 
scepticism  of  every  kind.  He  hates  the  memory  of 
Renan.  "  He  looks  on  ihe  sciences  as  immense 
impostures."  Mr.  Sherard  adds  that  "Morticole" 
haa  become  a  regular  slang  word  for  a  doctor  in  Paris. 
Literary  World. 


CAPTAIN  CHARLES  KING. 
Captain  King  was  bom  October  11,  1844,  at 
Albany,  New  York.  He  comes  of  a  family  that 
is  distinguished  in  literature  and  politics.  His  father, 
Rufus  King,  was  for  some  years  minister  reMdent  for 
the  Pontifical  States  at  Rome,  and  during  the  civil 
war  became  brigadier  general  of  volunteers.  His 
grandfather,  Charles  King,  LL.  D.,  was  president  of 
Columbia  College.  His  great-grandfather,  Rufus 
King,  was  one  of  the  signers  of  the  Constitution,  was 
long  United  States  Senator  from  the  Slate  of  New 
York,  and  was  twice  minister  at  the  Court  of 
St.  James.  On  his  mother's  side  Captain  King  is 
descended  from  the  Indian  apostle,  John  Eliot. 

One  year  after  the  birth  of  his  son,  Mr.  Rufus  King 
resigned  from  the  engineer  corps  of  the  army  and 
removed  to  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  to  become  editor 
and  proprietor  of  the  Milwaukee  Sentinel,  Thus  it 
came  about  that  Charles's  boyhood  was  spent  in  the  - 
growing  west  and  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Michigan, 
where  he  *till  makes  his  home.  In  1858,  he  was  sent 
to  New  York  City,  to  be  educated  at  the  grammar- 
school  ol  Columbia  College,  by  Dr<  Charles  Anthon, 
and  in  June,  1861,  he  passed  his  examination  for  the 
Freshman  class  in  the  college.  But  the  Southern 
States  had  seceded;  Fort  Sumter  had  been  fired 
upon ;  the  civil  war  had  begun.  Within  twenty-four 
hours  alter  he  had  passed  his  examination,  Charles 
King  turned  up  in  the  camp  of  the  Wisconsin 
volunteers  at   Washington,  D.  C,  drum-sticks   in 

In  October,  1861,  with  the  promise  of  a  cadet  ship 
at  West  Point,  from  President  Lincoln  himself, 
Charles  King  began  to  take  even  a  livelier  interest  in 
military  affairs;  and  in  June,  1862,  he  entered  on  his 
academic  career.  He  is  remembered  by  those  who 
knew  him  at  the  United  Stales  Military  Academy, 
West  Point,  New  York,  as  one  who  bad  hated 
mathematics  and  devoted  only  so  much  of  his  active 
brain  to  the  mastering  of  the  exact  sciences  as  was 
necessary  to  fulfil  the  absolute  requirements  of  the 
institution.  He  was  a  manly  fellow,  withal.  To  the 
fullest  ejctcnt,  he  was  a  ringleader  in  any  exploit  not 
inconsistent  with  military  duty ;  there  he  always 
stopped  short.  His  instincts  were  military  in  the 
best  sense  of  the  term.  He  had  a  sunny  temper  and 
a  wonderfully  exhilarating  way  about  him.  He  was 
tiked  personally  and  respected  in  his  official  capacity 
by  the  classes  of  1868-69. 

From  the  fall  of  1866  until  January,  1869,  Lieu- 
tenant King  was  attached  to  Light  Battery  K,  First 
Artillery,  serving  at  New  Orleans,  Louisiana.  On 
the  latter  date  he  was  transferred  to  Light  Battery  C, 
at  Fort  Hamilton,  New  York.  He  served  a  few 
weeks  on  recruiting- service  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  in 
the  spring  of  1869,  hut  was  ordered  to  West  Point  as 
Instructor  in  Cavalry  Tactics,  Artillery  Tactics,  and 
Horsemanship.  At  the  Military  Academy  he  served 
as  commandant  of  Company  C.   He  was  relieved  from

duty  in  October,  1S71,  in  order  to  enable  him  to 
accept'a  staff  position.  He  was  married  in  the  fall 
of  1872. 

After  his  retirement  from  active  military  service  he 
went  speedily  to  his  old  state. — was  for  two  yeais  one 
of  the  faculty  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  at 
Madison,  and  began  at  once  his  connection  with  the 
National  Guard,  which  has  continued  10  this  day. 
Governor  Jeremiah  Rusk  made  him  colonel  and 
aide-de-camp  in  March,  18S2. 

Captain  King's  first  efiort  at  story  writing  was  in 
1872,  when  on  staff  duly  in  Ne*Orlcans.  Hisexpcr- 
iences  as  inspector  in  the  Ku  Klux  District  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi led  to  the  tale  of  "  KItty'b  Conquest,"  which 
was  sent  to  a  publisher  and  promptly  returned  as 
unavailable.  The  manuscript  of  that  yarn  went  with 
him  to  Arizona  and  later  to  Kansas,  Wyoming  and 
Dakota  but  was  never  diagged  to  light  again  until  long 
years,  after.  Meantime,  in  1S79,  when  at  homesufTer- 
ing  from  wounds  received  in  Apache  land  he  wrote 
a  series  of  letters  descriptive  of  the  SiouK  Campaign 
of  1876,  in  which  his  regiment  took  a  prominent  part, 
and  these,  published  in  pamphlet  form  under  the  title 
of  "Campaigning  with  Crook,"  were  warmly  praised 
and  became  the  inspiration  of  further  work.  It  was 
in  1880-81,  while  on  duly  at  the  University  of  Wis- 
consin, that  he  wrote  as  a  serial  for  The  VniUd  Servic* 
Magatine,  [he  story  which  was  speedily  published  in 
book  form  as  "  The  Colonel's  Daughter,"  and  which 
led  to  a  demand  for  the  resurrection  of  the  old  man- 
uscript from  the  depths  of  his  trunk.  "Kilty's 
Conquest"  therefore,  though  written  long  years  before, 
followed  "  The  Colonel's  Daughter"  in  order  of  publi- 
cation. OF  his  stories,  all  those  relating  to  army  life 
in  the  south  or  on  the  Indian  frontiers — and  they  are 
many — have  b-en  published  by  J.  B.  Lippincott 
Company,  and  the  four  known  as  "  The  Colonel's 
Daughter  Series,"  /.  e.  "The  Colonel's  Daughter," 
"Marion's  Faith,"  "Captain  Blake"  and  "  Under 
Fire,"  have  been  illustrated  and  still  command  u  large 
and  steady  sale.  In  addition  to  the  frontier  stories.  Cap- 
tain King  has  published  two  which  were  founded  on 
the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  and  of  these  "  Between  the 
Lines"  has  won  great  popularity  both  at  home  and 
abroad.  He  has  written  besides,  "  Waring 's  Peril," 
"Foes  in  Ambush,"  "The  Deserter,''  "From  the 
Ranks,"  "Dunraven  Ranch,"  "  A  Soldier's  Secret," 
"An  Army  Poitia"  and  a  work  of  some  750  pages, 
entitled  "  Famous  and  Decisive  Battles,"  written  ten 
years  ago,  which  has  done  much  to  ad  J  10  his  reputa- 
tion as  a  writer.  This  would  have  been  far  more 
generally  read  had  it  appeared  in  1895  instead  of  '85. 
when  Iheauthor  was  hardly  known. 

Now  that  he  is  Adjutant  General  of  his  Slate,  Cap- 
lain  King  has  little  time  to  devote  to  romance  or 
fiction,  his  latest  work  being  "  Fort  Frayne,"  the  story 
of  a  stirring  military  drama  on  which  he  had  been 
engaged  while  visiting  Europe.  "  Captain  Close"  and 
"  Sergeant  Crcesus"    who^e    appearance    were    first 
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made  through  Lippincoll's  have  just  been  published 
together  in  a  single  volume. 

The  study  where  Captain  King  writes  his  soldier 
stories  is  zn  keeping  with  the  profession  and  the  tastes 
of  ihe  occupant.  Suspended  from  the  walls  are  the 
shoulder  knots,  sword-belt,  sabre,  and  forage-cap 
that  did  service,  years  ago,  in  Arizona.  The  fifth 
numeral  is  in  the  cap  front,  and  in  the  centre  of  the 
insignia  of  rank.  Buckskin  leggins. — given  him  by 
Buffalo  Bill, — embroidered  by  Indian  hands  with 
parti-colored  beads,  are  there.  The  portrait  ia  oil  of 
his  father.  General  Rufus  King,  looks  down  upon 
maps  and  faded  blue  prints  of  Ihe  region  about  Tonto 
Basin,  Arizona, — a  spot  destined  to  become  as  much 
of  a  place  of  jesort  for  tourists  and  artisti  as  the 
Falls  of  the  Yosemite  or  Niagara.  In  one  of  the 
drawers  of  Captain  King's  writing-desk  are  the  note- 
books, itineraries,  and  travel-routes  kept  by  him  with 
fidelity  and  neatness  during  his  active  military  career. 
The  magnificent  presentation-sword  owned  by 
General  King  is  displayed  by  his  soldier- author  son 
in  the  reception-room  down-stairs ;  there  too,  on  the 
mantel,  is  the  Metatrie  whip,  relic  of  the  New  Orleans 
race;  the  photographs  of  King's  soldier-friends  are 
kept  in  this  study,  and  lending  a  charm  to  it  all  is 
the  refined,  kindly,  handsome  face  of  the  host,  whose 
voice,  like  the  touch  of  his  bridle-hand,  is  soft  and 
sincere  as  a  woman's,  but  can  be  stem  and  cold  as 
steel.

AN  ENGLISH  NOVEL  WRITER. 
Mrs.  J.  H.  Needell's  aptitude  for  novel-wriiing  was 
exhibited  very  early,  for  she  "  told  stories  "  from  a 
child,  and  at  the  same  time  wasan  omnivorous  reader. 
Her  first  novel,  "  Ada  Gresham,"  a  crude  but  clever 
performance,  perhaps,  in  some  passages,  not  exceeded 
by  anything  she  has  done  since,  was  written  when  she 
was  iwenty.  On  marrying,  Mrs.  Needell  laid  her 
pen  aside,  (o  live  her  life  in  an  old  country  house  in 
Dorset.  Though  at  this  time  she  wrote  nothing,  it  is 
apparent  from  her  recent  novels  that  she  was  a  close 
observer  of  her  surroundings.  Since  1880  Mrs. 
Needell  has  resumed  writing.  "Julian  Karslake's 
Secret  "was  published  by  Messrs.  Smith,  Elder  & 
Co.  in  1881.  This  was  followed  by  "Lucia,  Hugh, 
and  Another,"  which  was  published  by  Messrs. 
Blackwood  St  Son  in  1884,  the  same  publishers  also 
undertaking  her  next  work,  "  The  Story  of  Philip 
Meihuen."  This  is  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best,  of 
Mrs.  Needell's  achievements.  It  is  a  strong  novel, 
and,  while  not  written  for  those  who  desire  simply 
what  is  pleasing  and  pretty,  the  characters  are  so 
conceived  and  analysed  as  to  carry  conviction  with 
them.  Mrs.  Needell's  next  two  novels,  "Noel 
Chetwynd's  Fall,"  and  "  Stephen  EJlicott's  Daughter," 
were  published  by  Messrs.  Oliphant  &  Co.,  of  Edin- 
burgh, and  Messrs.  Wame  &  Co.,  of  London  and 
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New  York,  respectively,  alter  they    had  appeared 
serially  in  newspapers.    The  popularity  of  "  Stephen 
EUicott's  Daughter  "  has  been  greater  than  that  of 
any  of  her  other  books.     It  has  elicited  Mr.  Glad- 
stDoe's  "testimony  to  the  great  ability  and  high  aim 
of  the  work,"  and  has  won  recognition  equally  from 
Archdeacon  Farrar  and'  Mr.  Labouchere.     The  novel 
has  appeared  in  three  distinct  editions,  and  has  been 
pnblished,  too,  in  Sydney.    Mrs.  Needell  has  another 
novel    in    hand,  "  Passing  the 
Love  of  Woman,"  which,  after 
ninning  seiially  will  appear  in 
book    form.       The    distinctive 
characteristics     of    this    author 
ate  a  singularly  vigorous  and 
masculine  style,  the  portrayal 
and  analysis  of  rare  and  strik- 
ing  types  of  character,  a   ten- 
dency lo  subtle  psychological 
delineation  which  her  resources 
amply   justify,  and  a  genuine 
vitality  of  treatment  for  which 
the  reader  may  well  be  grate- 
ful.   Mrs.  Needell  is  known  to 
a  few  as  the  author  of  some 
exquisite  verses  and  sonnets.

LAFCADIO  HEARN. 
Lafcadio  Hearn  is  the  son  of  an  Irish  father  and  a 
Greek  mother,  the  former,  a  surgeon  in  the  English 
Army,  having  won  in  romantic  fashion  a  beautiful 
maiden  in  one  of  the  Ionian  islandswhere  he  chanced 
to  be  stationed.  Lafcadio  was  their  second  son,  and 
when  a  lad,  was  educated  in  Wales,  with  a  view  of 
entering  the  priesthood.  He  isn't  exactly  on  that 
road  now.  His  career  as  an  American  newspaper 
reporter  has  often  been  told.  His  studies  of  Creole 
and  West  Indian  life  had  made  him  famous  before 
the  Japan  fever  struck  him.  Five  or  six  years  ago, 
when  he  went  to  Japan,  shortly  thereafter  to  take  a 
native  wife,  his  American  friends  feared  it  was  a

prominent  of  all.  Tolstoi,  Nietschke,  Baudelaire, 
Walt  Whitman,  Swinburne,  and  half  a  hundred 
more,  fall  by  turns  under  his  lash  ;  and  of  most  he 
furnishes  a  collection  of  proofs  which,  in  his  judg- 
ment, can  leave  in  no  sane  mind  any  doubt  that  they 
are  all  in  different  degrees  mor^l  epileptics,  suffering 
under  what  is,  in  truth,  a  veritable  disease.  The 
"degenerate"  is  incapable  of  adapting  himself  to 
existing  circumstances,  and  must  first  of  all  have 
them  all  altered,  sinking,  if  they  are  not  altered,  into 
despondency  or  a  vein  of  mysticism  in  which,  we 
fancy,  Herr  Nordau  includes,  if  not  religion,  all 
unusual  religious  depth.  The  whole  book  ts  a  mass 
of  collected  evidence— often,  we  are  bound  to  say, 
rather  disgusting — that  the  new  litterateurs  are,  espe- 
cially in  France,  thus  afflicted,  and  that  a  section  of 
the  community  in  all  countries,  itself  also  afflicted, 
although  in  a  less  degree,  follows  them  out  of  secret 
sympathy,  admires  them,  and  will,  if  not  checked,  at 
last  become  even  as  they. 

The  indictment,  sustained  as  it  is  by  thousands  of 
quotations  all  arranged  with  a  precision  and  force 
which  indicate  that  Herr  Nordau  would  have  made  a 
first-class  public  prosecutor,  and  by  the  melancholy  fate 
of  many  whom  he  attacks,  is  a  most  formidable  one, 
and  few  readers  of  "  Degeneration  "  will  close  its  pages 
without  a  melancholy  doubt  as  to  the  future  of  the 
thinking  world,  a  doubt  not  relieved  by  Herr  Nor- 
dau's  conclusion  that  the  degenerates  must  perish,  or 
the  world,  sick  with  excitement,  must  extinguish  ''  the 
steamship  and  the  railway  and  the  thoughts  that 
shake  mankind,"  and  fall  back  in  self  defence  upon 
the  older  and  healthier  life  of  the  peasant  and  the 
squire.  Those  few,  however,  will,  we  think,  detect  in 
HeiT  Naudau  himself  one  of  those  signs  of  disease 
which  he  so  eloquently  depicts, — a  tendency  to  base- 
less exaggeration.  We  do  not  mean  that  the  evils  he 
describes  are  not  there,  and  well  deserve  exposure, 
but  that  they  will  not  have  the  terrible  consequences 
he  predicts.  They  are  signs  not  of  the  decadence  of 
European  man,  but  of  a  wave  of  emotion  which  has 
swept  over  Europe,  or  parts  of  Europe,  from  time  to 
lime,  which  it  is  as  difflcult  to  account  for  as  for  any 
other  pestilence,  but  which  has  passed  like  the 
pestilences,  leaving  behind  it  much  destruction,  but 
probably  killing  out  permanent  tendencies  worse  even 
than  itself.     To  begin  with,  Herr  Nordau's  explan- 
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ation  of  the  cause  of  the  degeneration  which,  if  it 
were  true,  would  be  a  most  tenible  one,  is  aliDost 
demonstrably  inaccurate.  All  the  evils  which  he 
justly  denounces,  erotomania,  megalomania,  maudlin 
pity  without  its  proper  result  in  mercy,  appeared  in  ihe 
early  years  of  the  French  Revolution,  when  toen 
tolerated  or  encouraged  any  tilth,  even  that  of  the 
Pere  Duchesne,  when  boasifulness,  both  as  to  the 
individual  and  as  to  mankind,  was  carried  to  insanitv. 
•  *  •  All  Europe  may  be  said  to  be  tainted  with 
scepticisms,  with  impurity,  and  with  maudlin  senti- 
ment ;  but  all  Europe  at  the  same  indivi^ble  point 
of  time  is  recoiling  towards  deeper  religious  feeling,  a 
loftier  "  Puritanism,"  and  a  social  mercifulness  which 
is  not  yet  sufficiently  strained  of  its  impetuosities,  but 
which  will  certainly  not  be  sterile,  and  we  think  not 
maudlin.  We  will  not  speak  for  Germany,  or  Russia, 
where  the  child-ltke  nature  of  the  Slav,  so  evil  and  so 
good,  is  still  an  undeveloped  force;  but  in  England 
Yellow- Book n ess  is  dying  already  from  the  contempt 
of  the  fully  sane.  Experts  tell  us  that  even  now  in 
France  a  healthier  literature  is  arising ;  that  there  is 
a  strong  reaction  against  salaciousness ;  that  histcry 
never  was  so  studied ;  that  there  never  was  a  time 
when  there  was  more  genuine  teaming.  There  is  a 
recoil  even  from  disbelief ;  and  this,  though  not  we  fear 
as  yet  accompanied  by  a  recoil  from  the  previously 
mentioned  evils,  is  visible  also  both  in  Germany  and 

It  is  possible  that  there  is  in  a  class  weariness  of 
the  usual,  a  feeling  with  which  we  are  all  familiar; 
possible  that  we  have  not  become  completely  adapted 
to  the  life  of  cities,  where  alone  the  literature, 
described  by  a  recent  jester  as  "  erotic,  neurotic,  and 
Tommyrotic,"  is  really  born;  possible  also  that  we 
have  all  learned  a  little  too  much,  and  have  mental 
indigestion  as  the  result;  but  in  exhaustion  we  dis- 
believe. An  optimist  Max  Nordau  as  welt  inured  to 
the  labour  of  compilation,  as  facile  in  epigram  and 
as  brilliant  in  style,  could  give  us  a  book  uf  the  signs 
of  mental  and  moral  progress  as  large  as  his,  and 
as  well  stored  with  most  persuasive  facts.  Men  would 
read  it  with  as  much  interest  as  his,  in  which  the 
governing  thought,  after  all,  is  only  this,  that  this 
generation  having  done  much,  is  so  tired  that  it 
needs  sleep,  and  has  lost  for  the  moment  some  con- 
trol of  its  nerves  and  will.  The  future  rnay  be  with 
the  Puritan  or  the  Pagan,  but  it  will  not  be  with  the 
"Degenerate."  LenHon  Sptttalor.

only  two,  besides  "  Degeneration,"  have  carried  his 
name  beyond  the  German  and  Austrian  fnintien.

attacks  all  Europe— German  and  Frenchman,  Nor- 
wegian, Belgian.  Russian  and  English— Wagner  and 
Zala,  Ibsen  and  Maeteilinck,  Tol&tol  and  Wilde. 
The  litde  fishesof  Thi  YeUovi Book — MaxBeerbohm, 
Aubrey  Bevdsley,  Hubert  Criickanihorpe  and  their 
kind — have  not  yet  swura  within  his  ken,  and  prob- 
ably never  will.  Their  fate  probably  will  be  like 
unto  that  which  betell  our  own  little  degenerates,  the 
Edgar  Saltuses  and  Laura  Dajntreys,  some  years 
ago  ;  they  will  be  gently  snulfed  out.  We  must  con- 
fess, however,  that  we  should  have  liked  to  tead 
Dr.  Nordau's  opinion  of  Max  Noidau.

The  Arthurian  Epic:  a  Comparativk  Study  op

The  object  of   the  book  before  us  is  to  trace  the 

mass  of  legends  associated  with  the  name  of  Arthur 

from  their    Cambrian    and    Breton    origin   to    the 

Anglo-Norman  versions  inadequately  represented  by 

Tennyson,  whose  pictures  are  deficient  in  beauty  in 

proportion  to  his  departure  from  a  strict  fidelity  to  his 

models. 

The  author  has  undertaken  to  prove  in  this  book  of 
some  four  hundred  pages  that  the  cycle  of  Arthurian 
romances  built  up  on  a  tiny  germ  of  history,  on  the 
bardic  poems  of  Wales  and  Brittany,  on  local  tradi- 
tions, Church  legends,  and  Latin  chronicles  was,  in 
its  fully  developed  form ,  the  outgrowth  of  the  political, 
ecclesiastical,  and  social  conditions  of  the  court  of 
Henry  IL  of  England,  Lord  of  Normandy,  Anjon, 
and  of  Aquitaine.  It  was  Walter  Map  who  must  be 
recognized  as  the  originator  and  author  of  nearly  all 
that  is  imperishable  in  these  tales.  He  was  a  man  of 
indisputable  genius  and  wide  learning,  as  well  as 
of  high  repute  at  the  Angevin  court.  Archdeacon 
of  Oxford  and  chaplain  to  Henry  II.,  he  wu  a  wit 
and  courtier  as  well  as  a  theologian.  His  rum  in 
writing  these  tales  of  chivalry  was  not  only  to  amuse 
and  entertain  his  readers,  but  to  instruct  them  in  the 
current  theology  of  the  day,  and  so  successltilly  did 
he  fulfil  his  intention  that  his  works  obtained  an 
instantaneous  popularity,  and  were  read  or  recited  in 
castles,  towns,  and  hamlets  throughout  alt  that  part 
of  the  world  in  which  the  French  tongue  was  under- 
stood, and  which,  besides  England,  France,  and  the 
Low  Countries,  already  included  the  kingdom  of  the 
two  Sicilies,  and  was  about  to  include  the  kingdom 
of  Hungary.  Indeed,  the  chord  which  Mjp  struck 
vibrated  throughout  almost  the  whole  of  Europe. 
Not  only  in  the  countries  we  have  named,  but  ia 
Germany,  in  Spain,  and  even  in  Greece,  which,  dur- 
ing the  thirteenth  century,  was  more  or  less  Latinized 
the  brilliant  creations  of  the  Anglo-Norman  writer 
seized  upon  the  imagination  of  the  Continental 
trouv&res  who  reproduced  in  whole  or  in  part  the 
fantasies  of  the  English  narrator,  or  invented  addi* 
tional  romances  based  on  episodes  which  Map  had 
omitted.  In  England  these  romances  retained  theii 
hold  upon  the  popular  heart  for  many  a  century. 
Even  when  the  listening  age  had  given  place  to  the 
reading  age.  Sir  Thomas  Malory's  "  Mort  d'Arthur," 
a  compilation  of  no  artistic  merit,  was  one  of  the  first 
works  issued  from  the  press  of  William  Caxton.  It 
was  not  until  the  time  of  the  Reformadon  that  the 
Arthurian  epic  so  much  as  began  to  lose  its  attractive- 
ness, nor  does  it  seem  to  have  sunk  into  total  oblivion 
until  England  bad  entered  upon  the  era  of  the 
Commonwealth. 
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In  a  detailed  analysis  for  which  we  must  refer  the 
reader  to  the  book  itseif,  the  work  of  the  trouvJres 
and  especially  of  Walter  Map,  is  compared  with  that 
of  Tennyson,  to  the  grave  disadvantage  of  the  latter, 
and  the  author  gives  cogent  reasons  for  believing  that 
the  Arthurian  romance  must  be  read  as  it  came  from 
the  imaginative  brain  and  happy  touch  of  the 
Norman  minstrel,  if  we  would  comprehend  its 
exquisite  beauty,  its  artistic  perfection,  and  its 
marvelous  power.  N,  K  Sun. 

VOLUME  IV.  OF  McMASTER'S  HISTORY. 

A  History  of  the  People  op  the  United  States, 
FROM  THE  Revolution  to  the  Civil  War.  By 
John  Bach  McMasler.  In  six  volumes.  Volume  IV. 
630  pp.  Indeiied.  8to,  (1.90;  by  mail,  ^.15. 
It  is  now  tome  twelve  years  since  the  first  volume  of 
Professor  John  Bach  McMaster's  "  History  of  the 
People  of  the  United  States "  was  published.  On 
the  appearance  of  the  first  instalment  of  his  remarka- 
ble work  he  was  hailed  as  "  The  Macaulay  of 
America,"  and  however  premature  or  meaningless 
that  title  may  have  been,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of 
the  large  and  distinctive  literary  value  of  Professor 
McMaster's  history.  Subsequent  parts  of  it  have 
appeared  in  1888  and  in  1892  ;  and  now  we  have  the 
fourth  of  the  six  projected  volumes. 


The  author  not  ohly  restricted  himself  to  the  period 
from  the  Revolution  to  the  Civil  War,  but  his  purpose 
was  unique,  not  only  to  write  of  wars,  treaties  and 
political  Iraders,  but  to  describe  the  dress,  the  occu- 
pations, the  amusements,  the  literary  canons  of  the 
times  :  to  note  the  change  of  manners  and  moials; 
to  trace  the  growth  of  the  human  spirit  which  abol- 
ished punishment  for  debt,  and  repressed  the 
discipline  of  prisons  and  of  jaib;  to  recount  the 
manifold  improvements  which,  in  a  thousand  ways, 
have  multiplied  the  conveniences  of  life  and  minis- 
tered to  the  happiness  of  our  race ;  to  describe  the 
rise  and  progress  of  that  long  series  of  mechanical 
inventions  and  discoveries  which  is  now  the  admira- 
tion of  the  world  and  our  juit  pride  and  boast;  to 
tell  how  under  the  benign  influence  of  bberty  and 
peace  there  sprang  up  in  the  course  of  a  single  century 
a  prosperity  unparalleled  in  the  annals  of  human 
atTairs.  No  reader  of  the  preceding  volumes  of  the 
history  need  be  told  how  happily  the  author  has 
executed  his  design.  He  has  done,  indeed,  for  the 
people  of  the  United  States  what  J.  R,  Green  did  for 
the  people  of  England. 

This  fourth  volume  compasses  the  War  of  1811. 
and  brings  us  down  to  the  year  tSii ;  it  is  sufEcienily 
minute  in  its  narrative  of  the  leading  military  and 
political  events  of  that  pregnant  period,  but  in 
accordance  with  Professor  McMaster's  plan,  it  is  a 
great  deal  more  than  that.  The  military  and  naral 
exploits  down  to  the  battle  of  New  Orleans  are  neither 
slurred  nor  unduly  set  forth  in  these  £00  page^: 
we  have  quite  enough  of  Jackson  and  the  Seminole 
War ;  and  undue  prominence  is  not  given  to  Con- 
gressional debate  or  Presidential  aspiration.  But  we 
are  offered  a  living  picture  of  the  times  ;  we  are  made 
to  see  the  people  closely  in  their  several  conditiooE 
an<1  multiform  pursuits.  *"'<■' 

Without  going  deeper  into  the  fascinating  pages  of 
this  volume,  it  is,  for  the  present,  at  least,  enough  to 
say  that  it  fully  sustains  the  literary  merit  and  popular 
interest  of  its  three  predecessors.

A  NEW  BOOK  ON  CHINA. 
The  Real  Chinaman.   By  Chester  Holcom be.  With 

seventy  seven  illustrations.    350  pp.   1200,^1.50;    bf 

mail,  il.67. 
Mr.  Chester  Holcombe,  who  has  been  for  many  years 
acting  as  interpreter,  and  who  has  been  Secretary  of 
the  American  Legation  and  Acting  Ministerof  the 
United  States  at  Pekin.  does  not  write  a  defense,  an 
apology,  a  criticism,  or  a  panegyric  of  the  Chinese. 
It  may  be  an  explanation.  His  mission  is  to  describe 
"  some  of  the  more  prominent  factors  in  Chinese 
national  life."  He  gives  facts,  and  is  chary  of  opin- 
ions. As  you  read  you  are  convinced  that,  with 
peculiarities  which  the  author  calls  faults  and  foibles, 
the  Chinese  have  "  many  sterling  virtues  and  admir- 
able traits  of  character."  As  to  thefutureof  China, 
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with  its  400,000,000  of  people,  who  can  question  as 
to  its  beiag  an  important  factor  in  the  time  to  come. 
The  atithor  explained  what  is  not  so  well  under- 
stood, the  relationship  of  China  to  the  people  around 
her.  It  was,  Mr.  Holcombe  says,  "  a  loose-jointed 
and  essentially  Oriental  relationship.''  The  weaker 
and  less  civilized  neighbors,  admitting  the  supremacy 
of  China  and  having  done  so  from  time  immem- 
orial, naturally  gave  China  an  immense  amount  of 
conceit.  Her  way  was  the  right  one,  and  hence 
her  unreserved  contempt  (or  all  foreign  nations  which 
had  not  been  favored  with  her  example.  Hers  was 
a  supreme  complacency,  which  to  us  seems,  and  is. 

The  author  dwells  interestingly  on  the  Chinese 
language  and  its  inherent  difficulties.    There  are  all 


pronunicaiioD  of  the  Chinese  word  for  ponidge  into 
English  letters.  It  was  "  chou,"  "chow,"  "cheu," 
"  chan,"  "  tcheau,"  "  djou,"  and  "  tseau."  The  tone 
of  the  voice  alters  the  meaning  of  a  simple  word, 
A  plain  "yes"  or  "no"  has  many  troublesome 
variations.  Missionaries  are  prone  to  blunders.  One 
of  them  once  informed  his  Chinese  bearers  that  the 
Saviour  "  went  about  eating  cake,"  He  intended  to 
say  "healing  the  sick."  Mr.  Holcombe  gave  an 
entertainment,  and  wanted  some  smalt  cakes.  He 
was  particular  in  instructing  his  butler  to  buy  one 
hundred  "  lady  fingers."  The  servant  reported  thai 
he  had  only  been  able  to  purchase  sixty-four,  and 
that  they  were  "coming  in  a  cart,'' and  they  did 
come,  in  the  guise  of  ox  tongues  of  six  pounds  each. 
A  wrong  tone  in  the  voice  had  done  all  the  mischief.

the  way  from  35  000  to  260  oco  characters,  depending 
apparently  on  how  learned  you  arc.  The  Kang  Hsi 
Ti  Tien,  the  standard  Chinese  dictionary,  ijiows 
49,000  characters.  If  you  belong  to  the  teamed  or 
educated  class,  you  can  manage  with  only  10.000 
characters.  To  understand  these  is  an  endless  task, 
but  then  to  pronounce  a  Chinese  word,  that  is  another 
thing.  No  foreign  person  over  thirty,  the  author 
says,  can  leai^  how  to  speak  Chinese  correctly. 
The  vocal  organs  will  not  after  that  time  work  on 
Chinese.  After  fifteen  years  of  persistent  effort, 
Mr.  Holcombe  could  not  imitate  the  sound  used  by 
the  donkey  drivers  to  urge  on  their  beasts. 

Around  a  table  were  several  American  and  English 
xhotars,  supposably  learned  in  Chinese,  and  not  one 
of  thena  agreed  with  the  others  in  rendering  the 


We  may  not,  as  has  been  often  said,  measure  any 
people  with  a  yardstick  of  our  own  construction. 
The  anomalies  in  China  are  many,  and  so  our 
measuring  often  presents  ludicrous  results.  Chinese 
clothes  fit  us  neither  as  to  color,  make,  nor  shape. 
The  potentiality  of  China  is  in  its  great  mass. 
Whether  it  has  cohesion  wc  do  not  know.  Fixed 
in  its  ideas,  conventionally  statuesque  in  gigantic 
immobility,  though  Japan  and  the  outer  worid  may 
try  to  shatter  China,  the  chances  are  that  for  many 
a  long  year  to  come  her  condition — that  of  dead- 
stop — will  s^ll  block  the  way. 

There  is  abundance  of  information  to  be  found  in 
Dr.  Holcombe's  volume,  and  it  is  presented  in  a 
lively  and  interesting  manner.  But  China  remins  as 
much  a  puzzle  as  ever,  ..^A^.  K  Htnes. 
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VEDIC  INDIA. 


The  Story  of  Vedic  India.  As  Embodied  Princi- 
pftllf  in  Ihe  Rig-Veda.  By  Z£a*Ide  A.  E^gozin, 
author  of  "  The  Story  of  Ch«Ide«,"  etc.  IllustrMed.

As  originally  planned,  Ihe  present  volume  was  to 
have  included  the  post-Vedlc  or  Brahmanic  period, 


but  the  author  found  herself  embarrassed  by  an 
overwhelming  mass  of  material  at  disposal,  and 
therefore  wisely  limited  her  survey  of  the  subject  to 
Vedic  India,  as  embodied  principally  Jn  the  Etig- 
Veda.  This  admirable  manual  of  the  sacred  books 
of  India  is  not  wholly  exegetical  and  expository,  but 
develops  the  subject  historically,  and  presents  a  vivid 
and  sympathetic  description  of  the  peoples  and 
physical  characteristics  of  the  wonderland  of  the 
East.  India  is  a  land  of  mystery,  enchantment  and 
of  impressive  associations  and  propoitions. 

We  are  told  that  in  1872  the  population  of  India 
(the  Western  Peninsula  alone]  amounted  to  over 
250.000,000,  or  about  one-sixth  of  the  entire  human 
race.  But  extent  and  numbers  do  not  alone,  nor 
even  chiefly,  produce  that  sense  of  exalted  dignity 
inseparably  connected  with  the  name  of  India.  It  is 
the  various  features  of  its  physical  geography,  and 
especially  its  mountain  scenery,  that  make  it  distinc- 
tively great.  India,  physically  and  intellecluall]',  is 
the  creation  of  her  Himalayas.  Never  was  wall  of 
separation  more  towering,  more  impassable,  raised  by 


nature.  There  is  scarcely  an  opening  along  (he  im- 
mense extent  of  the  most  compact  and  highest  range 
in  the  world  that  yields  a  passage  to  either  the  mde 
winds  or  ruder  peoples  of  the  North.  Indeed,  trav- 
elers agree  that  no  mountain  scenery,  not  that  of  the 
Alps,  nor  any  in  the  Caucasus,  the  Andes,  or  oihe- 
famed  highlands  of  the  world, is  remotely  comparable 
in  splendor  and  sublimity  to  what  the  Himalaya 
offers  in  almost  any  of  its  valleys.  We  are  unable  to 
follow  the  author  in  her  felicitous  description  of  the 
physical  grandeur  of  India,  or  her  review  of  its 
peoples,  its  zoology,  its  productiveness  and  mineral 
resources.  After  a  comprehensive  and  lucid  chapter 
devoted  to  the  Aryas,  she  passes  to  a  study  of  the 
sources  of  our  knowledge  of  India,  with  which  it  is 
presumed  the  general  reader  is  more  or  less  familiar. 
But  with  the  literature  of  India,  it  may  be  confidently 
asserted,  there  is  little  familiarity  among  even  the 
cultured  of  the  West,  and  the  author's  appreciative 
study  of  what  Sir  William  Jones,  Henry  Thomas 
Colcbrooke,  Charles  Wilkins  and  other  English 
scholars  accomplished  in  the  field  of  Sanskrit  litera- 
ture, shows  what  is  possible  to  patience  in  the  foce  of 
apparently  the  most  hopeless  obstacles. 

The  first  explorers  of  India's  past  entered  on  their 
studies  with  appetites  whetted  by  the  few  significant 
disclosures  vouchsafed  them  by  chance.  All  the 
monuments  the  Sanskritist  can  turn  to  are  books,  or 
more  correctly  maaiiscdptB,  yet  there  is  vast  and 
almost  unmanageable  abundance  of  material  upon 
which  to  work.  But  the  knowledge  of  subjects  in 
which  scholars  were  most  profoundly  interested  was 
withheld  from  them  by  the  natives,  or  by  passive  le- 
ustance  and  curious  devises  they  endeavored  to 
divert  the  inquirer's  attention  from  them.  Scholais 
also  discovered  that  these  subjects  and  all  the  litera- 
ture treating  of  them  were  considered  sacred,  and 
as  such  to  be  jealously  guarded  from  the  sacrilegious 
prying  of  unholy  strangers ;  furthermore,  that  the 
Brahmans  as  a  class  being  specially  entrusted  with 
the  guardianship  of  all  things  sacred  and  national, 
they  did  not  wish  their  pupils,  who  were  also  their 
masters  to  learn  too  much  about  matters  the  knowl- 
edge of  which  might  enable  them  to  strengthen  thdr 
own  power  at  the  expense  of  the  Brahmans'  own.

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and  to  unravel,  on  occasion,  the  plotting  and  schem- 
ing of  the  lattei,  as  well  as  expose  the  fallacy  of 
many  of  thdr  claims  and  assertions.  The  Veda  was 
the  name  of  the  forbidden  knowledge — literally,  for 
the  word  means  "  knowledge."  It  was  applied,  as 
the  English  students  found  ont,  sometimes  to  the 
sacred  books  of  the  ancient  religion  of  India,  and 
sometimes  to  the  body  of  literature  that  had  gathered 
atound  them  in  the  course  of  dme.  Those  books,  four 
in  number,  were  said  by  the  Brabmams  to  be  a  direct 
verbal  revelation  from  the  Most  High,  and  were 
soon  understood  by  the  scholars  to  be  the  fountain- 
head   of  India's  religion  and  law    both.    All  their

"  Glimpses  of  Unfamiliar  Japan  "  to  make  his  read- 
ers see  through  that  same  early  glamour  the  scenes 
he  describes  and  the  men  whose  very  sovils  be 
apparently  makes  manifest.  "  Out  of  the  East "  is  a 
wotk  of  less  magnificent  proportions  than  its  pre- 
decessor, but  in  it  are  numberless  passages  of  a 
beauty  quite  as  great  as  that  which  characterized 
the  inost  notable  parts  of  that  remarkable  book, 
while  deeper  appreciation  and  keener  insight,  as  re- 
gards the  great  problems  Japan  is  now  forcing  upon 
the  West  for  solution,  reveal  the  effect  on  the  writer 
of  added  opportunities  for  observation  and  study. 
None  of  his  enthusiasm  or  of  bis  ability  to  inspire 
enthusiasm  has  departed,  but  now  he  shows  the 
meaning  of  things  as  well  as  their  picturesque 
beauty,  and  corrects  not  only  many  of  the  mistaken 
judgments  that  have  been  formed  by  others,  but  a 
few  of  his  own.

The  chapter  about  "jiujutsu"  is  certainly  one  of 
the  most  interesting  in  the  book,  but  it  is  not  that 
whose  omission  Mr.  Hearn's  readers  would  have 
regretted  most.  His  opinions  about  what  he  sees  are 
always  worth  consideration,  and  often  they  are  singu- 
larly acute,  but  the  arguinents  by  which  be  supports 
them  do  not  invariably  convince.  For  instance,  not 
even  Mr.  Hearn's  authority  will  go  far  toward  per- 
suading the  majority  of  his  readers  that  Buddhism  can 
be  of  any  further  use  to  the  world,  or  that  in  eleva- 
tion of  thought  or  consistency  with  natural  phenom- 
ena it  ranks  above  any  of  the  many  variants  of 
Christianity  with  which  rival  missionaries  are  striving 
to  supplant  IL  Quite  diflferent  is  it,  however,  when 
the  poet,  instead  of  the  investigator,  begins  to  speak. 
Then  must  instant  and  eager  acquiescence  be  given 
to  all  he  says,  In  appreciation  of  the  beautiful, 
whether  its  manifestations  are  wooded  mountains  and 
sunlit  sea,  or  the  lives  of  men  and  women,  Mr.  Heam 
is  never  mistaken,  nor  does  he  ever  fail  to  make 
plain  the  reasons  for  his  enthusiasm  or  their 
adequacy. 


The  description  of  scenery,  therefore,  and  the 
naxration  of  simple  stories  about  the  Japanese  who 
lived  of  old  or  who  live  to-day  are  by  far  the  most 
precious  parts  of  his  books.  This  "Out  of  the 
East"  is  rich  with  such  treasures.  In  its  first  chapter 
is  an  ancient  and  curious  tale  about  a  sort  of  Oriental 
Rip  Van  Winkle,  and,  strangely  in  contrast  with  it, 
as  regards  everything  except  sadness,  are  stories  of 
suicide  prompted  by  hatred,  by  love,  and  by  loyalty. 
Suicide  is  ever  the  ultimate  argument  in  Japan,  and 
conclusively  settles  difficulties  of  the  most  diverse 
kinds.  These  people  are  patient  only  to  a  certain 
point ;  that  reached,  an  implacable  energy  replaces 
submission,  and  tragedies  which  any  other  race 
would  regard  with  shuddering  horror  are  acted  to 
grim  conclusion  by  peasants  to  whom  smiles  had 
seemed  as  natural  as  their  color,  and  by  Princess  to 
whose  gentle  courtesy  there  had  seemed  to  be  no 

This  volume  was  not  finished  until  the  present  war 
with  China  was  well  under  way.  Kumamoto.  the 
town  where  Mr.  Hean  lived  and  taught  in  a  govern- 
ment school,  was  full  of  young  soldiers  making  ready 
for  embarkation.  He  describes  them  as  filled  widi 
the  very  ecstasy  of  patriotic  fervor.  To  fight  for 
Japan  and  to  die  for  it  in  case  of  slightest  need  were 
consuming  ambitions  in  every  mind.  No  thought  of 
personal  glory  mingled  with  this  devotion  to  the 
fatherland  and  the  Emperor.  Men  grew  desperate 
and  killed  themselves  if  enrollment  in  the  army  was 
refused,  while  rich  and  poor  alike  offered  all  they  had 
in  the  world  to  supply  the  army's  needs.  Scenes  like 
these  were  repeated  all  over  the  kingdom.  That  such 
soldiers  would  be  victorious  or  would  be  extenninated 
in  Corea  and  China  was  inevitable. 

So  far  they  have  been  victorious.  Mr.  Heam  hopes 
and  believes  that  China  will  soon  be  in  their  power, 
but  he  has  studied  the  people  of  that  older  realm,  and 
recognizes  in  them  immeasurable  potentialities.  To 
tell  the  end  is  impossible,  and  the  end  will  not  be 
reached  when  Japan  and  China  are  again  at  peace. 
Dai  Nippon  is  thoroughly  aroused.  She  shows  no 
inclinatian,  and  little  need,  for  further  tutelage ;  for- 
eigners no  longer  command  her  ships,  run  her  rail- 
ways, or  manipulate  her  telegraphic  instruments. 
Neither  foreign  capital  nor  foreign  men  are  invited  to 
her  cities  or  fields,  and,  having  chosen  what  arms  she 
needed  from  foreign  arsenals,  and  learned  10  use 
them,  Japan  claims  equality  with  all  the  world.  The 
new  English  treaty  recognizes  the  justice  of  this  claim, 
and^English  traders  are  preparing  to  leave  Yoko- 
hama. No  longer  allowed  to  overhve  the  natives, 
they  find  themselves  underlived  by  them,  and  their 
position  untenable.

There  is  no  reasonable  doubt  that  early  in  the  month 
of  Septembei,  1894,  a  massacre,  the  honars  of  which 
are  indescribable,  took  place  in  the  Sassoun  and 
neighboring  regions  of  Armenia.  How  many  were 
killed  nobody  ever  will  know — the  average  of  the 
estimates  makes  the  number  of  the  victims  about 
io,coo,  but  nearly  double  that  number  may  ha.ve 
been  butchered.  Those  who  perished  were  Christians, 
and  they  perished  because  they  were  Christians, 
One  other  point  is  established  beyond  reasonable 
dottbt.  It  is  that  the  massacre  was  the  result  of  an 
order  given  by  the  Sultan  of  Turkey,  and  that  this 
order  wa3  part  and  parcel  of  bis  policy  as  the  Calif 
of  the  Mohammedan  religious  world  of  making 
relentless  and  cruel  war  against  th^se  who  are  not  of 
his  faith. 

This  book  is  an  appeal  to  the  civilized  world  in 
behalf  of  the  Armenian  race  and  of  all  the  races  of 
Tnrkej'  to  put  an  end  to  this  terrible  policy  and  to 
establish  in  Turkey  the  right  of  all  men  to  religious 
liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  The  appeal  is 
^rong  and  convincing.  It  will  arouse  in  those  who 
read  it  the  wish  that  Abd-ul  Hamid  Khan  and  his 
Mohammedan  horde  might  be  marched  off  into  some 
remote  part  of  the  world — the  centre  of  Africa,  for 
example — and  compelled  to  stay  there,  fenced  in  so 
that  they  never  might  interfere  with  any  other  people, 
so  that  they  never  might  draw  their  swords  against 
others  than  their  own  kind. 

It  is  not  a  question  of  religion  that  is  discussed  in 
these  pages,  but  a  question  of  humanity  and  civiliza- 
tioQ.  The  time  has  come,  it  is  urged,  when  the  great 
powers  of  the  earth  should  compel  the  Sultan  ot 
Turkey  to  adopt  a  humane  policy  and  cease  to  b<;  a 
wild  beast. 

The  point  on  which  the  author  lays  the  greatest 
stress,  is  that  the  Armenian  massacre  is  only  an 
incident  in  a  horrible  policy,  and  that  if  the  civilized 
world  shall  not  interfere  theie  will  be  other  incidents 
of  similar  sort,  just  as  there  have  been  such  inci- 
dents in  the  past. 

Naturally  Mr.  Greene's  first  effort  is  to  demonstrate 
that  there  has  been  a  massacre  in  Armenia.  His 
demonstration  consists  in  the  presentation  of  sixteen 
letters  written  by  men  and  women  living  in  Turkey, 
based  largely  on  the  testimony  of  refugees  from  the 
region  of  the  massacre,  and  on  the  testimony  of 
soldiers  who  participated  in  the  butchery.  None  of 
the  letters  is  from  an  eye  witness,  for  at  the  time 
of  the  massacre  the  Armenian  villages  were   sur- 
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rounded  by  a  cordon  of  soldiery,  and  nobody  was 
permitted  to  pass  through  it.  The  same  guard  also 
was  kept  up  for  months  after  the  massacre,  while  the 
work  of  destroying  the  evidence  of  what  had  taken 
place  was  going  on.  The  strong  point  in  the  evi- 
dence which  is  presented  in  these  letters  is  that 
they  were  written,  each  independently  of  the  others, 
and  from  seven  different  cities  wide  apart,  live  of  the 
cities  fonning  a  circle  around  the  scene  of  the 
destruction.  The  names  of  the  writers  of  the  letters 
are  withheld,  because,  if  they  should  be  published, 
the  writers  would  be  in  great  danger,  inasmuch  as 
they  still  are  living  in  Turkey. 


A  LACK  C7  BALANCE. 


The  author  vouches  for  the  letter  writers,  and  as 
he  himself  has  been  until  lately  a  missionary  in 
Armenia,  there  is  every  reason  to  accept  his  guarantee 
as  sufficient.  It  may  be  said,  however,  that  a 
number  of  persons,  including  Gov.  Greenhalge  of 
Massachusetts,  William  Lloyd  Garrison,  Mrs. 
Livermore,  Alpheus  H.  Hardy,  Edward  Everett  Hale, 
andex-Gov.  Russell  of  Massachusetts,  have  examined 
the  letters,  and  join  in  an  address  which  appears  in 
the  book,  in  which  they  express  "the  utmost  con- 
fidence "  in  the  statements  contained  in  Mr.  Greene's 
letters,  and  say  that  they  are  "  worthy  the  belief  of 
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As  tbe  author  remarks,  no  one  of  the  letters  would 
tell  the  story  of  the  massacre ;  but  taken  together, 
tbey  furnish  a  more  complete  acconnt  of  what  took 
place  within  that  cordon  of  soldierr  than  has  been 
published  before,  in  this  country  at  least.  This 
"  Chapter  of  Horrors,"  as  it  is  called,  is  followed  by 
some  chapters  in  which  a  great  deal  of  information 
is  presented,  the  possession  of  which  is  essential  to 
an  understanding  of  the  Turkish  question.  Tbe 
author  gives  us  a  description  of  Armenia,  drawn 
largely  from  the  knowledge  he  gained  of  the  country 
and  its  people  while  be  lived  there. 

Then  comes  the  general  discussion  of  the  Eastern 
question,  in  which  a  good  deal  that  is  severe  is  said 
about  England.  The  Turk  has  not  kept  his  promises, 
and  England  has  evinced  no  determination  that  he

IN  STEVENSON'S  SAMOA.

At  the    present   time,  when  the  death  of 
Robert  Louis  Steven*on  is  still  fresh  in  our 
memories,  there  is  a  special  interest  attach- 
ing to  any  work  dealiog  with  his  far  Samoan 
home.     Miss  Fraser  sojonmed  for  a  while 
on  the  island  of  Upolu,  not  far  from  Mr. 
Stevenson's  residence  at  Vailima,  and  the 
brief  records   of  her  inteTcource  with  the 
illustrious  writer    form   some  of  the  most 
attractive  portions  of  a  thoroughly  delightful 
volume.     Miss  Fraser  and  her  companion 
found    the    Stevensons    the    kindliest   and 
most  thoughtful  of  neighbois  and  friends, 
and  the  occasional   glimpses  of  "  R.  L.  S." 
himself   leave  an  extremely  pleasant  im- 
pression.   The  small  volume  gives  us,  too, 
a  strikingly  picturesque  and  faithful  account 
of  the  conditions  of  life  in   the  island,  and 
some  highly  entertaining  sketches  of  many 
of  the  native  servants.    One  pleasant  little 
story  tells  of  a    visit  to  Apia,   when  the 
ladies  stopped  at  the  nearest  thing  in  the 
way  of  a  restaurant  kept  by  a  certain  China- 
man.

A  FRENCH  HISTORY  OF  ENGLISH 

LITERATURE. 

A  LiTRRARV  History  op  the  English    People, 

FROM  THE  Origins  to  the  Renaissance.    By  J.  J. 

Juberand.      With   frontispiece.      S4S   PP'       Indexed.

No  Frenchman  since  Taine  has  exhibited  such  a 
thorotiKh  knowledge  of  English  literaiure  as  has  Mr. 
J.  J.  Jusserand.  American  readers  are  already 
familiar  with  hb  "English  Wayfaring  Life  ia  the 
Middle  Ages."  "  Piers  Plowman,"  "  The  English 
Novel  in  the  Time  of  Shakespeare,"  and  "  A  French 
Ambassador  at  the  Court  ot  Charles  II."  He  has 
now  undertaken  a  work  of  comprehensive  scope 
which  he  terras  "  A  Literary  History  of  the  English 


People."  This  is  to  be  completed  in  three  volumes. 
The  first  volume,  which  is  now  published  by  the  Put- 
nams,  tells  the  literary  story  of  the  English  up  to  the 
Renaissance:  the  second  will  cover  the  period  from 
the  Renaissance  to  the  time  of  Pope ;  the  third  volume 
will  bring  the  narrative  up  to  our  own  day.  The 
author  explains  in  his  preface  why  he  has  called  his 
book  "A  Literary  History  of  the  English  People" 
rather  than  a  history  of  English  literature.  He  has 
aimed  to  allot  to  the  nation  itself  a  larger  part  than  is 
awarded  to  it  in  histories  of  literature,  and  to  study 
certain  manifestations  of  its  genius  whic  are  usually 
passed  over  in  silence.  Thus  he  has  no  intention  of 
allowing  to  remain  in  blank  the  ages  during  which  the 
national  thought  expressed  itself  in  languages  which 
were  not  native,  for  that  would  be  to  assume  that  dur- 
ing considerable  periods  the  inhabitants  of  the  island 
had  ceased  to  think  at  all.  Then,  again.  Mr.  Jusser- 
and Cuntends  that  philosophers  and  reformers  may  be 
questioned,  not  without  purely  literary  advantage, 
concetningthe  theories  which  they  spread;  for  Bacon. 
Hubbes,  and  Locke  have  been  the  ancestors  of  poets 


who,  though  titej  may  never  have  rt»d  their  works, 
have  breathed  an  air  impregnated  with  their  thonght. 
Among  the  most  striking  chapters  of  this  volnme 
are  those  which  deal  with  the  authors  of  English  bknd 
who  wrote  their  works  in  French  or  in  Latin.  Note- 
worthy, abo,  is  the  account  of  the  fusion  of  races  and 
languages  accomplished  in  the  fourteenth  centnty, 
and  characterized  by  th-^  appearance  of  Chancer, 
Gower,  and  Langland  in  Enijlish  poetry,  and  of  John 
Wyclif,  the  father  of  English  prose.  JV.  Y.  Sum. 

AN  ATLAS  OF  CL.^SSICAL  ANTIQUITIES. 

By  The.  Schreiber.  Edited  for  English  use  by  Prof. 
W.  C.  F.  Anderaon.  Firth  Collega,  Sheffield.  With 
a  preface  by  Prof.  Percy  Gardner.  Illustrated.  10] 
pp.  Indexed.

For  the  artist,  the  architect,  the  decorator,  and  the 
archaeological  student,  this  publication  will  be  a  ver- 
itable find.  Nor  will  its  usefulness  be  limited  to 
these  classes.  So  vast  a  wealth  of  information  as  is 
contained  within  its  pages  cannot  fail  to  be  of  the 
greatest  service  to  the  general  reader,  who  will  thus 
be  able  to  comprehend  much  more  readily  many 
points  in  the  life,  the  habits,  and  the  manners  of  the 
ancients.  Schrciber,  with  the  characteristic  traits  of 
the  German  savant,  has  gone  into  his  work  analyti- 
cally and  with  untiring  enthusiasm.  Whether  the 
subject  be  the  art  of  the  ancient  painter,  sculptor,  or 
the  maker  of  btomes,  the  architect  and  builder,  the 
mysterious  rites  of  the  priest  at  the  religious  festivals, 
or  the  athletes  at  the  Olympian  games,  the  author  is 
most  exhaustive,  and  liule  available  material  seems 
to  have  been  neglected. 

Unusually  interesting  and  instructive  are  the  chap- 
ters devoted  to  war,  while  there  are  ample  data  relat- 
ing to  wars,  the  intimate  home  life  of  the  classical 
ancients  is  not  neglected.  The  houses  they  Uved  in, 
the  temples  they  built,  the  plans  of  their  cities  and 
public  buildings,  are  all  given  in  great  detail.  The 
markets,  the  shops,  the  very  drainage  and  sewerage 
and  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  treated  with 
copious  drawings.  So  with  baths,  private  and  pub- 
lic, an  important  factor  in  the  lives  of  all  clashes; 
there  are  many  very  interesting  accounts.  Weights 
and  measures,  the  arrangements  of  the  shops,  the 
various  customs  of  the  workmen,  the  manufactures  of 
pottery,  the  goldsmith's  art,  and  the  more  hamhle 
trades  of  the  shoemaker,  the  barber,  the  carpentet, 
and  the  baker— none  of  these  ate  lacking.  Ooe 
may  turn  at  a  glance  and  gel  any  desired  informa- 

The  volume  fittingly  closes  with  an  exhaustive 
account  of  the  funeral  rites  of  these  bygone  races, 
and  gives  details  of  the  coffins,  the  graves,  and  the 
tombs,  with  death  processions,  burial  ceremonies, 
and  bodies  lying  in  state.  Plans  of  cemeteries  are 
here,  with  monuments,  sepulchres,  and  sarcophagi. 
The  tombstones  that  marked  the  final  resting  plact; 
the  bas-relief   commemorating  the    deceased,  and 
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medals  in  memory  of  the  virtnes  of  the  dead  are 
records  of  the  thoroughness  of  the  work  ia  Schreiber's 
book. 

The  accompanying  letter  press  fully  explains  each 
cut,  gives  authorities,  and  is  otherwise  most  interest- 
ing and  of  great  utility  to  the  student  who  desires  to 
tefer  in  more  detail  to  special  subjects.

A  ROMANCE  OF  TRAVEL. 
The  Princess  Aline.    By  Richard  Harding  Davis, 

author  of  "The  W«t  from  a  Car  Window,"  "Our 
English  Couuoa,"  '*  Gallegher,"  etc.  lllustrnted  by

Though  Mr.  Davis'  latest  story  is  the  longest  he  has 
written,  it  is  still  essentially  a  "  short  story  "—a  single 
theme  directly  developed  upon  one  straight  line.  The 
conception  is  delicate,  almost  fancifiil;  the  treatment 
is  so  daintily  simple  and  sincere  that  it  seems  an 
actual  naTTative  of  personal  experience  and  one  only 
recognizes  at  the  end  what  fine  art  it  is  that  has  made 
this  work  of  imagination  so  convincing.  A  young 
painter  setting  out  in  pursuit  of  the  Princess  whose 
photograph  has  charmed  him,  and  following  her  half 
way  around  the  world  without  coming  up  with  her, 
only  to  find  at  the  end  of  the  chase  that  it  is  the 
American  girl  he  has  been  traveling  with  that  he 
really  loves,  this  is  the  whole  thread  of  the  story. 
At  the  end  we  understand  exactly  how  it  all  happened 
and  must  have  happened ;  but  we  have  been  absorbed 
in  the  chase  all  along  and  did  not  anticipate  ihe 
result :  least  of  all  did  we  anticipate  the  last  delicate 
touch  of  all,  which  suggests  what  might  have  been, 
had  it  been  otherwise:  "1  think  I  am  a  litde 
homesick,"  said  the  Princess  Aline. 

Fine  as  this  all  is  on  its  human  side,  the  special 
charm  of  "  The  Prjncess  Aline  "  is  in  its  impression 
of  rapid  travel.  We  go  by  express  hvta  New 
York  to  Athens,  and  not  only  have  we  a  dis- 
tinct picture  of  each  capital  at  which  the  Prin- 
cess and  her  pursuer  stop,  but  we  go  with  them 
in  the  railway  carriage  and  see  the  changing 
panorama  that  flits  by  the  windows.  If  Mr. 
Davis  had  been  writing  "  Europe  From  a  Car 
Window,"  he  would  have  elaborated  the  pic- 
ture more — for  here  it  is  only  the  landscape 
background  for  the  living  figures— but  he  could 
hardly  have  made  the  impression  more  vivid. 
One  would  at  any  time  hesitate  to  say  whether 
bis  art  is  better  displayed  as  a  storyteller  or  as 
traveler:  in  "The  Princess  Aline"  the  two  are 
so  combined  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  make 
the  distinction.  In  either  aspect  or  in  both, 
this  is  a  little  masterpiece.

Henry  Norman  is  one  of  the  best  equipped,  most 
careful  and  most  trustworthy  of  the  newspaper  corre- 
spondents who  have  made  a  special  study  of  the 
peoples  and  politics  of  the  far  East.  Some  newspaper 
letters  are  included  in  the  present  volume,  but  it  is 
very  much  more  than  a  collection  of  ephemeral  im- 
pressions.   The  record  of  mere  travel  is  interwoven 
with  that  of  investigation,  and  incidents  and  adven- 
tures are  mingled  with  the  factors  and  statistics  of  the 
permanent  problems.    It  is  altogether  an  important 
and  timely  book.      It  is  true  that  it  is  addressed 
primarily  to  the  Btitish  public,  the  efTccts  of  Eastern 
politics  upon  British  interests  beins  kept  constantly 
in  view,  but  it  is   written    from   the  standpoint   of  a 
thoughtful  and  broad-minded  observer,  a  student  of 
contemporary  history. 

Some  hundred  pages  of  Mr.  Norman's  book  are 
devoted  10  China.  From  China  he  passes  through 
Korea,  describing  the  country  and  its  international 
position  and  thence  to  Japan,  whose  present  position 
and  policy  make  these  chapters  of  particular  import- 
ance. Siam,  which,  though  less  interesting  to  us,  is 
very  important  to  England  and  to  France,  receives  a 
good  share  of  attention,  as  does  also  Malaya,  and 
Mr.  Norman  concludes  his  interesting  book  by  "an 
Eastern  horoscope,"  which  is  only  one  man's  guess, 
of  course,  but  the  guess  of  a  man  of  more  than  com- 
mon knowledge  of  the  subject. 

Mr.  Norman  believes  in  Asia  for  the  Asiatics,  and 
he  believes  that  to  be  distinctly  the  policy  of  Japan. 
"  Between  the  Asiatic  and  the  European,  howevC]. 
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keen  m%y  be  the  commercial  instincts  of  the  lalter, 
or  however  progressive  the  temperament  of  the 
(oimer,  there  is  an  everlasting  gulf."  As  Kipling 
says,  "East  is  East  and  West  is  West."  Says  Mr. 
Norman:  "  We  may  like  Japan  and  admire  ber  and 
trade  wiib  ber,  and  for  my  part  I  do  not  tbink  it  pos. 
sible  to  know  Japan  without  both  liking  and  admiring 
her  greatly ;  and  Japan  may  like  us  and  appropriate 
our  knowledge  and  trade- witb  us;  but  European, 
American,  French  or  German  h  one  kind  of  human 
being  and  Japanese  is  another.  Between  them  stands 
and  will  stand  forever  the  sacred  and  ineradicable 
distinction  of  race."

OBirUARY. 

Jambs  Dwigkt  Daka,  Professor  of  Geolc^  and  Miner- 
alogy at  Vile  University,  died,  April  14,  in  New  York  City. 
He  was  eighlylwo  yean  old,  and  was  a  familiar  figure  in 
the  streets  of  the  collie  town,  bein^  known  as  the  only 
surviving  member  of  the  "  old  guard  "  professors,  of  which 
the  late  President  Wolsey  and  the  late  President  Porter  were 
two  of  the  most  prominent.  Prof.  Dana  retired  from  active 
class-room  work  in  1893  A  widow,  two  sons,  and  two 
daughters  survive  him.

standard  of  value  and  a  medium  of  exchange.  When  eoooo- 
mistsgcl  rid  of  that  theory  the  community  will  get  rtd  of 
panics — not  before.  "  Values  are  ideal  creations,  and  an 
only  be  [Hoperly  expressed  in  terms  of  the  ideal — jiumben."

M,  Varigny  writes  not  only  with  high  appreciation  of  our 
countrywomen,  but  with  a  very  fair  comprehension  of  their 
actual  position  and  influence  in  relation  to  the  social  develop- 
ment of  the  country,  and  a  just  perception  also  of  present 
tendencies  and  dangers.  Tlie  freedom  of  our  women,  from 
their  girlhood  up.  is  of  course  what  strikes  a  Frenchman 
most  forcibly,  but  M.  Varigny  does  not  bewail  it.  On  the 
contrary,  he  recognizes  the  strength  of  character  which  i* 
thus  developed,  and  the  importance  which  it  has  given  them 
here  from  the  beginning.  He  is  indeed  a  most  enthusiastic 
admirer  of'the  American  woman,  and  yet  he  has  a  keen  per- 
ception of  her  fauhs,  her  tendency  to  bad  mannen,  and  her 
recent  tendency  to  laxity  in  social  views,  m  the  growth  of 
divorce  and  the  general  confusion  of  our  moiriage  laws  he 
finds  only  an  evil;  and  yet  the  American  woman  is  too 
healthy  and  too  sensible  to  permit  him  to  despair  of  her, 
even  in  the  face  of  this.  Of  course  M.  Varigny  relate*  a 
pood  many  wild  anecdotes  that,  if  true  at  all,  are  true  only

Not  the  least  interesting  feature  of  the  book   lies  in  the 
pcHnts  brought  forward  by  each   writer  on   which   he   bases 
claims  of  superiority  lor  the  university  he  represents.     With 


equal  frankness,  however,  each  writer  has  indicated  wherein 
he  believes  Ibe  system  of  bis  university  weak,  and  those  of 
its  rivals  commendable.  On  one  point  they  all  agree.  That 
is,  that  more  money  is  needed  to  meet  the  growing  demands 
for  thorough  education.  Harvard,  Vale,  Princeton,  asd 
Columbia  feel  that  they  are  poor,  compared  with  the  pro- 
sperity of  the  United  Stales  and  the  wealth  of  Iheir  own 
alumni.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  students,  unless 
there  is  a  corresponding  addition  to  the  endowment  funds, 
while  gratifying  to  :he  universities,  tends  to  impoverish 
rather  than  to  enrich  them.  No  attempt  is  made  in  these 
four  sketches  to  give  the  histories  of  the  universities.  The 
more  interesting  purpose  has  been  to  trace  the  causes  that 
gave  the  universities  their  origin,  and  to  each  its  individual 
manner  of  striving  for  the  some  common  result,  to  afford  the 
best  means  of  obtaining  liberal  education.  The  deielopment 
of  athletic  sports  in  the  universities,  the  authors  of  the  four 
sketches  maintain,  has,  on  the  whole,  been  beneHcial. 
Various  other  subjects  of  great  importance  to  young  men 
about  to  choose  their  colleges  and  to  those  interested  in  the 
relative  systems  and  aims  of  these  universities  are  discussed 
in  a  fair-minded  manner.

There  'is  only  one  fault  to  find  with  Prof,  Beer's  book, 
and  that  is  that  there  is  not  enough  of  it.  It  is  a  book  of 
reminiscences,  which  will  delight  all  who  read  it,  and,  of 
course,  doubly  delight  Vale  men  ;  it  is  a  pity  that  there  are 
not  60,000  words  in  it  instead  of  half  that  number.  It  is 
the  Yale  of  twenty  years  ago  with  which  the  reminiKences 
deal.  The  striking  fact  they  exhibit  is  that  collegelife  in 
New  Haven  in  the  early  sixties  was  simpler  than  the  college 
life  there  today.  Prof.  Beers  is  inclined  to  think  that  the 
democracy  which  was  a  charming  feature  at  Yale  in  his  time 
has  "  yielded  to  the  more  comfortable  conditions  of  modem 
student  life."  A  most  interesting  chapter  contains  extracts 
from  ■'  An  Undergraduate's  Dairy."  It  is  full  of  stories  that 
exhibit  the  life  and  fun  of  the  campus,  the  recitation  room, 
and  the  dormitories.  In  his  account  of  the  "  eating  clubs " 
of  his  time  Prof.  Beets  shows  that  he  and  some  of  hit 
fellow-students  practiced  economics  in  their  living  which 
hardly  would  be  thought  of  in  these  days.  The  stories  of 
bis  experiences  in  the  clubs  which  undertook  to  keep  students 
alive  at  an  expenditure  of  little  or  nothing  for  food  are  very 
amusing.  He  and  bis  assodales  seem  to  have  had  a  good 
deal  more  of  fun  than  of  food.

The  old  theoij  of  narration 
was  that  a  story  should  he  told  with  a  beginning,  a  middle, 
and  an  end,  all  definitely  set  down  in  black  and  white.  The 
□ew  theory  is  that  for  artistic  ends  the  three  are  too  many  by 
two — that  it  is  only  necessary  to  tell  one  of  them  (say  the 
niiddle),givinginthe  telling  certain  suggestive  bints  which 
shall  enatile  the  reader  to  imagine  the  beginning  and  the 
end  for  himself.  But  upon  this  suggestlveness  the  successof 
the  literary  treatment  of  the  episode  altogether  depends,  and 
from  many  of  Mr.  Street's  ''  Episodes "  it  is  altogether 
absent.  From  most,  I  say,  not  from  all,  for  there  are,  per- 
haps, half  a  doien  of  these  narrative  studies  which  fulfil  this 
requirement  admirably;  but  too  many  of  them  are  mere 
fn^eots,  whereas  a  work  of  art,  whatsoever  else  it  may 
be,  should  be  an  organism.

The 
British  Museum  would  like  to  rifle  itof  some  of  its 
treasures  in  order  to  complete  its  own  lacking  depart- 
ments ;  several  other  European  libraries  would  be 
glad  to  acquire  the  whole  or  parts  of  it,  but  there  is  a 
very  good  chance  that  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
trustees  of  our  Boston  Public  Library,  the  entire 
collection  of  upwards  of  twenty  thousand  volumes  will 
be  purchased.  It  would  probably  have  a  room 
devoted  to  its  exclusive  use  and  growth  and  share 
with  the  Ticknor  Collection  of  Spanish  and  Portuguese 
Books,  with  the  Allen  BrownC  Music  Library  and  with 
Judge  Chamberlain's  amaiinglyrich  autograph  col- 
lection, and  with  the  other  special  libraries  the  fame 
which  Boston  has  as  a  centre  of  culture  I 

About  a  year  ago  Miss  £.  Pauline  Johnson,  or  in 
her  own  more  melodious  and  romantic  language,  the 
Princess  Tekahionwake,  made  a  genuine  sensation  in 
Boston  with  readings  from  her  own  poems.  She  has 
been  recently  in  London  where  she  has  won  greater 
triumphs  than  ever  poor  little  Pocahontas  ever 
dreamed  of  winning.  Mr.  John  Lane  has  ready  a 
volume  of  this  talented  and  beautiful  Indian  woman's 
poems  and  they  will  be  shortly  issued  in  Boston  by 
Lamson,  WolfTe  &  Company.  Her  distinctively 
Indian  and  dramatic  pieces  require  for  their  best 
enjoyment  the  living  voice,  but  some  of  the  lyrical 
poems  are  very  muucal.  I  will  quote  one  or  two. 
Here  iS  one  entitled  "  The  Camper :" 

Night  'aeath  the  northern  ikies,  lone,  black,  and  grim : 

Naught  but  the  starlight  lies  'twixt  heaven  and  him. 

Of  man  no  need  has  he,  of  God,  no  ptayer; 

He  and  his  Deil;  are  broth«is  there. 

Above  his  bivouac  the  firs  fling  down 

Through  blanches  gaunt  and  black  their  needles  brown. 

Afar,  Eome  monntain  streams,  rock-bound  and  fleet. 

Sing  themseires  through  his  dreams  In  cadence  sweet. 

The  pine  trees  whispering,  ihe  heron's  cry, 

The  plover's  passing  wiag,  bis  lullaby. 

And  blinking  overhead  the  white  stsrs  keep 

Watch  o'er  his  hemlock  tied — his  sinless  sleep. 

And  here  is  a  rondeau  entitled  "  At    Husking- 
time."    It  has  a  sly  humol,  not  without  charm : 
At  husking-time  the  tassel  fades 
To  brown  atove  the  yellow  blades, 

Whose  rustling  sheath  enswalhes  the  com. 
That  bursts  its  chrysalis  In  scorn 
Longer  to  lie  in  prison  shades. 
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AmoDC  the  merty  lads  and  miids 
The  cTCiking  ox-can  ilowly  wades 
'Twixt  stalks  and  stubble,  sacked  and  torn 

At  hnsluDg-tinie. 
The  pijing  pilot  crow  penuades 
The  flock  to  join  in  thicTing  raids ; 
The  t\j  raccoon  with  craft  inbora 
His  portion  steals;  from  plenty's  horn 
His  pouch  the  saucy  chipnmnk  lades 
At  hoskbg-time. 
A  staoia  from  a  poem  devoted  to  the  crows  is 
rather  fine  in  its  vivid  picture : 
O'er  what  last  lakes  that  stretch  superbly  dead 

Till  lashed  to  life  by  itonn  clouds,  have  they  down  ? 
In  what  wild  lands,  in  laegard  flight  have  led 
Their  aerial  career  unseen,  nnknowo, 
Tilt  now  with  twilight  come  their  cries  in  lonely  mono- 
icae? 
Taken  all  in  all  there  is  considerable  variety  of 
mood  and  feeling  in  the  little  volnme  which  contains 
only  eighty-eight  pages,  and  I  do  not  see  why  it 
should  not  have  some  vogne,  especially  as  the  work 
of  a  genuine  Indian.     It  would  be  easy  to  pick  out 
certain  faults  of  taste,  but  the  good  lines  are  sufficient 
to  redeem  crudenesses.    Another  of  the  John  Lane 
and  Lamson  WoIfTe  books  is  a  thin  volume  entitled, 
"  The  Viol  of  Love,"  by  Charles  Newton  Robinson. 
It  is  beautifully  printed  on  Japan  paper,  with  rather 
sumptuous  boyau  decoration  in  red.    The  last  few 
poems  are  translations  firom  Horace  and  \^llon.     I 
will  quote  one  of  his  own : 

LOVE  UNUTTERED. 
My  life  reieals  my  lore; 

Thereof  my  soul  is  proud ! 
My  life  revests  my  love ; 

Yet  vaunts  it  not  aloud  ? 
For  one  alone  there  lives 

My  heart's  interpreter; 
The  silence  of  my  soul 
Is  musical  to  her. 
Mr.  Lamson  has  just  returned  from  New  York 
bringing  with  him  a  whole  portfolio  of  plans  and 
announcements ;  enough  to  fill  a  whole  letter !  He 
has  arranged  to  bring  out  a  volume  of  short  stories  by 
Mrs.  Burton  Harrison  entitled,  "  A  Vi^nia  Cousin." 
The  other  stories  will  be  "  On  Frenchman's  Bay  " 
and  "Out  of  Season."  It  will  be  illustrated.  He 
will  also  publish  a  volimie  by  the  Cotmtess  Cora  A. 
Slocumb  di  Braiza-Savorgnan,  entitled  "  Two  Phases 
of  the  Present  Day,"  which  the  Countess  read  with 
great  success  the  other  day  at  Mr.  Albert  Morris 
Bagby's  Studio  in  New  York.  It  will  be  illustrated 
by  the  author.  Mr.  Lamson  will  henceforth  control 
the  remainirg  copies  of  the  Countess's  book  on  "  Old 
and  New  Lace  in  Italy."  Those  who  visited  the 
Chicago  Fair  wilt  remember  that  the  Countess  had 
cha^e  of  the  interesting  Italian  exhibit  of  rare  and 
beautiful  laces.    Mr.  Lamson  will  also  bring  out  the 


American  edition  of  Fetd.  Ongania's  "  LArU  dtlU 
Stamfa  tut  JUnaseimtttto  Itaiiana,"  which  has  been 
regarded  by  connoisseurs,  as  perhaps  the  most  per- 
fectly printed  book  of  modem  times.  It  gives  &c- 
similes  of  the  most  beautiful  specimens  of  early  books 
printed  in  Venice.  The  Italian  edition,  that  is  widi 
the  Italian  preface  and  notes,  was  almost  immediately 
sold.  Lamson,  Wolffe  &  Company  will  be  the  pub- 
lishers of  Mr.  Bagby's  "Miss  'Traumerei."  Mr. 
Bagby  was  one  of  the  circle  at  Weimar,  who  paid 
homage  to  lisit,  and  this  musical  story  which  hith- 
erto has  been  issued  by  its  author,  gives  many  inter- 
esting descriptions  of  life  and  society  under  the 
shadow,  or  rather  the  sunlight,  of  Lisit's  genius. 

Messrs.  T.  Y.  Crowell  &  Co.  will  publish  immedi* 
ately  a  litde  volume  which  ought  to  rouse  the  deepest 
interest  of  every  American.  On  the  fourth  of  April, 
the  Nfw  York  Independent  printed  a  special  number 
devoted  mainly  to  reminiscences  and  eulogistic  ■ 
sketches  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  the  thirtieth  anniversary 
of  whose  assassination  it  commemorated.  There 
were  nearly  fifty  articles  by  former  friends  and  asso- 
ciates of  the  martyred  President,  and  many  of  them 
threw  an  entirely  new  light  on  his  life  and  character. 
The  Rev.  Francis  Hayes  Ward  gives  a  very  charm- 
ing introduction  to  the  volume  which  will  take  its 
place  as  one  of  the  notable  publications  of  the  year. 
Among  those  who  contribute  to  it  are  the  late  George 
William  Curtis,  ex-Senator  Dawes,  W.  J.  Ferguson, 
one  of  the  actors  at  Ford's  Theatre  on  the  night  of 
the  assassination,  Mr.  Hemdon,  Uncoln's  law  partner, 
Neal  Dow,  Major-General  O.  O.  Howard,  Henry  W. 
Knight,  one  of  IJncoln's  bodyguard  and  others. 

Messrs.  Crowell  will  soon  publish  a  ddightfol 
volume  of  short  stories  by  Mr.  Edward  W.  Thomson, 
one  of  the  editors  of  The  Youth's  COmpani»n,  li 
will  be  entitled  "  Old  Man  Savarin  "  and  will  include 
"  Great  Godfrey's  Lament,"  "  McGrath's  Bad  Night " 
and  eight  or  ten  more.  Mr.  Thomson  is  a  Canadian 
and  most  but  not  all  of  his  tales  are  redolent  of  that 
fascinating  backwoods  life  found  along  the  rivers  of 
Canada,  I  should  hardly  dare  tell  how  many  stories 
be  has  written  during  the  past  few  years ;  his  fecundity 
and  invention  are  phenomenal  and  his  sense  lA 
humor  puts  him  in  the  very  front  rank  of  amusing 
novelists. 

It  is  a  curious  coincidence  frequently  noticed  that 
titles  for  bi>oks  seem  to  run  in  almost  parallel  lines. 
At  one  time  the  word  "  Angel "  appeared  on  several 
tides  almost  simultaneously.  Now  on  the  heels  of 
Little,  Brown  Sc.  Company's  "  Madonna  of  the  Alps  " 
comes  a  new  book  published  by  Joseph  Knight  3e 
Company  under  the  title  of  "  A  Mad  Madonna.''  It 
is  undoubtedly  true  that  Mrs.  L.  Clarkson  Whitelock, 
the  author,  named  her  story  independently  of  the 
otherbookand  that  neither  was  intended  as  a  plag- 
iarism on  "  The  Madonna  of  the  Tubs,"  which 
appeared  some  time  ago.  Mrs,  Whitelock,  who  is 
better  known  as  L.  Clarkson,  published  a  few  yeais 
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Mgo  a.  number  of  illustrated  books :  "  Heartease," 
"Violet  with  Eyes  of  Blue"  and  "The  Shadow  of 
John  Wallace."  This  new  book  contains  half  a  dozen 
short  stories :  "  Apollo."  "  Ignoto,"  "  A  Bit  of  Delft," 
"Love's  Home"  aad  "From  Another  Country." 
Mn.  Clarkson  Wbitelock  lives  in  Baltimore,  but  has 
spent  much  time  in  Europe. 

I  must  close  with  the  quota,tion  of  a  letter  addressed 
to  a  publisher  who  has  recently  brought  out  a  little 
Tolnme  of  Smnbume's  poems.  The  scruples  of  the 
writer  do  b'edit  to  a  New  England  conscience,  but  it 
is  to  be  queried  whether  even  the  Bible  or  Shakespeare 
can  give  much  satisfaction  to  such  a  sensitive  soul 
for  the  authors  thereof  have  gone  where  copyright  is 
more  of  a  delusion  than  it  is  here  in  America,  and 
where  are  their  h«rs  ? 

Here  is  the  letter: 

"  'Vnil  jou  sjlaw  me  to  uk  if  that  very  chuming  t>ook  of 
Swinbu'ne's  Lyrics  published  by  you  is  copyrighted  to  Mr. 
Swinburne;  or  if  not, is  published  iritli bis  peimissiou?  If 
so, please  tdl  me  how  lean  get  a  copy.  I  mftkeitspriadple 
not  to  bny  '  KnUed '  books." 


WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

Into  charitable  work  nearly  erery  one  enters  with  a 
light  heart  and  leaves  with  a  heavy  one.  There  is 
perhaps  no  field  of  work  for  others  in  which  good 
people  make  such  fools  of  themselves  and  are  so 
fooled.  As  a  general  rule,  people  engaged  in  church 
relief  and  in  managing  our  charitable  societies  are 
grossly  ^orant  of  what  has  been  done  and  pub- 
Uahed  in  regard  (o  charitable  rehef,  and  they  usually 
teeni  to  care  very  little  about  learning.  It  is  impossi- 
ble, for  instance,  to  get  clergymen  to  take  (he  precau- 
tions absolutely  necessary  in  a  large  city  to  prevent 
imposition  by  reporting  their  cases.  "  Aspects  of  the 
Social  Problem,'*  a  group  of  papers  just  edited  by 
Hr.  Bernard  Bosanquet,  endeavors  to  sum  under 
various  titles  the  opinions  and  experience  of  English 
experts  on  various  phases  of  pauperism  and  the 
general  duty  towards  these  phases.  Mr.  Bernard 
Bosanquet,  who  in  the  last  live  years  has  written 
several  books  and  a  number  of  magazine  articles  on 
sesthetics,  real  knowledge  and  social  problems,  furn- 
ishes the  philosophical  theory,  a  little  misty,  which 
opens  and  closes  the  volume.  Mr.  H.  Dendy  writes 
on  children,  women,  the  industrial  residuum,  old 
incapables  and  the  English  poor  law.  Mr.  C.  S.  Loch, 
the  capable  ^d  combative  head  of  the  London 
Charity  Oi^anization  Society,  deals  with  old  age, 
pensions,  details  of  poor  relief  and  statistical  returns 
in  pauperism.  In  spite  of  the  difference  between 
English  conditions  and  ours,  the  charitable  worker 
will  get  much  out  of  this  book  and  first  and  chiefly 
the  necessity  of  looking  at  his  own  little  work  in  the 
large  and  in  its  relations. 


The  deep  difficulty  which  besets  charitable  work 
is,  of  course,  that  while  people  insist  on  looking  at 
pauperism  as  a  material  lack,  its  cause  is  really  moral. 
This  is  made  plain  with  pitiless  clarity  in  "  Tales  of 
Mean  Streets,"  by  Mr.  Arthur  Morrison,  Called  to 
the  care  of  a  charity  in  East  London,  Mr.  Morrison, 
— he  is  thirty-one, — has  grimly  written  things  as  they 
are  among  the  very  poor,  their  squalor  and  their  in- 
decent lives,  their  hopless  selfishness,  and  he  has  done 
this  with  genuine  literary  power,  which  makes  these 
tales  the  revelation  of  a  new  man  in  letters,  from 
whom  much  may  be  expected, 

"  Municipalities  at  Work,"  by  Mr.  Frederick  Dol- 
man, describes  six  English  cities,  Birmingham,  Man- 
chester, Liverpool,  Glasgow,  Bradford,  and  Leeds,  in 
which  the  "  new  municipality  "  has  taken  up  public 
works  on  a  laige  scale  andmadea  profit  out  of  them. 
The  book  is  most  instructive  and  shows  how  much 
cities  can  do  for  themselves  and  their  citizens,  if  they 
are  willing  to  borrow  freely.  These  cities,  with  a 
population  of  2,602,000,  owe  t131.ooo.ooo.  New  York 
and  Chicago,  with  about  the  same  population  and  far 
more  wealth,  owe  {120,000.000,  and  have  lower  death 
rates  than  any  one  of  these  cities,  except  Bradford. 
Mr.  Dolman's  book  is  short,  readable  and  a  useful 
manual,  written  without  bias,  but  with  little  compara> 
tive  knowledge. 

The  teaching  of  the  "new  geography"  much 
needs  for  the  work  of  teachers  in  our  schools 
a  book  like  "  Short  Studies  in  Nature  Knowledge," 
by  William  Gee,  and  such  a  book  is  more  or  less 
furnished  by  the  "  National  Geographic  Monographs," 
edited  by  the  National  Geographic  Society,  of  which 
five  have  appeared,  three  by  Major  J.  W.  Powell,  on 
general  physiography  and  that  of  the  United  States, 
one  by  Professor  N.  S.  Shaler,  on  Atlantic  beaches 
and  marshes,  and  one,  the  last,  by  Mr.  £.  C.  Russell, 
on  the  Nevada  extinct  lakes.  These  are  cheap  and 
invaluable  to  the  teachn,  but  they  are  too  advanced 
for  pupils  and  rather  hard  reading.  Mr.  Gee's  book 
takes  up  the  e&rth,  ocean,  seas,  rivers,  lakes, 
air,  winds,  etc.,  and  talks  about  them  familiarly  in  a 
way  sure  to  interest  children.  Remembering  the 
age  at  which  one  boy  read  Maury,  I  should  say  there 
was  no  question  about  this  book  interesting  children 
from  eight  to  fourteen.  Unfortunately  Mr.  Gee  is 
insular  and  not  up  to  date.  He  is  in  the  descriptive 
and  has  not  reached  the  causal  stage  of  physiog- 
raphy. He  is  weak  on  fluviatile  action  and  needs  a 
course  of  Dr.  Alfred  Pbillipson's  "  Wasserschieden." 
His  conception  of  geomorphy  is  crude,  and  when  he  , 
comes  to  volcanoes  knows  naught  of  Suess.  Yet 
the  book  is  interesting,  well  illustrated,  good  as  far  as 
it  goes  and  will  do  until  a  belter  is  written. 

Mr.  Henry  Theophilus  Fincke  is  a  light-hearted 
traveler  with  a  unging  habit  of  mind.    About  various 
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lands,  Spain,  Morocco,  California,  and  the  like,  he 
has  written  light,  pleasing  books  full  of  easy-going 
acceptance  of  the  theory  that  this  is  a  good  world 
when  you  can  dine  comfortably,  hear  some  good 
music  and  see  a  pretty  woman.  Set  to  this  agreeable 
motif,  "  Lotus  Time  in  Japan ''  runs  over  the  usual 
Toute,  a  little  extended,  for  Yezo  and  the  Ainos  come 
in,  takes  the  usual  view  and  finds  all  of  praise  in 
Japan.  There  are  half-tone  photographs,  there  are 
all  the  usual  Japanese  properties,  there  is  a  laudable 
effort  at  reading  and  preparation,  and  in  the  midst  of 
it  all,  the  light-hearted  Mr.  Fincke,  a  most  agreeable 
companion  for  a  summer  hour. 

Miss  Lillian  Bell,  in  the  "  Love  Affairs,  of  an  Old 
Maid,"  published  in  1892  showed  a  capacity  to  see 
the  higher  significance  of  familiar  things.  "  A  Little 
Sister  to  the  Wilderness  "  puts  in  the  bottom-land  of 
West  Tennessee,  a  young  woman  of  noble  nature  and 
aspiration,  but  dumb  for  want  of  expression  when 
she  loves,  and  is  at  last  won  by  an  eloquent  young 
clergyman.  The  region,  its  religious  life,  including  a 
revival,  an  illicit  still,  are  described  in  detail ;  there  is 
some  dialect — not  too  much — and  the  two  leading  char- 
acters stand  out  very  distinctly  from  the  general  level 
of  the  story,  which  is  suffused  with  desire  to  make  the 
most  of  its  moral. 

It  is  nowadays  ordinarily  expected  that  the  inter- 
national novel  shall  have  some  accuracy  of  local 
color.  "The  Fair  Maid  of  Fei"  has  none.  Neither 
surroundings,  place  nor  people  reflect  Fez  in  this 
novel,  which  is  sprinkled  with  a  few  tags  of  travelers' 
accounts  of  Morocco  and  crowded  with  impos^ble 
adventure,  ill- written. 

French  household  cooking  methods  are  discussed 
to  good  purpose  in  the  preface  of  Miss  Lucy  H.  Yates, 
"The  Profession  of  Cookery,"  although  few  of  them 
can  be  applied  under  American  conditions,  where 
time  and  labor  are  both  more  valuable.  The  receipts 
in  the  hook,  arranged  by  subjects,  are  suggestive,  but 
the  author  is  still  in  the  "  pinch  "  and  "  siie  of  an 
egg"  stage.  Each  group  of  receipts  is  pleasingly 
discussed  in  a  little  introduction,  most  well  meaning ; 
hut  Miss  Yates  has  a  weak  grasp  of  the  great 
principles  which  underlie  this  important  subject,  as 
when  she  has  two  sweets  and  no  salad  in  a  small 
dinner.  This  is  very  sad,  as  sad  as  Miss  Yates' 
lamentable  ignorance  in  peppers. 

*  Mr.  John  Corbin,  a  young  Harvard  man,  in  "  The 
Elizabethan  Hamlet,"  has  written  one  of  the  most 
important  and  illuminating  books  which  have  recently 
appeared  on  the  play.  Every  stage  student  of 
Shakespeare  knows  how  much  the  point  of  view  as' 
to  comedy  and  tragedy  has  altered  in  his  plays  since 
they  were  first    acted.      The  Elizabethan  age  was 


brutal.  Like  our  gallery  to-day,  it  found  comedy  in 
much  that  is  to  most  of  us  pathetic  or  tragic.  Grasp- 
ing the  two  ideas  that  the  "Hamlet"  which  Shakespeare 
adapted,  was  a  bloody  melodrama,  and  that  insanity 
was  comicto  an  Elizabethan  audiencewbere  it  is  tragic 
to  us,  Mr.  Corbin  has  set  in  their  right  light  a  host 
of  small  difliculties,  which,  from  the  side  of  the  stage 
must  have  struck  every  keen  critic  who  has  seen  many 
performances  of  the  play. 

"  If  Jesus  Came  to  Boston,"  by  Dr.  Edward  Everett 
Hale,  shows  how  much  Christ  there  is  in  the  every- 
day life  of  a  great  city.  There  never  was  more,  and, 
thank  God,  there  will  never  be  less ;  but  more  and  more 
until  righteousness  shall  cover  the  earth  like  a  sea. 

There  is  a  power,  familiar  to  every  watchful  student 
in  letters,  of  leaving  an  impresuon  on  the  mind  that 
something  has  happened.  The  vision  of  print  is  left 
somehow  on  the  mental  retina,  as  the  sun's  is  on  the 
eye.  This  power  appears  in  "A  Truce  andOdier 
Stories,"  by  Mrs.  Mary  Tappan  Wright  {Mrs,  John  H. 
Wright),  of  Cambridge,  "rtiree  of  the  stories,— "A 
Truce,"  "  As  Haggards  of  the  Rock,"  "  A  Portion  of 
The  Tempest  "—grip.  The  last  was  in  Scriintr't 
and  so  was  "  From  Macedonia"  and  "  Deep  as  First 
Love."  As  usual,  the  magazine  did  not  take  the  best 
stories ;  but  magazine  readers  like  it  pleasaot.  The 
storm  hangs  heavy  in  these  stories.  There  is  much 
talk  and  what  happens  is  thrown  up  like  a  larger 
shadow.  Now  and  then  this  note  pushed  too  far 
becomes  a  falsetto,  but  in  the  main  it  is  held. 

Col.  A.  K.  McClure  has  added  to  hb  published 
addresses  a  second  volume  which,  tike  the  first,  is  at 
once  a  record  of  the  man  avd  part  of  the  history  of 
the  past.  "  Lincoln  as  Commander-in-Chief,"  is  the 
most  penetrating  summary  of  the  great  president's 
relations  to  the  conduct  of  the  war  yet  written.  Two 
other  addresses  are  legal  arguments,  one  derending 
the  press  and  the  other  the  infliction  of  disfranchise- 
ment as  a  punishment  for  desertion.  Thoe  are 
besides  a  group  of  lesser  addresses,  all  with  the  same 
quality  of  actuality,  of  immediate  contact  with  the 
affairs  of  the  day  which  has  so  long  attached  to  all 
Colonel  McClure's 


Mr.  Nathan  Haskell  Dole  has  a  fine  accurate  tonch 
in  translation  which  he  has  used  on  the  "  Madonna 
of  the  Alps,'' an  alpine  novel  by  Herr  B.  Schulie- 
Smidt.  The  work  has  that  touch  of  romantic 
sentiment,  which  is  inseparable  from  German  fiction; 
but  the  Italian  Alps  are  here  painted  at  their best,and 
the  simple  young  artist's  nature  in  a  wrong  love,  ytt 
sound  at  the  core,  and  seeing  at  last  aright,  is  here  laid 
bare  in  a  story,  whose  charm  survives  in  Mr.  Dole's 
skillful  translation. 
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Mr.  W.  Warde  Fowler,  in  1886,  nine  years  ago, 
wrote  "  A  Year  with  the  Birds."  He  has  since  given 
himself  to  the  work  of  an  Oxford  man,  writing  of 
Cxsar,  the  Greek  city,  and  so  on,  with  learning  and 
some  spirit.  He  has  now  collected  a  number  of  bird 
papers  in  "  Summer  Studies  of  Birds  and  Books," 
A  volume  of  very  unequal  value.  Mr.  Fowler  has 
not  the  gift  of  Thoreau  for  the  atmosphere,  or  of 
Burroughs,  for  the  detail  of  nature;  but  his  training 
as  a  scholar  comes  into  play,  and  in  "  Aristotle  on 
Birds,"  on  Gilbert  White  and  the  song  ot  birds,  he  is 
fall,  accurate  and  interesting.

Mr.  F.  Schuyler  Matthews  has  arranged  in 
"  Familiar  Flowers  of  Field  and  Garden,"  the  com- 
mon flowers,  wild  and  cultivated,  in  the  order  of  their 
blossoming  and  given  a  picture  and  account  of  each, 
closing  with  a  floral  calendar.  The  idea  is  excellent. 
The  pictures  are  good.  The  colors  are  indicated  with 
minute  care,  correcting  some  of  Gray's  errors ;  but 
apparently  without  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  varia- 
tions in  color.  Mr.  Matthews,  too,  has  only  common- 
place information  in  regard  to  the  plants  he  names 
and  be  has  not  followed  up  his  authorities.  Our 
garden  heliotrope  grows  wild  in  the  Taurus.  The 
wild  gladiolus  is  in  North  as  well  as  South  Africa  and 
its  natural  color  is  m^enta.  It  would  be  possible  to 
gather  most  interesting  information  on  each  of  our 
common  plants,  and  if  such  a  book  took  up  their 
growth  and  fertilization  it  would  long  hold  its  own, 

Mr.  Thomas  Fisher  Unwin,  publisher,  needed  an 
advertisemeni.  So  he  got  each  author  whose  works 
be  bandies  to  tell  how  he  came  to  write  his  parttc* 
nlar  book.  Mr.  Unwin's  authors  take  themselves 
with  grave  seriousness  and  explain  in  larger  or  less 
detail.  It  is  all  gossip;  but  this  is  an  age  of  gossip, 
and  this  is  harmless,  for  each  man  is  telling  it  of 
fairosclf.  But  while  to-day  this  book  is  gossip,  to- 
morrow it  will  be  literary  history,  written  first-hand. 

^A  writer  in  the  Washington  S/ar  says  that  the 
largest  and  most  complete  medical  library  in  the 
world  is  the  collection  of  medical  works  located  in 
the  Army  Medical  Museum,  in  that  city,  under  the 
care  of  the  surgeon-general's  office  of  the  War 
Department  and  the  immediate  supervision  of  Dr. 
Joho  S.  Billings,  U.  S.  A.  It  may  also  be  said  that 
the  card  index  system  of  medical  publications  used 
by  the  library  is  the  most  thorough  and  practical 
index  of  medical  works  in  the  world.

MRS.  T.  O.  H.  CRAIGIE. 
"John  Oliver  Hobbes,"  famous  in  fiction,  ii 


Mrs. 


Craigie  in  her  social  circle,  a  very  young  woman 
— almost  a  mere  girl — shy,  tiny  and  extremely 
pretty.  She  is  English  so  far  as  place  of  birth  is  con- 
cerned ;  but  in  descent  and,  to  some  extent  in  tem- 
perament she  is  thoroughly  American.  Her  father, 
John  Morgan  Richards,  is  one  of  the  wealthiest 
wholesale  chemists  in  London.  Welsh  by  descent 
he  is  an  American  of  Americans,  and  belongs 
to  that  peculiarly  charming  type — the  quiet,  refined 
and  cultured  American  gentleman.  Mr.  Richards 
can  go  back  to  a  period  anterior  to  the  revolution  in 
the  history  of  his  family's  settlement  in  America, 
The  Fields,  who  have  figured  so  brillianily  in  so 
many  departments  of  American  life— in  law,  with 
Judge  Field  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  David  Dudley 
Field ;  in  enterprise,  with  Cyrus  Field  of  the  Amer- 
ican Cable — are  cousins  of  Mr.  Richards.  Mrs. 
Richards  is  even  more  typically  American.  Rest- 
less, energetic,  imaginative  and  lavishly  hospitable, 
her  spacious  home  in  that  series  of  rather  gaunt 
castles  near  Hyde  Park  called  Lancaster  Gate  is  a 
place  where  you  will  meet  some  of  the  most  distin- 
guished of  London's  social  types.  A  child  of  Quaker 
pedigree,  she  is  devotional,  spiritualistic  and  inexhaus- 
tibly good  natured,  and  her  enthusiasms  range  from 
Dr.  Parker  of  the  City  Temple  to  the  Duchess  of 
Teck  and  the  Princess  Christian. 

Mrs.  Craigie,  their  daughter,  is  a  somewhat  curious 
outcome  of  such  surroundings,  but  everybody  study- 
ing the  character  of  her  parents  can  see  where  she 
has  derived  the  qualities  that  go  to  make  up  her 
genius.  In  person  she  is  slight,  just  about  the  middle 
height  and  singularly  frail  in  bearing  and  impression. 
Her  shyness  has  almost  disappeared  in  her  larger 
experiences  of  London  life  and  she  acts  the  part 
of  a  hostess  with  ease  and  readiness,  and,  as  she 
lives  with  her  parents,  and  has  to  organize  those  Gar- 
gantuan evenings  which  their  whole-souled  hospitali- 
ties invite,  her  task  is  not  always  quite  easy. 

Mrs.  Craigie's  decided  tendency  to  pietism  has  taken 
a  somewhat  different  form  from  that  of  her  parents. 
The  family  was  originally  Presbyterian,  but  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Richards  are  regular  attendants  at  Dr.  Parker's 
City  Temple,  while  the  daughter,  only  a  few  years 
ago,  became  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church.  Mrs. 
Craigie  was  married  when  she  was  little  more  than  a 
girl  and  her  affections  are  bound  up  in  a  charming 
bttle  boy. 

But  Mrs.  Craigie  has  gone  through  a  most  thorough 
scheme  of  self-culture.  A  Scotchman  in  America 
once  made  the  remark  to  me  that  the  only  educated 
men  in  America  were  women.  Mrs,  Craigie  con- 
fesses the  paradox.  She  studied  the  piano  with  Wal- 
ter Macfarren ;  for  two  years  she  worked  at  classics 
and  philosophy  with  Professor  Alfred  Goodwin  at  the 
University  College,  London,  and  she  had  for  years 
private  tutors  in  every  subject  she  cared  to  take  up. 
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KnowQ  to  the  public  as  a  writer  of  fiction — which,  to 
some  extent,  is  of  the  world  worldly — she  is  reallj'  one 
of  the  deepest  read,  most  serious  and  most  widely 
cultured  women  of  her  time. 

Her  output  of  work  at  the  present  has  been  com- 
paratively  small.  She  has  her  hours  every  morning 
during  which  nobody  is  allowed  to  enter  her  room ; 
and,  although  she  thus  works  steadily  and  regularly, 
she  erases  iikfinttely  more  than 'she  publishes.  Since 
the  startling  success  of  her  "  Some  Emotions  and  a 
Moral,"  she  has  written  only  three  stories  and  of  these 
"  The  Gods,  Some  Mortab  and  Lord  Wickenham" 
alone  makes  pretensions  to  be  classed  as  a  novel.

THE    AUTHOR    OF    "A    SUPERFLUOUS 

WOMAN." 
The  authorship  of  "  A  Superfluous  Woman  "  and 
"  Transition  "  has  been  kept  so  strictly  anonymous 
that  not  even  the  most  ingenious  of  journalists  could 
solve  the  enigma.  I  am  now  able  to  give  a  few  par- 
ticulars of  the  writer,  whose  latest  novel  is  attracting 
a  good  deal  of  attention.  She  is  a  woman,  as  has 
been  sunnised,  and  her  name  is  Miss  Emma  Brooke. 
She  lives  in  Hampstead,  has,  indeed,  lived  there  for 
the  larger  part  of  her  life,  and  is  known  personally 
to  only  a  small  circle  of  Uitirateurs.  She  was  one  of 
the  very  first  students  whose  names  were  entered  at 
Newnham,  and  during  her  Cambridge  career  she 
became  interested  in  political  economy.  On  remov- 
ing to  London,  she  gradually  gathered  round  her  a 
number  of  people  who  cared  for  her  own  pet  study, 
and  these  were  wont  to  meet  of  an  evening  in  her 
rooms  at  Hampstead,  to  read  papers  on  social  sub- 
jects, and  to  discuss  the  problems  of  the  time.  Among 
them  were  two  young  men,  Mr.  Sidney  Webb  and 
Mr,  George  Bernard  Shaw,  whose  first  essays  in  mili- 
tant literature  were  undertaken  at  the  instance  of  this 
little  society  promoted  by  Miss  Brooke  herself.  In 
course  of  time  the  club,  after  the  fashion  of  such 
things,  increased  in  siie,  and  is  to-day  the  well-known 
Fabian  Society.  Very  few  of  the  people  who  discuss 
its  present  doctrines  are  aware  of  its  simple  begin* 
nings.  Miss  Brooke's  interest  in  social  themes  has 
continued  paramount,  and  she  is  understood  to  have 
said  that  much  more  of  her  own  heart  and  interest 
has  gone  to  the  making  of  "  Transition  "  than  to  that 
of  her  earlier  success.  Readers  of  her  book  will  now 
the  more  easily  appreciate  the  portrait  of  Mr.  Sidney 
Webb  which  is  introduced  in  its  pages.  Miss  Brooke 
knew  Mr.  Webb  when  his  repute  was  yet  to  be  made, 
and  no  one  could  be  better  equipped  to  speak  of  bis 
progress  and  of  the  increase  of  his  own  peculiar  fol- 
lowing.   Miss  Brooke  has  a  striking  face.    Her  hair. 


which  is  very  grey,  is  wavy  with  curls.  She  has 
bright,  alert  eyes,  and  astrong,  firm-set  mouth.  Her 
features  declare  her  a  person  of  much  dctenniaatio&, 
and  her  work,  whatever  its  shortcomings,  is  at  least 
patently  sincere.

Between 
her  eyebrows  she  has  an  intellectual  knit,  which 
she  tightens  when  she  concentrates  her  mind  upon 
any  particular  subject  in  a  most  interesting  way. 
She  and  her  husband,  who  is  so  well-known  as  the 
composer  of  "Rob  Roy,"  "Robin  Hood  "and  other 
popular  operas,  live  in  a  charming  home  in  Irving 
Place,  just  off  of  Gramercy  Park.  Hn  home  is  fur- 
nished with  taste,  andhere  she  entertains,  dividing  her 
time  between  society  and  literature,  between  associa- 
tion with  Bohemians  and  joumeyings  in  the  enemy's 
camp  among  the  Philistines.

Victory,"  hut  the  publishers  changed  this  name  to  the 
one  which' it  now  bears.

A  CHRONICLER  OF  MEAN  STREETS, 
ARTHUR  MORRISON. 
Notwithstanding  that  certain  magazines  are  said  to 
to  be  "  down  on  low  life,"  a  few  intrepid  writers  have 
invaded  the  press  with  picturesque  sketches  drawn 
at  firsthand  from -the  life  of  the  "Great  East  Side," 
and  have  met  with  unwonted  success.  What  Mr. 
Townsend,  in  his  "Bowery  "  and  "  Chimmie  Fadden," 
has  done  for  New  York,  Mr.  Nevinson,  in  his  "  Slnni 
Stories,"  has  accomplished  in  a  more  serious  fashion 
for  Shadwell  and  Mile  End  in  London.  Yet  another 
and  more  powerful  writer  of  the  East  has  arisen  in 
Mr.  Arthur  Morrison,  whos«^"  Tales  of  Mean  Streets 
in  London  "  has  just  met  with  the  disapprobation  of 
Messrs.  Smith  and  Mudie's  Libraries,  and  is  prob- 
ably, for  that  reason,  the  most-talked-of  book  of  the 
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hour.     Roberts  Brothers  have  just  brought  out  aa 
American  edition. 

Mr,  Morrison  is  a  young  man  of  thirty-one,  whose 
literary  experience  has  been  a  happy  one.  For  some 
years  he  was  secretary  to  an  old  Charity  Tnift,  whose 
(^rations  caused  his  residence  and  employment 
among  the  meanest  districts  ot  East  London.  There 
he  gathered  material  for  the  sketches  which  have 
appeared  from  time  to  time  in  the  Natioaal  Observer, 
the  first  and  introductory  chapter  having  been  pub- 
lished ,in  Macmillan's  Magaxine,  October,  1891, 
entitled  "A  Street."  When  Mr.  Morrison  severed 
his  connection  with  the  Charity  Commission  five 
years  ago,  he  joined  the  staff  of  a  well-known  paper 
in  London,  but  soon  grew  tired  of  journalistic  routine, 
and  set  himself  to  do  leisurely  the  work  he  felt  he 
was  best  fitted  to  do.  His  detective  stories  have 
recently  been  collected  and  published  under  the  title  ' 
"  Martin  Hewitt,  Investigator,"  andthe  series  is  being 
continued  as  "The  Chronicles  of  Martin  Hewitt,"  in 
the  new  Windsor  Magatitu,  Mr.  Morrison  con- 
templates writing  a  novel  of  East  London,  and  has 
also  a  new  "Tale  of  a  Mean  Street"  nearly  ready.

has  now  achieved.  He  wrote  for  years  before  his  work 
found  recognition,  and  now,  according  to  his  own  con- 
fession, he  sells  everything  he  writes  before  it  is  written, 
A  friend  thus  describes  his  personal  appearance: 
"  Walk  down  Fleet  Street  some  bright  spring  after- 
noon and  see  Zangwill  come  slowly  along,  peering 
with  short-sighted  vision  into  shop  windows,  with  an 
abstracted  air.  ^e  usually  wears  a  long  black  frock- 
coat,  and  his  raven  curls  are  surmounted  by  a  curious 
tittle  soft  black  hat,  which  seems  to  have  as  many 


I.  ZANGWILL. 
Mr.  Isaac  Zangwill,  the  author,  was  born  in  London, 
began  life  a  poor  boy,  and  to  the  fact  that  his  early 
years  were  a  hard  struggle  with  poverty,  he  attributes 
bis  success  in  depicting  life  among  the  lowly.  He 
received  his  early  education  in  a  Red  Cross  School  in 
Bristol,  and  when  he  left  there,  at  the  ^e  of  fourteen, 
applied  himself  to  reading  for  a  London  degree,  which 
he  secured  before  he  was  twenty-one,  passing  all  his 
examinations  with  honors. 

Inability  to  get  on  with  the  head-masters  caused  him 
to  abandon  teaching  the  young  idea  how  to  shoot,  and 
and  he  wrote  "  The  Premier  and  the  Painter,"  which 
was  well  reviewed,  but  not  a  great  financial  success. 

On  the  strength  of  the  book,  however,  he  secured 
a  position  as  editor  of  Ariel,  a  new  publication.  "  I 
was  its  first  and  last  editor,"  he  says.  "  I  gave  it  birth, 
Ichristenedit,  andlkilledit.  But  I  believe  it  amused 
many  people  while  it  lived."  About  this  time  Mr. 
Zangwill  published  his  first  successful  book,  "  The 
Bachelors'  Club,"  Its  eccentric  humor  was  entirely 
unlike  anything  he  had  previously  done,  and  the  book 
enjoyed  wide  popularity. 

He  first  attracted  general  attention  with  a  story 
called  "  Children  of  the  Ghetta,"  published  not  more 
than  two  or  three  years  ago.  Since  then  he  has  been 
aitracting  more  attention  with  stories  of  Jewish  life — 
"  Ghetto  Tragedies,"  "  The  King  of  Schnorrers," — 
and  essays  upon  literary  subjects.  It  is  said  that  he 
does  not  like  the  idea  of  being  considered  a  specialist 
in  literature,  and  "The  Master,"  just  completed  in 
Harper's  Weikly,  will  be  found  in  quite  another  vein. 
Mr.  Zangwill  has  worked  hard  to  win  such  fame  as  he 


shapes  as  a  chameleon  has  hues.  He  generally  carries 
some  MSS.  under  his  arm,  is  slightly  round-should- 
ered, thin,  without  a  particle  of  color,  stoops  a  little, 
and  scorns  an  umbrella  in  any  weather." 

Mr.  Zangkvill  is  the  oldest  of  five  children  and  a 
bachelor,  twenty-nine  years  old.  Tall,  rather  thin  in 
appearance,  he  strikingly  resembles  the  late  Lord 
Beaconsfield.  He  has  a  very  expressive  face,  with  a 
Napoleonic  nose,  large  brown  eyes,  through  which  is 
reflected  at  once  a  heart  noble  and  sincere.     He  is 
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discreet  without  being  dittnislful,  gentle  without  weak- 
ness. An  impulsive  vehemence  is  associated  wiih  a 
singular  power  of  self-control  and  reserve  not  easily 
penetrated.  He  is  never  afraid  of  obliging  the  ungrate- 
ful ;  overscrupulous,  if  that  may  be,  about  keeping 
wiibin  the  strictest  limits  of  logical  demonstration,  and 
»ncere  to  the  core.  He  is  a  bright  and  even  playful 
companion ,  with  a  quick  appreciation  of  the  humorous 
ude  of  things  in  general  and  one's  self  in  particular, 
and  the  witty  repartees  of  his  equally  bright  sisters 
and  brothers  it  is  indeed  a  privilege  to  have  listened 
to. 

Zangwill  is  a  very  hard  worker,  and  rarely  accepts 
the  many  invitations  which  are  constantly  showered 
upon  him,  and  when  he  accepts,  on  some  state 
occasion,  he  is  fairly  lionised  by  both  sexes.  Each 
mail  brings  him  dozens  of  letters  from  the  fair  sex, 
from  all  parts  of  the  world,  confiding  their  intense 
admiration,  sometimes  love,  for  him.  Diana,  the 
younger  of  his  two  charming  usters,  is  a  fine  pianist. 
His  brother  Marc  is  an  aitist,  and  often  illustrates  his 
brother's  novels.  The  youngest  brother,  Loub,  is 
considered  the  finest  amateur  chess-player  in  Eng- 
land and  is  the  author  of  a  successful  novel  "A 
Drama  in  Dutch"  written  over  the  initials  "  Z.  Z." 

Mr.  Zangwill  is  exceedingly  versatile,  however,  and 
also  poses  as  a  poet,  lecturer,  playwright  and  student 
of  psychology.  "  It  is  very  hard  to  label  me  at 
present,"  he  says,  "  and  don't  be  surprised  if  you  see 
my  name  appended  (o  the  libretto  of  a  comic  opera."

THE  APOSTLE  OF  INSANITY  IN  GENIUS. 
Professor  Lombroso,  whose  theories  concerning 
genius,  degeneration,  insanity,  and  other  important 
and  interesting  matters  have  of  late  been  attracting 
so  much  attention,  is,  according  to  an  Italian  journal, 
a  very  remarkable  personage  indeed.  He  is  small, 
vivacious,  impetuous,  a  linguist,  and  a  Jew,  and 
narrowly  escaped  being  a  genius.  His  start  in  life 
was  inauspicious,  for  at  thirteen  he  produced  trage- 
dies ;  a  little  lator  he  was  deep  in  die  ancient  lan- 
guages; then  he  took  to  medicine;  and  finally,  of 
course,  to  authorship.  As  an  author  be  may  TaMy 
be  said  to  have  caused  a  sensation.  In  his  vocabulary 
madness  and  genius  are  interchangeable  terms, 
and  his  cocdusions,  which  he  takes  as  facts,  are 
decidedly  pesrimistic.  In  his  opinion  civilisation  is  a 
fraud  and  a  failure,  education  a  sham,  and  man  in 
the  aggregate  unquestionably  criminal.  He  would 
do  away  with  novels,  colleges,  newspapers,  histories, 
philosophies,  and  theatres  as  causes  of  corruption. 
In  a  word,  he  would  have  the  world  remodelled,  and 
doubtless  he  knows  the  man  who  could  do  the 
remodelling.  But  we  fear  that  under  the  new  regime 
the  race  would  have  rather  a  hard  lime  of  it,

CLASSIFIED  BY  COLORS. 
Under  the  heading  "The  Colors  of  the  Sciences" 
Herr  Hans  Ellissen  had  an  iateresdng  paper  in  a 
recent  NackrichttH  aus  dem  Bttck-handel,  relative  to 
the  adoption  of  distinctive  colors  for  the  bindings  or 
wrappers  of  books  in  various  sciences. 

It  seems  that  in  1887  the  British  Museum  authori- 
ties, in  order  to  facilitate  the  finding  of  books  on  the 
shelves,  adopted  four  colors  for  four  different  branches 
of  knowledge,  vii.,  red  for  History,  blue  for  Theol- 
ogy, yellow  for  Poetry,  and  green  for  Natural  Science. 
No  special  colors,  however,  appear  to  have  been  fixed 
upon  for  other  sciences. 

The  writer  points  out  that  the  German  book  trade 
has  for  many  years  made  use  of  colore  for  ce<rtain 
sciences— '.  g.  green  for  Forestry,  yellow  for  Medi- 
cine, and  black  for  Theology.  It  is,  therefore,  to  be 
hoped  that  a  new  impulse  may  be  given  to  th«  ques- 
tion, and  that  the  book  trade,  tn  conjunction  with 
librarians,  may  fix  upon  distinctive  colors  for  all  the 
principal  sciences. 

The  well'known  publishing  firm  of  Wilhelm  Brau- 
miitler,  of  Vienna,  has  already  for  many  years  given 
special  attention  to  the  matter,  and  in  reply  to  Hen- 
Ellissen's  inquiries  poUtely  furnished  him  with  the 
subjoined  list :

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  author  of  this 
memoir  submitted  to  the  public  in  1885  the  "Writings 
and  Speeches  of  Samuel  J.  Tilden,"  and  now,  after  a 
decade,  he  fallows  it  up  with  an  authorized  life  of 
that  ^tinguisbed  statesman  and  lawyer.  Dr.  Bige- 
low's  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Tilden  began  while  the 
two  were  students  of  law,  and  the  acquaintance 
rapidly  matured  into  a  friendship  which  never  knew 
an  interruption.  Into  the  author's  hands  were  placed 
Mr.  Tilden's  public  papers  when  he  was  compelled 
by  impaired  health  to  retire  from  the  leadership  of  his 
party,  and  subsequently  access  was  given  to  his 
private  correspondence  in  order  that  a  finished  biog- 
raphy could  be  presented  to  the  great  community  of 
of  which  he  had  been  for  half  a  century  a  devoted 
servant.  The  author  has  acquitted  himself  of  his 
trust  with  rare  skill,  judgment  and  delicacy;  and 
while  there  is  never  absent  from  the  pages  of  this 
memoir  a  distinct  appreciation  of  the  character  and 
achievements  of  its  subject,  it  is  happily  free  from 
the  suggestion  of  fulsome  eulogium.  In  the  biography 
much  light  is  thrown  for  the  first  time  upon  Mr.  Til- 
den's early  Ufe,  of  which  hitherto  comparatively  little 
has  been  known,  and  without  which,  indeed,  it  may 
be  said  that  many  of  the  incidents  of  his  remarkable 
career  are  difficult  of  explanation. 

Samuel  Jones  Tilden,  the  fourth  of  seven  children, 
was  bom  at  New  Lebanon,  Columbia  County,  N.  Y,, 
on  the  9th  day  of  February,  1814.  When  he  was 
three  years  old  be  experienced  a  severe  illness,  and 
it  is  claimed  that  he  never  entirely  recovered  from  the 
effects  of  the  drugs  administered  to  him  in  the  course 
of  it.  Thenceforth  he  was  unfitted  for  the  exposures 
and  athletic  sports  in  which  boyhood  delights.  He 
was  forced  to  seek  within  doors  his  pleasures  and 
recreations,  and  he  found  them  in  books  and  in  the 
society  and  conversation  of  his  elders.  His  precarious 
health,  however,  prevented  his  attending  school  for 
any  great  length  of  time,  although  be  entered  Yale 
College  and  was  a  student  of  the  New  York  Univer- 
sily.  But  at  a  very  early  age,  before,  indeed,  he  was 
prepared  to  enter  these  institutions  of  learning,  we 
find  him  profoundly  interested  in  the  grave  political 
isanei  of  the  time,  and  it  is  admitted  that  he  wrote 
intelligently  and  voluminously  upon  subjects  con- 
cerning which  even  Macaulay's  marvelous  boy  would 
■ot  have  hentated  to  confess  his  ignorance. 

Yoimg  Tilden  entered  the  law  school  of  the  New 
York  University  the  year  it  was  organized — 1838— 
and  was  a  member  of  the  first  class  that  was  gradu- 
ated. 


Mr.  Tilden  seems  to  have  won  immediate  recogni- 
tion at  the  bar.  .  Indeed,  he  wrote  exhaustively  for 
the  reviews;  his  name  appears  among  the  speakers 
at  political  meetings ;  he  is  interested  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  influential  newspaper  ;  is  elected  to 
the  Assembly;  becomes  a  member  of  the  Con- 
stitutional Convention  of  1846,  and  is  prominent  in 
the  councils  and  conventions  of  his  party.  As  early 
as  1855,  he  had  attained  that  degree  of  distinction  in 
his  profession  which  entided  him  to  be  regarded  by 
his  party  as  an  available  candidate  for  the  important 
office  of  Attorney  General  of  the  State.  *  *  * 
During  the  Civil  War  Mr.  Tilden  was  an  ardent 
Unionist,  and  he  recognized  from  the  first  the 
irreconcilability  of  the  forces  that  were  arraying 
themselves  against  each  other,  and  prophesied  the 
magnitude  and  duration  of  the  struggle  that  followed. 
In  the  years  following  the  war  we  find  him  a  member 
of  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1867,  an  active 
agent  in  oppoung  the  Tweed  ring,  and  a  powerful 
associate  in  all  the  influential  measures  of  State  and 
national  politics.  In  1874,  he  wa^  elected  Governor 
of  New  York.  His  successful  administration  gave 
him  a  prominence  throughout  the  country  enjoyed  by 
no  other  man  in  his  party.  All  eyes  were  turned 
upon  him  as  the  natural,  the  inevitable  candidate  of 
bis  party  for  the  Presidency, 

He  was  at  this  time  in  the  sixty-second  year  ot 
his  age,  five  feet,  ten  inches  in  height,  of  what 
physiolt^sts  call  the  purely  nervous  temperament, 
with  its  usual  accompaniment  of  a  spare  figure,  blue 
eyes  and  fair  complexion.  His  hair,  originally 
chestnut,  was  partially  silvered  with  age.  His  head 
was  large,  and  in  its  shape  recalled  to  the  most  casual 
observer  the  circular  form  and  well-rounded  pro- 
portions so  much  admired  in  the  typical  head  of  the 
Caesars.  He  paid  littie  attention  to  the  monitions  of 
nature,  and  never  allowed  them  to  interfere  with  his 
work.  It  never  seemed  to  occur  to  him  that,  how- 
ever intemperately  he  labored,  his  strength  in  reserve 
would  ever  be  less  than  at  the  moment  he  was 
drawing  upon  it. 

In  the  earlier  and  active  portions  of  his  life  he  had 
not  been  a  wide  reader.  He  had  educated  himself 
more  from  conversation  than  from  books.  But  as  his 
infirmities  grew  upon  him  his  library  became  his  sub- 
stitute for  talk  and  his  principal  resource.  He 
devoured  books  by  the  hecatomb,  as  much  to  distract 
his  attention  firom  his  physical  sufferings  as  to  increase 
his  stock  of  knowledge.  The  books  he  most  affected 
were  of  a  biographical  and  historical  character.  He 
did  not  care  for  poetry,  nor  much  for  fiction  ;  still 
less  for  books  of  metaphysics  or  natural  science. 
Though  not  a  book  collector  in  the  ordinary  sense, 
he  had  a  very  fastidious  taste  for  them,  a  taste  which 
he  indulged  without  much  regard  to  expense.  His 
library  numbered  15,000  volumes. 

Mr.  Tilden  never  married.  That  his  life  would 
have  been  more  peaceful  had  he  done  so,  that  the 
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afTectionate  side  of  his  nature  would  have  been  more 
developed  and  his  personality  more  attractive,  there 
is,  according  to  his  biographer,  reason  to  presume; 
but  that  he  would  have  been  so  great  a  force  in  the 
world  as  he  ultimately  became,  or  that  his  life  would 
have  been  so  prolonged,  may  be  doubted.  Mr.Tilden 
had  no  pronounced  taste  for  any  of  the  fine  arts,  nor 
did  it  appear  that  they  ever  exerted  much  influence 
upon  his  work  or  his  life.  He  cared  little  for  music, 
never  learned  to  dance,  went  rarely  to  the  theatre  and 


thing  slovenly  or  by  halves.  No  matter  how  feeble 
be  was,  be  spaied  neither  time,  money  nor  strength 
in  mastering  every  detail,  in  providing'  for  evoy 
emergency,  in  anticipating  every  contingency.  It 
was  this  quality  [of  thoroughness  to  which  he  was 
indebted  for  his  ample  fortune.  It  may  be  confi- 
dently claimed  that  his  talents  justified  his  ambition 
from  early  youth  to  be  a  ruler  of  men,  and  to  matnie 
and  execute  plans  for  the  greatest  good  of  the  greatest 
number.

only  then  to  gratify  others.  Even  in  his  school  days 
his  pleasures  were  all  intellectual.

A  MASTER  OF  SENTENCES. 

Letters  of  Samuel  Taylor  Coleridge.  Edited 
by  E.  Hirtley  Coleridge.

It  is  certainly  a  remarkable  thing  that  one  who  could 
write  poems  with  the  umplicity  which  gave  distinc- 
tion to  nearly  all  of  Samuel  Taylor  Coleridge's  efRMti 
in  verse,  should  have  been  incapable  of  writing  an 
artless,  which  is  to  say,  a  good  letter,  to  a  friend.  The 
reason  is  not  far  to  seek,  however.    Coleridge  was  a 
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born  preacher ;  he  quite  naturally  clothed  his 
thoughts  in  rhetorical  language ;  his  letters  to  his 
closest  relatives  and  dearest  friends,  though  designed 
to  express  the  tenderest  loving-kindness,  are  ex- 
pressed in  the  most  elaborate  and  fonnal  style.  The 
effect  is  never  pleasing ;  in  some  of  his  earliest  letters 
it  is  even  ridiculously  theatrical.  Yet  the  great  body 
of  his  correspondence  cannot  fail  to  possess  large 
literary  value,  as  will  be  made  sufBcienlly  clear  to  all 
readers  of  the  two-volume  edition  of  his  "  Letters," 
carefully  edited  by  Ernest  Hartley  Coleridge,  and 
published  handsomely,  with  several  interesting  por* 
traits. 

Hitherto  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  print  a  col* 
lection  of  Coleridge's  letters.    A  few  specimens  were 
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cratic  "  Society.  One  can  but  smile  at  the  affected 
high-flown  phrases  of  the  young  man  o(  twenty-two, 
who,  in  writing  to  his  brothers  about  his  folly  in 
enlisting,  gushes  like  this  into  turgid  self-accusation : 
"  Shall  I  profess  an  abhoTTmce  of  my  past  conduct  ?  Ah, 
me!  too  welldo  I  knowils  iniquitj!  Buttoabhor!  Ihis 
feeble  and  exhausted  heart  supplies  not  so  slmng  an  emotion. 
O,  my  wayward  soul !  I  am  lost  in  the  labyrintb.  the  track- 
less wilderness  of  my  own  bosom.     My  frame  is  chill  and 

There  are  pages  and  pages  of  such  vehement 
drivel.  No  less  amusing  are  his  letters  to  Southey, 
(whose  replies  were  almost  as  bad),  full  of  bombastic 
nonsense  as  to  Fantisocracy.  Coleridge  cannot  even 
write  a  simple  love  letter  to  Mary  Evans.  He  is  able 
to  express  to  her    the    prettiest    and    most   tender 


published  in  his  lifetime,  both  in  hii  own  works  and 
in  magazines,  and  shortly  after  his  death,  in  1834,  a 
large  number  appeared.  Yet  more  than  half  the 
letters  which  came  under  the  present  editor's  notice 
bad  remained  unpublished. 

The  collection  very  properly  begins  with  the  five 
autobiographical  letters  addressed  to  Thomas  Pool, 
from  Nether  Stowey,  during  the  years  1797-98.  They 
rehearse  the  petty  events  of  Coleridge's  childhood 
and  contain  nothing  of  note.  Succeeding  letters 
included  in  the  first  chapter  and  written  mostly  to 
Coleridge's  elder  brother,  George,  to  Mrs.  Evans  and 
her  daughter,  Mary  (Coleridge's  first  love),  and  to 
Southey,  refer  to  his  unfortunate  student  life,  his 
enlistment  in  the  Light  Dragoons  and  his  scheme  ot 
emigrating  to  America,  and  founding  the  "  Pantiso- 
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sentiment  in  a  poem,  but  when  he  essays  to  tell 
his  love  by  the  more  natural  means  of  a  letter, 
he  declaims    like    a    fifth-rale    actor  on  a   variety 

"  I  conjure  you,"  he  cries. "  not  to  conuder  (his  request 
u  presumptuous  indelicacy.  Upon  mine  honor  I  ha*e  made 
it  with  no  olhei  design  or  expectation  than  thai  of  arming 
my  brtilnde  by  total  hopelessneu.  Read  this  letter  with 
bntCTolcnce  and  coosign  it  to  oblivion." 

But,  above  all,  one  must  read  the  famous  letter  to 
Southey,  breaking  ofT  their  friendship,  or  the 
"  religious  letter  "  to  Lamb,  to  form  an  adequate  idea 
of  Coleridge's  unparalleled  ability  as  a  poseur  in  prose. 
Yet  he  could  be  genuine  enough  at  times.  Describing 
himself  to  John  Thelwall,  in  1796,  he  cheerfully  says 
that  he  has  "a  mere  carcass  of  a  face;  fat,  flabby 
and  expressive  chiefly  of  inexpression. ...  I  cannot 
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breathe  through  my  nose,  so  my  mouth,  with  sensual 
thick  lips,  is  almost  always  open." 

"  *  •  The  fairly  exhaustive  selection  made  by 
our  editor  from  the  mass  of  material  at  his  disposal, 
is  amply  satisfactory.  The  letters  are  arranged  in 
chronological  order,  and  arre  intended  rather  to 
illustrate  the  story  of  the  writer's  life  than  to  embody 
his  critical  opinions,  or  to  record  the  development  of 
bis  philosophical  and  theological  speculations.

This,  the  first  volume  of  the  new  "  Social  England 
Series,"  edited  by  Kenelm  D.  Cotes,  deals  with  a 
subject  of  considerable  interest  to  all  students  of 
mediaeval  poetry.  In  his  opening  chapter  Mr.  Row- 
botham traces  the  oriental  influences  upon  English 
life  of  the  period  with  which  he  is  chiefly  concerned  ; 
he  then  treats  of  Provence,  "  the  cradle  of  the  troub- 
adours," and  afterwards  of  how  the  troubadours 
came  to  England,  The  character  of  the  troubadours' 
poetry  is  explained  and  full  particulars  given  of  the 
position  wliich  they  occupied  in  society.  Gleemen 
and  gleemaidens,  jongleurs  and  wandering  minstrels, 
are  dealt  with,  and  the  constitution  and  procedure  of 
the  "  courts  of  love"  explained,  and  the  volume  closes 
with  an  account  of  the  fall  of  the  troubadours.  Mr. 
Rowbotham  has  covered  an  extensive  field  of  research, 
and  has  done  so  in  a  very  successful  manner,  the 
result  being  a  work  of  exceptional  interest  to  the 
social  or  literary  student  of  the  middle  ages.     The 
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volume  contains  some  interesting  examples  of  the 
verse  forms  of  the  troubadours  and  their  allies,  some 
interesting  old  illustrations,  and  a  lengthy  list  of 
authorities  which  will  will  be  found  useful  by  anyone 
wishing  to  make  further  investigation.

The  noblest  figure  except  Livingstone  in  the  list  of 
Britain's  African  explorers.  Sir  Samuel  White  Baker, 
iras  bom  in  1821.  He  had  the  blood  of  a  fighting 
sea-captain  in  his  veins,  for  his  grandfather,  Valentine 
Baker,  gave  up  his  career  in  the  Royal  Navy  to  lake 
the  command  of  a  privateer  which  he  himself  etjuip* 
ped,  and  in  whi^'h  he  fought  in  17S2  a  French  frigate 
double  the  size  of  his  sloop,  and  forced  the  man-of- 
war  to  strike  her  flag.  Baker's  adventurous  nature, 
restless  iit  its  quest  of  active  employment,  tried  more 
than  one  occupation  before  he  found  the  life-work  for 
which  he  was  made.  •  His  eight  years'  labor  of  agri- 
cultural development  in  the  colony  of  Newera  Eliya 
in  Ceylon ;  his  work  of  railway  enterprise  in  Turkey; 
but,  above  all,  his  devotion  to  the  pursuit  of  big-game, 
had  acted  as  a  preparation  when,  at  nearly  iartf 
yean  of  age,  he  set  his  face  for  Africa,  entering  the 
yet  unexplored  interior  by  the  old  waterway  of  the 
Nile.  He  went  out  in  the  main  as  a  sportsman  ;  but 
the  sportsman,  as  in  the  case  of  Selous,  soon  devel- 
oped into  the  explorer.  After  making  himself  ac- 
quainted with  the  Abyssinian  tributaries  of  the  Nile,  he 
stalled  again,  accompanied  by  an  ideal  wife  for  an 
explorer,  to  meet  Speke  and  Grant  returning  from  the 
discovery  of  the  Victoria  Nyania.  Meeting  with  and 
parting  from  the  two  successful  travelers  at  Gondokoro, 
Baker  continued  his  expedition  under  almost  over- 
whelming  difficulties,  actually  worked  his  way  on  to 
the  kingdom  of  Unyoro,  and  discovered  what  he  sup- 
posed to  be  the  second  source  of  the  Nile,  a  large 
body  of  water  which  he  named  Albert  Nyania,  though 
be  just  missed  discovering  the  great  Ruwenzori 
mountains  when  within  easy  reach  of  them. 

Returning  to  England,  where  his  achievements 
rectived  the  very  inadequate  acknowledgment  of 
knighthood,  he  lived  chiefly  in  Norfolk  for  four  years, 
and  then,  in  1869,  the  Khedive  appointed  him  to  be 
Governor- General  of  the  country  of  the  Equatorial 
Nile,  with  a  special  commission  to  suppress  the  slave- 
trade.     "    »    • 

In  1873  Baker  resigned,  and  in  1874  settled  down 
at  Sanfoid  Orleigh,  in  South  Devon,  His  life-work 
was  done,  but  hit  interest  remained  keen  in  Egypt 
and  the  East,  and  his  views,  marked  by  experience 
and  common  sense,  may  be  studied  with  advaittage 
to  day.    •    •    •

Cool,  courageous,  resourceful,  never  so  much  at 
ease  as  when  in  action.

and  other  visits,  for  twenty-two  tigers,  without,  we  are 
assured,  a  miss.

He  had  the  highest  opinion  oftbe  valuable  educative 
influence,  especially  for  the  soldier,  in  the  pursuit  of 
dangerous  game.  It  is  not  surprising  that,  in  the  scanty 
space  the  editors  of  the  present  volume  have  allowed 
themselves  to  sketch  this  side  of  Baker's  remarkable 
personality,  we  miss  much  that  can  be  ill  spared;  for 
instance,  the  genuine  delight  with  which  he  chroni- 
cles a  "beautifully  correct"  shot,  and  the  ctuious 
yet  perfectly  unaffected  tenderness  with  which  he 
■peaks  of  the  little  Fletcher- rifle,  which    "  accom-

and  come  back  again  without  incurring  greater 
danger  than  attends  a  journey  through  any  of  ibe 
wilder  portions  of  our  own  country.  The  map  which 
accompanies  the  book  shows  that  Mr.  Vincent  con- 
fined his  observations  almost  exclusively  to  countries 
and  peoples  reached  by  well-traveled  routes.  He 
encircled  the  African  continent,  visiting  about  all  the 
important  cities  on  and  near  the  coast.  Beyond  that 
he  did  nothing  except  to  cross  Madagascar,  in  a 
filanzana,  and  to  sail  up  the  Congo  River  and  one  or 
two  of  its  tributaries  in  a  Government  steamboat. 

He  planned  his  journey,  not  with  the  idea  of  ex- 
ploring the  interior  of  Africa  and  encoanlering  all 
sorts  of  peril  through  association  with  wild  men,  wild 
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beasts  &nd  pestilential  diseases,  but  rather  with  the 
pnrpose  of  getting  the  material  necesftary  for  a 
description  of  the  African  continent,  in  respect  to  its 
civilization,  its  commercial  importance  and  its  pro- 
pects.  "Africa,"  he  says,  is  the  "  coming  continent." 
And  by  this  e  means  that  in  years  that  soon  will  be 
here  there  will  be  wonderful  developments  in  Africa 
— rush  of  settlement,  establishment  of  industries, 
growth  of  fortunes,  rapid  spread  of  civilization.  This 
is  an  agreeable  view  to  take  of  the  African  problem, 
for  it  includes  not  only  the  prospect  of  lighting  up 
the  Dark  Continent,  but  also  the  prospect  that  those 


book  is  an  important  contribution  10  African  litera- 
ture. It  is  more  than  probable  that  Dr.  Field  or  Mr. 
Brooks  would  have  failed  where  Mr.  Vincent  has 
succeeded  in  showing  what  Africa  actually  is  and 
what  it  is  destined  to  become  in  its  industries  and 
commerce.

Everybody  who  means  to  write  a  book  carries 
a  camera  with  him  as  be  travels,  but  few  persons 
turn  out  pictures  that  equal  those  with  which  Mr,

who  shall  do  the  work  will  be  paid  well  for  doing  it. 
The  valoe  of  Mr.  Vincent's  work  lies  in  its 
completeness.  It  gives  the  reader  an  idea  ot 
what  Africa  is  like.  Mr.  Vincent  went  into  Africa 
at  Morocco,  and  before  he  stopped  had  gone 
down  the  east  coast  and  up  the  west  coast  all  the 
way  to  the  Mediterranean,  and  had  seen  every- 
thing that  one  need  see  in  order  to  determine  what  is 
being  done  to  develop  the  wonderful  resources  of  the 
continent.  We  must  judge  bis  book  by  the  impres- 
sions it  leaves  in  the  mind  as  to  the  grandeur  of  the 
African  continent  and  as  to  its  present  and  coming 
relations  with  the  rest  of  the  world.

This  volume,  by  Henry  T.  Finck,  the  well-known 
traveler  and  musical  criiic,  is  designed  to  present  a 
few  realistic  and  unbiased  sketches  from  life  and 
nature,  and  to  exhibit  to  the  reader  and  possible 
tourist  specimens  of  the  every-day  experiences  he 
would  probably  have  in  Japan.  At  the  present  time 
interest  in  the  people  and  civilization  of  Japan  is 
almost  universal,  yet  the  first  European  who  described 
it  lived  only  two  centuries  ago,  and  from  that  time 
until  about  forty  years  ago  it  remained  hermetically 


Japanese  civilization,  it  is  claimed,  is  based  on 
altruism  ;  ours  on  egotism.  Here  are  some  of  the 
elements  in  their  civilization  in  the  possession  of 
which  Mr.  Finck  affirms  they  manifest  their  superiority 
over  all  the  world.  In  cleanliness  and  in  sincere 
appreciation  of  art  and  nature,  in  manners  and  social 
culture,  contempt  for  the  display  of  wealth,  kindness 
to  animals,  patriotism,  the  behavior  of  crowds  and 
criminals,  the  attitude  of  parents  and  children  toward 
one  another  and  in  the  rational  enjoyment  of  life, 
Mr.  Finck  says  that  the  Japanese  are  superior  to 
all  other  nations.  The  volume  is  not  devoted  to

No  book  of  this  author  has  been  so  much  talked  ot 
beforehand,  or  so  ardently  expected,  as  "  Outre- 
Mer,"  and  we  do  not  suppose  that  its  two  main  bodies 
of  readers.  American  and  French,  will  be  at  all  dis- 
appointed. But  no  philosophical  Englishman  will 
con^der  it  the  best  of  M.  Bourget's  books.  He  will, 
for  example,  be  infinitely  less  pleased  with  it  than  he 
was  with  "  Sensations  d'ltalie,"  a  much  less  popular 
work.  What  Mr.  Bourget  has  done  is  extraordinarily 
clever  and  brilliant,  but  he  was  not  the  man  to  be  set 
to' do  it. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  work  progressed 
were,  though  specious,  not  less  unfavourable  to  its 
perfection.  These  notes,  by  a  famous  Frenchman, 
on  the  social  life  of  America  to-day,  were  prepared 
to  appear  first  of  all  in  an  enterprising  New  York 
journal.  The  result  is  a  book  which  is  beautifully 
nritten,  and  which,  above  all,  gives  the  impression  of 
being  sincerely  written, — a  book  which  contains  many 
brilliant  flashes  of  intuition,  many  just  and  liberal 
opinions,  and  some  pictures  of  high  merit,  but  which, 
somehow,  fails  to  be  philosophical,  and  is  apt  to  slip 
between  the  stools  of  vain  conjectute  and  mere 
reporter's  work.  A  great  deal  which  will  be  read 
with  most  entertainment  in  "  Outre- Mer"—tke  descrip- 
tion of  Chicago,  for  iastance,  and  the  visit  to  the 
night-side  of  New  York — is  really  fitted  to  appear  in  a 
daily  newspaper,  and  then  to  be  forgotten.  It  is  very 
fiill  and  conscientious,  but  it  is  the  production  of  a 
sublimated  reporter,  and  there  is  precious  little  De 
Tocqueville  about  it. 

As  befits  the  inquiry  of  a  Latin  psychologist,  the 
question  of  woman  takes  a  very  prominent  part  in 
the  investigation  of  M.  Bourget.  On  this  subject 
what  be  has  to  say  and  what  he  has  to  admit  ignor- 
ance of  are  equally  interesting.  He  has  to  confess 
himself  baffled  by  that  extraordinary  outcome  of 
Western  civiliiation,  the  American  girl,  but  he 
revenges  himself  by  the  notation  of  innumerable 
instances  of  her  peculiarities  and  idiosyncrasies.  On 
the  whole,  though  she  puizles  him,  he  is  greatly 
delighted  with  her. 

With  the  West  the  author  does  not  seem  to  have 
any  personal  acquaintance.  He  occupies  nearly 
fifty  pages  with  a  "Confession  of  a  Cowboy,"  the 
source  of  which  is  very  vaguely  stated.  All  this,  we 
must  acknowledge,  seems  rather  poor  to  us,  and 
must  have  been  collected  at  worse  than  second-hand. 
Those  chapters  on  the  contrary,  which  deal  with  the 
South  are  particularly  fresh  and  charming.  There  is 
no  sort  of  connection  between  the  close  of  the 
second  volnme,  which  deals  with  an  excursion  through 
Georgia  and  Florida,  and  the  rest  of  the  book,  yet  no 
one  will  wish  this  species  of  appendix  omitted.  The 
author  gives  an  exceedingly  picturesque  and  numer- 
ous picture  of  life  in  a    Georgian  watering-place.

He  delights  in  three 
typical  American  words,  and  discovers  puff,  boom 
and  bluff  M,  every  turn.     He  comes  back  to  Europe 


at  last  with  that  emotion  of  gratitude  which  every 
European  feels,  however  warmly  he  has  been  wel- 
comed in  America,  and  in  however  favourable  a  light 
American  life  has  been  shown  to  him.  Yet  he  is 
conscious  of  its  high  virtues,  its  noble  possibilities, 
and  on  the  whole  his  picture  of  the  great  Republic, 
so  carefully  and  modestly  prepared,  so  conscientiously 
composed,  is  in  a  high  degree  a  flattering  and  attrac- 
tive one.

MR.  BONAPARTE  OF  CORSICA. 


The  Napoleonic  histories  that  are  still  pouring  from 
the  press,  to  meet  an  apparent  popular  demand, 
would  be  very  naturally  suggestive  of  satirical  treat- 
ment, even  if  the  marvelous  story  of  Napraleon  were 
not  in  itself  an  incentive  to  satire.  Mr.  Bangs  is  not 
the  first  to  treat  it  in  this  way,  but  comic  histories,  so 
called,  are  usually  rather  dreary  reading.  Mr.  Bangs 
has  shown  his  discretion,  as  a  genuine  humorist,  in 
stopping  short  of  burlesque.  While  it  would  be  too 
much  to  say  that  his  jocular  view  of  Mr.  Bonaparte 
is  always  very  delicately  or  convincingly  funny,  it 
has  the  great  advantage  over  most  jokes  of  the  sort 
in  that  he  does  substantially  follow  the  outlines  of 
actual  biography,  so  that  while  the  book  is  often 
broadly  humorous  it  retains  the  character  of  satire, 
even  the  invented  incidents  being  in  some  sense 
illustrative  of  the  hero's  character.  The  view  of 
Napoleon,  of  course,  is  that  of  a  conscious  actor  from 
infency  and  the  exaggerated  adulations  of  his  bio- 
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graphers  are  not  unfairly  "  taken  off."  The  general 
result  is  amusing,  and  the  amusement  it  greatly 
increased  by  Mr.  McVickar's  very  clever  drawings, 
in  the  manner  of  Caran  d'Ache.

Mr.  Hobart  Chatfield  Chatfield-Taylor's  second  nord, 
"  Two  Women  and  a  Fool,"  is  a  desperate  bid  for  a 
reputation  as  an  epigrammatist.  Mr.  Taylor  is  noth- 
ing if  not  epigrammatic,  and  even  when  epigram- 
matic is  usually  nothing.  But  we  should  say  thatthe 
author  had  not  been  well-advised  in  abandoning  hit 
pleasant  narrative  style  of  "An  American  Peeieis" 
to  venture  upon  new  ground  so  dangerous.  For  yoor 
epigram  must  be  very  good  indeed  to  be  tolerable, 
and  must  spring  from  a  certain  breadth  of  view  and 
ripeness  of  experience  rarely  if  ever  possessed  by 
young  writers.  The  story  told  (mostly  in  the  epi- 
grammatic musings  of  its  hero)  by  Mr.  Chatfield- 
Taylor  is  of  the  slightest  description.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  hero  is  a  fool,  as  he  himself  frankly 
admits,  for  no  one  deserving  a  less  contemptuous 
title  could  so  long  have  hesitated  between  the  two 
women — the  purcone  and  the  impure — who  flit  across 
the  pages  of  the  book,  and  through  the  reveries  of 
the  young  artist  who  loves  them  both  without  bdng 
able  to  determine  which  of  his  two  passions  is  the 
real  thing.

A  LITTLE  SISTER  TO  THE  WILDERNESS.

In  "  A  Little  Sister  to  the  Wildemesa  "  the  reader 
wiU  find  little  to  remind  him  of  "  The  Love  Affairs 
of  an  Old  Maid,"  the  delicate  group  of  social  silhou- 
ettes with  which  the  author  made  her  deiut  a  couple 
of  years  ago.  Here  we  have,  not  the  sophisticated 
society  of  the  cities,  but  the  primitive  society 
of  the  Tennessee  mountain  regions.

Of  the  two  cen- 
tral figures,  that  of  the  heroine,  felicitously 
described  as  a  "soul-cndogen,"  is  the  more 
finely  conceived,  and  arouses  the  instant  sym- 
pathies of  the  reader.  The  other  figure,  that 
of  the  itinerant  revivalist,  we  can  hardly  take 
as  seriously  as  the  writer  would  have  us.  The 
essential  vulgarity  of  the  whole  theory  of  relig- 
ious practice  and  inculcation  which  he  exem. 
pilfies  stands  in  the  way.  A  man  as  fine  as  the 
writer  would  have  us  think  her  hero  would  be 
the  last  in  the  world  to  lend  himself  to  such 
proceedings.  Mr.  Bunner,  in  one  of  bis  short 
stories,  has  depicted  for  us  the  revivalist  and 
his  methods  with  the  better  art  and  saner 
view.  But  for  all  that.  Miss  Bell  has  told  a 
story  that  deserves  attention,  and  the  sincerity 
of  her  workmanship  is  undoubted.  For  this, 
one  may  easily  pardon  some  careless  phrases, 
a  few  defective  articulations,  and  the  undue 
exaltation  of  a  type  of  character  that  cannot 
be  called  admirable.  CAicago  Dial.         ^^

Mr.  Douglas  Sladen 's  travels  in  British  North  America 
arc  both  amusing  and  interesting.     He  is  a  capital 
traveller,  always  in  high  spirits,  ready  and  anxious  to 
admire,  and  making  the  best  of  everything.     He 
mnst  have  been  a  genial  and  accommodating  fellow- 
traveller.     He  tells  us  that  his  work : 


"does  not  pretend  lobe  a  historical,  or  stalislical,  or,  in  any 
way,  ao  aulhorilaliTe  book.  It  is.  simply  designed  to  show 
the  British  and  American  reader  what  a  beautiful,  romantic, 
easy,  and  interesting  country  Canada  is  to  visit,  and  how  (uU 
of  promise  in  her  future." 

This  it  does  most  effectively.  But  the  author  is 
unnecessarily  modest  in  his  disclaimer:  what  he 
gives  us  of  the  history  of  Canada  is  good,  and  his 
statistics  are  generally  of  value. 

Mr.  Sladen's  admiration  for  Canada  is  unbounded. 
He  compares  it  favourably  with  other  parts  of  the 
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lad  slid." 


"  From  one  end  (o  the  otber  the  scenery  of  n 
prairie,  forest,  lake,  and  river,  is  magnificenl.  From  ooe 
end  to  the  other  there  is  shooting  and  fishing  that  cannot  l>e 
surpassed.  Canada  is  Scotland  on  the  scale  of  a  continent, 
and  with  the  summer  and  autumn  climate  of  an  earthly 
Paradise.  In  vinter  it  is,  in  its  frozen  East,  a  land  of  suu- 
shine  and  hlue  skies,  and  the  cold  never  passes  the  battle- 
mented  rampart  of  the  Rocky  Mountains." 

Perhaps  his  admiration  sometimes  carries  him  away, 
and  he  is  not  free  from  exaggeration,  as  when  he  calls 
the  great  glacier  of  the  Selkirks  the  largest  in  the 
world.  Quebec  is  undoubtedly  the  most  picturesque 
town  in  North  America,  though  its  picttuesqueness 
is  much  diminished  by  the  wanton    destruction  of 
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its  gates,  whereby  America  has  lost,  according  to 
Mr,  Sladen,  her  principal  architectural  curiosities ; 
nor  has  any  subsequent  increase  in  the  business  of 
Quebec  in  any  way  warranted  this  a.ct  of  vandalism. 
The  book  is  profusely  and  on  Ihe  whole  extremely 
well  illustrated,  and  begins  with  a  charming  letter 
from  Lord  DufTer'n  and  Ava  in  reply  to  Mr.  Sladen's 
dedication  to  him.  We  have  only  one  fault  to  find, 
and  that  is  the  physical  weight  of  the  book  ilseU;  no 
one  who  takes  it  up  in  an  idle  moment  can  hold  it 
long.

OBITUARY. 

GusTAV  Frevtag,  tbe  Gennaa  writer,  died  in  Wiesbaden 
on  Tuesday,  April  30,  He  was  bora  July  13,  1816,  m 
Kreuzberg,  Silesia,  and  came  of  a  very  old  German  family  of 
bigh  social  position.  In  his  veins  tbd  also  traces  of  Hebrew, 
Polish  and  Russian  blood.  From  early  youth  be  displayed 
studious  and  literary  habits,  graduating  successively  before 
he  bad  reached  his  twenty-fifth  year  from  the  Royal  High 
School  of  Kreuzberg  and  the  Universities  of  Breslaa  and 
Berlin.    Since  1S79  Wiesbaden  had  been  his  bome 

Freytag  was  one  of  the  most  venatile  and  pcolitic  wKters 
of  modern  Germany.  His  poems  and  prose  writings  began 
to  appear  in  1834,  and  have  continously  adorned  tbe  columns 
of  the  (iermaa  press  ever  since.  In  1S35  he  wrote  bis  first 
ptey,  which  was  so  well  recnved  by  the  public  as  to  bring 
him  immediately  into  popular  favor.  From  1S35  (o  184S  he 
was  a  voluminotis  writer,  producing  poems,  dramas,  scientific 
studies,  art  criUdsms,  book  reviews  and  short  stories.  In 
Jime  of  tbe  latter  year  ■  complete  edition  of  bis  works  was 
published  in  Leipsic.  Tbey  then  already  amounted  lo  five 
Tolumes,  and  be  bas  since  trebled  that  number.  Of  bis 
novels,  "  Soil  nnd  Haben  "  had  reached  its  Iwenty-eighlb 
edition  in  iSSj,  and  his  "Verlorene  Handschrift  "  the  thir- 
teenth, apart  from  iranslatJoos  into  most  European  languages. 
Of  his  plays,  "  Die  Journslisten  "  is  the  most  popular.  In 
1863  be  wrote  a  book  on  "The  Technique  of  the  Drama," 
which  has  recently  been  translated  into  English.  His  largest 
work  is  entitled  "  Die  Ahnen,"  and  consists  of  six  volumes 
of  historic  tales,  in  which  German  conditions  during  tbe  past 
are  vividly  pictured.  Freytag  was  a  thorough  scbolar,  and 
wrote  a  cleat  though  somewhat  diffuse  style.

Tbe  personal  diaries  of  the  events  of  tbe  Indian    Matiny, 
now  removed  from  us  by  a  period  of  nearly  forty  yean,  must 
be  looked  upon  as  the  salt  which  flavoius  the   bare  historic 
record.    This  is  eminently  the  case  with  the  book  before  us. 
Nrt  only  does  it  record  the  adventures,  many  of  them  veiy 
striking,  of  the    author  himself;  not   only  does   it   take  ns 
march  by  march  with  his   regiment,  the   Fifly-secood   L^bl 
Infantry,  from  the   moment  when  the  outburst  of  Hnlioy 
roused  it  from  its  cantonment  at  Sialkot,  and  it  became  tbe 
main  strength  of  a  movable  column  which  waa  destined  to

The  memoirs  of  the  Count  de  Sigur  are  extremely  inter- 
esting, as  is  well  known  to  all   students  of  the  Napoleonic 
period.    The  translation  is  readable  and  fairly  free   fiom 
French   idioms ;  but   it  contains  some  words  and   phrases 
which  might  have  lieen  improved.     For  example,  we  do  not 
speak  of  the  "  consecration  "  of  Napoleon  or  of  the  "  con- 
secration "  of  the  French  kings  al  Rheims,  but  of  the  coro- 
nation, although  "consecralion  "  is  the  literal  translation  of 
the  French  wwd.    We  say  Comlla  or  Corunna,  but  Mis. 
I^tcbelt' Martin  everywhere  says  Con^e.    Signr,  on   the 
whole,  wai  fairly  truthful,  and  he  was  mixed  up  in  so  many 
events  of  the  moment  that  it  is  always  pleaaani  to  have  his 
own  account  of  transactions,  even  where  historical  truth  has 
already  been  reached  wilh  regard  lo  them.    There  are  a  few 
anachronisms  in  Ihe  work,  as,  for  instance,  the  slalement  that 
"  a  gas  lamp  "  had  been  erected  in   the  Avenue   Marigny 
before  the  French  Kevolution.

I imo,  90  cents  i  by  mail,  (i.oi, 
Dalton  was  the  founder  of  modern  cbemislry  and  of  the 
atomic  theoly,  and  the  dlscoreret  of  the  laws  of  chemical- 
combining;  propoTlioos.  He  gave  to  the  world  the  haal  and 
SBliifactor}'  proof  of  the  great  principle,  long  surmised  and 
often  dwelt  upon  indeed,  tbai  in  cTerj  kind  of  chemical 
change  no  loss  of  mailer  occurs.  Before  bis  discovery  of 
the  laws  of  chemical  combination  and  without  bis  atomic 
theory  to  explain  those  lawi,  chemistry  as  an  eiact  science 
did  not  exist,  because,  although  many  facts  were  known,  the 
relation  between  them  was  unknown.  Thus,  before  Dalton's 
time,  although  a  chemist  might  predicate  the  kind  of  action 
which  occurs  when  two  chemical  substances  are  brought 
tt^lher,  DO  one  could  calculate  with  precision  how  much  of 
each  iogrtdient  is  required  to  build  up  the  new  body.  After 
Dalton's  work,  however,  such  a  calculation  became  easy  and 
certain;  hence  be  may  truly  be  said  to  be  the  founder  of 
modem  chemistiy.

He  shows  that  "  Hamlet"  was  "  originally  a  crude  tragedy  of 
blood,"  "  that  certain  phases  of  the  story — notably  Hamlet's 
madness — were  treated  more  comically  in  the  versions  pre- 
ceding Shakespeare's  'Hamlet'"  than  can  be  readily 
imagined.  Following  on  this  we  have  a  consideration  of 
"  the  comic  sense  of  Elizabethan  audiences,"  in  which  the 
writer  seeks  to  show  ■'  that  lo  Shakespeare's  contemporaries 
many  things — insanity,  torture,  and  the  like — now  held 
repulsive,  or  even  tragic,  were  conventionally  amusing  1  and 
that  consequently  in  the  pre-Shskespearean  play  Hamlel's 
madness  must  have  been  an  actual  source  of  mirth."  These 
and  other  allied  poiols  of  criticism  lead  Mr.  Corbin  to  the 
conclusion  "that  there  are  distinct  traces  in  the  Hamlet 
familiar  to  modem  readers  of  the  comic  treatment  uf  mad. 
ness,  even  in  some  of  (hose  scenes  whicb  from  a  modem 
point  of  view  are  most  deeply  tragic."  We  have  not  spate 
to  diicuss  (he  several  interesting  poin(s  raised,  and  can  ooly 
cordially  recommend  '  Mr.  Corbin's  thoughtful  essay  to  the 
attention  of  all  students  of  Shakespearean  criticism.

With  this  volume  the  new  "  Criminology  Series"  makes  a 
capital  start.  Mr.  Morrison  contributes  an  ex(remely  inier- 
etting  introduction  On  the  different  methods  of  dealing  with 
criminal  classes,  in  which  he  declares  (bat  our  penal  laws 
-  fail  in  one  important  respect,  io  no(  recognizing  thai  crimes 
differ  according  (o  the  persons  committing  them,  and  acting 
as  though  the  criminal  population  consisted  of  ordiiMry  per- 
sons. Professor  Lombroso,  in  dealing  with  "  The  Female 
Offender,"  draws  attendoo  to  the  anthropolc^cal  anomalies 
which  are  found  to  exist  in  criminal  women.  He  illustrates 
his  view  by  numberless  cases  examined  by  himself  or  other 
authorities,  and  as  a  result  of  these  examinations  "  he  AikIs 
(hat  the  criminal  population  as  a  whole,  but  the  habitual 
criminal  io  particular,  is  to  be  distinguished  from  the  a*er- 
.  age  member  of  the  community  by  a  much  higher  percentage 
of  physical  anomalies."  The  habitual  ciiminal,  indeed. 
stands,  according  to  Professor  Iximbrosso,  midway  between 
the  lunatic  and  (he  savage,  and  represents  a  special  type  of 
the  human  race.  On  the  special  suliject  of  the  "  Fentate 
Offender"  the  author's  conclusions  are  as  follows:  "The 
woman,  as  distinguisbed  from  Ibe  man,  stands  at  one  or  other 
extremity  of  the  pole,  being  either  perfectly  normal  or  ex- 
cessively anomalous.

He  seeks  to  apply  the  accepted  piinciples  of  political  ecoa- 
omy,  as  to  production  and  weillh,  consumption  and  waste, 
without  violence  to  the  logic  of  accepted  economists  ot  to 
the  politics  of  confes.<ed  partisans,  while  insisting  (hat  both 
economists  and  partisans  sbalt  admit  the  li^c  which  they 
cannot  refute.  The  leading  topics  considered  in  Ibe  volume 
are ;  Economy  and  labor,  wealth  ai>d  its  disiribuliOTi,  con-

He  has  written  many  plays.of  varying  deerees  of 
literary   merit,  never  reacbbg  a  very  high  plane  in  that 
particalar.     He  has  wit,  industry,  dramatic  aptitude,  and  a 
lar^e  knowledge  of  stagecraft.     He  has  also  the  spirit  of  the 
coDtroversialist  and  the  genius  of  Ihe  successful  advertiser. 
He  is  probably  not  as  important  as  he  seems  lo  think,  but  he 
is  nevertheless  a  man  of  mark.     Mr.  Jones  has  chosen,  how- 
ever, to  produce  a  book  of  didactics,  which  the  great  public 
will  neglect  altc^etber,  and  which  will  be  gathered,  volume 
by  volume,  into   the  libraries  of  theatrical  collectors   and 
speedily  forgotten.     It  is  a  pity,  but  it  is  trne.     These  essays

Boston,  June  17.  1895. 
To-day  Boston  and  particularly  that  part  of  Bostpn 
called  Charlestovn,  celebrates  a  defeat  which  wai  a 
victory.  More  perfect  holiday  weather  was  never 
vouchsafed;  clear  genial  sun,  cloudless  skies,  and 
Boston's  pet  institution,  the  Umed  East  Wind.  As 
Bryant  says : 

"  Thou  liut  been  out  upon  the  deep  at  play. 
Riding  all  day  the  wild  blue  waves  tiQ  uoir, 
RongbeiUDg  their  crests  and  scattering  high  their  spray. 
And  swelling  the  white  sul.     I  welcome  thee 
To  the  scMched  land,  tbou  wanderer  of  the  sea." 
hMt  Wednesday  the  Cambridge  Social  Union  gave 
a/ifffAoM/^iyv  on  the  grounds  of  the  old  Longfellow 
House  on  Bratde  Street.      The  house  itself  where 
Longfellow  used  to  display  such  charming  hospitality 
was  not  thrown  open  to  the  public,  much  to  the  dis- 
appointment of  many  visitors,  but  few  probably  real- 
ized what  a  beautiful  and  extensive  "  yard  "  the  poet 
had  for  his  delectatioa.    The  afternoon  was  devoted 
to  the  amusement  of  children  and  a  fine  flock  of  don- 
keys made  the  circuit  of  the  garden  with  a  load  of 
screaming  youngsters  and    occasionally  larger  pas- 
sengers on  their  backs.    The  immemorial  Punch  and 
jody  also  exhibited  their  truculencies.    In  the  eve- 
ning some  fifteen  hundred  Chinese  lanterns  were  hung 
in  gay  festoons  from  the  branches  of  the  trees  ;  there 
tni  dancing  under  a  large  tent  and  the  Harvard 
Glee  Club  sang  for  the  pleasure  of  a  throng  of  peo- 
ple.   "  All  Cambridge  "  and  not  a  small  part  of  Bos- 
ton entered  through  the  military-guarded  gate.    1  saw 
a  number  of  Japanese  dressed  in  their  picturesque 


costume.  That  sight  alone  brought  vividly  to  my 
remembrance  a  call  which  some  years  ago  1  made  on 
Mr.  Longfellow  in  company  with  the  late  Shorokui 
Takato  Agi,  then  Secretary  of  Legation  at  Washing- 
ton. Longfellow  received  him  with  much  evident 
interest.  The  brilliant  young  Japanese,  whose  career 
was  so  tragically  cut  short  soon  after,  was  well 
acquainted  with  Longfellow's  poems,  and  I  think  the 
interview,  though  so  brief,  was  remembered  with 
pleasure  on  both  sides.  But  I  could  not  help  think- 
ing that  the  flock  erf  donkeys  wandering  through  the 
grounds  was  also  iymboUcal. 

In  the  Maii:h  number  of  the  VUstttii  YtvroptU— 
(the  "  European  Messenger)"  Prince  Sergius  Volkon- 
sky  has  a  very  interesting  and  enthusiastic  article  on 
the  Congress  of  Religions  at  Chicago,  at  which  it  will  ' 
be  remembered  he  was  an  eloquent  speaker.  One 
little  passage  is  rather  amusing.  Speaking  about  the 
scenes  at  the  Museum,  where  the  Congresses  were 
held  he  mentions  the  sale  of  "  badges."    He  says : 

"  These  badges  were  of  course  a  mere  formality — any  one 
may  if  he  pleases  decorate  the  buttonWe  of  bis  coat  with  a 
bronze  button  or  a  satin  ribbon  with  a  silver  fringe — but 
this  formalitv  is  one  of  those  trifling  details  of  life  which 
assume  for  the  Americans  ibe  propoitiooi  of  a  something 
impottant,  significant,  without  which  they  could  not  possibly 
exist.  The  American,  by  reason  of  the  lavs  of  his  country, 
beii^  deprived  of  all  external  signs  of  distinction,  there 
beii^  in  his  country  no  titles  before  which  he  can  bow  and 
no  orders  of  rank  with  their  accompaniment  of  jealousies, 
atones  for  this  lack  oo  far  as  possible  and  with  a  certain 
naive  serioosness  chaiacteristic  of  liim — like  a  child  playing 
with  soldiers — he  adorns  his  breast  with  the  badges  of  socie- 
ties, clubs,  committees,  and  if  this  is  imoracticBble — with 
little  American  flags.  The  expoaltion  and  the  congresses 
furnished  their  quota  to  the  chapter  of  orden  ;  at  the  Expo- 
sition there  was  a  whole  case  with  badges;  many  made 
collections  of  them." 

What  would  the  prince  have  said  if  he  had  been 
present  at  a  Masonic  funeral  or  some  function  of  the 
other  secret  societies  of  our  happy  land  where  the  high 
and  mighty  titles  of  the  ancient  orders  of  knight- 
hood are  rivalled  in  magnificence  of  ta^^ced  adorn- 
Only  a  short  time  before  Mrs.  Celia  Tliaxter  passed 
away  Mr.  Horace  P.  Chandler  happened  to  be  at 
the  Isle  of  Shoals  and  succeeded  in  taking  some 
admirable  pictures  of  Mrs,  Thaxter's  famous  parlor 
with  its  multitudinous  array  of  flower-filled  vases  and 
its  walls  covered  with  every  kind  of  picture.  These 
prints  were  offered  to  the  editors  of  Mrs.  Thaxter's 
recently-published  letters,  but  for  some  occult  reason 
were  declined.  Mr.  Chandler  also  took  a  most

A  few  weeks  ago  there  was  an  examination  of 
candidates  for  the  scholarship  in  architectures,  founded 
by  the  late  Mr.  Rotch.  Among  the  young  men  who 
tried  for  this  tempting  prize,  which  gives  three  years 
of  study  abroad,  was  Mr.  Henry  C.  Pennell,  formoly 
of  Portland,  Maine,  but  now  a  draughtsman  in  the 
firm  of  Peabody  &.  Steams.  He  passed  bis  exami- 
nation as  creditably  as  any  of  the  others,  but  whm 
it  came  to  the  designs — which  were  to  show  the  plans 
and  elevations  of  an  ideal  Savings  Bank,  there  was 
no  question  at  all  of  his  superiority.  Unfbrtnnately, 
however,  instead  of  conforming  in  'one  of  the  draw- 
ings to  the  exact  scale  laid  down  by  the  specifications, 
he  recklessly  made  bis  a  fraction  of  an  inch  larger  so 
as  to  carry  out  the  grandiose  plan  which  he  had  been 
inspired  to  make,  and  the  examining  committee 
felt  obliged  to  exclude  this  particular  elevation  from 
the  contest,  although  by  reason  of  its  lawlessness — if 
1  may  use  such  a  term— it  stood  out  superior  to  all 
the  others.  Mr,  Pennell — who  is,  by  the  way,  a  con- 
nection of  the  well-knovm  artist  of  that  name — has  » 
great  deal  of  artistic  talent  and  is  engaged  in  some 
very  interesting  designs  for  the  city  architect.  He  has 
also  designed  the  cover  and  the  title-page  for  a  new 
'  book  to  be  published  next  week  by  the  Joseph  Knight 
Company.  The  cover  design  will  be  reproduced  in 
somewhat  modified  form  in  a  poster  which  1  am  sure 
will  be  prized  by  collectors. 

Mr.  Knight  has  in  type  a  new  volume  by  M.  Wil- 
liam D.  McCrackan,  entitled  "  Uttle  Idyls  of  the 
Great  World."  The  volume  will  have  about  twenty 
short  sketches,  either  imaginative  or  based  on  die 
author's  wide  experiences  of  travel. 

Mr,  Hodder,  of  the  London  firm  of  Hodder  ft 
Stoughton,  has  followed  the  footsteps  of  John  I^ne 
in  coming  to  Boston,  and  has  also  succeeded  in 
disposing  of  several  of  bis  tempting  books.  He  is 
to  bring  out  an  English  edition  of  Dr.  J.  R.  Miller's 
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new  work  which  T,  Y.  Crowell  4  Co.  arc  going  to 
publish.  Messrs.  Crowell  have  nearly  ready  & 
delightful  book  for  youn^  people,  entitled,  "The 
Three  Apprentices  of  Moon  Street,"  translated  from 
the  French  of  Georges  Montorgeuil,  by  Huntington 
Smith.  The  illustrations  are  fine  They  will  also 
iMinfr  oat  a  new  edition  of  Miss  Anna  Chapia  Ray's 
"  Haifa  Dozen  Boys,"  with  illustrations  by  Frank  T. 
Merrill. 

IJttle,  Brown  St  Co,  wilt  henceforth  have  control  of 
Mrs,  Almon  Goodwin's  charming  "Colonial  Cava- 
lier," which  50  vividly  portrays  life  in  old  Virginia.

WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

H.  D.  Lowry  in  "  Women's  Tragedies  "  has  written 
sixteen  short,  sharply  chiselled  stories,  taking  some 
small  pebble  of  circumstance  and  carving  on  it  char- 
acter. Sometimes  with  a  dull  tool,  and  sometimes 
with  a  wheel  that  runs  true  and  fine  in  the  carving. 
They  read  quick.    Some  remember  long.    Not  all. 

General  Grant  once  expressed  the  opinion  that  Gen- 
eral Sheridan  was  the  greatest  military  genius  of  the 
century,  greater  than  Napoleon,  In  time,  it  is  prob- 
able that  it  will  be  seen  that  the  surprise  felt  at  this 
assertion  is  due  to  the  ignorance  of  all  which  Grant 
knew,  and  the  circumstance  that  few  reaUse  that 
military  ability  was  only  a  part  and  not  the  largest 
part  of  Napoleon's  transcendent  ability.  High  as 
Sheridan  is  held  few  Americans  rate  him  at  his  real 
level,  in  part  because  few  read  campaigns  closely,  and 
]n  part  because  General  Sheridan  had  little  or  nothing 
bat  military  geninsin  the  field.  He  did  infinite  harm, 
for  tDstance,  after  the  war,  by  throwing  all  the  weight 
of  his  inftueoce  and  example  against  the  high  and 
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exhaustive  tr^ning  modem  war  makes  necessary  for 
officers.  General  Henry  E.  Davies,  one  of  Sheridan's 
cavalry  brigadiers,  has  written  for  the  "  Great  Com- 
manders "  series,  a  brief  clear  coherent  story  of 
Sheridan's  campaigns,  which  brings  into  dear  relief 
their  character.  No  one  femiUarwith  military  history 
can  fiul  to  tee  that  there  is  here  military  genius  of 
the  first  order,  higher  in  kind  than  that  of  Grant  and 
Sherman.  In  the  various  disputed  issues.  General 
Davies  naturally  takes  Sheridan's  view  exclusively. 
There  are  maps,  not  quite  full  enough,  and  clarity  of 
detail.  The  opening  and  close  are  less  successful 
than  the  main  narrative  and  the  personal  character 
of  Sheridan  is  not  clearly  divined.  General  Davies  is 
mistaken  in  saying  that  General  Sheridan  was  anxious 
to  have  the  colondcy  of  First  Michigan  cavalry.  He 
hesitated  over  it.  He  was  a  soldier  and  had  a  sol- 
dier's personal  faults,  and  in  sheer  genius  out-tops 
any  other  American.  In  the  Virginius  irobn^Iio  he 
planned  a  Spanish  campaign.    It  would  have  been  a

Charles  Francis  Barnard  is  the  forgotten  name  of  a 
Boston  worthy,  who  for  thirty  years  (1834-1864),  con- 
ducted an  Unitarian  Mission  Chapel  in  Wairen  Street. 
His  life  has  been  written  by  Mr.  Francis  Tiffany.  In 
itself  it  counts  for  little.  But  those  interested  in 
charitable  work  will  find  in  this  biograph_y  the  begin- 
nings of  much  now  familiar. 

"  Distaff  and  Spindle,"  by  Miss  Mary  Ashley  Town- 
send,  is  a  volume  of  sonnets.  Some  are  labored  and 
some  are  given  to  description,  for  which  the  sonnet  in 
spite  of  high  example  is  not  best  fitted,  but  several 
have  insight  and  interest  and  will  be  remembered  in 
the  anthologies.  The  book  challenges  attention  and 
awakens  hope.

"Little  Knights  and  Ladies,"  by  Mrs.  Margaret 
Elizabeth  Sangster,  the  editor  of  Harpet's  Bazar, 
collects  poems,  which  have  been  written  for  children, 
and  have,  for  the  most  part  appeared  in  their  period- 
icals. The  shorter  and  less  ambitious  have  move- 
ment and  hterary  quality.  None  are  assuming.  All 
■will  interest  children;  but  anyone  who  will  try  the 
experiment  will  find  that  children  respond  to  the- 
best  poetry,  and  this  simple,  unpretentious,  as  it  is, 
is  not  the  best. 

"  A  Question  of  Color,"  by  Mr.  F.  C.  Phillips,  is  a 
disagreeable  story,  which  has  none  of  the  qualities 
«hich  made  "  In  a  Looking-Glass  "  vivid  and  all  of 
those  which  made  it  vulgar. 

"  The  Head  of  a  Hundred,"  by  Mrs.  Maude  Wilder 
Goodwin,  is  a  novel  of  the  setdementof  Jamestown, 
carefully  studied  in  local  color,  local  history  and 
Eliiabelhan  diction.    The  student  of  \ni^nia  hittorjr 
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will  find  tumes  and  incidenti  accurately  wovsn  into 
a  love  tale.  Th<  volume  add*  an  historical  novel  of 
value  to  the  scant  number  of  this  character.  From 
Defoe  and  Apbra  Bebn  down,  the  period  hag  had  its 
share  of  literary  attention,  J.  Esten  Cooke  attncting 
moat  note.  Mrs.  Goodwin  holds  her  own  with  any  of 
the  six  written  in  rscent  yean. 

Mr.  Jefse  Lynch  Willianu,  a  young  New  York 
newspaper  man,  hat  risen  without  any  dawn  in 
"  Princeton  Stories."  A  man  who  can  do  them,  can 
do  anything.  There  never  has  been  such  a  book 
written  to  set  boys  waating  to  go  to  that  particular 
college.  Nobo^  on  college  life  comparable  to  it 
has  appeared  in  tbii  country.  Two,  "The  Scrub 
Quarter 'Back,"  and  "  When  the  Girls  Come  to 
Princeton,"  have  been  printed.  The  rest  are  new — 
and  very  new  they  are— for  Mr.  Williams  is  that  rare 
thing,  a  new  man. 

I>r.  William  Bsyd  Carpenter,  Bishop  of  Ripon,  in 
his  "  Lectures  on  Preaching,"  has  given  sound  prac- 
tical advice  which  goes  to  the  centre  of  the  whole 
matter.  It  does  not  flame  like  Bishop  Brooks's 
lectures.  It  does  not  shed  light  on  methods  as  did 
Henry  Ward  Beecher's.  It  is  practical,  singularly 
sound  in  spirit  and  wide  in  view.  It  is  sprinkled 
with  useful  hints.  It  is  all  around.  It  lacks  in  the 
technical  work  of  speaking  to  which  the  English  pay 
small  attention.  Throughout,  it  is  good  advice  and 
like  all  advice,  it  will  be  of  most  value  to  those  who 
need  it  least.

Mr.  Geoige  Moore  has  so  studied  the  back  of  die 
tapestry  of  life  to  find  how  it  is  made  that  be  has 
forgotten  that  it  has  any  pattern.  "  Celibates  "  holds 
three  storiei,,  each  written  on  the  sort  of  exceptiooa 
which  do  not  prove  any  rule,  "  Mildred  LawsoB." 
the  first,  tries  to  prove  that  a  woman  who  is  chatfe 
may  be  so  cankered  by  selfishness  that  she  is  wone 
and  does  more  harm  than  a  woman  who  yields  to 
passion.  This  is  true,  but  it  is  not  the  larger  moral  of 
ibe  simation.  The  other  two  sUMies  deal  with  like 
issues,  all  told  with  seriousness  and  with  sincerity,  as 
well  as  with  perception  of  moral  needs  and  necesair 
ties :  but  all  also  so  told  as  to  be  esscntiaQy  mislead- 
ing, and  the  book  is  suffused  rather  with  moral 
necessities  than  with  moral  laws  and  standards.  Yet 
it  has,  as  has  all  Mr.  Moore's  work,  great  power  at 
detaching  the  precise  thing  be  wishes  to  say  from 
entangling  circumstances.

The  Indian  Mutiny  is  an  episode  in  history  whose 
record  has  never  been  written.  No  Hindoo  has  been 
able  to  write  his,  and  no  Englishman  has  dared  to 
tell  the  story  of  its  suppression  in  all  its  barbarous  and 
horrible  detail.  The  nearest  approach  to  the  latter  is 
in  the  "  Reminiscences  of  the  Great  Mutiny,"  by 
Mr.  William  Forbes-Mitchell,  a  private  in  the  Ninety- 
third  Highlanders — Sir  Colin  Campbell's  regiment — 
which  was  organized  as  a  church  with  ruling  elden. 
The  book  gives  a  most  vivid  view  of  the  magnificent 
bravery  and  hideous  brutality  with  which  the  Mutiny 
was  suppressed.  More  awful  massacre  was  never 
dealt  out  in  savage  war&re  than  was  inflicted  in  this 
war  by  Christian  troops,  and  more  headlong  bravery 
was  never  shown  in  history.  English  rule  is  as  secure 
in  India  as  Rome's  ever  was,  and  for  the  same 
reason, — no  man  who  took  up  arms  was  left  alive,  if 
he  were  found  in  fight.  They  were  not  even  sold  as 
slaves.  They  were  butchered  to  the  last  man.  The 
terrible  story  is  told  with  unshrinking  accuracy  by 
Mr.  Forbes- Mitchell,  and  it  would  be  hard  to  give  a 
single  book  which  would  give  a  clearer  conception  of 
the  way  England  has  estabUshed  control— «ne  Eng- 
lish newspapers  are  perpetually  condemning  in  every 
one  else.  The  present  issue  is  a  reprint,  with  addi- 
tions, of  the  work  published  in  1891.

"  Time-piece  of  Shadows."  which  break*  ground  in  a 
new  direction  by  collecting  with  patient  induMry  from 
a  wide  range  of  mitbaritira  reference  to  the  uchECology 
of  diak.  The  result  is  a  book  of  unusnal  interest, 
which  sketches  the  hisRny  of  the  grotrth  of  the  dial, 
describes,  with  iUustratens,  the  various  forms  of  the 
mcdisval  dud  in  Notthero  and  Sonlhem  Europe  and 
the  dials  of  the  seventetnth  century,  when  a  wide 
attention  was  paid  to  dials  and  the  larger  share  of 
their  literature  written.  Mr.  Spackman  has  ccdlected 
mottoes  far  diate  and  gives  rules  for  horitontal,  verti- 
cal  and  inclined  dials.  To  the  hiitory  of  dialhng  in 
the  past  not  macb  is  added  and  the  rules  are  familiar ; 
but  the  real  interest  of  this  laborious  volnme  is  in  the 
information  given  in  regard  to  existing  dials  of  all 
^es  still  in  existence.  In  these  it  might  have  been 
well  to  include  the  Roman  pocket-dial,  found  not  long 
ago  at  Forbach,  which  solved  the  problem  presented 
by  these  dials  mentioned,  but  not  explained  by  classic 
authors,  and  the  "  dial  of  Achay,''  made  by  Christo- 
per  Schissler,  ij^S,  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
American  Philosophical  Society,  of  which  an  account 
has  just  been  published,  perhaps  the  most  interesting 
of  American  dials. 

Bishop  Ligbtfoot's  lectures  on  I  and  11  Thessalon- 
ians,  I  Corinthians  and  Romans,  have  been  rescued 
since  his  death  from  his  own  notes  and  those  of  his 
pupils,  and  published  in  a  single  valuable  volume  of 
verbal  exegeus.  This  is  not  a  book  save  for  the 
student  of  the  Greek  text ;  but  it  is  almost  equally 
remarkable  for  the  range  of  its  learning  and  the 
rarity  of  its  scholarship.  It  has  a  singularly  judicial 
tone  and  its  comment  makes  of  Paul  a  singularly 
visible  author.  Tliis  is  the  note  of  this  exegesis  and 
its  most  valuable  lesson  is  because  the  epistles  are 
handled  at  first  hand. 

Mr.  Eden  Phillpotts  is  a  stock  English  writer,  who 
does  his  three  or  four  magazine  articles  and  staple 
ficdon  every  year  of  a  strictly  marketable  quality. 
*'  A  Deal  with  the  Devil ''  is  an  ingenious  story  of  a 
man.  who  at  one  hundred  begins  to  grow  young,  and 
in  ten  years  has  lived  back  through  a  riotous  life  on 
the  reduced  scale  of  ten  years  to  the  year.  The  story 
runs  easily,  like  a  good  newspaper  article. 

The  contemporary  literary  criticisms  of  Mr.  Robert 
Biidges,  the  "  Droch "  of  J^/e  has  its  chief  value 
in  the  circumstances  that  it  usually  has  the  opinion 
other  people  reach  a  week  later.  In  a  weekly,  this 
is  important.  In  "  Suppressed  Chapters,"  in  which 
Mr.  Bridges  has  gathered  his  criticism  this  value 
evapotUed.  There  is  here  the  average  opinion  eX' 
pressed  with  aven^  ability  on  the  lights  of  the  day. 
The  chapters  are  short,  the  style  is  easy,  and  people 
love  to  read  literary  opinion,  just  as  at  a  reception  to 
a  celebrity  a  good  many  people  prefer  to  gather  in 
groups  and  hear  him  talked  about,  rather  than  hear 


the  man  talk  hhnself.  In  the  world  of  books  all  do 
that.  Yet  it  would  perhaps  be  fairer  to  say  that  Mr. 
Bridges  is  a  courteous  tMher  who  tells  you  something 
of  the  great  man  before  he  introduces  you  'and  does 
it  briefly  and  with  sense. 

Mr.  Clarence  Moore  Weed  in  "  Tea  New  England 
Blossoms,"  has  written  a  tittle  book  for  which  every 
field  botanist  will  thank  bim.  It  irill  be  particularly 
grateful  to  mothers  who  are  trying  to  interest  their 
children  in  nature.  Very  simply,  and  with  abundant 
illustration,  the  insect  pollination  or  fertiliiation  of 
flowers  is  told.  Nearly  every  lover  of  plants  in  the 
field  will  find  hwe  explained  what  he  has  noted  and 
but  half  known.  Moreover  while  there  is  really  no 
use  whatev^  in  learning  the  names  of  plants,  the 
one  artificiat  thing  about  them,  the  observation  in 
this  book  arouses  interest  at  just  the  right  point — the 
life  of  plants.  It  is  a  most  useful  and  delightful  book 
and  many  a  man  "  long  in  cities  pent,"  as  he  turns 
its  leaves,  will  see  again  the  sfmnging  blossom,  feel 
the  turf  once  more,  and  hear  the  insects  hum. 
Mr.  Weed  has  said  some  of  these  things  in  mi^raiina 
arti<ieB  and  written  an  t^cnltural  book  or  two.  but  it 
is  for  this  book  be  wilt  be  known. 

Professor  M.  A  Willcox,  of  Wellesley  College,  has 
put  all  bird  students  under  her  debt  by  publishing  a 
little  book  on  the  "Land  Birds  of  New  England," 
whose  new  feature  is  a  key,  in  which  the  birds  are 
identified  by  ^le,  color  and  general  appearance,  for 
this  is  intended  for  the  good  bird  student  who  uses 
nothing  more  deadly  than  an  opera-glass.  Enough 
is  told  of  each  bird  to  identify  it  and  its  habits.  The 
book  will  slip  in  the  pocket  and  is  light,  and  it  will 
do  for  the  Middle  States  nearly  as  welt  as  New 
England. 

"Foam  of  the  Sea,"  by  Miss  Gertrude  Hall,  like 
"Far  From  To-day,"  pnblished  in  1891,  is  a  group  of

The  dramatic  situation  secured  is 
often  well  conceived  and  there  is  something  sustained 
alMUt  the  manner— much  in  earnest  and  very  serious. 
Miss  Hall  is  a  little  hard  on  the  ordinary  good  per- 
son ;  but  this  is  to  be  expected.  The  real  difficulty  is 
that  on  her  stage  the  parts  are  taken  by  marionettes 
rather  than  actors. 

Golf  in  the  past  three  years  has  been  the  subject  of 
twenty-one  magaiine  articles  tad  two  portly  Iwoks. 
"Golf  in  America,"  by  James  P.  Lee,  is  a  small, 
compact,  practical  manual,  with  a  list  of  American 
dubs,  the  rules  in  vtqrue  here  and  discourses  on  a 
game  which  has  the  double  fascination  of  being  a 
game  which  no  one  can  play  without  both  money 
and  leisure,  for  it  takes  all  the  afternoon  and  an 
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utteodant.  It  has  great  advantagei  where  time  and 
labor  arc  cheap,  but  it  ii  Ukely  long  to  remain  an 
exotic  in  a  country  where  even  rich  men  are  in  their 
officei  until  five  or  nx  in  the  afternoon.  Mr.  Lee'i 
book  ia  written  in  rapt  seriousness,  as  befits  the 
game,  and  it  is  clear ;  but  Golf  is  a  game  not  to  be 
learned  from  books. 

ROBERT  BRIDGES. 
The  "  Droch "  of  Lifii,  Robert  Bridges,  poet  and 
critic,  was  bom  at  Shippensburg,  Pa.,  of  Scotch  par- 
entage. His  father  was  a  great  lover  of  Bums,  num- 
bers of  whose  poemi  he  could  quote  with  a  rich  . 
Scotch  accent.  His  mother  was  literary  in  her  taste 
and  ambitious  that  her  son  should  be  a  writer. 
After  graduating  Irom  E^nceton  College  young 
Bridges  remained  at  home  almost  a  year,  until  May, 
1880,  reading,  in  preparation  for  the  work  be  meant 
to  undertake-  On  May  9th  he  entered  upon  bis 
chosen  profession  of  journalism,  by  becoming  re- 
porter on  the  staff  ot  the  Rochester  Democrat  and 
Chronicle,  He  continued  on  the  staff  of  this  paper 
until  January  2$,  1881,  having  had  all  the  exper- 
iences that  a  reporter  ought  to  have,  of  midnight 
journeys,  graphic  reports  written  under  high  pres- 
sure, and  such  close  contact  with  men  as  a  sound 
Scotch  nature  likes.  February  7,  t88t,  he  became 
assistant  newt  editor  of  the  New  York  Evening  Post, 
and  he  remained  with  the  eminent  censors  of  that 
office  Just  six  years  and  five  days,  until  February  13, 
1887,  Meantime  (December,  1883),  he  had  become 
literary  critic  of  Life,  a  position  he  has  retained  ever 
since,  writing  under  the  signature  of  "  Droch,"  to  the 
delight  of  all  right-minded  persons.  February  23, 
1887,  he  accepted  the  appointment,  which  he  still 
holds,  of  assistant  editor  of  Scribner's  MagaBtm.  He 
has  not  confined  himself,  meanwhile,  to  the  imme- 
diate work  of  his  profession.  He  has  published  poems 
in  Harper's.  Scribner's,  The  Cosmopolitan  and  Life, 
which  have  attracted  attention ;  besides  occasional 
reviews  and  articles  for  other  periodicals.  His  first 
book  to  appear,  from  the  press  of  the  Scnbner's  was 
"  Overheard  in  Arcady  " — imaginary  conversations 
between  the  characters  of  the  most  popular  novelists 
of  the  day,  uttered  in  gentle  criticism  of  their  own 
authors,  and  full  of  the  unconscious  revelations  of 
character  we  should  expect  from  them,  as  well  as  of 
the  delicate  touches  of  critical  humor  and  insight 
which  we  expect  from  "Droch."  "Suppressed 
Chapters,"  his  next  published  volume,  is  just  from 
the  press.  It  is  full  of  refreshing  comments  on  the 
good  and  the  bad  to  be  found  in  current  literature, 
and  mingles  sane  judgment  with  tolerant  and  delight- 
fiil  humor.  Kindly  satire  is  tempered  by  broad 
appreciation  of  an  author's  motives  and  a  reader's 
needs. 

By  way  of  recreation,  Mr.  Bridges  makes  various 
fishing  trips — to  Canada,  to  the  Adirondacks,  and  to 
the  Maine  woods.     In  March,  1889,  he  went  to  Cali* 
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fomiaas  one  of  a  wedding-party— a  matt  enjoyaUe 
trip,  which  is  chronicled  in  a  rare  volume  entitled 
"  The  Monterey  Wedding ;  or.  The  Overland  Voy^e 
of  the  Celtic  "  (privately  printed ;  sixty  copies  only). 
He  spent  part  of  1891  traveling  in  England,  Scotland, 
and  France.  His  career  has  been  one  of  pro- 
gress, and  his  attainments  have  made  him  a  prom- 
inent man  in  the  literary  world.  By  profession  he  is, 
he  says,  "  a  farmer,  a  bachelor,  a  Mugwump,  and 
what  James  McCosh  would  call  a  natural  realist." 
Among  the  pleasures  of  his  life  he  counts  as  pre- 
eminent the  privilege  of  seeing  thirty  or  forty  class- 
mates in  the  course  of  every  year.

STEVENSONIANA. 
The  London  Athenaum  makes  the  following  Haie- 
ment :  The  writings  of  the  late  Mr.  R.  L.  Stevenson 
remaining  to  be  published  posthumously  are  as  fol- 
lows: I.  A  volume  of  "  Fables,"  composed  during 
the  author's  residence  in  the  Adirondacks  in  the  win- 
ter of  1888,  for  the  publication  of  which  arrange- 
ments were  completed  at  the  time  with  Messrs.  Long- 
man, but  which  the  author  kept  back  for  fimber 
revision  and  had  still  by  him  at  the  lime  of  his  desih. 
3.  "  St  Ives,"  being  a  romance  of  the  adventures  of 
a  French  prisoner  escaping  from  Edinburgh  Castle  in 
1813 ;  on  this  the  writer  had  )>een  engaged  at  inter- 
vals during  the  last  two  years  of  his  life,  and  it  n 
completed  in  all  but  the  two  or  three  concluding  chap- 
ters. 3.  "  Weir  of  Hermiston ;  or,  the  Lord  Justice 
Clerk,"  a  tragic  story  of  Scottish  provincial  life,  also 
laid  in  the  year  1813,  the  principal  character  of  which 
is  partly  modelted  on  the  historic  figure  of  Judge 
Brax5eld ;  this  was  unfortunately  left  only  half  fin- 
ished. 4.  "  The  Northern  Lights ;  or,  a  Family  of 
Engineers,"  intended  to  be  a  full  biographical  history 
of  his  own  family,  but  carried  down,  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  only  as  far  as  the  period  of  the  building  of 
the  Bell  Rock  lighthouse. 

Probably  before  any  of  the  above  will  appear  a 
volume  selected  by  Mr.  Sidney  Colvin  from  the  let- 
ters which  Mr.  Stevenson  was  in  the  habit  of  writing 
to  him  from  Samoa.  These  are  long  journal  letters, 
giving  an  almost  daily  account  of  the  writer's  life  and 
occupations  in  his  island  home  during  the  last  five 
years,  and  taking  a  place  quite  apart  in  his  corres- 
pondence. This  volume  will  be  published  by  Messrs. 
Methuen  at  the  beginning  of  the  autumn  season. 
under  the  title  of  "  The  Vailima  Letters."  Mr,  Colvin 
has  further  been  requested  by  the  family  and  execu- 
tors to  undertake  the  ultimate  bic^raphy  of  his  friend, 
and  asks  us  to  repeat  the  invitation  which  he  has 
already  publicly  issued  for  help  in  the  shape  of  remin- 
iscences or  correspondence  from  those  friends  of 
Mr.  Stevenson  with  whom  he  may  not  be  in  private 
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A  HISTORY  OF  PHILADELPHIA. 
Tbe  plan  of  the  "  Memorial  History  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  from  its  First  Settlement  to  the  Year 
1S95,  edited  by  John  Russell  Young,  Volume  I, 
Narrative  and  Critical  Historv,  1681-1895,"  is  well 
adapted  to  its  end.  Special  subjects  are  assigned 
to  special  writers,  whose  chapters  "  illustrating'  in 
detail  the  rise  of  the  city,  what  has  been  done 
toward  free  municipal  government,  the  contributions 
of  Philadelphia  to  literature,  art,  finance  and  those 
vast  industrial  enterprises  which  command  the  atten- 
tion and  admiration  of  the  world,"  will  form  a  sepa- 
rate volume  and  a  third  volume  will  be  devoted 
to  faroiiy  and  personal  Uographies  and  genealogy. 
The  general  historian  is  thus  left  free  to  pass  over 
lightly  a  vast  amount  of  illustrative  detail  that  he 
would  otherwise  have  felt  called  on  to  include  and  to 
devote  an  entire  volume  to  a  well  proportioned  and 
consecutive  narrative.  And  for  this  important  work 
it  may  be  questioned  whether  any  other  writer  could 
have  been  selected  so  competent  and  so  well  equipped 
as  Howard  M.  Jenkins,  the  author  of  the  handsome 
volume  now  under  consideration. 

The  author's  name  does  not  appear  on  the  title- 
page,  bnt  Mr.  Young  makes  acknowledgment  in  his 
preface  to  "  the  fidelity,  research  and  ability  shown 
by  Howard  M.  Jenkins  in  the  preparation  of  the 
present  volume.  To  his  scholarship,  sympathy, 
breadth  of  treatment  and  profound  knowledge  of 
Philadelphia,"  it  b  added,  "  the  reader  will  be  in- 
debted for  a  fascinating  narrative."  This  is  true. 
Mr.  Jenkins  isa  conscientious  and  cultivated  student, 
His  Quaker  ancestry  ^ves  him  an  appreciative  point 
of  view  in  tracing  the  development  of  the  Quaker 
City,  and  his  study  of  near-by  history  enables  him  to 
rect^iiiie  as  well  the  various  strands  of  other  faiths 
and  nationalitiestbatwent  to  the  making  of  this  com- 
munity. He  is,  moreover,  a  practical  writer,  of  wide 
information  and  liberal  sympathies,  so  that  his  work 
has  not  only  historicil  judgment,  but  the  literary 
quality  as  well.  Fkiladelphia  Times. 

TO  SIMPLIFY  THE  READING  OF  THE 
SCRIPTURES. 
Macmillan  &  Co,  announce  "  Thfl  Modem  Reader's 
Bible,"  a  series  of  books  from  the  sacred  Scriptures 
presented  in  modem  literary  form.  The  purpose  of 
this  series  has  regard  to  the  Bible  as  part  of  the 
world's  literature,  without  reference  to  questions  of 
religious  or  historic  criticism.  It  is  based  upon  the 
belief  that  the  natural  interest  of  sacred  literature  is 
considerably  impaired  by  the  form  in  which  the 
Bible  is  usually  read.  The  division  into  chapters  and 
TOBes  was  made  at  a  time  when  the  literary  signifi- 
cance of  Scripture  was  not  much  considered.  More- 
over, the  proper  arrangement  of  the  printed  page, 
which  to  a  modem  reader  has  by  familiarity  become 
essential,  and  which  is  adopted  as  a  matter  of  course 


in  a  modem  edition  ol  a  Greek  or  Roman  classic,  has 
never  been  applied  to  our  Bibles.  The  first  volumes 
issued  will  comprehend  "  Wisdom  literature."  Four 
leading  representatives  of  this  (in  the  Bible  and 
Apocrypha)  will  be  issued  in  the  order  calculated  to 
bring  out  the  connection  of  their  thought:  "Pro- 
verbs." a  miscellany  of  sayings  and  poems  embody- 
ing isolated  observations  of  life;  "  Ecclesiasticus,"  a 
miscellany  including  longer  compositions,  still  em- 
bodying only  isolated  observations  of  life ;  "  Eccle- 
siastes.  Wisdom  of  Solomon,''  a  series  of  connected 
writings  embodying,  from  different  standpoints,  a 
solution  of  the  whole  mystery  of  life ;  "  The  Book  of 
Job,"  a  dramatic  poem  in  which  are  embodied  vary- 
ing solutions  of  the  mystery  of  life.  Each  of  the  four 
numbers  of  this  series  will  be  issued  as  a  separate 
volume,  edited,  with  an  introduction  by  Richard 
G.  Moulton,  M.  A.  (Camb.),  Ph.  D.  (Penn.).  Professor 
of  English  Literature  in  the  University  of  Chicago.

A  writer  in  the  New  York  Evening  Sun  has  been 
collecting  information  regarding  the  difficulties  of 
librarians,  and  prints  the  followinff  entertaining  list : 
No  volume  ha^  been  more  productive  of  errors  than 
Miss  Hatraden's.  "  Ships  That  Speak  as  They  Pass 
By,"  "Ships  That  We  Pass,"  "Ships  That  Sail 
in  the  Night,"  "Ships  that  Pass  Through  the  Night," 
"  Ships  That  the  Night  Passes  By,"  and  "  The  Ship 
Book  "  are  a  few  of  the  titular  interpretations  that 
have  been  given  it.  "  The  Prince  of  India  "  has  also 
given  rise  to  untold  misapprehension.  It  has  been 
called  "  Indian's  Princess,"  "An  Indian  Prince  "  and 
"Price  of  India,"  while  one  "constant  reader"  ob- 
served, " '  The  Prince  of  India '  is  by  the  same  author 
as  '  The  Heaveitly  Twins,'  isn't  it  7  "  From  time  to 
time  persoiu  have  seriously  inquired  for  "  The  Heav- 
enly Angels,"  "  The  Heavenly  Wings,"  "The  Quin- 
nebassett  Twins,"  and  one  made  bold  to  ask :  "  '  The 
Heavenly  Twins '  is  a  religious  book,  isn't  it  ? '" 
"  Trilby  "  has  caused  untold  trouble.  "  Is  '  Trilby  ' 
an  author  or  the  name  of  a  book?"  queried  one 
anxious  knowledge-seeker ;  and  when  informed,  "It 
is  the  name  of  a  book  written  by  Du  Maurier,"  she 
replied:  "Oh,  I  see — a  translation."  "  I  want  '  Lit- 
tle Trilby  '  or  '  Lilde  Billie  '—I've  forgotten  which— 
by  Du  Maurier,"  demanded  another  importunate ;

field,"  "Weatwood  Hoe,"  "Open  Seams"  (Open 
Sesame),  "Yellow  Ostler,  by  Kipling,"  "  Last  Doors 
of  Pompeii,"  "Mareppa,"  "  Fifteen  Detective  (Deci- 
sive] Battles,"  "  Ida  Haggard,"  "Marcella,  by  Aster," 
"Marion  Lauderdale,"  "St,  Accordius,  by  Laurier" 
(Sant  Ilario.  by  Crawford),  "Shylock  Holmes."  "On 
Passion's  Rock,  by  E.  P.  Rose."  "  The  Silver  (Civil) 
War,"  "Signsof  theSodiac,"  "  A  Widow  in  Thnims. 
by  Barrie,"  "The  Master  of  the  Iron,  by  Oh  net  " 
"Holmes's  Autt^rapbs,"  "Bunion's  Religious  Pro- 
gress," "  Dante's  Faust,"  and  "  Virginius,  by  Shakes- 
peare." One  of  the  most  interesting  requests  was

This  was  almost  equalled,  however,  by  a  demand  for 
"any  book  by  the  Duchess  or  George  Eliot  except 
'  Jane  Eyre.' " 


ssEmily  Faithfull,  who  died  in  June,  was  bom  at 
Headley  Rectory,  Surrey,  in  183s.  and  was  educated 
at  Kensington.  She  early  became  interested  in  im- 
proving thecondition  of  women,  and  in  i860  touaded 
in  London  the  Victoria  Press,  where  women  were 
employed  as  compositors.  The  Queen  appointed  her 
Printer  and  Publisher  in  Ordinary,  and  took  great 
interest  in  her  work.  Miss  Faithfull  started  in  1863 
Tke  Vieloria  Maganne,  advocating  the  claims  of 
women  to  remunerative  employment,  and  in  1868 
published  "Change  upon  Change,"  a  novel.  At 
about  the  same  period  she  began  her  career  as  a 
lecturer.  She  was  on  the  staff  of  The  Ladies'  PU'  • 
torial  for  some  time,  and  advocated  the  claims  of 
women  in  many  periodicals.  In  1872  she  first  visited 
this  country,  and  after  her  last  trip  published  "  Three 
Visitsto  America"  (1884).  In  1889  a  civil  list  pen- 
sion of  fifty  pounds  was  awarded  to  her.

THE  BITTER  RECOLLECTIONS  OF 
BARRAS. 
Memoirs  of  Barbas.    Member  of  the  Directorate. 
Edited    with  a   General    Introdaclion,   Prehces,  and 
Appendices  by  George  Duruy.

"  Barras  never  wrote  any  memoirs,  and  here  they 
are."    That,  in  effect,  is  what  M.  Duruy  says  in  his 
admirable  preface  to  the  first  of  these  two  volumes. 
The  one  assertion  seems  to  contradict  the  other,  but 
each  of  them  is  true. 

Barras  died  in  1830.  For  ten  years  the  old  man 
had  been  busily  eng^ed  in  setting  down  as  they 
occurred  to  him,  the  incidents  of  hb  strangely  event- 
ful life.    He  was  not  a  man  of  letters,  and  knew  it. 

Hence  was  it  that,  when  in  his  old  age  Barras 
determined  that  the  woild  should  have  an  account  of 
his  life,  he  could  put  on  paper  nothing  but  crude  and 
disconnected  notes,  written  in  an  almost  indecipher- 
able hand,  and  in  a  style  of  which  ikeither  grammar 
nor  punctuation  formed  any  part.  As  he  remembered 
one  incident  after  another,  and  one  hatred  after 
another,  so  he  set  them  down  until  finally  he  had 
accumulated  a  vast  mass  of  incoherent  and  discon- 
nected  material.  He  appreciated  his  own  inability  10 
put  this  material  in  reulable  shape,  and  in  1819.  his 
health  and  strength  failing  entirely,  he  made  a  will 
by  which  all  his  papers  of  every  sort  were  left  to  a 
trusted  friend,  M.  Rousselin  de  Saint-Albin,  wiib 
instructions  to  edit  and  publish  them. 

Two  years  later,  when  the  troubled  life  came  to  an 
end,  M.  de  Saint-Allun  accepted  the  trust  that  had 
been  imposed  upon  him.  He  had  been  a  friend  of 
Bairas  ever  since  the  days  of  the  Revolution.  What 
was  more,  he  shared  the  hatreds  of  Barras  and  knew 
exactly  what  sort  of  a  book  he  was  expected  to  write. 
A  manuscript  that  contained  every  fact  and  every 
distortion  of  fact  which  Barras  had  set  down  was  the 
result.  It  contained,  as  well,  all  the  rancorous  male- 
volence that  had  prompted  Barras  to  nndettake,  in 
his  old  age  and  when  suftiering  from  a  fetal  malady,  a 
task  to  which  only  an  irresistible  yearning  for  revenge 
could  have  prompted  him.  The  time  for  publication 
had  come,  but  with  it  had  come  an  appreciation  of 
certain  dangers  that  might  ensue.  M.  de  Saint-Albin 
read  over  again  the  book  he  had  produced  and  found 
it  go<»d,  but  he  was  a  cautious  man  and  decided  to 
ask  the  advice  of  a  lawyer  in  whom  he  had  con- 
fidence. This  lawyer  at  once  declared  that  the 
"  Memoirs  of  Buras  "  was  "  a  nestfut  of  libel  inits." 
M.  de  Saint-Albin  had  reached  the  same  concision, 
and,  his  opinion  having  thus  been  ooofirmed,  he 
determined  to  lock  the  manuscript  saldy  away  and 
wait  until  the  passage  of  the  years  had  tnade  ks

publicitton  safe.  This  deciuoa  displeased  the  wife 
and  godson  of  Bajtas,  who,  by  the  tenns  of  his  will, 
were  to  share  with  the  editor  any  profits  that  might 
accrue.  They  brought  snil.  with  the  object  of  forcing 
bmnediate  publication.  Before  the  case  was  tried, 
M.  dc  Saint -Albin  bought  off  the  otber  heirs  and 
secured  complete  control  of  his  work. 

Time  went  on,  and  in  iS47,when  M.deSaint-Albin 
died,  the  world  was  still  waiting forihe long-promised 
memoirs.  The  eldest  son  of  M.  de  Saint- Albin  proved 
equally  cautious  as  his  father,  though  be  did  allow 
a  fragment  of  the  great  work,  detailing  the  events  of 
the  9tb  Tbermidor,  to  appear  in  the  Revut  du  XIX. 
^eU.  This  son  died  in  1877.  ^''^^  ^^^  manuscript 
passed  into  the  hands  of  his  brother,  and  he,  in  turn, 
dying,  into  those  of  his  sister.  Her  death  occurred 
in  1885,  and  then  M.  G«orge  Duruy,  who  had  married 
into  the  family,  acquired  the  once  dangerous  legacy. 

Now,  it  so  happened  that  the  book,  written  by  a 
deadly  foe  of  Napoleon  trom  material  supplied  from  one 
■till  more  venomous,  had  at  last  come  into  the  posses- 
sion of  an  ardent  Bonapartist.  M.  Duruy  read  through 
the  vast  pile  of  carefully  written  sheets  and  found 
them  filled  itam  beginning  to  end  with  calumny  so 
atrocious,  with  misstatements  of  fact  so  obvious,  that 
hto  first  inclination  was  to  destroy  the  manuscript  at 
once,  and  so  to  make  forever  impossible  that  wretched 
vengeance  for  which  the  old  Revolutionist  had  so 
ei^rly  yearned.  Then  different  thoughts  came  to 
turn.  The  manuscript  was  a  trust ;  he  had  accepted 
it,  somewhat  carelessly,  but  none  the  lets  effectively. 
Unless  he  carried  out  the  wishes  of  Barras,  would  he 
not  be  almost  in  the  position  of  an  embesiler  7  And 
M,  Duruy  saw  that  there  was  much  in  these  pages  to 
which  historians  and  the  public  had  a  right.  For 
years  the  Diiectar  had  been  a  not  unimportant  part 
of  important  events.  His  version  of  them,  when 
tme,  was  of  value ;  when  &lse,  it  was  still  of  interest. 
None  would  be  deceived  by  anything  s^dbya  man 
whose  motives  were  thoroughly  understood.  So  M. 
Duruy  went  again  over  the  manuscript  with  minute 
care ;  he  compared  it  mth  the  autt^raph  notes  of 
Barras  that  were  still  in  existence,  and  found  it  accu- 
rate in  every  particular.  This  work  accomplished, 
he  determined  that,  at  last,  the  memoirs  of  Barras 
diould  appear,  and  that  they  should  reach  the  public 
exactly  as  M.  de  Saint-Albin  wrote  them. 

The  deduon  was  undoubtedly  a  right  and  proper 
one.  Of  all  the  books  relating  to  the  Napoleonic 
period  that  have  appeared  in  recent  years,  none  is 
superior  to,  and  the  finr  compare  with,  these  memoirs  in 
throwing  light  upon  a  time  as  interesting  as  any  with 
iriiich  history  has  to  deal.  They  reveal  a  strange  and 
typical  personality.  Barras  was  not  a  great  man  in 
any  true  sense,  but  he  lived  at  a  great  epoch.  He 
did  comparatively  little  himself,  but  he  undoubtedly 
MTTcd  as  the  itepping-stonebytbe  mounting  of  which 
Napoleon  first  rose  out  of  inugnificance  into  promi- 
itenee.     This  makes  Barras  and  bis  character  worth 


studying.  Never  before  have  men  had  such  means 
for  that  study  as  these  remarkable  memoirs  provide. 
They  will  be  read  with  an  indignation  that  often  turns 
to  loathing,  but  none  the  less  they  will  be  read  with 
keenest  interest  and  closest  attention.  They  light 
up  many  a  dark  nook,  they  put  personality  into 
scores  of  names  that  have  hitherto  been  that  ami 
nothing  more.  Barras  lies  often,  but  not  always,  and 
it  is  easy  to  tell  when  he  is  lying  and  when  he  is 
telling  the  truth.  And  there  is,  too,  in  his  work, 
regardlfess  of  its  merely  historical  character,  the  clear 
manifestation  of  a  personality  which  can  be  studied, 
not  only  to  advantage,  but  with  a  certain  sort  of 
admiration. 

The  memoirs  come  to  us  handsomely  bound  and 
beautifully  printed.  The  translator,  Mr.  C.  E.  Roche 
— it  will  be  remembered  that  he  also  translated  the 
memoirs  of  Pasquier — has  done  his  work  with  fidelity 
and  intelligence.  Now  and  then  an  awkward 
sentence  occurs,  while  once  or  twice  a  word  is  used 
just  far  enough  out  of  the  ordinary  way  to  remind 
the  reader  that  Roche  is  a  French  name.  Nowhere 
is  there  any  obscurity,  however,  and  the  supetflous- 
ness  of  a  few  of  the  "notes"  can  easily  be  over- 
looked. It  is  more  difficult  to  pardon  the  absence  of 
an  index  to  each  volume.  The  so  called  "  table  of 
contents  *'  is  utterly  useless,  and  the  long  chapter 
headings  are  of  no  practical  value.         N.  Y.  Times. 

GENERAL  SHERIDAN.

Gen.  Davies  completed  this  volume  only  a  little  while 
before  his  death.  It  was  evidently  a  labor  of  love,  in 
which  his  regard  for  his  commander  everywhere 
shines  out.  He  frankly  says  that  it  is  a  compilation 
more  than  a  composition,  for  the  basis  is  necessarily 
the  autobiography  of  Sheridan,  aided  by  other 
memoirs  of  campaigns  written  by  comrades  and 
friends  of  Davies.  The  result  is  a  warm  eulogy, 
faithful  to  the  leading  historical  facts,  and  eamesdy 
espousing  the  hero's  ude  whenever  a  question  arises 
between  him  and  any  other.  The  book  thus  becomes 
all  the  more  stimuladng  for  the  casual  reader,  and  no 
harm  is  done,  for  students  will  know  where  to  look 
for  the  other  side  in  disputed  matters  in  the  cam- 
paigns either  of  the  West  or  of  the  East.  The  bril- 
liant and  energetic  Sheridan  had  a  personality  which 
must  always  ba  attractive  to  the  reading  public,  and 
Gen.  Davies'  presentation  of  it  is  clear,  compact,  and 
eminently  readable.

A  New  Variorum  Edition  of  Shakespeare.  Edited  by 
Horace  Howard  Furnesi.  Vol.  X.  A  Midsummer 
Night's  Dreame.  Folio,  (3  00 ;  by  mail,  $3.38. 
"  The  most  insipid,  ridiculous  play  that  ever  I  saw  in 
my  life,"said  the  worthy  Mr.  Pepys  in  1662  of  Shakes* 
peare's  comedy  of  the  Athenian  lovers.  Posterity 
has  not  agreed  with  the  lively  diarist  of  the  reign  of 
Charles  II,  and  Dr.  Fumesshas  chosen  it  as  the  tenth 
drama  to  receive  his  attention  in  the  New  Variorum, 
wliich  stands  at  the  very  head  of  modern  editions  of 
Shakespeare. 

Dr.  Fumess  has  provided  in  this  volume  for  the 
textual  student  "  practically  forty  texts  "  by  his  colla- 
tion, the  condensed  results  of  which  are  shown  in  the 
critical  notes  placed  immediately  under  the  text  of 
the  first  folio.'  There  is  the  same  rich  abundance

here  as  before  of  general  notes,  drawn  from  an  ency- 
clopedic knowledge  of  Shakespeare  and  all  that  has 
been  written  about  him— the  longest  »ngle  note  being 
that  on  Oberon's  speech  about  "  Love  in  Idleness," 
which  tills  sixteen  pages.  The  usual  selection  from 
the  best  criticisms  on  the  play  and  full  discusUons  of 
the  date  of  composition  and  the  source  of  the  plot 
are  given  at  the  end. 

To  Dr.  Fumess  the  question  of  dates  is  not  the 
supreme  one  that  it  appears  to  be  to  many  commen- 
tors.    He  respects  them. 

At  the  lame  time  wishing  thmc  these,  my  liettets,  would 
occauonally  go  for  b  while  "  into  relieat,"  and  calmly  and 
soberly,  in  secluiion,  ask  themselves  what  is  the  chief  end 
of  man  in  reading  Shakespesre.

Having  by  good  foitune  succeeded  in 
sending  news   of  the  fall  of  Magdala 
many  days  in  advance  of  the  Govern- 
ment and  English  correspondents,  Stan- 
ley was  rewarded  by  being  sent  upon  a 
roving  mission  to  Egypt,  Crete  and  the 
Levant,  and  finally  to  Spain — whence, 
in  October,  1B69,  he  was  suddenly  sum- 
moned to  Paris  to  receive  a  commission 
for  the  finding  of  Uvingstone  in  Cen- 
tral   Africa,     Previous,    however,    to 
embarking  on  this  last  enterprise,  he 
reported  the  inauguration  of  the  Sues 
Canal,  wrote  a  guide  to  the  Nile,  visited 
the  scene  of  Captain  Warren's  explora-

Justin  Winsor,  of  Harvard  Uni* 
versity,  to  his  unique  geogr^hical 
history  of  the  New  World  is  pub- 
blished  in  a  volume  entitled  "  The 
Mississippi  Basin."  This  work, 
which  covers  the  stru^lein  Amer- 
ica between  England  and  France 
from  1697-1763,  is  a  sequel  to 
the  earlier  work  on  "  Cartier  to 
Frontenac,"  which  might  have 
been  entitled  "  The  St.  Lawrence 
River."  The  discovery  and  ex- 
ploration of  that  great  continental 
waterway  was  full  of  romance,  and 
equally  picturesque  is  this  recital 
of  the  discovery  of  the  Mississippi. 
It  is  a  curious  thing  that  the  Span- 
iards did  not  realize  what  a  mighty 
stream  was  emptying  its  muddy 
waters  into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 
It  was  left  to  the  French  to  find 
Ml  islaiippl  Basin.''  it  near  Ihc  Great  Lakes,  afier 
ascending  the  Si.  Lawrence,  and 
the  history  of  the  Mississippi  flows  downward  with  the 
tide  of  the  "  Father  of  Waters."  Dr.  Winsor  treads 
through  New  France  in  the  footprints  of  the  late  Fran- 
cis Parkman,  but  it  is  unnecessary  to  add  that  be  finds 
many  new  things  to  say.

The  story  entitled  "  Into  the 
Highways  and  Hedges"  is 
strong,  and,  to  a  consider- 
able extent,  original.  The 
idea  of  catching  a  soul  on 
the  rebound,  like  that  of 
Margaret  Deane's,  by  the 
presentment  of  a  religious 
ideal,  is  perhaps  not  new, 
but    it    is    elaborated    here 

with  exceptional  skill.  Barnabas  Thorpe,  as  a 
preacher,  is  the  same  type  of  man  as  John  Burns  the 
political  reformer.  He  lives  and  feels  intensely,  and 
makes  others  feel  that  life  should  be  full  of  earnest 
purpose.  He  was  a  very  rough  diamond  indeed,  but 
if  his  head  was  sometimes  wrong  his  heart  was  right. 
Sprung  from  the  ranks  of  ihe  poor,  he  knew  how  to 
sympathise  wiih  them,  and  it  gave  him  more  delight 
to  work  in  the  slums  than  to  be  received  in  the  man- 
sions of  the  wealthy.  The  author  observes  that  be 
by  no  means  ^[rees  ivith  all  Thorpe's  opinions;  but 
he  justly  adds  that  "  the  men  who  light  for  their 
ideals  hare  been,  and  always  will  be,  the  saving 
element  in  a  world  which  happily  has  never  yet  been 
left  without  them,''  It  was  because  Thorpe  seemed 
perfectly  content  to  lose  all  that  the  world  in  general 
regard  as  worth  having,  that  he  made  such  an  inef- 
faceable impression  on  the  soul  of  Margaret  Deane. 
She  left  a  home  of  luxury  to  follow  him  in  his  course 
of  self-sacrifice ;  but  she  did  not  love  him  as  a  man, 
though  he  was  her  husband,  until  she  understood  Ihe 
depths  of  his  sublime  unselfishness.

Mr.  Allen  Upward's  story  is  exciting  and  varied  enough. 
It  is  a  combination  of  court  intrigue,  conspiracy,  assaailna- 
tions.  Nihilism  and  British  detective  work,  the  whole  plot 
being  compounded  with  a  dauntless  audacity  which  starfnki 
at  nothing.  "  The  Prince  of  Balki&tan,"  indeed,  purport*  to 
be  the  secret  explanation  of  tbe  transactions  between  Russia 
and  Bulgaria  at  tbe  moat  critical  period  of  modem  Bulgarian 
history;  and  the  extent  of  Mr.  Upward'i  audacity  may  be 
understood  from  the  fact  that  his  characters  include  the  late 
Emperor  of  Russia  and  the  Empress,  Prince  Ferdinand  and 
hb  mother,  Mr,  Gladstone,  and  many  other  people  of  whom 
the  world  has  beard  from  more  authentic  if  more  common- 
place sources.  Tbe  acts,  words  and  secret  thoughts  of  these 
personages,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  still  alive,  are  detailed 
in  a  fashion  which  used  not  to  be  considered  legitimate  in  a 
work  of  fiction ;  and  probably  it  is  not  a  bit  more  legitimate 
to-day  than  it  ever  was.  Tbe  story  is  pieced  together  with 
some  ingenuity,  and  with  a  mixture  of  correct  infomiation 
and  wild  invention  which  certainly  makes  the  romance 
piquant  in  spite  of  its  dubious  propriety.  One  of  the  nio« 
glaring  Instancei  of  the  latter  qudity  is  the  attribution  of 
the  death  of  the  Emperor  Frederick  to  the  chief  of  the 
Russian  police.

Among  the  most  popular  of  the  speakers  at  the 
Internationa!  Convention  of  Cbrislian  Endeavorers, 
which  has  just  come  to  an  end  in  Boston,  was  the 
Rev.  William  G,  Puddefoot,  whose  personal  magne- 
tism, joined  with  a  brilliant  flashing  wit,  caused  his 
talks  to  sway  the  great  audiences  as  the  wind  swaya 
the  sea.

would  convmce  my  wife  that  1  really  loved  her." 
The  audience  answered  his  question,  "  Do  you  see 
my  j>oint?"  by  applauding  fully  two  minutes.

Washington.  Both  of  these  volumes  will  be  added 
to  Crowell's  successful  "  Library  of  Politics  and 
Economics." 

Mr.  H.  A.  May,  who  is  the  -' Real  Estate"  editor 
of  the  Boston  Advertiser,  is  on  both  bis  lather  and 
mother's  side  descended  from  genuine  colonial 
stock.  He  is  a  diligent  antiquarian  and  the  treasurer 
of  the  "  Roxbury  Military  Historical  Society.*' 
Mr.  May  has  almost  finished  his  great  history  of 
Roxbury,  on  which  he  has  been  working  for  a  long 
time.  It  will  make  several  large  volumes  and  will 
be  publisbed  about  the  first  of  the  next  year.  It 
covers  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  years  in  the  most 
thorough  manner.  It  will  be  interesting  to  see  how 
he  will  explain  the  action  of  the  Roxbury  people  in 
raising  from  the  foce  of  the  earth  the  revolutionary 
earthwork  fortifications  which  thirty  years  ago  were 
visible  on  the  hill  near  ihe  Roxbury  Latin  school, 
and  which  some  absurd  enthusiasts  have  recently 
proposed  to  rebuild  as  nearly  as  possible  on  the 
ancient  lines !  Also  why  the  authorities  of  the  old 
churth,  thinking  that  the  original  communion  service 
presented  to  the  church  by  the  Apostle  Eliot,  was 
growing  a  little  thin  in  spots,  sent  the  whole  to  be 
melted  up !    Such  were  Ihe  vandal  acts  of  thirty 

A  recent  Common-weallk  gives  a  complete  list 
of  the  published  works  of  Dr.  Edward  Everett 
Hale.  Eleven  of  them  arc  marked  "edited;" 
seven  were  written  in  collaboration  with  Miss  Susan 
Hale  or  others;  but  the  list  numbers  eighty-three 
titles  in  all  and  covers  exactly  the  latter  half  of  this 
century.  He  edited  7^  Rosary  in  1848.  His  first 
published  book  was  "  Margaret  Percival  in  America," 
which  bears  the  date  1850.  Seventeen  of  the  works 
are  out  of  print.  The  new  firm  of  Lamson,  Wolffe  & 
Company,  which  published  as  one  of  its  first  books 
Dr.  Hale's  "If  Jesus  Came  to  Boston,"  are  preparing 
to  issue  several  others  and  will  possibly  make  a  com- 
plete edition  o(  the  earlier  ones.  "My  Double 
and  How  He  Undid  Me,"  will  have  a  new  introduc- 
tion by  the  author.  Certainly  the  charming  garb  in 
which  "Sybaris"  is  to  appear,  ought  to  give  its 
career  a  fresh  impulse. 

Mr.  Charles  G.  D.  Roberts,  who  has  resigned  from 
his  professorship  at  King's  College,  Windsor,  Nova 
Scotia,  has  his  hands  full  of  literary  projects.  Several 
volumes  of  his  short  stories  have  been  accepted  by 
various  publishen.  He  has  just  completed  his 
"  Short  History  of  Canada,"  on  which  be  has  been 
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engaged  for  two  years,  and  while  he  was  in  New 
York  a  few  months  ago,  he  received  several  important 
commissions  for  work.  He  has  just  been  elected  a 
Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  ot  Literature  of  London. 
It  has  been  reported  in  the  papers  that  he  would  re- 
side in  the  States,  but  I  think  it  more  likely  that  he 
will  take  up  his  abode  in  St.  John,  New  Brunswick, 
where  he  can  be  within  easy  touch  with  the  literary 
centers  of  both  Canada  and  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Elbridge  G.  Brooks,  of  the  Lothrop  Publishing 
Company,  is  another  of  the  busy  literary  men  of 
our  day.  The  Century  Company  ate  soon  to  pub- 
lish his  "  A  Boy  of  the  Tint  Empire,"  which  has  been 
running  in  the  St.  Niekolas.  The  Putnams  will 
bring  out  his  "  Great  Men's  Sons,"  for  which  several 
young  Boston  artists  have  contributed  capital  illus- 
trations, and  the  Lothrop  Publishing  Company  will 
issue  his  "Story  of  George  Washington."  He  has 
two  or  three  other  books  for  young  readers  under 
way. 

Roberts  Brothers  have  Miss  Abby  Alger  busily  en- 
gaged in  making  a  translation  of  the  late  Ernest 
Kenan's  "  Ma  Sibut  Henriette." 

Renan's  sister  Henriette  was  like  a  mother  to  him, 
and  after  her  death  he  wrote  this  beautiful  tribute  to 
her  memory.  He  had  one  hundred  copies  printed  for 
private  distribution.  It  is  said  that  the  original  edition 
is  worth  as  much  as  500  francs.  Madame  Kenan 
undertcA)k  to  prepare  the  new  edition  for  the  press,  but 
she  also  died,  and  it  has  been  recently  finished  by 
Renan's  son,  Ary,  who,  in  collaboration  with  Henry 
Scheffer,  has  charmingly  illustrated  it.  Roberts 
Brothers  have  under  way  the  "  Family  Letters  of 
Dante  Gabriel  Rossetti  with  a  full  memoir  by  his 
brother,  William  Michael  Rossetti."  It  will  make  two 
la^e  volumes  with  ten  illustrations.

WITH  THE  NEW  BOOKS. 

"  Logic  "  suggests  to  most  of  us  the  syllogism  and 
acertain  reason- chopping.  There  is  a  broader  view  in 
which  Logic  has  come  to  stand  not  merely  for  the 
manner,  but  for  the  method  of  knowledge.  The  books 
in  thisstimulatingfieldareforthc  most  part  too  bigfor 
busy  men.  M.  Bernard  Bosanquet  has  printed  a 
short  course  of  University  Extension  lectures  on  the 
broader  logic  which  clear  up  much.  These  try  to  teD 
in  plain  speech  how  judgment  and  inference  are 
reached,  and  in  doing  this  clear  up  the  outlines  of 
formal  logic-  The  book  is  well  done,  and  provided, 
lecture  by  lecture,  with  a  reading  list.  It  is  not  long 
and  any  one  who  reads  it  will  have  a  new  sense  of 
mental  clarity.  It  is  didactic  and  not  historical,  the 
method  followed  by  Prof.  R.  Adamson  in  his  article 
on  "Logic"  in  the  Encyclopaedia  Briiannica  which 
may  well  be  read  with  this  book. 

Dr.  Luther  HaJsey  Gulick  was  a  man  whose  name 
kept  flaming  out  for  forty  years  in  mission  work  all 
over  the  world.  In  Micronesia,  Hawaii,  in  Spain  and 
Italy,  in  Japan  and  Siam,  there  was  always  the  same 
record  of  great  powers,  stirring  intellect,  unsparing 
labor  and  unconquerable  devotion,  Paul,  as  we  know, 
was  always  finding  himself  with  eleven  obstinate  jury- 
men, and  even  with  only  his  side  of  the  story  on  record 
one  feels  that  he  must  have  been  now  and  then  try- 
ing to  the  missionary  secretaries  at  Jerusalem,  Tbe 
Pauls  always  are.  Dr.  Gulick's  life  by  his  daughter, 
Mrs.  Frances  GulicV  Jewett,  tells  bis  story  with  loving 
skill.  The  loneliness  and  the  precocious  mora.)  con- 
sciousness of  the  missionary  boy  have  a  better  pictoie 
in  these  pages  than  they  have  received  elsewhere. 
Theinfinitesadnessof  this  phase  of  mission  work  few 
know.  It  is  part  of  the  great  sacrifice,  and  it,  too,  has 
its  compensations.

Out  of  the  bitter- 
ness of  the  heart  have  they  come  with  pain  and  anger 
and  loathing  and  to  the  heart  which  has  known  its 
own  iHttemess  they  mean  much. 

Mrs.  John  Strange  Winter,  in  "A  Magnificent 
Young  Man,''  has  tried  her  band  at  a  tragedy 
this  time.

The  "  Alias  Guide  to  the  Continent  of  Europe  " 
has  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  those  maps  of  cities  and 
their  environs  which  you  are  always  wantmg  and 
never  finding,  except  scattered  in  aliases  guides  and 
encyclopEcdias,  and  all  b  in  a  single  small  Svo  volume. 
For  a  map-using  reader  it  will  be  invaluable. 

If  any  one  wishes  lo  see  how  much  of  the  fame  of 
an  author  of  the  second  rank  hangs  on  his  best  work 
he  should  read  "Pyms  Narrative"  and  "Rodman's 
Journal ''  in  the  fifth  volume  of  Foe's  works,  now  pub- 
lishing under  the  judicious  supervision  of  Messrs. 
Edmund  Clarence  Sledman  and  Mr.  George  Edward 
Woodberry.  These  tales  of  adventure  are  common- 
place and  eadily  equalled.    Not  so  with  the  real  Foe. 

"A  Street  in  Suburbia,"  by  Mr.  Edwin  Pugh,  is 
another  kodak  novel.  It  describes  with  minute  care 
the  life  ol  a  London  suburb,  in  a  series  of  short  stories 
somewhat  out  of  focus.  One  of  the  dozen,  "  Hiram 
SUke  and  So,"  has  a  touch  of  pathos.  The  rest  are 
photographs.  Photographs  are  dull  things,  if  they 
lead  nowhere,  and  ibis  is  an  album  full  of  photographs 
of  dull  people  in  a  dull  street.  1  have  seen  the  like 
in  a  case  of  phott^aphs  at  a  photographer's  door  in 
nrban  suburban  Philadelphia. 

A  volume  of  essays  on  child-life  offers  the  most 
difficult  problem  in  letters.  You  will  not  need  all  the 
fingers  of  one  hand  to  count  those  who  have  achieved 
success  in  the  task.  In  "  The  Golden  Age,"  Mr.  Ken- 
neth Grahame  has  attempted  it.  The  volume  gathers 
articles  from  the  "  New  Review,"  the  '*  National 
Observer,"  the  "  Yellow  Book,"  "  Fhil  May's  Christ- 
mas Annual,"  and  the  "  Chap-Book."  Mr.  Grahame 
has  enjoyed  writing  the  book,  which  b  something.  He 
has  a  neat  style.    He  knew  what  he  wanted  to  do 


The  sacred  use  of  the  Bible  has  sealed  the  eyes  of 
men  to  its  beauty  in  letters.  There  are  but  two  great 
world  books  in  the  tongue  and  this  is  one  of  them. 
Here  English  speech  has  done  its  all  and  its  highest. 
Here  it  drops  sweet  like  honey  and  here  it  marches 
like  armed  men  when  the  battle  is  nigh.  The  deeps 
are  laid  bare  by  its  words,  and  night  sits  on  the  souls 
of  men,  and  no  peace  is  nigh,  and  here,  too,  like  a 
river,  flows  the  peace  which  hath  no  let  nor  stay.  The 
love  that  men  have  and  their  hate  and  the  joy  of 
birth-pang  and  the  end  of  all  in  death. — all  these 
are  in  its  words  as  no  man  has  said  them  in  all  the 
long  line  of  English  speaking  men.  No  man.  can 
know  the  tongue  to  whom  this  htiok  is  not  known, 
but  its  form  turns  some  from  it  and  others  are  lost  in 
the  long  pages  which  tell  of  the  generations  of  men 
and  the  mere  haps  of  old.  "  Passages  from  the  Bible," 
collected  by  Mr.  J.  G.  Frazer,  has  brought  together  in 
clear  and  comely  print  a  long  array  of  those  portions 
of  the  Bible  which  have  this  incomparable  place  in 
letters. 

General  Lord  Roberts  is  the  ablest  commander 
in  the  British  army.  His  march  from  Cabul  is  about 
the  only  British  military  movement  of  late  years 
which  continental  military  critics  respect.  Last  year 
he  wrote  some  magaiine  articles  from  familiar  sources 
on  Wellington  for  the  Pull  Mall  Magazine.  They 
have  been  reprinted  in  a  book,  "  The  Rise  of  Well-  - 
ington."  The  story  is  told  as  it  strikes  an  English 
soldier  of  to-day  who  has  met  the  same  difficulties  of 
administration,  transport,  staff,  officers  and  men. 
This  gives  the  story  life.  It  is  amazing  how  closely 
Wellington's  experience  in  ihe  Spanish  peninsula 
matches  that  of  our  own  war.  The  lack  of  support, 
the  blundering  at  home,  the  insubordination  in  the 
field,  are  all  repealed.    A  very  instructive  book. 


"Diplomatic  Disenchantments,"  by  Mrs.  Edith 
Bigelow  tells  with  a  keen  knowledge  of  local  color 
the  life  of  an  American  Professor  made  American 
Ambassador  at  Berlin.  It  is  extremely  accurate  as 
an  international  story  and  lively  as  a  novel. 

"  Water-Tramps,"  by  Mr,  George  Herbert  Banlett. 
is  the  story  of  an  amateur  crube  off  the  American 
coast  in  a  sloop  yacht  thirty  feet  long.  Such  a  story 
might  be  made  interesting. 

"  Miniatures  and  Moods,"  by  Mr.  G.  S,  Street,  are 
by  a  new  man,  one  of  the  clever  staff  gathered  about 
the  National  Observer.    These  essays,    which  ap- 
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peared  there,  are  half  on  the  familiar  Agures  of 
Charlesand  Anne,  touched  lightly  and  familiarlv,and 
the  other  half  the  short  essay,  clever  but  not 
brilliant.  The  first  lot  make  one  more  book  for  the 
student  ot  that  much  booked  period  to  read,  and  the 
-second  will  be  forgotten,  tor  it  ia  really  of  no  great 
consequence  what  Mr.  Street  thinks,  since  he  has  not 

Mr.  Bliss  Carman's  threnody  on  Stevenson  is 
written  in  a  metre  not  usually  selected  for  these 
poems.  It  has  Ihe  true  tone  ol  elevated  sorrow  in 
sentiment,  foreseeing  fame  through  present  sorrow ; 
but  it  lacks  elevation  and  distinction  in  expression. 

The  "  Apostolic  Canons  "  is  a  collection  of  eighty- 
five  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Christian  Church, 
compiled  about  Ihe  fifth  century.  The  "  Teaching  of 
the  Apostles "  has  thrown  light  on  the  sources  of 
these  canons,  and,  using  this  light.  Prof.  Adolf 
Harnack  finds  reason  to  believe  that  a  small  portion 
of  these  Canons  repeats  rules  of  discipline  written  in 
the  second  century.  These  in  the  "Origin  of  the 
Apostolic  Canons,"  just  translated,  are  made  by  him 
the  subject  of  a  minute  commeniary  and  exhaustive 
discussion,  which  brings  the  earliest  church  to  some- 
thing very  like  (he  Presbyterian  "  Bishop"  Session 
and  Deacons.  Prof.  Harnack's  work  is  thorough, 
but  imended  for  those  who  come  to  it  knowing  much 
else.  An  introductory  essay,  by  Rev,  John  Owen,  is 
fanciful. 

The  loving,  patient  accuracy  of  the  drawings  in 
"Wild-flowers  of  the  North -Eastern  States."  will  be 
appreciated  only  by  those  who  both  love  flowers  and 
know  them.  Miss  Ellen  Miller  and  Misi  Margaret 
Christine  Whiting  have  drawn  in  outline  308  of  the 
nativl:  and  exotic  wild-flowers  of  Massachusetts.  In 
the  Northern  United  States,  there  are  (Gray)  2651 
native  and  404  exotic  species.  Any  one  region  will 
yield  about  1000,  of  which  fully  two-thirds  can  only 
be  found  by  searching.  This  volume  has  about  al] 
the  flowering  plants  likely  to  be  seen  from  New 
Hampshire  to  New  Jersey  and  as  far  west  as  Ohio- 
Outside  of  these  limits  there  will  he  thirty  or  forty 
frequent  plants  not  mentioned.  The  descriptions  are 
clear  and  n  on -technical,  the  illustrations  most  accurate 
and  the  large  and  comely  volume  forms  a  most 
useful  floral  guide.  The  second  edition,  which  the 
-^book  deserves,  ought  to  have  an  artificial  key, 
arranged  by  leaves  and  floral  colors. 

Mr.  Edward  Step,  on  a  much  smaller  page  but  with 
colored  illustrations,  has  done  the  same  for  English 
flowers.  He  has  144  colored  pictures  of  flowering 
ptanti.  twelve  cryptograms  and  twenty-two  trees.  He 
gives  descriptions  of  400  species.  His  descriptioiu 
are  less  systematic  and  have  more  general  informa- 
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tion.  Color  helps  his  illustrations,  but  in  delicate 
accuracy  they  do  not  approach  those  in  the  American 
work.  In  the  two  lists  twenty-eight  species  are  com- 
mon and  about  twenty  genera  more  are  represented 
in  both  countries.  English  plants  bloom  with  asto- 
ciation,  and  my  own  impression  was  that  the  English 
fields  and  woods  were  richer  than  ours.  Compariog 
these  two  books  drawn  on  the  same  plan,  our 
flora  is  clearly  the  more  beautiful.  Mr.  Step's  book 
will  be  most  useful  to  American  teachers  of  literature 
who  have  to  explain  the  blossoming  plants  of 
English  verse. 

Nothing  is  so  maddening  as  ignorance,  and  of  the 
insects  of  the  fields  we  are  all  maddeningly  ignorant. 
It  is  a  vast  world  into  which  few  venture  for  lack  of  a 
guide.  For  beetles,  Mr.  E.  Knobel  has  compiled  a 
simple  one,  costing  only  fifty  cents,  and  well  illus- 
trated, which  no  one  who  loves  moving  nature  will 
wish  to  be  without,  while  for  children  it  is  an  indis- 
pensable addition  to  the  books  of  the  field. 


THOMAS  HENRY  HUXLEY. 
Professor  Huxley  died  at  Eastbourne,  England,  June 
39th,  aged  seventy  years.  An  attack  of  influenia 
about  March  ist  was  followed  by  bronchitis,  and  the 
lungs  and  kidneys  were  affected.  He  rallied  several 
times,  but  suffered  a  severe  relapse  two  weeks  ago, 
However,  he  read  the  newspapers  up  10  the  day  be- 
fore his  death,  and  did  some  writing  during  his  illness. 
He  was  peaceful  and  resigned  in  his  last  moments. 

Thomas  Henry  Huxley  was  bom  at  Ealing,  Eng- 
land,May  4.  182J,  His  father  was  a  teacher.  Thomas 
desired  to  become  a  mechanical  engineer,  but  lack 
of  means  forbade,  and  he  therefore  studied  medidne 
under  his  brotherin-law.  After  completing  his  med- 
ical courses  he  was  an  assistant  surgeon  in  the  Navy 
'  for  several  years.  From  1854  on,  he  was  connected 
with  various  institutions  of  learning,  as  professor  of 
natural  history,  including  the  Royal  School  of  Mines 
at  London,  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons,  and  others.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  London  school  board  Irom  1871  to  1S74.  He 
visited  this,  country  in  1876.  He  has  contributed  ex- 
tensively to  the  scientific  literature  of  the  period. 
Among  his  more  pretentious  works  are  "  Oceanic 
Hydrozoa,"  "  Man's  Place  in  Nature,"  "  Lectures  on 
Comparative  Anatomy,"  "Lessons  in  Elementary 
Physiology,"  "  An  Introduction  to  the  Classification 
of  Animals,"  "  Lay  Sermons,  Addresses,  and 
Reviews."  His  collected  essays  have  recently  been 
published  by  D.  Appleton  &  Co.  Professors  Huxley 
and  Tyndall  were  intimate  friends  and  co-laboren, 
and  Professor  Huxley  was  a  devoted  diidple  and 
exponent  of  Darwinism.  In  the  March  number  of 
the  Ninttetntk  Cenimiy  appeared  the  first  of  two 
papers  which  Prof.  Huxley  undertook  to  write,  under 
the  title  "  Mr.  balfour's   Attack  on  Agnosticism," 
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criticiMng  Balfour's  "  Fouadations  of  Belief."  The 
secoDd  paper  has  not  appeared,  owing  to  Prof, 
Huxley's  illness.  Public  Opinion. 

The  AVw  Yort  Sun  says  editorially :  It  is  an 
interesting  circumstance  that  Prof.  Huxley,  who 
bad  witnessed  the  progress  of  the  doctrine  of 
evolution  to  what  seemed  but  yesterday  decisive 
triumph,  and  who  was  the  most  zealous  and  aggres- 
sive of  its  English  champions,  should  have  died  at  the 
time  when  he  was  meditating  a  reply  to  the  books  of 
Mr.  A.  J.  Balfour,  Mr.  Benjamin  Kidd,  and  Prof. 
Henry  Drumoiond,  which  mark 'a  sharp  reaction 
against  the  evolutionary  philosophy.  His  death,  fol- 
lowing that  of  Tyndall,  whom  Darwin  had  preceded, 
leaves  Mr.  Herbert  Spencer  the  sole  Isurvivor  of  the 
four  powerful  upholders  of  the  views  regarding  man's 
relation  to  lower  forms  of  life  and  to  the  cosmos, 
which  are  compendiously  described  as  the  deveop- 
■nent  hypothesis. 

By  his  individual  work  in  his  special  department  of 
science,  biology,  Prof.  Huxley  made  important  addi- 
tions to  the  facts  and  truths  gathered  by  Darwin  from 
his  observations  of  animals  and  plants,  by  Tyndall 
from  his  researches  in  physics,  and  by  Mr.  Spencer 
from  his  studies  in  sociology,  and  upon  which,  col- 
lectively considered,  the  doctrine  of  evolution  is 
based.  It  was,  of  course,  his  contributions  to  exact 
knowledge  in  the  particular  field  of  biological  investi- 
gation that  caused  him  to  be  elected  Presidetit  of  the 
Royal  Society.  But  be  was  honored  by  scores  of 
thousands  who  were  unacquainted  with  the  value  of 
his  achievements  in  the  line  of  strictly  scientific  in- 
quiry, but  who  could  appreciate  the  admirable  clear- 
ness of  his  expositions  and  the  animation  and  the 
vigor  of  his  controversial  writings.  No  Englishman 
of  his  time,  not  even  Mr,  Spencer,  has  combined  with 
scientific  competence  such  remarkable  literary  gifts, 
nor  has  any  other  man  done  so  much  to  popularize 
the  discoveries,  conclusions,  and  surmises  of  science 
throughout  the  English-speaking  world.  He  ^has 
done  for  England  in  the  last  half  of  the  nineteenth 
century  what  Voltaire  did  for  France  in  the  last  half 
of  the  eighteenth ;  he  has  been  the  great  expounder 
of  the  drift  of  philosophical  opinion,  the  chief  inter- 
preter of  the  non-religious  thought  of  his  day. 

•  •  "  There  is  no  doubt  that  he  accomplished  a 
marvellous  work  in  the  diffusion  of  the  winnowed  and 
digested  results  of  scientific  research.  When  we 
contrast  the  reception  given  in  England  to  Darwin's 
''  Origin  of  Species  "  less  than  forty  years  ago  with 
the  actual  or  recent  approach  to  predominance  of  the 
doctrine  of  evolution  among  educated  men,  we  can 
measore  the  tremendous  force  of  the  propagandist 
agencies  which  have  been  operative  in  the  interval. 
It  is  no  disparagement  of  his  coadjutors  to  say  that 
Thomas  Henry  Huxley  was  the  most  conspicuous 
dynamic  factor  in  that  amazing  transformation  of 
opioion. 


MARIE  CORELLI. 


Mrs.  Ethel  Mackenzie  McKenna  writes  as  follows  in 
the  Ladies'  //ome  Journal:  Extraordinary  accounts 
have  fium  time  to  time  appeared  of  Miss  Corelli's  par- 
entage and  adoption.  The  truth  is  that  the  authoress, 
who  is  Italian  by  birth,  was  adopted  when  quite  a  baby 
by  the  second  wife  of  Dr.  Charles  Mackay,  the  author. 
At  his  death  she  was  left  in  the  guardianship  of  his 
son  by  his  first  marriage.  W.  S.  Eric  Mackiy,  who  is 
known  as  the  author  of  many  very  delightful  poems, 
notably  "The  Love  Letters-of  a  Violinist."  They 
are  a  very  harmonious  pair,  these  two,  novelist  and 
poet,  and  Miss  Corelli  is  as  keenly  interested  in  her 
adopted  brother's  success  as  a  poet  as  he  is  wrapped 
up  in  her  fame  as  a  novelist.  Each  is  enthusiastic 
about  the  other,  a  beautiful  trait  in  this  age  of  self- 
seeking  celebrities.  Nothing  pleases  Miss  Corelli 
more  than  genuine  admiration  of  "The  Love  Let- 
ters," for  she  is  by  no  means  the  self-absorbed 
woman  that  some  people  would  have  us  believe. 
Instead  of  courting  notoriety  she  shuns  it  relig- 
iously, and  her  life  is  a  quiet  one,  full  of  hard  work. 
She  is  very  methodical  atid  devotes  every  morning 
to  her  wotk,  with  which  nothing  is  allowed  to  inter- 
fere, and  it  is  not  till  luncheon  time  that  she  brings 
her  mind  back  lo  this  every-day  world  and  says 
good-bye  to  the  characters  of  her  fancy. 

In  her  London  house  in  Longridge  Road  Miss  Corelli 
has  her  little  study  looking  over  the  tiny  garden,  and  it 
is  here  she  works  and  occasionally  receives  her  very 
intimate  friends.  The  drawing-room  is  much  larger,  a 
fine  room  decorated  .md  hung  with  a  pale  shade  of  yel- 
low. Curious  old  embroideries  upholster  many  of  the 
chairs ;  a  harp,  the  strings  wreathed  with  evergreens, 
stands  in  one  corner,  while  many  an  interesting 
photograph  speaks  of  the  authoress'  friendship  with 
other  men  and  women  of  high  standing  in  their  art 
or  profession.  Miss  Corelli  loves  all  beautiful  things 
and  her  home  is  full  of  them,  but  you  forget  to  gaze 
on  the  surroundings  as  you  find  yourself  face  to  lace 
with  the  authoress.  How  I  wish  that  I  could  paint 
her  to  you  as  I  last  saw  her.  Your  first  thought  would 
be  that  this  girl  cannot  be  Miss  Corelli,  for  the  ilighl, 
giriish  figure  and  Huffy  golden  hair  in  conjunction  with 
an  exquisitely  delicate  complexion  scarcely  seem  to 
belong  by  rights  to  a  novelist  of  Miss  Coretli's  power. 
If  you  had  heard  of  her  Italian  descent  you  would  be 
surprised.  You  expected  a  tall,  dark,  impressive 
woman.  But  Miss  Corelli  is  no  whit  the  less  impressive 
because  of  her  small  stature,  and  if  you  remark  on  her 
fair  coloring  she  will  tell  you  with  pride  that  the  Vene- 
tian type  is  always  fair,  and  that  her  ancestors  were 
purely  Venetian.  Can  it  be  that  the  mystery  and 
romance  that  ever  encircle  the  life  of  bygone  days  in 
the  canals  of  Venice  have  by  some  subtle  freak  of 
heredity  entered  into  this  daughter  of  Venetian  nobles  ? 
Certainly  the  South  must  be  responsible  for  the  wealth 
of  imagery,  the  poetic  fervor  and  glow  of  color  that 
distinguish  all  her  work.  Miss  Corelli's  eyes  are  a  real 
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blue,  and  I  fancy  that  a  great  deal  of  the  faacination 
which  she  exercises  ovA'  her  friends  and  acquaint- 
ances lies  in  these  eyes.  She  is  a  bright,  nay,  a  bril- 
liant talker,  but  she  does  not  love  to  talk  about  her- 
self. "There  is  nothing,"  she  says,  ''to  which  I 
have  more  objection  than  egotism  in  authors."  For 
this  reason  she  studiously  avoids  the  journalist  and 
sets  her  face  against  the  most  irresistible  iaterviewer. 

It  would  be  difficult  for  a  reader  of  the  "  Romance 
of  Two  Worlds"  to  decide  to  what  religion  the 
authoress  belongs.  Probably  they  im^ne  she  is  a 
devotee  of  some  mystic,  esoteric,  Oriental  faith,  with  a 
master  powerful  as  Heliobas,  but  partaking  of  the 
characteristics  of  a  Mahacma  directing  her,  but  as  a 
matter  of  fact  she  is  a  Roman  Catholic.  *  "  * 
Although  any  reader  of  her  books  must  at  once  be 
struck  by  the  unusual  power  of  her  imagination,  few 
realize  its  actual  strength.  Who  could  believe  that 
the  authoress  of  "  Thelma."  with  its  wonderful  glow- 
ing descriptions  of  the"  Land  of  the  Midnight  Sun," 
of  the  glorious  effects  of  the  Aurora  Borealis,  and  of 
the  life  of  those  who  people  that  northernmost  part 
of  Norway,  had  never  visited  the  country  she 
describes,  and  that  all  the  beauties  which  make 
us  sigh  to  see  the  native  land  of  "  Thelma"  are  the 
result  of  Miss  Corelli's  fervid  imagination,  com- 
bined with  a  very  accurate  knowledge  of  geography, 
physical  and  general,  and  of  the  science  of  light  ? 

Miss  Corelli's  childhood  was  a  very  uneventful  one 
and  was  chiefly  passed  in  a  French  convent.  Curi- 
ously enough  she  showed  no  particular  aptitude  for 
literature  when  a  child,  and  never  indulged  in  the 
writing  of  stories  which  has  been  the  delight  of  so 
many  novelists  in  embryo  from  Miss  Bumey  down- 
ward. Music  was  her  passion  and  she  was  educated 
foi  the  musical  profession.  Although  she  was  always 
fonn  of  books  and  read  enormously,  the  idea  of  writ- 
ing never  crossed  her  mind.  But  there  came  a 
change  over  her  when  she  was  still  in  her  teens, 
which  is  fully  described  in  the  first  part  of  a  "  Ro- 
mance of  Two  Worlds."  This  book  was  written 
before  the  authoress  had  passed  her  twentieth  birth- 
day. I  remember  Miss  Corelli  once  saying  to  me : 
"  My  life  begins  Irom  that  experience,"  for  the  musi- 
cian in  the  romance  is  none  other  than  the  authoress 
herself.     Miss  Corelli  is  still  quite  young. 

STEPHEN   CRANE,   AUTHOR    OF    "THE 

BLACK  RIDERS." 
Says  TAe  Bookman  :  You  will  look  in  vain  through 
the  pages  of  the  Trade  Circular  for  any  record  of  a 
story  of  New  York  life  entitled  "  Maggie  :  A  Girl  of 
the  Streets,"  which  was  published  three  or  four  years 
ago  in  this  city.  At  the  moment  of  going  to  press  the 
timorous  publishers  withdrew  their  imprint  from  the 
book,  which  was  sold,  in  paper  covers,  for  fifty  cents. 
There  seems  to  be  considerable  difficulty  now  in  secur- 
ing copies,  but  the  fact  that  there  is  no  publisher's  name 


to  the  book,  and  that  the  author  appears  under  the 
ncm  tU piumt  of  "Johnson  Smith,"  may  have  some- 
thing to  do  with  its  apparent  disappearance.  The 
copy  which  came  into  the  writer's  possession  was  ad- 
dressed to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Dixon  a  few  months 
ago,  before  the  author  went  West  on  a  journalistic 
trip  to  Nebraska,  and  has  these  words  written  across 
the  cover  ;  "  It  is  inevitable  that  this  book  will  greatly 
shock  you,  but  continue,  pray,  with  great  courage  to 
the  end,  for  it  tries  to  show  that  environment  is  a 
tremendous  thing  in  this  world,  and  often  shapes 
lives  regardlessly.  It  one  could  prove  that  theory, 
one  would  make  room  in  Heaven  for  all  sorts  of  sonls 
(notably  an  occasional  street  girl)  who  are  not  con- 
fidentally  expected  to  be  there  by  many  excellent 
people."  The  author  of  this  story  and  the  writer  of 
these  words  is  Stephen  Crane,  whose  Lines  (he  does 
not  call  them  poems)  under  the  title  of  "  The  Black 
Riders,"  have  just  been  published  by  Copeland  4 
Day,  and  are  certain  to  make  a  sensation. 

Stephen  Crane  is  not  yet  twenty-four  years  old,  bot 
competent  critics  aver  that  his  command  of  the  Eng- 
lish language  is  such  as  to  raise  the  highest  hopes  for 
his  future  career.  The  impression  he  makes  on  his 
literary  co-workers  is  that  be  is  a  young  man  of  almost 
unlimited  resources.  He  started  to  write  for  the  press 
when  only  sixteen,  and  he  has  been  at  newspaper 
work  ever  since.  He  has  done  very  little  outside  of 
journalism  ;  some  of  his  stories  have  been  contributed 
to  the  Cosmopolitan,  and  a  story  entitled  "  The  Red 
Badge  of  Courage,"  which  relates  the  adventures  of 
a  recruit  under  fire  for  the  first  time  during  the  Civil 
War,  was  one  of  the  most  successful  serials  which 
the  Bacheller  syndicate  have  handled  in  a  long  time. 
This  serial  has  now  been  set  up  m  book  form,  and 
will  be  published  by  Messrs.  Appleton  &  Co.,  who 
think  very  highly  of  his  work.  Among  other  manu- 
scripts which  are  now  in  the  publishers'  hands  is  one 
entitled  "  A  Woman  Without  Weapons."  It  is  a 
story  of  New  York  life,  like  "  Maggie,"  but  its  scenes 
are  laid  on  the  borderland  of  the  slums,  and  not 
down  in  the  Devil's  Row  and  Rum  Alley.  Wben 
Mr.  Hamlin  Garland  read"  Maggie"  and  reviewed 
it  in  the  Arena  on  its  appearance,  be  sought  out  the 
intrepid  young  author  and  introduced  him  to  Mr.  W. 
D.  Ho  wells,  who  in  turn  extended  his  kindness  to 
young  Crane,  and  made  him  acquainted  with  several 
of  his  "  confi^res,"  who  were  likely  to  encourage  his 
literary  inspirations.  For  over  a  year  Mr.  Crane  has 
been  on  the  staff  of  the  Bacheller  syndicate,  and  he 
is  now  in  Mexico  ''  writing  up "  that  country  for 
them. 

Mr.  Crane  is  a  New  Yorker,  and  both  his  fother 
and  mother  are  dead.  All  the  stanzas  in  the  little 
volume  which  has  just  been  published  were  written 
in  a  sudden  6t  of  inspiration  in  less  than  three  days, 
and  were  polished  and  finished  and  sent  off  within 
a  fortnight.  The  cover  design  of  "  The  Black 
Riders "  was  drawn  by   Mr.   F.  C.  Gordon,  whose 
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work  on  the  beautiful  kolidaf  edition  of  Tennywn's 
"  BeckM  "  met  with  ngnal  approbation.  What  Ham- 
lin GarUnd  a^d  of  the  author  a  few  yean  ^ga  may 
be  now  repeated  with  a  more  certain  assurance  of 
fulfillment :  "  With  soch  a  technique  already  in  com- 
mand, with  life  mainly  before  him,  Stephen  Ciane  is 
to  be  henceforth  reckoned  with." 


THE  FAMOUS  "COIN." 
By  odds  the  most  phenomenal  popular  craze  of  the 
century,  always  excepting  "Trilby"  and  "Uncle 
Tom's  Cabin,"  is  that  which  has  followed  the  publica- 
tion of  that  financial  litde  joker  and  litei-ary  nonde- 
script now  widely  known  as  "Coin's  Financial 
School." 

Its  author  is  Mr.  William  Hope  Harvey,  of  Chicago. 
One  day  Mr.  Harvey  said  to  himself:  "  I  will  write 
a  book  that  will  revolutioniie  the  world  on  the  money 
question." 

And  this  Mr.  Harvey  has  done.  His  book,  flashed 
upon  the  horizon  of  things  from  nobody  knows  where, 
was  packed  with  financial  hereues.  It  was  loaded 
with  free  silver  from  cover  to  cover,  and  its  argu- 
ments were  so  plausible  that  converts  came  easy  and 
the  first  and  second  editions  were  speedily  sold  out. 

The  West  and  South  absorbed  the  book  in  great 
quantities,  and  read  it  with  the  delight  of  a  young 
lady  with  a  new  novel.  It  circulated  among  the 
farmers  and  gave  new  incentive  to  the  hopes  of  the 
free-sdverites.  Every  newspaper  editor  noticed  it 
editorially,  aod  the  gratuitous  booming  it  gained 
helped  to  roll  up  its  ciiculadon  into  the  hundreds  of 
thousands.  Already  upward  of  4^0,000  copies  have 
been  sold.  By  October  the  author  expects  to  have 
reached  the  million  mark.  The  Review  of  Revu-ais 
commenting  on  the  book  says :  "  It  is  not  so  much 
that '  Coin '  is  creating  the  silver  movement  as  that 
the  strength  of  the  silver  movement  is  creating  a 
market  for  this  kind  of  literature.  Mr.  Harvey's 
wridng  is  clever  in  its  presentation  of  the  arguments 
of  the  silver  men." 

Mr.  Harvey  is  by  birth  a  West  Virginian. 
Buffalo,  near  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  is  his  native 
place,  and  he  is  a  lineal  descendant  of  the  emi- 
nent anatomist,  William  Harvey,  the  discoverer  of 
the  circulation  of  the  blood.  He  is  forty -three 
years  of  age,  married,  and  has  four  children,  two 
boys  and  two  girls.  His  wife's  maiden  name  was 
Anna  R.  Halliday,  and  they  were  marriedat  Galli- 
polis,  C,  in  1875.  Harvey's  father  was  a  Virginian 
of  Scotch  extraction,  who  married  a  Miss  Hope,  of 
Owensboro,  Ky. 

By  profession  be  is  a  lawyer,  having  been  admitted 
to  the  bar  when  he  was  but  nineteen  years  of  age. 
His  education  was  obtained  in  a  country  log  school 
house  and  in  a  West  Virginian  Academy.  In  a 
broader  sense  he  is  educated  by  experience  and 
travel.      His  favorite  studies  were    arithmetic   and 
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history ;  he  has  a  passion  for  statistics.     The  Con- 
gressional Record  interests  him  more  than  a  novel. 

Mr.  Harvey  has  written  two  other  books,  "  A  Tale 
of  Two  Nations,"  and  "  Coin  Up  to  Date."

Despite  the  many  editions  of  Bums  in  < 
the  definitive  form  is  to  seek,  and  an  attempt  is  about 
to  be  made  to  supply  it  in  the  "  Centenary  edition," 
edited  by  Mr.  W.  E.  Henley  and  Mr.  T.  F.  Hender- 
son, printed  by  Messrs.  T.  &  A.  Constable,  Edin- 
burgh, and  published  by  Messrs.  T.  C.  &  E.  C.  Jack 
of  that  city.  It  will  be  produced  in  four  volumes, 
published  at  intervals  of  about  three  months  in  the 
course  of  this  year  and  next.  The  first  will  conust 
of  "  Poems  published  by  Burns ;"  the  second  ol 
"  Posthumous  Poems ;"  the  thhd  "  Songs,"  all  equip- 
ped with  notes  and  illustrations ;  and  the  fourth,  of 
"  Songs,  Doubtful  Pieces,  Addenda,  Glossarial  Index, 
and  General  Index,"  together  with  an  essay  on  the 
"  Life  and  Genius  of  Bums,"  by  W.  E.  Henley. 
The  book  will  be  issued  in  two  forms,  and  the  popular 
edition  will  have  a  portrait  and  about  two  dozen 
etchings  by  Mr,  William  Hole. 
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MISS  JANE   BARLOW. 
Miss  Barlow  writes  of  Ireland  and  the  Irish,  animated 
by  a  strong  desire  to  show  the  actual  life  of  the  peo- 
ple in  its  mingled  humor  and  pathos.    She  holds  no 
political  brief,  and  permits  herself  to  point  no  direct 
moral.    For  her  it  is  inspiration  enough  to  portray 
the  Celdc  nature.     What  Mr.  Barrie  has  done  for 
Thrums,  and  Mr.  Crockett  for  Galloway,  she  has  done 
for  Western  Ireland.     By  descent  she  is  not  Irish. 
Her  family  have  been  settled  in  Ireland  for  many 
years,  and  her  father  is  a  Fellow  of  Trinity  CoU^e, 
Dublin.    Her  home  is  a  few  miles  away  from  Dublin, 
at  Raheny,  a  quiet  village  by  the  sea,  looking  out  to 
the  historic  headland  of  Howth,     Raheny  is  a  placid, 
rural  spot,  set  amidst  harvest -fields.    The  life  of  the 
place  is  tranquil  to  a  de- 
gree, and  there  are  few 
viuons  ofdistressing  pov- 
erty lo  spoil  its  picturesque 
easr.  The  house  in  which 
Miss    Birlow  lives    is  z 
cottage  with  a  thatched 
roof,    and    quunt    little 
windows     peeping    out 
Among  ihe  climbing  rosea 
that   cover  it.    Its  anti- 
quity is    attested  by  its 
mud  wall,  a  genuine  bit 
of  Irish  architecture.  Miss 
Barlow  herself  is  a  young 
and  slender  woman,  with 
sOTnewbat  of  humility  and 
shyness  in  her  manner. 
For   society  she  has  no 
inclination ;  hers  is  one  of  those  natures  that  strikes 
its  deepest  roots  M  home.    Sbe  has  travelled,  it  is 
true,  having  spent  a  summer  in  the  West  of  Ireland, 
and  another  in  Greece. 

She  began  by  writing  some  classical  poems  for  a 
magazine  under  Ihe  fwm  de  plume  of  Owen  Balair. 
Later  she  sent  a  poem  entitled  "  Walled  Out,"  to  the 
Dublin  Heaieut,  It  wa»  an  anonymous  contribution, 
and  so  strictly  did  she  hide  herself  that  the  editor  bad 
to  advertise  for  the  unknown  author  of  the  poem 
before  he  could  discover  her.  It  was  afterwards 
republished  with  some  others  in  a  small  volume  enti- 
tled "Bogland  Studies."  This,  Miss  Barlow's  first 
book,  created  no  sudden  furore  of  admiration,  but  it 
was  veiy  appreciatively  recrived,  alike  by  critics  and 
readers.  None  doubted  that  sbe  bad  entered  that 
charmed  circle  within  a  circle,  which  numbers  among 
its  members  all  the  leading  authors  of  our  day. 
Speaking  to  Mrs.  Hinkson  Tynan  of  the  time  that 
elapied  between  her  early  appearances  in  print  as 
Owen  Balair,  and  her  later  successes.  Miss  Barlow 
has  said  :  "  I  am  not  sure  that  the  growth  of  my  mind 
has  been  sudden ;  I  think  1  was  working  underground 
all  the  time.  I  burnt  most  of  what  I  wrote  in  those 
years."

Dr.  Robertson  Nicoll,  of  the  British  Wetkiy.  sug- 
gested to  Miss  Barlow  that  sbe  should  write  sketches 
of  the  peasantry  of  her  own  country.  She  did  so; 
thus  her  second  volume  was  "Irish  Idylls,"  a  *ivid 
picture  of  life  in  a  hamlet  in  the  West  of  Irel.ind, 
which  is  called  "  Lisconnel,"  for  the  purpose  of  ficdoo. 
She  made  use  of  the  knowledge  that  sbe  had  gained 
during  her  summer  sojourn  in  the  West,  and  (or  the 
rest  her  sympathetic  Insight  sufficed  to  maki  ibe  book 
a  beautiful  study  of  real  life.  Since  then  she  has 
writen  a  so  called  novel  entitled  "  Kerrigan's  Quality," 
which  neither  destroys  nor  adds  to  her  reputation,  and 
a  volume  of  short  sketches  entitled  "  Maureen's  Far- 
ing," just  from  the  press. 

The  actual  threads  of  story  with  which  Miss  Barlow 
weaves  her  idylls  are  taken  from  that  great  region 
known  to  many  of  us  as  the  Commonplace.  But, 
having  the  poet's  eye  for  beauty  everywhere,  a  power 
of  choosing  apt  and  bnlliani  metaphor,  as  well  as  the 
gifts  of  humor  and  sympathy,  her  writings  appeal  to 
all  lovers  of  pure  literature.  Great  Thoughts.

Mme.  Koval6vsky's  oirn  account  of  her  childhood 
seems  to  us  the  most  interesting  part  of  this  remarka- 
able  chronicle.    The  biography  contributed  by  Mme. 
de  Cajaoello  deals  with  the  more  important 
period  in  the  life  of  this  woman  of  genitu, 
but  her  study  of  the  failure  of  S6nya'f  life, 
amid  all  her  brilliant  successes,  would  not  be 
so  easily  understood,  nor  make  so  deep  an 
impression,  had  we  not  the*<e  introductory 
chapters,  which   so  unconsciously,    yet  so 
surely,  prepare  us  for  what  is  to  come,   Mme. 
Kova]6vsky,  the  mathematician,  saw  clearly, 
aided  by  what  was  almost  second  sight ; 
S6oya  Kovalivsky,  the  woman,  saw  as  in  a 
glass,  darkly,  longing  in  vain  for  the  happi- 
neid  that  falls  to  the  lot  of  so  many  women 
vrithout  one  gift  but  the  supreme  one  of 
being  able  to  feel  love,  and  to  'inspire  it. 
Fni  LefRer,  who  found  in  the  love  of  the 
Italian  nobleman    and   mathematician  the 
happiness  that  to  S6nya  was  denied,  found 
in  it  the  inspiration,  also,  for  her  best  work, 
the  perfection  ot  her  intellectual  gifts  in  the 
fulness  of  her  emotional  life;  S6nya,  on  the 
other  hand,  attained  the  J^ix  Bardin,  the 
greatest  scientific  honor  that  has  ever  been 
bestowed  upon  woman,  unuded  and  alone, 
although,  says  Mme.  Cajanello,  "  the  man 
in  whom  she  had  found  such  '  full  satisfac- 
tion,' as  she  declared;  in  whom  she  found 
alt  that  her  soul  thirsted  for.  all  that  her 
heart  desired,  was  present  on  that  occasion. 
At    that    supreme    moment   all    she    had 
dreamed  of  as  the  highest  joy  of  life   be 
came  hers.     Hers  was  the  highest  acknowl- 
edgment  of    her  genius ;     hers  the  abject 
of  her  truest  devotion."     But  the  sweetness 
of  triumph  was    lost    in  the  misery  of  the 
woman,  who  hoped  so  ardently,  but  in  vain,  for  an 
all-absorbing  affection,  that  never  came  to  her,  al- 
though more  than  once  she  came  near  realiiing  her 
ideal.      Exacting    beyond    measure.    S6nya   never 
tearoed  that  the  great  secret  of  love  lies  in  giving, 
not  in  receiving. 

Bom  of  wealthy  and  noble  parents,  56nya  and 
her  older  sister  Aniuta  grew  up  on  a  lonely 
estate,  left  entirely  to  the  care  of  servants.  The 
wave  of  emancipation,  of   ineustible    demand  for 


a  larger  life  among  Young  Russia,  reached  the 
isolated  house,  and  divided  children  against 
parents,  the  new  against  the  old.  To  escape 
from  the  parental  control  and  be  free  to  con- 
tinue her  studies,  S4nya  contracted  a  ficlittons 
marriage  (at  that  time  a  common  thing  among  young 
Russians  thirsting  for  knowledge),  and  went  abroad. 
Later  this  marriage  became  one  in  fact,  but  56nya 
did  not  find  in  it  the  love  and  happiness  which  she 
sought  with  such  pitful  persistence.  Her  platonic 
intrigue  with  a  young  Pole,  whom  she  met  in  Paris 
after  her  husband's  death,  also  proved  to  be  a  mis- 
take; and  the  man  who  seems  really  to  have  loved 
her,  a  ^^ar  of  wide  experience,  found  that  life  with 


her  would  have  been  a  burden  too  heavy  to  be  home, 
and  was  forced  by  her  exactions  to  renounce  his  suit 
for  her  hand.  In  the  meantime  she  continued  her 
triumphant  career  as  a  scientist.  Honored  as  Pro- 
fessor of  Mathematics  in  the  University  of  Stockholm, 
we  find  her  writing  from  Berlin  (July,  1884):  "W — 
has  spoken  to  several  officials  here  about  my  wish  to 
attend  lectures.  It  is  possible  that  the  thing  may  be 
arranged,  but  not  this  summer,  as  the  present  Rector 
is  a  decided  opponent  of  woman's  rights.     1  hope,. 
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however,  it  may  arranged  by  December,  when  I  re- 
tarn  to  spend  my  Christmas  holidays  here," 

Commenting  on  this  iacideot,  Mme.  Cajanello 
says:  "Uoiversity  of  Stockholm  has  already  ap- 
pointed Fru  Kovalfivsky  profe«sor,  while  in  Germany 
it  was  atill  impotsible  for  her,  as  a  woman,  to  attend 
even  lectures."  SAoya  died  alone  in  the  northern 
city  where  she  had  never  been  at  home,  a  disap- 
pointed woman,  who  felt  that  life  had  denied  her  the 
only  gift  that  could  have  made  her  happy. 

Her  biographer's  praise  of  her  literary  gifts  seems 
superfluous  after  we  have  read  Sdnya's  RecoUeciiont. 
In  the  great  scientist  the  world  certainly  lost  a  great 
artist.  The  charm  of  this  narrative  lies  in  its  simph* 
city,  its  graphic  descriptions  and  delicate  shadings  of 
atmosphere  and  tone,  which  produce  a  picture  on  the 
mind  that  is  complete  in  every  detail. 

The  story  of  Mme.  KovaWvsky's  life  forms  an 
important  chapter  of  the  history  of  woman  in  the 
nineteenth  century.  It  teaches  many  great  lessons, 
but  greatest  among  them  all  is  that  no  one  is  sufficient 
unto  himself,  that  woman  needs  man  as  man  needs 
woman,  to  make  life  complete.  Critk.

"Louis."  the  author  writes,  "was  pre-eminently  a 
Frenchman,  in  the  unique  sympathy  that  existed  be- 
tween him  and  the  nation,  a  sympathy  seen  in  their 
aims,  in  love  and  in  hate,  in  taste  and  in  prejudice. 
As  a  man  he  may  not  have  been  great,  but  a  great 
King  he  certainly  was,  and  the  age  in  which  he  lived 


(Pcoin  I  sketch  by  Thackeray  Id 
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and  which  bears  his  name  was  a  great  age.  What- 
ever claim  he  may  bear  to  the  title  of  hero  must  be 
based  upon  the  determination  and  courage  shown 
during  the  last  fourteen  years  of  his  re^.  In  spile 
of  the  calamities  which  the  war  brought  upon  his 
country,  in  spite  of  the  domestic  afflictions  which 
well-nigh  overwhelmed  him,  Louis'  skill  and  abilily 
and  courage  succeeded  with  honor  and  with  compar- 
atively small  territorial  loss  in  extracting  France  from 
a  death  grapple  with  Europe.  Few  periods  in  the  life 
of  any  European  monarch  present  more  striking 
examples  of  real  patriotism  and  heroism  than  will  be 
found  in  the  history  of  the  great  King  of  Praace 
during  the  years  from  1707  to  1717." 

This  passage  from  the  prologue  will  indicate  some- 
thing of  the  spirit  in  which  Mr.  Hassall  treats  his 
subject,  one  of  the  most  attractive  and  interesting 
subjects  in  all  this  interesting  series.  The  book  is 
not  so  much  a  biography  of  Louis  as  a  history  of  his 
reign,  simply  and  clearly  told,  with  Judicial  fairness 
and  historical  appreciation.  Being  a  story  of  the 
King  rather  than  of  the  court,  there  is  not  a  great 
deal  of  attention  paid  to  that  artistic  and  literary 
development  which  we  commonly  think  of  in  con- 
nection with  this  reign  and  which  is  to  a  lai^^  extent 
familiar.  Mr.  Hassall  deals  rather  with  the  poblic 
acts  of  the  sovereign,  the  foreign  and  domestic  policy 
of  the  reign  and  especially  with  the  military  opera- 
tions, which  are  uncommonly  well  described.  A*  a 
military  history  it  covers  the  ground  as  it  has  not  been 
covered  before  within  a  similar  compass  for  English 
readers,  and  speaking  generally  the  volume  is  a  very 
important  and  valuable  addition  to  this  excellent 
series.

Dr.  Henry  M.  Field,  who  is  already  so  well  and 
favorably  known  as  the  author  of  several  agreeable 
books  of  travel,  has,  in  "Our  Western  Archipelago," 
given  us  another  entertaining  account  of  his 
experiences  amid  unfamiliar  scenes.  Dr.  Field 
devotes  a  chapter  to  his  wanderings  in  Rupert's  Land 
in  the  gigantic  territory,  which  has  been  so  graphi- 
cally described  by  the  Polish  traveler  Katshetsky. 
Hiving  exhausted  the  wonders  of  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Park,  Dr.  Field  proceeded  to  Vancouver, 
and  thence  by  sea  to  Alaska.    He  describes  the  vist 
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ii'terior,  which  has  points  of  resemblance  to  other 
ponioDS  of  our  country,  but  that  on  which  he  lays 
most  stresB  is  the  coast  sceneiy,  the  sea  full  of 
Islands,  suggesting  a  comparison  with  other  archi- 
pelagoes in  other  lands.     He  says ; 

"  or  (hcee  I  have  seen  Ihe  two  moit  Tmiious  :  the  Greek 
Arch[pelago  and  the  Malifui.  The  feature  of  Ibe  Alukm 
coast  is  &  cbaia  of  mounlains,  which,  with  its  extension 
north  and  soulb,  is  the  longest  in  the  world,  ts  it  reaebei 
far  npwird  into  the  Arctic  Circle  and  downward  to.the 
Cordillerax  of  Mexico  and  the  Andes  of  South  America." 
He  describes  the  comlnnallon  of  water  and  mountain,  due 
to  some  prehistoric  eruptions,  and  the  rocks  which  are  now 
clothed  with  Terdure  and  beauly.  "  Looking  a  little  more 
closely,"  he  goes  on  to  say,  "  I  observe  that  every  one  of 
these  islands  was  buill  up  with  a  certain  order.  Beginning 
at  Ibe  water  line,  the  waves,  in  washing  away  the  earth, 
reveal  Ihe  foaodalion  which,  as  it  girdles  the  island,  seems 
like  a  sea-wall  surrounding  a  forlresi.  On  ihls  immovable 
base  rise  the  slopes  of  the  hills,  covered  with  dark  evergreen 
foliage,  whose  beauty  even  the  winter  cannot  hide.  Each 
island  has  Ihe  same  shape^thai  of  a  cone — and  each  is 
plumed  and  crested  with  pines.  Bui  I  correct  myself. 
What  we  call  pines  are  cedar,  fir  and  hemlock." 

It  is  truly  a  wonderful  country.  There  is  little 
land  fit  for  agriculture,  but  though  poor  in  one  thing 
it  is  rich  in  another.  The  seal  Ashery  alone  has  paid 
all  that  Alaska  cost  us.  And  as  for  agriculture,  if 
one  cannot  raise  corn,  one  can  find  wherewith  to  buy 
it.  The  trees  alone  are  a  valuable  source  of  revenue, 
and  the  Alaska  cedar  is  one  of  the  precious  woods

reserved  for  household  furniture,  with  its  delicate 
color  and  fragrant  petfume.  Next  to  the  wilderness 
of  islands,  and  the  great  mountains  on  ihe  coast,  Ihe 
wonder  of  Alaska  is  its  glaciers,  of  which  the  most 
stupendous  are  found  in  the  northern   part  of  the 
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territory.  Our  author  visited  the  Muir  Glacier,  which 
he  calls  "a  frozen  Niagara,"  and  which  he  declares 
to  be  "  the  culmination  of  the  journey  to  Alaska." 
Outside  this,  however,  there  are  other  features  of  the 
country — its  towns,  its  government,  its  missions  and 
schools,  of  which  he  speaks  at  length.  For  those 
who  enjoy  good  descriptions  of  lands  fairly  outside 
the  beaten  track,  and,  above  all,  for  those  who  are 
interested  in  the  wild  grandeur  of  their  own  continent 
we  may  confidently  recommend  "  Our  Western 
Archipelago."

If  there  is  a  book  now  in  course  of  publication  which 
supplies  ait  urgent  want,  it  is  the  "  History  of  the 
United  States  from  the  Compromise  of  1850  to  Our 
Own  Day."  by 
James  Ford 
Rhodes,  the  third 
instalment  of  which 
has  just  been  is- 
sued by  the  Har- 
pers. This  large 
octavo  volume, 
comprising  some 
640  pages,  covers 
only  the  brief  per- 
iod from  i860  in 
the  spring  of  1862 
inclusive. anddeal-^ 
mainly  with  the 
events  and  inci 
dents  immediately 
preceding  the  civil 
war  or  marking  the 
first  year  of  it. 
But  this  book  isbv 
no  means  solely  a 
military  history.   It 


the  development  of  one  into  the  other  was  going  on, 
and,  by  noting  how  some  phases  of  the  earlier  Ufe 
were  disappearing,  or  were  being  merged  into  that  of 
our  own  time,  |Mr.  Rhodes  has  grasped  the  salient 
points  distinguishing  the  epoch  which  he  here  makes 
the  subject  of  study.  It  is  recognized,  at  the  outset, 
that  the  social  changes  experienced  during  the  last

ume  now  under  re-  '  '"""T  Compsnj , 
view  that  consid- 
erable space  is  devoted  to  aspects  of  social  life  which 
have  been  passed  over  by  most  of  the  historians 
treating  of  the  epoch.  It  is  natural,  indeed,  that  in  a 
narrative  depicting  the  period  between  1854  and  i860 
all  other  topics  should  tend  to  be  effaced  in  presence 
of  the  central  controversy.  Yet,  when  the  story  has 
been  told  of  the  struggle  between  the  advocates  and 
opponents  of  the  exlension  of  slavery,  one  feels  that 
the  whole  life  of  a  people  has  not  been  described,  and 
it  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  Mr.  Rhodes  has  under- 
taken to  fill  out  the  picture.  It  was  high  time  that  the 
service  herein  rendered  by  the  author  of  this  work 
should  have  been  performed,  for  the  generation  which 
knew  at  first  hand  the  decade  preceding  the  War  of 
the  Rebellion  is  passing  away. 

To  the  author  of  this  book,  it  seems  an  easy  task  to 
contrast  American  society  as  it  was  in  the  decade  of 
1850-^  with  that  of  our  own  day,  inasmuch  as  two 
remarkable  books  furnish  him  accurate  and  well 
digested  material.  He  refers  to  the  observations  of 
De  Tocqueville  and  Bryce.  The  earlier  traveller  has 
described  us  as  we  were  in  1832 ;  the  latter  has  painted 
ibe  American  of  1880-90,  It  is  true  that  ihe  United 
Stales  of  1S50-60  were  neither  the  United  States  of 
Ds  Tocqueville,  nor  the  United  States  of  Bryce,  but 


forty  years  have  been  vast.  The  lime  before  the  war 
seems  far  removed  from  the  present  generation.  The 
civil  conflict  constitutes  a  sharp  dividing  line  between 
the  two  clearly  ditferentiatei'  period;,  and  it  has  been 
considered  the  cause  of  the  transformation,  •  •  • 
A  word  more.  Mr.  Rhodes,  so  far  as  we  know,  is 
the  first  to  recognize  the  fact  that,  since  the  decade 
preceding  the  war,  there  has  been  a  great  advance  in 
respect  of  general  che«ifulnes5,and  a  pervasive  sense 
of  humor.  Even  in  the  decade  under  review  there 
had  been  considerable  Improvement  as  compared 
with  previous  epochs.  It  Is  pointed  out  that  Haw- 
thorr.e's  characterization  of  the  Puritans  of  the 
Massachusetts  colony  did  i 
1850-60.  Already  was  Han 
to  speak  of  "  our  laughter  to 
by  that  time,  begun  to  evinc 
humor.

In 
Ameiica  thi  ir  name  is  legion  ;  and,  in  the  veiy  decade 


>t  fit  Ihe  Americans  of 
et  BeecherStowe  moved 
ing  people."  They  had, 
•  a  keen  appreciation  ol 
sc.the  wit  of  Lowell  and 
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now  considered,  several  o(  them  uttered  their  fnnnr 
sayings,  making  men  and  women  laugh,  although  of 
them  all,  the  man  of  1894  recalls  but  two  name^,  and 
these  two  are  but  memories.  Vet,  as  Mr.  Rhodes 
reminds  us,  the  rhymes  and  the  readings  of  Saxe  and 
the  letters  and  the  lectures  of  Artemus  Ward  had  a 
vogue  thai  they  could  never  have  received  from  peo- 
ple whose  cast  of  thought  was  wholly  serious.  He  is 
inclined  to  think  that  Bryce  arrives  at  the  bottom 
truth  when  he  says  that  humor  "  is  a  commoner  gift 
in  America  than  elsewhere,"  and  that  the  Americans 
"  are  as  conspicuously  the  purveyors  of  humor  to  the 
nineteenth  century  as  the  French  were  the  purveyors 
of  wit  to  the  eighieenth."  In  the  opinion  of  our 
author,  many  circumstances  seem  to  indicate  that, 
since  1S65,  the  national  seriousness  which,  in  typical 
men  like  Lincoln,  used  to  go  hand  in  hand  with  a 
sensitiveness  to  humor,  has  materially  abated.  An 
observer  of  manners  and  morals  thirty-five  years  ago 
would  hardly  have  urged  the  charge  which  was 
recently  made  that  our  "  worst  vice  is  want  of  serious- 
ness." While,  however,  the  processof  shedding  "the 
sadness  of  Puritanism "  has  gone  on,  it  would  be 
difficult  to  maintain  that  the  appreciation  o(  humor 
is  much  keener  than  it  was  forty  years  ago.

JACKSON'S  GREAT  FROZEN  LAND.

The  polar  expedition  led  by  Mr.  Jackson  has  attracted 
a  good  deal  of  public  attention.    His  journey  across 
the  Tundras  was  primarily  taken  partly  with  the  ob- 
ject of  experimenting  with  a  certain  variety  of  cloth- 
ing and  food  under  the  conditions  of  Arctic  winter,  in 
order  that  the  results  of  such  experiments  might  be 
valuable  in  influencing  the  arrangements  for  the  pre- 
sent expedition.    Mr.  Jackson  performed  his  journey 
in  1893-94  with  remarkable  success,  and  "  the  jour- 
nals" of  his  experiences  as  here  edited  by  Mr,  Monte- 
fiore  give  us  a  very  clear  idea  of  the  country  which 
he  traversed  and  the  people  among  whom  he  lived, 

"  He  went  out  towards  the  end  of  the  sumnier;  devoted 
the  aolumn  lo  the  survey  of  Waigalz  Iiland,  which  licks 
Novaia  Zemlia  lo  Ihe  Ural  chain  and  opens  the  gale  into  the 
Kara  Sea ;  and  ihe  winter  to  bis  iledge  journey  of  near  two 
thousand  five  hundred  miles  from  the  frontier  of  Siberia 
across  ihe  Gre«  Tundra,  the  Pechora  Valley,  the  Little 
Tandta ;  and  Iheo,  if  haply  he  might  learn  of  Ihe  Lapp  what 
he  had  not  been  taught  by  the  Samoyad,  through  Russian 
Lapland  lo  the  Murmansk)  coast.  He  pulled  his  own 
sledge,  and  he  drove  it  behind  reindeer  and  the  wiry  ponies 
of  Northern  Russia;  he  lived  much  as  the  natives  lived, and 
ale  with  them  of  their  coarse  bul  vitalising  food ;  he  stayed 
in  their  foal  and  almost  suffocating  chooms.and  he  lay  down 
to  sleep,  as  they  slept,  on  the  open  snow." 

A  winier  journey  such  as  is  roughly  indicated  in 
this  passage  was  by  no  means  a  light  undertaking, 


and  great  credit  is  due  to  the  explorer  for  the  wa*  in 
which  he  carried  it  out.  We  cannot  but  be  thankful 
to  Mr.  Jackson,  for  his  "  Great  Frozen  Land  "  is  the 
travel  book  of  the  season,  and  we  can  only  hope  that 
on  his  present  adventurous  expedition  he  is  profidng 
by  the  experiences  herein  set  forth.  After  the  chap- 
ters giving  a  detailed  account  of  Mr.  Jackson's  wan- 
derings in  the  desolate  lands  there  are  interesting  and 
valuable  chapters  on  language  and  on  Samoyad  folk 
tales,  as  well  as  four  appendices  dealing  with  tbe 
ornithological  results  of  the  journey,  with  the  weather 
observations  and  topographical  notes  made  by  the 
explorer,  and  a  brief  account  of  the  object,  method, 
and  equipment  of  the  Jackson-Harmsworth  Polar 
Expedition.

SIR  WALTER  BESANT'S  NEW  STORIES. 
In   PBAcoNn'  Orders,  and  Other   Storics.     Ry 

Waller    Besant.     279  pp.     izmo,  Qoceutsi    by  mail,

There  are  eleven  stories  in  the  volume,  the  initial 
one  of  the  series  being  the  most  elaborate  and  fio- 
ished  in  the  book.  The  disease  of  what  tbe  author 
aptly  calls  "  religiosity  "  is  treated  in  the  first  story : 
"In  Deacons'  Orders;"  but  the  author  does  not 
wish  in  Ibis  powerful,  though  morbid,  study  lo  con- 
found the  semblance  of  religion  with  the  possession 
of  a  genuine  religious  faith.  Paul  Leighan,  in  the 
tale,  is  a  victim  of  "religiosity,"'  He  possesses  a 
love  for  things  ecclesiastical,  but  be  has  no  religiOD, 
no  moral  strength,  and  no  comprehension  of  ihe 
meaning  of  honor.  He  experienced  the  exaltation 
arising  from  participation  in  tbe  stately  services  of 
the  church ;  he  derives  pleasure  from  the  hymns  thai 
are  sung  ;  hears  with  joy  the  religious  exhortations  of 
others  and  is  himself  a  powerful  pleader.  The  out- 
ward forms  of  the  religious  life  are  carried  oa  with 
great  zeal,  while  the  inner  life — the  conversation  and 
conduct  which  are  the  only  true  expression  of  it— is 
wholly  untouched.  As  truly  unconscious  as  Jonatbao 
Wild  or  Barry  Lyndon  seems  of  his  depravity,  this 
young  Apollo  of  the  church  b  of  bis  hypocrisy.  He 
mistakes  his  emotion  for  truth,  and  he  experiences 
immense  satisfaction  in  tbe  contagious  enthuHasm 
resulting  from  appeals  to  the  sensuous  nature.  But 
the  author  presents  Paul  Leigban  to  his  readers  as  a 
degenerate  from  his  school-days.  There  are  no  re- 
deeming phases  of  character  in  him  to  oflset  the  awful 
meannesses  of  which  be  is  guilty  throughout  his  life, 
and  of  which  he  seems  totally  unconscious.  Leighan 
is  a  liar,  cheat,  forger,  gambler  and  libertine ;  never-  | 
tbeless,  with  all  his  sordid  earnestness,  we  find  hin 
preaching  divinely,  see  him  overcome  with  emotion  | 
at  the  consciousness  of  the  divine  life,  and  writhing  in 
agony  on  the  floor  of  the  cathedral.  The  inevitable 
end  follows  and  he  meets  it  in  America  with  unctuous 
hopes  and  loud  professions  of  faitb  in  God.  The  story 
is  as  powerful  as  the  "Demoniac,"  but  it  is  a  mote 
morbid  and  unhealthy  study,  and  we  feel  that  it  has 
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been  unneressarily  overdrawn.  The  author  tells  us 
that  it  has  been  his  lot  to  know  several  victims  of 
■'  religiosity."  and  he  pves  two  examples  of  men 
afflicted  with  such  a  malady. 

The  other  stoties  in  this  volume  have  appeared  in 
the  magazines,  and  are  entitled :  "  Peer  and  Heiress," 
"The  Equal  Woman."  -The  Shrinking  Shoe," 
"Quarantine  Island."  "In  Three  Weeks."  "  One 
and  Two,"  "  A  Night  With  Tantalus,"  ■•  The  Solid 
Gold  Reef  Company,  Limited,"  "  To  the  Third  and 
Fourth  Generation,"  and  "King  David's  Friend." 
Of  these,  the  "Peer  and  Heiress"  and  "King 
Davids  Friend,"  are,  for  freshness,  originality  and 
vivid  portrayal  of  character,  superior  to  the  remaining 
tales,  which  are  somewhat  colorless,  and,  indeed, 
commonplace.

HOWELL'S  LITERARY  AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 

My    Litbrarv    Passions.      Bv    W.    D.    Howells.

"To  give  an  account  ol  one's  reading,"  says  Mr. 
Howells  in  his  opening  chapter,  "  is  in  some  sort  to 
give  an  account  of  one's  life."  This  little  hook  is  thus 
in  a  sense  autobiographical.  That  is  to  say,  it  is  a 
ihouKhtfuI  man's  review,  irt  later  life,  of  the  literary 
examples  which  have  influenced  him.  This  retro- 
spective judgment  upon  authorsand  books  necessarily 
differs  from  the  judgment  formed  at  the  time,  but 
Mr.  Howells  takes  great  pains  to  recall  his  first  im- 
pressions and  then  to  explain  bow  they  were  subse- 
quently modified.  His  readers  have  recognized  the 
change  in  his  own  literary  standards  and  ethical  con- 
victions, and  it  is  interesting  to  have  the  course  of 
thii  development  analyzed  and  confessed.  Mr, 
Howells  clearly  believes  that  he  never  really  attained 
to  the  truth  until  he  read  Tolstoi,  who  taught  him  to 
"  S't  art  forever  below  humanity."  There  are  many 
of  us  who  find  quite  as  much  humanity  in  the  art  of 
his  early  work,  but  that  was  before  Mr.  Howells  set 
up  in  business  as  a  critic  and  altruistic  teacher.  In 
thu  latter  aspect  he  is  sometimes  a  lilllc  tedious,  and 
quite  often  provoking,  but  he  has  sincerity  and  cour- 
age and  kindliness,  and  if  we  do  not  care  for  his 
preaching  we  are  always  at  liberty  to  go  away  and 
read  his  navels.  There  he  does  give  us  truth,  with 
cleamesss  of  perception  and  simplicity  of  expression, 
an  J  we  may  enjoy  his  siories  without  the  necessity  of 
enjoying  all  the  dismal  things  of  other  men  that  he 
so  persistently  and  sometimes  so  combatively  com- 
mends to  our  admiration.

The  imaginative  man  had  married  his  wife  because 
of  the  depth  of  her  beautiful  eyes  and  a  preiiy  trick 
of  vagueness.  When  he  found  out  that  her  eyes  were 
much  deepertban  her  soul,  and  that  there  was  nothing 
in  her  but  stupidity,  he  was  disillusioned,  and  she 
became  jealous  and  tiresome,  "  with  her  perpetual 
adoring  misunderstanding  of  eveiything  he  said  and 
did."  In  Egypt,  where  the  scene  passses,  the 
Imaginative  Man  falls  a  victim  to  the  strange  fascina- 
tion of  the  Sphinx,  that  stone  mystery  of  the  sands 
and  the  old  years. 

This  curious  fantasy  is  delicately  worked  out. 
There  is  good  characterization  ;  for  instance,  the 
little  wife  who  "had  never  understood  htr  husband, 
but  then  she  was  so  perfectly  accustomed  to  not 
understanding  people  and  things  thai  comprehension 
would  merely  have  confused  her."  Interesting,  too, 
.is  the  picture  of  Guy  Aintree,  the  boy  doomed  10 
death,  in  consumption,  mad  to  see  all  he  can  of  life,  to 
fly  to  folly,  ravenous  for  all  the  sensations  possible  to 
him  in  the  short  time  left.  His  mother,  who  seems 
hardly  older  than  himself  and  is  to  him  as  a  comrade 
is  pleasantly  drawn. 

Theie  is  freshness  in  the  descriptions  of  the 
Oriental  background  and  of  the  people,  "  These 
brown,  lithe  people,  whispering,  templing,  imploring, 
persuasive  in  gesture,  soft  in  voice,  dirty  but  dig- 
nified, loft  to  morals,  yet  charming,  and  even  child- 
like .  .  .  were  Ihey  not  of  another  era  ?  .  .  .  the 
savagery  of  human  pasfions  standing  openly  at 
every  street  corner,  smiling  secrecy  away,  and  bow- 
ing reticence  out  of  the  social  scheme."  "  Camels," 
he  says  quaintly,  '.'  seem  to  make  everything  bibli- 
caL'' 

"An  Imaginative  Man "  is  in  every  resptci  a 
marked  advance  upon  the  "Green  Carnation."  It  is 
undoubtedly  an  artistic  success.

MRS.    WARD'S   SHORT  STORY. 


The  publisheis  have  made  a  pretty  little  volume  of 
Mrs.  Ward's  short  story,  lately  printed  in  Siribner's 
Magazine.  We  call  it  a  short  story,  with  reference 
not  so  much  to  its  length  as  to  its  structure.  It  is  a 
direct  study  of  a  single  situation,  of  a  young  woman. 
married  to  a  severe  type  of  rustic  religionist,  to  whom 
her  father  entrusts  the  custody  of  his  savings,  a  chest 
of  sovereigns  that  are  to  form  the  support  of  bis 
declining  years.  The  temptation,  added  to  an  appe- 
tite for  drink,  proves  too  much  for  the  woman.  Little 
by  little  she  spends  ihe  money  at  the  public  house, 
and  when  the  theft  is  detected  and  her  husband 
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priml)'  denounces  her  the  poor  creature  runs  and 
IhroMfj  herself  inlo  [he  well.  There  is  scarcely  a  ray 
(if  sunlight  of  any  kind  to  lighten  the  gloom  of  the 
sordid  picture,  and  though  the  situation  is  well  con- 
ceived and  sCtongly  expressed,  with  a  directness  that 
Mrs.  Ward  has  not  always  shown,  it  leaves  the  reader 
with  the  question  whether  it  was  worth  while  to  tell 
the  story  at  all.  In  mere  workmanship  it  is  as  good 
as  anythintc  Mrs.  Ward  has  done,  but  it  can  hardly 
be  imagined  that  anyone  will  be  the  happier  for  read- 
ing it.

not  mettlj'  with  reference  to  the  pieces  contained  in  this 
edition,  but  as  a  critical  study  of  the  poet  generally  at  his 
TBjiouB  periods,  in  his  works  of  the  (irsl  and  of  the  second 
raoliibcith  when  he  is  unique  and  unapproachable,  and  when 
be  is  either  turgid  and  ridiculous  in  extreme  youth,  or  enter- 
ii^  later  into  his  decline  and  loet  as  a  power  to  English  poe- 
try.

There  is  a  smock  of  cheap  charlatanism 
in  M,  Nordau's  world  renowned  "  Degeneration,"  but  it  has 
nol  been  especially  noticed,  as  the  general  tone  of  the  work 
seems  to  be  sincere  emugh  and  its  purpose  genuine.  The 
broadside  exhibition  of  the  baldest  sort  of  claptrap  made  in

Max  O'Rell,  as  M.  Paul  Blougt  elected  to  call 
himself  many  years  ago,  little  thirfking  that  his 
new  name  would  practically  put  out  that  which 
he  received  at  baptism,  has  written  much  about 
"John  Bull"  and  "Jonathan  and  His  Conti- 
nent," and  his  new  book,  admirably  Englished 
by  Mme.  Blougt.  gives  an  account  of  his  impres- 
sions of  the  British  Colonies.  The  great  Colonial 
branches  of  the  firm  John  Bull  &  Co.  are  described 
with  the  light  and  graphic  touch  of  a  quick  and 
not  unsympathetic  observer. 

It  is  always  good  to  see  ourselves  as  others  see 
us.  Max  O'Rell  has  had  sufficient  experience  of 
English  ways  and  customs  not  to  fall  into  the 
egregious  mistakes  which  raw  foreigners  always 
make  when  straying  outside  their  native  land. 
He  is  no  mere  lampooner  who  visits  a  countrv 
in  order  to  scrape  together  materials  with  which 
to  villify  his  hosts.  He  ha.s  cast  his  lot  in  with  lis, 
and  he  has,  in  a  manner,  given  hostages  to  for- 
tune. We  may,  therefore,  accept  his  testimony 
as  that  of  an  honest  witness,  predjudiced,  no 
doubt,  and  unable  to  sympathize  with  much  that 
we  regard  as  the  best  elements  in  our  national 
character,  but  perhaps  all  the  more  valuable  on 
that  account.  He  cannot  be  accused  of  being 
puffed  up  by  pride  of  English  speaking  birth. 
Neither  can  his  worst  enemies  allege  that  he  is  a 
flatterer.  He  deals  unmercifully  with  bur  beset- 
ting sins.  But  faithful  are  the  blows  of  a  friend, 
and  we  welcome  even  exaggerated  censure  in  the 
ho|je  that  it  may  be  the  means  of  rousing  our 
people  to  a  much  needed  reformation. — Wm.  T.
